III' ;iiiy event will, .‘is a rule, lie immediately followed liy tlio OonioderntR aeeoiinls. 
'I'iii! I orresiKnnhiiiee, etc., not emijraced in tlio “reports” proper will follow (lli'st 
I'liion and next C!onfedorat«) in eliroiioloj^ical order. 

Tlic Kccoiid series will contain the noiTOHpomleiioo, orders, reports, and rotiiviis, 
riiiiin and Confederate, relating to prisoners of war, and (so far as llio inlHliiry 
antlioi ities were concerned) to state or political i)riaoiiei‘.s. 

The third series will contain the correspondence, orders, reports, and rnl urns of 
the Union authorities (etnbraeing tlioir corrospondciii-o with the Confedorn Lt' olll- 
eialH) not rehiting sjiecially to the snhjocts of the first and second series, it will 
set forth the annn.'il and speeial reports of the Secretary of War, of I, lie (hmernl- 
in-Ciiicf, and of the chiefs of the sevoril staft' corps and dopartinonts; tlie enll.s 
lor troops, and the eorrcspondcnce hotweon the Kational and the snvnvnl State 
ioithovities. 

I'lie fourth series will exhibit the corj-ospoiidouco, orders, reports, and l ottivns of 
the Uoiifi'derato authorities, similar to that indicated for the Union ortloiiilH, ns of the 
third sovies, hut oxolnding the eornrapondoiice hetwccn tin* Union and Oonfmlernto 
authoritios given in that series. 

The llrst volume of the rccord.s was issued in tlio early fall of 18S(). 
Tlie a.jt apiu'ovcd June 1C, 1880, provided “for the printing- and bind- 
ing, under diroctiou of the Sc^cretary of War, of 10,000 copies of a ooin- 
piliition of the Ollicial Records (TJniou and Oonfedcrate) of tlio War of 
the lieliellinii, so far as the same may be readj' for publication, during 
the iisciil year;” and that “of said number 7,000 copies sliiill bo for tlio 
use of the I fouso of Kepresontatives, 2,000 copies for the u.s<s of the 
Hcnate, and 1,000 copies for the use of the lilxccutivc l^ejiartnionts,^’ 
Under tlii-s act Colonel f5i;ott proceeded lo publish Mic first /Ive volinnos 
of the I'ccords.*

Hon. E. M. Stanton, Secretary of War: 

Sir: In the matter of tho request made through Robert Onld, Con* 
federate agent for exchang'c of prisoners, to b.avo sundry parties (now 
treated as felons by the State of Indiana) regarded and exchanged as 
prisoners of war, I have tho honor to report as folloAvs, in complianco 
with your indorsemont of roferonco of tho ICth ultimo: 

The parties in question are twolieutonauts and thirteen privates, &o., 
ill the company of one Oaptaiu Hall, of Ool. Adam Johnson’s regiment 
of partisan rangers. They constituted part of a force which crossed blie 
river from Kentucky into Indiana about November 1 Inst, for the pur- 
pose, as is alleged, of securing ahostago for a rebel surgeon who bad been 
previously captured or detained by our forces. During this exiiedifcion 
a number of horses were taken. Bliortly afterward the men in question 
were captured by our forces or by an organized party from Indiana and 
lodged ill prison and placed under indictment for horso stealing. It is 
now urged on tlio part of tbo rebel authorities that those men should bo 
exchanged as prisoners of war and released from their coufincnient as

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eriiniiials. In answer to tins (leinniid it is to be said in tlie first 
that it is by no means clearly ina<lo out that these parties are onhiei'r* 
and men of the rebel army and tliorelbro proper subjects for exchanj-*'* 
It isnot shown umlerwhatcommandthisregimcntwas, in whatbi'i{'ii(le» 
division, or part of the rebel army, nor whether it has been statioiunl I'oi' 
any purpose in tlic part of Kentucky whoreits operations w^ero carriojl- 
011. The enemy lias no post or garrison in tliat region and no regnhu’ 
fbroe. Theparty wliieli cro.sseclinto Indiana seems to have been aetinp!: 
independently, caiTying on a border warfare or nialdiig a raid as (Von - 
tieraineii. The very name of the reghneiit to which tlie eoinpany irt 
question is alleged to have belonged, UoloiielJohiusoii’s])artisan raiigoirs, 
discloses the probable character of these troops and seems to fix { lu'ii* 
character as guerrillas or bushwhackers. It does not appear that tlicKi^ 
men were regalarly mustered into the service of thoeiioiny (as snpimmK I 
by Colonel Ludlow), but only that they had been sworn in. But whethei’ 
this formality was anything more than the administering of an oath or 
pled goto them asgueiTillasorindeiiondcntpartisiuisisnotinadeovidenl’. 

Whether thosemon therefore should bo regarded as engaged in roguhii* 
warfare as ofticors and soldiers of the oueniy’s army is extremely (pieK - 
tioimble. Moreover it i.s not deemed advisable that tlie jurisdiction 
which the State of Indiana has assumed to oxoi'cise over tlieso inirticH 
should ho iutorfered with under tlio circumstances. The autlioritiei^ 
of that State have bad the besboxiportimity to doterraine the chiiraetei.' 
of these mou and their purposes, botliof which wereprobalily iiotorioiiH 
along the border. They have known them as citizens of a loyal State, 
yet as operating themselves in the rebel interest or more probably m 
taking advantage of the existing ho.stilitios to engage in raids on theii* 
own account and independently of *any organized army in the Held, 
wibli this knowledge the authoHtie.s of ludiana, who must also bo ])rn- 
suined to have arrested tlie.se men with good grounds for believing thiih 
they had committed the crime in ((uestibu, have confined and iiuTiebal 
the parties as felons. This action has been with them a measure ol* 
police regulation as lyoll as a proceeding under law and statute, and ib 
sliould not bo interfered with except upon the strongest grounds oL* 
liubliu or iiiilirary policy. If the State of Indiana had been invaded by 
aroLuilarly conslitnted army of the enemy, and afterward during l lm 
war her civil authorities had succeeded in arresting any rebel soldioi s 
known to have taken and converted private property during the iiiiui 
.Sion, and had proceeded against them as for a felony, their acts would 
donbtle.ss Imvc been sanctioned by the noa-interfoienco of mililury 
authori ty, but in thepre.seuteaso therea.sonsfor.suuh non-interferemie 
are stdl more grave and cogent. If the parties in question can piovi^ 
ijy legal te.stiiiiony that they aro otlicer.s or soldiers of the Confedorutn 
iiriiiy and that theacts for which they aro indicted were committed under 
the ord( 3 r.s or sanction of superior officci-.s of that army, such proof will

(iENTLEREN : Your Icttoi* of May 10,* inclosing the resolutions of a 
public nieotiiig held at Albany, N. T., ou the Kith of tlio same month, 
was received several days ago. 

^ The resolutions as I understand them are resolvable into two propo- 
sitioii.s— first, the ex])rossion of a purpose to sustain tlio cause of tlie 
Union, to .secui o peace through victory, and to support tlie Adininistra- 
timi in every constitutional and lawful measure to suppress the rebel- 
lion; and secondly, a declaration of cousure upon tbo Administration for 
.supposed unconstitutional action, such as thoinakingof military arrests. 
And from the two propositions a third is deduced, wliioli is that tlio gen- 
tieiiieu composing the meeting are resolved on doing their part to 
niamtaiu our common Government and country despite the folly or 
wickedness, as they may coueei vo, of any Administration. This po.sition 
IS Gimneiitly patriotic, and as such I thank the meeting and congratiilato 
the iiat on for it. My own purpose is the .same; so that the mooting and 
liiyselt have a common object, and can have no diiroreiico except in the 
choicG of means or measures for effecting tliat object.

Would not the demonstration have been better if it could lniv(‘. been 
truly said that these safeguards had been adopted and applied during 
the civil wars and during our Itevolntioii instead of afte.r the one and at 
the close of tlio other? J, too, am devotedly foi- them after civil war and 
before civil Avar and at all times, “except when in cases of rebellion or 
invasion the puhli(t safety may require” their suspension. 

The resolutions proceed to tell ua that these safcgiiavds “have stood 
tho test of seventy-six year.s of trial under our republican system under 
circumstancea Avhioh aljow that while they constitute the foundation of 
all free government they are tho elements of tho enduring stability of 
tho Kopublic.” No one denies that they have so stood tlie test up to 
tlie beginning of tho present rebellion if avo except a certain ocaairri'iieo 
at Now Orleans, nor dues any one question tliat they will stand the saine 
tost inuoli longer after tho rebellion closes. Hut tlicse provisions o f the 
Oonstitution liavo no apiilication to tlio case avc have in hiviul, boemnse 
tho arrests complained of were not inado for treason — that i.s, not for 
tlie treason dellned in tlio Oonstitution, and upon the (ioiiviistion of 
Avhich tlio pRPisbment is death — nor yet Avoro they made to hold per- 
sons to answer for any capital or otliorwlsc infamous (a-imes, nor Avere 
tlio proceedings folloAving in any eonstitutlonal or legal sense “crimi- 
nal proseeutioiis.” The arrests Avere made on totally dilfoi’ent grounds 
and the proceedings following accorded with the grounds of the arrests. 
Lot us consiclor tho real case witli Avliicli we are dealing and apply it to 
tho parts of tho Oonstitution plainly made for such eases. 

Prior to my installation here it had been inculcated that any State 
had a lawi’ul right to seeedofrom thoNational Union, and that it would 
bo expedient to exercise the right whenever tho devotccB of the doctrine 
should fail to elect a President to their own liking. I avus elected con- 
trary to their liking, and accordingly so fur as it Avas hsgally pos.sible 
they had taken seven States out of tho Union, had aoi/od many of the 
U. S. forts, and had llrod ujion tho U. S. Jlag, all before J: Avas inaugu- 
rated, and of course before I had done any ollicial act Avliateyor. 
robellion tluis begun soon ran into tho present civil Avar, and in c.crtiun 
respects it began on very unequal terms betwoou the parties. The 
insurgents had been prexiariiig for it for more than thirty .years, Avliile 
tho Goveriiinont had taken no stoiis to resist them. Tho I'oriner liad 
carefully eonsidored all the means Avhicli could bo turned to their 
account. It undoubtedly Avas a Avoll-pondcred reliance Avith them that 
in their OAVii nnrimtrictcd elt’orts to dc.stroy Union, Oonstitution, and 
laAV all together tho Govornmoiit would in groat degree ho restriiinod 
by the same Oonstitution and laAv from arresting their ])r()greHB. T’lieir 
syinpatliizors pervaded all departments of the Govoriunent and nearly 
all communities of tlie people. Prom this material, under cover of 
“liberty of speech,” “liWty of tho iircss” and habeas corpus, they 
hoped to Iceo]) on foot amongst us a most elliciont corps of spies, 
informers, suppliers, and aiders and abettors of their cause in a thou- 
sand Avays. They know that in times such as they Avoro inaugurating 
by the Oonstitution itself tho habeas corpus might lie suspended, but 
they also knoAV that they had frioiidB who would make a question ns to 
■who Avas to suspend it, meanwhile their si)ios aud others might reiuaiii

Mngnuler, General William I’li^slon, 
Geiioial Simon .11. lUickncr, and Oominodore Franklin lluclmiian, now 
occupying the very highest places in the rebel war .service, wc're all 
within the power ()i‘ the Govcrnineiit shnio the rebellion began ami were 
nearly as well known to be traitors then iia now. liiKiuostionably il’ 
we had seized and held them the insurgent eanse would lu'. imicli 
weaker. But no one of them had then coiniaittod any oriiiie dcCiiicd in 
the law. blvery one of them if arrested would have been disi'linrgi'cl 
on habeas corjius wore the writ allowed to operate. Jiiviewol t hese 
and similar cases \ think the time not unlikely to come xvlien I slinll bo 
bbimed for having made too few arrests rather than too iniin> . 

By the third resolution the meeting indicates^ their oi)iiii()n Ihai; 
military arrests may be constitutional in localities wIkmh' rebellion 
actually e.xists, but that sucdi arrests arc uncoiistitntioiinl in lociilities 
where r<d)ellion or insurrection does not actually exist. Tln*y iiisist 
tliat sucit arrests shall not be made “outside of tluUincsof iiccessary 
military oeeupation and the Kcencs of iiisurrcction.” inasnnicli, how- 
ever, as the Constitution Itself makes no such distinction 1. nin unable 
to believe that there is any such constitutional disUnction. 1 coiniidu 
tlnvt the (ilass of arrests (complained of can be constitutional only wluui 
in cases of rebellion <u‘ invasion the public salety may reipiire timin, 
aiui I insist that in such cases they are constiUdioual wlu'ri'A'cr tli(5 
])ublic safety roiiuires them, as well in phums to whio-li tlu'y may lire.- 
voiit the rebellion oxtendi!»g as in those \vli(W() it may be alroa(ly pre- 
vailing} as well whore they may restrain niiscJiievous inteiiermU’.e 
with the niisiiig and 8upi>lying of armicis to .siippross tlio reb(^lli{in ns 
where the robellion may actually be; as well where they may resti'niu 
the enticing men out of the army as where they would i)r(Weiib miiliiiy 
ill the army; (Miually coustltutiomil at all jdaccs wluue 1;h(?y will (mu- 
(luce to the public salbty as against tlie dangor.sof rebollion or invasion. 

Take tlie peculiar ciiso niontloned by the nicoting. It is usserled in 
substance that Mr. Vallaudiglmin was by a milllury eonnmniiler seized 
and tried “ for no other reason than words addressed to a ]nibli(i iiusa- 
ingiii liriticism ol'thocoursoof the Administration and in (snulemmilion 
of the military orders of the general.” Now if tluux^ he no mislake 
about thi.s, if this assertion is the truth and the whole truth, if lbt>re 
was no other reason for the arrest, then I (joikhmU' that, (ihe■al'r(^st was 
wrong. -But the arrest as I understand was made for a \'eiy diCfei’imt 
reason. Mr. Vallandigbain avows liis hostility to the war On tiie 
part of the Union, and his arrest m'us made beeauso he was hiboring 
with some elfect to prevent the raising of troops, to oncouvag(i deser- 
tions from the army, and to leave the robolUoii without an adetjiULtii 
military force to suppress it, JJo was not arroated because In^ was 
damaging the political prospects of the Administration or tlie iicu'sonal 
interests of the (ioimuaiuling general, but because ho was damaging ilui 
army upon tlio oxistenco and vigor of whic.h tlu^ life of the nation 
(iopeiida. Ho was warring up(m the military and this gave tint military 
constitutional juri.sdictloii to lay bauds upon him. If Mr. ^'illlal 1 tllg- 
liam was not damaging the military power of the cmuiti'.y then liis 
arrest was made on mistako of fai5t which 1 would be glad in correc-.t 
on reasonably satisfactory evidoneo. 

I imderstand the mooting whoso resolutions I am eonsi(b3i'ing to bi3 
in favor of suppressing the rebellion by military hn'cie — by ai'inios. 
Long experience has shown that armies ciuinot be luaiutaiiicd unless

Sir : Doctor Bnckor is prosecuted by the State of Virgiuiafor offenses 
against her laws for which he had no warrant in your own military law 
to commit. If you liave any officer of the Confederate States in any 
such position, even though ho may have been declared exchanged by 
our general agreements, I cannot complain of liia retention. 

With this proper limitation extending to only one case I am ready at 
anyinomcnt to deliver you every ofTiccr or man whom wo have declared 
exchanged. I do not believe there are any such in qur prisons. I 
have, however, caused diligent search to bo made, and it any such aro 
discovered they will be promptly delivered to you. 

I hope, therefore, you will have all our exchanged officers and men 
sent to City Point immediately. You will find there any of the Bamo 
class whom I can di-scover. I will be thaiiktul to yon for any names 
which you may bo able to furnisb. Spencer Kellogg’s case is already

With the limitation as to Doctor Rucker I am entirely agreed to release 
nnconditioually all surgeons.

idcBoiiel, a Federal pri.soner, captured on Folly Island by Ooloncl 
Dargan’s command on or about the 11th of April, is still in jail, 'iriiis 
man was taken in arms when a picket and in an alfair of outposts. I 
cannot jievceive the ju.stice that retains this man in jail. 

Two Federal deserters, ’VVilllnm May and William liobinaon, whose 
cases wore examined into and reported on by our department so far 
back as the IDth of May, are still in the Jail. 

G. W, Tripp and G. Williams, two Federal ))arolcd dcaortors, for- 
warded bere under ])U8ses from Brigadiov-Geiioral Blaagbtor, whoso 
oases were also examined into and reported on the 23d of May, are still 
ill the jail. This depavtinentreconniiendcd that thcyshonldbokcjit in 
jail and forwarded by first opportunity to Nassau, but sovoral steamors 
have left since then. 

John Cahill, a Federal prisoner, captured at Georgetown, is also in 
the jail. 

James Partoii, a man who deserted ftoni the First South Carolina 
Infantry, at FortMoultrie, ahouta fortmghtago,isiivoonlinomoiit. ITo 
tolls me he loft his clothes at Battery Boo; he is now nearly ragged. 
Ho is one of many cases in which company coinmniulcr.s scorn to forget 
the ])risoners absent from their regiments. 

An extra(d from your report on the same subject, dated April 2-i-, 
18(i3, concisely lays down what 1 wish to report anil recoiinncnd: 

Many of tlio priHornwH liiivo no hlanUcta, no clothing, no shooN. 'I'lioy soom to ho 
ontiroly fuigottun liy thoiv enmnnny coinniimdoi'a; so nmnli so tliat Mtjiiifl of thorn 
linvo hficii oonliiintl lor months without trial. I would BuggcHt as a riilo lioroaftor 
that no priviito ho soiit to jail hy tho in-ovost-nmralml witlumt having boon lirab 
pi'ovhitsd with his lunhling mid olofchos. Company oomminvdoiB iniisl hoo to tIuiL, 
They must nob lorgob their mon hoonuso tlioy ar« prisoiiors, and tluiy slionld nob 
delay tlio I'onvnrdliig of tlicdr elmrgoB. 

For instance, Ih Honelly, of Forgiuson’a battery, is destitute of nlolh- 
ing. Williiim Kenny says he has plenty of clothes on board the I’sil- 
metto State; is in the same position. 

1 could oiuimerate many more cases of hardship if it weroiioitesHai y, 
but I think this will bo suflicient. I would snggo.st that this imitlcr 
be looked into; that regular discijdine bo oiiforcod; tluib tho arraiige- 
inents for cooking bo placed on a different metbod; that rules and 
regulations bo laid down for the reception and dismissal of prisoners, 
and that the adininistratiou of justice bo coiidueted on more .speedy 
methods than apparently now exist.

Sill: I assure you that you have not transgressed any propriety in 
your questions as to the purpose of the United States Goveriiniont to 
oxeente its coiiseriiitiou aot and as to the ninnber of men wlio will bo 
raised luidor its provisions. I have the lionor to iotbrin yon in reply 
that the conscription act is now being executed and that a suHlciont 
number of men will be raised under its provisions to bring tliis wav to 
a sjieedy and successful coiioliisiun. 

My object in reipicsting from you a copy of the act of the Confederate 
Congress and information as to intentions to execute it was to know 
oflicially wliat disposition under the act was proposed to be made of 
oiileers and men captured in arms and who had been duly mustered 
into the service of the United States, and also that the issues thereby 
presented could be fully understood and promptly met. 

Sections!, 5, U, and 7 of this act propo.so a gross and inexcusable 
breach of tho cartel both in letter ami spirit. Upon refeionco to the 
cartel you udll lliid no mention whatever of what was to be the color of 
prisoners of war. It was unnecossaiy to make any such mention, for 
before the establishment of this cartel and before one single negro or 
mulatto was mustered into tho U. S. Borvicc you bad them organized 
ill arms in Louisiana. You had Indians and half-breed negroes and 
Indians organized in arms under Albert Pike, in Arkansas. Sub- 
sequently negroes were capfcui*ed on the battlo-lield at Antiotain and 
delivered as prisoners of war at Aiken’s Lauding to tho Oonfoderato 
authorities, and receipted for and counted in exchange. And inoro 
recently the Confederate legislature of Toaiiesaeo have passed an act 
forcing into their military service (I (pioto literally) all male free persons 
of color between tho ages of fifteen and fifty, or such number as may 
be necessary, who may bo soniid in body and capable of actual service; 
and they further enacted that in the event a sufiieient number of free 
persons of color to meet the wants of the State shall not tender their 
sorvi(?es, then ihe Governor is empowered through thosberilfa of diffor- 
eut counties to impress such persons until tho I’oquired number is 
obtained.

ITo has been indleted by the 
Ooiiimoiiwcaltk of Virginia for oIlbiiHca immmittcd within her limits 
which are not sanctioned by any civilimV military code, lie was not 
under tho pvoteiition of a aoldior when he eominitted the Monies 
ehargod iigaiust liim. Tho State is now proaoeuting him. for those 
crimes and his trial has been delayed for two terms of the court, at his 
own instaiico, as I am in'ibrmed. 
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You Iluvo said to me that tlie principles amiomuied in General Ovdoi'H, 
No. 100, are to apply against you as well as for you. In tliat order 
you distinctly recognize the right of an invaded State to ])innsji nil 
wanton violence committed against its citizens as well as all destruc- 
tion of pro])orty not commanded by the authorized oflicer. 1 lefor to 
paragraph.? 44,4.7, and especially oO. .If I had the friiiuing of a pi;o- 
vision to meet Doctor Ituckor^s case and to justify his detention I. couhl 
not use aptor terms than those employed iu ]»arjigraph 

Moreover, you htive claimed and exercised the right of holding many 
of onr oillcers and soldiers on more suspicion for nionth.s without triiil 
or proceedings of any sort against them. You have such in coniine- 
ment now. Forthein wo have selected none of your oincors or soldiers 
in retaliation; yet when we retain the ftrst of yours luider indictnumt 
preferred by a grand jury, yon immediately select one of ours in retalia- 
tion. If Avo had applied any .such rule to you since the beginning of 
the war, how many of your olhccr.s and soldiers would bo now in our 
prisons^ 

I lajiiout with you the detention of surgeons. I am willing to do any- 
thing consistent with honor and Justice to promote tlieir discharge.

General: Upon the case of Olaggott h'lt/hugii, submitted to me by 
you, I have the honor to reply that I have examined the within papers 
and that my views thoreem are as follows: 

Said .Fitzhugli is now hold in the Old Capitol Pri-son as a eitizen and 
political prisoner, having boon :iiTe8ted in Se]>tonibor, 18(12, for aiding 
and abetting the enojny, acting as guhle to tlui rebel General i /ongstreo!;, 
&;C. Ho, however, elaiiiis to bo treated as a pi'isomn* of war, asserts 
that wlnm captured bo laid been regularly enlisted in the r(d)el sei-viee, 
and as sucli must Inwo beouimdudod in theexcdiango of prisojuu’a here- 
tofore earriod out ])otwGen the two armies, It is admitted that if ho 
was ail enlisted man at the time of his capture he lias been exchanged 
and should bo set at liberty. 

Tlioro is no bvideneo whatever in the ease, beyond bis own assertion, 
that Fitzliugh was over enlisted in the rebel service as a soldier or 
otherwise. On the contrary the cireumstaneeH •detailed in thepaimra 
all go to show that ho was, wlien arrested, acting in the oharacter of a 
traitorous and disloyal citizen, and as aucli giving aid and comfort to 
the enemy. It appears that bo resided at Riont Alto, Franklin County, 
Pa., and had held for years a roponsible position as clerk and deputy 
manager of the iron-works at that place; that he luid made himself 
thoroughly acquainted in the course of his husinoHs with tlie roads in 
Western Maryland and on the frontier of .Pennsylvania; that he joined 
the enemy upon their invasion of the latter State on the IMth of Sep- 
tember, and was captured the next day; that when captured he was 
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inountcd mid finned, and acting not in the capacity of a soldier, but as 
ffuidolo the aininuuition train of General Loiigstroet s command, it 
is not probable that an old resident of that region occupying a respoct- 
able find responsible posilion in society would loavo his homo and his 
business Cor the ])nrposo of enlisting as a rebel soldier. Itismucli more 
probable that he joined the oneiny for the purpose of assisting them 
witli the knowledge and information whicli ho possossofl as a citi/en 
and as a man ol'iiitelligenee and inlluoncoin tho neighborhood, and the 
occupation in whicli ho was engaged when captured was iiroeisoly aiich 
as his previous residoneo suid local knowledge luul best fitted liim lor. 

It aiipears that his loyalty had been long .Huspcctod among his fellow- 
eiti/ons. Under the eircuinatancesit Is not deemed that the prisoners 
own statement should bo held auhicioiit to settle his status, and lu 
accordance with tho .suggestions in tho within letters* it is recommended 
tlnat the iirisoncr be returned to tlie authorities of Franklin County to 
bo pro.Heouted under the act of Oongross of J illy 17, 18G2, Oliapter 0X0 V, 
or such other act as the ovidenee available in the case may mdicato as 
more d ireetly applimible to liis oftenso. In view of tho known disloyalty 
of Fitzhugh and his oltleioncy as a guide it is for the .Prosiilont to dotor- 
iniiio whotlier, in case ho bo roinaiulcd to tho civil autliorltv during the 
proaont invasion of I’ounsylvania by tho robola, it will not bo expediont 
to snspond in his ea.se tho privilege of tho writ of habeas corpus.

I send you by the captain ol tlio stoanier 
another package of rolls of paroled men at Camp Olmao who are to be 
exchanged. Tliey are from many ilifforent roglmonts, and I doidt aoo 
liow you ciin classify them oxcciit by saying “ollloors and enlisted men 
at Camp 01ia.se on rolls iiresoiitod.

d’lio writers on intermitloiml law mention snoh eonvontiona as entirely 
leg’iliimale; but this order seems to reimdial,(‘. snoh a purpose by naserii- 
ing that “ no oonventiomi.l rest.rletion of the modes adopted to injure 
the enemy is any longei- admitled,” Order No. MM) is a ooiiru’sed, 
nnaNscu'ted, and uiidlse.rimlnatlng compilation IVoin the ojiinioii oC tho 
IHiblieists of the last (;wo e.entnnes, some of which are obsolete^, otliera 
reinidiated ; and a military commander under this liode may pursue a 
liiieoroondue.t in accordanee witli princijdes orjustiee, liiitli, iind lionoi', 
or lu^ may Jiistily conduct correspondent with the wurlhre of the har- 
barons hordes who ovtuTiui the Jtoinun i'lmpire, or who, in (.In^ Middle 
Ages, d(5va.stated the lamtiiMuit of Asia ami immae-ml tlu' eivili/atioii of 
hhirope. Tlnwo is no course loft ns but (;o designatii (be class of iiriii- 
ciples l.liali meid; our approbat.ion and to distinguish those that will pro- 
voke retaliation. The OonI'ederate States agree “ tluit it is ineumhent 
upon all who are in situations to administer nmrtnil Jaw that they should 
1)0 strictly guided by the priiieiplas of justice, honor, and liumanity — 
virtues iidoniiiig a soldier oven more than otiier men, for (he very 
reason that iio ])OH.si3.sHes the power of his arms against the unarmed— 
.and (bat. the law of war dinc.laims all crne.lty and bad faith iioneeriiing 
eiigagemeiits I'.onchided with the enemy during Ibe war, all extortions, 
all trunsaclions for individual gain, all acts of private revenge, or con- 
nivance ul such ac.ts.”^ They agree “ that as civili/ntion has advanced 
HO has likewise steadily advanced, especially in war on land, the dis- 
tinction between (/he jirivate individual belonging to a. hostile coiiula'y

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and tho hostile eomitry itself with its moji in arms. The priiioiplo lias 
beou more and more acknowledged that the nnarmed (jitizen is to be 
spared in person, jmoperty, and honor as much as the oxigeiieies of war 
will admit.” They agree “ that it is a violation of the laws of war and 
the principles of Immanity to murder, enahivo, or carry o(f to distant 
jmrts private citlzoms, and that the inollensive individual should be as 
little disturbed in hi.s private relations as the commander of the hostile 
troops can aiford to grant in the ovoiTulliig oxigoiuiios of a vigorous 
war.” They agree “that it was in romotij times, and contimics to Im 
with vindictive, malignant, and savage armies at the present time, tlio 
rule that the private indiviiliial of the liostile country is dcistiiioil to 
Slider evciy x»rivation of liberty and jirotcction and every disruption 
of family ties, and that in modern regular war.s of the hhiropeaiis and” 
portions of “their desimndants in other portions of tlie globe” — candor 
will not allow ns to say all of their doscondants — “protection of the 
inoffensive citi/.on of the liostile coniitry is tlio rule, and privation and 
disturbance of private relations is the exception.” They acknowledge 
“ that when men take up arm.s against one another in a public war tlioy 
do not cease on this account to bo moral beings, responsible to one 
another and to Ood.” 

These jiriiidples condemn the murder of noii-eombatants ; the ]>illago 
of the farms and houses of persons who are not engaged in the war; tlio 
destruction of iniplomoiits of husbandry, growing crops, mills, housos, 
fruit trees, and tlio lilUng up and destruction of poj’ta and harlmrs or 
rofugc} the oxpnKsion of old men, women, and children, with limited 
supplies of money and clothing from their homesj the violation of car- 
tels relative to the ex<*liange of prisoners; the detention of iirisotiers for 
weeks and months, and even years, after their oxeliango, and the Incit- 
ing of slaves to insurrection. 

Had no other articles upon the mode of proseenting the war than 
those been published by the (.iovernmont of tlio United Htaf.es, Order 
No. 100 would have been regardi-d us a soloniii rebuke by the compilers 
of its code to those military authorities by whom and to whom it is 
addressed of their conduct and iiracticos during this war. The asser- 
tion of dogmas of another class bccomo, therefore, necessary to afford 
some sort of an apology for tin's conduct and these practices. 

I proceed to slate these, that the two wnitradictory and opposed sys- 
tems of what are designated as instructions, and what are selected as 
o.stabli.shed rules and usages of war, may be confroiitod. “Military 
necessity,” says Order No. iOO, “admits of all direct destruction of life 
and limb of armed enemies, and of other persons whoso destruction is 
incidentally iiiiavoidablo in the armed contests of tlio war; it allows of 
the capturing of every armed oiiomy, ami every enemy of ini])ortaiico to 
the hostile (Tovernment, or of peculiar danger to the captor; it allows 
of all destruction of imiporty, and obstruction of the ways and ehaniiols 
of tral'dc, travel, orcminmiiiucation, and of all withholding of siistenanee 
or moans of lifeiVom the enemy ; of appropriation of whatever an enemy^s 
country alfords for the subsistence and Hufoty of the army, and of siicli 
deception ns does not involve the broiiking of good faith, positively 
pledged, regarding agrcoinoiits entered into during the war, or sup]ioaed 
by tlie modern law of wav to exist.” “War is not carried on by arms 
alone. It is lawful to starve the hostile belligerents, armed or unarmed, 
so that it loads to the speedier subjoetiou of the enemy.” “ Oommand- 
ers, wlionever admissible, inform the enemy of their intention to bom- 
bard a place, so that iioii-comhatants, and especially the women and 
children, may be removed before the bombardment coiumeiiees; but it 
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is no infraction of tlie law of waa* to omit tliua to inform the ciuiiny. 
Snipi'ise may bo a iiocessity.” 

Tliesc solcctiona from the code will sufllcioutly discriminate the two 
classes of doctrine and the opposing systems that our enemies luwe 
l^rcseiited in the same inatructioiis. The war that the United States i.s 
carrying on against the Oonfederate States is a war oi>i)osed to the fun- 
damental prinGi]>lc of their own Constitution. The overthrow of the 
l^rinciple of self-government, as rccogiii/ed in the Deedaration of Indo- 
l)cndenee, and as embodied in the State and Federal Oonstitution of 
the States comi^osing the Federal Union, which existed until 1800, is 
the principle which lies at the foundation of the military operations 
of the Federal Government. The subjugation of tlic Confederate Slates 
is the illegitimate object they propose to aecomi)lish by the war. 

To accomplish it they liavo established a military despotism upon 
the ruins of the Oomstitution of the United States and have adopted a 
barbarous system of warfare on the pretext of a military necessity. It 
is in this e(Klo of military necessity that the acts of atrocity ami vio- 
ionce which have boon committed by tlic ortlcors of the United Stiitcs 
and have sliocked the moral sense of civilij^isd nations are to iind an 
apology and defense. 

The history of thin wav exhibits fro<piontly the murder in cold blood 
of unarniGd and unresisting citizens; the destruction of small towns and 
villages as a pastime; the removal to distant places of a largo iiumbor 
of citizens who at no time have boon engaged with the army; the spolia- 
tion of farm-liousos of tlioirfood, furnituro,lil)rarios, pictures, and family 
apparel by soldiers and in some cases by oniccrs highest in ouinmand in 
tlie do[)artinent. Men, women, and children have been expelled h'om 
their homos iti the incloincut weather of winter or in the darluiess of 
night. U is shockingly true that our enemy docs not carry on war 
alone by arms. It is not true that any military necessity excuses system- 
atic and habitual departure from the laws of war first ominciated and 
justifles the adoption of rules contrary to tliem to regulate military oper- 
ations. Military necessity ns a legislator has a suin'emo authority; but 
tlie range of its jurisdiction is limited. The necessity must bo present, 
urgent, aiid overruling, and the acts done under it must alt'ord probable 
moans of escape from an impending danger. 

In such a (!aso ordinary rules are suspended and wluit is fairly and 
reasomibly donci.s sanctioned. Even justice and right in such caacs 
withdraw their censorship and sway and submit temporarily to this 
more imperious authority; but no country, no government, is justified 
in deducing a rule of imictico from rave and extreme instances of inex- 
orable or unreasoning necessity. The jndginout and eoiiscienco are 
alike perplexed in forming conclusions wliou moasuros of violence 
under such i)i'ompting are iwosoribccl for their considoratioii, and the 
historian and publicist content tlicmsolvos with narrating the facts and 
suggesting the oxtonnating oircumstaiices in sucli occuitgucos without 
venturing to alford them countonauco or apiJroval. 

The I'uiers or commanders who use them as jiroeodonts and indicate 
to their subordinates that there is some law of military noiicssity which 
it is (!omi)otcnt for thorn to adopt ns an habitual standard of conduct 
become x)arUcepH orminis in the atrocities tlmt may follow and are 
worthy of the same degree of iiifamy and puni.shmont. Tliey cannot 
frame mischief into a code or make -an instituted system of rules 
embodying the spirit of inisdiiof under the. name of a military necessity, 
The comitiy that adopts as allies murder, rapine, cruelty, incoudiarism, 
and revenge is condemned by the voice of the civilized world. 
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Thu war that needs siieU auxiliaries carrioa iiiCiillible inarlts to tlia- 

tioffiiish it as an unholy anil miclirlstian war. 

The answer to these doetrines of military uece.s.sity is to he- louml m 
that title of the same code whieh relates to the subjiM-t ol retaliation. 
It is not at all surprising that those who would iiiiikit a 
military necessity should desire the abdnution or (leihroiiOMieiit oi t u 
rule of iiiilitary retaliation, and so in thiaeoilerotabation is (loprecnted. 
A Jimliguaiit, iinscrnpnlons, revengofiil enemy “leaves to his oppoiioiit 
no otliQi' means of securing himself against the repe.titii>M ol barhai'ons 
outrage than is allbrded by retaliation.” The Courederaey aeJuiowl- 
edges' the obligation to employ retaliation <uu-enilly and willi on't'iii'i-

The authorities who have i.ssued Onler Ho. .1.00 anent to lie gov- 
erned in the prosecution of this war by laws not prescribed by them- 
selves, nor the ortspring of tlioiv interest or passions, but which are 
derived tVom the usages of civili/ed nations, and have the saiielioii of 
the jiulgmoiits of enlightened publicists. Nor do they o])en!y contest 
the claim of the (Joiifederato States to tlii^ full boiiellt of tliose laws. 

The employment of a servile insurrection as an insiirumeiit of war is 
contrary to the usages of civilii^ed nations, and the (Ini ted States, under 
the counsel that iirovailed in the bettor days of the Republic, would 
have regarded an attempt of the kind as dishonoring to the Hfiate or 
peoiilc who might bo guilty of adopting It. 

Since tlio existence of Amoriisan ,liidc.pon<lonce every one of its 
State.s recognized negro slavery as a legal relation within its limits, 
and its commercial iiopnlatlou ])jirtioi|)ated in the iirolits of tlu^ Africaii 
slave-trade under the laws of the Union after tlie eoinmeiicemciit of 
the present century. The ratio upon which representation in one of tlie 
branches of their Congress, and their direct taxes are ajiiiortioiied, is 
settled with rcforcnce to the existoueo of a population of bondsnieii 
within the limits of the Union. 

The highest judiiiial tribunal has detormined that slavery and the 
slave-trade are not contrary to the law of nations, and that tlie volun- 
tary removal of slaves to a State wliero slavery does not exist; does not 
pi event the renewal of the relation of muster and slave on their return 
to the State of their domicile. 

The diplomatic correspondeuco, the solonm treaties of the Uiiilcd 
States, show recIaTnations I'or the value of esinipiiig slaves and of slavim 
abducted by a niilitnry force in time of war, and the recognition of tliat 
claim by the foreign nation. At this moment the Constitution and

international law. The iniinndpal laws of one State have no more 
autliorit.y or recognition Avitliin tlio Ilniita of another than it i.s con- 
aiatent with tlio law or politjy of the latter to permit. 

in those State.s in whhdi shivery is prohihhed the chiini of the lor- 
eign nuiHter lor the services or the cii.stody of lii.s slave whom he has 
imported is not recognm(*d or enforced during his sojourn, and the

This proposition is exceedingly (dear, and the most 
eminent Jurists of the United States and (ireat britaiu have saiudioncd 
it and the texts of the Itoinan J.’aiidccts are conHomiiit to it: 
m'v-iin tvmiHjuficril ad hoates; (f Honkm ct aum cuhu caplm chI, (lominuN 
in CO poHlmininm ItahcdJ’^ 'J'ho articles of the code on tliis subject arc a 
specimen of pedantic importinoiice without a parallel. Tlie ehliatinent . 
of negro slaves as a part of tlio Army of tlie United States cannot ho 
regarded as having any object but one. It is a jiart of tlio aysteiii of 
the United States Government to subvert by violence the social system 
and domestic relations of the negro slaves in the Oonfodoracy and to ' 
add to the calandtlos of the war a servile insurrecdiim, Tlie savage 
passions and brutal appetites of a barbarous race are to be stimuhitod 
into ilereo activity. 

Sueh a war involves necessarily the abandonment of all rules, con- 
vontioiiH, mitigating inducnces, and liunmniy.ing usages, The eiioiny 
wlu) adopts such auxiliarie.s proclaims In advance his desire as well as 
design that the war shall be one for mutual extermination. Tlio Con- 
gress of the (hnifoderate States at their last session adoiitcd rosolutions 
which have the force of laws in the (Nmfederato Stales. They are tlie 
only reply that the Department has to make to the articles of the omle 
and tlie practice of the United Htates on this subjoct, 

d'lie artiides of Military Order Ho. 1(H) upoii the subject of tlie 
exchange or parole of iirisoners rociulre a jiasslng notice. The persons 
to be considered as pri.sonors <)f war, tlio.so to bo released as non-com- 
batants, and the terms on whicli the former should lie exeluuiged, may 
bo regulated by cartels agreed upon by the belligiirents, or in the 
absence of sucli agroemente on the usuges of war and the iiartlcular 
instructions given to tlio commander of the caiduring force by his 
government. The law of nations uutliori/.e tlie disiiUHsal of ])i’isouers 
on their parole under promi.so not to carry arms for a certain time or 
during thii coiitiiumiico of the war. They alhriu that a commander 
may make engagements ivitli the enemy to thiselfect} bub siicb engage- 
ments have tlieir limitsj tlie limits suggested are thathecaiiiiotundor- 
tako that Ids troops shall never bear arms again against the enemy, 
tliougU he may engage that they shall not do so during the existing 
war^ because tlio enemy may so long detain them in caxitivity. It is 
obviously proper that the possossion of the prisoner slunild be com- 
plete, Juro vwi()7da‘, by the eompioror and the upcs rccupcrandi frus- 
trated. Hence the paroling of iirisoners on the battlc lleld before the 
eoiitest is ended is ino))oratlvo and void. Dut this Deiiartment does 
not consent to the idaim of the United States to detevinino when or 
under what eivcumstances the parole of a prisoner may take place.

Europe have omployed eoinml8aioii.H composed of military suboi'dinatiis 
to accomplish their State policy, or gratify tlicir reveugi^, but; th(< faith- 
fill historian Inis recorded, the reproving judgment of manldiid upon 
the injustice of the procedure. 

Tlie Gonfcilorato )States Avill perforin anoblior duty to tlio miiiHO of

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will bo far more endaiigerGcl by contiiiuitig Mr. Viillaiuligliiini in exile 
than by releasing him. It uuiy botrue that persons diftering IVoin linn 
ill political views may befomitl in Ohio and elsewhere who will express 
a different opinion. But they are certainly mistaken. Mr. Vallandig- 
liam may differ with the President, and oven witli some of his own iiolit- 
ieal party, as to the true and most effectual moans of maintaining tlie 
Constitution and restoring the Union, but this (lilloroiieo of opinion 
does not prove him to bo iiiifaitlifnl to his duties as an American eitiy/Oii. 
If a man, devotedly attached to the Ooustitiitioii and the Union, eon- 
scieutiously believes that from the inherent nature of the lli’oileral com- 
pact, the war in the present condition of things in tliis country (munot 
bo used as a means of restoring the Union, or that a war to subjugate 
a part of the States, or a war to rcvohitioiiizo the social system in a part 
of the States could not restore but would inevitably result in the linal 
tleatruotiou of both the Constitution and the Union, is he not to be 
allowed the right of an American citizen to appeal to tlie Judgment of 
the people for a change of policy by the constitutional remedy of the 
ballot boxi 

During the war with Mexico many of the ])olitical opponents of the 
Administration then in power thought it their duty to o]>poae and 
denounce the war and to urge bolViro the people of the country that it 
was luy'ust and prosociitod (br unholy purposes. With ctjual reason it 
might have been said of them that tlioir disoussions before the iieoplo 
Svero oaloulatod to discourage onUstmonts, “to prevent the raising of 
troops,” and to iiKluco desertions from the Army and to leave the Gov- 
ornmont without an adequate military fbreo to carry on the war. 

If the freedom of spoeoliandof the press are to bo snsiKsiidcul in time 
of war, then the essential element of iiopular government to effect a 
change of policy in tlie constitutional mode is at an end. ilMio freedom 
of speech and of the press is iiulispensablo and nece.sHarily incident to 
the nature of popular government itself If any inconvoiiieiice or evils 
arise from its exorcise tliey are unavoidable. On this subjetd) you are 
reported to have said further: 

It ia nssorlod, in 8u))Ktanoo, that Mr. VnHandiffhani wuh by a military (lommaiulor 
BfliKod and tdod ''for no otiior roiiaons tlian words addroHHud to a mooting iii 

oi'itioism of tho ooiirso of tho Admiiiiatratiuii and lu (uxidomnatlon of blm mllltiU'y 
order of tlio general." Now, If there ho no miHtako about thin, if tliiiro wuh no other 
roABOu fertile nrroHt, then I conoodo that tho arroflt wiiH wrong; hut tlio avroHt, 1 
iiiuloi'Btaiul, was made fora very diilbrontrouHoii. Mr. yiillaiidlgham avows hin hos- 
tility to tlie war on tho part of tho Union, and liis arrest was inado hiioaiiBo lie wim 
laboring with some ofi'nnt to pruvuiit tliu rulHUig of troops, lu oniioiirago dumatiooH 
from tlie Army, and to leave tho rohollion without an ailmiiiaf o inililiiry forco to 
suppress it. He was not arrostod hooiuiHo ho was damiiglng tho potilioal proH|]oetH 
of the AdiiiiniBtriitton or the poiBuiial iiilorosts of tho oounminding gimoriil, hiit: 
beoauBO lin wim damiiging the Army, upon tho oxlMtonoo ami vigor of wliioh tho Ilfo 
of the natiiin dopoiuls. Uo was warring upon tho military, luid tliln gavo tlio mili- 
tary coiistitutioiial jiirisdietion to lay iuuida upon liim. If Mr. Vallamligliam wivh 
not damaging tlio military ))owor of tlio ooiiiitry, thou ids arrost was imuio on miH- 
tako of fuels, wliieh I would ho glad to corroot on I'ou.Hoiiahlo satiHltiutory ovidoiieo. 

In answer to this, permit us to say, llrafc, that neiblier the charge nor 
tho spociftcations in support of tho charge eu which Mr. Vallandiglmm 
Avas tried impute to him tho act of either laboring to provont tlie rais- 
ing of troops or to enconrago desortioiiH from the Army; secondly, no 
evidence on tho trial was offered with a view to support any 'such 
charge. In Avhafc instance and by Avliat act did lie either discouriigo 
enlistments or oncourago desertions in tho Army? Who was tho man 
who was di.seoiiragod from enlisting and who onconraged to desert by 
any act of Mr. Vallaudigham? If it bo assumed that porehaneo some 
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person might have been discouraged from eidisting, or that some person 
might have been encouraged to desert on account ot hearing Mr. Val- 
landigham’3 views as to tlm policy of the war as a means of restoring 
the Union, would that havo laid the foundation lor liis conviction and 
banishment? If so, upon the same grounds every ))oli(;i(ial opimnont of 
the Mexican war might have been convicted and banished from the 
country. 

Wlien gentlemen of high standing and oxtensivo inllucnco, iniduding 
Your Excellency, opposed in the discussions before the iH}oi)le the policy 
of the Mexican war, Avere they “ Avarriug upon the military,” and did 
this “ give the military constitutional Jurisdiction to lay liands upon” 
them? And, finally, the eluirgoin the speeilleations upon Avhich Mr 
Vallandigham Avas tried entitled him to a trial before the civil tribunals, 
according to theoxpressprovisionsoflholateactsof (lotigross, ainiiwed 
by yourself July 17, 18l>2, and March li, bSdd, whi<di wore manifcstlv 
designed to supersede all necessity or in-etext for arbitrary militarv 
arrests. 


The undersigned are unable to agree witli you in the opinion you 
have expressed that the (Joiistitiitiou isdillereut in timeof insiirrciition 
or invasiou from Avliat it is in time of poa(;o and public’ security. The 
Oonstitution provides for no limitation upon or oxcoidlons to the guar- 
antees of personal liberty, except us to the Avrib of Jm beas corpus, lias 
tho Presidoiit at tlie time of invasion or iiiaurroction the right to ingrjifb 
limitations or exceptions upon tliosc (ionstitutional guarantees Avhenovor 
ill his .ludgineiit, the public, safety requires it? 

True it is, tlio article of the Constitution avIiIoU doilnos the various 
powers delegated to Congress declares that “ the privilege of tlio Avrib 
of habeas corpus shall not bo ausponded unless Avhoii in (sases of rebel- 
lion or Invasion the public safety roiiulrc.s it.” But this aiialilleation or 
limitation upon this rcsti-ietion upon the powers of Congress lias no 
reforeiice to or connection Avith the otlior (institutional gnavantoos of 
personal liberty. Expunge from blie Constitution this limitation upon 
the power of Congress to suspend tlui writ of halnavs corpus, and vet 
the other guaraiiteos of iiorsoual liberty would rmnaiu unoliangod. 

_ Although a man might not have a constitutional right to have an 
immediate nivestlgation made as to the h‘.gality of his ai’rest unon 
habeas corpus, yet his “riglit to a speedy aud jmblie trial by an impar- 
tial jury of the btate and district Avhoroiii the crime shall havo Ixiou 
commitlcd will not bo altered; neither Avill his riglit to the exemption 
liom “cruel and unusual puiiishmoiit;” nor his right to ho secure in 
IS person, houses, papers, and olFcets against iinroasonable soixmi’CH 
and 8()areh(3^8: nor his riglit not to bo deprived of life, liberty, or prop- 
erty without due process of law; nor Id.s right not to ho liolil to answer 
otherwise infamous olFoiiso unlcsR on presentmont or 
unliotmeiit of a grand jury, bo iii anyAvise eluiugod.

requires. Docs Yonr Excelloncy wish to have it understood that yim 
hold thattliorightsof every mail throughout this vast country are sub- 
ject to be annulled whenever yon inay say that yon consider the public 
safety vcipiires it, in time of invasion or in.surro<ition?

The conclusion to bo drawn from this position of Yonr I'lxcelloncy is 
that whore a man is liable to “a criminal prosecution” or is charged 
with a oriino known to the laws of tho land ho is clothed w'ith all the 
constitutional guarantees for his safety and security Irom wi’ong and 
injustice, but tliat whore ho is not liable to “a criminal prosecution” or 
charged with any crime known to tho laws if tlie i’resident or any mili- 
tary conimundor shall say tliat ho iionsiders that the public saiety 
requires it this man may ho put outside of the ]>ale of tlni coiistitiitional 
guarantees and arrested without charge of c.rlme, imin'isoiicd without 
knowing what for and any length of lilmo, or be tried before a court- 
martial andacntenccd to any kind of punishment unknown to tlie laws 
of the laud which tho J:‘rc8idont or the military commainler may soil 
proper to imiioso. Did tlio Constitution intend to throw the shield of 
its securities around tho man liable to be clnirged with treason as 
dollncd by it and yot leave tho man not liable to any siieh cliargc 
unprotected by thoHafegnards of jicrHonal liberty and iiersonal security'? 
Can a mail not in the military or naval service nor within the Held of the 
operations of tho army bo arrested and imiirisoned without any law 
of the land to authorize it? Can a man Mmih in civil life be intiiislied 
witliout any law dolliiiiig the olleiise and describing the piinisliment? I f 
the Presidoiit or a court-martial may presorihe one kind of puniHlimeiit 
unauthorized bylaw, why not any other kiml? DanishmenI) is an 
nuusiuil punishment and unknown to our laws. If the Pre.sidoiit has 
the rigid to ])rosoribo the pniiislimeiit of Imnishineiit, why not that of 
dentil and conii.scatloii of property? If the I’reHideni, has (,lie right to 
ohango the puiiisliinent preseribeil by the court-martial IVom imprlsmi- 
iiieiit to Imiiishment, why iiotfrom -imprlHonment to torture upon the 
rack or execution upon the gibbet? 

If an indollnablo kind of constructive treason i.s !;o be iuliroducod and 
ingrafted upon tho Ooiistitutimi unknown (.<> the laws of tlu' land and 
subject to the will of tho rrosidonb whenever an insnrrectioii or an 
invasion shall occur in anyiiarfc of this vast country, what safety or 
security Avill bo loft for tho liberties of the people? 

Tlio constructive troasons that gave tho friends of IVei^doni ho many 
years of toil and trouble In I'liiglaud wore iiieonsiderable comiiared to 
this. Tlio preoedonts which you make will become a part ol‘ the Oon- 
your successors if sanctioned and accpdcHced In by the 
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Tbo peoi)lG of Ohio aro willing to co-oporafco zealously with you in 
every effort warranted by the Constitution to restore the union of the 
States but they cannot consent toivbandoii those fundainontiil principles 
of civil liberty which ai‘o essential to their existence as a free peojilo. 

In their name we ask that by a revocation of the order of his ban- 
laliineut Mr. Vallandighaiu may bo re.stored to the enjoyment of tlio.se 
rights of which they believe ho has been unconstitutionally deprived.

Gji:NTLEMEN : 'i'he resolutions of the Ohio Deinooratio State coiivoii- 
tion which you present me together with your introductory and closing 
remarks, being in jiosition and argninont mainly the same as the resolu- 
tions of the Deinotsratic meeting at Albany, N. Y., T refer you to my 
reapousoi to the latter as meeting most of the points in the Ibrinor. 

This response you evidently used in preparing your remarks and 1 
desire no more than that it be used with accuracy. In a single reading 
of your remarks 1 only diacovered one iiiaecuraey in matter which 1 
suppose you took from thatpaper. It is whore you say the undersigned 
are unable to agree with you in the opiuiou you luive expressed that 
the Ooiiatitution is dillbrent in time of insurrection or invusion from 
what it is in time of peace and public security. 

A recurrence to the paper will show you that 1 have not expressed 
the opinion you suppose. I expressed the ojunion that the Ooiistitution 
is different in its application in cases of rebellion or invasion involving 
tbo public safety from wliat it is In times of profound ponce and public 
security I and this opinion I adhere to simply because by tlie (Joiistitu- 
tion itself things may bo done in the one case wbicb may not bo done 
in the otlier. 

I dislike to waste a word on a more personal ])oint, but 1 must 
roapectfuliy assure you that you will Ihid yourselves at i’ault sliould 
you over seek for ovldonco to prove your assumption that I “ opposed 
in discussions before tlio people the policy of the Mexic.an wai'.” 

You say, ^‘Expunge ft’om the Constitution this limitation upon tlie 
power of Congress to suspend the writ of liaboas corpus and yet the 
otlior guarantees of personal llluu'ty would remain uneliaiig(ul.” Doubt 
less if this clause of the Constitution, improiuirly calhal, us I think, ii 
limitation upon the power of Congress, woi’o expirngtal, tlie oLIku' guiir- 
antecH would loumin tlio same; but the question is not how tliosij 
guarantees would stand with that clause out of llu^ Constitution, but 
how they stand witli that clause roinaiiiing in it in case ol' rebellion or 
invasion involving the publi(5 safety. If the liberty couhl be liuUilged 
of bxnuiiging that (danse, letter and spirit, I really think tlui ennstitu- 
tioiial argument would be with you. 

My general view of this (piestion was stated in tlui Alljany vimijonaii, 
and hence I do not stale it now. I only add that, it s^auns to mo, the 
benefit of the writ of habeas corpus is the gnuit means Ibi’ough whic.li 
tlio guarantees of personal liliorty are eonserved and made available in 
the last resort; and corroborative of this view is tlie fact that Mr. 
Vallandighain, ill the very ease in (iuo.stion, under the advice of able 
lawyers, saw not whore else to go bub to the luibcus corpus. Hut by 
the Constitution the bciient of tlie writ of hahetis corpus itself may Im 
suspended when, in case of rebellion or invasion, the public saiety may 
require it. . 

You a.sk, in substance, whctU(*r I really elaim that I. may override all 
the guaranteed rightsof individuals, on the pleaof conserving the imb- 
lic safety, when I may choose to say the public, safety reriuires itH This 
question, divested of tlio iihraseology ealeulatcd to represciiit mo as 
struggling for an arbitrary personal prerogative, Is eltlier Him|>l y a (jues- 
tion who shall decide or an alllrmation that nobody shall decide wliat 
the publi c safety does require in cases of rebellion or invasion. T'Jio

The (‘,ariu!Htne.s8 with which you in.sisfc that pornons can ojily in limes 
of rebellion be lawihlly <lea.lt with iu aeeorda.tkc,e with tlui rules i'or 
eriinimil trials ami puni.shmcnts in tinms of peace indneoH mo to add a 
word to what 1 said on that point in the Albany response. Yon (daim 
that men may, if tln‘.y (dio(>se,eiubarraflH thosii who.so duty it is to (toinbat 
a gif'antic r(d)e]lMm,and then be dealt witli only in turn as if there were 
no rebellion. The Oonsl.itntion itself imjects this view. The military 
arrc.stH and <lotuntions wbitsh have Inam' niad<5, iiudiiding those of Mr. 
Vallandiglnim, which are not dilterciit in lu'imdplc IVoin the other, have 
been for prevention and not for ]mni«hnmnt as injunction to stay 
injury, as pro(wuuling.s to Iceoi) the poae(»; and beiico like ikroceedings 
in Hueli eases, kind for like reasons, they have not been kiccomjkanicd wii;l) 
indi(itmenta or trijils by Jni'ios, nor in a single case by nny punishnumt 
wluitovor boy(knd what is imroly inc.idental to (ho prevention. Tlic 
original sent(m<5o of imprisonment in Mr. \^a.llandigbain’s case v'as to 
prevent injury to tl»e military K(*,rvl<m only, and the modillkiatioii of it 
was made us a less diskigreoiible mode to him of seeming the saiiio 
pi'in’entioii. 

I am nimble to p<n*eeivo an insult to Ohio in the ejise of Mr. A^allan- 
digham. Quito sundy nothing of this sort was or is intended. I was 
wholly unaware that Mr. Vallandigham was jit the time of Ids ari'est a 
candidate for the 'l>(nno(U'5i.tic. nomination for governor until so inlbrinod 
by your reading to mo the imsolutiunsof tluveonvenUon. I am grateful 
to tlm Htat.e of Ohio for miniy things, (ksp<*.cially for the brave soldiers 
iuid odlcerH sluv has given in the pr<;.sent mitlonal trial to the armies of 
the Union. 

You (djiim, as I nndorstaml, that aecor<ling to my own ])osifhni in tlm 
Albany r<!Hi)(inse, Mr. Vallandigham should be imleased, and this because, 
as you chiim, lie has not «lainag(Ml tlm military service by disirouraging 
cnlistiuents, cncouniging <le,s(wtionH, or otherwise, and (hat if be had 
lu^ slionld bo turniMl <»\mr to tlm civil anihoritics under Urn recent acts 
of OongresM, I ciwtaiiily do imt know that Mr. Vullaiidigham lias s])e* 
cillcnll.y and by direct language advimul against enlistments and in 
iavor (if d(kMci‘tion and resi.stamuk to drafting. We kill Icnow (hat com- 
binations (ai'ined in soine insbimms) to resist tlm kirrc.st of deserters 
began several numlhsjigoj that more nicently tlui lik(i has kip))earod in 
i’i‘siHtancik l.o (h(\ enrollment i>r<»paratory to a drkil't, and tluit (piite a 
iiiinilker of kisskissinations have occniTcd from tlm same aiiimns, Tluk.se 
had to be met by niilltsiry force, and this agkiin likLS led to bloodshed 
and dk'ath. And now, under ki se-iise of rkiHjmnsibility more weighty 
and enduring tluin any which is merely ollieial, .1 selmnnly deidare my 
iKslief tlui.t this hindrance of the niilitkiry, iiudnding niaimiiig kind iiuir- 
der, is due. to t)m cour.s<i in whie.h Mr. Valhindigluim has Insm engaged 
in a. greater degreik than b) any other tikuise, ami il. is duo to liiin 
personally in a giaaiter degreii ilum to any other iiuin. 

'I'imse things Inive been notorious, known (x) kill, and of course known 
to Mr. Vkillkiiuligluun. I’erlnips .1 would not bo wrong to skiy that they 
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originated witli liis especial friends and adlioronts. Wifcli pcrfc(it 
knowledge of them he has Irequontly, if not constantly, made RpoeeiKis 
in Congress and before popular assomblies, and if it can bo shown 
that, with these things staring him in the face, he Inia over uttered a 
word of rebuke or counsel against them, it will bo a fiUit greatly in bis 
favor with me, and one of which as yet I am totally ignorant. When 
it is known that the whole burden of his speeches liiis been to stir up 
men against the i)rosecution of the war, aiul that in the midst of resist* 
ancetoit lie has not been known in any instance to counsel against 
such resistance, it is next to impossible to repel the inference that he 
has counseled directly in favor of it. 

With ail this before their eyes, the convention yon reprosont have 
nominated Mr. Vallandigliam for governor of Ohio, and both they and 
you have declared the imrposo to sustain tlio National Union by all 
constitutional jiicans. But of course they and yon in coninioti reserve 
to yourselves to decide what are constitutional means, and, luilikc the 
Albany meeting, yon omit to state or intimate that in your opinion an 
army is a constitutional means of saving the Union against a rebellion, 
or oven to intimate that you are conscious of an existing relmllioii being 
in progress with the avowed object of destroying that very Union. At 
the same time your nominee for governor, in whose behalf you appeal, 
is known to you and to the world to declare against the use of an army 
to suppress the rebellion. Your own attitiido, tlioreforo, (Uieoiirages 
desertion, resistance to the draft, and the like, bocauso it teaches those 
who are inclined to desert and to escape the draft to I)eliovo it is your 
pxu'poHo to protect them and to hope you will becjomo sti’ong enough 
to do 80 . 

After a short ])6rsoiial intor(;ourao with you. goJitloinon of the com- 
mittee, I cannot think you desire this olfect to follow your attitiuie, but 
1 assure you that both friends and enemies of the Ujiion look upon it 
in this liglit. It is a substantial hope, and. by (jotistMjiumce a I'cal 
^ strength to the enemy. It is a false hope, ami one whicJi you would 
willingly dispel. I will make the way oxcoodingly easy. I send you 
duplicates of this letter, in order that you or a majority may if you 
choose indorse your naiiies upon ono of them mid return' it tlnm 
indorsed to mo, with the understanding that tliosc signing are lioiasby 
conunitted to the following propositions and to nothing else: 

1. That there is now a rebellion in tlio United Btatos, tlu^ object and 

tendency of which is to destroy the National Union, and. that in your 
opinion au army and navy are a constitutional means for suppressing 
the rebellion. ^ 

2. That no one of you will do anything which in liis own Judginent 
will tend to hinder the increase or favor the decrease or lesHtm 
tlio enicioiicy of the Army and Navy while engaged in the ellbrt to 
suppress tlio rebellion; and 

d. ihat each of you Avill, in Ills sphere, do all lie can to have tlui 
oiiicom soldiers, and seamen of the Army and Navy, while engaged in 
the elTort to suppress the robeUioii, paid, fed, and clad and otherwise 
well provided lor and supported. 

And with the further niidorstandiiig that upon roeoiving the letter 
and names thus indorsed I will cause thorn to be published, M'hieh 
publioatiou shall be within itself a revocation of the order in relation 
to Mr. Vallaiuligham. 

It will not escape observation that I conaoiit to the roloaso of Mr. 
Vallandigham upon terms not embracing any pledge from him or from 
others as to what ho will or will not do. 1 do this bec.ause lie is not 
present to speak for himself or to authorize others to speak for him ; aiul

Siii : Your answor to the application of the tiiuler.sigiied foi' a rovo 
cation of tlio order of banishmontofUlomont L. Yallandi^hani roqiiireN 
a reply, which they ])rocce(l with as little delay as iiossiblo lo make. 

They are nob able to appreciate the force of the distiiuitioii you make 
between the Oonstitntioii ami the applhaition ol' the (Joiistitiitlon 
whereby yon as.siime that powers are delcffated to the I ‘resident at tliii 
time of invasion or in-siirrection in derogation to the iilain hingiiage of 
the Constitution. The iiihoront provisions of the Const i tut ion remain- 
ing the same in time of insurrection or invasion as in time of peace the 
President can Inwenoniore right to disregard their positive and imiior- 
ative requirements at tholbruier time than at the latter, neiiansesome 
things may be done by the term.sof the Constitution at tlie time of 
inva.sion or insurrection Avhicli would not be reiiuired by the (uajasioii in 
time of peac6» you assume that anything wliatover, (svcii tlioiigli not 
expro.ssed by the (Jonstitutiou, may be done on tlie ociaision of insur- 
roctiou or invasion which the l*ro8idcnt may choose to say is reiinired 
by the public aalbty. In plainer term.s, iiecaiise the writ of haboas cor- 
pus maybe suspended at time of invasion or jnsnri'ectioii, you infer 
that all otlier provisions of the Oonstitntioii having in view the protec- 
tion of the life, liberty, and property of the citi/.en may be in like man- 
nor suspended. 


The provision relating to the writ of habeas corpu.s being (umlainod 
in the first part of the Oonstitntioii, the purpose of wliicli is to delliie 
the i)owoi'a delegated to Oongiuss, has no connec.liion in liiiigiiago with 
the doclaration of rights as guarante<;.s of por.sonal liberty <M)iitaiiied in 
the additional and amendatory artie.le.s, and inasmuch us tliii p^o^■isi()ll 
relating to the habeas corpus oxprc.ssly provides l(»r its Hii.speiiHioii and 
the other provisions alluded to ilo not prcivido for any such thing the 
legal conclusion is that the suspension of the latter' is iiiuuitiiori/ed. 
The provision of the writ of habeas corpus is merely intmidmi to fur- 
nish a summary remedy and not tlie meams whereby pei sonnl security 
is conserved in the final resort, while the other provisions are guaran- 
tees of porsomil rights tlio ausponsfon of wliieli puts an end to all pre- 
tense of free government. It is true Mr. Vallandigham applied Ibr a 
writ of habeas corpus as a BUiiimary remedy against oppression. Ibit 
the denial of this did not take away his right to a Hjmedy public trial 
by an impartial Jury or deprive him of Ids other riglils as an A imu'icau 
oxtizGii. Your assumption of the right to HU.spond all the constitutional 
guarantees of personal liberty, and even of the freedom of H[)eech ami 
of the press, bccanso the .summary remedy of habeas cori)UH maybe 
suspended is at once startling ami alarming to ail persons desirous of 
preserving free govorimioiifc in this country. 

The inquiry of the iimlorsigned whether “you link! the riglits of 
every man thronglioiit thus vast country in time of invasion or insur- 
rection are subject to be annulled wh'oiiovor you imi-y say that you con- 
sider the public safety requires was a p'laiii (lu'estioii, undisguisod 
by circnmlocution, ami intended .simply to elicit iiilbrmatioii. Your 
aliirmativo answer to this quostioii throws a shade upon the fondest 
anticipations of the framers of the Oonstitntion, who (hittcred them- 
selves that they had provided safcgiiard.s against the dangers wliiidi 
have oyer besot ami overthrown free government in other ages and 
ooiiutries. Vour answer is not to bodisgiiised by the iilirastjology that 
the question “j.s simply a question who shall docidiq or an iillirimitioii 
that nobody shall decide, what the imblie safety docs require iiica.su 
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of rebolliou or inva.sion.” Our (lovorniiioiit was (iGsiffncd to l»o a aov- 
orninenO ot law, hoI; 1-U«1 and clctinc4, and not of tho arhitrarv will of a 
8inji’Io man. As a Halbfjnaril tho powers were doief*-iilod to tlio le'-isla- 
tive, exoentive, and judl<?ial braiiehes of tlio Govuriiinent, and^eaoli 
mad(5 eo-ordiimte with tho other and supremo within its sphei'c, and 
tliiis a mutual c. uudc upon each other in case of abuse of power. 

lb has been tho boast of the American people that they liiul a writ- 
ten Oonatitution notonly exproaslydoaning, but also liuiitiiiirtho powers 
ot Ibo Goveriimont, and providing ollcctual safegnavds for personal 
liberty, flecnrU-y, and property. And to make tho matter more po.sibiyo 
iMid explicit, lb was provided by the ameiulabory articles, IX and X, that 
the enunioration in tho Constitution of cci'tiiin rights shall not bo 
(ioiistriKHl to deny or diaimrage others retained by tlio people,” and that 
“the powers not delegated to the IJniUd States by tlio Constitution 
nor prohibited by it to the State are reserved to tho States respoetivelv 
or to the people.” With this care and Jbrebhought on tho part of our 
lorelatlievM wlio (rained our institutions it was not to h(^ expimted that 
at NO early a (lay as this a claim of the President to arbitrary power, 
limit(3d oiily by luaconecption of the riMiuiromentH of the public safety 
v'oulil have been asserted. Jn derogation of the constitutional provis- 
ions making tlu^ Ih'esidont slirictly an oxeentive olUcor and vesting 
aU the delegated legishitive powor.s in Oongress your position as we 
umlovstand lb would make your will tho rule of action, and your doc- 
laratum ol tho reipiireimmts of the public safety tho iawof tlio land. 
Uur inquiry was not therefore “simply a question who shall docido, 
or tho amrmatiun bliafc nobody hIuiII docido, what tho public safety 
roiiuires.” Cur Covcrnmonb is a government of law and ib is the hisv- 
inaking power which ascertains what tlio i>nblle saCoty renniroa and 
prescrilios tho rule of action, and the duty of tlie Prosidonb is siiiiplv 
to oxecuto tho laws thus enacted, and not to make or annul laws. If 
any exigency shall arise tlio President lias tlio power to convene Con. 
gross at any time to provide for it, so tliat tiio jihui of noiiessity fur- 
nislios no rmisonahle pretext for any assumption of legislative power. 

hor a moment coutomplate the ({onscquences of such a claim to power, 
iSot only would the (lomiiilon of the President be absolute over tho 
rights ot ludividuaks, hut eijually so over thootlier departments of the 
Covormnoiit. If ho should claim that the public safety required ib, ho 
could arrest and Imprison ajiidgo for tliecoiiscientious'diacliargeof his 
duties, paralyze the judicial power or suporsodo ib by tiio substitution 
ol court, s-mardal, subject to bis own will, throughout tho whole eoiintry. 
It any one ol the States even fur removed from the rebellion should not 
aiistnin his plan (or prosecuting tho war, lie could on tiio plea of pnbli(>. 
aalety annul and sot at dolianco the State laws ami authorities, arrest 
and iiiipriHoii tho Clovornor of tho atute or the members of tho Logishi- 
ture wlule in the iaithlhl disebavgo of their duties, or ho could abso- 
lutely control tlio action either of Ooiigroas or the Suprome Court by 
aiT(^stnig and imprisoning its mombors, and upon tho same ground lie 
could ausiiond the elective frauehiso, postpone tho elections, and declare 
tiui perpetuity ol his high prerogative. And neither the powcw of 
iinimaclimont nor tlui elections of tUeiioople could bo made available 
against siudi concentration of power. 

■ Buroly it is not iiecossary to. subvert free govorninont in this country 
in order to put down the rebellion, and it cannot bo done uiulor tho 
preteiiRO of putting down tho rebellion. Indeed ib is ])lnin that your 
Administration has been weakened, and greatly weakened, bv tho 
assumption of power not delegated in the Constitution, ^

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Ill your answer you say to us: “You claim that moii may, if tlioy 
choose, embarrass those whose duty it is to combat a ^iant rcholliou 
and then be dealt with in tonus as if tlioro were no rcliollioii.” Yon 
will fliul yourself in fault if you Avill search our oonnminication to you 
for any such idea. I'lie undersigned boliev'o that the Constitution ami 
laws of the land properly adininistored furnish ample power to put 
down an insurrection Avithout the assumption of iiowors not granted. 
And if existing legislation be inadequate it is the duty of Congress to 
consider Avhat further legislation is necessary and to make suitable 
provision by law. 

You claim that the military arrests made by your Administration 
are merely preventive remedies, “as injunctions to stay injury, or pro- 
ceedings to keep the peace, and not for punishment.’’ The ordinary 
proventiA^e remedies alluded to aro authorized by established hiAV, but 
the prevontiA'^e proceedings you institute have their authority merely 
in the Avill of the Executive or thatof odicers subordimilo to his author- 
ity. And in this proceeding a discretion seems to bo oxeriasod as to 
whether the prisoner shall be alloAVod a tiial or oven be permitted to 
knoAv the nature of tho complaint alleged against liim or the name of 
his accuser.

But if no on’enso 
has been committed, AvhyAvns Mr. Vallaudigliam tried, convicted, and 
sentenced by a court-martial'? And Avhy tho actual punislimeiit b^ 
imprisonment or banishment Avithout the opportunity of obtaining Ins 
liberty in the mode usual in preventive roinodloa, and yet say it is not 
for puiiislniiont? 

You still place Mr. Vallandigham’s conviction and banishment upon 
tho ground that ho liad damaged the military service by discouraging 
enlistments and encouraging desertions, &c., and yet you have not 
oyou pretended to conbroA’ort our position that ho Avaa not (diargod 
Avitli, tried, or convicted for any such onbn.so beforo tlio emirt-martial. 

Ill ansAver to our position that Mr. Vallandighain avus entitled to a 
trial ill tho civil tribnuals by virtue of tho late acta of Congress you 
say: “ I certainly do not knoAV that Mr. Vallandigliam lias speeillcally 
and by direct langiiugo advised against onlistmonts and in favor of 
desertions and resistance to drafting,” «!v:c., and yet in a 8iibso([uent 
part of your aii.swer, after speaking of certain diaturhances wliich are 
alleged to have ocenrrod in the resistance of tho arroat of dcaortora and 
of the enrollraenb ijroparatory to the draft, and Avhiiih you attribute 
mainly to the course Mr, Vallandighain has ])urBued, yon say tliat ho 
has made speeches against tho Avar in tho midst of rosistaiico to it} 
that “ho has never been kiioAvn in any iiiatancoto uouiiaol againataueli 
resistance,” and that “it is next to impossible to repel the inforonco 
that lie has counseled directly in favor of it.” rormit us to say that 
your information is most grievously at fault. 

The undersigned have boon in the habife of hearing Mr. A^'aHaiulig- 
ham speak beforo popular as-somblagos, and they appeal Avdtli confidence

However just the undersigned might regard the priiuaplc.s conlaincd 
in tlic several propositions submitted by the President, or ]u)\v iiimdi 
soever they might, under other circumstances, feel iiudiiicd to indorse the 
sentiments (sontained therein, yet they sissure him that (lu^y have imt 
been authorized to enter into any bargains, terniH, contracts, or (iondi- 
tiona witli the President of the United States to ])ro(air<i tlu‘. rehiase oi 
iMr. Vallandighani. The opinion of the undorsigiHal tniudiiiig i;he 
questions involved in these propositions are well known, liave be(ui 
many times publicly expressed, and are snllicieiitly inanil'e.stc'd in the 
res{)iution.s of the (sonvention which they reprosLUit, ami t!i(^>’ (ainnot 
suppose that the President expects that they will seek (ho disidiarge oi 
Mr. Vallandighani by a pledge implying not only an imputation upon 
their own sincerity and ddelity as citizens of the United States, and 
also carrying with' it by implication a concession of lli(‘. legality of his 
arrest, trial, and Iwnislimont against which they and tluv convention 
they ropresont liavo solemnly protested. Anil wliilo tlioy have asked 
the revocation of the order of banislimcnt, not as a favoi’, luit as a rigid- 
due to the people of Ohio, and with a view to avoid tlie possiliility of 
conflict or dlsturban(5e<>f the public triiiifiuillity, they do not (lo this, nor 
docs Mr. Vallandigham desire it, at any sacrilice of their dignity and 
self-respect. 

The idea that such a pledge us that aslced from tin' iindersigned 
would secure the public safety sufllciontly lo compensale Ibi' any mis- 
take of the Preaidont In discliarging Mr. Vallandigham is in their 
opinion a more evasion of the grave question involved in thlsdiseiiK- 
sioii ahd of a direct answer to their demand. And this is made espe- 
cially apparent by the fact that this pledge is asketl in ii comimmicution 
which ooncludos ivitli an intimation of a dlspoHition on the part of tlie 
X’resideiit to repeat the a<d.8 complained of. 

The nndovsigiied tliendbro liaving fidly discharged tlu'i duty enjoinc.d 
upon them leave the responsibility with the President.

that soiiiii of tlio ol'lUiora and luoii of the colored rcj^iiiiont.s captiu'ed 
west of tlio MisaiH-sippi llivor have boon liniijf by order of (lotieral 
Taylor, and tliab othors (colored) have been h«) 1(1 into slavery under 
some pretended State nnthority. It is uiider.stood that Coneral ([rant 
has made a formal doinaml on Coneral Taylor to kinnv ii' these state- 
inciits are true, and also that all such prisimors be treated in iieeordanee 
with the stipnlatioms of the (»irt<d and the rnles of (dvili/ed war.* It 
is also stated that a portion of Colonel Stroiglit’.s ernninaiid eaiitured 
have been rofnsed the rifflit of oxclninge under tlio cartel and are 
improperly retained by the enemy. 

It is the duty of the United States to alford protection to all lau'aons 
duly received into the inilitary sovvico, and if tlio onoiny .should violiite 
the cartel ami laws of war in the treatment of prisoners our (lovorn* 
ment will .be reluctantly compelled to i‘e.soi-t to retaliation. While we 
shall ask for nothing to wliieli wo are not eiitlthid by well establisiied 
laws, we cannot permitadoliberato and systemutievlolationoftheusaaos 
of civiliy.ed wariaro to pas.s unpunished. However nmeh we may wish 
to avoid any act by wliiidi the iimoeout may suiler for the erinies'of the 
guilty, there arc occasions whore snminary retaliation must be resorted 
to. l iim fully aware that violations iif law, both civil ami military, will 
sometimes occur under any (lovermneiitor organization, amleomplaiiils 
are not made where tlio ]n‘opcr authorities employ all legitimate means 
to rebuke ami punish the oifemlers. It is hoped that the stiiloments 
i have nlluded to may be incorrect or mei'o exaggerations, a.s is not 
unusually the case on bol.h sides, and tliat the matter mav be pronerlv 
and satisfactorily arranged. i i j 

In connection with this matter I iindo.se licrowlth a cojiy of a reportt 
or General liosccrans upon (Joneral Bragg’s letter in regard to bis 
stripping Coburn’s brigade of tlielv blankets, clothing, i^e. You will 
please again call Mr. Oiild’s atloiuion todeneral Bragg’s conduet as 
admitted by himself. Instead of dejiriving prisoners of war of their 
clothing we Inive issued to them large quantities of blankets to malco 
them comiortable and have generally exchanged tiieni in hol ler condi- 
tion than when captured. The eiuimy, on the contrary, lias froipiontlv 
treated our troops with great inlminanity and sent them buck in a eon- 
ditum utterly disgracetiil to the captors. It Is hoped that this matter 
will bo properly investigated mid the abuse corrooted.

Your attention is also called to the nnhoard-of conduct of I'^Mloral 
ollicoi's in driving from their homes entire communities of women and 
ehildreii, as wi'll as men, whom they lind in districts omaqiie.d hy their 
troops, for no o( her reason than because tlieso unfortunates are Caithfiil 
to tlie allegiance due to their States and refuse to take an oath of ildeb 
ity to their enemies. The putting to dcatli of nuarmed prisojiors has 
been a ground of Just complaint in more than one instaiieo, and the 
recent oxocutioii of olllcers of our army iu Kimtucky for tlie sole {laiise 
that they wci’O (Jiigagod (in recruiting service iu a State wliicli is claimed 
as still one of the United States, but is also ohdmcdbyus as one of 
tlie Conroderato States, mu.st bo roprosseil by retaliation if Jiot uncon- 
(Utiomilly abandoned, because it would Justily the like e.xecatioii In 
every other State of the Oonfcderacy; mnl the praetiee is barbarous, 
uselessly cruel, and can only lead to the slaiighter of iirisoners on both 
Hides — a result too horrible to contcniplutc witliout making every olfort 
to avoid it. 

On those aiul all kindred subjects you will conshler your authority 
full and umjile to make such arraiigciiK'iits as will te.mpcr the iirosen't 
cruel character of (be contest, and full imiindonccis placed In your Judg- 
ment, patriotism, and discretion that while carrying out the objects of 
your mission yon will take care that the ccpial rights of the Ooiifod- 
oracy he always jirescrvcd.

Numerous dllllcuilties and dlspiito.s have arisen in relation to the 
exeeutioii ol' the (»irt<d of extdiaiigo liorctofore agreed on hy the bellig- 
ereiilis, and l;lie commissioners of tlie c.veliange of iirisoners Imvo boon 
iiiuiblo to adjust their dilfercnces. Their action on tlio subject ol' tlioso 
dilferoiicos is delayed and ombaiTassed by the necessity’of referring 
oacli subject as it arises to superior authority for deeisimi. t believe 
that I have just ground of complaint against the olllcors and forces 
under your coimnand for bveiieli of tru.Ht of the cartel, and being myself 
ready to exeimte it at all times in good faith ,1, uiuiiot justiilod iii (hnibt- 
ing the existence of the same disposition on your part. In addition to 
this matter I have to eoinidaiu of the eouduot of your olllcors and 
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troops in many parts of the country who violate all the j'ulos of war bj 
carrying’ on hostilities not only against armed foes but against non 
combatants, aged men, women and children, while otliers not onlj 
seize siicli property ns is required for the use of your troops but destro.) 
all private ]>roi»erty within their roach, even agricultural implements 
and oi)enly avow the purpose of seeking to subdue the i)opnliiLioii o;

I have heretofore on dirtcrent occasions boon forced to nialce (mm- 
plaints of these outrages, and to ask from you that you should citliov 
avow or disclaim having authorized them, ami liave I'aileil to obtain 
such answer as the usages of civilized warfare roquii'c to be given in 
such cases. Tlioso U8age.s justify and indeed require I’odres.s by retali- 
ation as the i)ro])or means of repressing such cruelties as are not i)or- 
mitted in warfare between Christian peoples. I liave notwithstaniling 
refrained from the exercise of such retaliation because oi’ its obvious 
tendency to load to warof indlscrimiuato massacre on botli sides, which 
would bo a spectacle so shocking to humanity and so ilisgrac.eful to tlie 
ago in which wo live and the religion wo proless tliat 1 cannot contoiii- 
plate it without a fooling of horror that I am disinclined to doubt you 
would share. 

With the view, then, of malting one ln.st solemn attempt to avert Hiicli 
calamities and to atte.st my earnest desire to prevent them if it bo i> 0 H' 
sible, 1 have selected the bearer of tliis lottcT, tlie 1 Ion. Alexander 1,1. 
Stephens, a.s a military commissioner to jmoceed to your lieadquai'tm’s 
under flag of truce, tlicre to confer and agrmion the subjoets above men- 
tioned} and Ido hereby autliorizo the said Alexander 11. Htephens to 
arrange and settle all dilforemjea and disputes wliicli may have arisen 
or may arise in tlio execution of the cartel for oxclnuigi^ of prisomu's of 
nmr heretofore agreed on between our rospeiJtive land and naval forces; 
also to proveiit further misiuidorstaudings as to tho terms of said 
cartel, and finally to enter into sindi aiTungement oi’ understanding 
about the mode of carrying oil hostilities between Dun belligerents as 
shall conlhio the severities of the war within stioii limits as are right- 
fully imposed, not only by modoru civilization, but by our common 
Ohi’istiaiiity.

According to the terms of this cartel all captures must be 
reduced to actual possession and all prisoners of war musl. lu^ (leiiviu’ed 
at the idacos designated, tliovo to be oxebanged, or imrelcd until 
exchango can bo oiroidcd. The only exception allowcnl is (he isase of 
commanders of two opposing armies, who are autliori/.ed to exchange 
prisoners or to release thorn on parole at other points iiuituully agreed 
upon by said commaiubirs.

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II. Jl; i.s imdorHtoojI that captured ollicer.s and men liavebeeii paroled 
and released in l;lio {ndd by othorn tlian comnmndoi'B of o|>[)osint‘- 
armiea, and tlial; the sick and Avotiiidod in liospitala Inive been so 
paroled and v(>, leased in order to avoid f^inu’diiift- and roinoviiij>' tliojn, 
wln(ili in many case.s would have been iinpos.sible.

seized and turned over to your Government. It is not my intention at 
this time to call in question the justice or injustice of your decision. L 
only desire to call your attention again to the fact that $8^0 taken from 
1110 hero was money which I purchased of General h'orrest while a pris- 
oner of war, which purchase was made witli money wliieh Genoral 
Forrest’s quartermaster had paid to my surgeoms for liorses. 1' ])aid 
$20 per hundred to the .surgeons lor the money. Thus you will see that 
of the $850 only $170 of tlio amount was in my possession at the time 
of my capture. 

Oertaiiily there can ho no claim of a right to talco from a lU’ifloner of 
war the profits (be they groat or small) of a legitimate businoHS ti’ans- 
action willi his captor. 

I should have written you before, but as you agreed when I saw you 
to write General Forrest in relation to the matter, 1 have delayml until 
now, hoping you would have the necessary evidence in the case to enable 
you to decide understandingly. In order to avoid the necessity of 
troubling you again, I wish, in case you decide to retain all my money, 
you would state wdiat amount, if any, of said ftinds you will allow n'lO 
for expenses while a prisoner, as I am now inueh in need of money iniil 
wish to make aiTangomonts to replenish my purse from other sonveea 
in ease you will nob refund the necessary amount.

General: I have the honor to report that I was called upon for the 
flr.st time yesterday to use the now barracks lately erected at this post 
for prisoners ot war. The barrack.s were built strictly according to 
contract, and as far }\s workmanship and material arc concerned well 
built. Owing to the spongy nature of the soil and the rains combined, 
the foundation props coininenced ainking ua soon as 1 put the prisonors 
into them. In some places they have sunk nearly a foot, consciiuontly 
the building has sunk also, thereby weakening it very materially. I 
am ordered to bo ready to receive some 8,000 prisoners^ and as soon as 
they are put into the building 1 am fearful that the building will settle 
so much that it will fall ovor, and tho lo.ss of life in all probability will 
be great. Tiie now liospital ordered to be builD lioro in all jirobability 
is to be built ou the same principle, and if lb is so built it will also sink. 
I rospei'tCully suggest that Colonel Grosman bo directed to send down 
ail arclutccb to oxamino and report as to tho best po.saible means of aoonr- 
ing tho barraolw from destruction, and to i)ut in a secure founilatioii to 
tho hospital.

He states that ho was captured at Buininorsville, Nicholas Ooun ty, W. 
Va., on the 25tli July, 1802. Wlioii that place was taken by the rebels 
some time ])rovioiis he had, by order of Colonol Crook, guided a cavalry 
command from Jacksonville Depot, on Central Ibiilroad, to Cow Pasture 
bridge, which was burned. For this act lie is to be tried. 

General Jlilroy states that in tho early part of 1802, at Covington, 
Allcglmny County, W. A^a., whore he then resided, bo was reijuirod 
repeatedly to take the oath of allegianco to tho rebel (iovernmen t, whioli 
ho always roliisod to do. At length a brutal tpinrtornmster swore he 
should take the oath or ho would kill him, and wont to tlie iloctor’s 
house and ordered him to go to his oiUco for this jinrpose, and on Ids 
refusing to do so he used very insulting language toward liiniaud struck 
him a violent blow with a club. On this the doctor drew a howie knifti 
and killed liiiii, and immediately gave himself up to the eivil authorities 
for trial. It appears that J»o was aciiuittoil and his arrest at aumiuersvillo 
was subsequent to this'trial.

Tho enbiT, tlicreforo, for the 
very many and cogent reasons set forth in your letter of instriuitioiis to 
mo to see if these difl'orencos could not bo removed and if a clearer 
understanding between the parties as to the general ('.ondiutb of tlio war 
could not bo arrived at before this extreme measure slinnld bo resorted 
to by either ])arty, was no loss in accordance with the diedates of human- 
ity than in strict conformity with the usages of belligerents in jnoderii 
times. Deeply im])ros8ed as I was with these views and feelings in 
undoi'taking tho mission and asking tho conference, I can but express 
my profound re^TCt at tlio result of tbo effort made to obtain it, and I 
cfin but ontortuin the belief that if tho eonfbronoe souglit had boon 
granted muiauil good could have been of(e(;ted by it, and if this war, so 
uniiatnrnl, S() unjust, .so unehristian, and so inconsistent with every Ihn- 
damontal prinoiplo of American constitutional liberty “must needs” 
oontinuo to bo wagod against us, that at least some of its severer horrors, 
which now so eminently threaten, might have been avoided.

No rebel ofllcor or soldier can bo received or entertained in any private 
house or in any place other than the hospital to which he is regularly 
assigned by proper medical authority. 

Separate hospitals for prisoners of vmr will be established. 

No person not thoroughly loyal will bo permittod under any (drcinn- 
stances to visit or have access to anj^ military hospital. 

If any person or persons within this depurtnumt be found harboring, 
entertaining, or concealing any rebel onicor or soldier in Ids or luu' house, 
or on his or her premisoa, or in any place after twenty-foiu' hours from 
thfi ]iublioatiou of this order, the person so oflbiKUngwill be at once 
sent beyond the Union lines into the rebel States, or otliorwise piinislied, 
at the discretion of the military authority.

Colonel: I have the honor to aclciiowlcdgo your communication of 
this datOjt oallltig atteiitiou to the condition of the rebel wounded lately 
arrived in this city. 

I bog leave to represent I was Urst apprised of its approach when 
the train was in the immediate neighborhood of this city. Permanent 
and suflicieut arrangomeiits have been made upon Canal street for the 
care and distribution of arriving wounded, and the Northern Central 
Kailroad is under positive and standing orders from the quartermaster 
to move the cars to tliat ])oint. The Federal wounded wore immedi- 
ately sent there, and attended to by the surgeon in waiting. Medical 
Inspector W. H. Mussej', 0. 8. Army, who is charged by the Surgoou- 
Geiieral witli the special duty of suporintoiuling the transportation of 
the wounded, visited at the time the upper depot and was inforjued, 
owing to many not being paroled, they would all bo obliged to bo sent to 
Fort Mellenry. The assistant provost-marshal afterward called at this 
ollleo, and, upon consultation with Doctor Mussoy, it was decided to send 
the severely wounded fo West’s Hospital, and Captain Fromjh promised 
to ordor the cars to bo sent there without delay, while the medical 
oflleera '\v(5ro notified from this oflico to rocoivo tlioin. Persons on this 
train expected another to follow, but no ollicial anno uncemoiit was made. 
Tliis morning about (» o’clock tlio surgeon in charge of the distribution 
reported the rebels Inid not arrived. It was then in'Gsumcd they had 
all been taken to Fort Mellenry. About 9 a. m. the assistant provost- 
jiinrshal reported the cars had remained in North street all night;, owing 
to the inability or neglect of the railroad company to remove them as 
ordered. He was requested to compel the company to convey them 
immediately to their destination. The railroad made no report wliat- 
ovor of tlieir prcsoiioe during the night. At the same time Captain

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FronoU reported another train had just arrived, eontaining well and 
wounded prisoners, pai'olcd and nou-parolcd together, ol’ whom it was 
iieeossary to send all who could travel to Fort McHcmy. A inedieal 
ollleer was immediately sent to make the aclcctions, which duty is not 
yet completed. 

'.riie dinieiilty lies, ilrst, in sending mixed parties ol’ prisoners without 
iiotilleatioii (which is beyond the control of thwolllce), and, secondly, the 
lailure of the, railroad company to transfer tlio meji to their pro])er des- 
tination, which this oflleo can only remedy by the eontinuaiieeof ropro- 
seiitatioiis similar to those it has repeatedly made already. 

For those wounded who arc now in Port Mclionry it will recpiire, I 
inosume, the authority of the commanding general Ibr their transfer to 
W'^est’s Hospital.

Others arc 
enlisted men secretly vivSiting their liomea. All were at tho time they 
entered the Federal serviim citizens of 'rennessee, wliicli State was then 
a member of tho Southern Goiifedoracy. 

The /irst (iriestion which suggests itself is, arc they traitors? 

1 ha.ve gathered from tho jiraetice of both (lovernmoiits <liiring tho 
war that tiiey recognized tho right of citizens of each to leave their 
country and take service under tlio other belligerent, ])rovided this was 
doiio before lihere were laws of <mnseri])tioH or others of lilco (iliaraeter 
ereatingi)vcsent7)nlitary obligations. Theaetof departure and tlio tak- 
ing of {iruis seem to haiVo been considered as an initiatory stej) of expa- 
- triation, giving tlie person a character somewhat simihir to tliat of a 
J'orm’gner who has made an olllciiil declaration of an intention to become 
a citizen, Tlio. e.xam])les of this are to he foiiml in the t^ase of citizens 
of Maryland and 'Delaware in the Confederate service, and of citizens 
of imuiy of tho aonthern Ktates now in the Federal Army. I low far the 
do(iti'ino intinuitort in some of the books on public law, that in civil wars 
time is given to all citizens to choose tlie Hag tlioy will support, lias any 
bearing on tho case, is a question 1 merely suggest without moaning to 
e.xpress an opinion.

As a general rule, tho armed citizens of one bolligorent can offer no ' 
excuse or justineatiou for being within the territory of tlio otlior except 
for battle. If caught it seems that they are liable to otlior treatment 
than that which is extended to jirisonors of war taken on tho Hold, 
(ienorai Jluj'iisido, commanding the Department of tlio Northwest, lias 
declared that by tho law.s of nations they are spies, and T have reason 
to beliovo that he has lately caused two sncli iiorsons to bo hanged, i t 
is suggested by some that a soldier cannot bo deemed a spy without ho 
bo captured within the actual lines of the army, Dy others it is main- 
tained tlia t this view is too narrow, and that a soldier c.auglitwithin the 
territory occupied ami hold by tho enemy cannot dofenil against tlio 
. charge of being a spy, oxccx>tby showing that he was there for the pur- 
pose of giving battle. It is said that an exploration of the territory of 
ail enemy is as criminal in i)oint of military law ns an entry within the 
camp linos of an army, and stanqis thoon'oiidors with a similar character. 

Section 2 of tho iOlst Article of War designates those persons not 
citizens of tho Oonfcrtoracy who shall be found’ lurking in and about 
tlio i'ortillcatious and oneanifunoiit of tho Oonfederate Army as Bines. 
J'’rom this it might bo inferred that Congress did not deem tlio.so 
persons spies wh<> entered our territory without they should be Imiiid 
in lU'Oximity to our armies. It seems also to aJTirm that a citizen 
cannot bo a spy, tho lessor military orimo being merged into the graver 
one of treason, Tho same article of war is to be found in tho Federal 
code, yet judging from the order of C-onoral llurnsido ho seems to 
have adin'oront view from tliat suggested above of what by military 
law coiiatitutos a sxiy. 

If tho priaoiiors 1)0 considered sines, by what tribunal are they to bo 
tried H 

I presume it may bo stated as a gonoral rule, applicable to public as 
well as to domesth} ctiminal law, that thci'c, cannot ho two dilVciont 
tribunals or <50iirts having concurrent Jurisdiction of tho same od'ense. 
(ronoral liragg has ordoi*ed sjnes to bo tried by a court-martial. 
General liosccrans ordered Ma.). Ortou William.s to be tried by a 
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“tlruinliead” court-martial, ami by that aiioinalous tribuiiiil llio 
prisouer was Imaged. There are instances familiar to you in militniy 
history in which sjaes have been tried by a si>cciiil (ioinmissioii ()r(lor(Ml 
by tlic coininandcr ol‘ an army. But it is said tliat even if smdi Ui coiirf; 
as a special commission bo recognized by the usage of war it (^aii only 
.sit in a foreign country occupied by an anny. Tiiis proceeds ui)oii tho 
a.saum])tion that at home there can be no adjudication except by tho 
legally established tribunals of the land. 

Th e article of war above referred to confers jurisdiction upon (jonrts- 
niartial to try a certain class of spies, that is, those poisons of foreign 
birth or service found lurking in and about the fortilicatioiis or 
tincanipiiients of tho Oonfedorate Army. The words “according f;o 
the law and usage ol‘ nations” seem to refer to the kind of imnisli- 
iiient to he iiillicted and not to the tribunal to try. lOxpress dchgatioii 
of ]3ower to try only one clsiss or kind has suggested a doubt wlioMior 
|■.olu■ts-ln^u•tial wliich bavo no imi)Hcd power, and derive tlicir (JxisLiMKM^ 
lu tiiis eouiitry at least entirely from the letter of the law rn’catiiig 
jurisdiction over other classes of spies in tlio absmice 
ol direct authority. 

You will allow mo to recapitulate tho questions: 

First. Are tho prisoners eitlicr traitors or spies'!? 
oceoiul. If spies, by what court are they to lie tried? 
ilurd. If neither, what disposition shall 1 make of them?

carried to Generals Meade’s ami J’leasoutou’s headr|Uarl;ers| tbema^ to 
tlie prison ship, as they snpposoil, by order of (Jeneral Patne.k. 'I'hey 
severally swore that they had never jriven any aid or infonnation to the 
rebels, but had fed them just as they bud fed tiui Hiiion soldiers. 'Pliey 
alsoaworc emphatically tliat. they would not take tlieoalb (d'ullenianreto 
the United States because they were eitixeusof Virfibilaand o\ve,d tbeir 
alle^i’iniice to that State, and that they sympathized with theHoiith, but 
if Virginia wont back into the Unioh then they would willingly taki^ 
the oath of allegiance to the United States. They all swore tliaf. they 
would willingly give their parole under oath nob to aid, comfovt, or give 
information to the rebels. Thoao soveu leading men swore substan- 
tially the same, evidently by consGiit, and tbey said tbe otliev l.wenty- 
sovon men, all from Loudoun County, Va., and vieinity, and takim at tl'ie 
same time, would swear the same. I then examined the twenty-seven 
other men on masse, but interrogated eiuih separately, each saying he 
liad never given aid to the rebels, each imsitivoly refusing to tak(^ tlio 
oath of allogiaiice, and each willing to give his sworn piiroh? not to aid, 
comfort, or give information to the rebels unloas conscripted into the 
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v(‘,))()l iiriny. Tho. seven leaderB arc intclliKO-nt') e«ln(;at;ed men— throe 
nliVsieiiiiiH atul one tea<iher, the others tlioir blhul Ibllowors. '1. wo men, 
Iloliii Duiihine and Richard Wilson, said they w(mld hoartily tidco th(‘ 
oath oi‘ alleti'iiiiKie, and had never aided the rohellion, hnt botli were 
nri'estcd as sjiies. I'hree men, Ratriek Walljme, iloliti MeCIrane, and

I am informed 
by General Ilitehcock that tlioro will be no inoredolivories of prisoners 
of war until there is bettor undorstaiuUng in relation to the cartel and 
a more rigid adhoren<;o to ihs .stipulations on the piirt of tlio rebel 
authorities, Preparations are to bo made at once for the establislnnont 
of a oaiup whore prisoners of war who cannot be held at places now 
appropriated to them may bo hold luitil the matter of oxelningos is 
satisfactorily arranged. 

I t is doairabhs that our paroled ])ri8onora, about 10,000 I tliink, sliould 
bo exchanged for as many of the rebels paroled by Grant as will bal- 
aiKJO tlie account, but this can only bo done after wo receive the rolls of 
his captuve.s from which to sbloct tlie regiments making up the requisite 
number to bo exchanged. 

I will bo obliged to you If you (;an direct that rolls of any prisoners 
received at Fort ]\Ionr()e IVom the South ho sent to me as early as 
practicable. 

It is iificesaary that I should luvve rolls of all prisoners of war cap- 
tured to enter in our books, ami when rolls of exchanged prisoners aro 
received the books aro made to correspond. If 1. wait to gob those 
rolls until the exchange is made, it is attended with imich incmivonionce 
in making the lujcords, and, besides, in the meantime I do not know 
what prisoners wo have.

There is no authority in the cartel for your propo.scd deoUirsitioii of 
exchsiugo of your ofticors captured at Vicksburg in the manner you 
indicate. 

The onrtol provides for exchanges of equal rank until such aro 
exhausted and then for oquivaleuts. lu consequence of the very muoli 
larger number of your oftlcors and men we liold on parole and in con- 
Jlnemont you can give uo equivalents for the general ollicors you 
desire to have exchanged. You cannot for si moment sissnmo tlnit yon 
can select a general o/licor and declare Ids equivalents in those of 
inferior rank when wo hold the paroles of yonr ofiloors of tlie siniut 
rank as the latter. But oven supposing this arrangement was pormittoi I 
by the cartel 1 do uot see how you could avsiil yourself of it at this 
time. 

You will recollect tlisit since the proclamation of tiio Hon. Jefferson 
Davis of December last, and more ospocially since tlio jiassago of tlm 
act of your Congress in reforonce to our captured ollicors, both of 
which wore iu violation of the cartel, sind have csiusod in the one caao 
a temporaiy smd in tlie otiior a contmiiod suspension of oxoliangos of 
oflicers imder tlie cartel, tliat all such exchanges have been subjects of 
special agroeinent between us. 

To avoid the comiiUcatioiis and annoyances of these .special agreo- 
monts I have again and again urged you to a return to tlie carbol, but 
up to the present moment in vain.

mont for twenty horses and oquipmoiitB for mounting tliat number oi: 
your men for patrols and scouts.

Siu: I have the honor to .siiinnib the Ibllowing report oT iny e.vnini' 
nation into thoiwmdltion of the (JonJederute prisoners in the West Hos- 
pital and other hospitals in Baltimore, made pnrsuaiib (o your iiistriie- 
tions of the 2l8t instant: 

I left the city by the llr.st train after reeeiviiig: your order, mid inmu*.- 
diatcly on iiiy arrival at ihiltiniore ealled on the inedienl dircsiior, 
Wurgeon Simpson, who aeeompaiiiod me to the West Hospital, where I 
found ninotoou sick and wounded rebel prisoners oeeiiiiying two hos- 
pital tents pitched adjaeont to the hospital. All wine provided with 
bedsteads and snlllcient bedding and had i-eeeived proper inedienl 
treatment, but they were not as eointbrlable us they would be in the 
hospital, and 1 directed that they should bo removed to one of the wards 
where siillleient room could bo made to receive them. The change had 
not been iiuuh} when I rotnriied to the hospitn! yi^sterday through l:lie 
neglect of theKsnrgcon in charge, but Surgeon Siiiijison reiterated his 
orders and assured me the ehange .should take place without fiirtliov 
delay. Tiiese men were attended by four rebel prisoners, but as Hiey 
could beundor no restraint and took little intore.st in their duties J, 
advised that when the sick were moveil int.»» the hospital they .should 
have the attontiou of the regular nurses, and this mra-ngemeiit will be 
iiiado. 

The wards of the West ITo.spital are very spaeious, well vontihited, 
and In oxcellont police, but the nie.ss-room and grounds about tlui door 
were in very bad police, which the surgeon in elinrgi^ endeavored to 
excuse by the iilea that an unusual mimlier of sick hud been fed there 
within the last ton days, but this exeu.se did not cover the neglect as 
two or throe days had elapsed since they were so crowded. 

. Yesterday morning I visited IfortMellenry, whe.rol (bund that nearly 
all the prisoner of war had been removed to h'ort Delaware. There 
Vi^ero twelve ofliccrs sick at the post hospital, where every tiling was in 
excellent condition and the patients received the kindest treatment. 
There are three other olllcera — one sick and lavo woundeil — who are in 
the building in which the prisoners at the post aroconlincd, wliere they 
arc not jiroperly provided for, but a tent is to be immediately prejianid 
for them near the hospital, where they will be made very comfortable. 

There are very limited accommodations for prisoners at Eort M ell enry, 
and the (iommaiiding onieer will recommend that two rough Imildings, 
to (jnarter a tbon.sand men, with a hospital sunieient Ibr llfty to one 
hundred patients, bo erected near the building now used for that pur- 
pose, and I shall concur in his rocoinmondation.

1 dir(.'(d;ed also that when 
any of tticse. prisoners bocaine so ill as to require more eare-fal (real - 
nieail. than could be. given to tlieiu at the i»ri.son the lae-t should be 
rcporled to the medical director in order that (he patient niiglit be 
removed to a hospital. 

To insure eleunliness among these prisoners 1 directed that they 
might lie jiermittcd to reeeive IVoni the (iontrlhntioiis that w’er(' olfered 
a Hullleient Hnp|)ly oC underelolhlng — shirts, drawers, and socks— to be 
distributed by an ollir.er dissignated by the pruvost inarshal to such 
men as w'cre in aetnal want. 

1 then visited the only other hospital containing rebel tu'iaoiiors and 
there was but one there. He was in the last stage- of l;y))hoid fe\’ei‘aml 
it was not oxpeeted lie would live through the day. Attondaiits were 
with him and he was reeelving all (he care which his ease demiiinUul. 

Between (he 13lh and IlMh of July about h()0(8hl!) sick and wounded 
rei)el jirisoners we.re lasadved in llaltimore- and Iransferrcid to the lies- 
liilal on i)avids Island, K. Y., a.nd S75 were reeeived and li'anslbrreil 
to (he hosjiilal a(i Chester, Ba. In almost every instanee those men 
arrived in Baltimore at night, and it c.onhl not he otherwise than that 
there nmst bo some cases of exposure ami .sulVering, though as far as 
])eHsiblc every preparation was nmdo in antieiimtion of thc'ir arrival, and 
the same thing ma’.essarily oe.curred with our own sick and wounded 
arriving from Cetl-ysburg.

T. inclose herewith regulations issued by author- 
ity of tlio War .Department, which proscribe the mode of issuing cloth- 
ing to prisoners of war * If you have any blankets on hand whieli are 
unlit for issue 1 wisli yon would furnish one to each prisoner who is 
without bedding. They should bo returned to your departniont when 
tbo pri.sonei's leave the jail, to be iisoil again on similar occasions.

They 
gave notice, in May last that prisoner.s of war must be delivortid and 
paroled as provided in tin; seventli arthdo of the oartol, and that any 
parole given in violation of tlioso provisions would bo eonsidorc'd as 
null and void. Should these iH’isoners bo returned to tho lunks witli- 
out excluingo, would we be jnstilled in piiiiishing thoni foi- violation of 
pavohi i I fear not, for an illegal parole is null and void. All prisoners 
captured iroiii Loo’s army and improperly paroled were immediately 
returned to duty and wo could make no oompiaints. Y'oiir parthadar 
attiiiition is called to tho cartel, which, being a special agreoiiiojib 
between the belligerents, must be strictly observed by both parties. It 
will be seen that prisoners are not to bo paroled until delivoind at tho 
points specified in tlie cartel or agreed upon by tho (jominanding gen- 
erals of the opposing armies.

S. authorities 
Isball lay tho matter before the eommissioners of excluiiigo aiipointcd 
by the two Governments, and hold two eibizons of tho United States 
until they are released.

Men in hospital at this season of the year require two shirts, two 
drawers, and, if not in bed, one pair of i)anta. Shoes and socks maybe 
necessary in some csiscs, but generally they must bo dispensed with. 
Caps are not issued, and but few, if any, require coats. If any aro 
issued tlio sicirt should be cut very shout and the buttons taken olf to 
distinguish them from our own men. As they are not to bo furnished 
with an undershirt, I \yould suggest that you issue the cotton shirt in 
place of the kind of shirt estimated ibr. When the prisonous aro for- 
warded lor delivery all artitdoa issued to thcjii not in use will bo taken 
from them, to bo again used Ibr a similar purpose. On board ship they 
do not iioed shoos, stockings, or <{aps.

Your telegram comiminicating the peremptory order of tlie President 
for the immediate release of John Glenn is received. I had already 
released him and he is at homo on parole to appear on the 17th August, 
to answer to charges sustained by adidavitsj but if the rrosidoiit directs 
it 1 will send for him and make his release absolute, I cannot report 
to tlio judge-advocate the fox’inal charges and proof in full until the 
return of Ooloiiol Fisli, provost-marshal, on the 12th of August, lie 
being absent now on sick-leave. I will state, however, that Glenn urns 
arrested by Colonel Fish for the use of violent, disloyal, and mischiov- 
ons language, such as declarations that the throats of all tlie damned 
Yankees ought to bo cut. He obstinately refused and still refuses to take 
the oath of allegiauco or give parole for his good behavior as a good 
citizen. Ho was sent South to bo put through the lines after all reason- 
ing, argument, and kindness had been exliaustcd on him, and lie was 
still unyieldingly perverse; but owing to .some misundorstauding or 
blunder at Fort Monroe he was sent to City Point among prisoners for 
exchaugo and then returned liorc, not taking the oath of allegiance to 
the Confederate States. 

Will you communicate this to tlie Presidout and to the jn(lgo-ndvo{ 5 ate 
and let me know if any other report i.s required of mo now i Please let 
me know also if I am to consider it tho policy of the Government and 
of the President that lioreafter I am not to arrest those in this ooiumu- 
iiity who use disloyal and mischievous language and deolaratlons, and 
punish them or put them under some security for their good behavior.

Major Ihtriier, 
ill speaking' for the Becretary, stated to tho provost-marshal that in 
case the prisoiier had done nothing disloyal since his return lie m'us not 
to be molested for anything that had ocenrred prior to Ills extdiniigo, 
and Judge daekson alleges in his opinion that the prisoner has not been 
eliargcd as guilty of anydisJoy.al practices since the time named. The 
seizing and holding of hostages in reprisal for captures made by 
tbe enemy is certainly an exercise of the war-making power, belong- 
ing exclusively to tho General Government, and which cannot bo 
shared by the Governor of tho States without leading to deplorable 
complications.

I am not informed whether there is any rca.sonable objection to the 
unconditional releaseof medical otlicors and chaplains without excdiauge 
as heretofore, exce])ting the three or four mwUcal officers wdio are lield 
by both parties a.s hostages; on our side tor Doctor Rucker, a (utizcii 
of Virginia, held by the Iticlnnond authorities, and on the rehol side for 
Surgeon (Ireeii, of the Confederate Army, held at Fort Moiiroii for 
Doctor Rucker. If, with the above oxcoiitions, the Ooiifederates release 
our medical oflicers and chaplains, I will eontimic to forward all such 
officers who may bo in our-liands for delivery at City Point.

Seeretaiy of State of the 1st instant relative to Captains Phillips and 
Wynne, of the British military forces in Canada, charged with violating 
the IT. S. military regulations by ovadingtbo military lines and Joining 
the insurgents at Fredericksburg. That on the 20th and 22d of January 
lasP' I reported to the Secretary of State all the facts and ciiHMUiistances 
ill my possession touching Captain Wynne’s evading the military lines 
of tlie CTiiited States, joining the insurgents in liiolnaond and Freder- 
icksburg, his arrest and commitment to the Old Capitol Prison, &c. In 
regard to Captain Phillips, he evaded arrest while going and returning 
through the U. 8. military lines, and the only evidence against him is 
to he found in the verified statement of Oaiituin Wynne and in the 
papers found on tlie x>ersoii of C.aptain Wynne. The examination of 
Captain Wynne and the jiapers found in his possession establislioci the 
following facts: That Captains Wynne and Phillips came to Balbiinoro 
from Canada with the intention of visiting the insurgent army; that 
they afiiliated and counseled wdtli the rebel sympathizers in Baltimore 
as to the time and place of evading the 0. S. military linos; that letters 
were taken by them from persons iu Baltimore, because a rebel ofilcer 
wrote a letter certifying that « Captains Phillips and Wynne came 
highly accredited from Baltimore,” and this letter was found on Captain 
Wynne’s person. That Captains Wynne and Phillips did, after alTilia- 
ting and couiiscliug with disafiected persons in Baltimore, and receiving 
letters of credit, clandestinely evade the CJ. S. military lines and join 
the insurgents, and tliafc they made no application to the U. S. authori- 
ties for a permit to pass the hues; that Captain Wynne U])ou his exam- 
ination and under oath frankly and earnestly stated that his sympathies

shall be caiitnred, to be dealt with according to tlie iiresent or future 
laws of such State or States.” Previous to the receipt of your letter, 
ill answer to (ho imiiiirios of tlie general comnnuiding the uepartmout 
embracing your State, t had informed him <»f the provisions of those 
resolutions, iind by telegraiih directed the delivery of the captured 
negroes to the aiitlioritios of South Carolina. Such delivery, 1 jiresuino, 
has been made in pnrsiiaiujo of the.so iiistriictiona; but if not, e.xidicit 
and more formal orders will be sent for their delivery to you.

These three iu‘isonor.s are colored men who were regu- 
larly ahipi)cd in New York and have, as Lioutennnfc-Coloiiol Ludlow 
informed the Assistant Secretary of the Navy, been declared exclnuiged 
with the rest of the (;row of the Isaac Smith, but it has been hitherto 
averred they could not bo found. From the walla of their i)rison they 
make themselves heard, ai>d you will excuse me for inviting your spe- 
cial attention to tlicir case alter the long and rigorous confinement 
they have endured niider the extraordinary circunistancos mentioned.

Now Yorls on the 2Cth of September, 1862, on board the IJ. S. gun-boat 
Isaac Smith. VVo were waiting on odieers (»n board of her. She was 
eiiptiired in Stoiio Itivor near Oliarlostoii ou.tho 31.st of .Taimary, 1863, 
and ovoi' since then we liavo been coiilined iii Charleston jail. Wo are 
loclced up all the time in close conlinemont in a very small cell, and wo 
are {ilmo.st dead. Wo are not allowed to make any complaints. Wo do 
not get anything to oat but a little corn bread and water, and not halt 
eiiougli of that. We have not got any money or clothes and our siilfor- 
iiigs are uiiS])oakablc. All the onicors and men of our boat have gone 
home. Tlioy sent them on right away, but they kept us here. Wo 
Avero bom in Now York and shipped from there. Wo have done no 
crime, and, in the nsune of God, are wo to bo protected and aided or are 
wo to bo loft here to die? They threaten us with all kinds of punish- 
ment and grant us no favors whatever. Are we to bo exchanged or are

Gir-NEBAL: In roply to your (ioinmunicatioii dated »Tiily 20, and 
received on the Ist instant from Capt. John 0. Moore, bearer of (lag of 
truce, I have the lionor to inform you that the case o‘f exchange you 
refer to liaving been submitted to me o« the 20tlt of July last, I ordered 
the agreement to bo carried out, and that Major Blaelcwell, Captain 
Woodsman, and Adjutant Jildwards be sent to your linos without 
delay. 

The agreement was disapproved by General Davidson because it was 
not in aeeordaueo with the terms of the cartel and in violation of 
existing orders of the United States Government, Being satisfied, liow- 
ever, that the agreement was made in good faith by both parties, and 
had been carried out by the Confederate authorities, I ordered it to be 
carried out on our jiart. 

Necessary delay has arisen from the fact that two of the olTicers, 
Major Blackwell and Ailjiitant Jfidwards, had been sent to a distant 
depot, and the other, ( hiptain Woodsmull, was sick. The last named is 
sent with your present flag, and the others will be sent upon their 
return to Saint Ivouis, which has been requested of the Oommissiiry- 
General of Bi'isonors. 

Permit mo, general, to cori'oct a very singular delusion which you 
seem to be laboring under concerning a certain agreement entered into 
between General Blunt and General Hindman. Conoral Blunt was not 
in command of this department, and could not make an agreomont with 
the enoiny wliicli should bo binding beyond the limits of tlio small force 
there under his command. Indeed, it is absurd to suppose that either 
General Blunt or General .Hindman intended to malio any such general 
rule. To prevent any such misapprehension in future, 1 inclose here- 
with for your information (jopios of orders from the Gcnoral-in-Ohief of 
the United States Army, which, together with the cartel, will hereafter 
bo the rule of a<5tion throughout this department.

GENERAL! AppUcjitioiis tor release on taking the oath of allegiance 
by prisonei’s of war or citizens arc not entertained unless some good 
reason is urged for granting this imhdgcnco. It must be shown to the 
satisfaction of the (ixaiulniug ollicc.r tliat the applicant was forced into 
the rebel service against his will ami has taken advantage of the first 
oi)portnnity to free himself from it; or it may be granted as a favor to 
liis faniily or fimnuls, tlioy being all loyal people and vouebing for his 
sincerity in ilosiring to take the oath of allegiance; or it maybe granted 
on account of the youth of the applicant, it being showii that ho was 
led away by the ijilhiemje of vicious compauioim, his Union friends 
guaranteeing liis Intiiro loyal conduct. Unless the cases are jiresented 
suhataiitially after this manner, with your recommendation, it is not 
wortli while to forward them. I reapeotfnily return herewith several 
apldications for such further information of a commendatory character 
as you may be able to give. 

The citizen prisoners who wore sent to Fort Delaware from Gamp 
Chase had an oi)portunity while at that camp to establish their claim 
to be released, and as they, were sent forward lor exchange it is ])i’ob- 
able little can bo said in their favor. There is a commissioner at the 
camp to oxaTiiinc all doubtful caees. It must bo understood when a 
discharge is gi'aiited tl»at under no oirennmtunces does it carry with it 
exemption from any of the duties as a citizen.

Sir: I have been informed by several oye-witnessoH that two of the 
colorocl soldiers of this command have boon rocoiitly hanged at or near 
Jackson, La., by the men of your cominaiul. I am also further inl'ormod 
that .some of tho colored soldiers of this comuiaiul were, while prisoners 
of war, badly beaten and othorwiao ill-troatcd. I cannot doubt that 
tlieao outrages were committed without your authority, but it is iny 
duty to call upon yon to disavow these acts and to punish tho per- 
petrators thereof. I would also suggest the oxpedioiioy of romiuding 
the moil of your command, thatwliilc it maybe diflicult to discover 
and bring to justice those coiicorued in such crimes, particularly when, 
as it is certainly probable, they are at least not repressed by some of 
your junior ofilcers as they might be, it is not at all diihcult to retali- 
ate severely upon the prisoners in our hands and upon those that 
may bo taken hereafter. The severest measures of retaliation will

It is of far inorij impor- 
tance that the tluui.samls of privsoners who are langui.sliiiig in your 
prisons should be sent. The beat ami moat Hatlafaclovy meaaago from 
them Avill bo communicated with their own lipa. 

If you intend to keep them in your horrible iiriaona it will lie but a 
poor satisfaction that they have the privilege of telling their loved 
ones the story of their anguish. 

The llag’-of-trnco boats are not so iiuieli intondoil for correapondenee 
as the delivery of prisonera, The former is merely iueidental. Mvery 
llag-of-truco boat that arrives at Oity i’oint without tlui number of 
prisoners it can accommodate, while you have thousands in your pos- 
session, is a purposed broimli of cartel. Your Hags ol' truce, of eourae, 
are sacred in the river, unless you make them a glaring abuse. Tlio 
beginning of that abuse is to soiul them with letters instead of prison- 
ers. 1 trust, thorolbro, that no boats with eorre.spondence and .nowa- 
paiiors and without ])i’isoiiors will make their appearance at Oity J*oiub. 
Our people have had enough of that already. 

At the instance of your prodoeeasoi', we made an arrangeiiKMit by 
which two copies of oaoli of our five dally papers in Richmond were to 
bo exchanged for an equal number of your papers. If you feel disposed

Tlio 
arl'an^*■OlU(illt was made with General Gardner, one of the opposing 
generals, and the place of delivery of the prisoners, the manner of tlieir 
(lei)artnrG, and the conditions, were all agreed to by him and attested 
with bis signature, otherwise not one of the men would have been 
l)aroled, 1 have the honor to forward herewith copies of tlie papers, 
whi(ih I. iliink will answer all the conditions of the cartel. The pris- 
oners insisted u})on having each a copy of his parole, that they might 
not 1)6 comi)elled to oiitta* service again until they were exclningcd. 

It was almost a matter of necessity that we should parole them. 
Twenty-two nine-months’ regiments wore about leaving; there wore 
12,0(10 'to 15,000 of the enemy on the Mississippi between I’ort Hudson 
and New Orleans, against whom it was necessary to move our \?liole 
ibreo, and wo bad neitlier men to guard nor traJisportS to move them to 
a place of safety. I ani sure, however, that the proceedings were in 
accordance witli the conditions of the cartel, and that the men can bo 
])nnished if found i)i arms against tlic Government before being regu- 
larly exchanged. , . i.

General: 1 vi.sited this morning the prisoners’ liospital In Queen 
street, opened exclusively for the wounded Federals captured on 
Morris Island on the 11th and 18th of July last. 

The hospital is in charge of Surg. J. L. Dawson, with the following 
attendants: 

Assistant Burgeons Anerum; .1. It. Mood; W. W. Aiulr(iW8, ward- 
master; James Bpeneov, f. m. e. steward; Mrs. 0. D. Webb, matron; 
Dnlin, Powell, Finigaii, Maloy, nurses, two of whom are employed 
during tiio day and two at night; two washer.s; two cooks. 

The number of wounded i)ri 80 nor 8 actually in hospital is as follows: 

One coininissioned ofllcer, Captain l^ayiio; two sergeants, one of 
whom is a negro; one corporal; thirty-llvo privates, twenty-live of 
wlioin are negroes and ton only white, the wliolo making an aggregate 
of thirty-nine wounded i)risonors. 

T'he hospital is apparently well managed, the room.s being kept as 
clean as can i)e expected under present circuTustaneos. The bods and 
bedding are of a rough, but good material. Tlio patients, white and 
black, appear to bo well cared for and treated witli duo kindness and 

humanity. . 

Mosquito nets are needed. Assistant Surgeon Anerum informs mo 
that from forty-live to ilfty would bo roiiuirod for the present. 

A negro hy the name of Charles Stanton, wounded when taken to 
hospital, but now well, is doing duty as nurse for the wounded negroes. 
I suggest that it would bo proper to dispose of liim as was done with 
the otlior negro prisoners captured on Morris Island; that is, transfer 
him at once to the State aiitlioritics. 

I met with no visitors at the hospital. Assistant Surgeon Anoriiin 
says that the prisoners are not iiitorforod with as they formerly were,

President Davis: 

AIv ancle ih' David Minton Wright, ono of the oldest and first phy- 
sicians in Norfolk, is sentenced hy the Ecdoral authoritjcs to he hanged, 
blit is 'rrunted a new trial, which is to take place in Washington. As 
soon as“l heard the report of the affair I endeavored to learn the par- 
ticulars, but the blockade has been so rigid that no one could get in. 
The blockade has been raised for a few days and to-day two ladies from 
Edenton arrived, bringing the following intelligence: A few weeks 
since a ne^ro regiment, commanded by a Yankee, marched through the 
streets of i^orfolk. Doctor Wright was standing on the street, and as 
the regiment passed remarked: “ My God, did ever I expect my ooiintry 
to come to this? Did over I expect to see such a regiment on the streets 
of the city of Norfolk? ” The omcor hearing the remark stepped before 
Doctor Wright with his sword uplifted and a.ttom]>tcd to slap him on the 
cheek with his sword. The doctor drew his pistol and shot him dead. 
The doctor, is in close couflnomeut with fetters} was tried last week, 
condouined, and sentenced to be hanged. Is allowed a now trial, wliioh 
is to take place in Washington City. Doctor Wright has a son in the 
Pifty-seveuth North Carolina liogiment, a worthy representativii of his 
noble father. If anything can bo done by onr Govornmont for Doctor 
Wright 1 know it only needs to be made known, and tluus my letter.

SiU! On tlio 23(1 of July last I had tlio honor to submit to you a 
copy of a demand made upon General Beauregard for cortaiu negro 
slaves and commissioiied olftcors captured iu arms ou Jamoa and Mor- 
ris Islands ou the 11th and 18th of the same month. In the same 
letter also called your attention to the question of delivering to me the 
free negroes captured at the same time. In rejily to my demand 011 
General Beauregard he say.s in a letter of 23d of July last: 

I have to acquaint yon that iu view of the grave iiifcorniitioiial quostinns whioh 
may ho involved I have ielt it my duty to submit your lottor for tho oonsidoration 
and for tho orders of tlio Govorninout. , 

I have now the honor to acknowledge tho receipt of your letter of 
the 1st instant, in which you inform mo that you have “directed, tho 
delivery of the captured negroes to the authorities of South Carolina,” 
hut you say nothing as to tho commissioned ofilcers captured in company 
with the slaves in arms on Morris Island, referred to in my demand 
upon General Beanregard. 

I now respectfully call your attention again to that matter and 
re({U6St that the commissioned officers, iu accordance with the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation announced in Gouoral Orders, No, 111, of the 24th 
of December, 1862, fourth section, may also be delivered to the State 
authorities to be dealt with according to tho laws of the State. I have 
been notified by the commanding general that ho is ready to deliver tho 
slaves and free negroes whenever I am ready to rccoivo them.

Sir : My attention has Just boon called to tho lirst of the joint I'cso* 
lutioiis of Congress, approved May 1, 18C3, in winch it is resolved i 
“Tliat, in the opinion of Congress, tho commissioned officers of the 
enemy ought not to bo delivoi’od to tho authorities of the respective 
States as suggested in tho said (President’s) message.” I thopfore bog 
leave to withdraw so much of my communication of tho 8th instant as 
doinands of tho Ooiifodorato Government tho surrender of the commis- 
sioned ofQcors to me, waiving, for tho lirosont, tho question in reference 
to them. , ^ . 

But I deem it proper to call tho attention of yonrsolf and tho Presi- 
dent to the facts that the freo negroes will bo punishable by the laws 
of South Oarolina witli death, tho Governor having the power under 
tho constitution to commute tho puiiislunont, and nndcr the sixth of 
the joint resolutions above roferred to tho same penalty is imposed 
upon tho commissioued officers, and tho same power of commuting said 
punishment is vested in tho Prosidont. It may seem to yourselves 
advisablo tliat tho same degree of punishment should bo meted to both 
classes if convicted and that there should bo accord of action betweon 
tho two authorities. 

I will iinmodiatoly order tho trial of tho slaves and any free negroes 
of tho iSouthern States that may bo among thorn, hut I will delay action 
for tho present with regard to tho freo negroes from tho Northern 
States, hoping soon to hear from you oil tho subject.

Sir: At last I have succeeded in getting my report of i)visonors for 
the month ol' July ready. VVlieii i reported for duty at this canij) on 
tlio 8th of July 1 found 111 pri.sonors here, but no rolls or books, and 
everything in eonfusiou in all matters pertaining to prisoners of ’sviir 
and the eainp in genera!. Near the close of tlie month the prisoners of 
Morgan’s command were sent in, without rolls, and scarcely had they 
arrived until many of their friends came with permits from Major- 
General Burnside to see their relatives, and many more came with cloth- 
ing, ^ 0 ., and, taking all together, we wore waiting oii them all day and 
eoinpellod to got up our oftico work at night. I am happy to say that 
this state of tilings is now past, as no more permits to see prisoners are 
granted and Brigadior-Gonoral Willcox has made airangomenta to 
have lettm’s and packages examined by an olhcer at his licadnnarters 
in the city. 1 will ibrward rolls in a few days of those “joined’’ in this 
moutli up to the pvoHont time. Please send mo blank monthly returns, 
as I have not one in this oHiee.

Biii: I have the honor to report that I have earefiilly inspected the 
jail iit Norfolk ami the juisoii at li’ort Norlblk in necordaiiee with your 
order. In order to put the Jail in a sanitary condition ami l((s»i) it so it 
wilJ bo necessary to have it thoroughly eloaned and whitewuslied and 
more fro(]neiitly and thoroughly policed. Although the c.ondition of 
the prison at Fort Norfolk has been improved of late, yet it is highly 
important that the policing ho more eireotually and freipiently done. 
In both iiKstaucos the necessary improvomouts wore pointed out to the 
orticor iji oluirgo. I would also roapectfiilly call your attention to tlio 
necessity Cor more thorough policing of the cities of Norfollc and Ports- 
mouth. The streets of those cities are far from being in a hoaibby con- 
dition, and ill my opinion the prevalence of the diseases peculiar to 
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tlio locality cau only bo in*ovonted by tlio cities before named being* 
humediately put in a sanitary condition.

i liavo tbe lionor to report to yon that tliore are in tlie military jirison 
he, re about 2n0 rebel prisoners elaiming t,o be deserters, and to ask 
what disposition shall be made of them. Many of them have been 
peraonally exainine<l by a eojumission of three oiUcers at the military 
]>riHOn and -their release recommended. Large numbers of deserters 
are sent from the Department of the Oiiinberland with iiistnudions to 
be released in Louisville. It i.s believed by the general e,ommanding 
tlio District of iCcntucky that the release of siieli large numbers of 
this class in this Bt^afco would be dangeroiia to its peace, as many bad 
men would inevitalily be turned loose, it being in most cases impossible 
to procure any other evidence of tlie good charai*,tcr and lioneab inten- 
tions of tlio men than their own statement. If it is too dangerous to 
the interests of the service to release men of tliis class iii tlio Depart- 
moat of tlio Ouinborhind, it would bo e<|ually so in the State of ICon- 
tueky, situated in so many rcapocta similarly to that of Tennessee. 

General Boyle dircists mo to suggest that some arrangement bo made 
with General Itosocraim by which (Icaortors may he examined at Nash- 
ville, wboi’o somotbing may bo learned of the chara(d;or of the jiartios, 
and that the worthy may bo released there ami tlio unworthy be held 
till the close of the war. Among tlioprisonors claiming to be deserters 
are a number of Kentuckians, principally Morgan’s men. The Ken- 
tuckians who went into tho rebel service were priiujipally men bank- 
rupt ill fortune and reputation before tlio rebellion broke out, and they 
eagerly embraced a cause promising to disrupt the ostablisbed com- 
imn-oial and social status of the country, having in any oliango hope of 
possible advantage and fear of nothing worse than their thou present 
po.sition. 'With those went out many hot-headed, unreasoning young 
men, who have boon foaiTully corrupted and demoralized by assoeiatioii 
with the former. None of these can jilead, as tho dtizons of States 
farther south, that force, moral or physical, pressed them into tlio rebel 
service. For this reason it is believed loss eousiderafciou is duo them 
tlian the others. A iirotost comes to General Boyle from all sootious 
of the State against the turning loose of these men in it again under 
any ciroumstances. I’etitioiis can bo gotten up for almost any one, and 
in this way it is represented that some of the worst men who have 
cursed tho State have recently gotten discharged from Gamp Ghase. 
Altliongli I had recently addressed you a communication upon this 
subject, General Boyle instructed mo, aa I bad received no reply, to 
write you again at length requesting you to give the subject your 
mature consideration and mo full instructions.

Instructions b) observe the i)rovisioii ol' the reso- 
lutions, togotiier witlt a- copy tliereoi', have been lorwarded to the com- 
manding general ol’ tliodepartmentembracing your State, and it is not 
doubted that under such inatruetions appropriate ])roeeediiigH will be 
instituted and severe imnialiineiit iiiilicted upon tiie oHieers taken in 
the unworthy and criminal sorvici' oi’ commanding negroes, thereby 
iiudtiiig to servile insurrection niid all its attendant horrors Avitldii 
your State. Assurance of this course of ])roeeediiig by the command- 
ing general i.s aH'orded by the promptness with wliieli he has compiled 
with the instructions to siirreiuior, in pursuance of the same resolutions, 
the negroes eaj)tnred in arms.

(roneral, I learn, air, that I am placed in close and solitary coiilino- 
mont to await my trial for murder and robbery, with wliieh I have been 
charged. Tlie facts, sir, in tho case of the former are as follows : 

111 tho month of January, 1802, the Second Eogimeiit Virginia Vol- 
unteer’ Cavalry, U. S. Army, commanded by Col. W. M. Bollcs, was 
ordered to re-enforce General Garllold, then in Northeastern Kentnelcy, 
where said regiment arrived on the 7th of January. 

On reaching General Garfield’s Ibrcos said regiment was ordered to 
the front. Some two miles and a half above Paintsvillo Colonel Belles 
discovered the enemy and ordered tho writer to pursue and charge upon 
him, Avlihih was done, putting tho enemy to Might. During the elmse 
one of tho enemy was discovorod attempting to make his escape on foot, 
was lialted several times and refused to do so, was ilrod upon and 
killed, luiving a musket in hia hand at the time, aomo time afterward 
it was ro])ortod that ho was shot after having surrendered. limine- 
diatoly demanded an investigation, wliereiipon General .Uosecrans, thou 
ill command of that department, ordered an investigation and iu oiiso 
any evidence could bo had to sustain a charge to have eluvrgea preferred 
at onoe. Au oxamimitlou was had; tlie evidence was not siillioiont to 
anataiii a charge, but, to the contrary, evidence was had iiroving that 
tho man had not surrendenjd and tliat ho was killed with innaket lii 
hand attempting to make his escape, and would not stop after being 
eommanded to halt several times, whereupon the case was dismissed 
and tho writer o.vonovated from all blame in the case. 

Sir, HO i'ar as tho latter charge is concerned, 1 am totally in tho dark, 
iiiilosa the taking of stock, i. c., horses and cattle, by orders foom tbo 
eonimanding ofllcors is so coustruod. If so, L am guilty of robbery; il 
not, 1 am innocent of the charge, for I do assure you, general, that I 
have never done anything of the kind myself or allowed the men under 
my immediate command to do aiiytliing of the Icind. Having operated ^ 
against the liliglith Itogimcnt Virginia Volunteer Cavalry, C, B. Army,‘ 
eoniinandedby Col. James M. Corns, niy almost ontivo time in the service,* 
I fespectfully refer to hilii and to Captains Henry 0. Everett and 0. 
Irvine Lewis, of said regiment, for iiiy character as au olUcor and gen- 
tlenuiii; also to Oapt. ^^^llialll A. iiiiekoy, of the Eourteentli Virginia 
Gavalry, C. S. Army, whom, together with some 110 of his men, 1 cap- 
tured near Lewisburg last November; also l)r. B. 0. Gleavos, of 
Wytheville, Va. 

General, tho object in giving you those fivets is, sir, to rospoctiuny 
ask your eleinoney, sir, to tho extent that I may be permitted to be 
taken from my coll and put with my tbllow-omeors until the time of my 
trial, 'file raid on Wythevillo was lieaded by Col. J. T. Toland, acting 
brigadier-general, who was killed there, and not by me.

Colonel: I have the honor to a(^kn()\vlcdgo thcrceoi])t of your com- 
munioation of tlio 7tb instant i!» rcsgard to prisoners of war \vlu) desire 
to take the oath of allegiance and become once more law-abiding citi- 
zens. I had previous to the reccijjt of your letter adoi)tod the jiolicy 
of paroling such men and permitting them to return to their homes, 
there to remain as long as they conduct themselves in accordance with 
the terms of their oaths, obliging them in all cases to give satisfactory 
so({urity by bond that they will strictly observe tboir paroles. After 
the retreat of Bragg’s army from this State largo mimbers of deserters 
from JContucky and Tennessee rebel troops were found in the country 
and concealed in the woods and hills, who wore afraid to give them- 
selves ui) to our forces for fear of being sent Ibr exchange, ami who 
])rcfcrrcd to live as outlaws rather than risk the chance of being returned 
to the rebel army. Tlio imminent danger that those men would of 
necessity become guerrillas and give inlinite trouble not only to us, but 
to the inhabitants of the country, induced me to issue the orders, copies 
of which are herewith inclosed.* I transmit also lierowith a copy of 
the pai’olet which is administered in those cases, and desire to be 
informed if my course in this matter meets tlie approval of the Sec- 
retary of War. I would propose that I. bo permitted to continue to 
allow these men to return to tlicir liomes upon giving their paroles with 
satisfactory security, and then, if nece.saary, to forward their cases to the 
Secretary of War for lii.s final action. You will observe that in paroling 
tliom I reserve the right to exchange them at some future time if their 
conduct is such as to make it ueceasary. The necessity for immediate 
action ill tliese cases makes this course seem to mo tlio best that can 
be pursued. Wlien their cases are decided upon by the Secretary of 
War they can bo Anally discharged or sent for exchange, as he may 
doom proper.

The iioints to which the iiKiniriea and mif^^gcsiions ol (iimoral bclio- 
field are mainly directed may bo, resolved into three, viz; J.ho stiitus, 
rst oAhe persons held to service or labor in Missouri, as growiny; out 
of the fourth section of the “ act to conliscate l»roporty used lor lusiir 

I’ectiouary purposes,” approved (>th ot Aujfust, .181)1, second, ot those 
enumerated in the ninth section of the “act; to HU])i)res8 iiisiiiTcction, 
?o imn ftreason and reboniou,”&c., approved 7tb of duly, .80:3; and, 
thi dlv tliose referred to in thetentb section ol the last-mentioned act, 
to^-olher with the rights and dulies of the military autliorities in regard 
tnliersons belonging to each of these <dasse.s. 'riie emanmpation ()1: 
the persons licld to service or labor named in the lirst clasa, viz, suidi 
as have been reiiniml or permitted by tho.se to whom such labor or 
service is duo to take up arms against the irintiul Stales or to work 
or be emiiloyod in or upon any l<>rt, navy-yard, dock, armory, sliip, 
intrendniieiit, or in any naval or military service wbatsoovor aganisl) 
the Govoriiment of tlio United States, results, ipso budo, from the per- 
fornmiico of the acts mentioned, and, should thereafter any attoinpt be 
made to enforce such claim to labor or servam against the person tlius 
manumitted, it is declared by the act of Oongress tliat “it shall be a 
full and sufneient answer to sucli claim that the person^ whose sevvico 
or labor ia claimed had been employed in hostile scrvici) against the 
Goverumont of the United States.” 'I’lie statute evidently contem- 
plates that this defciiso or assertion of a right to freedom slndl bo 
made before the courts, and .1 am not aware of any ground on which 
the military authorities in the State of Missouri, wliero the courtH are 
open, can Intervene in the settlement of any <inestions arising under 
this act. Should the party claimed to be hold to service bo seized for 
the purpose of enforcing the idaim be would only liiwo to sue out a 
writ of habeas corpus and make proof of the fac.ts to seiiuro his dis- 
charge. The persons described in tbo siaiond <;lass stand upon an 
entirely different footing. The language of the act in reference to 
them ia as follows:

afterward neenpied by Mio forcos of tho United .Stati'H, ulinll bo doonnid i'a]divoH ni' 
iwar and sliall bo forovor froo of tlioir aorvitndo and not uguin hold uh alaviiH, 

The slaves thus ennmoi*ated, being made and declared to bo cajiti ves 
of war as well as freedmen, are iieeeasarily luulei’ the military control 
of the Government of the United States, This protection should, in 
good faith, be fully extended to thorn against all ellbrts made to re-en- 
slave them or to deprive them of the freodoiu which tliis act bestows 
upon them. That their condition and tho I'ights belonging to it; may 
be known and respected, it is rcoominouded that, through tlie doiiai't- 
mental or other military commanders, corlalieates shall, upon a pvoiier 
ascertainment of the facts, bo issued to tbo.so persons, delhiing dis- 
tinetly their status and declaring them to bo, as captives of war, under 
tho military protection of the Goverumont, These (iortilicatiis sliould 
state, briefly but distinctly, the facts on which the party’s right to IVee- 
cloDi rests, in order that it may ai)poav tho legal eoiielusiou reached is 
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wfUTiintuil by tlie law as cited. The tenth .se<;li«>n relates to l'ii!,ntivo 
shwes of loyal inusterH, and they coustitiilc tlie third class. The 
seotion is in these words:

iinloHH lihu ]i(n'Hoii Having aaid fngitivo aluill iirst nniko oatli tinit tlio povaoii to whom 
tlii^ ialior or aorvioo of hiioIi fngitivo is iillogoil to l)o duo in liin iawfiil owiior and has 
not borne anim againHt tlio Unitocl Statos in tlio invsoiit roboilion nor iti any wa.y 
givoii aid and ooiufovt I lnTeto, aiuliio xnn'Hon aiigagcd in titoinilitni'y or naval sai vico 
of tlio United States shall, niidor any ^iratonso whutovor, nssiiino to dooido on tlio 
validity of tlio a] aim of any purson to tlio sorvico or labor of any otlior porson or siir- 
rondor np any such person to tho claimant, on pain of being disniissoil fruni tlio 
sorvico. 

Tlio duty of the militai-y nnthoritics in reference to this ehiss of fiifti- 
tives from labor is that of absolute non-iiitervciitlon. This follows alike 
from tho prohibition to aurvender the fugitives and from tho in oliibitiuu 
to decide on tho validity of tho claim made to his service. As the mil- 
itary cannot primarily exert any power in behalf of tho claiinant, 
neither can it bo done in a Bccondary or snbordinato capacity as a iiosso 
coniitatus to tho civil authorities or otherwise. If therefore a loyal 
claiiiuiiit or his agent, acting in person or throngli a civil ollicoj', shall 
attempt to arrest one of these fugitives from labor in tho presoinie of 
the military authorities lie must do so on his owii responsibility and 
cannot claim from such authorities, nor can they extend to him any 
Hupiiorl; or protection whal(>vcr. It is bolloved that thesis sugge-stions 
meet all tho points jircsontod by the letter of Major-Cienoi’al ychollelcl.

His Exeolloncy the President: 

1 have the liomir to transmit herewith tlio record* in the case of Dr. 
I). M. Wright, tried in Norfolk in July last for the innrdor of Second 
Lieut. A, L. Sanborn, First U. S. Colored Volunteers. 

Doctor Wright was tried by a military commission convened by 
Major-General Dix, and of which Brig. Gen. It. S. I'^ostor was ])veHident, 
and was convicted and sontoiiced to bo hung at snclx time ami place ns 
might 1)0 appointed by the imijor-gonoral commanding the deimrtmont 
or by tliG President. The proceedings of the commisHion wore regnbiv 
and the findings and Bonteneo were in conformity with the facts in l;lio 
case us proved on the trial. The testimony is brief and iliveet, and in 
.substance as follows: 

The deceased was marohing his company of colored troops along the 
sidewalk of the main street of Norfolk. As they aiiiiroaelnnl, tlie 
accused, who was standing in front of a store, is stated by one of tlio 
witiies.ses to have addressed a remark to the deceased in wbicli 
the word “cowardly” was audible. Other witnesses hoard this word, but 
could not swear that it was spoken by the accused. The deceased is 
testified to liave thereupon halted his company and sent oil’ two of his 
men in the direction of the jirovost-marshal for a provost guard. The 
accused and the deceased ^hen oxchaiiged a fow words, which were 
iimudihlo to any witness, whereupon the former producod a ])istol luul 
lired one shot at the deceased, closely following it with a second, The 
two theireiigaged in a brief struggle, apparently for tlio possession of

U. b. troops 111 the public streets of Norfolk. Upon the trial the 
accused was well provided with counsel, but no dofoiiso was in terms 
^t up to the crime as proved. That a dofonse was intemlod to bo

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iniulo, or was believed lx) exist, may possibly be inferred iroin the fact 
that tliti counsel attempted to introduce certain evidonco wliicli may 
have bad a bearing nj)on the sanity of tlio accused at the time of the 
commission of the oliense. Upon the exaniination of the provost- 
niarslial of Norfolk it was asked by the connscl of the accused, as fol- 
lows: “Please describe the conduct and manner of the accused on tlie 
occasion of his examination before you in the evening of the day of tlic 
murder.” I'his question was objected to by the judge-advocate and 
ruled out by the court, who decided to admit no evidence jis to the con- 
duet of the ac(iuaed after the crime had been committed and the accused 
arrested and carried before the provost-marshal. Alter this ruling no 
other testimony Avhatever was attempted to bo introducocl on the i^art 
of the accused, and no other suggestion of a defense appears through- 
out the record. 

It is undoubtedly the law that whore the specific defense of insanity 
is vSefc up it is competent to introduce testimony as to the condition of 
the prisoner’s mind after as well as before the ofl'cnso was committed, 
ill order to ascertain the state of his mind at the time of its commission 
(Bishop on Criminal Law, section 203 ; Grant versus Thomp.son, 4 Gon- 
iiocticut, 20.3 ; Kinuo versus Kiime, 0 Oomiectlcut, 102). In the present 
case, therefore, if the counsel had sought to introduce the testimony; in 
question as evidence of insanity tlio court would have erred in rejecting 
it, But the purpose of the proimscd testimony is in fact nowhere 
explained and is lelt quite obscure upon the record. Jb is nowhere 
indicated that a defense of insanity was intended to bo presented, and 
in the absmico of such indication it is impossible to determine wliothor 
the oiler of the accused was a bona llde attempt to enter upon a sub- 
stantial dol'oiiso or an attemi>t to im])ropcrly Inllnence the judgment 
of the court by bringing Incompetent testimony into the record— testi- 
mony, for iustauce, of the declarations or statements of the accused 
made subsequent to the (mime and in explanation of it, which have 
invariably been held inudniissiblo and not as part of the legitimate 
rcn acsUc. 

Further, it is to bo remarked that the tenor of the address to tlio 
court, oifered by the accused at the close of the proceedings, directly 
I'Oiiols the idea that a defense on the ground of insanity was seriously 
])roposcd. The address cominenc.o<l with this language: “Although I 
do not intend to make a formal address, I can yet see how the evidence 
could be so explained as to show a case of self-defense, instead of what 
now seems the act of a inadinaii.” Ho then goes on to say, after a 
review of the testimony: “Upon the ovideuco now in, the acti>rovcd 
looks like the act of a- madman. Hero is aii act seemingly without 
motive. The most malignaiit secessionist, unlo.ss insane, would not 
commit an act so scoiniugly without a motive.” He then proceeds to 
intimate what his motive really was, and linds it in his, determination 
not to bo arrested and marched oft under a guard of negroes— an 
indignity whicli ho reirrosoiits as having been tlireatonod by the 
ilcceased (in the conversation which was inaudible to the witnesses), 
and which, he assorts, “he would not submit to.” Ho further alleges 
a provooation for his act in tlio jirosonco ol' the colored tvoojis, wliom 
he dooms to have been brought into Norfolk to jirovoko and insult the 
iiihaliitaiits. In connection with this plea of solf-tlofense ho also claims 
that the evidence shows not an intent to kill but merely to wound the 
deceased. It is also to bo noticed that nowhere in his address does he 
make any allusion to the oftor of his eoiinsol to prove his conduct and 
manner, or to the ruling of the court upon the question proposed to be 
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askcil by tbeiu. It \v«H bo socn, tlicmroro, by tbis oxiiinination of bis 
udilress that tlio amisetl liiinsolf not only (lisclaims tlio ])lea of insanity 
as an answer to bis crime, bnt actually sets up aiiothoi’, that of soil- 

(Iclense. . , i., 

It only remains to add, in tins connection, tliat tlio style of the 
address, its careial review of the testimony, and its ingxiinons exhibi- 
tion of motive go far to repel the supposition that tho accused was 
wanting iii mental capacity. No insane person at a iieriod subsc- 
([ueiit to bis crime could so recall the details of the occurrenco or 
dilate so intelligently upon the motives of liis actions. If the J;’i'Osi- 
dent shall be of the oinnion that the court did not err iu rejoeting the 
testimony above alluded to, ollbrcd as it was without any indication of 
its purpose, and apparently justified, avS its exclusion was, by the 
declaration of tlie accused himself iu his address and by his own treat- 
ment of his case and bis defense, it then only remains for His Excel- 
lency to pass upon the sentence in view of the simple testimony in 
relation to the crime. The crime thou stands in the record as a homi- 
eideeommitted without justcanseoriirovocation, as an undo fended assas- 
sination, and tliercibro fully meriting the sontouce impoaocl by the court.

Xu reply to iny demand for tho voloaso of Colonel Streiglit and Ills 
eomimiiid I was informed that they were in Itichmond iiold as other 
prisouora of Avar, and will bo exchanged -when exchanges of oflieers are 
resumed. lu relation to Doctor Itiickor, Mr. Quid referred me to his 
letter of August 10, Avhich 1 have tho honor to forward herewith. 

To luy demand “that all officers eommaiiding negro tj’oops, and 
negro troops themselves, should bo treated as otlier prisoners of war, 
and bo exchanged as such,” Mr. Onld declined acceding, remarking 
that they (tho rebels) would “die in tho last ditcli” before giving up 
the right to send slaves buck to slavery as property recaptured, bul; 
that tlicy wore Avilling to make exceptions in tlie case of free blai^ks. 
Ho could not exactly tell mo hoiv his authorities intended to distin- 
guiali between tho two (free and slave), but presumed that evidoiico 
as to the fact of freedom would bo taken into consideration. As 
thoir laws put slave aud Iroo upon the 8aim» footing no comment is 
necessary. 

An inlbrraal proposition was made to tho following eil'oet: “'To 
exchange olllcor for officer of the same grade, except sncli as are in 
command of negro troops;” Avliich was declined. 

Mr. Ould expresses a willingness to release all chaplains, provided 
that one Septimus Cameron, who, he stated, had boou in prison for a 
year, should be released, or indicted for any offense ho may have com- 
mitted. Oil my inquiring about and urging tho releaao of tho mem- 
bers of the Sanitary Commission, I Avas informed that they would bo 
sot free on making a statement in writing that they had at any time 
been of assistance torobol soldiers. General Neal Dow has boon handed 
over to the Governor of Alabama. Lioutomint-Oolonel Powell is in 
Libby Prison, liichmoiid. I liavo notiflod tho rebel authorities in rela- 
tion to the two above-named officers, as directed in yours of tho 18tli 
ultimo [instant]. 

The rebel authorities wish to continue oxcliaugiiig non-commissioned 
olhcors and privates as usual, returning as many as avo send. 

I have given you, I believe, the substance of all that took ]ilaue, 
according to your suggestion. I avoided much discussion. .No agree- 
ment as to exchanges was arrived at.

war until an inquiry could bo made in each case and a rei)ort sub- 
inittcd before ordering a discharge, and to parole them places them in 
a very doubtful position, in wliich they certainly are not [or us and 
may bo against ns. They have decided advantage over tmur loyal 
neighbors, inasmuch as they take no part in support of the Union and 
are not called ujton to risk their lives in defense oL their ()wn honuis. 
It would seem, therefore, advisable that under the special iiisti ac- 
tions of department commanders, based on detailed reports, desertors 
from the rebel army should bo required to take the oath of allegiaiico 
and with it all the responsibilities of a loyal citizen. Iho military 
history of each case— that is, his rank, regiment, company, and the 
oiremiiStancGS of his desertion, with his descriptive list---8hould be sub- 
mitted by the department commander for the information ol the W ar 
Department through the Oommlsaary-Gonoral of l.b’isoners, Where a 
number are discharged at the same time a list in alphabetical order 
should bo furnished.

I do Jiot fliul in these nowspapors any speci/loa- 
tioii wlieroiii the cartel was violated in this case, but I ])reRnme tlio 
ground will bo taken that tlioro was no binding' agreoment between tho 
coininanding officers in the Hold. A.s General Gardner alter becoming 
a prisoner of war did not command in tho fleld, ho was no longer a 
commanding olUcor and could not bind his Government. Had tho 
agreement been imule by liim before his unconditional surrondor, it 
would have (dearly boon within the torins of tho cartel.

By article 5 each of the contending parties has the, rigiit to 
release IVoni their parole any of their exchanged i)ri8oiier8, simply 
furnishing to the adverse party a list of tlie names of the jjersons so 
released. It does not appear that we iiuiat have notice of such redeaso.

If yon say so, I will i)repai'o a 
letter and telegraph it to you for approval before (lisi)atching it. I 
don’t want those fellows to get jin advantage of us on j)apor, as they 
are great braggarts and would make the most of it.*

Our 
ollicial advices I'rom Washington come down to a much later ))ei'iod, and 
we liavo no notice that the Vicksburg prisoners or any of them liavo 
been exchanged. Sucli a notice i.s universally required in war, and is 
specifically required by the Ilix-LTill cartel, article/5. If Geiiorai l-ee is 
in coinniaiid I request this letter bo considered as uddre.ssed to liiiii, 
and that lie cmninmiicato tome the simple fact that holms rcaioivod 
notice of his exchange from the proxmr quarters in Richmond, and if 
possible the name of tho oflicor or oilicers taken us his equivalent. This 
infonnatioii will enable mo and General Grant to rei)vess a growing 
belief that your authorities design to disregard the Vicksburg parole.s, 
which I cannot suppose.

About 600 of us are con- 
fined here with an average space of nearly twenty-eight square foot each, 
which includes our room fbr cooking, eating, washing, bathing, and 
sleeping. Our rations consist, as nearly as I can judgo as to quantity, 
of about one-fourth pound of poor frosli beef, one-half pound of bread, 
and one-half gill of rice or beans for oacli man per day. The above 
amount has been found insulTiciont both as to quantity and quality to

and impairing seriou.sly, if not permanently, the health of others. 

Onr sanitary condition would have been much worse than it now is 
but for the large purchases of vegetables aiul other provisions, amount- 
ing to nearly $1,000 per day, which we have been allowed to iiiako, but 
as nearly all our money wa.s taken from us when we entered tlic prison 
the daily expenditure of this large sum has at length about exhausted 
wiiat was left us. We have also been notilied that we will not bo 
allowed to receive any portion of tlic money taken from ns here, nor 
even such sums as have been sent us from home since onr imprison- 
ment, though before writing lor these moneys wo were expressly assured 
by your olhcers liaving, us in charge that we would bo allowed to 
receive tliem. It will be perceived from the above statement that our 
immediate prospective condition Is, to say the least, that of soini- 
stnrvation. The rations furnished by your Cloveriunont may bo a.s good 
and as much as it can alford under the cirouinstancos, but in tiiat (aiso 
it does seem tlmt wo should be allowed to purchase the neoessaiy 
amount to sustain us. It cannot pos.slbly bo that it is intended to 
reduce to a faiihshing condition (100 prisoners of war. Humanity can- 
not contemplate such a thing without feelings of the deepest liorror, 
saying nothing of our rights aspri8onci‘.sof war. !5veu criminals guilty 
of tlio blackest crimes are not, among civili/.cd people, conliiiod Ibr any 
length of time on insnlllcient food. 

I wiali further to state to you that previous to iny snrrondor I made 
a stiimlatioii with General Forrest, to wliom I surrendered, that all 
private property, including money belonging to my olllcers and men, 
should be respected. This stipulation, in the liundwriiing of General 
Forro.st over his own signature, Is now in tlie liands of General Winder, 
having been taken from me here. Notwithstanding this, my ol’llcers, 
ninety-live in munber, have been notillod with the balance tliat their 
money lias been turned over to the Oonfedcrate authorities. 

J.i'or the purpose of avoiding furtlicr loss of money or misunderstand- 
ing ami, if possible, to obtain relief from the unhappy sitiuition in which 
wc are placed, you are most respectfully asked to state, in your answer 
Co tliis communication, the manner in which wc will bo allowed to 
obtain necessary food and clothing to render us comfortable. 

I have furnished Hon. Kobert Ould, Oonfederato commissioner for 
exchange of prisoners, a copy of this communication, and will also send 
a copy, if permitted to do so, to General Jleredith, the U. S. conimis- 
sioner for exchange of prisoners, in order that the whole subject may 
come uLi for discussion at the next ineoting of said commisaioiierB.

The course to be pursued for the discharge of 
prisoners of war is prescribed in Oenenil Orders, No. 280, a copy of 
which is heiewith inclosed.*

Sir : In coinpUaueo with your instructions 1 visited Point Lookout 
yesterday and have the honor to report : 

There are about 800 sick and wounded Union soldiers in hospital 
at that place; about 1,800 rebel prisoners of war oncainpod on tlie 
Chesapeake side near the point, and a guard of 400 Gnioii troops 
oiicainped on the Potomac side, opposite the camp of rebel prisoners, 
all under the command of General Marston. 

I found everything apparently in excellent order; guards well posted 
with every appoaraiicc of vigiluuco and security. 

General Marston thinks that with a cavalry force of 100 moi\ ho 
could do much toward suppressing blockade running, and in the 
preservation of order in the country wlioro his camp is situated. If 
furnislied with liorscs and cavalry equipments a snfilcient nuinbor 
of men might bo added from his infantry command to answer the pur- 
pose, and I respectfully recommend that this bo done. 

There are two gun-boats at the point, one with about forty men (as I 
was informed), the other *‘not half manned,” and neither of thorn have 
tlic use of steam power; one liaving no engine, the other a wholly 
disabled engine. 

I saw three gun-boats between the point and Alexandria, but their 
condition is unknown to me.

Sik : In answer to your indorsoment of the 2‘lth ultimo direetiiig a 
“report upon the special case of ox- Mayor Monroe, iiinl tln^ general 
avrangoments of the bolllgoronts which bear upon it,” .1 have 1;lio lioiior 
to submit the following report-. 

On the lith of May last the following agreomemt, being paragraph 8 
of ICxchaiigo Jlotice No. 5, was made between the Federal agent and 
myself, to wit: 

All civilians who havo bvnn ai-rostod nt an 3 ' timo linforo tito Ulli of ^lay, J8(il{, ami 
rolonsod on pivrolo aro discharged from an.v ami ovory obligation ooiitainiMl in said 
parole. If any such p(!rsoii Inis takon any oath of allogianco to tlm Uiiitoil Stains, 
or given any Imnd, or if his rolonso was accoin|Miiiiod witli any okhor (londikion, ho 
is (iis(;liai'go<L from tim Kumo. 

Although the agrcoincnt upon ibs face refers to ])avti<^H who were 
released on parole before its date, it was understood that tluj arrange- 
inent wa-s to be a coutinuing one, and upou the publication of eiieli 
exchange notice the same or a similar annoiiiieement would be made. 
Ihirly in April last the Federal agent of o.xcliango conqilaiiied that a 
])olitical i)risoiiei’ named Wardencr was compelhal to give his parole 
before ho was sent to Oity Point for delivery. In reply ! wrote to him 
as follows j 

Onrolcnr nml indispjitnblo inidorstandlng M-ns thut nil olviliinm who Hluiiild bo 
i’oluiiS(;d or hud boon roionsud upon giving a purolo or nn^’’ obligubion sliould bo oon- 
sidorod ns absolvod from that ]hii'oIo or oidigatioii. It mado no dilVoronco wlioro tlio 
niivtioa wove dulivoml, orwhofchor thoy liml over boon in uctuiil oonlliimnonl; ovim. 
It was a noocHsiiry incidont to onr ugrooiiionb for Urn roloaso <if political lu-iHomira. 
1 havo iilroiuly acted iqion tbia, nnd givem notlco that nil (dviliuns, wliomivor and 
wliorevor voloasod, woro disifhnrgod from any purolo, or any oliligiikion, or any oath 
into wliieh tliey may bavo oiitoi-od boforo thoir roloaao or at tlm time tlioy woro 
rolonsiid, Tlio purolo and oalb of Wurdoiior only oporatotl until ho wuh dolivorod to 
you at City Point. 

This was written and accepted boforo tho ugreomont of May 11, and 
serves to show the nature and ineauing of the agi’cemont made on that 
day. Oil the 12th of Jniio^ 18(13, I wrote to the Federal agent of 
exchange substantially ‘that if ho desired to iirovont the publication of 
paragraph 8 of Exchange Notice No. 5 to future cases he could so inform 
ino. That ho has not done or attempted to do. General Orders, No. 
207, issued by tho War Department at Washington, July 3, 1803, prac- 
tically recoguixes tlie doctrine that released non-combatants are <lis- 
charged from the obligations of a parole given whilst in captivity. 
Paragraph d of that order is in those words: 

Tlio obligations imposod by tlio goiioral laws luid usages of wiii’upon tho noii dom- 
hfitunt inhubitants of a Hootioii of oomikry passed ovov by un invuding iinny oouso 
whon tlio military oooupatioii oenscs, and any ]>]cdge or parolo givoii by such pmaons 
in I’ogiird to fiitiiro sorvioe is null and of no ollbot. 
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A roloaso ia aiircly aa operative as the rctireinont of au “invading 
army.’’ 

In addition to the foregoing, ex-Mayor Monroe was one of the polit- 
ical pi'iaoners wliom the Feiloral agent agreed to release unconditionally 
in (jonunon witii all others in conlmcmeiit at that time. He was the sub- 
Je(5fc of correspondence between ns, and I more than once demanded his 
release in pursuance of theagrceineiit. In accordance with these views, 
1 have given to ox-Mayor Monroe a paper, which I havo officially signed, 
stating that he was released from the obligations of the parole given 
by him on the 1st oi‘ August, 18(53.

General: I have the honor to acknowlcdgo the recei])t of your 
letter of August 23, in roforonco to the rolcaeo of prisoners of war from 
the parole given by them in consoquonce of tlio violation of the cartel 
of exchange. In order that you may understand fully the ground of 
my action in this case, I inclose to you copies of the general orders 
from the Ad^jutaut-Qonoral’s Ofllco at Washington, all my own general 
orders relating to tliis subject, and a letter from tlio Coinmi.sHary- 
General of Prisoners in regard to the iirisonore of war captured at Get- 
tysburg. Those documents will explain fully the ground upon wliieh 
my decisLoii must rest. 

You will readily see that you cannot apply to the paroled prisoners 
of Vicksburg and Port Hudson the same decision upon the same 
grounds. The prisoners of war captured at Port Hudson are paroled 
upon a distinct arrangement made between Major-General Gardner and 
myself, and all the papers relating to tlio parole wore agreed to and 
signed by the respective commanders of the two armies. To show that 
the Government of the United States did not expect the Oon federate 
Governinoiifc to regard a parole given in contravention of the cartel of 
oxohango, I may say that spocilic inquiry was made of me whether the 
parole of prisoners of war was made with the consent of Mojor-Goiioral 
Gardner, upon the supposition that if it was not vso made the parole 
would not be regarded by the Oonfedorato Govornniont and the 
prisoners would bo immediately placed in the army. 

The prisoners of war referred to in your letter wore not dolivorod at 
either of the points agreed on in the cartel of July, 1802, nor to any 
ollicor of the United States duly antlioriKod to receive them, nor wore 
they so delivered ata.i)oint mutually agreed upon between or by the 
consent, expressed oriniplied,oftliocoinuiandora of the opposing armies. 
Their imrolo, being thus unauthorized, was declared void, in accord- 
ance with instrnctions from the War* JDoiiartmont; in accorclaiico witli 
the notice given to the authorities of the United States by the 
0. S. coinmis.siouer of exchange, and in accordance witli Uie action 
of General Leo after the battle of Gettysburg in returning to duty, 
upon the same ground, prisoners paroled by General Meade in the 
same maimer and utidor similar civoumstancos. The prisoners taken 
by the United States Avoro regularly jiarolod in accordance with tlio 
terms of the cartel, by sxiecial and Avritten agreements betAVOon the 
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geiiorals (loiiiniandiiife- tho oppoaiug forces, viz, Lefcwecn Generals Grant 
and i.’omberton at, Vicksburg and botwceii Generals Banks and Gard- 
ner at Port Lludsmi. I’beir i)aroles wore in ovciy respect, in form and 
substance, in (ionlbrinity to tlie agreeinoiit between the belligerents 
by which the subject is governed, viz, the cartel of July, J8{i2. I t is 
proper to say in this connection that the paroles previously given by 
jigreement between Generals Taylor and Weitzcl, for example, in the 
ease of the Diana, are regarded as valid, an<l that the paroles admin- 
i.stered by tlio provost-inarslials of the United States at Franklin, lifew 
Iberia, and Opelousas during our occupancy of the Techc country are, 
for the above reasons, to bo treated as void. The United States makes, 
and has made, no coinxdaints in regard to the Gettysburg prisoners, 
but accepts their case and the notice given by the Confederate Govern- 
ment as dotei'inining the xn-actico in all cases and ns rocpiiring in every 
instance an exact conformity to the terms of the cartel of exchange.

Sir: Your letter of the 27th ultimo,* addressed to the Sooretary of 
War, communicating an application from a chaidain of tlie rebel army 
to be permitted to attend the prisoners of war at the general hospital 
on .Davids Isbi'nd, has boon referred to tliis ofllcc. It is not thought 
advisable to associate offtcers and onlistod men, lirisonors of war, 
together, owing to the bad olfoct of their inlluence and example, and 
there is probably no class of oiYicers whoso iiilluonco is more powerful 
to keep up tlie spirits'of the rebels than their chaplain, If they would 
coufino themselves to their proi)ev calling there would not be the least 
objection to tUeir x>re8enco among the sick and wounded, but as tliis is 
not po.saiblo it would bo very injurious policy to admit them in the 
hospitals, where they would scarcely prcaoli that onr cause is righteous 
or that they have engaged in the robollion without a cause.

Will you do the tardy justice of releasing Jjiouteuant Blackwood and 
all others who have boon declared exchanged^ 

In one of your communications, to mo you comx>lained that certain 
recruits captured by our troox)s wore retained as prisoners. We have

Tlmt J was wounded at the battle of Hcrryville, Ky., mid lakcii 
lirisoner. 1 remained in Kentucky aeven mouths; was then ordered on 
my parole to h'ort Monroe, reporting at Oineinnati and Haltimoro. 

On reporting at Oineinnati I was ordered by (loneral Hurnsidc to 
Oanip Clias(‘. I there made another demand to bo sent forward. 'IMie 
coimnaudant of the camp, Major Webber, acknowlodgeil .1 Imd been 
exchanged but declined to take any action in the matter. I was at 
Gump (.'liase about six weeks. [ was then sent (o .lolinson’s Island. 
1 there made a third demand, each time stating the time of my capture 
and claiming to have been exchanged under the cartel of December, 
The commandant of doliiison’s Island consulted the Secretary 
Of War at Wasliington, and I was sent from the Island to Oity l.’oint 
July 28 and reached the latter jilace August 20. 

My case is one of many wounded ollicors and men captured at tiie 
same time I was, and others prior to that time are now at fioliiison’s 
Island and other prisons North. 

Lieutemviit lllaokwood, of an Arkansas regiment, wounded at Derry- 
villc, and by no means rccovercil, is at Johnson’s Island. There are a 
number of others whoso names I have forgotten. 

I would beg leave to call your attention particularly to the case of 
Oapt. William Waller and others. 

Oaptaiii Waller, by authority from General Morgan, went into ICoii- 
tacky to recruit a company. He with twelve or (ifteen recruits wore 
captured at Maysville, JCy. They were court-martialoil and Waller 
oondoinncd to death, tho recruits to hard labor during the war. 'IMie 
sentence of Waller was eommutod and hois now at Johnson’s Island in 
(do.se coiiriiieiiient, and tho recruits are, there at hard lalior. 

I would also call your attention to the ta(5t that all surgeons and 
chaplains of tho Oonfederato State.s Government now in the hands of 
Hedorals are held as imsoners of war and treated us such. Sixty-live 
surgeons ami twelve cha})hiiiis are now at Fort McHenry and have 
been informed by tho Federal authorities they wore eonsidored and 
hold as prisoners of war. 

All of which I respectfully submit.

I certify that I was taken prisoner at the battle of Gettysburg on 
the morning of the ad of July last; that I. was thoiicc taken, via West- 
minster and Baltimore, to tbo military prison at h’ort Delaware; that 
whilst there, in answer to a letter of mine roquosting a small amount of 
money and clothing, I received a letter from my sister saying that my 
wan ts wore to bo supidied through Mr. N. V. Owens, a merchant of Balti- 
inoro. The next day 1 received a letter from Mr. Owens saying that my 
order had been Itlled ami sent to Adams lOxprossOompany for transporta- 
tion. When 1 inquired at tbeonicoof the .sergeant or ooinmissary of 
prisoners (the proper place for such an inquiry) I was informed that by 
order of general (mmmaiiding prisoners thereafter would nob bo per- 
mitted to receive clobljing or money. 

The following day an order was published to the prisoners prohibit- 
ing them from writing for clotliing or money, and they wore frequently 
warned in my presence on depositing letters for transmission to thciT 
friends that if they contained requests for those articles they would be 
destroyed. 

This order was in force when I loft, July 80; J^risoners lind prior to 
the refusal to mo received clothing and money from their mends in 
Baltimore and other points. 

The money sent me from home ($25, greenbacks) was lianded mo by 
General Schoopf a few moments before I left.

Oaptaiii Wolfe and most of his crew mv, loyal citizens 
of this State ami are now confined as ])risoners of war in Lil)by l.’risoii 
at liiclimoiid, Va. They were engaged iu a lawful business on private 
account, and I would rcsimetfully submit the <iuestioii wliether they are 
riglitly iicld as ])ri.soners of war, and if they are to request yon to take 
measures to secure their exchange as soon as may bo consistent with 
the interests of the service, and if not to ask if you cannot adopt some 
ellicient measures to secure their early discharge.

DiQATi Sir: We, the undersigned inhabitants of the towns of Groton 
and ytoniiigtoii, beg leave to submit and respectfully ask your attention 
to the following statoment: 

Oil the lOtli day of Juno last the American hark Texana, commanded 
by Oai)t. Tliomas E. Wolfe, was captured, together with her crow, thir- 
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teen all told, wliilo on a voyage fi*oiii Now York to Now Orleans, with 
a cargo of iiusrcliandiae on private eitizens’ account, and burned, some 
twenty miles from the Ballze, near the mouth of the Mississippi Kivor. 
The captor was the steamer Boston, under the command of one James 
i 3 uke, assisted by iUteen others. She (the Boston) had been captured 
the day before by this same crow. The pilot of the Toxana was allowed 
to go free; but the ca.pta.m and crow wore sent to Mobile and thence, 
as it appears from a letter received from the mate, Mr. Sawyer, dated 
dune to the Libby Prison in llichnumd. 

We would therefore respectfully ask that you would use yourinllu- 
dice, oilloial and personal, so far as is consistent with the ]mblio good, 
that these men n>ay be paroled, exchanged, or otherwise relieved from 
their present confinement.

General: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your lot* 
tor roforring to the arrest of citizens botwoou Opelousas and Alexan- 
dria Immediately after the murder of Onpt. Howard Dwight, an olTlcor 
of my staff. Tlie operations in which I was tlicn engaged and the 
subsequent release of the citizens arrested under that order have 
occasioned delay in responding to your inquiry. 

I directed the release of the citizens arrested in pnrsuauoe of this 
order, first, bocauao they had not received previous notice of my determi- 
nation in such oases, and second, because at tlie time of the release 
they had aufrored aufboioutly to make known to the people of the com- 
munity ill which they lived the con sequences of such crimes as that 
to which the order referred. I desire to say to you that I shall act 
upon the principles stated in my order, a copy of which I believe was 
sent to you, wlionovor auch occurrences as that to which it relates 
shall be repeated. It is in accordance not only with the principles of 
justi(!e, but with the usages of civilized warfare. I need not refer you 
to instances of this character that have occurred in the campaigns of 
the ablest generals of Europe. I appreciate fully, general, the justice 
of the sentiment you exi>rosa in your note in regard to the course to bo 
pursued in the unhappy contest in which wo are engaged, but they do 
not apply to the case of Captain Dwight. There is no ofllcer more 
earnestly desirous of ameliorating the severities of war than myself, 
but I believe that the recogiiifciou of just principles of punishment, in 
cases deserving it, and making that dotorinination public, will bo among 
the most olfeetivo methods of roatraining men to linos of conduct 
wliich they can consistently and honorably pursue. It was for this pur- 
liose that my order was issued aiul oxocutod. 1 respect the rights of 
men engaged iu war, be(?aii80 they are ix^spousiblo for their acts, and 
whenever any man falls in battle or is captured I am desirous of 
oxtoiiding to him to the utmost of my power every assistance lie can 
require. It is because as a soldier he is bound to perform the duties of 
a soldier, and he ought to sulfor only the legitimate consequence of liis 
acts. Bub men who abandon the ranks of their army, lagging behind 
upon plantations, in villages and towns, throwing oif the equipments 
and customs of a soldier, have no right to the immiinitios of soldiers 
if they assume to exorcise liis power of wounding or killing those whom 
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they uasumo to bo enemies. SucU acts are not legitimate acts of war, 
anil can only bo considered and ininished if attended with latal coiiao- 
quenocs, as assassinations. 

On iny march through the TeoUe country 1 passed hundreds of men 
in the ditferent villages and towns arrayed as citi/eii.s, di.Hclaiiiiing to 
have belonged to tlie armjq or to have arms in this contest, whom I 
had every reason to believe had but recently been soldiers. I allowed 
them to remain where I fonud thoin, upon their own protestations, 
enjoying undisturbed the ])eaceful rights of citi^cens — such substan- 
tially was the case of the men who niurdered Captain Dwight. They 
had abandoned tlie army to which they belonged, they had anlCeied 
my eoluinns to jiass them, .secreting tlicmselve.s in the hmises or on 
the plantations upon the line of the road that wc had passed, pro- 
fc.saing not to bo soldiers, bnt assuming to bo poai'cfnl citizens, and 
receiving proloetion. After the army had j)as.sed, when a single ollicor 
upon the trail of his command follows hiscolumus, these men take to 
their arms again and deliberately murder him. 

The facts in this ease, I have every reason to believe, are not as they 
are roprosonted to you. These three men challenged an ollicor iinat* 
toiidod except by a body servant, both unarmed. Poreoiving that Ida 
challengers were armed, ho halted, both unarmed; upon their demand he 
sui'reiKlored. The bayou runiiingbotweon them made it impoasible for 
thorn to capture him when so many of our trooi)s wore on the road, both 
in the Iroiit and rear, and to ])rovciit his o.scape, whojii they could not 
capture according to tlio rules of war, knowing liitn to bo unarmed, and 
after his surrender to them as a pri.souor of war, tliey deliboratoly Jimr- 
dci’cd him. It is thoaame as if a soldier, unable to eaiitnre a wounded 
prisoner in order to secure possession, otlicrwise impossible, .sliould 
niuriler him. In otiior words, being unable to execute tlieir assumed 
right of capture, they committed the <u'ime of a.saassination. I need 
not .say to you, because it is no part of tlie ease you are to consider, tliut 
Captain Dwight was one of the most npriglit and exomphiry young 
men of his country. Never, in a single instance in his aliort but bril- 
liant career, had ho failed to rccogni/.c what was due from a high-toned 
and heroic olliecr. On our march to Opelousas and while in occupation 
of that town ho exerted Ininsolf to tho utmost to restrain lawless men 
from iivfringemetit upon tho personal rights or tho apiiroiiriation to 
their own uses of the property of lutixens of that town, and contrib- 
uted much to bring to tlio punishment of iloath men who had violated 
alike the laws of war ami of property. His name and liliaracter were 
without blemish. Tlie man does nob live that can cliarge upon him the 
(iommissiou of a dishonorablo act or tho omission of any duty imposed 
upon him by the laws of humanity or of lionor. It is deeply to be 
regretted that such a man should lose his life under such cireum- 
stances, but it illustrated too strongly the conduct of the troops in (hat 
ami other campaigns to allow it to pass without permanent correction, 
and if tho sacrilico of his life shall result in milVoring so llagrant an 
abuse of tho rules of war and establish a different system of comluid, 
ho will have achieved as great a good as otlier men accomplish in tho 
longest life. His career will have closed witli the evidence of his 
untiring efforts to restrain lawless men fi-oiu the commission of crimes, 
and tho .sacriliee of his life will illnstrato the open and llagrant di.sre- 
gard of these principles by the men in arms against liis country. 

1 know, very well, general, as you say, that tho citizens living iqion 
the lino of march cannot be said to have been aelivo ]mrties to this act, 
and are not liable to punishmont as principals in the transaction; but 
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it cannot be denied that the three men who coiinuitted this murder had 
been housed, protected, secreted, clothed, and fed during' the night 
])recoding and the day of the murder; that they had received infor- 
mation from the peoi)hi living on the lino of inarch of the approach and 
X)assago of our troops, and, knowing that the way was clear, they 
stealthily aiipeared in anna upon the approach of a single unarmed 
ofiicer. Jt ought to be said to these peojilo and to all poojde, whetlier 
in arms or not, that if they protect, secrete, encourage, assist, feed, and 
clothe men who abandon the army on its inarch for tlie aasaHsimition of 
stragglers v/lio may fall behind the columns, that they must sul'fer the 
conaequonces of such nets. This is in accordance with tliu principles 
of justice and of war, and I. need not say to you, general, that I will 
on Conic them so far as I am connected with this service, both against 
the i)eoi)]o who assume to bo friends us against those who oppose the 
Government I serve; satislied that this, /fit can bo effectually done, 
will jmt an end to one of the most infamous and barbarous ])racticea of 
uncivilized Avar. I repeat, 1 axiprecinto the importance and justice of 
the seiitimonts embodied in your letter, but respectfully submit that 
they do not apply to the case in question.

General: la accordance with an order from headquarters Second 
Sei)arate Brigade, I liave tlic honor to report that until I received the 
rpport of Medical Inspector George Siickley, U. S. Volunteers,* I was 
Avholly ignorant of any inspection having been made of the building 
used as a prison house at this jmst, as wore all connected with this 
department, Could J have liad the Iionor of explaining to Surgeon 
Siuddoy, J could undoubtedly have convinced him that, under the eir- 
cmnstances, it Avas an utter imx>ossibility to keep the prison in a state 
of cleanliness. 

I Avould moat respectfully call your attention to the fact that the 
building refoiTud to was formerly used as a stable; that the only altera- 
tions made since its use a.s a ju'isoii have boon in throwing up some 
board partitions; that oven the old stalls still remain, and tliat at the 
outside it ought not to receive more than 300 xu'i.souors, 1 Avoiild also 
respectfully state that during my term of service I have had almost 
constantly on band over 60U prisoners, o\'or 500 of Avhom I have had to 
eonlliioiii this stable and the small iuolosuro around it, making it an 
impossiliility, Avhero men of all classes are thus huddled together, to 
keep it in a proper condition. 

I Avonld also call your attention to the repairs and alterations iioav 
being made in this building through yourinlluencc, of the ncAV barracks 
noAv being erected by order of the Ooinmissary-Gonoral of Prisoners, 
shoAviiig Ills ox)ini<m of tho necessity of bettor accommodation for the 
iiuinher of prisoneia conllned here.

Several negroes were captured at that place {uid turned over to a 
guard from Colonel Grilllth’s Arkansas regiment mounted infaiiti’y. 
1 was in front of the command when :i report came to me that Colonels 
GriHith and Powers had marched the negroes forward before the com- 
mand loft camp at Centerville, and .supposing they had taken the ^vl'^)llg 
road I sent a staff olllcer to turn them back, who came bade to me and 
reported tliat they said they would Join the eomimuid via iicai’ route 
in advance of Ceiitervillo. After some time those oflieers caino up and 
brought no negroes. 1 immediately demanded “wlnit dis])osition had 
been made of tlioin,” when they reported in sub.stance wl)at is stated 
in their inclosed reports. Other reports came saying tlioy had been 
sent to Mobile, &c. 1 rebuked Colonels Jh)wers and GrilDth severely 
for juaking any disposition of them witliout my orders. 

My own opinion is that the negroes wore summarily di.sjxjsod of, by 
wliom I cannot say, as all deny any other statements, oxcojit the indoseil 
lottei's of Colonels Powers and GrifUth. I do not know that any Ped- 
oral oflieers or soldiers were missing. 

The >vholo transaction was contrary to my wi.shos and against my own 
consent. In regard to the hanging of negroes (5apture<l after tlie fight, 
I can only submit the imposed communication* from Brigadior-Genm'iil 
Andrews, TJ. S. Army, and my reply,* wlihsli fully explains my position, 
and which 1 prosuino is a final terminuR to the affair.

Colonel: In compliance witli the inclosed order 1 would say a squad 
of negroes (in arms) were captured at Jackson, La. 

The morning after the alfair at Jackson, Colonel Crifiith and mysoU 
ordered the negroes several hours iu advance of the command, so as to 
arrive in camp at the proper time. Finding the guard took the wrong 
road, myself and Colonel Crinith rode in advance of the command so as 
to notify them of tlie fact and order them back. On the route back 
four of the negroes attempted to escape. I ordered the guard to shoot 
them down. In the conlhsion the other negroes attempted to escape 
likewise. 1 then ordered every one shot, and with iny six shooter 
assisted in the executibn of the order. I believe few escaped, most of 
them being killed imstantJy. 

There were not any Federal juisoiiers with the negroes.

Sir: In obedience to your order 1 have the honor to submit tlie 
following report of tlie sanitary condition of tlie Libby Prison and 
lio.spltal: 

The buildings used for the above imrposcR, situate at tlie corner of 
Cary and I'wentleth streets, are admirably adapl<!d lo tlie purjioses l‘or 
which they arc now used. 

The prevailing wind (south), unobatrueted by a(\iiieonl buildings, 
secures thorough ventilation. 

The strict attention paid to cloanliiioaa has secured an entire exemp- 
tion from typhus or jail fever, not a single ease having occurred since 
I have been in cliargo (January 20). 

During the jiast fjuartor thirteen eases of scurvy Inive been admitted 
into the hospital. 

Of smallpox only live cases have occurred. 

Contrary to my advice an assistant surgeon of the Federal Army vac- 
cinated a iiumbcr of tlie oilicei's with pus (not lymph) taUeii from the 
arm of another assistsint surgeon (also a prisoner), producing a spuriema 
form of vaccination from which a luunbor arc now sulferiiig. This 
virus had jirobably passed tiirongli a system affected with secondary 
syphilis. 

Typhoid fever is of rare occniTence, but two cases having boon 
admitted during the last month. 

Dysentery and diarrhea have been the prevailing disoases for the 
last three months. The cases have been mild in cliarac(;ci' and have 
yielded readily to treatment. 

The lioors of the hospital are scrubbed once daily; sweiit thrice and 
oftener if required. 

Strict attention is paid to the washing and ironing of clothing and 
ventilation of iiosiiital. 

Bathrooms and water-closets are attiuihcd to each Jloor, 
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The hitter arc on the outside of tliebuildiujf and arc ke|)t scrupulously 
clean. 

Mediciincs and Instruinonts of the fniost quality are fiirnislicd hy the 
medical purveyor of the O. S. Army. ^ 

Diet abundant and uKually of good quality; is well cookt'd and ghn^ 
erally is in excess. 

1 purc.haae any delicacy for special cases that may bo required. 

In my opinion fewer cases of scurvy have occurred in this prison than 
would iiavo oiiCuiTcd among tlie same mimbor of men subjected to the 
privations of (-.amp life, and I believe the di.seasc could bo entirely x)ro- 
ven ted by the issuing of one ration daily of fi'e.sU vegetables. 

Added to this report will be found a report of the number of oases 
treated Ibr the last three mouths, and list of mortality. 

One hundred patients is rather under the average of cases treated 
daily in ])riaou (piartera and on Jlelle Isle whose names are notrecfU’ded 
and wlio do require hosxntal treatment.

The prisoners of war in this hospital are those remaining wounded 
])i'isoii(;ra, the severity of whoso wounds have prevented their removal 
to other hospitals. At the date of inspection cm wounded prisoners 
wore rcinalniiig and 100 attoiidauta, ahso xirlHouors. Seven surgeons 
who were with them when cai»tured still remain on duty and are gen- 
erally Uvscful. The surgeon in charge informed mo that lie had use for 
them all, ns contract jihysicians would have to be employed in their 
plnoo. There are about the same iiiiuiber of IT. S. soldiers in this hos- 
iiilnl and the patients have been soparutod as far as practicable. It is 
a largo camp liospitnl and the xiationts all faro alike and are well cared 
ibr in overy way. Tho (ramj) is in excollout coiulibiou and kept in good 
police; the kitchen well <»rgani/,cd and food of excellont quality and 
well prepared is furnislied to tho luitieuts. Tho iirofossional attend- 
ance is ample and of good ipiality. Tho prisoners are very cheerful and 
well coiitoiited with tlieirproseut condition. Tho iireseut guard con- 
sists of one captain, one licutomint, and fifty-six privates. _ Tt is very 
iiiofilcient. Ibiiits, shirts, and socks aro needed. Asulhcieiit supply 
of hospital clothing remains on liand. Have a .sutler who is taxed for 
the benefit of tho liospital. Tho general instructions furnished by the 
Coiiimissavy-General of Prisoners bavo boon adhered to. In my opin- 
ion this liosjutal can be broken up iu a montb hence, as all tho patients 
then I'omainiiig will be able to bo transferred by that time to perina- 
..ent liospitiil., .

They 
have a powerful influence over the mass of rebel prisoners Avith wliom 
they noeessai'ily mix.

At the llrat-iiained post Oonfederate 
prisoners are pi'ovontod from recoiving oitlier supplies or money from 
their friends. At the latter ]»hu50 oiir prisoners are required to perform 
hard hii)or, and in case of refusal aro tied ui> by the thumbs and other- 
wise ca'uelly treated. Thc.so known facts, corroborated as they aro by 
those set forth in the inclosed printed statement taken from your own 
])rint(Kl pai)erH, cannot fail to convince you that a system of treatment 
has heeii inaugurated by the ITnitoil States Govejsnnenl; to Oonfederate 
ju’isonora inlliiitely worse, more inhuman, uncivilized, and barbarous 
than any to whic.h you ami the olTlccrs coiillned with you have been 
subjected. 

With referonco to the seizure of moneys found upon your person, jaw- 
mil; mo to call your attention to my letter uimn rliat subject, bearing 
date Juno 10, 18(13, wlierelii tbe following language is used \

Brig. Gen. John H. Winpee: 

Sir: As to Oolonol Streight’s complaint about want of room, I beg 
to state tlint full and satisfactory evidence was presented to mo tliat as 
many as liftocn of our oifleors were conflnod at Fort Norfolk in a room 
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about firtGcii feet utinave, with no window, but only ti «iini)lo slit in tlio 
wall; that tlioy were not allowed to go out of that room at all, but 
wGi'G coni]iellecl to ])orform the operations of natiire there in a tub, 
wliioli was only removed oikjo in twenty-four hours. Seareely a day 
passes that I do not re<;eivo aeeounts of inhumanity and barbarity in'iiu- 
ticed upon our prisoners at the .North, and ospeeially at .Fort Delaware 
and Point Lookout. At the latter ])laco tlioy are eoinpelled to jiorlbrin 
all kinds of work, and if they refuse they are inereilessly pimisluul. I 
saw a man a few days ago who had rc(;eived brutal 3 )UinKhnient Ibr 
relnsing to work. Onr olliccrs and eiti/ens are often eoinjjelled to do 
regulaiiy the mo.st disgusting and filthy labor, nucIi as cleaning prison 
ships, lU'ivics, &c. A ball and chain fur them is a common tiling. I 
have also received many complaints as to the fpiantity and quality of 
provisions fnruished to our men. It is a very common thing to take 
away their money and never return it; in some instances they take away 
good money and return eonntorfeit. 

No man is more opposed to the harsh treatment of prisoners tliaii T 
am. 1 think it very questionable if retaliation should over be allowed 
to take that form. 

Although our own people have boon subjected to the indignities and 
outrages I have named, I am opposed to overcrowding or semi-starving 
the men who have invaded onr land for the purpose of subjugation. 1 
think that Colonel Stroiglit iiinst have exaggerated the inatter very 
much. Even if ho has not, we have more tlian a precedent in the treat- 
niciit of our prisoners by our enemies. I liavo no doubt you will make 
duoiiKiiiiry into the subject and correct any abiistvs which juay exist. 

Oolonel Streight can at least congratnlato liim.self in one resiiect — 
ho has not been shaved and dressed in convict’s clothes. The Federals 
have so treated (Jenoral Morgan and his ollicer.s, who are alleged to be 
held as h 08 tago.s for Oolonel ytrcigbtand his command. ,l liaveelllclal 
evidence in my )»os.session which I can furnish to Colonel Streiglit tliat 
General Morgan and Iiia olliccrs have been so treated, 'fo wliat base- 
ness and inhumanity would not an enemy descend who could so cause- 
lessly inflict such an indignity upon a bravo and gallant gentleman? 
‘‘Semi-starvation” isnothi’ng to it. I have been told by pei'sons whom 
.T kno\v to be truthful gentleinen that tlieybavo been <!om polled to go iv 
whole day without any food. 

As to the refusal to allow Colonel Strolght to appropriate money for 
purchases, I beg leave to state that a recent ordm- emanating from 
Federal antliority prevents our prisoners from receiving food or (dotliing 
from tlioir friends.

The iUeta reported are that Goiuwal Dow, wliilo in coimnand in Pen- 
saeola, 1302, had oidisted soldiers (negroes) under Ids coininand, some 
ol whom wore slaves of persons residing in Ploridaj and that he made 
a speech in the presence of slaves to the effect that the mastora of 
slaves in the South had used tboin cruelly and that they (the U. S. 
authorities) would avenge their wrongs. 

Also, that while in coininand in Lonisiaini ho had coiuiiuindod a 
detacliinout of negro troops that opened one of the parish jails and 
proclaimed freedom to tlio slaves Unit wore in custody. The military 
court in Mobile hold that the vosolutlona of Oongress of the 1st of May, 
180(3, do not authorize a proceeding against an oUieor for acts done 
prior to their adoption, and that the facts do not authorize charges 
ngaiiist Geiieriil Dow. Instruetlons are sought from the Department 
as to the disjiosition to bo niade of him. 

The communication of the jinlgo-advocato, iiiclosod, preaeuts the 
reasons upon which the military court have come tw their eouolusion.

It will be observed that the dates of tho occurreneos 
Lieutenant Boand, Messrs. Smith and Drake are all anterior to that 
of tho resolutions. Messrs. Burthe, rjaBarreaud Lo Breton know noth* 
ing except the fact of Dow being in command at Oami) Parapot, near 
Now Orleans, wliich in tho absence of proof of other tacts, of course, 
amounts to iiotliing. Tlte time of this command at Camp iarapet, 
though not stato.l, was, I believe, Pobruary and May, 1863. 

The joint resolutions approved May I, 1863, in the opinion of tlio 
individual members of the court, wore not iiitciuled to have a retro- 
active effect ns to (lase-s under sections -t and o, and do not embrace 
such cases occurring previously to May I, 1863. terms used in 
these sections are, “shall command,” “shall arm,’ vVic., “sliall during 
the present war excite,” This would seem to imply an intention 
to coniine tho operations of those sections to acts subsequent to the 
passage of tlie lesoUitions and to coiilbrm to tlie constitutional pro- 
fusion and rule of criminal jnrisprmlouce tiiat “no ok iiost laoto law 
sliall 1)0 passed.” Tliis view is sustained by tho circuinstanc.e that in 
section 3, authorizing the Prosidoiit tx) retaliate for violations of the 
usages of war, tho terms n.sed aro, “shall he or has been done, j^e. ilie 
resolutions do not simply provide a romcily or appoint a foruai tor 
violations of a previous law, but create a now ollonso. 1 lie mai- 
vidiial members of tiio cxiurt are therefore of the opinion that to 
sustain a liharge holbro this court iindor .sections 4 and n laets ot a 
date later than May 1, 1863, should bo proved. Under those eircnm- 
staiices I have tlionght it proper to make thus report and ask tor 
in.structioiis.

- I know that General Neal Dow was generally understood to be in 
command at Pensacola a few days before the time ol its evaouatioii by 
tho U. B. forces, and for some time before; that every one who went 
about tlio wharves or any of tho places of business of the troops was 
reuuired to have a pass from him; that 1 had a pass myaolt \yliich I 
saw him sign in person, as the oflleer eoiiimanding there ; that there 
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were nogroea there without arms or uuitbriu who wore (liilled by non- 
eoinmissioued officers wearing the uniform and purporting to belong to 
the beyenth Vermont Kegiineut, the drilling being inside of tlie picket- 
lines ol the enemy and sometimes in the town of Pen.sacoln. 1 know 
one iiogn) named Ben, the property of Df. John Brosonlnim, who rep- 
resented himseli as captain of a company, and whom 1 have semi eoii- 
dncting a eompaiiy of negroes as commanding officer, or ollicer in charge, 
to the griHiiid for drill. I heard this negro, Bon, recruiting among the 
slaves and trying' to got them to enlist. I know that negroes who came 
into Pensacola wore carried into the office [ofj General Dow wliilo ho 
was there, and, after being brought, were sent to the “oontrabaml 
quartois and put to work on breast- works and the Goveriiiiient works, 
and were allowed to draw rations from the military Rupjilies there, Of 
tliese negroes L know one named George, who belonged to Oaiit. Alex- 
ander J^riglit; one named Omsar, 6:enerally reported to be a slave, but 
whoso ,l do not know; anotlior named Hob, belonging to William H 
Baker, and probably fifteen or twenty others whom I knew to be .slaves, 
but whose nainos and owners’ names I cannot now recollect, 

1 knew a negro named Vein)) belonging to John McUloskey, of Pen- 
saoola, who was generally addressed ns and understood to bo a lieu- 
tenant. Bob J3aker, mentioned above, was generally niidorstiiod to bo 
an orderly sergeant. J Jioard Keal Dow make a spoeeli on a prosonta- 
tion by him of a Hag to a Maine regiment in which lie spoke, sub-stan- 
tially, among other things, as follows: 

“ L ollow-uioii ol Maine: Ju.sfc to think that those people down South 
have been in tlio habit of whipping those ]>oor colored slaves simply 
because they are colored and they have been under their thumbs. The 
way wo will revenge ourselves will bo to lay the lasli on them.” This 
was said in the proaenco and hearing of a largo mimber of negroes, 
ihoro were no negroes tliore that 1 know of except such as had Jlod to 
Pensacola from dill'crent parts of the Confederate States. If any Inid 
been brought in there from anywhere else I thiuk I should huv6kno\Y]i 
It. All nogroea there were rciiuired by orders, made known by notices 
posted on the atroots, to take the oath of allegiance to the United 
States. I saw numbovs of them take that oath. These things wore all 
during Goiieral Dow’s command at Xfonsacola, which began about 
AugUvSt 1, 1802, and ended in March or April, 1803.

General N. Dow received me not only with courtesy, but oven 
with marked kindness. As my son was sick lie ordered every attention 
to be paid to him and his order.s wore punctnally oxeeiited. 

Tlio above is all I know personally of General Neal Dow.

When I first saw the boat on which General Neal Dow left I'ointe i\ 
la Flaclio I was at my hou.se, situated at about one lialf a mile from 
tho court-house of tho parisli of riaquominos, from wliicli 1 saw a Hiimul 
of negro and white soldiers, imdor command of a white sorgoanl:, enter 
Mr. Arroyo’s hou.se, situated at about one acre from mine. 'I'he house 
was surrounded by four negro soldiers and two others, and tlie white 
ones entered the house, and after having remained there about one- 
half hour, they left for tho boat, which had crossed from Mr. laiussade’s 
plantation, whore it first landed, to the <iourt-liouse, which is situated 
on the same side of tho river where I land. 1 thou proceeded to tlie 
court-liouso to see what was going on, and when 1 arrived there 1 saw 
Mr. Neal Dow in the parish jail with Mr, B. Marlin, the sheriff, and 
hoai*d him asking the said sliorifl:' by wliat authority ho kepi; in jail 
negroes that were there. Tho shorilf answered that they hud been 
sent by their masters for safe-keeping. Uiiou hearing that the said 
Neal Dow ordered him to oi)on the jail and told the negroes, “ Ooino 
out of there, boys, and go on board of the boat; you are free.” 

'I'lio above eircumstaneCB took place inside of tho jail, ami the negro 
soldiers, about twenty-five or thirty, in uniform, with muskets and bay- 
onets, wore on tho lovoo when the boat was at about IdO yards distant. 
When tho negroes who wore in jail for aafo-kceping were turned out 
by order of General Neal Dow they inarched on board of the boat and 
were there received with great joy by tho negro soldiers; alter which 
Neal Dow wont himself on board of tho boat, and they all loft, the boat 
in’ocecdiug down tlio river in the direction of Forts Saint Philip and 
Jackson, at which it was generally understood that Neal Dow was in 
command at that time. 

I hoard tho negro soldiers on board of the boat advising tho })lantors’ 
slaves that were standing on tho levee at the time to come along with 
them; that they wore all IVoo. That oeeiirred in the xirosonco of Neal 
Dow, and close ouongli for him to hear what was said. 
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Those faots are the only ones which are to my personal knowledge of 
those moiitionod in the communication to the Secretary of War.

Piiiieiits in 
the hospitnl building- are furnished with no clothing except liospital 
uiidcrclotliing, save those about to be exchanged, who rotanve one 
sliirt, one pair of drawers, and oini pair of pants each. In Mio tents 
where patients are able to go to the mess rooms, pant.s, drawers, shirts, 
and shoes, partially, are issued, but no hats. No cloi;hing has been 
received from benevolent societies exiiopt hats {eoinmon straw), shoes, 
and a lew coarse woolen ovoi shirts. Burgeon Simons deems it e.sson- 
tial to the health of these prisoners that they he supplied with coats or 
woolen overshirts, os the nights are becoming cold; also with shoes 
and hats.

There are 8,000 prisoners of war at this point, and they have been 
iniicli cro\y(le(l together, sick and woll, in the same barracks, wliich it 
has b(5on impossible to keoj) clean. The opening of a now hospital at 
this post which contains 000 beds will improve the condition of affaira 
very nuich, and the sopavatioii of the sick will improve blioir sanitary 
condition, immensely. Tho patients were being moved tho day I waa 
there very much to their roUef. Greater facilities for cooking are needed, 
and rigid policing in the neighborhood of tho kiteliona, mess-rooms, and 
throughout tho barracks cannot bo too strictly enforced. General 
Schoop/' informs me that ho was able to procure everything tliat was 
needed and wanted for nothing. Ho appears to bo very zealous and 
attentive in the discharge of his duties and gives all his time to a i)er- 
Honal supervision of tho wants of those under his charge and labors to 
improve their ooiidition. 1 do not consider Fort Delaware a desirable 
lo(!ation, in a sanitary point of view, for a largo depot of prisonor-s. 
Tlie ground is wot and marshy and tho locality favorable for the dcvolop- 
inont of malarious diseases. There have been many deaths at this 
place from typhoid tbvor, the result of their being crowded togotlior in 
largo numbers in a confined space.

GoIjONJCL : 111 answer to that portion of your favor of the 7tli instant 
in relation to the Alton prison, I have to say that I Inive not the entire 
(lontrol of that prison. Wo have no regfular olliehil information as to tlui 
number of prisoners there. At this time 1 have before ino a copy of a 
l eport of an inspection made by aiiofliccr appointed by bbecoininanflin/;’ 
ftoneral of this department to make inspection of the Alton prison, and 
llnd from his report that there arc now l,3Ui prisoners at Alton. IJnle.ss 
reports from tho Alton prison come tlirough tliis olllco I cannot bo 
inlbrined of the number of prisoners oii hand at that prison. I winild 
most respeetfully suggest that tlic Alton prison be used only as n. in ison 
for convicts for this and other departments of tho Mississippi Valley, 
and that it be placed exclusively under the control of the proyost- 
miir.slnibgcneral of this department, and tliat all the business of the 
prison pass through this oilico. 

I llnd that quite a number of prisoners arc now in tlio Alton iirison 
serving out sentence from some other department. Latrsly a mimlier of 
these prisouors have made application to be disclnirged, on the ground 
tliat their term of imprisonmont has expired. .1 can talco no action in 
those cases, as they novor pass through this olllco. In this way a groat 
many are keiit in prison for a long time and neglected. I most respect- 
fully call your attention to tho above suggestion.

Sir : Having removed tho Federal xirisonors from the ])Oin(;ontiary in 
aeeordanoe with your desire, I would not again make a])plicabion liir 
il:s use for this puriioso wore not the state of public allaivs somcwliat 
dilforeut. It is now not only forbidden to parole but to o.xcliangc 
prLsonors, lionce they must acciimulatp on our hands as tho war 
])rogrc*asos. 

With a small force at iny command to defend tho State, every man 
[of] wliicii is now extremely needed in the Hold, and from tlio dispo-si- 
tion to escape, as recently manifested by some of the Federal prisonors 
at Oanip Groce, I find myself much oinbarrasaod and tlio highest inter- 
eat of tlie State involved in the safe-keeping of those prisoners. 

I have papers in my possession captured from tho enemy a few days 
since going to prove that tho late formidable expedition was in a groat 
degree induced by tho report to tho Federal authorities of an escaped 
Federal prisoner. 

The arguments urged by some that a penitentiary is not a proper 
place in which to coniine prisoners of Avar ceases to liave application 
since the imxjrisonmoiit in Northern poniteubiarioa nob only of i)rivatoa 
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but of tlic gallant and rtovotod Morgan, wlioni wo knoM' to bo tlius con- 
lined and who la aaid to bo treated as a eoiivicfc. 

In the penitentiary those prisoners oiui bo kept Ijy a very small guard 
oi’tlui State, armed with lances and a fowpistols; olsewhcro tlicy would 
I'oquire a considerable force of woll-anned and disciplined troops. 1 
trust, tlieroibre, that you wdll no longer withhold your consent to a 
]n’oposition so evidently benellcial to the State, while the evils said to 
be apprehended are ]mrely imaginary. 

I state for your information that there are about 350 i)ri8onei’.s in 
addition to those at Oamp Oroco. From a sense of propriety I send 
tbi.s letter tlii'ougb Hia lOxcellency tho Governor of the State.

If that was not satisfactory, the 
equivalent conld easily be found in the 10,000 jirisoners Avhom I 
released from captivity and sent to City Point. In that 10,000 there 
was an excess of more than 0,000 at loa.st over the immber you had 
delivered at the same jdaco since the last general declaration of 
exchange. My letter of the 17th of July contains a fair statement not 
only of the practice of the agents of exitUaugo, but of the grounds of my 
authority to declare the exchange of the Vicksburg general officers, 
including General M. L. Smith. The efforts to cast discredit upon the 
regular and honorable exchange of those onicors is, to nso a phrase of 
your own in one of your letters of the Pith instant, “simply ridiculous.”

A largo portion of the prisoners hold at this post and classified as 
political belong to these classes or some of them, and belong also to the 
rebel States. For example: Walter Bonnox, cx-inayor ot Washington, 
D. 0.. now belonging to Richmond, Va., is a prisoner at this post, and 
held ill close coullnoment by order of the Secretary of War. If all 
pi'isonor.s boloiiging to the rebel States “are to bo hold as prisoners of 
war, and to lie released from clo.se connnement,” then this prisoner, 
now held as political, must bo ineliidcd, and if so included, must bo 
regarded as entitled to all the privileges of a prisoner of war, including 
that of oxohango.

IT. S. soldiers hanging from a tree near Jackson, La., after the fight. 
They do not claim that they saw the act of hanging these men com- 
mitted. Whether some of the colored soldiers taken prisoners were

was nieroly a “oliivalroiia” exhibition of the feoliiif^s of soiiiti of fcho 
rebels toward some of the colored soldiers shiiii in the eonlUeb reituiins 
undetermined. 

It will be seen tliat Colonel Logan denies that any sueh tiling was 
done with his knowledge or authority. The testimony of the assistant 
surgeon who was released by the rebels, ho having been taken prisoner 
iluring the action, shows that while great contempt was manifested 
toward ollieers of colored troops and Lieuteiiaiit Orrillioii was forced 
to inarch at the head of his “niggers,” as the rebels expressed it, there 
was no other violence or ill-treatnieiit offered to the prisoners within 
his knowledge. Ko conclusive testimony can bo obtained from citizens 
in regard to this niattei*. 

ft has been stated by some of them that tlie wounded colored sol- 
diers were well treated and cared for; soino of tlieni state that they 
have heard that some of the colored soldiers were in some uiidorhaiid 
way sold at auction in Clinton, La.; others state that they had heard 
that a iiuinbor of the colored soldiers takou prisoners at Jacl(sou had 
been. shot. But in all these points they speak from hearsay only. 

As to the boating of the colored soldiers 1 airt informed that in one 
or two instances they wore struck several times by sonie of the rebels, 
but wore not seriously injured. 

While I am clearly and decidedly of the opinion that colored soldiers 
(ainnot with justice bo employed as such without receiving the same 
protection that other troops would receive imder similar cireuinstaiices, 
and while 1 am entirely rojuly and willing to carry out with stern 
severity any retaliatory measures which may be doomed proper by the 
couimandiug general of the dopurtmeut or other com])Ote]it authority 
which I slioubl feel bound t<» consult in a matter of such im))Oi’taiice 
before proceeding to execute, I am on the otlicr hand of opinion that 
no such measures should be resorted to \vithout clear ami decisive evi- 
dence of the commission of acts calling for such action, and in the 
present case I do not consider the evidence up to this time satisfactory 
us to tlio alleged hanging of colored soldier prisoners of war.

General: Mr. OiihPs letter of the nth instant, with the aeeoinpany- 
ing letter I'roin Oapt. W. 0. Bird, wliich you referred to Mnjor-General 
lliteheoclc, eoinmlssioner for exchange of prisoners, has been by liiin 
referred to this oflice, and in reply! have the honor to make the fol- 
lowing remarks: 

Oa])tain Bird states that he was wounded and taken prisoner at the 
battle of Perryvillo ami remained in Kentucky some, nioiiths. How 
much of that time he wa.s in hospital ho does not state, but probably 
most of it, as we liavo no permanent station in Kentuclcy for prisoners. 
He romaiiied at Camp Chase, which is a porinanent prison camp, six 
weeks. Prom there ho was sent to Johnson’s Island, whore, aflor a 
short stay, ho Avas sent to City Point. The delay was occasioned, not 
by a desire to detain him, bub from unavoidable causes, and in part 
fl’om miseoneeptiou of orders. 

It has not boon by the authority of tho War .Departmout that this 
olhcior or other officers or soldiers who have been discharged liave not 
boon promptly delivered. Kopoated orders have been given that all 
o.Kchanged oHlcers and men should be sent forward for delivery with- 
out delay, but iu some few cases, tlirough i\ misunderstanding of the 
ordev.s, persons entitled to be sent boyoml tho lines have not been for- 
warded; but in no instance where a ca.se of this kind has been brought 
to the notice of this olllco Inis there been any hesitation iu rectifying 
the error. # 

Tho obstacle which for so many months interrupted tho delivery of 
l)rlsonors of war at Vicksburg prevented deliveries that Avould other- 
wise have been made, ami thu.s individual cases were lost sight of. 

Major-General Hitchcock lias addressed you iu relation to the case of 
Capt. William Waller, mentioned in tho letter of Captain Bird, and 
nothing is rcijuirod from me. , 

Medical oflicers and cliaplains are hold because ollioors of tho same 
class belonging to tho Fcileral Army are hold iu tlio prisons in Itioh- 
mond. 

Mr. Quid asks for tho release of Lieut. W. P. Blackwood, Fifth 
Arkansas Infantry, captured in Mercer County, ICy., now at .Johnson’s 
Island. I am not aware of any declaration of exchange which covers 
liis case. Tho two last exchanges declared iu May and .Juno, so far as 
I know, exchanged only such prisoners as hud already beCTi delivered 
and paroled, If Mr. Ould can shoAV that ho has been oxolianged, he 
Avill bo at once sent to City Point. 

I will immediately have a careful examination of the records of our 
prisons made, and all prisoners of war, whether recruits or old soldiers, 
whose exchange has heretofore been announced Avill be Avithout delay 
delivered beyond our lines. 
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Tliore may bo cases where prisoners of war are cluu'gcd with oHenses 
outside of. tlieir log'itimate duties as soldiers, and those may ho ludd 
responsible for these acts. 

Eocruita are nob tried by court-martial, bccauao they are recruits; 
bub if recruiting' oflie.era come within our lines and induce men ti) enlist 
under tliein, neither they nor those whom they enlist can claim the 
privileges of prisoners of war.

I do 
think if tho Dix-Hill cartel is ever romodolcd it should require notice 
to bo given tho agent of the adverse party and his assent obtained 
before tho prisoner of war is released of Ida parole and allowed to 
rosiiino Ids hostile character. As the case now stands tlie Confederate 
(iovorninent (uiii release all their prisoners of war and wo could not 
inudsU them, but would nioroly have now cause of griovanco against 
the Sontheru Confederacy. 

I do not presume tliat Tlavis wonhl commit so gross a breach of 
honor, but I believe when wo inqmse a parole not to serve against ns 
until exchanged, onr Government should not only have noti(!e of the 
oxoluiiigo, but should assent to it before it goes into eifoct. For, other- 
wise, in case of one talcing a ]>ri8oner recognized ns ha ving been released 
on ])ar()le, how could we arraign 1dm for a breach of his i)arolo? Wliat 
ovideiujo slionld wo demand that he has been exchanged? I think no 
evidence could bo entertained except onr consent by ourselves or 
proper agent and that wo liave received Ids equivalent.

the rebel forces now on parole 15 general olllcors, 2,1,70 olllcors, 
37,70‘A onUsted men, and 252 citizens, without leaking note of the enlisted 
men captured at I’ort Hudson, though I believe most of the offleerH are 
included. Mr. Ould in his letter of the 11th inattinb oimmerates troops 
nmonntliig to over 1,000, whicli will cover a lilce number of our paroled 
forces, but It will bo dillicult to separate them from the mass, and to 
facilitate tho arrangomoiit I would suggest that you annoiiiuK.' to Mr. 
Ould your desire to dc(daro the exudinngo of the balance of those on 
parole captured prior to tho 1st of September, giving him tlu^ number 
of ofllcers and men, ami request him to designate upon the rolls of the 
Vicksburg captures an equal mimborof oflicors and men now on parole 
to bo declarGd exohanged as equivalents or you can d(JHignate tlioin 
youi'Sidf, 

If you can oflcot this arrangomoiit it will relievo you from tlio einbar- 
raasmeiit of numerous details and it will leave no doubts as to who are 
exchanged. If possible, let tho deelaratiou include camp followers and 
citizens. I presume from Mr. OuUVa letter that he ineludea as being 
under valid paroles tlioin’isoncrs captured by the enemy at Gettysburg, 
tliough by the umlorstamling between him and Ooloncl Ludlow on the 
22d of May no paroles are to he considered as valid except those given 
oil delivery as provided for in the cartel.

If Mr. Quid 
will refer specifically to any such i^risoiiors in our liamls, they shall bo 
released — it being uiulorstood that the caac.s shall bo similar. 

The coinmuiiicatiou from Mr. Quid of the Isb of August, referred to 
in the indorsement as unanswered, was handed to the Secretary of War 
on its receipt, who does not think jiroper to enter into such broad gen- 
eral agreemoiits as proposed, implying so settled a state of things as 
does not in fact exist.

My motive in dischari'ing: these men on their parole was the humane 
one of volioving* tliem IVoin the position, extremely iiujihMisant under the 
nmst favorable conditions, of prisoners of war under close ■’ luird. iliis 
roloaso -was not ulfeeted until after the lapse of many days snbseniient 
to thoir <ja])ture. it was made at a distance from their (iwn lilies, and 
witli no force tbreateninji' me so as to render it an object to be rid ol 
the liurdGn of gnardiiiff and imiintainin8: them. It was done with the 
assent and approval of their inimediate comniandiiig onhiors, and in 
tliis rospoot the requirements of the cartel of cxchaiiye were complied 
with to the letter. Moi-eover, their release tinder parole was in acooril- 
aiico with a piu(*/tiee whicli Inid all the force ol au express agrooniont 
between the eommanders of the opposing armies, mid wliieh eonbrolled 
the case of the men caxitured on the Diana, the regularity of wliose 
parole you recogniy-e. , 

The absence of all .similarity between this case and the case ol cai)* 
tnrecl olliceas and men jiaroled on the Held to avoid tlie lUKJCBSity or 
guarding and removing them, is too obvious to bo dwelt ux)on. Iho 
agreoiuoiit between the agents of exclmiige, a copy ol wliich you send 
me, was inado to prevent a riqietition of the latter abuse, and although 
it luul no aiqdication to tho case of the prisoners voleasod at JlraBlioar, 

1 bad uo notice of it, and could have rec.eived none at tho time I 
returned your caxiturcd men. I had tholionorof calling your attoii* 
tlou ill my first (toiniininication to tbe eighth rule in regard to xiarolos, 
published hy the (iovermnent of tho United «tutes on the 28th of I) eb- 
riuuy last, iW a-n olllcial copy of which 1 mu imlobtcd to you. It is 
there x»ro8cribcd as tho lu'oxier rule of conduct Ibr a prisoner of war 
whoso oiigugemeiit IS disowned by his (Tovoriimoiit to return and siir* 
render himself to tho capturing ])owor. This is tho case of the Drti- 
sliear and I claim, as I have claimed, conipliance with the 

established usages of war, by thoir return to their original condition as 
prisoiiera of war. 

It is highly desirable that for the future all occasion lor the reuowal 
of diHicultios respecting the cxcdiango or release of prisoners ol: war in 
this military district should be removed. 

1 assume, g'cneral, that yon concur with luo in tho proiiricty of 
alleviating as far as ]>ossible the coiiditioii of those wlioiu the fate 
of war may place in the power of iiitlicr belligerent. 

If you think that a convention can bo ontered into by Avhioh the 
release of tho prisoners under parole can be olleete<l without the iiecOvS- 
sity of transporting them to distant jioints for oxehaiigo or release, I 
am ready, upon iny part, to concur iu any arrangement which will 
attain this object.

(rUiNEiJ AL : I liavc j^ivcii due consideration to tlic matters .stated liy yon 
in yonr reply, under date of the 10th instant, to my conumini<;iitioii to 
you (iOiHierning the oxeeutlou of Mr. Glaisses and. the arrest laiid deten- 
tion as hostages of non-coinhatant citi/ens residing on ihiyon J’.omiI’. 

Tlu^ killing of Captain 'Dwight i.s the act which led to, and in your 
view Justilied, tlie.so severe ami exceptional measures against which it 
was the ohjeet of my letter to protest. Wo differ so widely with resi)eet 
to the (nreiimstancea which attended the capture and d('ath oi’ (.’jiptaiii 
Dwight that continued diseaission would ho quite unlikely to l»rlng ns 
to an accord of opinion npon them. When .1 wrote to yon 1 was in 
possc.ssi<ni of the ofllcial statement of the coimiiandcr of the outposts, 
to whose orders tlio men by whose liands Captain Dwight fell were 
subject. They were not, as you have been erroneously iiiforinetl, men 
wIjo had abandoned the army, passing themselves off as peaceablo citi- 
zens and receiving ]>rot.e(tion as sucli, but they were soldicis in the 
actual di.schargo of duties ami oc,cupying ])ositions to which they had 
been regularly assigncil by tboir sui)erior orticers, ami they Icilled Cap- 
tain Dwight i)eeauso lie sotighb to make his escape after fornially siiv- 
rendering Idmself as a prisoner of Avar. However much the loss of an 
onieer is to be regretted whoso (inalities as a gentleman and a soldier 
you estimate so liighly, his killing was, under the (drialmstances, a 
lawful act of Avar. . 

But even if it avcu’c othorwisii, Avhat h])rotosted against, genera]} and 
Avhat your answer has entirely faih'd to ju.stify, was the execution of 
an innocent man against Avhom no charge avjis made or pretended of 
complicity iu the slaying of Cai.*taln Dwight and the arrest ami ]nin- 
isiunont of peaceful citizens, many of Avhom lived too fair from the scene 
to be aiiapoctcd oven of harboring or concealing the prosinniMl criini- 
iials. Tliose innocent men Avero made to sulfor i)efore any opportunity 
Avas given to the (Government of the alleged ofl’emlors to investigate 
the, cjise, and inflict siieli jmnishment iqxm them, had they boon foaiul 
guilty, iis tlieir crime would Im ve merited, and as would linvo been sat- 
ishuitory to yonr own Covernment. 1 said in my original (iominiinica- 
tiou, ami T, repeat now, that the suirering of these unon'omling men for 
the supposed guilt of others has nothing iu the rules of civlli/.ed 
warfare to oxf;euuatc it. 

Our corrc-spoiidouce upon thi.s subject Avill be laid before my Ciovern- 
ineiit for such action as may be deemed proper. What I note, general, 
Avith most Hati.sfaction in your letter, is the expression of sentiments 
Avifh regard to the conduct of hostilities, in Avliich I mu'dially concur, 
and Avhich, if steadily observed by both bclligci'ents, will tend greatly 
to mitigate the evils of this iinlbrtiinato Avar.

vided to rceeivo the wiiitor’H sujiply of suhalstonco HtoroM. 

The order provides very properly for all admissible eoiiiimmieiidion 
with the prisoners and gives ainpleopporfcniiity lbi* tiiiMii to rmadvi^ IVom 
their friends Biiehartieles as it is proper for thmu to have. (Joniphiints 
are eontinually made of the unkind and harsh nniiiiier in whie.h prison- 
ers are treated, hnt I plane no conndence in them until I. havi^ proof 
whieli eaiinot im ipiestioned. A few days since 1 riM'.cived tliroiigh Mr. 
Onld, the icbel agent, a eoinplaint made to their VVar I >epartm(mt by 
a sergeant-major who professed to have hemi a prisoiim* at l''oi't l)(da- 
ware, in which he roiiresented that the pri.soiiers wm-e l.realed in the 
most shamofid manner. 1 contradictiMl the whole thing ns being almost 
wholly devoid of truth, and where tlierii was any I'onndation for com- 
])hiiiit it was so much exaggerated as to leave little sembhiiKui of truth. 
The name of theman could not be found on the rolls, and 1 even doubt 
if ho had ever been at the fort. 

I. know it is very dllllcult to gi't (tompleU' and pm-fect rolls, ami when 
any discrepancies occur ) take it for granUsl that it is owing to mis* 
Htatomonts on the part of the pi‘l«ooers or some otlim- luiavoidable 
cause, which may bo remedial by iiuiiilry. 

From present prosjieets yon may expect to have a ]iretty lidl coinplo- 
mont of in'isoners at the fort during thewintei’ and it will be nee.essary 
t{) put up a suitable store house to rec,elvo it snpi»ly <)f provisions, but 1 
can scarcedy think it ])ossible that I'.omnuinication wil-U tho island will 
be cut olV for two inontlis during the winter. VVlmlever it may be will 
have to be providml for, and I thiidc you may oslimate for about 8, ()()() 
pi'isonora. 

J'f the I'uml is snllluaontly hitgo to meet the expense it will be very 
lU'oper to use it in potting up a suitable store-house. It may lie used 
also in the purchase of stoves for tins use of the prisoners, or anytliing 
else that may bo necessary to promob^ tlieh’ eoinlbrt — bhiiiUetis, elotli- 
ing, &c. 

As the approacliiug eold weather will make it noci^ssary thal; the 
prisoners should boinoro warmly clad I wouhl snggost that you furward 
estimates for a supply of such articles as will be neetiod. 

Your note of 14tU was duly roce.lvcd atiil I wanted to ackiiowle.dge it 
soniier, but many pressing ongagmiients have prevented iny doing so. 

T hope soon to have tho pleasure of makiugyoii the visit I. have so long 
had in coutomplation, but just now it Is ipiite impossilde.

Lioutenaut-Colonel Ludlow and hiinself, and that wlion one agent had 
doclai'od a apooial iixchango tho other was allowed to select the equiv- 
alonta. This ho exiwcssed a de.siro that J should do. I expressed 1113’^ 
readiness to complete tho aiTangoment which he had “declared,” but 
this conld not bo consummated in consequence of the rebel agent’s 
claiming as valid the paroles at (rottysburg and elsewhere, amounting’ 
to some 4,8{)().

1' 
hero deem it incumbent upon me to sta te that I consicUu’ your course in 
this matter a deliberate broach oC good faith on tlio pjirt of the author- 
ities under whom you act. The lilth a rticle of tln^ carte] ( ( \ enornl Orders, 
No. 1‘.12, 1802) would have jiuthorized you to di.scdiiu'gci i)risoi)crflof the 
Pedoral forces, furnishing a “list” of them, and then you (5oukl liavo 
discharged aii equal number of yotir own olllcers and, men “from i)ai'o]o,”

claim as valid the Gettysburg paroles 1 

If you have any rolls or lists of any men Mdioin you may have jiavoled 
that I have not given you credit for, or if there slionhl be any errors in 
my account, I vdll be hajipy to rectify the same. 

You declared exchanged, before my jiredeeesser was relieved, eortain 
officers captured at Vieksburg, in which deelaralion he refused to unite. 
There are but two officers, J bollovo ((lenerals Mtevensoii and Bowen), 
who are covered by yonr <Ieela.ration of the 12tU in.staiit. If tlio other 
officers named have not been rotnriied to their paroles, as requested by 
Lieutenant-Colonel Ludlow, you are indebted to us for tlieir ( 3 quiva- 
lents. Tlio chief ground of the objection to that declaration Is, tliat at 
that time there were no cipiivaloiits of the same grade in our posses- 
sion (the only condition wliieh would have warranted your malting the 
declaration), and if we consoiited to it we would he obliged* to oifsot 
tliem by officers of inferior rank. 

In making up the number of .Federal troops to be exeliaiiged I liavo 
me uded all those mustered out of the service, all diseliarged, doserted, 
and deceased. ’ ’

Sill : 111 the Kieliinohd Seiitiinslof tlicKith instant was published a let- 
ter from the Hon. Hobort Ould, Oonfcdcrato agent for the oxeluinge 
of prisoners, to Lieut. (Jol. William JI. Liiillow, the H. S. agent of 
Gxehango, dated the 2.*Jd of June, 18(>;J, which iKintaiiis a mistake as to 
the iacts of Doctor Kiicker’s case, which I ask jiermission as one of 
his counsel to correct. 

In that letter Mr. Ould says: 

ITi) (Doc.tor Uuckor) avah not inulor Mm iirotwaion a nohlior wluni ho oominitlod 
tlio fuluiiioH I'.liaij^Md ngjiiiiHl him. Tho Htato is no«' i»roso<’.ntiiiji' him I'oi' tlioso 
oviiiujH, iind liiH (ii'ial Ims boon OoJayod lor tw«) (oniisorMto court, at liisown iimtaiioo, 
as 1 am inlbniuid. 

The olfensea lioi'o rolerrod to by Mr. Ould must bo the indictment 
against the doibndant tor tho mimlcr of Michael .Joyce in ^VlIcghiMiy 
on the 2.'Jd of July, IShl, and an indictment for the larceny of a horse 
of .Joseph A. Persinger, on the 27th of January, 

The remaining eight indictments against tlio dofendani; all liavt^ ref- 
orenco to tho oluirge of trea.son, Avhioh tlioy embrace, and. relate to 
events which occurred in Allcgliany during his connection witli the 
Northern Army, on tho J.7th, ISlili, and 19th of May, 18()2. 

Mr. Ould is miatakon in supposing that either tliis indictment for 
innrdor or that for larceny was over continued at tlui prisoner’s 
Mistaneo. Of the charge of murder, the defendant was duly acquitted 
by tho county court of Alleghany on tlio lJ)th of August, 18(11. Not- 
withstanding tliis acquittal he was indicted for the same oneiise before 
a special term of tho circuit court of Alleghany in November, 1802. 

At tliat time a plcaof “former acquittal” was tendered by tho coun- 
sel for tho prisoner, objected to by the Oommonw(?altli, and the motion 
to exclude the plea contimiod until the meeting of tho circuit court of 
Botetourt (to wliich tho venue was then changed) in December, 18(12. 

The motion to o.xcliido was then argued, ujion the objection taken by 
the OotnmonwoaUh that an acquittal for unlawful stabbing wil;ii intent 
to Icill did not necessarily imiiort an acijuittal of willful murder, but 
the objection was overruled by tlic court ami the plea sustained, 

The counsel for tho acciiaod then announced their readinosa to try 
the plea, bui) on the motion of the attorney-genoral, who asked for 
time to prepare a replication alleging fraud in tho iirocnring of the 
acquittal before tho county court of Alleghany, tlio case wiis con- 
tinued. 

At the next term of tho circuit <5mir0 of Botetourt, in Api’il, 18(18, at 
, the instance of the counsel for the Oommonwcaltli, and by a previous 
undoratandiiig to that eJlcct between the counsel on botii sides, all tlie 
cases against tlie dofomlant wore continued. 

At the next and last term of the conrt(ou tho Ist instant) (ilio doiend- 
ant, wholiad boon previously transferred to .Danville at tlio instance 
of tho Oominoiiwealtli and on account of the hostile movements then 
liending in tlie adjoining comities, was nob rmpiirod to bo removed to 
Pincastle, so tliat Ids cases of course by oiieratioii of law stood com 
tinned until the next spring term. 

The indictment for larceny wo were ready to try at its llrsO calling 
in h^incastlo, and have boon ready to try ever since. 

We have never regarded it as aiiytliiiig bub a. frivolous prosecution 
iigainst the prisoner for stealing a horse, which he fairly purclmsed 
from Ids debtor, at Ids instance, and for which ho gave him credit on 
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}Ui oxecutioii Avliichholield against him. Ucsidcs, the pciuliiig pvoaeou- 
tioim For both ol‘ thosn oltcnsos were instituted aftei’ the defendant’s 
captiu’o at Nicholas Ooiirt-Hoiiso in .July, 1802. 

At the I Jccomber term, 18({2, the indictment for treason was deimii'red 
to upon the ground that, if treason at all, it was treason against the 
Confederacy and not against the State of Virginia. 

The prisoner’s connael were then anxious and the court was then 
ready (as it stated) to deeide the demurrer hut, at the limtanc,e of the 
counsel for the Commonwealth, that decision was deferred until the 
ensuing term of the court, and the demurrer is still pending. 

The indictment for hnrning the Cow Pasture bridge and tlie other 
aev(‘,u indictments for stealing horaejj, grain, and otlier i>ropoi’ty (wliieh 
wo chiiin to have been impressed instead of stolen) — all of these the 
Commonwealth was ready and propo8(al to try in December, iS()2. 
To this we objected, and the.so cases wore continued, on the motion of 
the counsel for the prisoner, for two reasons: 

'h’irat. Because, if innocojit of the treason (or which is the same thing, 
if legally in the military service and employment of the United States) 
ho eonld not be guilty of the overt ticts relied upon as constituting 
that treason, ami which wouhl tlion be legitimate acts of roguhir war, 
instead of arson or larceny in a legal sense. 

Second. Because, if forced into a trial of those ol'foiises wo wore witli-

General: I am inlbrined that there is much comment in I’ittsburg: 
on the many indulgences that are extended to the prisoiuu’S of war in 
the Allegheny Penitentiary, and that it is excused on the ground that 
it is done by my order. I have given no instructions in relation to the 
treatment of prisoners, except wliab are contained in my leliterof the 
18th of August and the regiilation.s which accompanied. These do not 
authorize anything but what is necessary and proper, neither oxcessivo 
olothing nor luxuries of any kind. No report has been made to mo of 
the manner of subsisting them, but if thoj'^draw their rations tlio fund 
made from the surplus will furnish the means of procuring any vege- 
tables that may bo required. Further than this nothing is to be pur* 
ohasod to eat, nor can they bo permitted to pnrehaso luxuries for tliein- 
solves. If there i.s any foundation for the reports I refer to, will you 
please give such instructions in relation to the treatment of tlio prison- 
ers as will put a stop to all irregularities? J. have not been informed 
what ofiloor is in immediate charge of these prisoners, norliavo I received 
any returns fi’om him. Will youjdoase rc(|uirc his immediate attention 
to the returns required by the regulations?

Sir: I rospoctfully desire to call your attention to a ease of individ- 
ual hardship, for which there appears to be no redress unless in tluifc 
final control over military matters which pertains to your olUeo, a con- 
trol which I invoke in the interest of humanity and justice. An old, 
honest, and every way reputable citizen of this city, such being Ins char- 
acter as indorsed by some of the first oitizciis of Uichiuoml, was in- 
formed about three moutli.s ago that Ills brother was a i>risomu’ on Ilolle 
Isle and in a very destitute condition. Ho immediately aptdied for 
permission to visit his brother and supply his needs, but was refused. 
He tlion obtained letters representing him as a man of unexceptionable 
character, socially and civilly, and thus armed made a formal ap])liea- 
tioii to General Winder, which was as vain as the former. Another 
odbrt, more indirect in its character, was subsequently made, and still 
without effect. Meanwhile his brother represents himself to be shoe- 
less and almost naked, and the guards absolutely refuse to receive and 
convey to tiio prisoner goods furnished by his brother. 

Such inhunuinity is, I believe, without a parallel in tlio conduct of 
civilized belligerents, and is obnoxious to peculiar objeetioii herci, since 
our soldiers in Northern prisons have hardly over been refused oi)iH)r- 
tuiiity to communicate with their friends and relatives, and even with 
strangers, and the amount of material aid whicli the Yankee (lovorn- 
ment has since the commoncement of the war permitted even parties 
whom they consider disloyal to oxtoucl to our soldiers Ii as been immense. 
With how much greater reason may a loyal citizen, liouest, uinight, 
irreproachable, ask the privilege of communicating witli his imi)ria- 
oned brother, from whom he has been separated for many years, and 
who now appeals to him for the common charities and absolule neces- 
saries of life. Nob the least remarkable fouturo of this case is the i)ro- 
tracted detention of this prisoner when, as is allegod, hundreds who 
were incarcerated since have been oxchauged.

My DiiAR Doctor: The newspapers state that Spencer Kellogg, 
master’s mate of Mis.sissippi gun-boat, a ])ri8()ner of war to tho rebels, 

* Nob found. 
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was executed on Friday last. As our Govormnont lias tlireatoiiod 
retaliation in case of such execution, if found to be uniintlionzed by 
the laws of war, it becomes iioccssaiy to cxaniini^ the ([ueslioii wil-li 
groat care. 

Kellogg has been held for the past year as a spy, althoiigli not cap- 
tured as a sjjy, but as a prisoner of war. He uiujuostitmnbly acted as 
a spy in February or March, 1862, but escaped and rojoinod his shijt, 
from which ho was captured some time during the siinnnor as ji,ii ordi- 
nary prisoner of war. Wo claim that not being eai)tur(‘d while, a spy, 
or previous to his rejoining our forces, he could not b(i considered or 
treated otherwise than as a prisoner of war. 'Phis is l.he do(d-rinc. of 
linragraph 104, General Orders, No. 100. I think .1 Inivci (he siime 
doctrine stated elsewhere, but cannot now I’cl'ei' to any autliority. 
IMease give me references if yon have any. 

I remembor that the English in Major Andre’s catse made si ])oint 
that, even admitting lie was a spy, lie had, when eaptured, passcnl our 
lines and was on “neutral grounds,” and tiiercfore no loiigcw punish- 
able. A ready answer to this was that lines are movable, and oxtimd 
and contract with the movcineuts of troops. Andre had iiol; I’eui'hed 
the British linos when captured.

1 saw Kellogg mys(0r and <!OiiverHed willi biin 
iminodiatoly after his rotuni from the rebel lines, and he nev(w inti- 
mated that be had entered the military service, of tlu^ enemy.

Sir : In the matter of the accompanying letter of Hon. A. Ci . Brown,* 
I have the honor to make the following report: 

Governor Brown seems to have misapprehended tlie facts comuicted 
with the recent declaration of exchange. .Y'ou are aware tliatl have 
been oiuleavoi'ing for more than two months to come to some tigreo* 
mout with the Federal agent of exchange as to what paroles should be 
received and what rejected. You also know that in spite of my 
efforts no agreement has been made, and that I was compelled on my 
own responsibility as agent of oxcluiiigo to make the declaration to 
whioh Governor Brown rofer.s. That exehange released no one from 
captivity ou either side. It was simply a set-off of paroles on both 
aides. I would very gladly have secured the release of our Getters- 
burg i)risoners, now in captivity at the Horth, by exchanging them for 
officers and men paroled by General Leo if it conld have been done. 
In order to accomplish that the Federal assent was necessary, aiul 
that I could not procure. The ouoiny would not agree to oven more 
favorable terms to him. 

Governor Brown seems to be under the impression that the Fed- 
erals iiaroled at Gettysburg have been released from their paroles. 
Such is not necessarily the case. I have paroles in my ])os8e8Sion 
other than those given at Gettysburg, greater in number than the 
Vicksburg captures, which I have declared exchanged. 

It lias been the constant practice of the agents of exchange on both 
sides, whenever one of tlioni declared an excluuigo of paroled men, to 
allow the other to select the e(iuivalents who wore to be diacliargod 
from parole on liis side. In no instance has over a paroled man been 
excluingecl for one in captivity. Paroled men are exchanged for 
paroled men, and those in captivity for such as are in similar condition. 
You know what persistent efforts I have made to secure the release of 
all ollicers and men on both sides and how the enemy has constantly 
refused our fair offers. I sympathize with Governor Brown and his 
most excellent wife in their affliction, and I am sure when he is 
acquainted with all the fiicts he will nob only acquit this ollUie of all 
blame, but will be satisfied that everything which honor and a proper 
regard for the interests of the Confederacy would permit has been done 
to secure the release of his son.

steamer Micliigau lay off here. I do not know how much it would 
iutorforo with the other purimses of the Government to have her 
ordered liero, but she could certainly render a very important aervioo.

3iii : I have received the aoeonipanying diacourtGous letter* ft'om the 
Federal agent, which I will take occasion bo answer iu a few days in 
what I trust will bo fitting terms. In the meantime pardon mo for a 
few suggestions. 

General Meredith’s Jotter is filled with falsehoods. I cannot speak 
positively as to his first item of t,208 ofilcora and 14,805 men, who lie 
says are disoliiirged by my declaration of exchange. The lists I have 
received from Vicksburg are too imperfect to be fully relied upon. 
General Sleredith’s coinimtation as to the Vicksburg prisoners may 
therefore bo true, though I doubt it. 

The second item of 72 oHicors and 8,014 men who ho says wore doliv- 
ored at City I’oiiit is grossly false. All the ollloors rePorred to wore 
especially exchanged at the time of delivery, and therefore there i.s no

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cliargo agaiimft ns as to tliem. Tlio ininiboi’ of privates dnlivorod was 
6,881 instead of 8,014. In paroles General Meredith gdve.s nie c-redit 
for only 10,40!) raen. From the time of the last detdaration of 
to September 1 1 have delivered at City Voint alone 18,(il() imni, all of 
whom are oil parole. I have other jiarolos amounting to ath'ast 1(>,000. 
So that instead of being entitled to a ereilit of only 10,4 09, 1 have due to 
mo 34,010. Allowing, therefore, that Mereditlds Vudcslnirg eomputation 
is correct, ho would owe me upon the notice which he has publislied 
7,600 instead of my owing liim 10,0‘J4 as he claims. 

Meredith, not content with the falsehoods already referred to, utters 
several other.s. 

First. Be .says I did not give him notice of the sixth section of my 
exchange notice, which declared all persons dolivercil at Oily I’oint 
before July 26, 1803, exchanged. On the 1st day ol' August, 1803, 1 
gave liim notice that I bad declared such an exchange and bo took no 
exception to it. 

Second. Lie says I fnrnialicd him with no lists. This is also (also as 


to the deliveries at City l^oint; as to the Vicksburg lists they wore 
already in his possession and not in mine. 

Third. The .statoinent about my agreement with Ooloind Jjudlow is 
false, and Mei odith was so informed by mo on 1st of August, 1803. I 
saw a siinihu' .stateinont in the Army and Kavy Ga/ette and iiiimedi- 
atoly wrote to Moi’odith that the statement was untrue. 

You are aware that on the 23d of August bust 1 proposed to the h'ed- 
oral agent to arrange all our dispnles about paroles on the priindples 
of the goiiorat orders issued at VVashIngton, or to adlnu'c to our foi’iiier 
practice. ^ Ifoither one of these i)roposUjons lias been accciitml. 1 can 
iieitbor get an a(;cGi)tancc nor refusal, though I. luive IVeijuently pi'ossml 
for one or tlie o{;hcr. In view of that fact I publialied the (loeiuratioii 
of exchange of September 12, 1803. You see what action has been 
taken upon that by the Federal antlioritics. 1 am entirely willing, if 
it meet.*} v'ith your approbation, to make a dcoluration corresponding 
with that of the Federal agent, exchanging all Confederate olllcers and 
moil who were captured and parole<l at any time pri'.vious to the Ist 
of Sejitombor, 1803. I believe I would bejustilied boforedod and man 
111 such a proceeding. Whilst the iiaroles hold by them oxamed mirs iio 
a considerable extent, their coiidnc.t lias been .so nerarions, their r(?fiisal 
to adjust the pa.role.s on both sides .so persistent, and their I'ccenb decla- 
ration so flagrantly outrageous that 1 believe I would be authori^’.ed to 
publish a declaration of oxt-liange of all ofileers and men captureil and 
paroled at any time before September 1, 1.803. Such a, deelaration 
would not necessarily prevent a future adjustment of paroles. I’orhaiis 
it would facilitate it. When our indebtediioss was ascertiiined it would 
establish a debt wJiicIi wo would honor. The Fedorals thenisulvc.s 
have on more than one occasion, with no provocation, nuideaiiovo'draw. 
If I made such a declaration I would accompany it with an expression 
of willingness to account for any dollcioncy in the number of paroles 
held byins when that dcllcionoy was fairly and properly establisiiod. 
It might well be accompanied with a regret that their course had boon 
such as to force the proceeding upon us. If this reconsideration does 
not meet your iavor I propose at least that the parties capturiM I at 1 ‘oi’t 
Hudson be iinmediatoly released from the obligation of their parole. 
Ihe enemy has a ready diseharged their own ollicers and m( 3 n paroled 
at Gettysburg. Ihoy did it nearly two mouths ago. I do not think 
the b cdoral authorities recognize tlio Port ITnd.son paroh's as valid 1 
have seen and heard enough to satisfy me that they do not so regard 
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them. Perhaps this discharge had better be made in general orders 
with the i)roper averments. If yon think it can better bo done by me 
as agent of exchange, I am prepared to do it.

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you Dr. 'William P, Bncker, who is now in cu.sfco(ly ol’ tlio Shito of Vir- 
ginia for crimes committed before lie had any conuccition with the Fed- 
eral Army. Tf it does not mean that I will agree to it nio.st clicerfnlly. 
If it does, I cannot. 

Your alternative proposition that “all .shall bo discharged, except one 
or more designated persons, for whom equivalents may be retained by the 
opposite i)arty,”is the old demand that wo should consent to the reten- 
tion of Doctor Green or some other surgeon in retaliation for Dr. Wil- 
liam P. Euclcor. To that I cannot agi*co. Wo are either right or wrong 
in the retention of Rucker. If right, yon ought not to hold an ci]niva- 
leiit. If wrong, Rucker should be delivered up. In no a8pe(5t of the 
case should Doctor Green or any other equivalent be retained. 

In my commiinication to yon of August 1(5 last I wont fully into the 
case of Doctor Rucker. Can a single statement therein contained bo 
successfully controverted? If not, upon what grounds can you deny 
our right to hold and try him? I will really be obliged to you if you 
will show wherein I am wrong in any of the positions assumed in my 
communication of the 30th of August. 

When 3^011 deny our right to hold Doctor Rucker, or contend for your 
right to detain a hostage for him, am I to undor.staiul you as contend- 
ing that no oflicoi' on either side is to bo hold on charges preferred 
against liim?

Liontcniint 
Baker was at Fortress Monroe, the hoadquartors of the agent of 
exchange, for months. It is indeed “ unaccountable.” 

Brenglo did not belong 
to the Sanitary Commission, lie was arrested upon bis return from a 
diflicnlt and liazardons military enterprise for which ho w'as especially 
emidoyed and paid.

Sill: Your comiminication of the 2‘Ith ultimo, declaring that “all 
ofllcors and men of the U. 8. Army captured and paroled at any time 
previous to the 1st of Septombor, 1803, aro duly exchanged,” lias boon 
received. 

You are aware that whou I met you on the 2dth of August last at 
City Point 1 made to you tlie ibllowing proposal, to wit: 

I propose that all naroloa on hotli sides horotoforo given simll Lo dotormliiod by 
tlio goiiornl orders fesiicd by the War Dopartiiionfc o! the Unikod States, to wit, No. 
‘19, ho. 100, and No. 207, of tlds year, according to their rospoctivo dati'S, luid in 
oonforiiilty with paragraph ISl of fjotieral Orders, No. 300, so long oa said ijaragi'iniii 
WHS in force. If this proposition in not ncco|ital)I« I propose that the pmetioelmmte- 
foro adopted rcspcoting paroles and oxchangoa ho eoutinuod. In otiior words I iiro- 
poso that the whole question of paroles ho detovmiiiod hy the gouoral onlors of the 
United States, according to dates, or that it ho dooldod hy Ibrmor praetioe. 

You have neither accepted jior declined cither braucli of that pro- 
posal, although I have, both in porsoual interview and by letter, 
solicited you to do one or the other. On the same day you submitted 
to mo your proposition, which, unlike iniuo, was prepared boforeliand, 
and which is as follows: ’ 


I ppposo, on behalf of tho Govornmont of tho United States, that (illnarolosclvun 
by ofTieors and men hotwoon tho 2.9d of May, 1863, and tho 3d day of July, ISRfi not 
111 conformity with the stipnlntions of tho onrfcol simll bo rogtirdod as miil and ™id 
A doclaratioii to this oft'oot to be puhlishod in both nrmios. 


That proposition I immediately declined. I then and tliero gave 
you my reasons. In the first place, I informed you that tlie Oon- 
icclerate authorities had never at any time, and did not then, ask that 
paroles “notin conformity with the stipidations of tho cartol” should 
be regarded as valid, I further toldyou that an agroemoiit to regard 
as null and void” paroles between oorfcaiu dates, which were “ not in 
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conformity with the stipnlations of the cartel,” was an implication that 
paroles liable to the same objection before the iirat-iiaiued date and 
after the last should be regarded as valid, and was therefore necessarily 
vicious on its very face. I also told you that another reason for declin- 
ing your proposition was the one which caused yon to make it, to wit, 
that tlie paroles which had been given to us were between the dates 
embraced in your proposition, while those given to you wore before and 
after. When I made the objection to your proposal that it intimated 
that paroles “not in conformity with the stipulations of the cartel,” 
before the 2dd of May and after the 3d of July of this year, ^vero to be 
regarded as valid, 1 asked you to state in writing that no such intima- 
tion was conveyed. This you declined to do, saying somewhat hrustjiioly 
that you did not wish to have any discussion about the matter, ilpoii 
niy pressing the subject, however, you put a memorandum at the foot 
of the proposition saying that the proposal was in reply to my letter 
of August 5, 1SG3, and in lieu of the proposition therein made by me. 
You would not, did not, disclaim the implication which your proposi- 
tion contained, nor have you done so since. My letter of the dtli of 
August only demanded, in compliance with your own General Orders, 
Ho. 100, that if you rcjjectod the paroles the parties should bo delivered 
to us. You informed mo that you would transmit my proposition to 
Washington and give me a speedy answer in person or by letter. 

On the 7th of September I complained that no reply had been returned, 
although two weeks had elapsed and two boats had been dispatched to 
City Point since the date of our interview. At the same time L inforined 
you that the Ooufederate authorities would consider themselves entirely 
at liberty to pursue any course with reference to iny proposition whioh 
they might deem right and jumper under all tlie circumstajicos of tlie 
case. 



Accordingly, on the 11th of September, in pursuance of this plain 
intimation, I notified you that on the following day (that being the time

more valid paroles of your officers and men than would be an equiva- 
lent for the exchange I then declared; that, in addition, I had deliv- 
ered at Oity Point some 10,000 or 12,000 men since the last declara- 
tion of exchange; that as it had been tlie practice, however, of the 
agents of exchange whenever one of them declared a special oxohaugo 
to allow the other to select the equivalents, I gave you that privilege, 
and if you did not avail yourself of it I would name the Federal ofiicors 
and men who were discharged from their parole by reasons of the dec- 
laration of exchange then made. This notification to yon was not only 
in accordance with former practice, but was sanctioned, if not demanded, 
by the fifth article of the cartel, which, after providing for tho manner 
in which “each party” may discharge “their” officers and men from 
parole, says, “ thus enabling each party to relieve from parole such of 
their own officers and men as tho party may choose.” T have said this 
course was in accordance with former practice, and for proof refer you 
to the letters of Lieutenant-Colonel Ludlow, former agent of exohaiigo 
of the following dates of this year, to wit: April 6, 8, 13, 19, and 27 
amlSO; June 5, 9, and 13, wherein he declared tho exchange 
ot hederal officers and men. In one of Lieutenant-Uoloiiel Ludlow’s 
communications of May 30, 1863, ho says: 

T I have aeolaved oxohfiuged tho Holly Springs oaptm-o; tltn Ninoty-flrHt Eocimont 
Illmois Volunteers, captured at Elizabothtown, Ky., Dooombor 27, 1862, nud tho 
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captiiios lit Mount StorliiiK on tlio 22d ami 33fl of Rlarch, 18(53; iiIho iho omcovs and 
moil of tlio Indianola. Tho oxaot mtmboi's I liavo not on bfiiid, but tlioy foot up Homo 
liHiuliods loHH than tin) baluuco duo, I will fiii'niBh you with tho oxuot miniboiH as 
HUGH UB voooivod. 

Tho sumo boat that convoyed that communication brought aiiotlior, 
written subsequently, but dated tho same day, as follows:

The enlisted men alone designated in oitlior one of tho eominiiiiioa- 
tions exceeded tho “balouce” due to Lioutenant-Oolonol Ludlow. Tho 
excess in botli commnnicatioiifl was 2,29(i, without taking into account 
“ the captures at Mount Sterling on tho 22d and 23d of March, 1803.” 

You will observe that Lieiitcnaiit-Ooloncl Ludlow in these two eoin- 
imin.ontioiia did not furnish mo with “any list, or oven give mo tho 
number of men, by which 1 could declare equivalents, iior did ho give 
me any time to prepare my aunoimcenieiit.” I quote from your letter 
of the 24tli of September to me. Not only was that the case, but he 
made a wholesale exchange of the Mount Sterling cajfturo by a simple 
reference to it as being inad(! on tho 22d and 23(1 of March, 1803, with- 
out any designation of corps, division, brigado, regiinoiit, or company. 
Further than that J. have never to this day boon furnisliod witli a list 
of tlioso captured at Mount Sterling, or oven with the aggj’ogato num- 
ber. 

Such, thou, wore the circumstances and sncli tlio ])rcceileiits under 
which I declared the exchanges of September 12, 18(53. I have pur- 
])Osoly gone into minute and faithrul detail in conse(]uoncoof tljo extraor- 
dinary chiiraetor of your letter of tlie 2‘lth of Soptombor. You state 
tliat you (ionsider my course to be a deliberate breach of good Ihitli on 
the part of the authorities under whom I act. In a bungling sort of 
way you hav(5 used language which casts an ofl'ensivo aspersion botli 
upon myself and the Governmonlf 1 ropresont. If there had not boon 
aubjoots of veiy grave import to both people referred to in other por- 
tions of your communicatu)!! I would havo treated it with tho silent 
contoiii])!; it deserved and returned it to you witliout comment. For 
the ilr.st time in the ((OiTOS[)ondenco of tho agents of exchange has any 
aucli discourtesy occurred. 1 regret it very imudi. Ilorotolbro I have 
Imd occasion to complain of tho action of your Govoruinont, but it has 
always boon done with docornin. 1 have never written a word person- 
ally olloiisive to tho Federal agent of exchange or insulted his Govorii- 
ment with a (diargo of “deliberate breach of good faith.” It is a 
matter oi very little moinoiit to me what may bo your opinion of “ my 
course,” Tlioro are some people coniieetod witli tliis war who, either 
Iroin igiioraiico or imssion, seem to have no clear ideas on any subject. 

J he oiniiiou of such, even if uttered in tho language of courtesy, is but 
of little avail, but if oxiiressed with Intoniporanco only “exalts their 
folly.” There has been no breach of faith on the part of the Oonfod- 
orato States, “deliberate” or otherwise. You w'oro importuned to 
agree to somol’air imneiplo by which paroles could bo adjusted and 
(!omput(>.d. After patient waiting, aftci' failure on your part' to respond 
ainrniatively or negatively, tho Ooiifedorate Government, through its 
agent of oxchaugo, did what was demanded by courtesy and justiflod 
both by former practice and the provisions of tho cartel. 

I now proceed to notice tlio misstatements of jmur letter. 1 will not 
call them “ deliberate,” although you had the moans of correcting thorn 
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at j'Oiir liamls, Jbr such pliraseolo^y, «!>«» to tho imtnitiitioii of dia- 
courtesy and coarseness, liiida in such comnmuications as tlio present 
only tlie ]}rcccdent of your exainidc. 

First. Your ooinpntation of pai'olos i.s im*orrect on both sides. As 
to your item of l,20S onhsora and Id, 8(55 men, wnbrsnaMl by (lii^ (irst five 
sections of my exc.hango notice, I have no exee|)tioii to nmlu!. Some of 
our Vicksburg- rolLs were lost and I have not the moans of making an 
accurate computation as to them. Vour second item, liowi^vcr, ol' 72 
oiheers and 8,014 nmn, embracing the sixth section of my oxcliange 
notice, is incorrect. In the first place, all tlie <ilUcerN on boili si<l(!H who 
have been delivered at Oity Point are exchanged. 'I’hcy ^\'(n■c specially 
exchanged. Major Mnlfbrd knows that fact. All (Joiiledcrati^ soldiers 
who wen*, delivered at City Point up to May 28, :lH(i;{, iiicliiding said 
date, were declared exchanged by l/ioateiiant-Oolom^] biidlow, while 
the Federal troops were only exchanged up to May (i, IHfi;}, 'I'lus iiiiin- 
her of Coufedorato soldiers redinjoil to ])rjvatc.s <le!ivt'i’(!<l at Oily Point 
from May 23 to July 25 (the date named in my notice) is 5,88 1, instead 
of 8,01,4. The rolls show lilts very clearly. Of the F’edm nl ti’oops on 
parole you say there arc 70 odlcers and ll>,08.'» men. If thesindliccrs 
are those delivered at City Point yoii make an error against yourself. 
They have been exchanged. From the 0t:h of May, bSlid (the time of 
the last exchange of Federal troops), Ix) the 1st of Septmnber, 1803 (tlie 
time named in yonr notice), I have delivered at City Point alone, in 
jiriviites, 18, (MO. All of those are on parole. I have oilier valid juiroles 
in my imssosaion amounting to at least 10,000 more. Allowing, there- 
fore, that your Vicksburg eompiil.a.ti(m Is corroiit, you owe mo upon the 
last notice wliicli you have published more than 7,000, instead of my 
owing you 10,024, as you claim. Many of the 10,000 parolc.s to whiiili 1 
have referred luivo been acknowledged by liieutmiant-Coloiiel Ludlow 
ill his eorrespondence. Bo much as to your comjmtation and your 
exchange notice based upon it. 

Second. You say 1 faihul to aiinonneo to you “the sixth si'ction of 
my exchange notice, us published In the Ivichmoml Fmiuirer of the lOtli 
iustaiit, which (covers 72 olllcers and 8,014 eiiUsted men.” Tliis is not 
so. On the l.st of August last I iiitormed you in writing that 1 had 
declared cxchunged all Oonlederatc .soldiers who Imd been delivered at 
City Point up to July 20, 1803. Wo d(‘.livcl•l(^.s wero imule at (.)ity 
Point between rluly20a.nd .Inly 25, and therefore one iiniiouncement 
was the same as the other. .1. did not inform you of tlie exchange of 
the City Point men in my letter of the l ltli of Boptember bimause 1 
had already notllied you on the 1st of August. 

Third. You say I did not furnish you with any list, or even give tlie 
mimbcr of men, by which you could declare eiiuivaleiit s, nor did I give 
you any timo to jirejiarc your aniiouiiccmciifc. You were I'uniiHlied 
with the lists of all jiaroled men delivered at City Point, niimberiiig, 
up to September .1, 18, (»1() men. Ah to other paroles liehi by me, you 
failed to accept or decline the terms upon which they were to be eom- 
imtod and adjusted and thorcforc it was usidesa to .send them. You 
had, or ought to liave had, duplicates of many of them in your posses- 
sion. If there was any particular capture on jiarole, or any .special 
class of ]iaroled men whom yon wished to declaisi exchanged, you had 
only to aiiiiounco that fact and the lists would be runiislied if I bad 
them and you had not. With what imopricty could 1 send you lists 
which 1 believed to be in accordance with tlie <5arte,l, but wbicli you 
intimated you would decline to acknowledged Moreover, according to 
my interpretation of the cartel, that iustrumont very clearly gives the 
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right to you to Role(5t what Federal olliccrs and inoii slinll bo veliovod 
from thoir i)ai'olo whenever I diHcliargo our ofHcer.s and men i'roiu (hoir 
])ai'olo. I (ihiiin the aaiiie right wljon you declare iiu exchange of your 
paroled men. If I had sent you lists of such of your ol'fleera and men 
as were relieved from their parole by iny declaration of oxeliaiigo, I 
would in on'ec-t have violated tliat provision of the cartel which gives 
the riglit to “oiUih ])arty to relievo from parole such of their own oliieers 
and men as tlie party may choose.” It was entirely unnecessary for 
me to give you tiunniinberof men whom my notice declared exelninged. 
They were all A^icksbiirg taiptiircs or City Point deliveries. You had 
the rolls of both. You had iii your po.ssossion as much information ns 
1 could communicate, even if T. had held the Vicksburg rolls, which I 
did not. I have already proved to you by tlm record that the former 
Federal agent when he dc(5hired excliangcs gave neither lists nor the 
niunber of men. There is, however, a more recent case. S'^oii yourself 
have Just declared a swoeping exchange. A''ou have not furnished mo 
with any lists or ilcsigiiatioii of corps, division, brigade, regiment, or 
company, notwithsUnuling the clamor you have raised about my 
oinisaioii in tiiose particulars. Your objection as to want of time for 
the preparation of your unnouncemoiit is a small one at best. The 
cartel does not make it inc.unibont u|iou me to give you time. Your 
])redec(iasor did not give it to me. The correspondence, however, 
between us before the 32tli of Soptomber was of such a Juiture as 
must have prevented a surprise. 

jrourth. \ did not make any smdi agreement with your prodocossor, 
Tj|(5Utonant-Ooloncl Ludlow, as you state, nor did 1. over make any 
agreement witli any one by whic.h 1 renounced the riglit to claim the 
paroles given at (lettysburg. The lirst onicinl letter whioli I over 
addressed to you was in relation to this very subject. It boars date 
August 1, IHOd, and is m follows:* 

The General Order No. 100 is8ue<l at Washington, which Lioutoimiit- 
Colonel Ludlow communicated to mo on the 23d of May, 1803, in its 
131st paragraph provides tliat “if the Government does not approve of 
the parole the paroled oCIlccr must return into captivity, and slionld 
tlio enemy roluso to receive him lie is IVce of his parole.” In no com- 
muiucation. in no interview with either Lioutcuiant Colonel Ludlow or 
yourself^ wliero the subject was under consideration, did J ever fail to 
demand tliat if your Govormiieiit rejected the paroles the parties sliould 
return into captivity. I hud tlie warrant of your own general order 
for that demand, but pleaded it iu vain. So far from carrying out its 
own general order your (lovcrnmeiit on the 30th of .Inuo hast, wliilo 
the order was in force and before the publication of (Jouoral Orders, No. 
207, convened a court of inquii’y, and required the court to give its 
opinion on the following point, to wit: Wliethor Major Duiuio and Cap- 
tain Michlor, captured and jiarolcd on the 28tli of Juno, 1803, slioiild bo 
placed on duty witliout exchange, or bo required to return to the 
enemy as prisoners of war. The general order required tlie latter, but 
tlie court Ibnnd that tlio Government was free to place those onieors on 
duty witliout exchange. The reason given by the court was not that 
tlio Federal agent and myself had agreed to regard such paroles as 
invalid, but tliat I had been notifled they wouhl not bo recognized. It 
is true that I was informed tliat certain paroles wouhl nob bo consid- 
ered as valid, but I was also notillod at the sumo time, by the same 
hand and through the same iiistrumout, that the “paroled oHlcer” 
must return into captivity if his parole was not approved. In otlier 


Soo 1 ). 1G7, liint conimimicatiuu. 
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words, on tliafcday,Mjiy 23, 1803, Lieutouaut-Ooloucl Ludlow, wifcb little 
or no coniiiicnt, delivered to mo General Orders, No. 100, as tlie rules 
adopted for tlie government of the J?ederal Army. 1 never had any 
intiinatioji tliiit all the provisions of General Orders, No. 100, did i\ot 
Gontinne in force until 1 received on the 8th ot July, 1803, the fol- 
lowing letter from Licntenant-Coloiiel Ludlow:* 

The “ notice” referred toin Liontenant-Oolonel Ludlow’s letter was tlie 
delivery of General Orders, No. 100, with its one hundred and thirty- 
lii'st paragraph. That paragraph was set aside by the provisions of Gon- 
eral Orders, No. 207, which bears date July 3, 1803, three days after the 
snbniission ofthefjuestionofthe])a.i'olesof JluanoandMichler to thocourt 
of inquiry, two days after its (inding, andsovoral day.s after our eaptiiros 
in the Gettysburg campaign. On the 7tli of July, 1803, Lieutenant* 
Colonel Ludlow substantially informs mo that, althongli ho notified mo 
on the 22d of May that paragi'apli 131 of General Order.s, No. 100, was 
to bo oontinued in force, yet, under tho circiunstaneos of the ease, and 
in view of what had taken place in Maryland and J.’eiinsylvania, said 
paragrajih was not to be considered as being in force at any time after 
the 22d of May, and General Orders, No. 207, although it M'as issued 
July 3, 1803, should bo construed as bearing <lato the 22d of May pro* 
ceding. 

It will be observed that Lieutonant-Oolonel Ludlow in his letter 
to me of the 7th of July nowhere says 1 had made any agreement 
with liim, and yet it bear.s the same date as his letter to Colonel Kolton, 
It is appareiitou the face of the paper that he is convoying to mo cer- 
tain information for the first time, and that this information ia the 
“additional i)i'ovi.sions” of General Orders, No. 207, one of which set 
aside paragt aph 131 of General Ordei-s, No. 100. Tlie court of inquiry 
hi its fiiuliiig (.see Army and Navy Olllcial Gazette, July IJ, 1SG3) 
says i was “notilied,” &c. Licutciiant-Oolonel Ludlow in hla letter to 
Colonel liolton say.s it was distinctly “understood” between Mr, 
Ould and himself, &c. You in your letter of the 2dth of {September 
say I niado an “agreement” with your predecessor, fi’lie nollilcution 
first rises to aii understanding, and is then elevated into an agreement. 
What further promotion it will rocoivo remains to bo seen. 

You have charged a deliberate breach of good faith iijioii the ])ai't of 
the Confederate States. Let nio bring to your attention an incident 
connected with this matter of rclcaso from paroles: On March 9, 
18G3, General Schenck, of immortal memory, issued a General Order, 
No. 15, rcriuiring all officers and men who had been captured and 
])arole(l in his department, and particularly in the Shenandoah Valley, 
but who had not been exchanged, to return to duty on jioiialty of 
being considered de.serters. Your general order in force at tliat time — 
No. 49, February 28, 1803— ill section S, xirovided that if the engage- 
ment wliicli a prisoner made was not approved by his Govornniont, he 
was bound to return and surrender himself as a prisoner of war. The 
same General Orders, No. 49, in the same section 8, uses those memora- 
ble words, which I now set up against your present extraordinary 
claims, to wit: “ His own Government cannot at the same time disown 
his engagement and refuse his return as a prisoner.” In spite of those 
honest word.s General Sehenck issued his order, which to this day 
has not been countermanded, in eftect directing not only that siioli 
as were captured and paroled after March 9, 1893, should return to 
duty, but also all who had been captured and paroled under the cir- 
cuinstances named since the beginning of hostilities, on rionaltv of 
being considered deserters. 


Soo p. 90. 
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Al; that vory timo and afterward, oven to as late as Stoiiemaii’s raid, 
tlic tbnnm' af'onl; oi'oxcljaiigo was cliarging' against mo and receiving 
crodi t I'or (iai)tnrca and paroles similar to those repudiated by Sclionolds 
order. 1 1 is due to Lioutonaiit-Golonel Ludlow that I should say that 
when the matter was brought to his attention ho declared that 
Hcli(‘,nek’s action was without proper authority, and that 1 would have 
credit I'or such as reported for duty uudor the order. Still the order was 
not (sonntcrnnindcd, but, on the contrary, has been followed and sus- 
tained by GouGral Orders, No. 207. I have received no returns of such 
as lniv(i rejiortod under Schonck’s order and never will. 

In your letter of the 24th of Beptomber, and others, yon refer, in 
connection with our Getty.sbnrg captures, to “paroles not in accord- 
ance with the cartel.” The phrase llguros not onlyin your coiTospond- 
cnee, but in the ilndings of your (ionrts and in some of your general 
orders. Let me hero in tlio most formal manner assure you that the 
Gonhiderate Govei-nnumt considers the cartel to be binding and impera- 
tive to the fullest extent of any and all of ita])i'ovision8. I have never 
asked you to respo«5tsv parole which is incoimiatont with tliat instru- 
ment. You say the <iettysl)nrg paroles arc iu contravention of the 
earlol, Lot nn*. giv(» yon somoof them — all or nearly all of them belong 
to OIK', or the other class:

HolvoH to i'o]iair to Ulohmond im prlsoiioin of war at tho expiration of twenty days 
from this dato. 


I)o(;s the cartel (contemplate that these officers and men sliould bo 
returned to duty without exchange? It nowhei-e says so upon its face. 
Wlion we were without any cartel all such parolo-s, and in fact all mili- 
tary paroles, w(5re respected. Tlio vory llrst aet of tho agents of 
ex(5liang<i was to adjust mutual accounts as to tho ollicors and men 
who Imd been captured and paroled before the cartel was signed. If 
it had been intended by tho cartel to repudiate such paroles as were 
given at Gettysburg, or upon any battlo-lleld, a provision to that 
efl'oct in distiiuH; terms would have boon ineorjmrated in it. That 
instrument was hitoiided to apply to “all prisoners of war hold by 
either party”— lo such, as wore iu military depots or prisons— to such 
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as had beoii removed from the battle-held or place of captui'O aiul 
reduced into actiisil possession. It left the force and ollect oi military 
paroles and the respect which should be paid to tlioiu to bo 
determined by the usages of civili/-ed nations of modern times. It 
certainly did not purpose to prevent a wounded ol'llcer or man Iroiii 
entering- into a stipulation not to take up arms until exchanged as the 
condition of his release when his life would be at the serious risk ot 
forhiit if he did not make the contract. Nor does it anywhere deny the 
right of any soldier, wounded or not, to hind his Government by his 
military obligation when he is in the hands of the enemy. The hitter 
part of article 7 does not really controvert this view. That clause 
intended to give “the commanders of two opposing armies’’ tlie power 
of declaring an exchange of prisoners, with tlio fiirtlier rigid; of parol- 
, iiig whatever surplus tlicre might bo after the exchange was arranged. 
Witliout sneh clause the two comimuidors would have no I’ight to 
declare an exchange. It was therefore inserted. Until re(!ontly nobody 
over protended that the cartel forbid the giving and receiving of ordi- 
nary military paroles. The uniform practice under the (airtel for nearly 
a year sanctioned them. Whatever, however, may bo the determina- 
tion as to this matter, it is entirely clear that at the time the Gettys- 
burg paroles were given your own iiiiUtary law required that if the 
parole was not approved the party should return to our lines. Many 
of the paroles indicate on their face that the persons giving tliom were 
aware of that fact. I have therefore demanded that if you rojoc-t these 
pai'olos the parties who gave them should bo returned to ns. ^fhe 
question between us is not so much whether you will regard those 
paroles as valid, as whether you will comply with a rule of your own 
iiiaking, and which was advertised to us us being tl»e controlling law 
of the case. 

I know not what yon mean by your roforotKU) on yonr third i)ago to 
article 4 of the cartel. All tlie olllcors and men wliuiu ,l deedared 
ox(!liai!ged were “ actually restored to our lines.” All of the olllcors 
and men whom I rcijnested you to select as e(}ulvnloiits for them in the 
oxchaiigo had boon restored to your lines.” The parties whom .1 have 
declared exchanged have not been “returned to their paroles as 
requested by Lieutcnant-Ooloncl Ludlow.” I do not understand by 
what sort of reading of the exchange notice of the :i2tli of Heptembor 
you make out that only “ two olllcors (Gonorala Gtevonaou and Uowen) ” 
were exchanged. My letters of .Inly 13, Soptombor 1.1, and yeptomber 
2() will inform you of all the Vicksburg in-isoncrs, olllcors and men, 
whom I have declared exchanged. 

Vmir ohjection to the declaration of the ex<}hange of the gemu’al 
oflicers paroled at Vicksburg, because there were no 0 (inivaIeuts of the 
.same grade, is oxplodc<l by the provision of the cartel which (Undares 
“that men and olHcers of lower grades may be exchanged for ollloers 
of a higher grade.” 

1 have thus answered all the items of your letter of the 24th of Sep- 
tember. I regret the cxtrenio length of the reply, t have, however, 
coiillned myself to the niattOT of that letter and to suoli siibjeets as 
were directly connected witli its contents. In a future communication 
I will call to your attention the instances of the violation of the cartel 
by the Federal authorities. Notwithstanding the exi)rossion of their 
sudden regard for that instrument, I will show they have eontinued 
those violations from its date to the present moment. I now inform 
you, in view of the recent declaration of exchange made by you, (jouplod 
with your failure either to agree to or decline the proposition made to 
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you on tlio !24()U of Ang'iisfc last in relation to paroloa, tliut; tlu! Coiiled- 
ci ato autliorities will eonsulor tlioniselvca ciith’oly at liberty to inirsue 
any ooi!r8(3 as to exchange or paroles which they may deem right and 
propor under all tins circuinst-aiicesol'thocase. At th(5 same tiiiio I am 
direct(Ml to expix'SH their entire willingness to adopt any ('air, just, and 
I'uciproeal rule in rtdntion to those subjects without any delay'.

1 have tliG honor to Riiffgest tlio following changes at Camp Oluiso 1)0 
autliorizecl at the earliest i>raetieablo period: First, that a prison hos- 
pital, or rather a hospital prison, for prisoners of war, be erectocl accord- 
ing to the plans submitted. This matter lias been delayed, as we had 
hoped to get Camp Olinso moved ere thi.s. Having failed in this it 
becomes absolutely necessary to increase the liospital accommodations 
largely.

Third, that authority be given to 
erect a chapel and reading-room out of the fund for paroled prisoners, 
which now amounts to about $3,000, also to puroiniKO a small library 
and subscribe for the ditl'ereiit daily papers and poviodieals. Fourth, I 
also desire to call your attention to tlio fact that the commissary 
(lepartinent has taken the ovens in charge and issue bread instead of 
ilour, thus doprivrug the i>08t of its savings by baking, to wlu<5li it ia 
justly entitled. Hoping you will give those jnatters early attention,

Hospital diet and cooking — 
good in hospital for guard; .scorns to bo candosaly attended to for pria- 
oners. Ho.spital he.at and ventilation — well heated by stoves; ventila- 
tion nearly utterly lost sight of. Ho.spital capacity— guard hosxiital 
has proper space for twelve; in-isou for sixty. Humber sick— guard 8, 
prisoners 52. State of medical .supplies and surgical instrnineiits — 
good. State of ho.spital records— very carelessly kejit. State of hospital 
accounts- iirisuii liosintal fund not kept distinct from general prison 
fund; $‘1,81)0 prison i'und on band. State of hospital fund — for guard, 
about $100. Beports — not well kept iii>. IMedical attendance — entirely 
insuilicieiit; but one medical oHicer and he not well posted in military 
duties. H ursiiig— careless. Interments — carelessly made ; cemetery 
one-luilf mile from camp, not fenced in, and disturbed by cattle. 
Diseases prevalent — tyjihoid fever and pneumonia. Diseases /.ymotic — 
smallpox; three cases now on band; patients are properly isolated, but, 
vaccination not strictly attended to. Wounds and operations — opera- 
tions mostly minor; but one amputation has been performed, llocov- 
ci'ies from diseases and wounds — ^i)atients said to recover readily, bub 
this would bo more certain if greater advantages were all'ordod. Mov 
tality from diseases and w'ounds — average 0,2 per cent, for last four 
months.

Lieutenant-Colonel Pierjson informs mo, in answer to the ques 
to liow the prison hospital fund, as well as the articles purchase 
it, is accounted for, that no liospital fund is kept distinct fr< 
general prison fund. The articlc.s purchased are the usual art 
diet for the sick, underclothing, table furniture, straw ibr b( 
lumber for repairs to hospital, lime for whitewashiug and disin 
purposes, stoves, &e. Of the loss perishable articles an aecurj 
i.s kept, that the exact quantity on hand may be always kno) 
accounted for. The police of the whole camp, excepting the ( 
quarters, and to a certain extent the guard barracks and hosj 
most inexcusably neglected. Some of the beds in the prisoue] 
pital are in a horribly lllthy coiulitioiij the bed pans not pi 
attended toj the floors show no evidence of over having been cl( 
All this, witlii the crowded state of the wards {but two being oc( 
the other two requiring repairs), the utter absonoo of ventilatic 
tljo insLiflicient use of di.sinfectants, creates such a vitiated state 
atmosphere as to render the wards unlit for oooiipation. Th( 
clofloiency of liospital underclotliiiig, and this with the bedding 
properly washed. The nurses (prisoners) are not kept up t< 
duties with .sulllicient strictness. The latrines are not properly at 
to, or their location ohauged sufficiently often, and consequoutlj 
illthy condition. Much of the faiiltundoubtedly lies with the pr; 
themselves, but wore deliciencies once supplied and strict dis 
enforced a much bettor condition of things would soon ensue 
facilities for obtaining water for laundry and other purposes 
deficient, one pump being the only present available means. E( 
oles for garbage and other ofl‘a.1 fi'om the cook-houses and ba 
should bo provided. Lime or some more powerfiil disinfecting 
should be used much moro freely. The prisoners’ barracks she 
thoroughly jioliccd every day, instead of once aweek, asluiidersi 
be the case at present. I observed several ohamber utensils 
barracks. These should only bo allowed in the hospital. Inc 
hospital accommodation is needed. Room should bo provided 
least 120 prisoner.s aud 20 troops. At present there is room i 
sixty prisoners, oven were tho wards in repair. The rooms use 
post hospital will aecominodato but twelve. More medical offic 
urgently required at this post. It is utterly impossible for one 
to properly discharge all tho duties required of him. At les 
moro medical officers should bo stationed hero. 

With the above exceptions, the requiromeiits of tho circular 
Oommissary-Gonoral of JMsonors, July 7, 1862, are, so far ns ] 
ascertain, well carried out.

to paroles. You will notice that tlic orders and the cartel are to govern 
our forces. Whenever the cartel condiots witli the orders, they, or 
course, must he set aside. The cartel requires that prisoners ot war 
shall be delivered at certain named placo-s, and if they are not so dcJi v- 
ered the paroles {lannot he valid, hi conscqucnco of the usage wliuih 
had governed hotli parties up to that time, instructions wore subse- 
quently issued that paroles given before tlio 22d of May should bo 
considered valid, though deliveries had not boon made as required by 
the cartel. In order to the putting in force these instructions it was 
not necessary to ask Mr. Quid’s conaoiit. We were only bound to 
notify liim that from that time the cartel w'ould be rigidly adhered to 
by ns and the same eonr.se wonhl bo exacted of the (Jonfederatcantliori- 
ti(?s. If Mr. Ould wishcsparole.s.rccogni}^ed when the parties wore not 
delivered at tlio places named in the cartel, lie does not ask that 
paroles nob iu conformity with the stipulations of the cartel should be 
regarded as valid. , 

You will have no dinieulty in showing that lii.s declaration ol the 
12tli ultimo Avas nob in accordance with the cartel, 'fho rclerence to 
the acts of Colonel faidlow does not .su.stain him, for, according to Mr.

Lieutenant Oolonel Ludlow failed to give rolls and nuhibcrs, it does not 
justify Mr. Ould in anticipating a declaration by you Avitliout fiivnish- 
ingyou Avitli rolls or numbers or giving you time to consult the records 
to make them up for yoiir.sclf. When tho paroling is properly done 
both parties have rolls, and there can be little diniculty in arranging 
an exeluuigo to be simultaneously declared. Mr. Quid states that 
Avlicn the Federal troops were declared exchanged to tlio (ith of May 
tho Confederates Avoro declared exchanged to tho 23d of May inclusive. 
There is nothing in this odiee to show that tho exchanges on both side.s 
Avero not alike. The Confederate prisonors delivered botAvoon tho two 
dates amount to 5,083 privates, and if wo have already received equiva- 
lents for them they should bo deducted from iny former computation. 
Without counting these, tho number covered by Mr. Quid’s doolaration 
of September 12 and tho subsequent explanatory declaration of Sep- 
tember 26 amounts to 39,450, Tho number of i'cderal troops on ])arolo 
to September 1 and declared exchanged amounts to 23,911. Tlieolli- 
cors included are those paroled at Gettysburg and elsoAvhore, not those 
delivered at City l^oint.

Duties in camp — none required of prisoners ; many 
volunteer to work. Tents or lints, pattern aiul (puility — all Ihe bar- 
racks are of one story, the pattern is good, but they are very mucli in 
need of repair. Tents or lints, vontilatloii — utterly insiillicioiit. 'I'oiii.s 
or huts— sullieicuoy, for d, 600 inlaoiiors,if all barracks were lit foi- ocim- 
patioii, utterly iihsiidlicient for xn’csoiit number. Tents or h iits, Infill ing — 
hos])ital and guard baiTack.sAvolUioatcd by stoves; very fewof thopiison 
bari*acks are heated at all. Sinks, con.sti'iictiou — bad; excaviitions 
twenty feet longjsixfeotwido, fourfcotdocp; iiotclosed in. Sinks, con- 
dition and position — center of main xu‘isonor.s’.s(imire and rear of guard 
barracks. Sink.s, managemout — apiiarcntly no managciiiont at all, in 
filthy conditioii. .Uomoval of olfal, &o. — not well attended to ; no reco])- 
taele.s provided. Previous use of camp— first a.s fair grounds by Wtato 
Agricultiual Society, then as doiiot for Federal paroled lalsoners. 
Itations— almnduntand good. Cooking in camp— in hospital goml, for 
guard tolerable, in xH’ison baracks no attention is iiaid to cooking by 
authorities. Portable ovous — two stationary ovens ready I’or use, but not 
used; two others could bo readily rciialrcd for use. Vegetables — plonl y 
for hospitals, iiotatoes only issued to prisoners. Oloanlino.s8 of men — 
guard and sick very good; prisonors generally llltliy; dofioionl; lUeilitles 
for cleanlinc.ss. Oleaiiliuess of clothing — hosjiital very good; laundry 
facilities very dofhlont. Quality of clothing— lioapifcal good. (Quantity 
ofclotliin^— hospital deficient, very deficient for prisoners; some clothing 
sent to prisoners by friends. Blankets and bedding— hospital bc-ddiiig 
is v<;ry deficient; about 1,2U0 prisonors are without blanlcets. Habits 
of men— some Avould bo cleanly if they could, but most are filthy. Con- 
dition of men— bad. Hospital buildings— in southwest corner of camp; 
the chapel is about being fitted up for a ho.spital. Hospital police— in 
hospital, for guard, very good; in prisoners’ hospital not as good a.s it 
ought to bo. Hosjiital di'sciiilino— not us strict as it should lie. Hos- 
pital diet and cooking— good, but cooking arraiigeineiits not carefully 
inspected. Ho.siiital, heat and ventilathm — well heated by stoves; ven- 
tilation utterly lost sight of. Hospital, eaxmeity— very deficient; jiresent 
capacity, for guard, 50 ; prisoners, 120; the chapel will increase this to I <S0. 
Number .sick— guard 50, iirisoners 326. State of medical supplies— 
good. State of surgical iiistnimente— good, but dollcient in quantity. 
State of hosiutal records— in most resxiects well kept. State of Imsjii- 
tal accounts— Avell kept. State of hospital fund— none on hand Ibr pris- 
oners; about $120 for guard hosiiital. Itoiiorfcs— well attended to, excejit 
report of deaths to Comini.ssary-General of Prisoners. Medical atteml- 
aiico— deficient; two more medical oflicera should bodetuiled to tlii.sjiost. 
Nursing— nurses (rebel) not kept under sulficiontly strict disci])Iino, 
Interments— by contract in city cometory. Discuses, prevalent— typhoid 
fever, pneumonia. Diseases, jsymotic — several cases of measles wliicli 
arc not isolated as they should bo. Diseases, prevention of— not sufll- 
cioiit care taken to iireveiit disease. Wounds and ojieratious— none 
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I'occnt; IirtG(Mi cases aini^ntation lowca* oxtveinij;ies entirely I'ccovored; 
opei-iitionH i)ei'(()rnie(l elsewhere, liccoveries from diseases — not very 
ready ; would bo better if ho.spital waa not overcrowded and ventilation 
inor(! ])orl'ect. Mortality from diseases since August, .I86.'i— O.-L ])or eetit. 
Medical onicers — Siivg. A. F, Whelan, li’irst Michigan Sluiri)slio{)ters, 
present since September 1, ISOd; Asst. Siirg. (.1. L. Cornell, First Mich- 
igan Sharpabooters, present siiieo September 1,1803; Asst. Surg. I. 
DrowJi, Sixty-ttfth Illinois Volunteers, present since Fcbruai'y 1, 18(13; 
Dr. F. A.. Emmon.s, present since September 28, 1803, contract made by 
Colonel De Land; Dr. (1. W. Hiukncll, present since October 0, 1803, 
contract made by Colonel De Land. 

Watcr—tlieni are at presei»t but three hydrants provided to aa])))ly 
water for the whole cam;). These arc utterly inadequate, i)ut tlie [loat 
quartermaster informs me that he intend.s to furnish ten additional, 
Avliich I think will sullicc. Drainage — a sewer is being laid, eoininuni- 
eating with the lake; this — a plan of which 1 have been shown by the 
(HUirtermastcr — will v«*.ry much improve the present condition of the 
camp, but still is not sunicient, as it only runs around two sides of (he 
(uimp, leaving the third side (the fourtii side being higher ground does 
]ioL need it),oinvliicli arethoqnarlcrsof the Invalid Corps detachment, 
unprovided for. More are located the three hydrants now in use, ami 
the ground being low the water accumulates In pools. In addition (o 
this a diteh I'UJis along this side of the camp Just inside of the fence 
in which, no proper oulJct being provided, stagtmnt water collects. A 
briinc.h of the sower should ho run down this .sideof the camp ; it might 
readily be done. In many places about l.he prison bai racks (ho grouml 
is very uneven and alVords lodging places for water and rofuao. Police — 
tills important matter is, with one or two oxcopti4m«, inost inexeusfdily 
neglected over the whole camp. The (inartci-s of tlie Invalid Coi’i)S 
detaehmont, luidereoinimiudofLIoutenant-Oolonel Iloyd, and tlie guard 
hospital and its cook house,aro models, deserving the highest coinmcn- 
dalfon. The iirisoiicrs’ hosiiital is iii a very fair condition, but not as 
good as it ougdit (;o be. The rest of the camp is simply iil thy in its con- 
dition. Disoiplino— the above may bo attributed to the very lax state 
of discipline in the camp. 

IbirracUs— (1) Qiiality — all (he prisoners’ harracUs are greatly in 
need of repair; (.boro is not a door and hardly a window among llicm ; 
a- large iiroportion of the hunks are .so mutilated as to be useless; much 
of the. Ilooriiig and siding is removed and the o])en (Iro placos in the 
cook-lionse.s are in a dilapidated condition; the roofs of all idiiiire 
nqnvirs. (2) Ventilation — an attempt at ventilation siicins to liave 
been made when the barracks were built by making two snuill open- 
ings abinit twenty by eight inches in the ridge of each roof; (his is 
utterly iiisuflloient, or will bo so when the barracks ar(i repaired. 
Some approved mode of ventilation should bo adopted, espeiiially in the 
bospil^iils, othei'wiso when cold weather sots in a largo increase in eases 
of x)neuinonia will have to be looked for, (3) Sufdcioncy — even wore 
all the barracks in repair, there is adequate accommodation (or bid; 
'I jfhlO prisoiier.s. Barracks for some 1,500 additional inigh(. be erected 
on the site of those destroyed by the h’edera] paroled iiriaoners. 
(4) Heating — the guard barracks are kept too warm, there being two 
stoves in each, while but very few (I noticed but one or two) of the 
prisoners’ barracks liavo any. Sinks — the quartermaster informs 
me that when the sower is jiomplotcd ho intends having the sinks 
placed over it. This will bo well if a Kufllclent (low of water can bo 
obtained to keep the sower clear. OfThl — proper receptacles 
should be providofl and regularly cleared. Ooolcing — this, as is too 
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oi’toii the Oiisc, hus insiifiloieiit attention paid it by the pi’o])er oHieej'S. 
In the hospital it is well and in the guard barracks lolcrably well 
done, bnt no attention is paid to and few ntensils i>rovided for tlio i)i'is- 
oiiers’ (.'ooking. There are two good ovens in tlic Iralcery, and two that 
could very readily be prepared tor use, and I could learn no good rea- 
son why they are not used. Those should bo capable of baking 5,0(10 
loaves per diem. If tlic flour were baked in camp instead of being 
done by contract a large saving would bo the vesnlt. tfleanliness — 
tliei'O is a great deliciency of hinndry facilities. 'Pho hospital laun- 
dry is a very small building fnriiished with two ‘JO-gailon boilers, 
y'liirtceii 20- gallon boilei\s (originally intended for cooking pnrpos(i.s) ai’O 
provided for the prisoner.^, thus allowing one boiler lor about -lOO in-is- 
oners. Clothing — the eommainling oflleer informs me that a iinantity 
was lately received from the quartcrinaster’s department, but as it Is 
U. S. Army clothing ho dares not use it lest (liojirisoiievs should escm pci. 
This should bo looked to, for many of the prisoners are miserably clad, 
and already suffer much from the cold. 

Hospital— Additional accommodation Hhonld bo at once provided for 
at least COO jiatients. There are now some ICO sick men lying in tlio 
barracks who should bo in hosjiital and nu'-civing attention. 'I'be 
eliaiiel is being prepared as a hospital against the protest of liertiiin 
good ministers of Chicago, who claim that the iirisoiiers’ souls should 
1)0 looked after at the expense of their bodie.s. There is an insnillcieney 
of table furniture both for hospital and b.'irracks. Tlio excuse given 
for tins Is that there is no hospital fund on hand. 

Prison — The place of close <5oiiflnemciit, or ilnngcon, in use is utterly 
unfit for this purpose. It is a “dungeon” indeed; a close room about 
eighteen feet square, lighted by one closely barred window about 
eiglitcou by eight inches, about six foot from the floor, iiiid entered by 
means of a hatcliway in tlio colling about twonty inches square, 'fho 
floor is laid directly on the ground and is constantly dani]). A sink 
oecnpioa one corner, the stenc-h from which is Intolerable. In tlii.s jihuio 
at the time I visited it wore confined twenty-four prisoners, the olfenao 
of all, I believe, being attempts to escape. The ])la(:e miglit do for 
three or four prisoner.s, but for the number now coiillned tlioro it is 
inhuman. At my visit 1 remained but a few seconds and was glad to 
get out, fooling sick and faint. 

ynch articles as are purchased from the prison or hospital fnndvS are 
kept inventoried ready to bo accounted for when nocesHiiry. With tlm 
above exceptions the rcqiiirenieiifs of the circular, Ofllce 'Omnmissary- 
Goiienil of Prisoners, July 7, 1SI12, are, so far as I could ascerinin, well 
carried out.

Sir: Accompanying this coinnmnicatioii you will And the coiiy of a 
letter from Lieutenant-Ooloiiel Alston, of General Morgan’s command. 
Lientonant-Ooloncl Alston is the officer who was delivered at Gity 
Point by the la.st flag-of-truce boat. On the flOth of Septendier last 
you informed mo that “the U. S. authorities liad nothing wliatovor to 
do with the treatment that General Morgan and his command I'oceived 
when imprisoned at Ooliunbus.” In my interview with yon about one 
week ago you informed me that General Morgan and bis offleers wore 
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licld (bi' ot.liers i.lian “the luotiibers of (Joloi)ol Btrci^lii’s (ioiniiiiUHl.” 
You uliowed ino si letter from Genersil Uitchccxilc, iu wliich tliiit fsicjt wsih 
suiiioniKiod. It seems that your siuthoritios hsivhig' been tissiii’cd,eitlier 
li'Oin my repi'eseiitsitioua or from those of your own pco])lelii coniiuo- 
iiioiit at Jvielimoiid, thsit Oolonel Stroiglit siiid hia oiriecrs wore receiving’ 
jiroei.sely tlie asime trcsitmoiit sis that of other prisoners, they hsivo 
adopted some other excuse for the continued conrmeinont of Goneriil 
Morgan sind his ollicei'a in a pouitentisiry. I. siak if this sloes not show 
a detc'rrnination to keep these onicera in a conhiiemoiit intended to bo 
igiiontiniona? When one excuse fails another is set up. 

Your Becrotary of War has himself borne te.slimony to the “ lionor” 
of Lieutenaiit-<>olonel Alston. I tlujrefore call your attention to hia 
eoinmuniciUion, and again aak how can General Morgan’s original 
inoareeration in the Ohio penitentiary, hia continued eontinoineiit 
therein, the indignities received by him and his brother ollicors, and 
your announcement at our last iiitorvlew be explained it “the IT. S. 
authorities luul nothing to do with the treatment General Morgan and 
Ilia command received when imprisoned at Columbus?” Will you also 
inform me whether Uio “U. S. authoritica” intoiul to treat these ol’flcora 
as CeloiiH ill the future? And if imt, whether those authorities will 
allow otliers so to treat tliem?

In compliance with your reiiuost .1 beg leave to submit the following 
atatcincnb: 

On tlie fith day of .July lust Brig. Gen. .lohn It. '^^organ, in command 
of a lbr(;e of Confmlerato cavalry, attacked tluj Federal garrison at 
Lebanon, Ky., which c-oiislsted of the 'J'weutielh liegiment Kentucky 
Inlanlry, about 000 men, and a .section ol' artillery, about forty men, 
all under the eommaud of Lieut. Col. Charles S. ITanson. After a 
severe oiigageimmt of about sovou hours Colonel il'anson surrendered 
th<^ entire force tlmt Inul not been klihul. lie requested General jMor- 
gaii to parole him and his command, to which General Morgan objeeled 
“that his (Colonel Hanson’s) (lovernmont had published a general order 
that no in()i'(! siudi i)arolefl would bo l•ospectod.” Ooloiicl Hanson replied 
that lie was aware of this order, but this was a case which ho believed, 
on lu’oper rei)resentation to higher authority, would b(! jionnitted as an 
e.\(;eption to this order, and at any rate if Gonei’ul Morgan would grant 
tlie parole to liimself and thoofilccr.s and men of his regiment ho would 
pledge his jiersoual honor that ho would not only observe it, but would 
see tliat every othoi* oiio to whom the privilege was extended should 
observe it. If, after making a imqHir Htateiucnt of all the facts to 
higher authority, he should be ordered buidciii sorvico, he would pledge 
himself to report to General Morgan at some point within the Confed- 
erate lines. 

This interview took place iutho iirosonce of several onieers, among 
whom wa.s Caidaiu 'Davis, assistant adjulant-general of Duke’s bri- 
gade, who was an ollleial witness of all that was said, and who imme- 
tliutcly reported it to ino and brought the order I'roni (lencral Morgan 
lor me to jiarolo Colonel Hanson and. his men and oflieora. Acting 
under tlu.‘S(i instructions, I paroled them on the evening of the nth of 
duly, and oif the 8th of July Capt. William Campbell, of our cominnnd, 
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and a .smaii detncluneiifc of liis men, wera oaptiiroil by a ixa'iion of 
very veg'i men b, and woi-o treated on their arrival a(. Niolioliiavillc, with 
the greatest indi^'nity by Oapt. 'Frank K VVohjott, of (/onipaiiy I*', of 
the same I'cgiinent. lie not only abused the men as a pariiol of horse 
thieves and seonndrela, but took their boots and hats from them and 
threw them away in tlicii* presence. Lieutenant-tJoloiiel Hanson also 
canus up a short time afterward and took away from one- of tlx^ i)iirties 
some (irackors and cheese which he had been allowed by the sergeant 
to purcliase. 

In a i'ew days afterward liieutcnant-Oolonol Hanson nois ordered to 
Louisville to do provost duty, relieving; riieutcnant Oolonel Onmtt, of 
the Twenty-Jifth Michigan Volunteer Infantry, who was oiihu ed io tiie 
held. Ho and Ids regiment arc still on duty there. 

On tljo^fith of .Tnly Brigndier-Oejieral Moi-gan and most of his odiceri-i 
wore captured. They were (mrried to Olnctiinati, and fiom ILencf', ho 
ai|(l twenty-eight of his olllecrs wore selected and carrie<l to (Joliimliiis, 
Oliio, where tlioy were shaved and their hair (ud; very close by n. negro 
(ionvict. Tlioy wore then inar<died to the bath room and sca’iilibccl, and 
irom tiioro to their colls, where they wore locked up, 'I'lie Fculeral 
papers jiubliahod with great delight a minute ac(t(niiit of the wliole jn-o- 
ccedmg. Seven days afterward forty-two more of Heneral Morgiin’s 
oiiioora were oonveyod from .lohnsoji’s .Island to tlu^ peniteiitiai’v and 
snojeetod to the siuno in(ligtiitle.s. 

I have seen Ool. I). Howard Smith, one of the oflleers who was 
convoyed there among the second lot, and he told mo Hint .Mr. Morion, 
the warden, apologized for sucli treatment, but lie hail distinctly 
informed General Burnside that ho would rcceivo l liom on no other 
terms, and ho had .sent them. 

I would respectfully (lall to your attontion tlmt there ai'O \i number 
of men ooiillncd at Oainp Ghase and also at .lolimson’s rshiml who repre- 
sent tlieinaelves asofliccr.s of our command who are not ollhau's. In 
the prison where 1 was tliore wore three captains and (wo lieu(;enanl:.s 
who had no commands at the time of their capture, and liave never 
Had so (nr aa my knowledge goes. .T represented thi.s matter lo the 
coiniiuuu ant and mpie-sled him to correct it, but to the (lute, tif iiiv 
leaving i(; had not been done.

On making 
inquiry of the ((uartermaster at Springneld I was iiiformcd that the 
only ho.spital or prison imopeiiy which had been turned over to him 
was 71 bod-sacks, 21 blankets, 58 pairs socks, 00 iiairs cotton drawers, 
and 2(i si oves, nearly all imaiirvicoable. No prison or hosiiital fund 
was ucconnled for to him. The whole camp Is in a lllthy condition, no 
allentlon apjiareutly being iiaid to imllce duty. Attached to the cam]) 
is a ir. H. general hosihlal under charge of Doclor Bturgis. it coiisi.sts 
of two large and very fine bamieks capable of receiving 100 })atiout.s, 
It is not, liowever, available for the use of prisoners.

OiiNERAL: I have tlielionor to acknowledge the receipt of your com- 
nuuiieatioiis of the Uth and JOlh instant rei(ue8tiiig Die use of the 
State iionitoutiary for the safe-keeping of the Federal prisoners ol' war 
in your district and copy of your appliiiation to the llnaiieinl agent of 
tlio institution to tlio .same puriiort. 'L'ho latter I return in accordance 
with your request. My reply to j'our cominiinication of the 27th 
ultimo, containing the same request, was (rau.smitted to you on the IHh 
instant. I therein stated I felt constrained to decline your application, 
by reason of the danger to wlilch such use would expose tlio institution, 
and tliat its vital importance to the Trans-iMi8sis.sippi Dcjiartiueiit 
would not justify its exposure to the risk of dcstruetioii which its usu 
in the maniior contomplateil would inevitably entail. 

Your iiniiortant cominiinication of the 10th but adds strength to my 
Ibrmer views on the subject. The precautions mlopted to pi’cclndo 
communication botwocii so largo a number of prisoners and the con- 
victs, howsoever great, could not succeed, and the danger of a rising 
by both combined would bo imminent, to result in the destruction of the 
])onitontiary upon which the army of the Trans-Mississippi district 
[Department] depends for its supplies of clothing, &c. Jlelloct, general, 
upon the torriblo consc<inenccs its loss would entail, and then say if 
the object sought i.s at all commensurate with the ajipalling risk to us 
at tliis eventful moment. I much doubt if the institution can, without 
detriment to its cdiciency as a manufactory, uceominodato such a large 
iiinnbor. Most stringent rogulaiions would iiccossarily liavo to bo 
adopted to iirovoiit iiitereonrso between the prisoners and cnnvictH, 
which miglit oiigoiulor siekne8.s, and a cousoquont lessoning of the pro- 
ductions of the institution, wliich would be felt in the army at the 
niiproaeh of winter. Were not the pouitentiury a manufactory (tlic 
solo one ibr (jlothing, too, in the Trans-Mississippi Department), as well 
as a place of coiillnemeiit for xirisoncrs, I could entertain no objection 
to your pr{)})Osition. As it is I ciiimot venture to incur the risk, I can- 
not but feel, such use must entail. It is my iniention to bring the 
matter to tlie attention of the Legislature, which luecLs on the 2d 
proximo. Ponnit ino to suggest, general, tliut the ]U'i8onei'S be scat- 
tered and conUned in the various county jails of tlio ytate. iMost of 
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tlio oouiitios liavo sale buildings ol‘ this character and very few prison- 
ers. They Avould i-eqiiire but a small force to guard tlioni'thus distrib- 
ufed, and an appeal to the patriotism of the citi’/eii.s to guard tliein 
would, i fool satisfied, be cheerfully responded to. I trust, general, 
you will duly appreciate the motives by which I am actuated and upon 
reliectioii accpiiesce iji the Justice of my views. I feel the ombarrass- 
inciit of your position in connection witli these prisoners and would 
cheerfully co-operate with you in removing it in the manner i)rn])osGd 
(lid my sense of duty to the State and the interests of the 'J'rans- 
Mis.sissippi Uopartinont admit of it.

Colonel: 1 liavo tho honor to acknowledg:o the reoeipt of your 
jotter of the 12tli instant, in which you state that yon do not feel at 
liberty to cither ask for the Michigan or for more companies here, and 
express I the opinion that there is no danger, f feel it my duty to say 
frankly tliat I think dilVerently. I have had no consultation with my 
ofjiccrs on the subject except Major Seovill, but 1 know that all the 
olhcers hero are of tlie same opinion that I am. The number of pris- 
oners is 2,‘in2. They are a most desperate set of men, with great 
smartness and a conviction that their escape would bo better than a 
victory in any battle, and that their risk would not bo as great. You 
cannot judge of tlioir opinion by that of other men, Those men for a 
chance will lislc as much ns others fora certainty. If they sliould suc- 
ceed in taking our arms they could, with the lumber from fences and 
buildings hero, cross over back of the island where the distance is loss 
than a mile of shallow water, and could march to Canada in two days. 
The whole Canada shore, from the mouth of the river up, is llllcd with 
rebel aympathiy.ers, and they would furnish boats at once for crossing, 
to say nothing of their chances for stealing boats on tliis side and 
lumber for crossing. 

This battalion is ton men short, besides disabled, sick, and absent, 
and no service has so few absent as ours has alway.s. If the prisoners 
should agree on a revolt wo should of course Imvo to roly on sentinels 
/‘or alarm, and the danger is then the small force would liot bo aroused 
HO as to have full advantage of their arms before so largo a force could 
be thrown against them. The prisoners iiavo every facility of scaling 
fences by tlioir bunks in the quarters and tlie .stairs. If one plank of 
the fence could bo got off or broken they could strip off the planks as 
niucli as they wanted. They are getting up rolls and organizations 
inside, much of which we learn, and of course more wo do not. They 
know their strongtli oxacdly, as well as ours. I do not think our force 
sliould bo HO small as to tempt so important a class of prisoner, s to 
make revolts, and that .1 should fail to do my duty if I did not so 
report to you, and I am unwilling to fake the responsibility of not so 
reporting. What the objections are to tlie Michigan coming hero I do 
not know. She is in the harbor at Brie much of the time. Com])auio.s 
ordered Iiero could occupy tents until it was found whether it was’ 
necessary to recruit comjianios iicrmaiiontly, which would depend on 
whether the prisoners remain in such luunbors.

In order to the juittlng In force those instructions it was not neces- 
sary to ask your consent. We \yoro only bound to notify you that ft’oni 
that time tlie cai'tol would be rigidly adhered to by us, and the same 
course would ho exacted of tlio Goiifedcrato authorities. If you wish 
paroles recognized when the psu*tleswerc not delivered at the places 
named in the cartel you “ask that paroles not in conformity witli the 
stipulations of the cartel should be regarded us valid.” 

1 will now ])roceed to show you that your declaration of Soptombor 
12 was nob in accordance with the cartel. Your reference to acts of 
Lieutonant-Oolonel Ludlow does not sustain you, for according to your 
own letter Lieutenant-Colonel L. was declaring an exchange to cover a 
“balance due” on declarations previously inatlo by you.

Colonel : You moiition that you beard that three prisoners attempted 
an escape by sawing olf the pickets, and that if 1 thirjk best, to board 
u]) on the inside. Those men could have sawed a hole tlirongh plank as 
well as what they did. They would have had more diniculty to got in 
the saw, it is true, unless they had an auger. I shall put up more 
lani])a. There must be lamps ciiough so that the sentinels can see, 
however stormy and dark. It wa.s a very stormy and dark niglit. It 
does not do to rely on lieaviiig at all, as tlie noise of the waves over- 
comes every other. The prisoners have exhibited much enterprise of 
late in the attempts to get out. They have trietl digging under ground 
from sinks; also from quarters, eoinmenciug under the buildings. None 
have been siioi easful and I hope none will bo.

There 
are seven cases in the pcst-Uouse. There is much alarm in tlie jirison, 
and cunning men in there are pretending to bo more alarmed than tlmy 
are. It is one way on the part of desperate men to urge on desperate 
attempts. I have directed the doctor to do everything in the way of 
puri(l(!ation ; also to haveovory prisoner vaccinated as soon as possible, 
and to move out (uises as soon as the disease is detected. Of course, 
it is a bad disease in such a crowd.

Disease-s, prevention ot — ^iiow carefully attmidcd to; every man i.s vac- 
cmated on liis entry into the iirison. liecovories from diseases— ready, 
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Gonsideriiig the ^-eiioral (lebilitated coudition of the patients. Mortal- 
ity from diseasea— jiverago for last three iiioiiths, 7 per cent, of the sick : 
about 2.8 per cent, of whole number of prisoners. Tiiia high average is 
owing to tlie prevalence of .smallpox during the moutlis of August and 
September, 1803. 

Medical ol'licer.s — Dr. 11. Willisiins, contract made July 4, 18f)3, by 
Major Hendrickson, former commandant, a thoroughly competent ol’fi- 
cerj J)r. D. it. Marks, contract made September 1, 1863, by Colonel 
Kincaid. Comiuandaiit of post — Ool. G-. W. Kincaid, Thirty-seventh 
Imya Volunteers. Oommand and strength— prisoners of war, O/iO; 
civilians, male, ICO; female, 2; total, 102; Federal prisoners, ICl; total 
prisoners, 1,270. Guard — Thirty-seventh Iowa Volunteers, 704. Police 
of prison — generally very good, is .somewhat neglected about the mess- 
room and quarters of Federal prisoners. The jii’isoii cells are in very 
good eonditioii, e.':eept that the bedding, &.c., is not taken out and aired 
with aulheient frequency, and the ])risoncr.s are allowed to occupy the 
coll during the day. Q.uartcrs— the prison is overcrowded; there is 
only sufiiciont uccoininodation for about 900 ^n'isonora; many of the 
colls are occupied by two men ; the colls arc well ventilated by means 
of shafts opening into the cells, and comimuiicating witli a main shaft 
opening on the outside of tho building; they are well warmed by means 
of stoves In tho corridors. 8u<;h quarters-as were formerly used ns 
workshops are tolerably well ventilated by means ofsido windows, and 
arc warmed by stovo.s and open Ilrcplacos. Cooking— tho Idtclien is 
well arranged and is wcll kopt; tlic food and cooking for tho jirisonors 
is iVotiueiitJy inspected l»y the surgeon in e-liargo. Cleanliness of men 
and clothing is better observed than in the other prisons which 1 have 
visited, but is still not as strj(5tly enforced as it should bo; tho laundry 
facilities are entirely iusnnicient. Clotiiing— sufiiciont and good, 

obtained on reiiuisition from quartormastcr’sdepartment. Prison fund 

over $7,000 now on hand. Articles purchased from this land are reg- 
istered, ready to be accounted for when necessary. In this prison more 
than any other Avlilch I have yet visited, regard seems to bo paid to 
the comfort as well as security of Mio prisoners. Tlie military disci- 
pline maintained is not as strict as it should bo, yet every precaution 
seems to be taken to jireveut escapes. 

The surgeon in charge is skillful and e.\perieiicod in his dutie.s, hav- 
ing served for two years in tlie Army of tho Cumberland. All means 
ill hi.s ])ower are taken to promote the comfort of tho siel?; and lioalth 
ot the well. Disinfectants are thoroughly and Judiciously used. The 
necessity of ventilation is recogni/.cd and well provided for, and the 
result, notwitlistaiuliiig the crowded state of tho prison, is ])laiiily to 
bo seen in the xuire condition of the atmosidiore in the corridors and 
wards and in the improved appearance of tho inmates. 

This xu’ison has lately snllered severely from an oi)idomic of small- 
pox. This, by the eiiorgotic and well-directed ellbrts of tho present 
surgeon in charge, has been thoroiigly arrested. A temporary small- 
pox ho.spital was erected on a small island in tho river opposite tho 
prison, and to it every case of the disease was removed, with the nec- 
essary nurses, disjiensary, cooldng apparatus, &c., and a strict quaran- 
tine establi.slicd. Bvery iiorson in the prison was vaccinated, and this 
is still enforced with each now prisoner on his oiitrunco. The result is 
that there are but live cases of the disease remaining, and they are 
rapidly rocovoring.

l)EAR Sir: This will inform yon that Maj. M. W. Sims, a mninbor 
of General P. 0. Hebert’s staff, of Texas, was captured by tlie )<\Mlitrals 
at Hatohojc on the 13th day of July last on his return to the west side 
of tlio Missiasijipi Itivcr. Ho had boon sent with dispatelies from 
General 10. K. Sinitli b) yourself, which lie deliveiTd to you at .laidvHon, 
Miss., on tlie iitli or Idtii of July last. ITe was taken to Saint Louis, 
Mo., wlioro ho was kept about three weeks, when lie was sent to John- 
son’s Island, in Lake lOrio, whore ho was detained about one month, 
when he was ordered to Vicksburg, Miss., as he suppo.sod, to bo e.x- 
elmiigod, and know not to the contrary until he landed at Vicksburj*' 
and was ordered to Jail, where ho Is iiowconlined as a felon on the 
charge of iuiving ordered the execution of two Federal iirisoners aii tiie 
engagoaiont at Milliken’s Bend. The above information was written 
to General h'eubcn Davis, of Aberdeen, Mis.s., by two different persons, 
Irionds ol Major Sims, one of whom lives in Vicksburg and tlio other 
east o( that iilaco somewhere. General Davis was requested logive 
immediate notice of his condition to General 11. E. Lee or yonrsidf 
(leiioral J)pia Immodjately inclosed one of aal<l letters to Ib'eshhmt 
Davis atitichinoml, Va., and the other to yourself at this place, reciiH'st* 
mg ids and yonr intercession on his behalf. If the case bo such as 
not to admit of retaliation, can yon not at Ic'iaat provide by liag of truce 
sonic means for him to have the benefit of all the evideiieo that ean lie 
produced on oiir side in his favor? You know the course to pursue 
that will be mo.st beneficial to him. By giving this mattiu* your prompt 
and careful attention you will bring upon mo an obligation to y<Mi that 
cannot bo discharged during the rest of my life, and be the ineaiiH per- 
haps ol rescuing from an untimely and shameful death a Oonfederate 
soldier and gontlenmn.

He will no doubt advise you of his 
dccJsion on the ai>plication. It may not, however, be improper for me 
to say that the opinion is entertained that at present the policy of the 
Department is against allowing rebel prisoners ol’ war to take the oath 
of allegianeo .so long as wo have captured soldiers of our own remaining 
in the luinds of the Confederate authorities subject to exchange. Tliey 
are believed t o havethe first claim upon our Government, a claim which 
would seem to b(i ignored to the extent that we deprive ourselve.s of the 
means of meeting it by setting at liberty tliose who, under the cartel, 
constitute the only available moans for oheetiiig oxchango.s. It is true 
that by this process soldiers are withdrawn from rebel rank.s, but tliis is 
not regarded as such a gain to onr cause as Is the ransom of our own 
tried troops from Sontlicrn prisons. There are in addition considera- 
tions of humanity involved wliieh cannot be disregarded.

Colonel: 1 have Just receiveil the report of Surgeon Olai-k, a med- 
ical inspector of prisoners of war, of his inspection of the sanitary con- 
dition of the depot under yonr command, and there are .some things iii 
liis report which require immediate attention. Surgeon Clark reports 
the police of the prisoners’ barrucks and hospital very bad. This is a 
state of things for which there (}an bo no sniliciont excuse. If the 
iiolico cannot be very good there is surely no excuse for its being very 
Imil. Ill such a body of men there should bo fonad onongU with proper 
feelings of limnanity, cleanliness, and industry to take cliargo of a hos- 
pital of sixty patients and keep it In tolerable police. It requires only 
proper energy and judgment on the part of those in charge to insure 
favorable result;H. The poll<;oof the whole camp, excepting the ollkiers’ 
quarters, and to a certain extent the guard barracks and liospital, is 
most inexcusably neglected. Some of the beds in tlio prison liospital ' 
are in a liorribly filthy condition. I do not appreciate the ijeees.sit.y for 
this state of things, knowing that you have a wash-house and the moans 
of paying for the washing. It siiows a very great neglect on the part 
of the surgeon in charge, wliicli the commanding ollicer should not 
have tolerated. It is reported that but two wards arc in use, the otlior 
two requiring repairs. 1 cannot understand wiiy any part of the hos- 
pital slionld bo permitU*d to become so much out of repair as to bo 
unfit for occupancy, except through the same causes which bring about 
the utter neglect of cleanliness. There is a deliciency of hospital mider- 
clolhing, and this, with the bedding, is not properly washed, liecepta- 
cles for garbage and other ofl’al from tlio cook-liousca and barracks 
should bo provided. Lime or some more powerful ilisinfecting agent 
should boused more freely. Tlieprisonors’barracks should bo tliorougbly 
])oliccc1 every day instead of once a week. I observed several chamber 
utensils in the barracks. These should only bo allowed in the hospitals. 
Much of the fault undoubtedly lies with the prisoners themselves, but 
were doliciencies once supidied and strict diacipiiiio enforced a mueh 
bettor condition of things would soon ensue. 
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I make these ({notations to call your attention to tlu', most (ionspic- 
nons (lofleicneies, in tlio expectation that iininediiitc nniiiNnfo.s will b(i 
taken to remedy the pi’oscnt unsatisfactory comlition of yoiii' (anuiiiaiKl. 
You have a /ield odicer to assist you in the executive duties and a sur- 
geon in the imm(idiat(i charge of the sick and the ljospil,jiI, and if tlior(j 
is anything wanting in any branch of the service tlui re«i)oiisibility 
rests on you. Burgeon Olarkrecoinnioiidssotuoarraiigmiiont for a, more 
thorough ventilation of the barracks and hospital, aaid yon are at lib- 
erty to ol'fe<}t this object in any way tliat is primticaibki. lie i’e|)oi’ts 
pic sinks ill a lilthy condition and nearly tilled up. Ha ve new ones dug 
immediately and the old ones tilled up, either liy the labor of iii'isoiiers 
or by hiring laborers to be paid out of the. prison liiiid, as you may 
think advisable. This matter should not have been left to be oi'(l(n'ed 
on the report of a medical inspector, t cannot go into details as to 
wliat steps you should take to put your command in a jiropei' condil ion 
in all its branches. You have the authority in your own hands, and it 
18 left to your discretion and Judgment to use it in siicli way as to 
insure proper results. Surgeon Clark recommends the iiitroducjlion oi’ 
another water pijie and pump, which I approve of, tlie expense to be 
paid out of the piison fund. A medical onicor will be ordensd to tlie 
depot to assist Hoctor VVoodbridgo, from which f antici])at(Miii improved 
condition of the sick and hosintal. If you rcijuiro more room Cor tlie 
sick or the guard, build a kitchen and store-room in rear of tlie iiosiiital, 
and use the rooms so vacated for wards. If all Die wards in the hos- 
pital nr(i put in good condition, and you have not got suliudimt room 
for the sick, appropriate the whole or part of an adjoining building to 
the use or the convalescent cases.

To 
biibitimto your nion to bo always on the alort, require them to parade 
under arms at reveille and tattoo, tbo olTicors being* all present, and lot 
eaeh inari have a particular place where to place his anus, and give him 
siieeial instructioiis what to do in case of alarm, day or night. If a lire 
should break out, your whole coinmaiid, except such as liavo beou 
specially dotailed to subdue the flro, should bo iiiidor arms. To bo 
prepared for any omergeiicy, prepare a tolegriim to the military com- 
maudaut at Detroit, calling' for a stcamor and troops to assist you, and 
leave it at the telegraph olTico or with some person in wlioin you htavo 
(mii/ldonce, to bo forwarded upon the occurreiioc of any oonsidomblo 
signs of a revolt on the part of the prisoners, such as the continuous 
llriiig of guns. Have it so uiidor.stood that there will bo no false alarm.

Colonel: On the arrival of the last dotaclunenfc of prisoners on 
the Kith thoro were among tliem six servants, four colored and two 
white, the latter small boys. Lieutoiiant JJamilton, of the Tenth 
Infantry, U. S. Army, who had charge of the prisoners, said these 
servants were furnished transportation to this post. The o/Ilcers 
(prisoners) assured mo they had been allowed in all the prisons they 
had boon in, and that transportation had , boon furnished. Also that 
it was fully understood and agTced upon by General Banks in tlio sur- 
render at Port Hudson. I inquiicd for any paper on the subject, and 
was sliowii the paper of which the within i.s a copy, viz, Special 
Orders, !No. 240. I tidd them the .servants cj)uld go in; that I Hhould 
issue no ratioiiB for them, and that I would f<»l’^Yar(l a statement of the 
iiiaUer to you for directions. I Ineloso the same herewith. As those 
a(M’vants have been scut along by the pormission of General Banks I 
thought It proper sonio one should pass on the matter of hlglier 
anthoi'ily than myself. Please give ino ancli directions as you think 
proper.

Lioutenaiifc-Oolonol Pierson ; 

Sir: Wo, tlio undersigned ofTieera of the 0. S. Army, now lu'isouors 
of war, respectfully aak that oiir negro servants, four in number, who 
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liavo acconipauied us here, be permitted to ontoi* and rtniniiii in the 
prison with us during’ our coiifiueinont. We would base onr apj)lica- 
tioii upon one of the articles of capitiilafcioti imder which the garrison 
of Port Hiidsou was surrendered. The article is in aubatance as fol- 
lows (we have no copy with ns) : That servants belonging to oriieors of 
tlio coininand be permitted either to go to their rc8])0(5tivo homes or 
aceoiniiany their owners, at their own choice. Under this atipnlation 
many servants in the command went homo in charge of horses and 
other private property, passjmrts being given for the purpose by the 
provost inai'shal. The servants of the uiid(5r.signod, desiring to jmeom- 
puny us, were given paasiiorts and transportation in the steanuu's with 
us to Jlew Orleans. They were admitted into the prisons with us and 
allowed to remain during our three months’ (Muiiinement there. When 
ordered to N’ew York, fearing some didiculty in retaining onr servants, 
ap]i]i(!atioii was madp to Major-General ilanks for a HjU!(!ia.l order 
which would avoid all dilbeulty in liis department and at the same 
time answer as the best recommendation we could liave for tlieir admis- 
sion into prisons beyond the control of Major-General Ihinks. The 
special order was promptly giveti, a copy of whic-h is imdosocl with this 
communication. Under this order those servants actcompanied us to 
New York, tlience to Governor’s Island, and from there to this point. 
Wo now earnestly ask that they bo allowed to remain in this i)riHon 
with us for the reasons stated above. Purthormoro, they are oxeeod- 
ingly anxious to remain, their wishes having been (ionsulted upon each 
removal. Iluinanity, independent of the above eonsidorationa, would 
iovbid our quietly ])C‘rtnitting tlicae faithful .servants to bo turnod loose 
during a winter in this latitude, without moans or Iriends.

No such list a.s Mr. Welles refers to'has 
ever been presented to me by the federal agent of exchange. 
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Tlie latter Honteiico of Mr. Welles’ letter contains a miiligiiaiit fnlae- 
hood. The i^avy Department at Washingtoiij never liaving made any 
l)roposition “ to effect exchanges,” it cannot bo truthfully said tliat the 
authorities at llichinond have declined to re.spond. In point of fact, 
Coniinandor Webb and his brother olTicer.s arc detained be(!aiiseit is 
Mi<! evident determination of the authorities at Washington to keep 
our oflieers, army and navy, in captivity. So far from Mr. Welles 
liaving shown any disposition to further cxcliangca, he has more tlmn 
oiiee caused parties to be arrested and confined who had been released 
by the orders of the Federal War Department, in consequeiiee of a 
specidc arrangement of exchange made between the Ifoderal agent and 
myself. 

I see no good reason for making a distinction between navy and 
army oflieers. I would therefore much prefer a general exchange of all 
oHicers. To that end several weeks ago 1 submitted a formal propo- 
sition to the Federal agent, to which ho has not responded, and jii oba- 
bly novoj’ will. Yet so anxious am I to procure tlie release of our 
officers that, though opposed to s]>ccial exchanges for many good 
reasons, I will agree to the pr(»position which Mr. Welles says has been 
proiioscd by him whenever it Is presented to mo, if it inchiiles all of 
our navy onicers hold in confinement.

Sill: I have the honor to inclose herewith for your perusal three 
letters from Acting Mastci’ John Dillingham, U. S. Navy, late command- 
ing officer of the U. 5. S. Morning fjlght, which vessel, witli the U. S. 
scliooner Velocity, was captured at Saliino Pass on the 21 st of January 
last. The ofiicors and crews of these vessels Imve been in conllnement 
since that date, and, it appears from the letters of Acting Master Dil- 
lingham, have suffered much from sickness and other cauKOs. It is to 
Ixi liopwl tliat they will he soon released and restored to the service 


and their families. 

In addition to those cases, the detention of a part of the officers and 
a poi'tiou of the crew of the U. S. S. Harriet Lane is a subject that 
deserves especial attention. The Harriet Lane was captured Jamiary 
1, 1S03, and some of her ofiicors and men were paroled and sent home 
shortly aftorward. The remainder have been detained and iini)ri8oned, 
iiotwitlistanding this Dei)ai’tment was informed by Oolonol Ludlow on 
the 3()tli of May last that all the ofTloers and men of the Harriot Liino 
had boon declared duly exchanged. The detention of those persons 
lias been several times brought to the notice of the oomniissionevs lor 
tlie exchange of prisoners, and they doubtless gave the subject their 
attention. Hut the desired object has nob boon attained, and jmmipt 
and more potent measures seem to bo reejuirod.

General; 1 Imve the honor to acknowledge tlie receipt of your 
letter of tlie iStli instant, inclosing copies of several commiuiicatimis 
received from Mr. Onld,and retpiesting any sugge.stions 1 may tliink 
proper to make in the promises. Mr. Ould is so utterly roclfless of 
integrity and fairness and so full of nnc.sRo in his declarations, and in 
the I’oiindjitions wliiidi ho idaims for them, that I do not see how it is 
possible to continue longer your odbrts to carry out the cartel with 
liim, or any engagements lie may enter into. In the llrst place, without 
available previous notice, ho makes a sweeping dochiration of tlio 
exchange of ma.sses of men without giving you any intimation of who 
or how many are covered by it, leaviiig yiiii to useortaiii this by such 
means as are within your reach, and when you have made up the mnn- 
ber from the record and announced a doolaration to meet his, inviting 
at the same time the iirodiictloii on his |>art of any reliable evidence to 
show if there bo error, he, with unblushing assurance, and without a 
line of record to sustain liiin, asserts that your figures are not correct, 
and then, under pretenso of following your example, he aggravates the 
wrong by doidaring still another exchange, again giving neither numbers 
nor persons. He goes so far even as to aclcnowledge that in his llrsf; 
declaration he did not know how many men it embraced, as ho hud no 
rolls, and it is folly or worse to attempt to negotiate v'ith a man whoso 
principles are so (loxiblo that his rule of action i.s in no way Inlluenced 
by a sense of honesty or honor.

Report of the impection of the Qratiot and Myrtle Slroet Prisons and 
Hospital at Saint Zouis, Mo., October 18, 18(S3, by A. AL ClarJc, surgeon 
and acting medical inspector of prisoner's of war. 

Surgeon in charge— Aetg. Asst. Surg. G, H. Hood, U. S. Army. 
Location of hospital— corner of Eighth and Gratiot streets. Vicinage-- 
city. Drainage— tolerably good, intoeitysewer. Buildings— three large 
buildings, formerly used as a medical college, and four smaller, forinerJy 
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dwellings. Wards— two large wai’ds in college buildings and twelve 
small rooms in dwelling honses. Capacity — full capacity for 200 patients. 
Patients, iminber of— rebel soldiers, 156; civilians, 10; total 106. 
Patients, condition of — generally good. Patients, return to prison of — 
not returned till lully recovered. Ventilation — in large wards good: in 
small wards poor. Warming — well warmed by stoves. Lighting — lamps. 
Lavatories and baths — sunieient and in very good order. Water siip- 
jdy — sullicieut, :lrom river, by city works. Sewerage — siifiicicnt,int:o city 
sewer. Water-closets — sullicient in number and in tolerably good con- 
dition, but not emptied sulllciontly often, nor siimciently disinfected. 
Excreta, removal of— by night carts, ii.snally once a month. Furniture 
and utensils — obtained on requisition from the medical ])iirvcyor 5 sufli- 
cieiit and in very good order. Bedding — siiniciciit and clean. Kitch- 
ens— two, in exeellent order, one under charge of two Sisters of Charity 
for prepai'ation of delicacies. JCitchen utensils — sullicient and in very 
good order. Cooks — prisoners, dutie.s well porfonnod. Cooking and 
serving— daily inspected by surgeon in charge. Diet, quality of— good. 
Diet, variety of— sufiiciently varied; nicans of supply, from eoinmisRary 
.and purchase from hospital fund. Diet tables— [J. S. general hospital 
diet tables. Store-room — ^in goo<l order. Dispensary — instruments and 
niodieiUGS, in very good order; compounding and dispouaing, well 
porforincd by a contract nurse acting as liospibU steward. Hospital 
stores and comforts— sunieient and in good order. Hospital records— 
well kept. Hospital riind-$7r> on hand Sei)tomborS0, 1863. Hospital 
clothing— auniciciit, obtained from inedmal purveyor. Reports— well 
kept up. Keturns— such property as is not accounted for to medical 
department is Icept invoiced ready to he accounted for. Laundresses 
and laundry — washing done at steam laundry and paid for from hos- 
l)ltal fund. Repair — none needed except arrangements for ventilation, 
Medical attondauco— three medical ofllcors, snlliciont. Chaplain— one 
chaplain oiUdatca hero and at Jiontoii Barracks. Discipline and police- 
discipline lax; police very good, especially in large wards. Nurses, 
men— two contratit iuir.so8, the rest prisoners. Nurses, women- two 
Sisters of Charity. Operating and post-mortem rooms— none pro- 
vided. Doad-liouses— ill good order. Interments- by contract with 
Government undertaker. Diseases prevalent — miasiiuitio, i)nlmonic, 
dlm'rhoa. Diseases zymotic--no smallpox lately. Wounds and oper- 
ations — wounded seldom received hero. Recoveries from discaso.s — said 
to be ready. Mortality from diseases and wounds— averaged per cent, 
of the sick. The surgeon in charge coiisidors that .several deatlis wore 
caused the last of last moiitji and the first of this by the delay of tlie 
keeper in putting up the stoves. 

Medical onicers— Actg. As-st. Snrg. George H. Hood (a good officer, 
his duties are thoroughly porformod); Actg. Asst. Surg. George W. 
Dudley, Actg. Asst. Burg. James M. Youngblood. This hoBi)ital also 
receives the jiationts from the Myrtle Street prison, which has no lios- 
])ital attached. The two prisons are in a fair state of police, especially 
the Gratiot Street prison. 

The cooking arrangements are sufficient and kept iii good order, and 
the food appears to ho properly inspected. The water-closets are kept 
in fiiir condition, tliough sufficient use is not made of disinfectants. 
Ill the Myrtle Street prison the Avater-closots are drained into the city 
sower. There are at present in the two prisons 902 jirisoners, divided 
as follows: Myrtle Street, Federal ofificei’S, d; Federal soldiers, 82; 
rebel soldiers, 5; civilians, 33; total, 12d. Gratiot Street, Federal sol- 
diers, 10; rebel soldiers, 66d; civilians, 17d; total, 838. Total Federal 
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officers, 4; total Federal soldiers, 02; total rebel soldiers, 650; total 
civilians, 1^07 ; aggregate, 962. The Myrtle Street prison has accoinino- 
(lation for about 100 pilsoners, but an addition is being built whioli will 
increase tliis to about 160. The Gratiot Street prison will accommodate 
about 000. Ill the lower room of the central buihUiig of this prison, and 
containing some 50 prisoners, no bunks are provided for the use oi the 
prisoners, who are thus obliged to spread their bedding on the stone 
Moor, whicli isfreriuently damp, thus tending to produce disease. Abun- 
dant bathing and washing facilities are provided at tliis prison, and the 
])riaouers look well and <;lean, in contrast to those eouttiied in the Myrtle 
Street prison, wlicre these fa<ulitics are extremely limited, the rooms 
small, not ventilated, and overcrowded, while the jiriaon itself is located 
in the lieart of tlie city, lower than the siirromiding buildings, and alto- 
getlier unsuited for the purpose for wUicli it is used. The reports of 
these two prisons are combined, as they are but branches of the same 
prison, and under command of the same officer, Oapt. 0. 0. Byrne, 
First iiisaoiiri Yoluntcers. The keeper of tlio Myrtle Street prison is 
very much loss qualified for his post than is the Iteepor of the Gratiot 
Street prison. All inqiovishable articles purchased from the prison or* 
hospital funds are kept invoiced, ready to bo accounted for. Tn other 
respects the requirements of the circular appear to bo well carried out.

Designation of camp — Benton Barracks. Oominander of camp — Go). 
B. L. F. Bonneville, U. S. Army. Command and strength — guard, 
Eleventh Missouri Cavalry, 40 men; Federal paroled priaoneis, 66. 
Location of camp — four miles and a half northwest of Saint r>ouis, Mo. 
Time occupied— about two years. Water, source and siqiply— iibnii- 
dant, from river by city water- works. Water, quality and ellbcts— good.

Cooking in etimp 
and inspection of food — well provided for and inspected by comniamling 
ollioer. Portable ovens— bread baked in camp by contractor, (piaiity 
good. Vegetables — snilicient supply. 01oanliuea.s of men and cloth- 
ing — no judgment to be formed, as the few men present had but just 
arrived and were engageil in policing their <iuarters. Blankets and 
beddiug — abundant for hospital purposes. Comlition of men in Itos- 
pital — could not be hotter; everything about the hospital is clean and 
sweet. Hospital buildii)g.s — one bariw^k divided into two wards, with 
the necessary outbuildings. Ilo-spital polhic — unexceptionable in every 
pavtieuhiv. Hos]>ital discipline — evidently strict. Ijos])ital diet and 
cooking — very well provided Cor and inspected; U. S. general liosi)ital 
diet table. Heat and ventilation— well heated by stoves; ventilation 
side and roof, nearly perfect, l lo.spital (aipacity — 100 patients, Nuin- 
. ber sick— '13, chielly belongijig to lOUsventh Missouri Cavalry. State 
of medical supplies, .surgical instriunonts, atul records— good, and very 
well kept by an old U. S. Army liospital steward. State of hospital 
fund — none on hand, as the post hospital has hut recently been sepa- 
rated from the U. S. Aiany general hospital. Mctlical attendance— two 
niciliotil ollicers. Nursing— well pcrlbrmcd by conviiles(!onts. Inter- 
numts— byGrovenunent undertaker. Diseases prevalent— malarial, pul- 
monie. Diseases, prevention of— the hospital Is badly located, but every 
advantage that a thorough state of police oilers is seized, liecovorios 
from diseases- cotnparatively slow from bad location of hospital. Med- 
ical ofdcers— Surg.

This camj/ id in ndmirnhle comlition iu every rospeot except as 
regards the sinks and location of the hospital. The sinks are altogether 
too large and are not drained. The hospital is located at tluMvostern 
extremity of the camp and on its lowest ground. The drains here come 
very near tlie surface, and the ground, which is nutiivally marshy mid 
dp(5liiie8 from every direction toward the hospital, is, conseiiueiitly, 
very imperfectly drained. In fact, I am informed tliat in eoiitinaons 
wet weather the hospital forms au island in the midst of a pond. The 
surgeon in cliarge states that very Cow patients escape the malarious 
inlluonce after remaining for a few days in the lio.spilal. Increased 
hospital accommodation is also needed. Until the latter part of Sep- 
tember the post hospital was inehulcd in the U. S. Army general hos- 
])ilal, situated adjacent to the camp and under the charge of the present 
' surgeon in eluirge of the post. When it was separated the surgeon in 
cliarge in turning over the hospital property to his relieving oflicer 
retained such portion of it as was needed for the post hospital. All 
property in the hospital not accounted for to the medical department 
and all imperishable property purchased from the camp I'uiul is Icept 
invoiced ready lo be accounted for. Tile camp fund on hand Septem- 
ber 30 was $1,900.3(1. From it are purchased table rurniture, policing 
furniture, blanks printed, and extra-duty men paid. There have been 
no prisoners at this camp since the last of September, until October 
19, wbeii sixty-three were received from Aiiiiapolia, iMd. The highest 
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credit is duo the cominanding oflhjor and the siirj;eoii in cliargo for I, lie 
admirable manner in wliicli tliis camp and hospital arc kept.

I bog pormission to lay before you the inclosed tolograidiie diapatidi 
received by ino tiiis morning in relation to the ease of Doctor Wright, 
wlio is under order to siin'or execution to-morrow morning. 

To proceed with the o.xccution under such doubt as to the fairness 
and impartiality of hi.s trial a.s is now thrown iiimn it would destroy 
the moral oll'eot of the i)rocoeding and would bo prodiuRivo rather of 
synipatliy Ibr the accused thau horror at tlie criminality with which lie 
stands oliarged. 

I received, after the court was organized ami before the introduotion 
of any evidouco as to tho (|uestion of guilt or innocence, inforniatlon 
that a state of facts existed such as indicated in tho dispatch, and 
which precluded tlie clmncos of an impartial trial, but was restrained 
by a pledge of secrecy and eoiindonco from makijjg any use of the 
information communicated to me. 

Now, however, I entertain tho belief that proof can bo exhibited to 
establish the fa<!t that the trial was not before such a tribunal as could 
bo safely intrualod with the Ubortic.s and lives of the people.

From the various reports and jiapcr.s furnlslnnl the War l)e])ar(:iiioiit 
by Brij^'adior-Generul Martliulale, military ft-ovornor of the Distrii-li of 
Columbia, who lias evidently invc8tiji:fM:c(l the subject witli care, tlie 
ejiuses of the eonilneffiont of llardeustlc and the tacts of his doatli iiro 
found to bo as foliow.s: 

IiI{U’(I(!astle was iilaced in conliiiomont in the Carroll (or Old Onpitol) 
prison on 17th of April last. He had arrived at Port Conway, below 
i'aliiiouth, with a Hnp of truce from the rebel army, liavin^’ (lorno from 
llichniond under a pas.s from Oeneral Winder, indorscnl by Oenerfil liCe. 
On Ills arrival within our linos he was forwarded iti arri'st by (lenenil 
1 atrick, provost-iuarslnil-i^oiicral of the Army of the I'otomae, to the 
provost marshal at Washington, with the papers fonnd upon hlsiiersoii 
describing Iimi as a llritish snbjcet and with a eommnnieation from 
(ioiieral 1 atrick, calling attention to an ajiparent want of genuineness 
111 these papers, tending to (liac,rcdlt tlieir bona lide character. It is

It has aeeordiiigly been eustomnry with this dovenmient (o rennire 
this deloaition and examination as a precaution, in the majority of cases 
absolutely necos.sary to be tjiken, against l.hodo.signH of tliose (dasst's of 
per.son.s who, by the laws and ciiatoms of war, sliould iiroperly be 
excluded from the privilege of penetrating within our territory. That 
tlio enlorctmient of this rule should sometimes subject noiitral.s to tmn- 

inevitable but it lias been tli<^ purpose 
01 tins Covernment lo riMiuire this detention in those cases only whete 
the eoiidiuit, the busines.s, or the emleiitlals of (ho party arc m’lt (bund 
to turiiisli a sulhciont guarantee that his object in seeking to enter our 
Jnies is such as may properly bo had in view hy a citiiuin of a neutral 
power. In the case of Hardcastle, the facts brought to light upon his 
examination (which was pending at tho time of Ids death), and snbsc- 
(jiiontly, were .such, it is believed, us to fully justify Ids arrtbst and 
dcfention, as well as the suspicion in regard lo Ids actual character and 
antecedents wliuili apiiear to have arisen at the tinu^ ol' Ids arrest. It 
is shown that ho had resided for eight years in tho United Htatos, 
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eight months of which poi'iod lisul been pas-sed by him in t he Southern 
States; that his sympathies were with thorobcla; that, willimit antlior- 
ity from tlie United States Goveniinenttopassbeyondoiir lines he Imd 
siuicpedcd in so doing, and had proceeded to Itlehiiunid, 01iarlest(jii, and 
Savanmili; that, Ids prolcssioii being that of a pyrottudiiii.st, In* liad 
visited (Jliarlestoii in this ciipaeity, and had aetually rendered .services 
as such in the constrnetion of torpedoes for the deteii.se of the liarhor 
of the city. Jlostof these facts were made known by the prisoiitu’ him- 
self in Ht.atemeiits made by him to Mr. Wood, the .snpiu’intendont. of the 
] iriaun. Put it is to he observed that thesestatcinenta were made freely 
and voluntarily and in a boastful maniiei‘,es|K!e.ially when the defenses 
were alluded to, the prisoner frequently vaunting their magiiitiulo niid 
impregnable charaoter. 

In view of these anteoedonts of hi.s and especially of the services 
ropreaented by him to have boon rendered tlic oiioiuy in the }n’e])iii'a- 
tion of engines of war, it is submitted that the arrest and (jonliiiemcnt 
of I tardcaatlo were fully warranted and that his liberty as a Uritish 
subject was not interfered witli without (auise or in breach of that g('od 
faith which should prevail between this Govcriinient and that of a 
neutral iiowei’. l.s not hi.s case indeed more truly reiirescntcd when it 
is said tliat his nets in secretly nnikiag his way a<!ros.s our lines, with- 
out any passjmrt whatever, in defiance of the authority of the United 
States, and in subsequently giving importanf. al<l and comfort to the 
reholliou, after having oiijoycd the protection of our laivs during a rosi- 
douce of more than seven ye-ars, were such as to obllg(i our (lovoi’ii- 
inoiit, if not to iiuprison him as an o.neiiiy,at least to coniine his p(M'SOii 
till the iiio.st .satisfactory guaranteeKwere tendered as to hi.s strict neu- 
trality in tlio future? It can be hold in nowise a violation of the (lag 
of triujo, which had procured .safe conduct behind tlie rebel lines, that 
ho was received ITom It anbjeeb to the regulatioiiH of mililary ])olioe 
which Imd been adopted in our arniie.s. May lie not himKOlf rather bo 
(IcLMned to have abu.sed the privilege of the Hag, in availing liiiusolfof 
the opiKii'tiinity which it adorded him of reaeliiiig our linos, when, if 
his dmracler and antece<leiifs hud been known, he would usaurodlynot 
have been received luider it at all? 

From the reports submitted in relation to the aliooting of Hardcnstle, 
tbo eh'cnmstancca of his dentil are foniid to be these: The prison in 
which he was confined fronted directly upon a nuilii street of Washing- 
ton, and was thus so .situated that coiiimniucation between pviaoners 
and persons outside could have heen reiMlIly indulged in, if no precau- 
tions had been taken to xirevent it. That, the parties in confitioinent 
should be debarred, not only from aiudi eonimuuioationa, hut from Iho 
view of persons passing on the street, would aiipoar to be most desir- 
able in a city like Washington, sltiuUed near the enemy’s linos, con- 
.staiitly menaced by his forces and frequented by i)urti<*s in secret 
sympathy with the rebellion or engaged in enterprise.s prohibited by 
the laws of war. Such parties would naturally seek to comiminicalo if 
])os8iblo with their friends in confiiiemont for the pur]>ose of advising 
witlioras-sistingthein or in procuring their escape. It appears that, to 
facilitateauch intercourse, tliobarsof the, windows have in several cases 
been cut flirongli, and it was to ju’evont this communication as ellectu- 
ally as possible that screens wore erected outside tlio windows, rising 
to a height of four feet above the sills and projecting about eighteen 
inches beyond them toward the street. The prisoners were forbidden 
to look or extend their bodies over and outsklo these s(‘.r(*eas, and the 
guards on duty at the prisons were iustructod to warn prisomu's making 
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tlieiv appearance abovB the screens to withdraw at once, and if they 
persisted in disregarding this warning, to fire upon them.

It was agreed that private property would be protected and that the 
sido arms of the officers (so far as I was concerned) would also until 
their arrival at Richmond. Colonel Streight is correot in his statement 
in regard to tlie money in his possession. 

My quartermaster purchased the horses of the surgeons and iiaid for 
them in Confederate inouoy, and at the time that I made the oxchaugo 
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with Colonel Stroight was of the impression that the money was the 
l)roi)ei'ty of the surgeons. I exchanged about $800 with Colonel 
Stroight, giving him U. S. greenback notes, mostly in $1 and $2 bills. 

Colonel Streight\s eoininand had done but little daniago to property, 
having destroyed only one furnace and one stable. Many of tliorosi- 
doiieoa l)y the roadside had been inllagcd before 1 began to press them, 
when they began to east aside such articles as they hail taken. There 
was (]nito a number of negroes with the command when I llr.st overtook 
Stroight. Mo.st of them escaped and returned to their masters. 1 
found none of the negroes in arms. Indeed, very few (not exocediiig 
liftoon) were with Colonel JStroight’s command at the time of the sur- 
render. 

Your letter would have been answered, but owing [to] my absence 
did not receive it until last evening.

Before conviction be was noibhor 
closely confined nor ironed. His father had access to liiin both befbro 
and after lila trial. The President, in inoroy, commuted the sontoiico 
to imprisonment. For that linprisomncnt your authorities have soon 
lit to put in irons and close confinement an oHicer captured in open 
wai'iaro, and against whom no personal charges have boon preferred. 
1 am very sure this statement is in entire conformity with the facts

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Will you release our citizens whom you hold confined in your prisons 
against whom there are no charges? 'I’heve is no disposition on the 
liart of the U. S. authorities to harass or annoy citizens. In all cases 
heretofore, so far as I know, whenever Southern citizens have been 
arrested, it has been for special reasons, marking the individuals as 
separated from the mass of a community. I know of no citizen of the 
South who is held by the U, S. authorities merely because he belongs 
to the South. If you Imow of any such, name them and they shall be 
sent homo. Some time since the TJ. S. authorities arrested two citizens 
in Virginia for special cause. The Richmond authorities arrested two 
supposed Union men to answer for those mentioned above, without any 
charges against them. Why are not those men released? Within 
twenty- four hours after any given time the U. S. autliorities can arrest 
double or treble the number of citizens of the South that you hold of 
citizens of the Horth; and though they have hitherto refrained from 
the ai'restof citizens, as such, the. detention of citizens in the Richmond 
prisons, or elsewhere in the South, as Union men, may necessitate a 
recourse to similar proceedings on tlio iiartof the authorities of the 
United States. 

Should the iiiiliotiou of such misery on the citizens of the South bo 
inaugurated, on tUoir own authorities will rest the onus.

Oolonee: I have just received the report of Snrg. A. M. Clark, a 
medical Inspector of prisoners of war, to parts of which I must call your 
attention: 

Police of oftiup very inuoU neglootod, oxcopt hi burrnoks of'liivalid Corps. Diaoi- 
pllno ill ofimp vory bad) sitika bndly oottatriiotod and in lUthy condition; roinoval 
of oil'al notAYoll attondod bo, no rocoxibaolos providod; mo attention paid to cooking 
in pi'lsoiiors’ barracks by luithoritioa; clothing in liospital for prisonors very doll- 
ciont; hospital bedding is vory dofieioiit; police of prisoo liospital not as good as it 
should bo; cooking arrangomonts not carofnlly inepoutod; discipline of hospital not 
good; all tho prisouors’ barimdcs swo greatly in need of repairs. There is not a door 
and hardly a window among thorn. A largo jiroxiortioii of the bunks aro so mutilated 
as to bo nsoloss. Much of tuo flooring niidsiding is romovod and tho opon ilroplaccs 
aro In a dilapidated condition. Tho roofs of all roqniro repairs. 

All those clofioiouoies must bo remedied at once, and when it is attended 
with any expense it will be paid out of the prison fuhd. Tho cooking 
must hereafter bo done in Parmer boilers, the forty-gallon size being tho 
most convenient perhaps. These must bo introduced at once and there 
must be ho more cooking in opon ilreploccs nor in camp-kettles. Put 
tho ovens in good repair and bake the bread for tho command. Baking 
by contract must be discontinued. Erect a suitable laundry and pro- 
vide a siiihciont number of boilers. Surgeon Clark reports that you 
do not issne tho clothing furnished by tho quartermaster’s dopartmont 
because it will facilitate escapes. Out .the skirts of the coats short and 
cut off; tho trimmings and. most of the buttons, which will suificiently 
distinguish them iVom Federal soldiers. Erect two additional hospital 
buildings, each 100 feet long, with ilve windows and a door on each

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side and a door at. eaoli end, to bo paid for out of the i)risoii fund. Tlio 
lioppital allairs must bo very badly maiuiged if the hospital fund is not 
siitlioient to purchase all the furniture of all kinds that is required for 
the hospital. You will reejuiro the surgeon in chsirgo to make an imine- 
(bate report of tlie average number of sick for the month of September, 
the amount of rations due the hospital, the amount drawn, the savings 
in l atioiis aud money, the articles purcliased, and the fund remaining 
on hand. This report juust bo forwarded within five days after tlie 
receipt of this letter and a like report will be made at the end of this 
month. At tlie end of this month you will report what has been done 
to carry ont the instructions contained in this letter on the several 
points above mentioned, taking them in the order mentioned.

Colonel : Y'our several letters of thol7t.h, 18th, and lOtli are roiscived. 
If the smallpox should prevail to an extent to make it necessary you 
will extend Clio smallpox hosintal as much as may bo necessary to 
accommodate the patients aud defray the cost from the prison Ihiul. 
The pretended alarm of some of the prlsoner.s is matter of little conso 
qnence. in uiy letter of the IDth instant 1 omitted to mention tlmt 
Surgeon Clark reported your grave yard much neglected, without fence, 
aud the graves too shallow. Lot it bo corrected at once. Put np a 
suitable fence and have the graves dug sulhciontly deep. The value of 
Medical Inspector Humphreys’ opinion is shown by his recommending 
a guard of one regiment, that is, two men to every live prisoners, The 
risk and tlie hardships of troops in tlie flcld are much greater than is 
experienced by your command, but to remove any possible chance of an 
uprising on the part of the prisoners, I liavo advised that the Michigan 
be sent to the bay if she can lie there as conveniently as at I5rie.

lu regard to our prisoiiors of war held by the enemy, I Bubinit the 
following brief explanation of the dilllcultioa in oirecting any exchanges 
on account of tlie utter disregard of the cartel by tlio rebel anthoritiCH. 

The enemy commoncod the violation of this solemn ngreemenb by 
refusing to deliver and exchange certain classes of oflicerB and men, 
and as soon us they had in their possession a largo numberof their own, 
paroled l)y General Grant at Vicksburg and yourself at Port Hudson, 
they entirely ceased delivering oui’s as required by the cartel, but 
phused them in ({losocoulluomont. Thoython proceeded to deolareall of 
their own. paroled prisoners “duly excliaugod ” without any ennivalents 
delivered to ns. lu tlds way they have boon able to return to duty in 
the Hold a much larger mnnbor of men than if tiioy had nmdo regular 
oxchangOH. This was a most shameless violation of the cartel and the 
general laws of war. 

To now exehaugo the rebel prisoners in our hands for ours in the 
possession of the riibels would be to admit the legal exchange of the 
rebel pristniors alroady returned to duty. 

(leiHwals Hitchcock and Meredith have been doing their best to 
arrange this ilil'licultyandto renew the system of exdiangos established 
by the cartel, but it is almost nsoloss to expect any Justice or honesty 
from a rebel, who is described by Sliakespearo “ni)on whom do swarm 
the multiplying villainicR of nature,’’ .

Sm : In reply to your letter of the 2l8t instant, requesting informa- 
tion as to the’ treatment of General Morgan and his oflicers on th““‘ 
arrival at Oolanibus, I have the honor to inform you that the lirs 
sistiiig of General Morgan and party, arrived from Ginc’ * "^* 
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{iflornooii of July 80. The train was stojiped within a few yai'cls of 
tliG prison, juid the prisoners were niarclietl under guard to the pai’lor 
of the prison, lilach oliicer’s name was called in turn and he was for- 
nially turned over to Mr. N. Meiioii, the warden of the penitentiary, 
wlicii he was searched, and everything valuable taken from him. The 
money, was phujed in a package labeled with the owner’s luime; a 
list of all articles registered. The package was then placed in tin; 
prison safe. This search was made in the presence of myself and stall’, 
and also two of the directors of the penitentiary, and was done as deli- 
cately as po.ssibIo. In most instances the ofheers delivered everything 
themselves. They were tlien condneted into the prison proper, where 
each one was required to bathe and liave his hair cut and whiskers 
shaved. I did not go into the prison until after I had turned over ihe 
last i)risonei', and was not aware that they wore going to cut their hair 
and whiskers. lJj)oii going into the prison 1 found that about two- 
thirds liad gone tlirongh the [)rocess. I at once spoke to the directors 
on the subject. They rej)lied that they could receive prisoners on no 
other conditions. That their cells wore uew, clean, and sweet; tliat 
iiKJSt of the prisoners were filtliy and covered with vermin, and that it 
was a more sanitary measure and not a degradation. - Tlioy wore 
)iiidoubtedly covered witli vcriniii, and as most of them had uiidevgonc 
l.he treatment it was decided to treat them all alike. Their hair was 
not cropped, but was cut in the style usually worn by gentlemen in 
this city, and was not more closely cut than my own. Their boards 
■ were cutcloso. Nolndiguity wasolfored them'. Many of tliom thought 
.t a benefit, and (piite a number roquestod afterward to renew the bath, 
iheir money and valuables are nowin the bauds of the warden, just as 
they were received, except that small sums of money Iiavo been 
expended for tlicm from time to time on their written orders. The pris- 
oiiorH are conlined in a portion of the prison separated from the (Jon- 
victs, have their meals by themselves, and are allowed to bo togethor 
during the day. At night they are looked in their cells, 

^0 order was given by any military authority for the course of troat- 
nient on their first arrival, but the directors of the prison required the 
warden to enforce the usual sanitary regulations of the prison in their 
case. Subsequently, General Burnside directed thatin future shaving, 
Occ., be omitted. This was coinimmicated at once to the prison author- 
ities. I inclose a copy of Governor Tod’s iiistrnetions to the warden, 
and also extracts from letters from two of tlio prisoners now confined, 
which will tend to show that they have no cause for complaint of their 
treatment. They are not treated as convicts, but as nearly like nris- 
oners of war as the circiim.stauces of the case will admit. Tlsey are 
allowed as near the army rations as the facilities for (sooking will admit

We are fed plentilnlly on army rations or its eiiuivalciit and 
are allowed to purchaae good warm eitizena’ clothes. Oiir (iiuirtm-s are 
kept clean and nice. Onr means of exercise are rather limited, but 
notwithstanding that we are in the enjoyment of robust healbli. 'riierc^ 
are seventy oiTioers, inelnding General Morgan, (ronlined in this institu 
tion. Wo* have been here eighty-odd days and no death oeeurred 
amongst ns, nor but two cases of serious illness. Those two recovered

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With I'ogard to the coiiiplainl that but part of tho wardH woro in use, 
yon wi)l remember that the hi'spital was never ({eiled or phistered. 
Last season, there being but comparatively few prisoners, one of the 
other buildings was used dui-ing the cold sousoii. A part of the rotitiis 
M’ere evacuated in order to plnstcr them, it having been dtnadeil to bo 
iieeessiiry by Colonel Llnmphreys, the medical iiiapeetor, who has been 
aeeiistotned to visit this post, and J-)octor Woodbridge. They hiive 
tlionght it would not be necossary to plaster more, bub I think it proba- 
bly will be when tlieae are finished. At any rale, that is tlie reason 
they \v(a’e vacuiit. IJoctor Woodbridge has complained of late, since 
the iiierease of prisoners, of a want of shoots. Says he has iiindo 
reciuisition for them. I have taken the rosimnsibility of saying to him 
if he does not get them to purchase some in the city and they should 
bo paid for by the {piartermastor or from prison fuiuL Would yon 
direct that every man in the liospital should have sheets, or leave it to 
the surgeon’s discretion, as I have done*? If all have them it will 
increase tho nninbor much and the washing also. As to washing, I 
have lately allowed a small building to bo put on Johnson’s Island, 
where sonic laundresses will live. We liavo had trouble about getting 
our washing done, but this is tho (Irst complaint to iiio about tho hos- 
pital washing being iiegloctod. Tho only rccopl:a<dcs for garbage tlioro 
can be arc boxes and barrels until carried oil’, wliicli is done daily, 
ilok's in the ground, as Burgcim (jlaiTc suggested, would eoine iininedi* 
aloly to tho rock and be utterly Impracticable. J Inu’o alw’ays told the 
(h.citov to use too mucli instend of t 0 () little lime and other di.sliifoctiiig 
ngeiits. Ho has certainly used a great ainoimt. Tho prisoners’ bar- 
racks are policed everyday. Sometimes on stormy days llkcj that when 
vSiirgcuti Ulark wa.i here very Httlecan bo done in the v-ay of policing. 
This earth is very sticky In wot weather and will trade unywlioio with 
a crowd. Doctor Woodbridge says there arc many prisoners wlio have 
such uriimry diseases tliat a cliainbor is noeoasary in the barracks. 
There are men of all ages and conditions among prisoners. When 
iiiforinod that not loss than thirty now sinks have been dug IVom time 
to time you will perceive I have not waited fbr orders iVoni medical 
olllcei'S. The rock in many places is but a few feet from tho surface atid 
is very dirtlculb to blast. Now sinks are dug, but old ones are readily 
illled up, it is true, before new ones are supplied. 

If large numbers of urtsoiiors are hero after next spring I should 
recommend tho fence on the woods side be moved buck some four rods. 
On tlio subject of ventilation, Doctors Lluniphreys and Woodbridge 
had agreed on some plan when plastering, which the doctor says is 
being curried out. As to the fault of tho priaonora themselves in iioi 
])oliciug, it is my experience that pri.soncr.s (o(llcor.s) will as a general 
thing do no more tlinii they are compelled to do. I have only further 
to 1 ‘emarlc that 1 have no knowledge wbatevor of tho reports of Oolonel 
II uinphreys who has been- here so often and spout whole days in the 
oxaniiinition of tho camp inside and out. Ho never said ii word of what 
he had reported except what I wrote you about tho inesroaso of force. 
Indeed, he is a stranger to me. He has, Iiowovor, complimented tho 
condition of tho camp on evoiy occasion he has been hero in high terms. 
I have 1)0011 over your letter with tho doctor uiul given directions on each 
point. There are two pumps. They will soon freeze up and tho pris- 
oners will have to bring water ft'oin the bay. Do you consider it a 
dirootion that T should ]mt in another this winter'? I have had wells 
dug, but witliout good prospect of success, but it is a very dry time 
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now. 1 expect it will be a great duty to guard prisoners for water this 
winter.

Designation of camp— Camp Morton. Commander of camp— Captain 
Giithridgo, Forty-eighth Indiana Volunteers, this day relieved by Col- 
onel Stevens, Invalid Corps. Command and strength — prisoners, rebel 
oHlcers, 7j rebel soldiers, 2,326} civilians, 30} total, 2,362, Location 
of camp— one mile and a Imlf north of Indianapolis, Ind. Time occu- 
pied— about eighteen mouths. Water, source and supply— by pumps 
from wells, flvo in number} supply, suflicient. Water, quality and 
eifects— good, slightly alkaline.. Fuel— wood and eonl. Soil— clay and 
sand, muddy. Drainago— bad from want of attention} ditches and 
drains choked with rubbish. Topography — ground level, some trees, 
deep ditch, formerly bod of a creek running tlirough middle of camp. 
Police of camp— very bad. Discipline in camp— lax. Tents or huts, 
position- barracks on north and west sides of square. Tents or huts, 
pattern and quality— one story aud in dila])idated condition. Tents 
or huts, ventilation — only voiitilatod from dilapidation. Tents or huts, 
sufllcienoy — the bamcks at present used for prison purposes are sufll- 
cieiitfor 2,000 to 2,200 imisoners. Touts or huts, heating— stoves in a 
few of the barracks. Sinks, coustructiou — exceedingly faulty, two exca- 
vations about twenty feet long, flvo foot wide, two feet deep, entirely 
open. Sinks, coiiditlou aud position — very foul, one on north side about 
26 Ibot in rear of barracks} on west side about 100 feet in rear. Sinks, 
mauagomout — no managoment at all. Removal of offal, &c. — unatten- 
ded to I the central ditch is a general rocoptaelo for refuse of all kinds. 
Previous use of oamp—State fair-ground. Rations — abundant and of 
good quality. Cooking in camp— by prisoners over camp-fires. Inspec- 
tion of food— said to be inspected by commanding offleor. Portable 
ovens — none, bread furnished by commissary. Vegetables — potatoes 
only. 
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Oloanliiieaa of men mid clothing — foulj bathing and laundry facilities 
entirely insnniciont. Quality and quantity of clothing obtained from 
qnm'torinaat6i'’s dcpartinont — sufficient. Ulankcts amt bedding— iii.suf- 
ficiont both in liospital and camp; no .satisfactory reason given therefor. 
Condition of inoii — in barracks, exceedingly foul ; in hospital, inisorablo. 
Hospital buildings — two, one ililapidated and utterly unfit for u.so; the 
other (former guard-house) in good condition, but iniioh overcrowded, 
tfosjiital tents — six, destitute of stoves or other means of heating. 
Hospital police — very innch neglected, especially in cook-house, ndncli 
is in (lltliy condition. Hospital discipline — none to Hjioak of. Hos])ital 
diet and cooking — very litbleif any attention paid by olliccrs. Hospital 
heat and ventilation — boated siiiliclontly by stoves except in tents; the 
guard-house ward is properly ventilated, the other only by dilajiida- 
tion. Hospital capacity — 30in tents, 12 in gnard-lionsoward; total, 48. 
Humber sick — 21G; of these 125 are hi barracks who should bo in-hos- 
pital and well taken eare of. State of medical supplies — sunioiont, but 
very disorderly kept. State of surgical instruments — none in hosiiital. 
State of liospital records — carelessly kept. State of hospital fund — $3(58, 
September 30, 18(13. Reports — carelessly made. Medical atteiidunco — 
virtually none. Nursing — by priaonore. IntorniGnta — by contract. 
Diseases, local — piilinonfo, diaiThoa, scviiral cases of scurvy. Diseases, 
prevention of— no care taken. RccovovIoh from diseases— slow and lui- 
certain. Mortality from diseases — during the month of September 23 
out of ,183 patients died, being over 12.15 percent. Medical ollleor — Act- 
ing Assistant Surgeon Fuiikhausor. This officer is utterly luifitfor tlio 
post ho liolda. I am informed that his {5ontract is for $IU0 per month. 
This requires him to devote hia whole time to his hospital niul camp 
duties to the oxcluaiou of all outside business. I am also informed that 
ho has a largo outside practice, and that ho usually (and soinotiines 
omitting oven this) visite the camp not to exceed half an lionr dally, 
leaving the almost entire charge of tlio sick and everything pertnining 
to the sanitary management of the camp to an enlisted man, who, 
though he has paid some attention to the study of medicine, and 
endeavors to do liis best, is entirely unequal to the proper dlsoliarge 
of those duties. As a consequence of this the sick are nogleetod or 
improperly treated; the ratio of iiiortality is unwarrantably large, the 
lio.spital is in a most lainontable condition, and the general sanitary 
iniuiagomoiit of the camp i.s utterly iiogle<5tcd. 1 would respectfully 
suggest that this ollleor bo at once removed and a competent man 
assigned in his stoad, 

As tluB foregoing report will .sliow, thi.s camp iw a disgrace to the 
name of military ])rison. It is filthy in every respect. The vicinity of 
the sinks Is obvious for many yards ai'mind, they being perfectly open ; 
no attempt made to disinfect tlioni. They are, moreover, iiisuincioiit in 
nuinbev. 'flio seven rebel onicor.s coiiftnod hero are crowded into a 
small room about ton by twelve ami eight feet high. In this they 
sleoj), live, and eook. There are good natuiul facilities for drainage, 
but the drain.s are choked with rubbish, and the largo uoiitral ditch is 
a grand receptacle for the refuse of the whole camp. The main hos- 
pital ward is in so dilapidated a condition that the patients are obliged 
to lasteli their blankets along tlio wall for partial protection from wind 
and weatbor, and are- thus deprived of the necessary covering. Tn 
fact, every patient whom I oxainiuod had more or less of pulnioiniry 
trouble accoinpanying his disease, wlintever it might bo. The hospital 
cook-iiouao was in filthy condition, and the food which had just been 
prepared for dinner at the tiinoof iny visit was most miserably cooked. 
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I found the biitli and wash house used Ibr storing: sti-aw for bedding’. 
The hoaiJital fund is not expended with sullieieiit freedom in i)roeuring' 
comforts for the sick, nor could I iuscortain that any iieemmt of the less 
perishable articles, as table furuiturc, &c., purchased from the fund is 
Icept. The cotmnanding olTieer states that ho lias been directed to 
erect two additional hospital baiTaeks, but they are not as yet com- 
menced. The prison fund on hand Septcinber 30, 1.8()3, was'SiloO.O.S. 
This fund is drawn on for repairs, cooking;, police, utensils, &c., ol‘. 
which ail account is kept

The apeciQcatioiis of those charges set forth that on the 7tb day of 
February, 1802, the prisoner exhibited or caused to bo exhibited on'tbc 
south side of the Potomac River, at Harper’s Ferry, a Hag of truce ami 
thereby induced one George Rolir, a loyal citizen of the United States, 
111 the military service thereof and in charge of a Hag-of-bruoe boat, to 
proceed aeross the river toward such flag, and that wlion said boat had 
arrived at or near to the place at which said Hag or signal was exliib- 
ited it wa.s fired into by the said Baylor or by his eonimaiul^ and the 
Sind Rohr was Hrcd at and wounds inflicted on him of which ho died on 
said 71ili of .February, 1802. 
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Tlio, (louft (iontiiuu“(l its proceedings in the trial from day to day until 
JiiiKi 12, 1802, when all the testimony in support of the charge had 
been submitted and soyeral witnesses had been heard for the defense, 
when the court iidjourned to meet on the next day, Juno 13, 1802, but 
ill conseciiienco of the advance of the rebel army never reassembled to 
conclude tlie trial of this case. It is recommended that Brig. Gen. B. 
\'\ Kelley, by whoso order this court was appointed, be direeted to 
i ccoiivene it for the purpose of concluding its proceedings in this case.

Prig. Gen. S. A. Meredith, Ayont of Exclumge: 

Sir : In reply to your communication of the 17th instant I state that 
General Orders, Nos. 49 and 100, were not sent to me at the same time. 
I received General Orders, No. 49, long before No. 100 was delivered to 
me. Their respective dates will show that to be the fact. 

My own personal recollection is that General Orders, No. 100, was 
never commimicated in a letter. It is my habit faitlifully to keep all 
letters written by the Federal agent of exchange. 

A careful search of the i*ecorda of my office does not disclose any 
letter from Lieutenant-Colonel Ludlow, communicating Gejieral Orders, 
No. 100. Lieutouant-Colonol Ludlow met jue at City Point on the 23a 
of May, 1803, and he then and tliere delivered to mo General Orders, 
No. 100, stating that the principles therein annoimced would in the 
future control the operations of the forces of the United States. 

No written communication accomi)auied it. If any one was over 
written to accompany it 1 never received it. You are in error, there- 
fore. when you say that Lioutcuant-ColouGl Ludlow on the 22d of May, 
1803, inolosod copies of General Orders, No. 49 and No. 100, announc- 
ing regulations and instructions iVu- tlie government of the U. 9. forces 
in the field in tlie matter of paroles; stating that these orders and the 
cartel wore to govern your forces, and that when the cartel conllieted 
with the orders they were to be set aside. Independent of the facts Df 
the case I am justified in saying that any such coiumunicatioii would 
have been very extraordinary. It would notCnly liave admitted that the 
general orders were in violation of the cartel, but would Imve declared 
that the later general order, which on il.s fac^e was announced to bo 
the controlling law, should bo set aside by the provisions contained in 
an earlier paper. 

I again assort that the only uotifioation I ever received as to yonr 
successive changes of purpose in the matter of paroles was from your 
ONvn general orders, according to their respective dates, delivered to mo 
without any further comment than I have already communicated to you. 

You farther say my “reference to the acts of Lieuteiiaut-Oolonel 
Ludlow” does not sustain mo. You further say —

ill my letter of the 2d instimt, which you were contesting, I gave at 
length the coiniminication of Lieutenant-Colonel Ludlow, and by refer- 
ence to it you will lind that not only are the regiments which you liave 
luinied therein mentioned, but also the Holly Springs (nipture, number- 
iiig 1,383 privates; the Ninety-first Illinois Regiment, numbering fit!) 
privates; the officers and men of the ludiaiiola, numbering Of) privates, 
and the Eightieth Regiment Illinois Volunteei-s, numbering -100 pri- 
vates. Nob only is that the case, but 5 'our eimmeratioii of 1,171 ])rivates 
in the specified regiments is incorrect. The true aggregate is 1,076 
privates. 

You misname one of the regiments also. The regiment declared 
exchanged was not the Seventy-fifth Indiana, but the Seventy-third. 

In an interview with me at Olty Point, in the pre.sence of jMajor Mul- 
ford, you admitted that all Oonfedcrato officers and soldier.s delivered 
at City Point before the 23d of May, 1863, were declared exchanged, 
while the Federal soldiers were only declared exchanged up to May 6, 
1803. Y’ot in your letter, written subsequent to this admission, you say 
you have nothing to show that exchanges on both sides were not alike. 
Since your letter of the 17th, on our last interview, you made the same 
admission. 

If the fact is denied at any time, I stand prepared to prove it. As to 
your computation, based upon my declarations of exchange, I refer you 
to my letter of the 2d of October, 1803. Every statement therein con- 
tained is strictly and accurately correct. I again assort, what I am 
ready to prove, that 1 have in my po.s.sosaioii more valid paroles of your 
officers and men than would bo an equivalent for the exchanges I have 
deidared up to this date.

The reason why those 
paroles have not been heretofore discharged is that up to July, 1803, we 
liad the advantage of prisoners and paroles. Not one of these paroles 
is covered by any declaration of exchange, except the one lately made 
by you. For no one of them have 1. received any equivalent. All of 
them since the date of your General Orders, No. 207, wore given in 
piirsuaneo of a distinct agreement between the connnauders of two 
opposing armies. I have many other paroles in niy iiossession, but I 
nave only presented those which are within the terms of your general 
orders, according to their resjiectivo dates. 

I understand there are other paroles coming within the same general 
orders, which were given by your officers and mcjj mi the other side of 
the Mississippi Elver. They as yet have not reached me. Wlien they 
do, and when I show they are Mutliin tlie acopo ot your general orders, 
1 will claim thoiii} otherwise I will discard them, 
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I liavo also reeeivod othex’ iDforiiial paroles, wliicli I have seiitbaok 
ior eorrection. Tlicscs were also within the ])i‘ovi8ioii8 of your geiieral 
orders. AAdieii tlmy arc I'cturiiecl f will claim them also.

General: The Governor of the State of Alabama has submitted a 
letter from Ool. Robert A. Smith to him to this Department, in, whioli 
the following sentence occurs: 

Tlio provost-uiavslml of this ,pl«oo does not hositftta to linpriBon civilians at will 
for euppcpsed civil offonsos; to rofuso thorn counsel j to send thorn out of the State to 
prevent their obtaining a writ of fiaboaH corpus. 

This officer is under your control and subject to your orders. The 
Departnieub is not awjiro of any constitution, law, order, or instruction 
that authorizes the exorcise of -any such authority by him, by yourself, 
or by this Department. This allegation of Colonel Smith is referred to 
you that a reijort may be made of all such cases and for sncli exxdana- 
tioiis as can be alibrtlcd. Oolonol Smith should have notice, in order 
designate the matters that ai-o the subject of complaint. 

The Hon. M. J. Sall'old was api>oiutod in .Pcbriiary last to examine 
into the cases of prisoners held in Alabama and a portion of Georgia 
for the commission of offenses of a political character where the offend- 
ers did not belong to the Ooiifedcrato Army. His commission has 
been continued, and the Doi>artmont relies upon him to oxaniino and 
^ report upon such cases under his original letter of instructions. The 
pepartment has never Iiad any disxiosition to allow the provost-marshal 
in Alabama any such power as has been exercised, according to the 
statement of Colonel Smitti, nor is it suiixiosed that suoh power has 
been exercised, if at all, with your concurrence or sanction.

CoLONior.: In reply to your telegram r.will state that twcnity-six 
jnisoners were eonlined in a prison which st<)oil (dose beside an outside 
feiu;o. N(*.ar tlie prison was an old sink for slops, nine feet deej) and 
covered about six iiudioa with gravel. The guard i)aeed I’onnd outside 
the building. The prisoners cut a hole through Iho plank iloor, then 
dug about four feet into the sink Jind then dug from the sink outside 
tlie 1‘ence about ton feet, all under ground, right under the feet of the 
guards. I (aiiinot see how anylaxly is to blame for it. It is one of 
those desperate things that desperate men will soinetiinos do, and was 
done with great onniiing, rapidity, and sec-rec-y, as well as sne-eess. We 
have lost (luitoa nnmlmrof men this montli besides tlieso, and b(^ patient 
a nioinent or two over it. I (tame to this camp August :I8 last, 'I'he 
whole thing, barracks, feiutos, «&c., were all out of repair tiiid very 
unsafe. On the Jhth of August prisoners began to arrive and in a lew 
days I had 'l,(K)U lo 5,01)0. l-'or .six weeks J had htss than (> 0 () erfe<ttive 
men as garrison. During all the tiino wo have latcn bnildiiig, IbiKtiiig, 
laying sewers, water pljata, ik-a. This has left large, holes in feiicit, 
openings in tfio ground, and during the days there have l)(Jen largo 
iiumbors of workmen passing to and fro among tint itrlsonors. Of 
eourse. all this has jmKlnml (t<mfusion. rrisoiutra have .slid out llie 
holes ill the dark, liavo passttd out us workmen, and in a vnriely of 
ways have eluded the vigilance of the guards. 'I'lie erection of the 
new fence has hukIo them desjamite and tliey have resorted to all man- 
nor of means to escape. Several have been killed and others woiindi'd, 
and yet some (sseapes (;oidd not be prevented, Tlie new I'eiico will ho 
coi!i])Ietcd this week and tium ose,Hpc will be ne.\t to impossible. 
Tlieio has been some bribery, no doubt, as there is (tonstantly a throiig 
of disloyal men and women hero from Kentucky to test tlievirlim of 
oveiy soldier they meet with money. The guard ia in the same (puirter 
witli the iirisoners, and this, with the largo number of worlciiieii con 
ataiitly mingling in with them, has given great facilities for siudi prac- 
tice. .1 have iiustituted some extreuudy severe punishmeiilH to re-strain 
the men, with good general sucoeHs, though there are perlmps a few 
exceptions. 

Now, colonel, tlie sncecas of any oITiccr in keeping prisoners depemds 
as much ui)ou the fsreilities for eafoty aud the strength of the guai'd as 
upon the vigilance and devotion of the ofllcer. I toll you frankly tliis 
camp has heretofore i)cen a mere rookery; its burracka, fences, giiard- 
honsea, all a more shell of refuse pine boards; a nest of hiding jihuH's 
instead of a safe and (jompact ju'isou, ami my guard has never yet 
numbered over 900 clfectivo men. Wo have all labored as 1 inner 
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labored before and I liave done some pretty hard soldierin^^ in the last 
two years. Jiut, thank God, the eris'. j i.s past. The sewers are linished, 
the water pipes are down, and the fence is nearly finished. Three or 
four days more will make Camp Bonjjlas so safe and secure that not 
even money ean work a man out. The only danger then will bo in tnii- 
neling and that will not be tiied often, 
liegging yonr pardon for taking so much of your time,

Colonel: There j.s every reason (o believe wc should have had a 
fight with the prisoners before now if the Michigan had not arrived. 
Tiio jirisoiiors had in largo numbers bound themselvos by signing 
papers to ilght their way through and to obey orders. Tlio Michigan 
cannot lie oil' but a little while on account of the season, nor can any 
boat be of any assivstance ninch longer, and whatever force is designed 
to be here for the winter should be provided and arranged for while 
the Michig’iin can remain. If her quarters— the Micliigaii's— were in 
Handusliy after tlie ice drives her Horn her present ground, she could 
remain mueh longer than if she has to sail for Eric, where she has iier 
winter (puirtcrs, and she could also be hero mucli earlier in tlio spring. 
Whether such arrangoinonts could bo made or not and whether it 
would be suificient object I am unable to say. It would deiiend upon 
whether she could bo as safely accommodated here as in Erie, for (look 
and slip to lie in, and otlior similar questions. With regard to the 
liriaoncrs, I know enough about them to know that they will do any act 
of desperation and that there should bo suificient guard and the best 
of disci pliiie.

lieport ofinslicction of liarraoks No. 2, Louisville, Ky., October 21, 1863, 
by A. M. Clark, surgeon and acting medical -inspcolor of prisoners of 
war. 

These barracks consist of a building, formerly a, hotel, on Main street, 
between Seventh and Eighth streets, and two buildings, formerly ware- 
houses, on Main street, corner of Seventh street, all under the command 
of Captain Gilmore, Third Kentucky Volunteers. The hotel building is 
used as quarters for the patrol guard of the city, consisting of about 3/10 
inou. Ill it are conftned at present six rebel prisoners, one mule and 
five females. It also contains the cook-house, mess-room and necessary 
store-rooms for all, including the Federal paroled prisoners, In the 
third story are two rooms fitted up as a temporary hospital for the 
guard and containing eight beds. It is not intended for the reception 
of patients from among the prisoners, who as soon ns they require 
hospital Gave are sent to the military prison hospital. The quarters 
for the Federal paroled prisoners are in the warehouse buildings, which 
ifliroperly fitted up might accommodate some 300. As it is no prepara- 
tion whatever is made except for food and shelter Paroled prisoners 
are only retained hero h*om twenty-four to thirty-six hours. I could 
not ascertain the correct average. Thoy rim from 10 to 250, .Both 
buildings are in a most wretched state of police in every part with the 
exception of the quarters of tlie female prisonoi-s, which I found in 
very good order. An attomi)t had been made to oloanso the barracks 
just previous to luy visit, and the whole building was saturated with 
water, but with little apparent cleansing off'cct. Tlie sinks are in JiltUy 
condition. The cook-liouso sliows no appearance of over having boon 
policed and the ntensils are not kept in good order. The mess-room 
shows evidence of having boon clean oiusc, but cortainly was not so at 
the time of my visit. Discipline is so laxly maintained as to nearly 
amount to none at all. A contract surgeon, Dr. E. D. Weatherford, 
attends daily at the barracks to attend aucli men as need treatment, 
but who do not require to bo sent to hospital. No recor d is kept of the 
cases.

These, by (rcqncnt washing, are 
kept, clean and free from vermin, in proper weatlnu’ (.In' (|uartei'K and 
bunks are scrubbed daily, (be free vciitilaliion. iiisurijig siinicmmt dry- 
ness for liealth. Oleaidiness of pora(ui and apparel is enlimu'd. The 
prison fund wiis $3,171.08 ISeptember 30, hS(»3. lOxpeudilnres are 
made when rcnuirod in accordance with (he circular. All arl;i(deH thus 
])ui'{diased are receipted Cor to tho (piartermaater. 'riiore ari' (uglii. jiris- 
oners at present conhned here iiihUu’ sentmuto of death. 

ft is o.xcecdingly gratifying to have a report like the prciseiit to inake, 
anti I have to compliment Captain I’ratt most highly for (lie (iondition 
to wlilcli he has brought the pri.son under his command, '.riierc is but 
one suggestion to bo made, diainfcctants should bo more freely used 
about the sink.s.

Sir: I. have seen a statement in the Itichinond papor.s that the h'ed- 
oral Government has delinitely declined any further e.\<diange of pri.s- 
onors. If this is true 1 think wo should commence at once to make 
thorough and elfective arrangeineiits (.o keep oar prisoner.s of war dar- 
ing the iieriod of hostilities between the two Governments. 

1 would respoctfally suggest that the city of Itichmoiid is not a suit 
able place for tho accommodation and salc keoping of these in isoiu'rs. 
1 think tho presence of a large immbor there is, for many reason.s, very 
injurious. It increases largely the aiiiount id* supplies to Ix' trans- 
ported to the city, and thus employs transportation wliicli might lu' 
used for tho benellt of tho citizens. This has a tendency to increase 
high prices and cause distress among the poorer classes. 
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'I'licii they are supuli«?(l at niiioli {yrcaier (WHfc and trouble to the Gov- 
prmiunit in Uusliiutunl than they would beat Homo point or points in 
the interior. (3ui‘ eapital is the great point (jt abtae-k the enemy iti 
the easlern portion of tlio Coiitcdcracy, and the einorgency might arise 
in which it would be exceedingly iiieonveiiient to have h'ctleralprisoinnH 
\vit:hin its limits, Iliavono donbttlnit even now they add iniieli to tlie 
som'{a*.s of infoi'ination of the enemy with regard to the movoniciits of 
troops and the disimsitloii of onr forces, as it is exceedingly cliHicult to 
pre\’ont all oomimiiiication with i>craoi>s outside or to remove all means 
of escape. 

Tlic I'^edoral Govorninont seoins to have made i»ermanciifc avrsLiigC' 
nu’.nts to Ueoi) their i>risoners during the war. I tliinlc that like disjjo- 
sitioii on our part Avonld inanirest<»ur indidcreiico on the subject and 
would bring them to terms of exchange sooner (.haii anything else wo 
conld do. 

I hardly know \\’liat points in the interior to suggest, but one on tlie 
extension of the Danville Railroad, near the border of North Oaro- 
liim, has been named, where wood is cheap and provisions are in abun- 
dance, whore there is little danger of any raid or attack from the 
enemy, and whence they conld ho easily and rapidly transported to City 
l,‘oiut in (iaao exchange shoiild bo rcaiimcd.

SiB: I am ill rocoipt- of your coninmiiicatiou of tbo 20tU instant, the 
tenor of wliioh induces me to make some oxiilanatoi-y statements of facts 
witli wliieli it would seem yoii need to be reminded. 

'fhe system of exohang’cs of prisoners of war determined in the exist- 
ing cartel was first interrupted by the declared purpose of the Ooiifed- 
erato Oovornmont to make certain distinctions in the treatment of a 
liarticular class of troops, ofllcers and men, in violation of the provis- 
ions of the cartel. This seems to have been the first step toward the 
irregularities which have culminated in your unequivocal declaration, 
reported by me to my Government on the I8tU instant, that “(yon) will 
jiroceed to declare exchanges whonovov (you) conscientiou-.ly feel that 
(you) have the riglit to do so for the purpose of putting men into the 
Held.” 

There can be no objection to your acting consclentionsly in any given 
case so long as your oonscioneo is onliglitoned and guided by those laws 
of war which require obedience between bolligeronts to solemn agreC’ 
monts entered into by authorized commissioners, acting in the name of 
their rospeetivo superiors. But if you moan by the expression your 
“conscientious sense of right” to substitute this sense of right for the 
requirements of an existing cartel, 1 can by no moans concede to you 
that right; and if you do not moan this, I canuot understand what you 
mean by so vague aud general a declaration. Judging by your recent 
proeoediiigs it seems that you have declared exchanged all Oon federate 
ofllcers and soldiers on parole within what you claim as your lines up to 
a very recent date without liaviiig any proper right to do so, eitlior under 
tliQ cartel or under the laws of war. 

The history of this matter, as J. understand it, is briefly this: While 
my predecessor on duty at this place was hero in discharge of the duties 
now committed to me you at one time made a declaration of exchange, 
embracing no great number of prisoners of war, notin accordance with 
the re(iuiremonts of the cartel, and you invited Colonel Ludlow, my 
predecessor, to make acoiTospondliigaeclaration of equivalents. Such 
a declaration was made by Colonel Ludlow doubtles.s without nntioi- 
pating the magnitude of the evil which ai)poar8 now as the result of 
that departure from the cartel lirst inaugurated by yourself. Siibse- 
queutly to iny coining on duty boro the events of the war throw upon 
your luiiids a largo body of paroled ofTlccrs and men, over 30,000 cap- 
tured by (Iciioral Grant at Vieksburg, and not long afterward some 
(1,000 or more captured by General Banks at Port Hudson. 

Suddenly and without any proper conforonec or understanding with 
1110 , and but a few days prior to the important events at Chickaimiuga, 
as if for the express purpose of increasing the force of General Bragg 
against Gonorul Itoscorans, yon gave mo notice tliaton the next day after 
tlie date of that notice you would declare exchanged a largo portion of 
tlie troops which had been captured by General Grant. When yonr 
declaration was made it covered an iiidotcrmiiiato number of troops, 
designated by commands, brigades, divisions, and corps, no definite 
number of oitlier ofllcers or men being designated. Up to that time 
you had delivered at City Point a certain number of prisoners of war 
for which you had receipts, by which you must have known the miinber 
you might claim the nght to discharge from their parole. You did not 
think in’opor to limit yourself to this number, nor iu any proper manner 
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did yoiirofor toil., but. inado yonr diMilaratioii ol'oxcdiaiigtuii sncdt iiuUdl- 
nitu terms as miv(lo it next to (sortaiii that you did not iiitond l-o iMi gov- 
erned by the cartel. 

On referring to the (lata furnished by the reports of ({eimral (Iraiit 
and now in the hands of the Ooiniuissary-CTOiiorjil of I’ldsoiiors iil; Wash 
ington, it was ascertained that you had diseliarged from parole by yonr 
declaration a very considerable number of your men, over and abovt^ any 
claim you might protend to, Ibiindod on receipts for [irisonei's of war 
delivered from the South aeeordiug to the (Uirtol. Witliout referring to 
fractions it appeared from the best data in our haiuls that you had dis- 
charged three for twr),oronc-thii‘d more than you worc.en titled to, You 
suggested that I should makca (jorrospoudiiigdccliiratioii ol' oxndiange, 
wlien, as 1 suppose you must hav(i known, you had not (hdiver(nl to im\ 
nor had yon valid paroles of onr meii sultMUcnt to (iove.r, the iinmlnu’ 
d(j(!lared exchanged by yom’self; and when ) proccealcMl to iiiak(i tin* 
declaration extending to f.hos(i itmii you InuldelivcriMl and stati^d to yrm 
my objections to your proc.ecdings, you iusi.sted that yon liad valid 
paroles for more than the number that you had decjhmnl o.\<;Imnge(l, 
tliougli you failed to prodmjc those paroles or to give any acicount or liis- 
tory of them; and yon then proceeded to make a liirthei* (Uujlaratiou of 
oxcluingo,ignoi'ingthocartol altogether, basing yonr a(5tion upon no data 
cominunicated tome, the whole proc-eeding ixjHting, as I suppose you will 
say, upon your sense of riglit, as If you were tlie only party having a 
righttoano])iniun on tite subject; at^tiiigovidontly in anticipation of tlm 
furiualdcclarationrofovred (oatthcumminonceimmtof tiiiHcioiumnnieatioii 
“that you will [)ro(to(Hl to make dimlaratioms of exeliungc for tlio pur- 
pose of ])nttiiig troops Into tlui (ield wlumever you think ])roper}” and 
having now exhaiistod by a (hsclaration of cxcdmiige tlie parolc^d iiris- 
oners in your hands you propose to me tli<5 delivery of i)riHoners of war 
in our hands for whom you have no (Mpiivalents, or comparatively but 
very few, in oribsr, as it were, that you may obtain possession of many 
thouaamls more men of yoiir own, delivered or on i)arole, for the pur- 
liose of decdui'ing thorn also CNchanged and putting them into the Held, 
not in conformity with tlio existing cairtol nor in accordance witli tlm 
usages of war, but whenever in your imlivldnal Judgment you may 
think it proper to do so. 

I have only to 'add that an easy inferom^e from this statemonb Is the 
answer I have to make to your proposal of the 2()th instant, wliieh is 
not accepted.

Report of inapeotion of McLean Jiarruclcs, Cincinnati, Ohio, October 
3f), 1803, hy ^L. ilf. Clark, surgeon and aoling medical inspector of 
prisoners of war. 

Commanding officer — Capt. J. D. Taylor, Eighty-eighth Ohio. Loca- 
tion— No. 2li4 West Tlurd street, city. Drainage— good, into city 
sewer. Buildings — one, formerly a dwelling house. Capacity— about 
1 oO prisoners. Patients, number, condition, discharge, and return to 
duty of— not retained here when requiring hospital care, but sent to 
Marine Hospital; patients requiring transient treatment are attended 
by a medical officer who visits the prison daily. Ventilation— the pris- 
oners’ quarters very g'ood, by windows on three sides. Warming — 
sufficient, by stoves and Ilrcplaecs. Lighting — lamps, coal oil. Lava- 
tories and baths — none provided. Water supply — abundant, fVom city 
water works. Sewerage — good, into city sewor. Water-closets— in 
very good order, but not disinfected. Ijatriiics — in bad order, largo, 
brick, recently cleaned, hhiriiituroand utensils— sulhcient and in good 
order, except that there are no sleeping bunks in prisoners’ (luartors. 
Bedding — blankets, sufficient. Kitchen — well appointed but not in 
good order or police. Utensils— sullicicnt but not in good order. 
Cooks— detailed prisoners. Cooking — not inspected. Diet— quality, 
vai'iety of, usual rations. Means of supply— coniinisaiiry. 

Tliis prison is only intended for the transient reception of prisoners. 
These are received in small aiiuads daily, and as soon as fifty or 
seventy-live are collected are sent olf to Camp Chase or some other 
permanent prison. The present coiniuandiug officer has only been in 
charge for three days, having relieved Captain Means, One hundred 
and lifteenlh Ohio Volunteers. A largo room in the third story forms 
the present prisonera’ quarters. Another of the same size on the sec- 
ond story with several smaller rooms, now used as guard-rooms, would 
furnish accommodations for about 150 prisoners. No buiiUa are pro- 
vided for the prisoners, who now sleep on the lloor. The police of the 
lirisou is very well maiutaiued, except in the prisonor.s’ cook-room and 
mess-room. There are at pr(»eiit conflned hero 47 prisoners, viz, 18 
prisoners of war, 25 civilians, and 4 Federal soldiers. No separate 
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quarters arc providotl for tlm Fetloval prisoners. No hospital accom- 
niodatioiis are provided. Prisoners when siiHicicntly ill to require lios- 
l)ital earo are sent to the Marino Hospital. As this but rarely hap- 
pens, and as the Marino Hospital is nob specially intended for the 
reception of indsoners, I did not visit it. Assistant Surgeon Oruthors, 
Eiglity-eighth Ohio Volunteers, visits the prison daily and attends to 
such prisoners as require transient care. I did not nseortain the pres- 
ent state of the prison fund. All utensils in use in the prison arc 
receipted for by thex>resent cotniuanding odicor to the olliccr whom he 
relieved.

Sir : you were some time since commissioned by this Department to 
examine all pr'isoiiors held by the inillbuiy authorities in the State of 
Alabama {ind Do 3 )artraent of Wostorn Georgia wlio wore not connected 
with the Coufederato Army. - Your commission was not designed to be 
merely temporary in cUarnetcr for the disposal of x)risdnoi‘8 then lield 
in custody, but to continue in iiill force until furtljor orders. You will 
tliercforo maiutain cominunicatioti with the Confederate officers liavlng 
cliai'go of sueli persons, visit from time to time tlie several prisons, and 
imiko as speedy disposition as practicable of such cases as shall from 
time to time arise. Any additional instriiction.s which you may suggest 
as iioeessary to iacilltate you in the diseliargo of your duties will be 
given to the military oOicors in command. Your action under your com- 
mission, so far as it has been rep(»rted, moots the full approval of the 
Department.

Sir: 1 observe that Mr. Ould oluiius that if the paroles given at 
Gettysburg by our troops are not to be coiisidorcd valid, the troops 
should be returned as captured, because an order requires our com 
manders to return troops when improperly paroled on the iiold of battle. 

This pretension is so manifestly inadmissible that I have not thought 
iiccoasary to answer it in form. 

The principles involved are these : Paroles on the field of battle, often 
given in haste by an enemy unable to take care of or secure tboni, arc 
informal and invalid by the laws of W'ai'. 

As a measure of discixdine in the Army, an order was issued (the 
order appealed to by Mr. Onld) requiring oflficers not to receive but to 
return prisoners wlien thus improijerly liuroled. This order is purely 
disciplinary in our service and has nothing to do with tlie principle, the 
laws of war, by which parolesiinproperly given arc declared to bo in valid. 
It might bo considered as designed to give effect to the law of paroles, 
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but ill 110 souse would tlie conduct of our cominjiiidcrs under tbis order 
make valid paroles improperly given. A commander who should dis- 
obey tliis order might be tried for such disobedience, being answerable 
to the authority by wbicb the order was given, but the requiroineiits of 
the laws of war on the subject of paroles would be iii no manner all'ected 
thereby. 

Besides, the order to our coniinanclors referred to was designed to talce 
eftect on the held of battle, or immediately tlioreafter, on the assump- 
tion that iiriaoners so returned upon the enemy would bo left on the field, 
the eiieiny being supposed to be in no condition to secure tlioiii, the very 
reason why the law of war makes paroles thus given invalid. But tbis 
view is fully justifled by the practice of the enemy. In a recent case a 
jiarty, including Licutenant-Oolonol Alston (recently exchanged), was 
informally paroled. The enemy immediately so declared and ordered 
every officer and man upon duty. ' Lieutenant-Colonel Alston, however, 
chose to act individually, and on the ground of having given his parole 
he declared that he would not go upon duty until exchanged, and upon 
this view he delivered himself up to General Burnside, and then, but 
not until thou, he became a prisoner of war.

As this bub rarely hap- 
pens, and as the Marine Hospital is not specially intended for the 
reception of prisoners, I did not visit it. Assistant Surgeon Oriitbers, 
Eighty-eighth Ohio Volunteers, visits the prison daily and attends to 
such prisoners as require ti‘ansieut care. I did not ascertain the pres- 
ent state of the prison fund. All utensils in use in the prison are 
receipted for by the present commaudliig officer to the officer whom he 
relieved.

Yon will 
therefore maintain oomnmnication with the Oon federate oflicers having 
cliai'ge of such persons, visit from time to time tlie several prisons, and 
make as speedy disposition as practicable of such cases as shall from 
time to time arise. Any additional instructions which yon may suggest 
a.s necessary to facilitate you in the discharge of your duties will be 
given to the military oflicers iu command. Your action under your oom- 
mlssion, so far as it has been reported, meets the full approval of tho 
Dopartinout.

CommisHUmer for JUxchange of Frisoners: 

Sir: I observe that Mr. Quid claims that if the paroles given at 
Gettysburg by our troops are not to be considered valid, tho troops 
should be returned as captured, bccauso an order requires our com 
manders to return troops when improperly paroled on the field of battle. 

This pretension is so manifestly inadmissible that I have not thought 
necessary to answer it in form. 

The principles involved are those: Paroles on the field of battle, often 
given in haste by an enemy unable to take care of or secure them, are 
informal and invalid by the laws of war. 

As a measure of discipline in tho Army, an order was issued (tho 
order appealed to by Mr. Ould) requiring officers not to receive but to 
return prisoners when thus improperly paroled. This order is purely 
disciplinary in our service and has nothing to do with the principle, the 
laws of war, by wliich paroles improperly given are declared to bo invalid, 
it might be considered as designed to give effect to tho law of paroles, 
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but in 110 sonsG would the conduct of our coramiinders uiulertliisordoi’ 
make valid paroles improperly given. A conimauder who should dis- 
obey this order might be tried for such, disobedience, being auswerable 
to the authority by which the order was given, but the retiuiroments of 
the laws of war on the subject of paroles would be in no manner aU’ected 
thereby. 

Besides, the order to onr commanders referred to was designed to take 
effect on the held of battle, or immediately thereafter, on the assump- 
tion that prisoners so retiiriied upon the enemy would bo left on the field, 
tlie enemy being supposed to be iu no condition to seciiro them, the very 
reason why the law of wav makes paroles thus given invalid. But this 
view is fully justified by the practice of the enemy. In a recent case a 
])arty, including Licutenant-Oolonol Alston (recently exchanged), was 
informally paroled. Tlie enemy immediately so declared and ordered 
every officer cand mail upon duty. ' Licutenant-Oolonol Alston, however, 
chose to aet individually, and on the ground of having given his parole 
ho declared lhat he would not go upon duty until exchanged, and upon 
this view he delivered himself up to General Burnside, and tlion, but 
not until thou, ho became a prisoner of war. General Burnside consid- 
ered Ills ease peculiar, as manifesting a high sense of honor, and rocom- 
mended his imuiodiato oxebaugo, which was accordingly ordered by the 
Secretary of War. 

Wo do not deny the right to order that party on duty under the cironin- 
stances, precisely answering to the case of our own men at Gettysburg,

deter the iirisoners from niakiiig an effort to sot thomsolvos free liy aii 
attaclc on my command, and roquostiiig mo to make a special report on 
the subject if I still deem my force inadequate to, the safe custody of 
the prisoners. I will emloavor not to repeat the reasons 1 have given 
in my letters of the 1st and Kith of October, bub refer you to them, and 
in this mainly refer to the Michigan and the assistance she can render. 

1 regard the arrival of the Michigan as most opportune. Making 
lull allowance for the decjoption practiced by prisoners in their inten- 
tions and statements and the uncertainty of tlieir means of knowledge 
of what transpires inside, not only the fact of their agreements to make 
revolt, but that last Saturday night had boon selected as the time, is 
well establi.shod. Prisoners that wont on exchange said and told ns in 
plain words to look onb when the Michigan was obliged to leave. If 
the Micltigan could lie where she now does ami the bay keep open so 
that wo could have bli© ndvantago of the water, with the desperation 
manifested by the prisonoi’s, I should regard the strictest watch always 
necessary to prevent revolt and the soi/au'o of our arms. I should liavo 
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(ioiilidonce tluit they (;ouM ikiI: ollbet fclioir esosipo. The (ioiniiiiitidor of 
l-ii(5 Micliigiin (loe« not led safe to Ho where lie (loe.s this sonsoii of the 
yoiit', and will liave to rmi over to tlio dtlior side of tlio bay in ease of 
a northeaster, and after the ice bej^ins to make it will be inuiossiblo to 
le hero at all. U lie lies on the Saiuhisky side, by a system oC siginds 
(ir the weather, from fogs, &e., did not jireveiit .seeing them), lie could 
be liero to render essential service in eu.se of attaidv, as lie could come 
to onr assialance, and in case of sneeoss, before tiie [iriaoners could 
leave thoisland; bnttliomoralinlluonce (so to speak) which the Michigan 
now exercises iii preventing revolt would bo wanting. There will be from 
two to four month.s when the Miehigau cannot conieout at all, and then 
oi course could be of no use, and this at the time when tbe'ice on the 
back of the island will admit crossing ami wo are deprived of the advan- 
tages ol the Avator for protection, either actual or moral, hast winter 
we ha<l great diflic.nlty in taking care of prisoners in Sandusky and 
o.xposed the Hue of guards, to say nothing of the prisoners, in crossing 
Avheu the bay was imseenre. it will be more dilllcult this winter, as it 
Avill be impossible to obtain the room in Sandusky we did last winter in 
winch to guard the prisoners. 'J!ho Michigan will bo of great service 
lihoro to Icoop the prisoners until they <muld be crossed, after coming at 
night, when it is impossible to cross them till next <hiy, even avIigu the 
ice IS comparatively good, and besides will lie hero to render aid as late 
this (all and as early next sjiiing as imssible, and tlio navigation of tlio 
bay, Irom its being the most southern portion of the lake and fed by 
streams Iroin tlio sou tli, is always a month and usually nmcli Icssiinjiedod 
by ice than at (rlie <«istorn end of the lak<^. At tiic same time thoi’o 
will bo from two to four inonilis when the guard on the island will bo 
the only soourity to prevent the o.scapo of prisoners into a country 
thinly i)()pulatcd and with two days’ march to the Detroit Hivor and 
Giiiiiula.

Nothing but the i>rcseiico 
oi the Michigan would have allowed the guard to leave hero sent under 
(Japtaiii ilradley to N()rt Delaware. liosidos, no comnuiiid is so (jon- 
fiiicd as inine, either men or ollicers. \’'oliin beers from tlic neighborhood 
of Sandusky in the lield have Ixmu homo four times the length of time 
tlio men of my command have liooa away from this post, and 1 have no 
doubt it is true of the service generally. My command feel tlu\y are 
nob fairly used in that resjiect. At the same time they went cheerfully 
where it was conceded they wore not obliged to go, when theCxovornor 
I'lxpiestod them to go, to repel the enemy in Western Virginia. I do 
not consider tliat tlie command should be .so large as not to eveuinvUo a 
revolt, but itshould bo so largo that with that degixm of disidpline it is 
reasoiiable to expect tliat if attempted there should be no danger of 
success, and that as the duty of both oflicmra and men is constant, it 
should not be too onerous and willing, but such that they eau stand it 
from Aveekto week andmonth to month.

Lf the officers and crews of those vessels are in (sonlhicment they are 
there because you refuse to release the officers and crows of Confeder- 
ate vessels. The former are very likely to remain in eonliiiomont until 
you release the latter ,unlos.s I have made some agreement which enti- 
tles them to a discharge.

Sir: In relation to j'ORr comiimnication of the 23d instant, inolosing' 
a letter from W. P. Wood to General Hitchcock, I .submit the followiiij;- : 

More than a yearaj>o, recognizing the injuatiee of the arrest of non- 
combatants, I submitted the following iiropositiou to the Pederul 
authorities, to wit: 

Tliat peuceublo iion-coinhfttant citizens of lioth tho Unitoil anil Confeilcrato States 
n lio iiro not coniioctml with any military orgaiiiziitiou shall not he arresteil by either 
tlio United Stii tes or Confederate armies within tho territory of the lulvorso party. 
If this projKisition i.s too broad let tho only exception bo the case of a temporary 
uri est of parties within army lim‘S, wJioro tlio arresting party has good reason to 
helievo that tlieir presouco is dnngorinm to tho safety of tlie army from tho opportu- 
nity aiVoriled of giving intelligence to the onoiuy. It is to ho understood, however, 
in the latter case, the arrest is te cease as soon as tho reason Cor making it ceases, 
in the withdrawal of tiie arny or for any other canao. This proposal is understood 
to include sucli arrests and imprisonments ns iiro nlroady in force. 

Although this proposition, so roasouablo and huinauo in its terms, 
1ms been before your Govornmout for move than ti year, it has never 
beeu accepted. I now again call your attention to it. If it does not 
suit you I will tluiuk you to suggest any modirtoation. I am willing to 
adopt any fair and I’cciprocal rule that will settle this matter on prin- 
ciple. It must, however, bo settled by rule. Itcamiot with any safoty 
be detormiued by “special cases.” 

You ask mo if I will release your citizens against whom there are no 
charges, Would itnot bo more liberal to make that oil'or on your part 
as far a.s our citizens are concerned before you ask our couseut? You 
have kept Oonfederate citizens in prison for many mouths without 
charges. Most of them have never had any charges preferred against 
them, although in tho opinion of your authoritiCvS there were “ special 
reasons” for their arrest. How easy is it to give or invent a special 
reason? In all probability there never has been an arrest and imprison- 
ment on either side since this war began for which there was not “ a 
special cause.” An arrest for retaliatory reasons, oven, is vspeoial. 

As far as the arrest of citizens of the Confedorate States by our 
authorities is concerned, wo will submit to no intorferonco in any way 
by tho Federal Government. It is a matter with which you have noth- 
ing to do. The Confederate authorities do not interfere ^Yitk your 
arrests of your o\viix)eoplo, no matter wliat injustice has been done to 
tlieiii. Any attempt on tho xmrt of the Federal Government to inter- 
pose in cases which only concern our authorities and tho people of those 
Confederate States may be justly styled impertinent and meddlesome. 
As far, however, as the arrests of citizens of the adverse party is eoii- 
ceruod we are at all times ready to adopt any fair and reciprocal rule.

Sir: Your communication of the 29th instant has been received and 
its extraordinary and groundless statements read with surprise. 

You first represent me as having iuforinod you that I would proceed 
to declare exchanges ^YhellovGr I couscioutiously felt that I had the 
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right to do so for tho purpose of putting men into the iiold. In another 
part of your letter I am charged with having stated that 1 would pro* 
(;e(!d to nuiko declarations of exchange for the piir[) 08 e of putting 
troo]).s into tlic Held whenever I thought proper. Iloth of those para- 
graplis are hetwecu quotation marks to indicate that I liad ooniiniini- 
(aitod them. Moreover, they are mentioned as being my “nnoiinivooul 
declaration.” Upon a faithful examination of my corrcspondoJieo with 
you and your imcdecesaor I can find no instance in whiidi such lan- 
guage lias been used by me. Will yon inform mo of tho date of any 
such communication or furnish mo with a copy of itil If you cannot, 
you will certainly deem mo justified in denouncing your statement as 
utterly without foundation in truth. 

Upon these premises you have proceeded to throw off sundry sen- 
tences more flippant than worthy of notice- As usual, however, you 
finish the paragraidi which contains them with a misstatement in 
assorting that I “ have declared exchanged all Confederate officers ami 
soldiers on parole” within onr lines “up to a very recent date.” I 
luivo done no such thing. I specially excepted tiio larger part of tho 
Vicksburg capture. 

Vou then proeoeil to give what you call “a history of this matter.” 
Tluit history, lilco many others, turns out to bo a romance. Lieutoiuint- 
Colonel Ludlow’s declarations of excliango, to wdiicli I roferrod in my 
letter of October 2, 18(13, wore not made in response to any invitation 
from mo or in coiisequonco of any previous declarations which I had 
made. I did not “inaugurate” what you term “a dojiarturo li’om the 
cartel.” The correspondence of the office very clearly shows that fact. 

You are wrong also in your statemont that the Vicksburg capture 
was subscMiuenb to your “coming to duty” at Fortress Monroe. I 
received official communications from Tjieutonunl;-Colonel Ludlow as- 
lute as July 22, 1803— weeks after tho Vicksburg surroiulor — and none 
from you until the 2r)tli of tho same month. 

You charge that tho deiffaration of exchange bearing date Scptemlmr 
12, 1803, was made “as if for the express purpose of increasing the 
force of General Bragg against General Boseorans.” This is also 
untrue. Tho declaration was not published until several days after 
tlio 12tli, although it bore that date. Not one of the officers or num 
iiamod in that declaration of exchange was on thii battle-flold of 
Ohiiffcaiiuiuga. 

You farther say I must have known that I had not delivered to you 
nor had I valid paroles of your inon sufficient to cover the nuinber 
dcidared exchanged by ino. I know exactly the contrary and so 
informed you. On the lltli of September, L8G3, in announcing tho 
declaration of exchange I would iiiako on tlio following day, I wrote to 
you that T had “in my possession more valid paroles of your officers 
and men than would bo an oipiiva-Ient for tlie officers and men” 
enumerated in the exchange notice. I liavo made the same statemeiit 
to you more than once since. I am prepared to prove that it was true 
eac-li time it was uttered. 

You say your declaration of exchange extended to those whom I had 
dolivorijd. If you moan that it was limited to such you arc incorrect, 
for it deislared exchanged all officers and men of the TJ. S. Army cap- 
tured and paroled at any time previous to tho Ist of September, 1803, 
and inidndcd many thousands of prisoners taken and paroled by onr 
cavalry and other forces in numerous States of the Ooiifedoracy never 
delivered by mo. I have already fiirnishod you a memorandnin ol' at 
least 10,000 of those paroled xu'isouers. 
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Y(»u say I failed to produce the paroles or to give any account or 
history of them. If you mean that I refused to do so, it is not true. 
I ottered to produce them at any time, and importuned you to agree to 
some principle by which they could be comi.>utcd and adjusted. When 
I last met j'ou at City Point you requested me for the ttrst time to send 
to you a monioriindnni of the paroles claimed a.s valid by me. I fur- 
nished you with the list oil the 27tli instant, that being the first day 
after your request on which aflag-of-truco boat apjieared at City Point. 

You say I then i>roceeded to make a further deelaratiou of oxeluinge, 
“ignoring tlie cartel altogctlier” and resting the whole proceeding, as 
you suppose, on my “sense of right.” There, again, you are mistaken. 
I did not rest the proceeding entirely upon my sense of right. I relied 
in some ineasnro upon yours, and to that extent its propriety may be 
doubtful. In communicating to you Exchange Notice No. 7, which is 
the one to which you refer, 1 wrote to you as follows: 

I liHi'osvitli iiicloao to you a tteolaifttioii of oxcliaiigo whicli I shall inihllsh in a day 
ov two. You will porf5oivo it is hasod upon tlio doclanifcion of oxoliango cniniinini- 
entud to nio in your lottor of tlio 2-ltli of Soptoiiibcr last. In luy notice 1 have fol- 
lowed youv phvnsoology. Iwouhl liavo prohwrod miothor form of doclaratiou niovo 
in acoovdaiioo with tho oircninatniicos of tlio oaso. Inasimioh, liowovcr, as niy 
deoliiiation to a considorahlo oxtont ia retaliatory of yours, I Jmvo diionmcl it more 
appropriate to f(dlow your own form of oxprosaion. 

Your letter of the 24th of Sopteinbor declared that “all officers and 
men of thoXJ. S. Army captured and paroled at any time previous to the 
Ist of September, 1803, are duly exchanged.” On tho lOtb of October 
following I declared exchanged “all (Confederate) ofiieers and men cap- 
tured and paroled at any time previous to tho let of September, 1803.” 
If that was “ignoring the cartel,” qs you charge, I only followed your 
oxample. Our declarations of exchange were precisely similar, except 
that in another part of uiy notice I ro.scrvod irom its operation tlie 
larger part of the Vicksburg paroles. If I had followed your “sense 
of right,” as I tlien had, and still claim, the right to do, I would have 
included all. 

Tlie Coiifedovato authorities take it unto tliomsolves as a proud and 
honorable boast that they have dotormined all these matters of paroles 
and exchanges according to their “sense of right” and not by any 
views of tenqiornry expediency. In following that guide they have at 
least shniuied some exaniiiles furnished by your fTOvernmont. They 
have never, in violation of their general orders and without notice to 
the adverse party, ordered tlioir paroled ollicora and men to break their 
solemn covenant, and without exchange lift their arin.s against their 
captors. They have therefore escaped the pangs of that retributive 
justice which made your general order of July 3, 1803, though so well 
.suited to the meridian of Gettysburg, invalidate tho paroles given at 
Port Hud.soii on tlietttliof the same mouth. Upon further rotlection 
I am sure you will bo satisfied that it does not become your authorities, 
who have chosen, whenever they felt so disposed, without notice or 
consent from us, to ropudiate the established usages of exchange ami 
put new- constructions upon the cartel, to complain that others have 
acted according to their sense of right. 

Not content with all the misstatements of fact which I have cited, 
you liave in your letter of tho 29tli instant dosconded to a malignaiit 
and wanton aspersion of the motives of the Confederate authorities in 
making the proposal contained in my letter of the 2()tli instant. You 
were asked to agree “that all officers and men on both sides should bo 
released, the excea.s on one side or tho other to bo on parole.” It would 
have been injustice enough to the many thousands of your prisoners in 
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0111' liiiiida Jiiul to those of oiirsiii yoiir custody simply to luivc, dudlined 
the in-oposal. Unli you luvvo thouglit pi’opor to iidd to yimi‘ rol'iisiil the 
gnitiiitouH insult to the Confederate States of intiiiiiitiiig Unit tlioir fair 
and lioiioab oiler was made for the purpose of putting into Uio field 
ol'lieers and men fraudulently exchanged, 'lids calniniiy is as destitute 
of foundation in lact as it is despicable iu spirit. 

I n eoncliision, let me tell you that tlio purpose of your letter is appar- 
ent. It has been well known for a long time that your authorities are 
opposed to a fair and regular exchange of prisoners under the eartol. 
In lejeoting- my pro|)ositiou you have endeavored to eoiieeal under a 
cloud of vague charges and nnfounded statements the (lotermimition at 
whiijli your (.iovcrnnient long since arrived. Why not ho frank once ? 
Why not say, without any further sublcrl'iiges, that you have reached 
the conclusion that our onicers and soldiers are more valuable, inau for 
man, tlmn yonns^

Until about a week or 
so since the commissioner of exchange was sangnim'. that (-hero wtmid 
soon be, by mutual agreement, a renewal of exchanges. An interview 
with the lAuleral comnussioiier at that time changed entirely his con- 
viction, and he reported to me Ins belief that the enemy had adopted 
ns tlieir settled poliijy the retention of all prisoners. I eommeiiced 
immediately instituting inquiries, with a view to the .stdectiou of an 
appj'opriate jdace, convenient, yet secure, in wliicli tlie inisoiiers might

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be retained for an indefinite jicriod. Arrangements are being made to 
send n considerable i)ortioii to Danville, wbere we have some large, 
vacant buildings at command; but as a more appropriate, xmrinaneiit 
place of imprisonment J am endeavoring to find and seonre i)osseHsion 
of some suitable island, snrronnded by water of sufficient de])tb to 
render an attiini])t at escape dangerous. Siicb an island, very conveii- 
iciiit, as being near the terminus of a railroad, exists in the Yadkin, 
and ] have made earimst effort to ijureliase or lease it. The owner 
jiositively refuses to sell or leiise, and 1 can only obtain it by the eom- 
])nl.siou of im)n'es.sinent, which I am very loatli to resort to. 

There are sonie other islands in the lioanoke liivcr in the neighbor- 
hood of Ulai'ksville not (jiiite so coiiveiiieut whiclt I am having exam- 
ined at this time by an ollieer with the view to the selection of one if 
suitable. I fully realize all the considerations mentioned by you iiuliie- 
iiig the removal of the i>risoner.s from iticlimoiid and slnill endeavor to 
oll'ect it as soon as practicable.

SiRj Having learned from the most undoubted authority that tho 
Confederato Government have neither the means nor the power to sub- 
sist, clothe, dr furnish proper quarters for the Union prisoners held in 
custody in Itiehmond and elsewhere in the South, I deem it ineuinbeiit 
on inoli'om motive.sof humanity to urge uj>on you tho aceo])tanooof one 
of tlie following propositions: 

First. I will exchange olTicer for ollicer, man for man, according to 
the grade and rank or equivalents aa provided in tho cartel, according 
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to tlio <lat(i of ciipfcnro, siiflioiont to sccuro the relouso of all Uiuoii pris- 
oners of war now l»oM in conlinonieiit in tlio Soutli, with the distinet 
inulei standing tlnit this oiler, If aeceptablc to fclio ConfedGrate aiitlior- 
icies, shall not waive or forego any claim, deinaml, or nuittor of contro- 
versy now jicnding between ns. 

Slioiild you decline to accept the above proposition I will agree tliat 
eacli party shall subalst and clothe the prisoners of war hold by the 
other, and shall provide for the speedy tran.sportation and delivering 
of such subsistence and clothing within the lines of each army respec- 
tively to the place or places where tho same is needed to bo issued, pro- 
vided that either party provide money shffieiont for that purpose in 
lieu of subsistence and clothing in kind, tho re.spective agents exehaiig- 
iiig proper voncher.s from time to time, and at all times to mean a 
faithful compliance with tho terms of this proposal, 

On the 28tli ultimo uSl Union prisoners were delivered at City Point, 
eight of whom died on tlie passage from that place to Annapolis. They 
were all in a starving condition. You have stated to me yourself that 
tlicro were no lights in the sashes in Libby Prison, and that your 
autlioi'ities had no means to place any there, ifow great, thou, will be 
the sulVoriiig of our prisoners during the coming winter. 

• Confuderuto jmsouers held by tlio U. S. autlioritios are at present 
well fed, clothed, and housed. Should you decline the foregoing prop- 
ositions I vshall deem it my duty to urge upon my Goverumont tho 
necessity and tho Justice of rendering the condition of Coufoderate 
prisoners held by us as nearly as possible similar to that of ours hold 
t»y tlio Confederates.

P. H. Watson, Assistant Secretary of War, by Colonel Irvine, a pris- 
oner of war recently returned from lilclimoiid, and submitted for the 
consideration of this olliee, is found the following huiguage: 

E. Moaely,ofF<mith Koutmiky Cavalry, <!ui)fcuimlsifc Niisiivllli', is in Irons, 
woiU'iiiji a 6'l-i«»m«l l)»ll juhI chain, at Allunta. 

Capt. Lewis Carter, of tI>o East Toiiiicasrn cavalry, rtotnilcd oji (jciicviil 
^Vll(iov's stafl', was also capttirodnb NnsLciilo aiul is linidiind ^^oate(l in likoinaninn’. 
Tiicy liavo not lioon sovvou with any charges, but tlio offlccis iiliout thorn report; tlio 
clinvgoB against thorn to be, iovying war against tboir sovcroigii Statos, Major 
Mosoly bolng a Kentuckian and tiio otlicr froiii Tonnossco, they arc hold as political 
prisimovH. Captain Ciirtor desires flonoral Wilder to be informed of his cojulitiou. 
Mosoly has boon aide to Covio-nor .Johnson, whom ho wishes infurnied of liissitiiatio)). 

Lieut, E. H. Mason, Company IJ, Twcnty-lirst Ohio Voliintcors, and Lloul;. 
WiUnn W. brown, of same i-ogiiiiont, aru in irons i-t Atijinta. 'L'lio chaigos against 
them aro tliiit biiuy wore in the hvidgo-lmniiiig expedition of General Mltchcl, at 
wliich timn thoy wore privates. One was oxohangod n)i<l tlio otiior escaped. Tlioy 
wore promoted, captured in battle, and are now hold on the old c.hurges. 

John Wollain, private, Thirty-third Ohio Voliintcors, is also in irons and cannot 
learn tiio chargee against him. 

Capt. C. S. Dircks, Company K, Eii-st Middle Tonnossoo Infantry, a native of 
Deniiiavk, taken last .January, was also subjected to tlie same troatinoal; for live 
mouths. The irons have iiocii taken oil', hut ho is still held and Rivnnot Iciini what 
(diarges, If any, tliore aro against iiim. They did not try liim nor make any pro- 
tense of expecting to. 

Olhia iiifornuitioiL iu regard to these olTftcors and soldiera of the IT, S. 
Army now langid.shing iu Southern prisons is regarded a.s entirely 
reliable, it having been obtained by Colonel Irvine from oiricors cap- 
tured at Ohickainangsb and confirmed by personal couversatioiis with 
General Dow, who himself saw those persons and knows the facts. Maj. 
J. I*. Collins, of Twenty-ninth Indiana, is one of the persons who 
furnished the information. Ho was captured at (Jhickamaiiga and 
conversed with these jn'isoners, who were anxious to ascertJiin what was 
against them. 

As tins oUlcors and iirivate named are jinsoners ol' and are 
recognized by this Governinout as occupying that status, and that 
only, its utmost power should bo exerted to secure for them the treat- 
mont to which they are entitled according to the usages of civilized 
nations. All restraints upon their liberty beyond what aro necessary 
for their safe-keeping are violations alike of the customs of war and 
of the sentiments of humanity. 

It is entirely manifest that the miarincd and helpless eaptives men- 
tioned now confined in xinsons at remote points from the loyal Slates 
have not been loaded with irons as a precaution necessary for their 
security., This inliumanity is either one of the caprices of the rebel

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despotism or is the result of a deliberate purpose to chastise and tor- 
ture those who in being disarmed by the fortiiue.s of war are only the 
more under the shelter of its laws. lu those cases where it is sug- 
gested that there are any grounds alleged for this course of treatment 
it will be observed that they arc mere i>reteu 80 s and do not deserve 
aeriou.s consideratiou. Upon tlie insolent i)i‘etensioii that because 
(;iti/ens of Kontueky and Tennessee liave been true to their natimuil 
Hag they may in disregard of the cartel bo hold and tried as traitors 
not a word need be said. 

Ihiually untenable is the position said to be taken in reference to 
Lieutenants j\Ia.son and Bmwn. Tlio “bridge-burning expedition ” to 
which it is stated they belonged was the subject of an investigation in 
this olUce and of a report to yourself under date of 27tli of Marcli, 18(j3. 
It was fully proved that it was military in its character, set on foot for 
the purpose of cutting thecommimicatioiis of the rebel army, and that 
the soldiers engaged in it were regularly detailed for the duty. It is 
true that, the expedition having faihid, seven of these men were executed 
at Atlanta under the charge of being .spic.s ; the testimony, however, loft 
no doubt but that tills execution took ])la<*-o under a peremptory order 
fl'om Richmond and against the convictions of tho court by wliom the 
men were tried, in every aspect in which it can be regarded it iiinst 
be pronounced to have been a cold-blooded and cowardly murder. 
But if even these two Jleutenants had been si>ics, which tlioy certainly 
were Jiot, their having escaped and returned in safety to the Hjigs of 
their own army would, according to the universal law on the subjecjt, 
protect them IVom imnishment. Spies to be punished must be found 
or taken as .such. If they succeed in reaching the military fovoes to 
which they belong the olfeiise does not follow them, and they are not 
liable to be tried lor it if afterward captured. 

Retaliation for outrages sucIj as those of which those captives are 
now the victims is, it is true, an inadocpiatc mode of redress, but it is 
the only one within tho reach of tho Governmeiit. It is therefore 
recoiniuendod that it be at once resorted to and that rebel prisoners 
coiTesi)oiKling in position in tbe militsvry service to tbe ollicors and 
private named be subjected to precisely the .same treatment which the 
latter are now enduring. This much is due equally to the public honor 
and to the victims of tliosc oppressions, un<l it is believed that such a 
retaliatory ii ea.snrc, if promptly adopted and persisted in, will go far 
to re])ress such brutal and barbaric practices in future.

It is not a jiart of iiiy mili- 
tary duty to re(|Uii“o more than your safe conlinomont in tho Ohio ])oni- 
tentiary, giving you as far as practicable all of (;lio i)rLvilogos of 
prisouors of war. 

As your place of confiuomeiit do.siguatcd is the Ohioponitontiary, it 
is necessary that yon should bo subject to and observe the rulos and 
regulations for tho government of that institution. 

The directors deem it necessary to keep the convicts ontiroly separate 
from your ol'ileers, and have rcfuiired that at such times as they ar(3 
going to or from their cells those of the prisoners of war must be closed.

Colonel: I have the honor to submit the following reply to tho 
report of Dr. A. M. Clark, acting medical inspector of prisoners of war, 
as directed by you in your note of October 24, 18G3 : 

First. Polico uf c.amp vory much negleioted, oxoopt in biiri'iicks of Iiiv.'iliil Corps. 

Prom the 18th of August to the 2Gth of September tho whole guard 
duty of the camp was performed by eight companies of tho First Mich- 
igan Sharp.shootor.s and two companies Sixty-ilfth Illinois Infantry. 
Tho force was so small that the men were compelled to go on duty 
every other day, and there was but little time to do polico duty. Tho 
invalids had been in camx) but four or live days when tho inspection 
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was iiiu(]o, and liad been assigned to no duty, except to lit up their 
quarters, until a day or two before the inspection. 

DiscipliiKs iu cam}i very lax. 

Tlie discipline of tliecamp is fnlly as strict as it ever has been, tliough 
the force at niy connuand lias been less than one-quarter the average 
lierotofore emjiloyed. It is the reimirlc of all who have been aciiuaiiited 
Avitli the camp since its first organization that the discipline was never 
inore perfect and the prisoners under better control. 

Thii'il. Sinks liadly constrnotod uml in fllHiy comlititMi. 

Tlie sinks were in theidaeesand constructed thc.'vaine as those hereto- 
fore used, though the doctor’s remarks aro strictly true. 1 liave eaiised 
ten new sinlis to bo constructed over the sower, with fortj'^ funnels eacli, 
leading into a soil box, which is washed and cleaned every day by an 
adjusted liydrant. Q'hese will be ready for use iu two or three days, 
when the old ones will bo cleansed and covered, i regard this as one 
of tlie most important improvements made in the camj). 

Pnnrtli, Komnvill of olliil not woll attoiulcd to; no rocoptiuslos prnvulod. 

The offal of the camp is deposited in barrels and removed as fast as 
the teams jirovided for use in the camp will allow. No more perfect 
system can bo devised at present. 

Piftli. No iittontion jb paid to cooking InpriBoiiovs’ Imrmoks by autliovitica. 

Tliis is a sad mistake. All the attention possible, after di.scharging 
other duties, lias boon jiaid to this matter. Wc have been very doll- 
oiont in means to cook with, but good food has been furnished to all. 

kSixtli. Clollilitg iu Ii(*8pitiil for prisoneVH is \’oi-y dodcionfc. 

JIow could it be otborwise with so many sick thrown upon our hands 
without notice and no provision, not oven cots to puttlioin upon'^ This 
defect ia being remedied as fast as i)ossible, though the rajiid 8])read of 
the measles is greatly augmenting the sickness of botli prisoners and 
garrison. 

Suventh. Hospital bodding is vory deftciont. 

Same reply as above, 

Eightli. I'oiico of prison hospital not fts good as it Hlnmid boj cooking arriiiigo- 
nionts not; cjirofiilly iiispoctod; disciplino of hospitals not good. 

lleg leave respectfully to differ with Doctor Clark. The hosjntals 
are overcrowded^ some of them contain double the number they should 
accommodate, and this must conttiiuo till the new ones ni-dered can be 
completed; but I am positive that great care has been taken to have 
the best of discipline in these respects. 

Niulib. All tlio jn-isonors’ barracks iiro greatly in need of ropaivs, «fec. 

All true, but they ai’c being repaired as fast as possible. Your 
instructions to remedy the deficiencies are receiving my constant atten- 
tion. The hospitals and laundry are already commenced and will be 
completed as soon as the weather will permit. 

Colonel, I hope you will allow me to make some suggestions as to 
some of the instruction.s contained in your letter. 

First. Tho cooking must boroaftor bo done in Farmer’s boilers, &o. There must bo 
no more cooking iu open firoplaoe nor iu oamp-kottles. 

We have tried the Farmer boilers and they are a failure. I had 
ordered for the use of each company of the garrison in camj) a range 
built of brick and covered with an iron top, with holes lil^o a cook- 
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Htovo, on -wliioli pofca, cainp-kettlcs, and frying-pans could be used; (micIj 
I'iiiigo three feet wide and twelve feet long, with sixteen lioleSj to burn 
four-foot wood. 1 regard tins as a far preferable mode, and it will be 
inuch cheaper than tl»o boilers, do more and better cooking, bo as safe 
from fire, and will insure regularity in inea-ls. 1 append a sjiecihca- 
tion of this range, and if approved by you will introduce them to the 
kitchens for prisoners. 

Si^doiul. Put tlio ovoiiuin gooil repair and bake the bread Tor the <!i>iiiinjnuL Baking 
iiy couLi aelj iir.lHt bo diHoontinnod. 

Tliis is at present imprmd.icable, and it is also beyond my reach, as 
the whole of feeding is done under contract nuide by Oajit. N. W. 
Mdwards, commissary of subsistence I’or this State. The prisoners use 
large quantities of corn-meal from choice, and bake their Johnuio cakes 
in ovens ami halte-kettles furnished by the c^)ntractor, without expense 
to the (Tovernment. Tlio old bakery here is not half large enough to 
accommodate the number of men, and its use was abandoned because 
the ovens were defective. They must be rebuilt before they can be 
used, ft would also re(|niro the hiring of a largo number of men to 
manage such a bakery. J. should not feel safe to trust it in the liands 
of prisoners. 

'I'liird. Ah (o Uio maniigomnni. t»f |;b« iioHpItiil liuid, I loiivo thut t« Dr. A. F.WlioJaii, 
Mio oximi'ioiKJoil and imloJiitigablo post roply lo, which roply I ivIho 

imdosB, iTiiirkot'l B. 

I assure you, colonel, we are all doing all that can bo done, with a 
reasonable regard for economy, to imi>rovo the condition of this camp 
ariid to benefit its inmates. JUit it takes time. Already there have 
been about 820,000 of iinprovoments made, and tliero is room for inuoli 
more. The calls of necessity and security wero answered lirst; those 
ol‘ Immaiiity come next; and after these, conveniences and adornment 
will recei ve their iiroper share of attention. The draining of the camp 
and the orotitioii of the now fence have been progi’ossiiig steadily and 
are nearly eomplotod. l?or a long time wo snlVcrcd very badly for a 
l)r()per supply of water. This has beeu provided. The repairs to the 
l)aiTaek8 ami the now hospitals are now being proseisnted. J.iuring the 
past month I have worked about 100 of the iH'isoners daily upon these 
improvements, and am still employing tlmt proportion.. The weather 
lias boon very stormy, and tins has greatly impeded oiir progress. My 
])hui of employing jmsoners i.s tliis: J have anuounced in orders that 
timse who actually need clothing wonhl bo allowed to earn it by labor- 
ing on these imi)rovemcnt.s. The result is the men labor willingly ami 
well. I liavo also supplied some tobacco to workmen. The cost for 
this manual labor thus far to the Government is actually nothing, as 
oven the tobacco is bought witli the prisoners’ savings fund, ami the 
idea of (iompulsory labor is also avoided. As to the hssue of clothing, 
a great deal has been supplied to Kentuckians by their friends, mostly 
of ehoa]} gray jeans or satinets, li’or outer clothing .1 liave thus far 
supplied from a lot of “gray iiopper-aml-salt” clothing in xio.saessioii of 
(Japt. .T. A. Potter, U. S. quartermaster, turned over to liim by the Gov- 
ernment some time since, originally intended for tlio State troops of 
Illinois and Wi.sconsin. Underclothes and blankets forwarded by you 
liavo been used, and I shall Avant more as the season advances. 

You will pardon me, colonel, for detaining you so long, but I know 
yon desire to bo fully acquainted Avitli the doings of your subordinates. 
X hope by the end of this month to report to you, or to exhibit to your 
inspectors, a model military prison in all that relates to economy to the 
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Govormiieiit and the welfare of its inmates. If I fail, tlie fault sliall 
not lio mine.

The rations are furnished on contract by E. S. Fowler & Co., which 
provides when rations are commuted it shall be at cents for each 
and every ration. The contract also provides that the component parts 
of each ration shall have a certain price per pound, and 100 rations 
(per pound) at contract prices amount t<) more than coinniiitation 
lirico, as the subjoined table of rations will show, which is contract 
price and nearly the proportion and kind of articles rerpiired in the 
hospital, and, as you will observe, lessons the savings to the hospital : 
hence loaves a small fund. The average numbor of sick for tlie month 
was 107 and the whole numbor of rations duo was 3,235. Seo monthly 
stutoinont of the hospital fund, which will givo tho issno, savings, and 
purchases for tho month.

Mr. Oubl, the agentfrom Richmond, refuses todi.scliarge our citizens, 
hold mg them 111 eonihicmcnt without any pretensoof accusations against 
them, Ills object being profes.seilly to create .such a pressure” upon onr 
jieople as shall compel the (Jovernment to outer into some sort of 
cartel on the subject, by which this (Jovernment would obligato itself 
to iiiaJm no arrest.s of citizens at all, or to hold parties in urrest only 
under ciriuimstanees that would virtually be dictated by the rebels. 

_ ilie visible object of this proposal by Mr. Ould (or his Government) 

IS to place the rebels of the South, by .something like a treaty, on a 
tootmg with the citizens of tho whole country, by whicli the Govorn- 
iiient would relimiuish all right to arrest any traitor engaged in reboi- 
Jioii iuiIOkSS taken in arms. 

1 have not supposed that the Government can listen for one moment 
to suoli a proposal.

One method seems obvious to inaiii' who refer to it, verbally iiiul by 
letters, to wit, that of arresting citizens in the South in syinpathy with 
tlio rebels, to he exchanged for Union incti. Tliis seems to be a lirst 
tlioiight with jnany, bnt a seriona objection to it is tliat the war, iiistciid 
of being carried on against organized opposition to the Government, 
would immediately degenerate into a war against citizens, resulting in 
an amount of snirering frightful to coutomplate, by which the character 
of the country for civilization and Iniinanity would be hopelessly com- 
promised. 

I am not prepared to rccoinmcud this course, but I feel caned ui)on 
to bring this subject to your particular notice for such dis])ositioii as 
you may direct.

Genehal: I liavo the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your lot- 
tcM* of the 2{)tli ultimo, inclosing copies of four letters addressed to you 
by Mr. Quid, and a copy of your lottoi* addressed to him on the 17tli 
ultimo. 

I am able to give yon some facts which will enable you to set Mr. 
Quid right in some of the positions taken by liim in his letter of the 
27tli ultimo. 

Ho asserts that ho received General Orders, Ho. 40, long before Order 
No, 100 was delivered to him, which assertion ho bases on their respective 
dates. On the 14t!i March I inclosed copies of Order 40 to Uolonol Lud- 
low, and with the approbation of the General-in-Ohief suggested that lie 
should connnunicato it to Mr. Onld, but as some of the provisions are a 
little obscure, and the colonel urns not <jnito sure how it was to bo under- 
stood, he deferred presenting it to Mr. Onld until alter ho had visited 
this city, by which time Order 100 was ])nblushed and I have no doubt 
they were presented at the .same time to Mr. Onld. I inclosed them 
together to Colonel Lndlow in my letter of the 20th of May, and the 
oolonel’.s letters I ])rGsuuic will show that they w'cro presented together. 
It is possible, however, that as Colonel L. hud a personal interview at 
that time with Mr. Onld, ho presented the two orders in person. Mr. 
Ould notllnding any letter in liis possession eommuuicatiug the ordtu's 
does not ]}rovo that no letter accompanied them. 

Tlio two orders announced general rules baaed on the usages of war, 
w'hich, in the absence of any specific agreement between belligerents, 
should govern in paroling iwisoners of w'ar, but in tliia case a cartel laid 
already been agreed upon, and no order of oithcr party could sot aside 
any of its lu’ovisioiis. For instsinco, a commander on being ca])turGd 
might, under some circumstances, give a parole ibr himself and liis com- 
mand without violating General Orders, No. 1(10— which includes (acn- 
eral Order 40— but unless the paroling was done at City ]*oint or other 
named place it would bo in violation of the cartel, and the paroles 
must, therefore, be set aside as invalid. No exceptions could bo taken 
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tf) tin's (!oursc by tliG party fjraiiting tho parolo, because tlie. validily oT 
l,Ii(i ])iii'olo depends on a aM(5t eompliuiico with tlio ])i'ovisions of (;li (5 
(cartel, and wlicn any otlier course is followed tlian that jioiiited out by 
tliat instrument; any claim based upon it must fail. Pava^Tiipli Idodf 
Order 100, wlii{di prescribes tho duties which a paroled soldier may per- 
inrin, is also to some extent set aside by tho cartel, which resI ricLs these 
duties to a iniich more limited iioUl tliiin the order, raratiiaph L'll, 
Avhich J\Ir. Ould makes so much olV is also made inoperative by tlio 
cartel, because it could only apply to paroles not given at the points 
designated for delivery, but all such parole.s are by the cartel made 
invalid, and the pai’oling party could, tliendore, have no pretext for 
claiming their recognition. If such a claim could be adniittcil, tlie 
olkuit at Gettysburg would have been to give General Lee tlio privilege 
ol j)hicing Ids prisoners in onr hands to be delivered to liim at our own 
cliargo at City L’oint. jMr. Ould cannot have the assinaiicc to insist ou 
unytldug so absurd as Ibis. 

General Order 207 was iutemled simply to announce to tbo Army that 
the irregular practice of i)aroling .small squads of men and individnalK 
without rolls or other reliable evidence of any kind, whicli had very 
generally prevailed, must be discontinued, and that theroiifter the cartel 
should bo rigidly adlicrcd to. This annonneement had been provioimly 
made to the Confedorato authoiities through Mr. Ould. 

Tliero have been no “successive changes of purpose in tho matter of 
paroles,’^ as Mr. (,)uld asserts, nor changes of any kind, excoj^t so far as 
to return to a strict observance of the (uirtel, and this is a change the 
propriety of which Mr. Ould is not at liberty to question. 

'.fhe llgiires wliich 1 give you in iny letter of the 13th instant wore 
not given aa embracing all declared oxcliangcd in General Orders, Xo. 

J 67, of June 8, but only tlioso which Colonel Ludlow used to jnako up 
the balance duo lum after arranging that <le(;)aration with Mr. Ould. 
it was the deolaratiou which Colonel Ludlow made to cover this bal- 
nneo that Mr. Ould cites as tho precedent wbicli authorised him to 
announce so unox{>octodly his declaration of September 12. Thefallucy 
of Ills ua.sumption is wliat we want to show; not so )iuic]i an error ill 
liis computation. On examining tho record I And tlnit tho bligiitieth 
;( llinois, 31.1. men — not 400 a.s Mr. Ould says — was accidentally omitted 
irom my letter, and by a clorhjal error Seventy-third Indiana was writ- 
ten Soventy-iU’tli Indiana. Paragraphs 5 and 0 of General Order 107 
cover the troops referred to, and other paragraphs cover the captures 
ineiitioned by Mr. Ould. Any discrepancies in numbers declared 
exeliangcd a(. that time on oitlicr side i.s of little consofiuonce, as up to 
the date of tluit order it is assumed that the oxcliango account was 
satisfactorily I)alaiiced. 

.If Mr. Ould has proof, a.s lie assorts, that tho Confedorato prisoners 
f werel delivered at City Point between the Otli and the 23d of May, of 
wliicli y(ni luive no record, it is due to himself and to you that lie should 
produce it. I do not doubt that ho has it, but that is no reason why 
lie .should witliliold it. 

.1:1 e again assorts tJiat ho has in his po.sse.s8ioii more valid paroles of 
oiruicrs and men than would furnish equivalents for all lie has declared 
exchanged up to the date of his letter. You have already invited him 
to produce thesis paroles, and without his doing so his assertions can- 
not be credited. I have seen the statement of Pcderal troops captured 
and paroled in tho West presented by him, which you forwarded to 
GGiioralllitcdicock. This simply gives numbers efi])turod at diiCeront 
times by dill'ereiit commanders, and is no more reliable nor any better 
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ibunrtatiion to iioft'otiato upon than Mr. Oultl’s owir letter, in wliicli ho 
iisHCL'tH that lio hns J6,000 valid paroles. 

Thus farMr. Oiihl has tailed to sustain himsolf in • tu'o imjtortant 
particulars: Mo has not established that ho had any precedent, as lie 
asserts, Jbr his declaration of Sei)toinl)or l.'l [12], and lie has jiroiliieed 
not 0110 of the 10,000 valid i)arolo8 which he i)rotbs8e.s to have in liis 
liossession.

$5,000 in Southern bank bills at a. dis<*.ount, cxp<!cting to use it better 
than U. S. Treasury notes. This snin (»l‘ $5,000 m'us his own ])cr.so]uU 
pro])erty ami with it the (lovernment hud no eouccri}. On his march 
lie paid out a good deal of this money I’or purclmse.s for liis eommaiid, 
and his (piartth’iii aster rej)aid liim in U. S. Treasury notes wliicli had 
never been used. After Ids capture his anrgeon.s sold their horses to 
Confederate omirtcrma.sters for about $800 or more in Confederate 
money. Of this amount Oolimcl S. purcha.sc<l from Ins surgeons about 
$825, paying 1hem 20 cents on the dollar in h'cdoral money. General 
I’orrest had taken from tlie (inartermaster of OoloJicl Strciight a pack- 
age of $851 in Federal Treasury notes— all $1 notc.s— e.xeei)t one $5 bill. 
For this ])ackagG Colonel S. gave General Forrest $851 in Confederate 
money, tlie exchange being nnulo dollar for dollar. 

Colonel Stroiglit stal;ea that this package contained all the $1. nob's 
in liifl ])o.s8esalon, and that the rojmrtof Captain MoriU; tlnit he had 
$1,158 in $1 notc.s is a mistake. UcBtates that the whole amount of 
money taken from him is his own individual i»roperty, and tlmt liis 
(lovornmeiit has no interest In or claim to any part of it. In addition 
to the credits indorsed on the n.'ceipt (which were ])aid in Federal 
money) ho has received mily $50, which wore paid in Confiulerate 
money. He desires to be i>aid $100 per imnith lioroaftor for his 
ex])ense.s. 

Colonel S. also (daims t-bat if ho should bo deeided to liave forfeited 
his money by being taken prisoner, that yet, under the rule of which 
holms been notilled by General Winder, ho is entitled to payment of 
hi.s expenses.

eovored by his deelaration.* These will be some iissi.staiiee to yon in 
distiu^'iiialiiiig’ among prisono-s of war who may fall, into your liiuids 
those who Imve violated their paroles, if there bo siny siudi, In (aises 
of doubt, by a reference to the records in thi.s oilieo iiaines und otiior 
particulars may be obtained whicli will servo to Idontily such ori’ciKhn’s. 
It is contemplated that prisoners of war Avill be generally held at the 
depots established north of the <.)hio, but tliore must iieeossiirily be a 
great many captured in small partio-s, and many wounded iiiiist fall 
into our Inmds as the army advances, who should be collected at some 
convenient point from winch tliey can be transferred to the in’iiicijial 
depots, and I have respectfully to request that you will have Nashville 
or other suitublo ])Iaco designated as a tenqmrary (hquit iind liiniisli 
me with the name of the olllcer placed in charge. As .soon as prisoners 
roach the temporary depot they should bo reported to this olllce, with a 
carefully i)ropare(l roll giving the rank, regiment, and {lonipaiiy, and 
time luul place of capture. In order to a proper jicconutability of’ them, 
the sick iincl wounded should he, as far as practicable, assembled at 
one hospital, where a careful record should bo lce))t of all arrivals, 
transfers, death.s, I'tc. I have the honor to inclose copies of regulation st 
issued from this olllce by authority of the VVa.r Depurtment which pro- 
vide for the care of ])risouers. May I rocpiesb of yon to liave them dis- 
tributed to the dlllbreut phiees where prisoners are held, whetlicr lioa- 
pitala or prisons, and to require comiiian(ler.s to make to tin’s olllce the 
required reports, returns, &c.? Jdease call attention to aijpendix of 
Revised Army llegnlatioiiSjtKse.

It is advised for tlio eon venienco of pro- 
viding for them to liavo jxi’isonors of war collected together as much as 
possililo, and I liave vespoctfully to recpiest that some i)oiiit on the 
Mississippi may be designated for this purpose, and that [ maybe 
informed of tlie selection and of the olllcer appointed to command. It 
is contcmi)lato(l that prisoners of war will be goJiorally hold at the 
depots established in Oliio, Indiana, and Illinois, but there must neces- 
sarily be a groat many <;aptured in small parties, and many M'ouiided 
must fall into our hamls as the army advances, who must he collected 
at some (sonveuient point from which they can bo translei’red to the 
principal depots. As soon as they reach the temporary depot they 
sliould be reported to this olllco, with a carefully prepared roll, giving 
the rank, regiment, and company, and time and phum of capture.

Sill: Your eominuuiealiion of tlie20tli ultimo^ has boon riicoivod, for- 
wardiiig what purporhs to be a tabular statement of the number of 
valid i>ar()les claimed by Mr. Ould, with a copy of liia letter acooinpany- 
ing it to yourself, of the 27th ultimo. 

This tabular statement covers a claim' to 18,807 paroles of Pcderal 
troops, without distiiietiou of grade, no oltieors or non-eommissioiied 
onieers being noticed as among tlioprisonera. The.statement professes 
(o oiuimerate forty-four places whore captures were made, with the 
names of captors and dates of capture, the number said to have been 
eai)i:ured being carried out in figures. 

This statement may iiicliido some prisoners enpturod and paroled 
according to the laws of warj but, if so, it. is impossibki to distinguish

conliriiiinji' tlie alleg'ed oaphires by OencralK Bee, and ])OHsil>ly 

some others; but, on the whole, the statement is iitmatislactory, and in 
its ju'eseiit form is regarded as without credit and not entitle<l (o 
eoiisideratioii. 

Tile statement does not show in any one inataneo by whom the pi is- 
oners were received, or to whom, or oven where, they were delivered, 
leaving it to be jircsumed that they were for the most ])a.rli imroled on 
tlie instant of capture, without authority under the cartel, in not being 
‘‘reduced to actual ^losseasloii,” contrary to lioth tlie laws ol’ war, 
as set forth in Order !No. 100, of ISO.'!, and the provisions of tlio cartel. 
Order No. 100 merely jniblishca the laws of war, and tlie (airlol is 
entirely in liannony witli it. 

Tiie orders on tin’s snbjee.t siibseqnently issued, and to wliudi Mr. 
Onld a])iieals, wore expressly designed to give cIVect to tliose laws and 
to the cartel, and were in no manner intended to abrogate, and neither 
do they abrogate or modify, the one or tlio other. If ! lie enemy wislios 
in good faitli to carry out the orders ho refers to, tlie pro])er conrso 
would bo to issue similar order.s ami for a like pur))oso, in wliicli (also 
there might be Hoiiio lioiio of a (;ompliaiice with both tlie cartel and the 
laws of war, 

Mr, Ould’s od'ort to liavc recognized cortiiiii paroles as valid whlidi 
have been informally and Improperly made, embracing, so far as we can 
Icnow iVoin his statements, many <*ll izons in Kentmiky, [ronnessoo, ainl 
elsowlicro {no piirticulnr place being named in some instancOH), by 
appealing to Northern orders is a iimre perver.sion of (lie (dear anil 
manifest design of thos<‘ ordm-s— that design being, as alieady .stated, 
to enforce, and not nullify, the laws of war. \Vc aiipcnil to those 
orders, and iiitead to be governed by tliom, and if the enemy would 
as.siimo them, and bo governed by thorn also, all diniciilties on the sub- 
je(;t of paroles would cease. By Mr. Ould’s mode of iip])lieat;ion or 
misaiiplication of those orders, he would use tliom to doatroy and not 
to enforce the laws of war. 

The laws of war are lirst in order, imposing obligations upon bel- 
ligerents, and they continue to be. obligatory upon both iiarties, unless 
niodiHed by a special agreomont undor a cartel, wliicli, wlien agreed 
upon, iKicomes the highe.st authority in all specilled cases imtluded in 
the cartel, leaving the laws of war in full operation in all oases not ])ro- 
vided for in the cartel — a cartel being aualogous to a treaty of com- 
incrco hotween nations, whiidi may modify the natural laws of trade or 
oonimerce, binding botli parties to the treaty. 

The order.s of a general in the (ield, or of a getiorabin-chief of one of 
the belligerents, are only oiiorative within the licld of the generar.s 
command, and can have no effect to modify either the laws of war or 
the provisions of a i>arficular cartel. Such ordiirs are jmroly disci- 
plinary in the army where issued, and (;an neither bind an oiiomy nor 
can ail enemy appeal to them to jii.stify his departure b-om or violation 
of either a iiartieular crartel or the laws of war. A diipurtnro from 
such an order williin the army, subject to the authority issuing tlie 
order, might snhjeot the offender to pniilalimont within liis own army, 
but could not ho apjicaled to to make a parole valid which by the laws 
of war or by provisions of a particular cartel would be di.sowiied as 
not valid. 

While we sot fortli these priiuuples'as binding, we dmiy (‘inpluitie,- 
allythat the orders ajipoaled to by Air. Ould sanction liis dejiarture 
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i'rotii Mm laws oC war or the cartel, the express purpose of Order No. 207 
(1803) being' to enforce the i>rovisioiis of the existing cartel. It sots 
out by an a|)p(!al, in paragrapli 1, to the (tartcl, by its (lat (3 and the date 
of tlio order by wliich it -was inibllshcd, the provisions of wlihdi are 
to be onfor(!(al, and this is again set forward in paragiaph II. 

Order No. 207 publishes a very important law of war, in paragraj)!! 
IV, in aniioniicing that “the obligations imposed by the geiieral laws 
and usages of war ii])on the non-combatant inhabitjints of a section of 
country ])asse(l over l)y an invading army cease wlioii the military 
occupation ceases, and any )>ludgo or parole given by such persons in 
regard to future service is null and of no cllbct.” This ])aragi’aph oi‘ 
Order No, 207 does j-.ot originate, it merely aniioimco.s, the law of war 
on the aubjeet to which it refei's; but it is particularly sigiiillcaiit, in 
view of the probable c.harueter of many of the paroles claimed as valid 
in tiie tabular statement furnished by Mr. Ould, in wliicli, under the 
head of “Whore captured,” th(3 statement uses gcneralitios which (;au 
in no aonae be received. Thus, <aiptiires are said to have been iiiado in 
“ Kentucky and Tennessee;” “In Tennessee;” iii “Kentucky and Teii- 
iieas'Hi” (again); in “Tenncsseo” (again); in “Kentucky and Tennessee” 
(a third time); “Jhirlxmr Oounty, Ky.” (whether soldiers or citi- 
zens wo cannot toll); in “Western Virginia;” in “Western Virginia” 
(again); in “Hinds Oounty, Miss.;” in “Eastern ATrginia;” in “Mis- 
aissippi;” in “IContmdcy and Tennessee” (for the fourth time), »&c. 

In tlnii, the atatemeiit is wli<)Ily Informal and without authority.

CoEONioi.j I have the honor to call your attention, mid tlirough you 
tlmt of the (tompetenfc authority, to the fact that there are now conlined 
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at Forb McjHeniy some sixty rebel medical onicers, and at Fort I-)ela- 
ware and other military prisons probably many more. Can no steps be 
talceii to stop the practice of treating surgeons as prisoners of war / 
The cartel some time ago was arranged on a more generous basis, and 
upon its provisions oar surgeons at OUaiicellorsvilIc, FrcdericlcHburg, 
and ehsewhere have voluntarily remained with their woiiudcd, In the 
same spirit nearly all who were taken by us from the eneiny at Clettys- 
burg remained behind purposely and became voluntarily subject to 
restraint. Since then, more than four months ago, nearly all the rebel 
surgeons have remained in our hands as prisoners of war, while the 
lebels in rctaUation have already captured and placed iu conriiiement 
at Kichiiiond and elsewhere a very large nuinber of our medical ollioers. 
The elT'ect of this cannot help but be detrimental to the service. The 
rebel surgeons state freely that they will not voluntarily again submit 
themselves to a long and tedious conlinemeiit, and I can add that the 
Icnipcr of our own surgeons is averse to a similar imprisonmenb in a 
llltliy rebel prison. I imi.st confess that in my own case, as things now 
stand, I should rather avoid than court captivity, whereas, to the eon- 
ti ary, if the terms of the cartel wore adhered to, I would willingly sub- 
mit to privations only temporary in character in order to minister bo 
our wounded, aiul would, if on the field at any time, volunteer for the 
purpose.

General: The steamer Now York, upon the 29th ultimo, brought to 
this city a number of sick and wounded soldiers of the U. S. Army, 
whoso pitiable condition is submitted to your coimidoratioii in the hope 
that somotlnng may be done by the Govoriiment to avert or mitigate 
simiUir suH'ering in others to arrive from Belle Island. So far us can 
ho known from the press several thousand (10,000) Union prisoners are 
at Bello Island, or near Itichmund, who can only he imperfectly sub- 
sisted. Bread and beef are so .scarce that Southern papers diseuss the 
probability of famine. Under these cireumstamjcs the urgency of the 
case may well engage the attention of our authorities, that .supjilics 
comiiieusiiraU! witli their condition may he provided. It appoar.s from 
examination of inclosed report of the medical oillcor of the day, general 
hospital at Annapolis, that 189 sick and wounded left City Point by 
steamer New York. Of these, died on passage before reaching Fortress 
Monroe, died between Fortress Monroe and Annapolis, 4; and tliere 
have died since admission in hospital at Annaiiolis, 27. The causes of 
death, as reported in these last, wore : chronic diarrhea, 13 ; debility, 0 ; 
erysipelas,!; double pneumonia, 4j scorbutus,!; wound and its effect, !; 
typhoid fever, !; total, 27.

Silt: I liave the honor to imiko the followui}^ general report of the 
eonditiou of ])ii(:ienta (8i(5k and wounded) who arrived at and were 
admitted to this h<)si)ital from JRollo Island, Va., per liag-of-tniee 
steanHir New York, via City J^oiiit, A^a., tlie 20t]i ultimo. The New 
York left (3ity Point with 18J) sick and wounded. Before she arriviid 
at Portress Monroe four died. On the trip from Fortress Monroe 
to this place four more died, leaving 181. to bo admitted. To express 
fully the condition of this nuinbor language is almost inadequate, 
and none but those who saw them oati have any appreciable ideii 
of tlioir condition. I do not pretend to particularize, for every case 
])rQse!ited evidences of ill-treatment. Bvery case wore upon it tlie 
visage of hunger, the exiireasion of despair, and exhibited the ravages 
of some preying disease within, or the wnw-k of a once athletic frame, 
I only goiierali/-o them when I say their external appearance was 
wretched in the extreme. Many luid no hats or slices, but lew had a 
wliole garment, many wore idothed merely with a tattered blouse or 
the reuiuaiit of a coat and a poor apology for a shirt. Some luiii no 
uudorclothlug, and !' believe none had a blanket. Their hair was dishev* 
eled, their beards long and matted with dirt, their skin bhiekened ami 
caked with the most loathsome filth, ami their bodies and clothing cov- 
ered with voi'inin. Their frames wore in the? most eases all that was 
bd't of i^hein. A ina-iority had scarcely vitality snihcieiit to enable them 
to atmul. '’Jlheir dangling, long, attenuated arms and logs, sharp, 
piiiclied features, ghastly cadaveric coiintenanees, deep sejinlchral eyes 
and voices tiiat could hardly be distinguished {some could not articu- 
late) jirosented a jiicturo which could not bo looked upon without its 
drawing out the strongest emotion of pity. Upon those who had no 
wounds, as v’ell as on the wounded, wore large foul ulcers and sores, 
l)vin(dpally cm their shoulders and hips, jirodnceil by lying on the hard 
ground, aiid tho.se that were woniulcd had received no attention, their 
wounds being in a lilthy, odensive eonditiou, with dirty rags, such as 
they cmiild ju'ocure, inernsted hard to them. One man who died on the 
trip from Fortress Monroe t-old the surgeon previous to dentli his 
wounds had not been dre^ssod since the batBe of Oettysburg, Pa., where 
lie was wounded in the head and both tables of the posterior part of 
the skull fractured. A majority of the cases were sulleriiig witli diar- 
rhea, some of them with involuutary evacuatiou.s, tlioir clothes being 
the only reeeptaele for tlie-Ui, and fliey too weak to remedy the dillicnlty. 
Tins bciing the chiso, you can of (‘.ourse imagine the stench omitted from 
tlieiii. Many had pneumonia in some tbrm or stage; some wei'O hi tlie 
last stage, some gasxniig tlioir last breath. Delirious with fever, many 
know not their destination or were not conscious of their arrival nearer 
home; or, racked with pain, many cared not whither they wont or con- 
sidered whether life was dear or not. In .some, life was slowly ebbing 
from mere exhaustion and tlie gradual wasting of the sense.s. .How 
great must be the mortality, then, of those nion, and how dreadful 
among tlioso still suffering the pains of imprisonment. Bvery man 
who could rejoiced over his escape, deplored the seeiies through which 
lie had passed, and mourned the lot of tho.so ho loft behind. Weak and

I have tlio honor to 
make the following report, viz: There are now under treatment in the 
contagious hospital JiiO eases of smallpox and its modilleatioiis. Of 
these 1.10 are of the true tyi)e and Ki of the modilied or varioloid. Tlio 
deaths have averaged about 2^- per diem, but it may be observed that 
this mortality is not duo to the character of the disease, but to the exist- 
oneo of other exhausting alTcctious, sucli as chronic diarrhea, »&o., prior 
to its onset. Tlie disease Is evidoutly decreasing, and has been doing 
so .for the last fifteen day.s. On the loth day of October eight oases were 
admitted, on the dth day of November none, and on the 5th one. In 
regard to the origin of this allbetion am scarcely able to speak posi- 
tively. The llr.st ease which came under my notice appeared sliortly 
after the arrival of some ])rlsouers from Camp Ohaso, but I under- 
stand that it had existed here for some time prior to that event, in 
fact, during all tiie past winter. In addition to thi.s, a case arrived 
from Washington iluring the past month, tlie disouso being fully devel- 
0 ()ed on tlie third day after the arrival of the patient. '4ho measures, 
which liave boon taken and are still being taken to prevent the S])read 
of the disease are as follows, viz : The liarracks have been cleansed and 
whitewashed; chloride of lime and tlieltidgowood disiiifecting powder 
have been freely sprinkled through them; the in’isoners are each day 
tiu'iu’d out in a body and kept moving about in thotVesh air for several 
hours; vaccine and instruments have Imsou furnished to theOonlederato 
surgeons, and they liave been sent into the barracks to vaccinate all 
they can. 1 can say every man who has not been vaccinated within 
the last twelve mouths has had the operation jierforuied for him hero. 
In addition to this, each man who comes to the post is conipolled to 
sillier vaccination as well as each ])atient who enters the general lios- 
pital. Under Providence, 1 think tlio.se measures are having their 
oll'ect.

Sill: I have the honor to report that on tlio 4th instant, and in 
neeordance with yonr oi-dei-, 1 visited the Western Penitentiary of 
.Peniisylvanla for the purpose of making a medical inspection of' the 
fluarters of the prisoners of war there conliiicd. 'TJie ponitontiary is 
.situated in Aliegiieiiy City, on the rigiit bank of the Allegheiiv River, 
opposite the city of Pittsburg, and about a ((uartcr of a mile bac.k 
from the river. Tliero are liere conlined Xlli prisoners of war, of 
whom 110 are commissioiiod ollicors, I non-eommissioned ollicer, and 
1 ])rival:e. One of the commissioned ollicors is a surgeon. ^J'liese 
occupy cells on the lirst and second corridors of the center hnilding 
ol the pri.son. On the iirst or lower corridor are i'our double cells 
about (ui’eidy by sixteen by eight feet in dimenaioim. In each oi' 
these Jive iirisoners are conlined. The remainder are conlined in 
single iiells of half tlie above size, two in each coll. The colls are 
well lighted, iidinirabJy well ventilated, and we!) heated by mcams of 
steam, Ihieli is iirovi<led witli a water faucet and a close sliool .so 
arranged that jicrfecfc cleanliness is insured and the esoaixi of ollluvia 
prevented. Gas is also iiifcrodiieed into each cell, of which (he pris- 
oners have the privilege till It) p. m. The pri.soners are allowocl to 
exercise in tlie prison yard for three hour.s daily. The food is the 
ordinary prison diet, is good, and well cooked, consisting of bread 
coffee, fresh beef, soup, and vegetables. The medical director of 
Gig district has made a contract with the surgeon of tlie inhson 
Dr. J. Eoger.s, to attend the iirisoners of war, xiroviding hi.s owii 
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iriodulincs, for tlio fiiiin of .^560 per inontli. This oniecr iippciirs io bo 
l)Oi'iectly ooinpotont {iinl to perform liis dutie.s well. No liosiiital room 
is specially provided for the prisoners, but the .surj^^t^on inrorins ino 
that as yet none has been needed, no sickness of con.so(inem‘,e liaviiiy 
occniTGd. Jn (iase of iieces.sity, it is proposed to use one or nioro of 
the double cells for hospital purposes, for whi(;h tljey are very well cal- 
culated. The ])risoneTs are contented and admirably well car{?d for. 
They are clean both in person and in clothing;, there being; a steam 
laundry attached to the prison. In ooncliision, I would say that in my 
opinion the eoiidition of these prisoners of war is excellent and could 
not well be iin]>roved.

Iho liospital 111 this division will aeeommodalo 11% ])ationts, and is in 
very good order in all its deimrtmeuts. There are at present no sick in 
tlii.s division. There is no liospital fund, it having been all expended 
lor the use ot the lio.spital.

SiR! In your coimiiunicatlon of October 27, you state “that Gen- 
eral Orders, Nos. <!i) and JOO, were not .sent to you at the saino time.” I 
forward you herewith a copy of Lioutoiuuit-Uoloncl LikIIow’s letter, 
iiieloaing to you the two orders mentioned, and bearing date May 22, 
I8«3.t 

These two orders announced general rules based on tlio usages of 
war, which, in the abacnco of any specific agreement between bclligor- 
cuts, ahoiild govern in paroling prisoners of warj but in this case a 
cartel had already boon agreed u)>on, and no order of either party could 
sot aside any of its provisions. For iiistaneo, a commander, on being 
cai)tiired, might niulor some circumstances give a parole for liimscl f and 
his coimnnnd withoutviolathigOoncral Orders, No. 100 (which inchulea 
General Orders, No. 40); but unless the paroling was done at City Point, 
or other named place, it would be in violation of thocartel, and the paroles 
must therefore bo sot itsido ns invalid. No oxcoptioii could be taken to 
this course by the party granting the parole, because the validity of the 
parole depends on a strict cotnpllunco with the provisions of the cartel; 
and when any other coumo is followed than that pointed out by that 
instrument, any cdaini bused upon it must fail. Parngrapb 130 of Order 
100, which prescribes tlio duties whi(di a paroled soldier may perforin, 
is also to some extent set aside by the cartel, which restricts these 
duties to a much more limited Held than the order. Paragraph 131 is 
also nmdeinoperativo by thocartel, because it could only apply to paroles 
not given at the points designated lor delivery; all snob paroles are by 
the cartel made invalid, and the paroling party could tlieroforo imyo no 
pretoxtforelaiiniiig their rocognition. If such a claiiu could be admitted, 
the eJTeet at Gettysburg would have been to give to General Leo the 
privilege of placing his prisoners in our hands, to bo delivered to him 
at our own charge at City Point, which is so manifestly absurd that even 
you cannot olnim it. General Orders, No. 207, xvas intended simply to

and that IhereaCter the eartol ahoiild bo rigidly adhered to. 'Fliis 
aTmouiiGoment had been made to the Ooiircdiirate anthoritioH through 
yon. 

There have boon no “Bneeeasivo (diangoa of purpose in the nnitt er of 
paroles,’’ as yon as.sert, nor changes of any kind, i‘X(5epL so iar as to 
return to a strict observance of tlio cartel; and this is a (diango the 
propriety of which 1 do not think you can question. 

The tlgnrea which I gave yon in n»y letter of October 17 were not given 
as embracing all declared exchaiig{*il in General Order.s, ItiT, of .1 line 8, 
bat only tho.so which Jdeutenaiit-Ooloiiel ijiidlow u.sed to inalce up the 
balance due him after arranging that declaration witli yon. It was the 
declaration which laentcnant-CoIonol liiidlow made to cover this balance 
that you cite as the prectMlent wliich authorized you to announce so 
unexpectedly yonr declarations of September 12. The Eightietli Illi- 
nois, 311 men— not 4(M), ns you say — was accidentally omitted from my 
letter, and by a clerical error S<‘Vonty-third Indiana was wu’itten Sev- 
enty-fifth Indiana. Paragraphs /> and d of ( lOueral Orders, 1 117, cover the 
troops referred to, and other paragraphs cover tlie (captures mentioned 
by you. Any discrepancy in numbers declared exchanged at that time, 
on either side, is of little consequmico, as up to the date of that order it 
is assumed tliat the exchange ac.connt was satisfactorily balanced,

Prig. Gen. Neal Dow wlsliod mo to lay before Gciienil J\Ieredith tlie 
following statements of facts in regard to our soldiers at llclle l.sle, 
which facta General Dow had obtalinal from per.Homil ob.sorvation ami 
inquiry at the island when on Thursday of this week he visited it for 
the purpose of distributing the clothing and blankets whielithe United 
States Government sent to the soldiers, lie dcclnroH that the soldiers 
on Delle Isle are suderlng beyond cndiirance. There are fi,'l()0 on the 
island, which is low and nnliealthy. They have not tents, into which 
by crowding more than one-half can enter at all; the roinaindcr sleep 
without on the bare ground without snfllcient clothing niid almost 
entirely without blankets. jM any have no pants; inany have m» shirts; 
so of shoes; and almost every individual lacks some essential arlicio 
of clotliiiig. They are on half rations, have no fuel of any kind, no 
soap is issued to them; they are consequently very filthy, of necessity. 
They need socks, additional supply of blankets niid clothes, unless 
exchanged soon; shoos, mostly 8, 9, and 10. 'I’liey are dying at the rate 
of eight and ton dally jiow, and the rate must fearfully inctiM'iisci from 
tliison. One hundred will die daily by January J. Tim general says 
they ought to be exchanged if possible, or many, many iiv(!.s wdll bo 
sacrificed and the health of the most of the remainder imjiaired. 

The above embraces the snb.stanco of what Geimrnl Dow (Icsires me 
to saj' to yon, taken from my notes of iii.s convor-sation. 

I wish to add for myself, for I spent three days tliis wc(!k in one of 
the tobacco factories (“Scott’s”) witli about Kid julvatiis wbo w'oro 
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wounded at Cliiokiunauga mostly, ami now nearly I’eeoverod, the others 
lijiviiig’ been sent to Bello IslaiHl. I wi.sli to state how they hii’e. .the 
riibioiiHiue, I'or oaeh man, twelve oumies of bread ami two to three ounces 
of beef or mutton in twenty-four hours, given about 1 o’ehxdc each day, 
and nothing else; no stoves, no fuel, no light at night, no soap. Ihoy 
liavo no straw or bunks and very insullleientclothing and blankets; not 
one in four has ablanket. Theylmvc very gciicrally bad colds and cough 
incessantly. They arc not allowed to pundiase ajsythiug, Wlnit they 
get is got by stealth from the guard, who charge them two or three prices 
for every tiling tliey hny for them. T paid $1. for a small six-ounce loaf, 
hut they usually get such a loaf for fiO cents, which is double the price 
out in the city lor bread a little sinallor. But the mo.st of the privates 
were robbed of their money ami have to liveon tlieir rations. So much 
for the private soldier. 

Tlic following is the snl)stancc of what (Sencral Dow and the oliiccrs 
generally desired mo to communicate to yon in relation to the compara- 
tive treatment they ami the rebed olliccrs in the North receive. I'rom 
notes of his conversation:

They would have sent a petition signed by every ofllcor, bub I tlmught 
it not safe to uudortako to bring it through. I'lioy do not aslc our (Jov- 
oriimeiit to rotaliato mi tlie private soldier in captivity, bub upon the

Not being furnished witli 
wood sufdcient, I am bound to nuiko dcdalls to guard the i)ris()ncrs 
when they are cutting their own wood. 1 have but one commiKsioiied 
ofiicei'onduty with mo, Lioutonant Ochiltree, of the K’eguhir A rmy, who 
is at pi'Gse]it acting adjutant of the camp. 1 would also state that 
while Oapt. S. IM'. VVavner was comiijandant of this cam]) he issued an 
order requiring all prisoners of war to turn over wlnit mojiey they bad 
in their posaessioa to Oapt. J. Q. St. Clair, acting assistant quarter- 
master for this camp, subjo.-.fc to their order in small sums, when It mot 
the approval of the (jommanding oni(?er of the camp, Some of the 
money thus turned over Is greenbacks, tlio reinainder Oonfederate. 1 
would simply ask if I should approve their orders for greenlmiiks. 

Major, by giving the foregoing yonr immediate attention (as 1 will 
await instructions) you will gi-eatly oblige me. Pleases state whether I 
shall make requisition to quartermaster for slices and blankets for the 
prisoners. T should like much indeed for Oapt. 0. Kirby, assistant

When t distributed the last consignment 1 was not permitted to take 
any of(i{!ers with mo as assistants, consequently the labor was heavy 
and the work was not so satisfactorily accomidishod. 

I have reason to think that many things have not been aeeoimted for. 

I wish very much to take with me in distributing the clothing, i.'te., 
nowon hand about six oflicers as assistants. Two of them captaiiis 
and four lieutenants, all aiiquaiiited with the business, all, if wislied, on 
their parole for the time. 

I hope tills may bo accorded to me. 

I wish to call your attention to the oonditlon of the prisoners on ]-1o11g 
Isle. 


Many of them, about one half I am told, have no shelter, nml have 
not sufiloient food; have no soap, and, in short, arc in a most wretched 
condition, suH'oriug very much every way. 

1 entreat you to see that their condition is improved so far a.s it may 
be in your power. 

I am informed tliat there are considerable bills ol' expense on the 
goods received for the prisoners and have been called on for ))ayment. 

I am at a loss to know why there should bo (dinrges in such a case. 

The inclo.sed note* was handed to mo at Polio Isle. 

I hope you will consider favorably the case of the writer.

S. hospital, Hewton EJnIvor.sity, naltimore, jiud 
that covered tlie whole case. 1 ox]»octcd it to be understood that Ids 
treatment was the same as that of any other patient in the liospitiil, 
gii'iiig duo consideration to his rank, and I. did not think it lu^ctissary 
to say li()\y lie was not treated; but tiuit Mr. Onld iniiy luivi^ no doubt 
on tliesubject, 1 bogymi will inform him that Gen oral 'I’rimhlo has boon 
at all times treated with all tim c/insideration due to his rank and his 
lioaitioii as a ])risoner of war. Ko is now at JoltiiHon’s Island, wliero 
ho receives the same treatmmib aa othor giuieiul ollicers in I'oiilJiicinent 
at that place. If General Trimble luwl received but a Hiiiuil jiart of the 
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liat'.sli tr(?iitnu*iit and Kliamefnl indignities wliidi were heaped upon 
(.jenerals Prinee, Graham, and others while they were prisoners of war 
at Richinoiid, Mr. (Juki would have abundant cause for his complaint. 

Mr. Ould inquires foi' Alfred Stanly, who ho states is said to he in 
the common Jail at Washington, N. C., and J reply that J' have no record 
()I‘ Alfred Stanly or any other ])risoncr at Washington, N. 0. Mr. 
Guld supposes it is known whether Mr. StuJily is in confinement or 
not, the place of conilnoinent being a matter of little conseqnenee; but 
he is quite mistaken in this, because ho does not seem to know, nor do I 
know, wliother Mr. Stanly is a prisoner or not. After acaroiiil oxaini- 
iiation of the records his namt*. cannot be found, and yet it is possible lie 
may be in some one of the ])risons. ft is no trilling labor to soandi the 
rolls of the past two years to find the name of a pri.soiier when nothing 
is given to guide one in the .search. If Mr. Ould will give mo some of 
the particulars of when ainl whore he was arrasted, and by wlinm, I 
will be very glad to have another examination made, and if he is not 
found it will not be for want of proper olfort. 

I have received no reiJort of the capture of Acting Master David 
Nichols and seventeen enlisted men, taken oil' the Mississipiu Passes 
in a U. S, ye.ssel which they hail captured. As soon as L can got the 
noooasary infonnation, I will answer Mr. Onld’s inquiries on this point. 
Lieut. Col. W. .). (Jreen was captured at Smltlmburg July 4, J803, not 
181)2, and lie has thoiolbre not been exchanged. CHj)t. J. W. Johnson, 
now at Jolinson’s Island, was llrst reported to this ollice from Saint 
Louis on tlio llfcli of Soptoinber, wlnidi wa.s suh8e(]neiit to tlio time 
when all oxchangi'd oilleors and men at Saint Louis wore ordered to bo 
1‘orwardcd to City Point. Ills exchange is covered by General Orders, 
No. 10, current series, ainl he will be disidiarged immediately. Lieut, 
11. B. (larnott was ordered from .lolmson’s Island to City Point on the 
28(1 of July last, but through some inisuiidcrstanding ho and others with 
him wore sent back from h'ortress Monroe to Fort McHenry. On the 
12th of August he was again ordered to City Point, and if lie is now at 
Port Norfolk ho should bo sent forward immediately. I think, how- 
ever, it will be found tliat he is not tliore, and that the error is in his 
name having been placed on the list of oilleors still In our hands. 

Partioulai.' pains hav(^ heretofore been taken to insure that all 
ex<!liaiiged prisoners of war should bo promptly forwarded for (lelivery, 
the orders s[)ecilying that rangers, gnerrillas, Ac., were to be included, 
and wlnumver there lias been any failure it inns grown out of some mis- 
understaiuliiig of orders, whhdi bus b(;en rectlded as soon as discovered. 
Mr. Ould speaks of many oOicers who are still held by us, and of many 
hundreds of men who have In^on doclai-cd exchanged now in coiiJbio- 
meiit, especially at Saint Louis, and at some future time ho projiosos to 
furnish the iiamos of such as have been reported to him. It would have 
better served the interest of those in whoso behalf he spealcs, and 
have been much more satisfactory to mo, if ho had furnished some of 
tlie names, or some other reliable proof, before he ventured to make a 
statement for wliicli i believe there is no real foundation. There are 
probably now in our hands Oonfederato oilleors and men who have not 
yet been reported to this ofllee, but the rolls will be sent in, and at the 
end of this moii tli I propo.se to furiiisli you with a list of all ollicers held 
by us not iKu-otoforo reported. This is in fullillinont of the proposition 
I made some time ago lo exeliange .such lists with Mr. Ould irom time 
to time, and I have no doubt ho will be glad to reciprocate the courtesy. 
I shall also have prepared alistof thodoalhs in our hospitals up to the 
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1st or I )o.(j(inib(‘,r, ns far ns reports arc received, wlihdi will 1x5 (bt'\Viir(l(5(l 
to you iu the Iiope of receiving; a similar one in rotiii ii IVoin Mr. Ould.

Captain Tyler, 
instead of Winder, was placed in close conlluemenfc at the Old Capitoi 
by order of the General-in-Cliief when General JiCe was likewise h{) eon- 
lined at Fort Monroe. I (Ind upon iiupiiry of the coimnissioner for the 
exchange of pria(»ners that you havuibeon informed tliatOiiptain Sawyer 
had been placed on a footing with other prisoners in lihtliiiiond, but 
nothing \ya.s said by Mr. Ould of Captain Flijin; upon whicli you were 
directed to place Geiioral Lee on tluisame footing with Captain Sawyc^r, 
so far as you had satisfactory infornmiion on the Huiiject, and now I 
iindorataiul that Captain Tyler will bo placed on the Hann5 Inoting’ as 
that of Captain Flhm. I will thank you, therefore, to niak(5 in(|ulry id 
Mr. Ould on thi.s ])oint, but with the understainUng that if Captains S. 
and F. have been plac(5(l on a footing of other prisoners tiio gi’oiiiids 
u])on whicli tliey were closely conllned lia\M5 lK5en abandoned; othei'wiso 
they may be reconliiied or others may bo closely eondnod in their sUsad.

rially increased, 1 hoi )0 your eHorts to bring about a eommeiulablo state 
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ordi.s(;i[)liiie and good oi-dor in the oami) in every bmiieli (jC servitic 
will be attended wifcb imiuediate and eonipleto succosh, 

Tlie Parmer boilers sire in use in several camps under my olmrge aiul 
are foniid to bo the moat eonvonieiit mode of cooking, and if they Inivo 
biilGd at Csunp Douglas it is because those who used them did notwiuit 
to succeed. A aixty giillon boiler, which will cost $2o to will cuiok 
tor 120 inen, with a very small supply of wood, and t here lian be no 
plan Ro eheap. My this mode the eookiag is all done a1ik(', at the same 
time, and by two or three men, while by your plan tlui viwy thing I 
wislied to avoid is encouraged, viz, the use of miiiip kittlles, pots, fry- 
ing-pana, &c., and the presence at the range of a e.rowd of men cooking 
lor tlHiinaelves. 

The contractors, 1 know, are very willing to furnish ovens to bake 
eorn bread in beeansc it adds very largely to their prolits, but 1 do not 
wisli tins practice to be continued. When prisomu’s of war wore at 
Lanip Douglas a year ago I failed to have my orders in relation to the 
inode of coolcmg and saving rations obeyed, and in eomsoiiueiKT, iustiiiul 
ol haying a lund ot 8II),00() to 820, 0(M), there was $1,000 c.olhmted, and 
now ,1 niust insist that my instructions shall bo strietly carried out.

With 
this you will (hvnish l.‘'ariiier’8 bolhws, putting a fiiw in use at a time, 
ilic sixty.gal on H 1/.0 I think has boon found to bo most eoiiveiiieiit, 
imt you may (inil it advantageous to have some of smaller size. 'J’liko 
away iill other cooking utcmsils, and then there will bo no failure to 
cook \yith the Imi crs. Por your bread, make a contriud; with a baker 
in Chicago to take t\yonty onn<-e.s of Hour and roturu you eighteen 
om cesol broad, by which you will save twoouncc.s oii cacli ration.

'I'lio Bavy Uo ’artinunt ^ 
iiiiticipato that there will beany necessity for tin! Michigan to leave luw 
moorings near tlio island during the winter, and if there bo none all 
yoiu arguments based on her removal do not apply to the case Yon 
apparently give your own impression of wlmt the stcamoi can di) wit!" 
out having consulted lier commaiidor as to what can be done. It oeeiirs 
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to me that if the blockading fleet, even the monitors, can lie oif (Jlinrlos- 
ton ill a norther, tlio Michigan will have no diflleiilty in lying in any 
part of the hindlooked bay of Sandusky. Yon seem to have overlooked 
that inirt of my letter which direct-s you to confer with Captain Carter 
and arrange with him for the secure gunrding of the prisoners, Wlioh 
I am inforincd by the Navy Department that the Michigan eaiinot lie 
during the winter where she can be of any service to you, I shall ask for 
ail adilitional force to guard the prisoners. 

You speak of the arduous services of your coniniand. If yon imt ono 
company with its oflicers on guard every day, it would only bo light 
garrison duty, and to make this duty lighter cannot bo urged as a 
good reason for increasing the guard. X have no more oonlideiico in 
the reports of revolt yon hear this year than I liave of similar rciiorts 
made to you last year. Then their hope of success depended on aid 
from the outside, and the addition of a very inferior company to the 
guard seemed to render the attempt hopeless. Your suggestion that 
after crossing to the mainland the escaped prisoners will bo within two 
days’ march of Detroit Itivcr and Canada Is Inirdly well founded. It 
is at least fifty miles to the nearest point on tho AXanmeo where they 
could cross it, and unless they take the highroad through a swampy 
country, and li'om that river to tho nearest jioinfc on tho Detroit Itivcr, 
it is at least twenty miles farther, no^cing seventy miles, and it is quite 
impo.ssiblo for any set of men, nmler tho circumstances in which tho 
pri.soners would bo placed, to inalco that distance through such a coun- 
try iu the winter time, when the ground is covorcil witli snow, in two 
days. I doubt if ono-fourth of tliem could make that journey without 
assistance if you were to invite theni to go. Ts there any possibility 
of their making tho attempt when they arc sure to meet enemies at 
every step of blio way ?

Sir: I have tlie lionorto acknowledge the receipt of yonr letter of 
tlie Gtli instant, asking attentioji to the fact that there arc a niiiiiber oC 
inediciil olHcors liehl as pi'isonors of war at li’ort Delaware and other 
])la(jes, and inquiring if steps eaimot bo taken to stop the practi(:(\ of 
treating surgeons as prisoners of war. Hy the usages of war medical 
ollicGi's are considered non-eondiatants, and are not made prisoners of 
war, but by the course pursued by the rebel authorities tlie War 
Department has been obliged to follow the precedent at Iticliinond, 
and to hold in possession all such ollieera who fall into our hands. 
You need not doubt, however, that the more huniane])raetice under tlie 
usage of war will be returned to at the earliest moimuit wlieii il; can he 
done without sacrificing the rights and interests of our medical ofllcevs. 
h'rom rocont occurrences I am under tlie impression this desired change 
will not be delayed much longer.

Colonel : I liave tbo honor to submit the following report of the 
condition of the cami), the strcngtli of the guard, its discipline, the con- 
dition of the barracks, at the time of niy taking eommand. I 
found quartered in Camp Morton two regimonts of oxehanged soldiers, 
the Fifty-first and Seventy-third Indiana Vohiiitocrs, belonging to Col- 
onel Stroight’s brigade, captured at Boiiie, Ga., la.st spring, their offi- 
cers still being held as prisoners of war at llichmoiid, Va. These 
regiments were doing the guard duty of tlie caiiij), ami, although com- 
posed of good uiatorial, were to quite an e.xtout demoralized as the 
result of having been captured and paroled. The want of a Biiillciont 
number of commissioned olllcers was also a cause ealoulated to render 
them lusufliciout to perforin a duty so important as that required of a 
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gniiird at tliia post, there being but 7 coiniiiissioncd olllcors to a coin- 
inaiitl of 1,300 men, and these had all been (jomniissioned since their 
e}i])ture. Under the above circuinstanoes, I foniul the guard in no 
very high state of discipline. The detail for guard each day amounted 
to 141 noii-commiasioned ofllcers and lucii, with a part of the time a 
eonimissioiiod olltcer in command, and at times, owing to the limited 
iiumbor of commissioned onicora, a sergeant was placed in cominaiid of 
the guard. I found the barracks in a bad condition, wanting extensive 
repairs in order to render them lit lor occupancy during the winter, 
The buildings used for liospitals, not having been built for tliat pur- 
pose, were insulTicient in extent and appoiutmcids for tlie purpose for 
wliicli they wore used. Now and coinmodioii.s hospitals are at present 
being erected for the aceommodation of the sick. Repairing of the 
bsirracks had been commenced by Captain Gutliridgo, former coinman- 
daiit, which are now being continued, and when completed will be 
capable of aocotnmodating 3,000 lirisonors. The policing of the eaiin), 
owing to a scarcity of oltlcors, bad not been as tborougb as it should 
have been. This is also being remedied. I found the i)risomn’s gen- 
erally siipi)liGd with necessaries, though in a poor state ofhoaltli. Tlio 
eauH(5 1 am unable to determine,, as ourowti troops quartored iioiir thoiu 
and equally crowded enjoyed e.xcellcnt health. Since taking eoinmaml 
I liave iiuu’oased the guard to 100 men, and, now that 1 liave had three 
additional eompanies of the Invalid Corps assigned to my coininand J 
have increased the guards and patrols to 200 men, which I trust will 
prove an clVoctual guard. 1 would suggest tliat, <;ould my command bo 
armed with revolvers in addition to the musket, the gnnrd would in 
my opinion, be mudi more enicient, and could bo performed wifli a less 
number of men.

At the time of my 
capture all oHicoi'S taken by the Oonfodorato Government were held in 
close conliiioment, which order bos been observed in my case and that 
of my ofticors. Since tlien several cartels have boon opened and prison- 
ers Gxebangod. The oHicors of the U. S. ships Harriet Lane and Morn- 
taken January 1 and 21, 1803, have also been eonllnod with 
us, und no action has boon taken for our oxebango tliat wo can learn of 
Wo liavo sent statoinonts of our coiiditiou to Major-General Banka ami 
to Bear-Admiral Barragnt, with no success whatever. SubaonuentlY 
several other olUcors, naval and military, have been sent here who 
express great surprise that wo have been so long overlooked, 

It is useless after so long a coiilinemoiit to describe our present con- 
dition. Wo were all nearly destitute of money when captured. Two 
officers have died of my command and many are sick ami prostrate 
from aeelimating fevers and otliordisoasos incidental to the climate and

intbniied liero tlint it is the fault of our own Goverinnent tliat wo Iiavo 
not been oxcbanged. Wo hope that this will receive your attoiitioii in 
suc:li a manner as will save the lives of those who remain. 

It is now over a year since my ollleers left their homes, during which 
time they nor tlieir himilies have received any ]>ay whatever ironi their 
(iovornment, while othor.s who have been recently captured, we see by 
the piibliu papers, have been promptly exchanged.

I have no substitute ibr lieef and only a limited quantity ol bread, not 
enough to feed double rations, nor are our facilities sneh as to feed 
double rations of bread, thus leaving threo-lbiirths of the prisoners m a 
hungry condition.

Siu: I acknowledge the receipt of your communication of October 
31. I would have been surprised at its coiitouts had I not been pre- 
viously acquainted with your habit of special pleading and ol pervert- 
ing the truth. In the last interview but one which I luul with you you 
stated to me distinctly and unequivocally that you would make decla- 
rations of exchange whenever you coiiseioutiously felt that you had the 
right so to do, for the purpose of putting mon into the Hold. You made 
"’'is statement not only once, but two or three times. In my previous 
'erview with you I ha<l taken the precaution to have verbal proposi- 
« of any importance made by you reduced to writing; on this ooca- 
''^'■ained from my usual course, now much to my regret, as 1 will 
I'lstico to say tliat I have no doubt you have forgotten what 
^»at mooting. 
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The Ibllowiiig’ extn^cts from two of your letters will probably serve 
to eoiivincG you tliat it is highly probable that while laboring under the 
oxeitemont hinted at above you may have inatlo the statement attributed 
to you. Prom your letter dated October 2, 1863, 1 take the following: 

I now inlorm yon, hi viow of tlio reoont doolaration of oxoliiin^o niailo by you, 
oouplod with vour f'aihivo oitin'i* to ngroo to oi- claoliiio tlin pro]ioHition niailo iiy [to] 
you on tlio of AuKMHthmt in I'olution to parolos, tliat tlio Confeilovato authoritioa 
will uoiiHidtn' tlioiiiBolvQU outiroly at liborty to piirfliio any courso ns to oxcliaiiKos oi- 
])ai’oloH wliicli tlioy may doom right and proper. 

Again, in your letter to me of October 10 you .stated as Ibllow's: 

I roHcrvo to niyHolf the right to inako farther doplarnfcioiiH of oxoliango from time 
to time, hiiHodupon the paroles inmyollice, uiitillliavedoclarcd osohiingodaiiumbor 
oi' Gnnfodorato Holdiurs equal to that of Federal troops declared oxclmngod hy your 
last notice. 

In these two extracts you arrogate to your Government and to your- 
self the right to declare exchanges. ()!' course, a Governinciit in as 
prosperous a condition as the Oonicdoracy, with men in superabuiulaneo 
to put into the Hold, would not declare men exchanged for that purpose, 
nor would a high-toned, honovabh^ goiitleinaii, who has reserved to hiiiv 
self the right to dcchiro exchanges, use that right with the idea of put- 
ting men in the Held. Yet it is well known that inany ollicers and men 
captured at Viokaburg wore in the battle of Ohicltanmugn. I dcLMii it 
proper hero to say a f(^w words in relation to the 18,000 paroles which 
you state you have in your iiosaession and which you claim as valid. 
You rest tlie validity of the paroles {which I have never seen, and which 
you acknowledge to luive been nccmmilating for many niontlis) on Gen- 
oral Orders of the United States Government, Nos. 41) and 100. These 
two orders anuouneed general rules based on the usages of war, but a 
cartel liaving been agreed upon, no order of either i)arty could set 
aside its provisions (which T have stated to you on several occasions). 
For instance, a commander on being captured might under some oir- 
oumstanecH give a parole for himself and Ins command without violating 
General Orders, No. lOO (wliich incUidcs General Orders, No. 49); but 
unless the paroling was done at Oity Point or other named place it 
would be In violation of tho cartel; nor could exceptions bo taken to 
this course by the party granting the parole, because the validity of 
the parole depends on a strict compliance with tho provisions of tho 
cartel. Paragraph 130 of Order 100, which prescribes tho duties that 
a ])arol('d soldier may perforin, is also to some extent set aside by the 
eavtol, whicli restricts these duties to a much more limited Hold than 
the order. Paragraph 131, which you attempt to malte so much of, is 
also reudored iuo[)Ci’ativc by tho cartel, because it could only apply to 
paroles given at the ]>olnt8 designated for delivery, but all vsucli paroles 
are by the cartel made invalid, and the paroling party therefore has no 
pretext for claiming their recognition. Had such a claim been admitted 
the effect at Gettysburg would have been to give to General P. 13. Lee 
the privilege of placing his prisoners in our hands to bo delivered to 
him at City Point at our own charge, a claim so manifestly absurd that 
1 am sui’iH’ised that even yon should have had tho assurance to make 
it. Yet on precisely this ground rests the foundation for tho 18,000 
paroles which you claim as valid. Paroles on the Hold of battle, often 
given in linsto by an enemy unable to take care of or receive them, are 
informal and invalid by the laws of war. Moat of the paroles above 
mentioned were taken by guerrillas, busliwliackors, and detached com- 
mands in the West. No possession was over had, no delivery was over 
made, and no rolls have over been furnislicd of those giving them. On 
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tlio capture of town by a oavaliy raid, the coiiiniaiul remained long 
enough to take the paroles of the unarmed citizens there and then 
decamped, leaving the paroled men boliiud and forwarding the paroles 
to accuinulato in your ofiico in Kiclimond. Yet you have the assurance 
to say tluit you expoefc the United States Government to exchange i)ri8- 
oners legitimately captnred in battle and now held in custody for such 
paroles as these. . 

It is well for you to write letters filled with well-flgiired indignation 
at any imputation upon the integrity or honesty of your Government 
or yourself for publication in the South, to delude tlio sulfering people 
there into the belief that yon and your Government are doing ovory- 
thiiig to cause a resumption of oxchangoaj but I feel it my duty to say 
that your principles }\i*e so flexible and your rule of action so slightly 
iniluenced by a sense of truth, honesty, or honor, that I find it aliuost 
impossible to arrive at any fair nnderstanding with yon on the subject, 
and all my efforts thus tar, for the above reason, have been fruitless. 

Ill your coiuimiuication of October 27 youusctlio following languagoi 

I atato tliat Qoiioral Onlors, Nos. 49 and lOI), wore not son I) to mo at tlio saino timo. 
Ii'ocuivod Gonoral Ordora, No. 49, long bohn'O No. 100 was dolivorod lo mo. Thoir

You then proceed to impress the public with an idea of your careful 
haljits as follows:

Btreight, colonel in [Fifty-first) Indiana Kogiinont, a prisoner 
of war, had on his lioraon when lie'aiTivcd in Khdiinond a ‘fi 
money, which was taken from him and placed in the custody of the 
(luarterinnatcr. He claims this sum as private property, and I 
directed to examine and report upon the validity ot this claim, i he 
mm is $2,G12 in U. 8. Treasury notes and $032 in Soiithoni bank hills. 
Of this ho received $ 100 in U. 8. 1'reasury notes holbi;o the parcel was 
handed over to the ciuartcrnmstor. The letter of (lOiieral I'orrcst, 
which is filed, conftrm.s the statonioivb of Ooloiiol btroight as to ms 
receiving $300 of the IT. S. notes. It was a sharp transaction, by 
which ho shaved his own surgeons at the rate of 80 per cent., receiving 
fVoiii them Confederate notes, which ho exchanged with G on end Forrest 
for U. 8. notes at par. This amount of $800 is certainly private prop- 
erty. Whether the surgeons liavo any eiiuitablo claim to it is lor them 

to settle with Colonel btroight. , , . . „ 

As respeots the roinaiiulor of tlie money there is no positive proof. 
All of the U. 8. notes are stated by Captain Morfit, (luartcriimstov, 
to bo in the original packages, and not to liavo been in circula- 
tion. This is almost conclusive evidence tliat it is money beloiigmg to 
the Clovormnout. Colonel Streight explains that lie had $5,000 in 
Southern notes, wliicb ho purchased in Nashville to use on hia expedi- 
tion. Tile admits that ho used it for the purposes ol his coimnaiid. lie 
could have had no other use for it, unless ho intended engaging in 
Illicit trade unbecoming his position. He virtually admits Ylif- 

disbursing oriicor of bis command, and ho cannot now shelter hiiiiseli 
hcliind tlie unsupported and improbable statement that he was mlvane- 
ing money for Ida Government out of Ids own means. Ho says that he 
received these notes from his .|uarterinastcr. Tins is veiy probable and 
is doubtless true. That be received it in repayment ot Ins advances is 

^^ii^r'these'^eiisons I think it proper to regard all the funds, except 
$800, as money belonging to the United States Uovornment, and 
tliercfore liable to conllscation.

amount is 8850. General Forrest states the amount to 1^ 8800, i tile 
a copronvhat purports to bo an order from the War Dopartmen a 
Washington. If this bo genuine the Govcrimiout would bo v arraiiicd 
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in eoiifiticating ull of fliis money exoept the $800, oven if it be decided 
tliat it is private property. 

Coloiud Stveig'lit nsks to bo allowed $100 in ('onfederate monoy per 
innntli. This is not unreasonable. I therefore recommend that Cap- 
tain Morlit, assistJint qmu'tennaster, bo ordered to credit Colonel 
Slreiylit with $700 in U. Treasury notes ($100 liaving been received 
by Colonel Streight before the funds were transferred to Captain 
JVlorlit); that ho payluni therefrom $100 ])cr month in Coiilederate 
eiirrcncy so long as lie remains a prisoner, and tliat whatever may bo 
left of tlie 8700 at tlie terininatiou of his impri.sonment bo then paid 
liiin; that the remainder of the funds taken from Colonel Stroiglit bo 
tiaiisferred to the credit of the Govcniinoiit as money confiscated. In 
making settlement with Colonel Streight lie should lie credited by tlie 
fair market value of liis monoy. 

Captain Morfit requests mo to ask that he receive specific instruc- 
tions as to the course to be pursued by him when considerable amounts 
are found on the persons of prisoners. Any general rule may work 
hardship in particular cases. 1 therefore suggest that Captain Morlit 
be directed to report for investigation every instance in ivhicli more 
than $500 is found on a prisoner.

General Forrest stipulated when he accepted the capitulation that 
private property would be respected, and this stipnlation relieves Col- 
onel Streight from the forfelinre of his money, wiiich might otherwise 
have very properly been enforced upon the primdples iinnounced in 
general orders ol‘ his own Government. 

The question, then, is how much, if any, of this money is his. Mr. 
Carrington reeommciid.s that ho be allowed $860 received of General 
Forrest without reference to the propriety of Streight’s financiering 
with his ownodlcorsor'Cenornl Forrest’s liberality in exchanging Con- 
fedorato for tT. 8. Treasury notes at par. I think Streight is entitled 
to the amount paid him by General Forrc.st. Stroiglit says it was $850 
and Forre.st says it was about $800. 1 would accept Straight’s ovm 
statement and credit him as Ma.jor O. proposes, with the $850, loss the 
$100 already paid. 

The residue was doubtless the property of his Government. Tt is 
oxtreimdy improbable that on such an expedition ho would carry a 
large amount of piuvato funds, and tlie circunivstances indicate voiy 
clearly that he was supplied with notes of his Government to use as 
occasion required. His story is altogether improbable, not less as to 
the amount of jirivate funds with wdncli he loft Nashville than as to 
the pretended acceptance by him during the raid of so much money 
from his quartermaster in payraeiit of a debt dnobyhia Government.

The Department is satisfied that the monoy found on Colonel Streight 
was the property of the United States Government, and it will there- 
fore be accounted for by the quartermaster wlio has it as the property 
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ol' Mio Ooliludoi'ato States by riglitof capture. Out of this ainoiiiit, 
liowcvcr, the (luartermastcr will retain Cor Colonel Streiglit’s private 
use $700 ill tl. S. Treasury notes (making, with the $100 already paid 
to liiui, tbo full amount claimed by him a.s received from General 
Forrest, which the .Deimrtment is willing to recognij'.e as his private 
property), and iiay to 1dm, as be requests, iii monthly installments of 
$100 in Oonredorate money; the balance, if any, to bo paid him when 
exchanged. In making settlement with him ho is to be allowial the 
biir market value of IT. S. note.s. 

Captain Morlit will bo rciiiiired, as Mr. C. suggests, to report for 
investigation and instruction all cases iu which more than $500 (Con- 
federate currency) ia found tm the person of any pri.soner. 

As this matter may be the subject of discussion and remark, this 
reiiort and accomiianying papers had better bo returned to bo tiled in 
this Department.

By this flag' boat I write the President very briollj', givitig sneh 
information as may possibly bo of some interest.* I Ijoi^e you may see 
the lotler. I have been behind the curtain in robekloin. 

The odloers here are very earnest that rebel oflioGr.s, priaoiim-s, may 
be placed immediately on precisely the same level that we occupy. 
We sleep on the floor without blanket-s except as wo obtain them from 
our friends. Only one of our rooms lias glass; all the others, live in 
number, have open windows, free to the swcoj) of the northers. 

We have one-lialf i)ouiul of corn bread (about) of unsifted meal and a 
little rice and two or three .sweet potatoes a day cnch, and tlmt is all. 
Yesterday I had eight potatoe.s; two of them wore less than medium size, 
but good; thereat were worthle.sa, being nolai-gertban one’s linger. We 
have water ad libitum. Our rations are tliat and no more and notliing 
else ! Oiir captivity is aggravated by the knowledge that rtdud oflicers 
ill (uir bands have coinforbablo quarters, abundant and vaj’ious rations 
of oxcolleiit quality. General Morgan’s chief of stall’, now exchanged 
for Lioutenaiit-Oolonel Irvine, assistant cominisKioner of exchange, was 
hero some time since and exju'essod his indignation at tlie treatment 
wo received, remarking that they (rebel prisoners in our liands) made 
savings of their rations, with which they obtained butter, eggs, milk, 
&o. We entirely concur in the policy of treating the rebel soldiiM's 
kindly, but we entreat that oflicers jnay at once be subjected to the 
same treatinoiit that wo suffer. Such a course may possibly olitain for 
us some amolioratiou of oiir condition. Our captivity would be intol- 
orablo but for our purchases of necessaries, being more tlian 81., ()()() a. 
day at enoi inous prices, everything costing iia from no to 100 per cent, 
above market prices, and for the prospects in tlio immediate IViture, 
as we Judge of them from the intelllgonco wo obtain. Onr oflicers 
are robbed of everything when captured, if not then, when taken into 
prison; money, clothes, all valuables, often of watclie.s. Wo wish tlmt 
the great amouubofinoney talcon from General Morgan, hi.s oflicers and 
men, may not bo restored to them, but oinployed to make good to onr 
<)flicer.s these los.sea. If wo are to bo detained here, to which we clieor- 
fuliy agree if the interests of the country require it, wo can use a con- 
siderable amount of rebel money, $100,000 for two months, for whicli 
the officers will pay at market iirices about 10 per cent. The authori- 
ties hero give 7 for 1 . I believe 1 am the only general officer of the U. B. 
Army the rebels hold, while we have many of theirs. Perhaps you may 
think it consistent with the public interest tt) procure my oxohana'e 
soon. 

I am iiiolined to think that the starvation rations that wo get are 
due to the extreme poverty of the rebel Govorumont. I think moat 
cannot bo had, either from its scarcity or from the unwillingness of tlie 
farmers to part with it for tlio ciUTCuoy. Probably both (sonsidera- 
tious are involved in the matter. Gold to-day is quoted at 1/3(1 ])er 
cent. (15 per 1); corn meal, $18 to $20; potatoes, $10.50 to $ 12; lioni* at 
wholesale, $110; sweet ])otatoo8, $2.50 one-half peck; ducks, $7 to $8 
apiece; everything else in proportion. You will see by this that the 
rebel currency is now very near zero, to which it will instantly lall 
upon a decided victory either in Virginia or Tennessee. Tlio rogiilar 
issue here is 850,000,000 a month, as stated by a Richmond jiapor. It is 
very easy to see that the rebellion oauiiot po.saibly run on much longer,

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but must piii'isb. from mere iuaiiitioii. The leaders are despondent at 
European prospects, and uonoof the papers talk now of certain inde- 
pendence, but ratlier of perialiing under the fallen fabric of the Con- 
federacy. Tlie ])GOple will not perish if they can help it, but prefer to 
live liappily as members of tl)e reunited nation.

P. S. — To-day indifferent and poor corn bread has been served to us. 
The entire ration is a piece of hoccake six by four and a half inches and 
one inch thick and one sweet potato, small size and poor quality, and 
water. 

This will sustain life for a time, and that is all. It will not keep ns 
in health, but will soon induce disease and expose us to pestilence. I 
see no prospect of imi>rovemcnt in our condition. To-day 700 of our 
men were sent off to ]>anville, Va., to relievo the market here. All are 
to be sent to diifereut points soon for the same reason.

Genjjtial: In compliance with your oi’dei’ I have (ilio hoiiov to aub- 
iiiit the Ibllowing statomoiit in relation to certain priaoiiura of war 
recently brought iVoni (Jity Point, Va., under niy charge: 

On the 2Stli of October, 18(53, 1 received on board steniner New York 
at Fort Monroe 1S5 convalescent Oonledorate prisoners of war, and at 
once proceeded to City Point, Va., wliero on the following day I deliv- 
ered them to the Oonlederate autlnnaties and received in I’etnru 183 
aick and wounded U. S. prisoners of war and 5 citi/en prisoner.s. Pre- 
vious to receiving 0)1 board the h'ederal prisoners I eansed the Oonfed- 
erate prisoners to bo removed fnim the liospital and other porlions of 
the boat wliieli 1 designed to occupy ami personally superintomlod as 
thorough a cleaning as time and cireuins(;auees would periiiil, after 
which and before 1 delivered a single man of the dotaehnient 1 had in 
charge I received on board, nndcr my own personal attention, every 
man ol‘ the Federal prisoners. 

The wrotoliod condition and appeafaiieo of our men enlisted the 
warmest sympathies of all on board my vessel, and both ollUiors and 
crow rendered every attention in their power to the Kuil’erers. Doctor 
Oaroy, the surgeon (who has been on this duty lor the last twelve 
months), with his assi.staiits, devoted tlieir entire time and onorgios to 
the comfort and wcUaroof the prisonora during the eighteen lioiirsthoy 
Avoro on board my boat. Immediately after receiving tlie dotaolunent 
on board I had rations of broad, colteo, and moat issued in unlimited 
(liiantitios. Tlio broad was in part soft and part hard. Tlio sowbread 
was issued to the hospital.iiatlonts by iny indivi<Uuil instructions, The 
reason of onv being sliort of soft bread on tliis occasion was in cotiho- 
quonco of being unable to procure it at the commissary depot. My 
rcmiisitlon was illled in part witli hard broad. 

The most feeble and doIuMito patients wore provi(le<l with beef tea and 
other food suited to their situation. There was not on board when I 
received these men auiUcient blankets to protect ami render comfortable 
tlio entire dotaehnient, but on my anival at Fort Monroe I made 
aiTaiigements for and procured all tliat wore needed, and also received 
such supplies of food and modieine that was nooossary for the trip to 
Annapolis, Md. 1 also telegraphed to theoineer who receives prisoners 
from mo at that point of the number and condition of the men under 
niy charge in order to iiavo suitable arrangeiuouts made for their rccoi>- 
tioii. On my arrival at Aiinaiiolis early (.ho next moniiiig I found Doc- 
tor Vaiidorkieft, surgeon in charge, with hi.s assistants, Avaiting to 
receive tlio men. They wore tenderly and spoedily transferred to his 
hospital, and our conneetiou Avitli them ceased. 

I bog leave hero to mention that I have a .surgeon, acting hospital 
steward, and the requisite attendants detailed to me pormanoiitly on 
board the steamer, and the boat is kept well provided for the accom- 
modation and transportation of prisoners, sick and wounded.

Oommissioner for Kxokange of Prisoners : 

III bolialC of citizens of the Northern States imprisoned in Richmond, 
Va,, I wish to state that their ))ositioii Is in the highest degree uneom- 
fortablo and tlireatoning to their liealth. Their food is bettor than that 
which tho private soldier receives (for I was for three days and nights 
in a tobacco factory with our privatc.s last week) and yet it is not siilli- 
• eiout, neither in (juantity nor in quality. But though they suffer from 
hunger coritluually, they sulfer more from cold. They have but few 
blankets, no bods, no IninkH or cotsj many of our oitizmis who have 
tho moans of living ver^ comfortably at home lie upon the Imre lloor, 
often without any covering for weeka or months; their health BulVors. 

There are some who are kept as liostagea for some certain ones of 
their citizens held iiy our Government; those, nil but two, are at 
Salisbury, N. 0., the two oxceptiid are Friends or (,>naker8, wlio are 
liold for two of tlioir citizen.s, held, they say, by onr Government. Tho 
immbor of our citizens (citizens of the Northern States) is unknown to 
me, but it is much les.M than the number of Union men and boys of tho 
slaveholding States whom they hold for disloyalty to them. 

A few weeks ago Mr. Ould informed a Northern citizen, a Mr. Alfred 
Brengie, of Frederick, Md., iinprisohed in the same room with myself, 
that they had given orders to their cavalry to take a cortnin number of 
Union men — I believe 200 — and we have noticed tliat tho order has boon 
at least partially executed, for many more Union men from Northern 
Virginia have been added to the number in tho prison before. Ho 
(Mr. Ould) added that when they hud secured tho number they had 
ordered to bo brought in they would have as many as our (rovornmeut 
and then that our Government would be willing to exchange. 

Tiioro are some half dozen or more sutlers and satlors’ clerks in the 
pri.son I Avas in. These men employed a lawyer (Humphrey Marshall) 
to secure their liberation — ho had oll'erod his services. lie informed 
them he had succeeded in everything but in getting tho conson t of Mr. 
Ould to tho arrangement. Tho latter, lie said, proposed to let them

'IMio .scarcity ol iiroyisioi s 
among them is such that they might, without agreeing on any plan, ue 
willing to make some exchanges, especially if onr Government con 
bogin by sending them some of those persons ior whom tney ^ino 
rebels) have already sent olf hosta.ge.s, .such as Doctor llamilton aiui 
Mr. Oulbertson.of rennsylvanhi, now at Salisbury, and Mr. Mollings- 
worth and Mr. Williams, of Loudoun Goiaity, Va., now ill Gastie 
Tliuiuler, held as hostages for two our Govcrmneiit now ho ds. ii 
would be better for .some principle of ex<;liangc to be agTced npoii, 
but caeliciti 7 .cn rescued from .such a hard and uuhealthliu imprison- 
mout is so muck done iu the right diro«;tioii and so much nnsory i iirnetL 

into happiness. . . . .,- 1 , 

Of the soldiers, thousands will contract disease this winter wliioli 
will bo fatal to them .sooner or later. Many are now sick, tliougli 
not so ooiisidored. Before 1 lol't, from one w.irehoiise many had been 
collected; among the number some only slightly sick, the surgeon mak- 
ing tho remark in my hearing that if our lioiil brought any more sick 
they wore going to send those lie was removing back in return. But 
our boat bi’ought none, and so none were sent. It would j’esciio many 
lives if all their sick, however slightly so, wore exchanged for our own 
sick there; and this will ajiply to ollUmrs as well as ])rivatC8._ 

It is no llgitre of speech to declare that, our siildiers and citizens are 
dying by hundreds, and they will die by thousands, l‘or they arc con- 
tracting diseases wliiidi will be surely fatal to tliom sooner or labor. 

Will not our Government do something for hiimanity^s sake which 
they would not do from other considorationsV 
'rhero are iu warehouse No. 2, for lost baggag»i in tho city, many hun- 
dreds of overcoats and blankets, which it has occurred to me to suggest 
to be sent to lliohmond for the furtlier comfort of our soldiers and citi- 
zens there. I did suggest, which 1 add here, tho sending of haversacks 
to tlie men. They need soap exceedingly, tor they get none there, and 
in addition to all, if they are to bo kept tliero this winter, they must 
have fire- wood, stoves, cooking utensils, and those on Bello Isle touts. 

But if i)Os.sible, as General Dow repeatedly said, “lot them bo 
exchanged.” One other suggestion: if tho inatlor of retaliation bo 
outertained, treating their oliicevs as they treat ours, would it not 
bo more likely to effect tho object desired, naniely, tho better tioatinciit 
of our ofllcera and privates, too, by propo.siiig tho altormitivo to tlioir 
oihcor.s to xietition their Government for a bettor tri'atinont of oiir olli- 
cor.s and men, and iu ca.sc of their failing or refusing to commence 
retaliation in kind— but General Dow said, “not 011 the jmivides.” 

Excuse the length to which my feelings and the interest I have taken 
in this matter have prolonged my obsorvationa, lor 1 have looked upon 
the suflci'ings and felt much of them for seven weeks, which 1 would 
see other.s rescued from, and I suitor yet from an incipient congestion 
of the lungs, which thousands have there iu a worse form.

The action of our (iovoriiineiit in this imittor is dictiitod purely by 
luunaiiity, sind is only aii olTort to roliovo our prisoivora from sull’oriiig 
inllieted upon tliem contrary to tln^ ehiitns of botli lininanity and tlio 
laws of war, and must not bo understood us relieving tho authorities at 
liiehiimnd from responsibility to tlio Oliristlau world in tho proinisos. 

It tlie authorities in .Uiisliinoiul will send lus those prisoners wo will 
not only food and elotlio tlnnn, but will eoutinno to supply food and 
clothing as lieretofore to siic-Ii prisoners jis nniv bo in our possossioii, 
ami you will propose to Mr. Ould tliat in this oaso wo will agree, witli- 
out any reserve, to rosfiect the pju’ole tlioy may give according to tlio 
laws of war, from wlihdi they shall not be relieved in view of jiastdilfor- 
encoH or pending (piostioiis on tin; subject of exelmngo witliont tho 
proviously oblulned consont of tbeantliorities ropresontod by Mr. Onld, 
as ngont Ibr oxclmngos, under the cartel. 

You will please lose no time in communicating a copy of this note, 
certified by yourself, to Mr. Onld, sind will ui'ge upon liim its aeceptamto, 
as dim to the nurnl; solmnn considerations in tho faee ol' tlio civiliKcd 
world.

Cleanliness of men — not as strictly enforced 
as should be. Oloanliness of clothing — laundry facilities doilciont, 
clothes washed in outer ditch; two boilers provided. Quality of cloth- 
ing— condemned from quartermasteFs clopartincnt. Quantity of eloth- 
ing— abundant, every man is well clothed and furiiisliod with ovorcoat, 
Blankets and bedding — sufllcieut and iu tolerable order in barracks; 
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surticioiit and (ilean in liospital. Habil.s of men — indoloiib, can liardly 
bo roused to take necessary exercise. (Jonditioii of men — good as can 
be loolced for under eiixainistanees; in lios^jital, comfortable. Hosi)ital 
buildings — twelve barracks on in)per end of island raised trom two to 
six feet from surface. Hospital tents — oiglit, connected with smallpox 
hospital; overcrowded, six patients in a tent. Hospital police— very 
good in every respect. Hospital discipline — generally good, but not so 
strict as it should be. Hospital diet and cooking — U. 8. Army general 
hospital diet table; cooking facilities ample and food well prepared. 
.Hospital heat and ventilation — well heated by stoves, but not properly 
ventilated, especially with windows closed. Hospital cajiacity— 150 
beds in smallpox hospital, 50C in general hospital, total 746; over- 
crowded, proper cajjacity about 600. Kuinborsiolc— smallpox 150, other 
diseases 557, total 707 (Federal, smallpox 8, other diseases 23, total 31; 
prisoners, smallpox 142, other diseases 534, total 676). State of med- 
ical supplies — well kept up, disjmnsary in very good order. State of 
surgical instruments— sullhiicnt and well kept. State of hospital rec- 
ords— books well kept and in good order. State of hospital fund— Octo- 
ber 31 $1,306.07; ])ui‘chases, articles of diet, table furniture, policing 
utensils, washing, &;<5., invoiced for account. Medical attendance— sui- 
iloient and apparently good. Nursing — by convalescents and detail of 
prisoners. Intormonts — by detail in grave-yard on Jersey shore oppo- 
site fort. Hisoasos, Io(5al — miasmatic. Diseases, prevalent— variola, 
minsmatio. Diseases, zymotic — variola. Diseases, mitigation of— the 
location of the hospital is very unfavorable. Diseases, prevention of— 
every man is vacuinated on entrance into hospital, ami many in bar- 
racks. Mortality froin diseases— for October per cent, of all dis-

Medical onicors — Asst. Surg. H. It. Silliman, IT. 8. Army, in charge. 
Judging 1‘i'om tlio general condition of the hospital ami sick, the surgeon 
in charge is ovid(mtI^y an oiicrgotic Jind competent oflicor.

Arrott, Acting Assistant Surgeon Nugent, Acting Assistant 
Surgeon llobinsoii, Acting Assistant Surgeon ilarkor, Acting Assist- 
ant Surgeon Woolsey, Acting Assistant Surgeon Turner. Nino rebel 
Hurgooiis are also assigned by surgeon in charge to duty in barracks 
and smallpox hospital. Prison Ibiid duo November 1— $1,700. Articles 
purchased — water eomlonsor, stoves, lumber, table furniture, policing 
utensils, vegetables, &c., nceomitcd for by retaining original bills as 
vouchers, and keeping invoice of all articles purchased. 

With tlio exception of the want of drainage and of oecu])ation for the 
prisoners (spoken of hereafter), everything connected with this prison 
rollccfcs credit on the ollicors in charge of it. The barracks are clean 
and kept well whitewashed. The prisonors are turned out daily for 
exorcise (which they will not take unless forced to do so). Blankets 
and bedding are duly aired. The kitchen and mess-room are well 
appointed and well policed. The ground within the lino of barracks 
is being gradually raised by depositing thereon the ashes from tlie vari- 
ous ilros. Ventilation of the l)arraoks by keeping the side windows 
open is well enforced. Additional measures for ventilating both bar- 
racks and hospital should, however, bo provided, for the present moans 
are entirely imulecpiate when the aide windows are closed. Tlio present 
laundry facilities for the imisoners in barrucka are very poor, they 
being obliged to wash tbeir clothes in.tho outer di tch. This will do very 
well when the tide keeps the water constantly changing, but atprcscm't 
the washing does not mucli improve the articles washed. In the hos- 
])ita1 laundry luattera are very miicli better, stationary tubs being pro- 
vided, with hot and cold water at hand. 
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Tlio lio.spital IR in oxcollent condition and the patients look iiIinmi ami 
comfortable. The smallpox hospital is ovenn-owdwl at pr<vseMt, bill, 
thiawill soon be obviat(Ml, for the disease is rapidly on the (leerensi . 
Each ward is provided with a bath-room for the t>atients and con taining’ 
all the necea.sarv applianoeB. The smallpox hospital is located too 
near the Q-enerariiospital, nearly sMljoininff it, Imt this the limits ol the 
island render necessary. Additional materials for vac.cination Mlioiild 
bo obtained and every man on reacliinff the island vae<nnated. .l.his is 
tlie only sure means of eilcetnally eradicating? tlio di.sease.

to prevent, its surface being' constantly marshy 

traversed by ditches connecting with tlio main ditch emarelmg tln^ 
island, and with the moat around the fort, and intciKUid to b<^ con- 
stantly full of water, changing with the tide. The moat is in process 
of repair! and during this the water is partially sliut oH, reiidm'ing l lie 
ditches partially dry. From the stagnant mud and partially sl.agnanl. 
water in these a constant, and in aonio cases a most ol’I’etisiyo, ollliivia 
is constantly given oli‘, rendering the atmosphere m a high di^greo 

nnhoalthy. ‘Somoof these ditches run directly niulerneath the barracks. 

The inlluonce ofsueii an atmosphere on ahirgo nninher ofimm congre- 
gated together, and whose vital ])owors are de.pressod, as those oi [ins- 
oners naturally are, cannot bnt bo most injurious. 

I would respectfully suggest that at this as at other posts where 
l)visouers are conhned some system of labor be devised, light it nia^y 
bo, but still aufflcient to oeeupy tlieir minds and bodies, and thus obvi- 
ate the depressing iidluonco whiidi eonllnomoiil.aiKl want ol occupation 
necessarily exercise. I am couvinecd tliat if tliis were done, the gcnm’al 
condition of the prisoners would be much improved and the muiibrn's 
on the sick-list rapidly diminished. 

Ill many of the prisons which 1 have visited ! Inwc heard tlio men 
begging for work as a means of passing away time, and at Oiiin]> 
Douglas, whero many of the prisoners were employed on the sewor and 
ill erecting the new fence around tlio camp, these were by far the most 
cheerful and presonted the best appearance. At every iiost 1 think 
that by some Judiciously devised plan sunicient work could bo found 
for all the prisoners to answer this purpose, if enforced by the com- 
inandiiigoiliccr. At present 1 am convinced tiiat idleness and ennni 
are more pregnant sources of disease than any other to be found in onr 
various prisons.

In violation of general good Jaith and ot 
eiigageinoivts solemnly entered into the rebel comimssiouor tlion pro- 
ceeded to deelare exchanged all his own paroled prisoners and iirdered 
their return to tho ranks of their rogimonts then in tho field. And wo 
aro now asked to imuflrm those acts by ojioning now accounts and mak- 
ing now lists for ox'cliango, and tho rebels seek to on force those domaiul s 
by tho most barbarous treatment of our ollleci’s and men now in their

Sill: As I promised -wliilo at your ollico on Saturday hist, I note the 
following facts concerning the condition of onr x)risonera in Bichinond, 
as gathered during luy bdof stay there on route from Columbia to City 
Point. 

General Dow had visited Bello Isle and found tlioro a large propor- 
tion of our iH’ivatos without tents, barnudes, or any slioltor, liordod like 
cattle on the cold or wot sand, lacking blankets, clothing, and sufTlciont 
food. Ho tlmught that those not already dying of starvation were 
being rapidly reduced to sucli woakne.SH and exhaustion as would unlit 
thorn for military service on their return to our linc.s. 

Colonel Ely, of the Eighteenth Connecticut Volunteers, had boon to 
theliospital and there .saw onr men dying of starvation and exposure 
at the rate of ton a day on an average. Ho saw fourteen brought in 
one evening all worn to the last degree of emaciation, unable to make 
use of proffered food, from their long deprivation of it, of whom nine were 
carried out on the I'ollowing morning to the prisoners’ grave. Mji,jor 
White, of rennsylvaida, said he had Idmsolf seen tljo time in the Libby 
when he would have stolon food, but that ho must talce it from one us 
hungry as himself, and ho had envied the man who had a crust of dry 
coarse bread ivldlo ho had none. 

On the day I loft the prison, Wednesday, 12th instant, tlio entire 
ration to the oilicers was a piece of coar-so broad, measuring just 5 by 
2^ by 3 iiiohos. The small allowaneo of meat was then cut off Iroiii the 
ofdcors, as it had been for some days bofbro from the privates. An 
ollicer of the Confederate service with our men on Belle Isle told us at 
the prison on Tuesday at 4 p. m. that up to that hour our men had 
received not a particle of food that day, and wo had no reason to sup- 
pose they obtained it later. 

On my way to Kiehmond from Columbia a Confederate ollieial said 
to a naval surgeon who was with mo; 

Hi in a liaril tiling lt> say to yon, hut ymu* moil on IJollo IhIii nro dying of sturva- 
lion. 

Another Confederate ollicer said to our oflicors at the Libby; 

Tins island is a porfact slanght-or iion for your men. 

I'lven if food wore fnriiished to our men, they still lack shelter, and 
liicl for cooking is also as scarce as food Ibr both olllecrs ami men. 

All those facts may be familiar to you, but 1 give IJiom noiv ai; the 
urgent solicitation of the imsoncrs in. the Libby. 

General Dowwisliod me to say that lie understood that ourGovornment 
had a large amount of Confederate money in its possession, and if this 
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wore HO, and any portion of it could be sent to him in jars sealed and 
jabolod as preserved fruits, he could oxcliange it with the officers for 
Ircasury notes and gold at Itichmoiid rates, and thus dispose of it 
advantageously. The olliecrs at the Libby are now spending for tlicir 
own comfort find snstonancje about $1,000 per day in Ootifcderate enr- 
renoy. I state this matter just as I \va8 rcmicsted to by G eneral Dow 
and am, sir, ’

Sir: I liavu rccoofcly rcooivod tVom tho Iltno Jolm A. OiunplM'lI, 
Assistant Secretary of War, a coinnumicatioii in wliittU he says tliat 
the Department desires me to continue in tho dischar^-e oi my (liitu^s 
under my comnilssioi» for tiio examination of prisoners not (ionnected 
with tho Confederate Army in tiio Stated Alahaiiui and Department 
of ‘Western Georgia, and to maintain communication with the (yonled- 
erate oilicers having charge of such prisoners, visit from tim(\ to time 
tho several prisons, and make as speedy disposition as practie-ahle 
of such cases, as they shall from time to time arise. 

Witli a view to keeping myself apprised by the (dlicors having (diargo 
of these prisoners, of arrests, •fee., I have the honor to ask that yon will 
extend to ino tho facilities, by yonr orders, of having the various 
provost-niarshala or commandants of posts in your departmimt to tor- 
ward tome at this place monthly reports of these prisoners in their 
respective custody, stating tho time of arrest, by whose order, 
and to prepare for ino on my tour of oxaiiiination written eluirg(‘H 
against tho prisoners, with names of witnesses to sustain them ; or il 
no witnesses, such cx{>lanationH and military orders connoeded witli 
their arrests as may enable me satisfactorily to examine tlie cases, it 
would greatly facilitate mo if 1 know at wliat various military ])osts or 
prisons in your department such arrests and conllnements arc made, 
that I might maintain a constant cori'ospondonco W'itli the onicers 
commanding them. 

I am oxcccdingiy anxious to reduce this whole matter to such systtmi 
as would iiisiu’O prompt njbteiitioii to the (mses ns they arrive, n-iid Ibr 
any orders looking to this end which may occur to you as cnleulated to 
elVeet tho purpose, \. would bo grently obliged. I Imve also the honor 
to request that as full publicity be given to those ordois as may bo 
necessary.

Sin: lu the limits of a telegram, and for tlui public, (iye, it was 
impossible to explain my full thought on the subjee-t of exchange of 
prisoners. 1 believed there was some miHUiidorstandiug of tlu^ ([lies- 
tions involved when I tologi’aplied, and your answer, witli the senti- 
nionts of wliioli in every word 1 concur, convinces me tliat 1. was l ight 
in iny belief. No one will go further in exerting every power of the 
Governmeut in protecting tlie colored tinops and their oilicers tlmu 
myself, and if that is tlie question which prevents exchange, and wo 
stand before the country upon that qiicatioii, I have not a word furtlier 
to urge. But I fear that is not the point, or at least it is nob now under- 
stood by the country that it is upon khci>Iedge of tlie country’s lioiior 
that all men, white or black, who fight for ns shall be protected, thaf; 
we now feel obliged to lot our fellow-soldiers starve, if such shall be 
the inluimanity of the rebels. 
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1 ought; to i)r{iuii 80 , perhaps, why 1 iiitorlero whei'o it is not specially 
within niy eoinimuul. Believing that I could do something for the 
good of the service, 1 took the liberty of making the application, and, 
with your leave, shall contiinio to make suggestions wherever and 
whenever I think the Government may be aided by so doing, although 
not strictly called upon so to do, to complete my routine of duty. 

1 am informed and believe that the rebel {luthorities will exchange 
every oOieer and soldier they now hold in custody, whether colored or 
not, upon receiving an equivalent number and rank from us. 

Indeed, 1 can put no other intorprotation upon the letter of hobert 
Ould, esq., agent of exc.hange at Kichmoiid, of October 20, referring to 
a letter of a previous date, in whic.h ho says: 

Moi'u than a nioiiUi ago I aakwl yonr ncqiiioHcoiico in iv propoaldoit that all oflicora 
and HohUoi'fl on botli huRh alionld bo rolonaud in uoiiloi'mity wltli tho provialoiiH nf 
tliu oai'tol. 

I have forwarded copies of all the eorrcspoiidonco so that you can 
refer to it. If there is any intoi^protatioii to the contrary it is not made 
apparent to tlie country, and the (lovornment, for all that appears 
il'om the eorrespoiidcneo between the two commissioners, are now suf- 
fering our soldiers to bo starved to dcatli upon the proposition of ino* 
quality in the computation and value of paroles. If you will examine 
the correapoudenoe it will bo aeon that the wliolo (juostioii turns upon 
that point; not a suggestion is made that color, caste, or condition has 
anything to do with the dispute. 

It would seem that the discussion had grown sufllcioiitly acrimonious 
to have lost sight of the point of dispute, as wo know many (lisoiis- 
sions do. 

I do not moan to impute blame to any party, boeanse I am not siifli* 
ciontly informed, nor have I the authority bo to do, but simply to sug- 
gest a remedy. 

I assume that we have in actual custody some 26,000 prisoners, 
against l.‘l,00() that the rebels have. 'Kow, then, why may not Ould’s 
in’oposition be acccjptcd and exchange man for man, oflicor for ofheur, 
until the rebels stop; il' then every inisoncr they hold has been 
oxohaiiged, the (pieatiou of color does not aviso and onr men will liavo 
been relieved from starvation ui) to that number. But if the colored 
prisoners and theii’ olllcers shall not bo jiroduced by the rebels for 
({xelningo, w'c shall have 10,000 of tlujlr men upon whom to work both 
retaliation and reprisal to the fullest extent to wring from the rebels 
justice to tlie colored soldier. 

It is nob necessary to argue this imiiit; its statement is the argument, 
'riiis action, not offers and corresjmudenee, will place the Governmoiit 
right before the (unintry, and if then the negro prisoners, whether 
civilians or soldiers, or their olllcers, are kept in prison or maltreated, 
the world will justify us in the reprisal and retaliation to any extent. 
1 believe that this exchange will be made by the rebels, from informa- 
tion derived from various sources, Jiiid especially li’om Mr. I, W, Mon- 
fort, agent of the State of Indiana, who luis gone to Washington, and 
from whom you can learn the facts that load to my belief. 

Without suggesting any blame upon tlie part of the agent of exchaugo, 
Avould not the fact seem to bo that such a sUite of feeling has grown 
ui) between liimself and the rebel.agent, that, wdthout doing anything 
which would impute wrong or detract from the appreciation of the 
olforts of General Meredith, this might bo done as if outside of either 
agent? 
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This is submitted for consideration witli a slnj^lo desirti to r{!li(W(' tlui 
soldiers now in a condition to enlist all oiir sympathies. 

I can make these snjfgostions all the more freely as I leave this 4‘,\ eii- 
iny to arrang'o the aflairsof this department in Nortli Oaroliim., iind liiin 
have probably no per.sonal part in the matt(‘,r,

Cairo would he the best place lor the first two lines, but Iteiv, nur 
in'isoiiers should g() to Nashville. I will see (hMieml Grant again at 
Cliattanooga y.nd will ascrertain from him the coiir.se he has horotolbro 
piir.sued in this reg-ard and will advise you, but T think Cairo will be 
the best point Cor us l.o .send our pri.soners to. It is a coinnion (icntcr 
for the ri vers Avhieh are our sni'cst line.s of ccMinnunication. 

I will therefore make an order tliat all prisoiicrs of war cnptnrod ho 
sent by the most conv(‘.nieiifc route.s to Cairo and for tlio connnanding' 
oltlcor there to make reports to you ns required by ordcr.s. When 
prisoners of war are too badly hurt to bear transportai;ioii to Cairo 
they are not worth capturing. In that case the b(5at iilaii is to put 
them oil tlie inhabitants to ca.re (or. i find their sick and wounded too 
anxious to be made pri.soners for better treatment.

Sir: While at Annapolis under your orders I visited tlic Naval 
Aoadoiuy and Collegia hospitals at tliat plaeo for the iiiirposo of ascor- 
tainiiiff tlio condition of the Poderal paroled prisoners i ecoiitly arrived 
ll’om liiolnnond and at present imnatos of these hospitals. I found 
such as had survived (forty-eight liaving died within ten days of tlioir 
admission) in a most wretched eoinlition, though now surrouiidcd by 
every comfort which a well-ordered hospital and compotent, attentive 
attendance can siqiply. They wore siin'orlng from scurvy, hospital 
gangrene, pneumonia, and some, though laboring under no disease, 
were aidually dying of starvation. One poor fellow informed me that 
i'or fifteen day.s previous to his departure from Eiehmond ho liad 
received no animal food Avhatovor, and for live days had been supplied 
Avitli but one cracker and a half per day. Those hospitals are admira- 
bly eondueted in evei-y particular by their respective singcons in 
cliarge, and have aceommodation.s lor the immediate rcecjition, if ne(5- 
osaary, of 1,000 additional patients. At the Naval Academy Hospital 
the surgeon in charge lias very .judiciously, I think, made arrangements 
for the reception and preliminary treatment of the paroled prisoners in 
tents, as he informs mo that ho llnds when they are placed at once in a 
Avarin, comfortable waril, the reaction AvliicU ensues is too groat for 
their reduced systems to bear, and that pneninonia or some other 
inflammatory condition siiporvoncs and is very iTcqnontly fatal. Ihiis 
ho oxiicets to obviate by the means above mentioned, and 1 think liis 
idea will prove a just one. But this eominuuleation is more espoeially 
for the purpo.sG of calling your attention to the necessity of having the 
llag of-ti'iice boat fitted ux> Avith the hospital appliances necessary for 
the imoper medical treatment of the sick paroled iirisonors during the 
passage ii’om City Point to Annapolis. A competent and ex])crienced 
medical officer should also bo assigned to the boat, for very imicli of 
the after sucoos.s in these extreme eases depends on tlio early treat- 
jnont Avliicli they receive. 1 am informed that the aoting assistant 
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sui'i-oon ar. iiroKoiit. attacliod to the boat is, tliouyli wall skilloil iii Ills 
])i'ol'tissioii, iiiWlUml by bis -want of cxiajrioiic.o in this kind of duty for 
this iiost. ] f ir should moot with your approbation, I. would volmik'or 
to inako a trip to City Point on the boat, to ascertain and i‘c])oi;t wliat 
(•.hang(5S or additions to the ])roscnt arrangoincJils arc lunalcd for the 
proper care of the jn-isoners on the passage. 

kSiirgcoii Vsuiderkiert (in charge of Naval Academy Hospital) sng- 
gcsled th(5 jnopriety of the olllcpr in eharg(M)f the llag-or-ti‘iu;e boal- 
telcgrapldng to liiin from Fortress Rronroc of his oxi)C(!ted 1-ime of 
arrival at Annapolis, and of the nnniber of i)atients on board, that 
aTrangenients for their proper reeeption might be nuule jn-c-viinis to 
their arrival. At])resentthey ai'e obliged to wall; i'or sonic time before 
coffee, son]), and other food can be prepared. 

A correct list of names, &c., sliould also be furnished with the pris- 
oners, as many are too far exhausted on tlioir arrival at the liospita! to 
give any account of thomsclvo.s, and many die without the means of 
making it known who they are.

OoLONRLi 1 have tlio honor to report that the llag-oi'-truco boat 
Now Yoi'k arrived to-<lay with some dbO rideascd i)risonerH fVom 
Kiehmoml, and as the duties of my oHlco called mo on board 1 bad 
an opportunity of conversing with many of the men, who scorned 
to be very intelligent. They almost to a. man toll tlio same story. 
When tlicy arrived at Jtielunoiid and were nshcred into the lllthy 
prisons, the oilleers in (diarge Ktii]»ped them of tlieir money and all snr- 
])lns clothing in their posse.ssioii. They are then obliged to lay \ipon 
the Jloor, and got very scanty rations, liardly enough to lump b()dy and 
soul together, Tlie sight upon the ilag-oftrnco boat to-day was heart- 
rending, to see men so redinmd by starvation that they hnd not 
strongLli 1 o raise niion their feet, and wore obliged to be carried off on 
sti'ctoliers to the hospital. 

The principal statements made in regard to the taking of their money 
are against Oa])tain Turner, ollleer in charge of the Libby Prison, 
Upon the arrival of a Sipiad of lu’i.soners, Captain '.riirnor lia.s them 
drawn up in lino and tolls them to deliver up all their money, and it 
will bo returned to them when they are cxeUanged; if not given u|) 
voluntarily, they arc searched and their money eonliscaited. b'l'om 
statements of several intelligent men on board of the boat, 1 n8(!or- 
taliied that out of a crowd of 400 Union prisoners wlio arrived at 
liichmoiid on the llOtli of Sej)temher last, Captain Turner received the 
sum of about $2,000, none of wliieh has over been, returned. Parties 
giving me this information Imd all the money in tlieir iiossessioii 
taken from tlioiii, some not having over $3, yet this small amount was 
taken.

'1 
Until the Confodorato authoi'ities appeal lo be relieved “ from the 
obligation to treat prisoners of war according to the laws of civilized 
warfare,” or oiler as “an exiihination or excuse” for iimulllcient food 
that 8up])lie8 have not been forwarded by your Government, it is 
entirely unnecessary to discuss wliat will bo the views of your authori- 
ties in cither contingency. 

Statements most infamously false have recently been made and eir* 
ciliated at the North by persons wdiose calling should have imposed a 
respect for truth, whiidi their own personal honor seems to have failed 
to seciiro. Our regulations require that prisoners shall receive the 
sainerations assoldiersin the held. Suc-li your prisoners have received 
and will continue to receive. Bo you ask more^ If so, what do you 
demand We recognize in the fullest form our obligation to treat your 
}n'i8oners with liumanity and to servo them with the same food in 
quantity and quality as is given to our own soldiers. If the supply 
is acatUy, you have only to blame the system of warfare you have 
waged against ns. There is nothing in the-actiou of the Gonfeibwate 
Government which gives any sort of comitomincc to the charge of 
cruelty or inhuiimniiy to your prisoners. In tho hist place we liave

I Koldiiitily swenr tliat wlieii T was at Monroe, Jja., a ])i'isoner in tlio 
luinds of the Oonfodcratos, Juno 27, 1803, I was allowed to about 
on parole and learned frojn various parties, and among them soldiers 
belonging to the Confederate army, also some Union ladies entitled to 
belief, sufficnent to satisfy me that two United States ol'luiers, oiui a 
captain and the other a lieutenant of African troops, taken prisoners 
while on a scout at Millikeu’s Bend, on or about the (>th June last, 
after imprisonment two days in the court-house at Monroe, were taken 
out and murdered by the enemy, and when J. got to Shreveport I 
found that it seemed to be the common talk there. 

I I'lirthcr depose and say that oii Tuesday, July 3.4, 1803, I was in 
Shrevei)ort, and on that day J >ick Taylor’s prisoners, captured from the 
U. S. forces at Brasliear City, arrived tliore, and among tliom were two 
commisaionod olheers, from what 1 learned, of the Corps d’Afriquo, who 
wore aepai'ated from the rest and luit in solitary eonHiieinent, with a 
ball and chain, and General Banks has the names of those two ollicors.*

The emergenelcs of tlio service, as well 
as the brilliant luiges they have already contributed to the history of 
tins war, demand this. To accomplish it they must bo in liand, well 
disciplined^ and ready to resume their arms ns soon a.s exchanged. It

Colonel Hoffman, OomminHary-GGneyral of Trimnarn: 

Colonel: I have the honor to inform you that the surgeons and 
assistant surgeons of the rebel army lolt this afternoon in the steamer 
Swan, a boat specially sent for the purpose. They were sent as soon as 
transportation was given us. Tliero were 120. 1 gave them notice tlie 
day before of the principle which should govern the amount of personal 
oll’cets they were to take with them, as I knew that during the long resi- 
dence of most of them in onr lines considerable accumulations iuid 
been made. They were allowed to take everything they possessed when 
cai)turod,and a full 8uit,compo.sed either of what they owned originally 
or luicl replaced by gilt or xuirehasc. Even thus restricted, they wore 
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richer in tlio ag-gTegatc hy far than wluni they entered i, Ini lines-. The 
exaininution was conduelwl courteously; the rule was forln^ariiigly 
applied, and their own stsitcments on honor taken ns to what they luid 
wlien captured. All other articles, extra suits, portnnuitoaiis, carpet- 
bags, letters, money, needles, medicines, &c., were taken (roni them. 
Only a crazy head or corrupt heart could confound these lawful i)r()- 
ccediiigs with arefnsalto ailmitfood to starving prisoners; but several 
hints wore thrown out in such away us to induce ino to send ove.ry tiling 
taken from the party on the boat with tlioni in charge of an ollicer. 1. 
wrote a letter to Oenornl Meredith explaining what L had done, on the 
ground tiiat in these times of cruelty and barbarity to prisotie-rs it 
might 1)0 wise for the Govoriimoiib to bear and forbear iiuieh, and that 
I sent the articles with the prisoners in case he might think it politic 
(certainly not Just) to restore them. All moneys which had been 
received for the prisoners during their stay, or had been transferred by 
them to ns, or delivered up to tlieprovost-mar.shal under your cireular, 
were sent to General lAIereditli, with statomtmts in regard to them.

In the Libby Piison there are eight large rooms occupied by the pris- 
oners, of wliicit one is u.sed us a hospital.

There is an ample supply 
of water on each door, and there is al.so facility anbrded I'or batliing, 
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of whioli esLch |)i-is()ner can avail himself at. will. The |)nson is tlior- 
oiij;iiIy (taily ami is in a cleanly conditieii. The olheeis are 

allowed (o purcliase such articles as they wisli, not prohibited by the 
rules ol tlui [ji'ison, and a competent person is em^iloyed whose sole 
business it; is to make these purchases. 

The other buildings, luscd as prisons for the i>rivat(i.s, ar(^ comfort- 
able, iir('. iioliecd thoroughly each day, and arc in a i-leanly condition. 
Hc.ott’s Prison and Pemberton’s Prison are at i)rcHcnt eiowdcil some- 
what Ixtyond their eapatnty for health and (annfort, if the immber now 
eonlliie<l in tliein were kept any considerable Icngtii of time. Tliis 
evil is t(!mporary, aiTangoments having been made to remove a por- 
tion of tlieso lU'isoners ttj (piartors now in course of preparation, Tlie 
men iu\) generally comfortably chul. I observed some lc,w of the ])ri- 
vatos who were sullering for clothing. The supply of clothing and 
blaiilads sent for them Iroin the United State.s is now being distrib- 
ut(!d by ofliecrs of the U. S. Army selected from the prisoners. Tlic 
cn(!am])menb at Ihdie Isle contains ]n'is<mcrs, all i)rivatt‘S and 
noii-eommissioiied olllcers, who are (juartered in tents. Tlie tents are 
pitcluMl on a.n island, upon a. dry knoll, from whicli the. snrl’ace water is 
tiiorouglily drained. The contiguity of the river renders the police of 
the <auup (Misy. T'liero i.s an abumhuicti of oxccsilenfc water, ai'l’orded by 
eigh t wells witliin tlie encamjnnont. Tlio cam)) is thoronglily policed 
daily. I observed that some of the tents were dilapidated by weather 
and some injured by carelo.ssness in building llres. A supply of tents 
lias be(Mi sent to the island to sn])ply those <le(lciencies. 

.r, retui ‘11 a report made hy Surgeon Wilkins on tho condition of the 
liospitals occupied by the pri.soiiors. The Imildlngs owaipicd are com- 
I'ortablo and well furnished, tlio snjijilios arc ani|»]o, the attoudance fully 
(n'lnal to th(3 wants of tlie patients, and iny iuspcction fully eoullrms tho 
reiiort of Surgeon Wilkins. 

1 ille a copy of abstract of provisions furnished prisoners of war in 
this city for the quarter cmling Soi)tembcr .'lb, 1S(W. Tho average mim- 
l)<n‘ of jirisoncrs during tliis ijuartor was 'I'lie abstract shows 

tlie actual amount of provisions issued. In addition to this an addi- 
tional amount was Issued as “extra )»rovlHl<)n” to the hospitals, an 
abstract of wliicli is also Hied. It will be seen from those abstracts 
tiiat tlie prisoners received <luriiig this qmirter within a small fmefioii 
of tiui army ratioin If the extra issue bo hiclmled, the ainoniit is fully 
iiuuhi up. Upon full ln(|iiiry ami examination not only of the onicers 
ill <'harge, but of the .subordinates, X loam that during the present ([nar- 
(;er then! have Ixioi issued full rations of all tho aj’tudos mf 3 ntioiiod in 
tlie abstrael, ex«tej)ting meat.. Owing to the largo n umber of prisoiier.s 
suddenly eoiisigncd to their care without notice, the oilicers have not 
always been able to proviile a full ration of me}i.t. The didieieiiey has 
iiev(3r exisl(!(l but tbi' a sliort time, jiml whenever it did exist it was 
r<'.medi(Ml as fai' as ))o.ssil)le by (3xtra issue of other articles. 

The ration now being issued coiisists of one pound of bread, half 
poniid ol meat, half pinind of potatoes, rice or beans, viiu'gar, soaj), ami 
sal t, ac.cordiiigto the regulations. The bread is linked at bakeries and 
weighed to tiu‘. <!omniissai'ies of oacli pri.son. I insjieeted tlie bakeih's 
and loiiiid (beiii well (;ondiieted. The meats ainl other articles are 
eookiid at the prison.s. The {irovisioiiK are weighed and meusiired to 
messes of 100 men omdi, and are delivered to one of their own number 
selected to re.ceive and dislributo it. 

1 ins|)(',cted the kiteliens ami found the arrangements for cooking 
good and in good orderj e.are is taken to lose nothing from the rations, 
35 11 — srjtiKK II, YOU VI 
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and once each day each prisoner lias souii, inado fi’oiii tlio wa l:er in wliieh 
the meat is boiled, willi tlio addition ol‘ rieo and beans. 

1 doubt not but wliat tliore are cases of individual hardship iuul suf- 
fering; they are unavoidable in the inanagomont of siudi a number of 
men; they nuiy proceed from accident, from ttie abuse of aiilbority of 
a subordinate oilicer, from the neglect of the prisoner himself, or from 
the cruelty of his rollow-iirisoncrs. 

On the day 1 made this inspection a prisoner complained to the oJlhan* 
in charge that ho had had nothing to eat .since (he day before, and tliat 
lie was starving. On invesligation it appeared (hat tlie sergeant who 
was iiitnisted with the distribution to Ids mca.s, and who was also a 
prisoner, had refused to give him his ration. In another ease, one of 
tlic prisoiier.s was found badly beaten and robbed of his clothing by 
some of his fellow-prisonor.s. Some among (;hom aro in a very (llthy 
and disgusting condition, simply because they will not avail themselves 
of the opportiuiilies for eleanlincss accessible to them.

SiB: Agraeablo to your request, I have tlie lioiior to subinil; tlu^ fol 
lowing’ report of tbo 0. S. prison hospitals under iny (ihai ge in tliis eity. 
At present they sire three iu iinnibor, exclusive of one wssril in j;be ijibby 
Pi'isoii building, which is used sis au “oltice hospitsil.” They sire Isirgo 
Sind well ventilated, and until recently lisivc been uaiid as Conl'e.dersite 
hosiiitals. The largest of them was turned (»vcr to me with all its 
sippointments and elfeets, and the Ooiifcdorsitc psitients simt to suiother 
hospitsil. The supply of beds, bedding, sind mediehies is drawn from 
the medieal purveyor, sind no discriiniiiatiou is made botwemi the Con- 
federate sielc and wounded and those of the enemy. My instriudions 
from the nietlical department Inive iiivsirisibly been to treat the jirison- 
era \yith kindness. They hsive repeatedly expressed their stu'iirise and 
gratitude for the kind treatment they hsive received from every one 
eonneeted with the hospitals, which wsis entirely sit variiiiiee with their 
lU'cconcGiyiid ideas of tlio treatment tliey might c.vjiesjt. The niedimil 
purveyor luniishes mo with sin abundance of mcdicisies and instrn meats 
of the tinest quality, al.so with bedding and sill other articles iieccsssiry 
for the eomfortof tlie.sick, including tea and .spirits. Fedorsvl surgeoim 
who have Visited ourdispenssiry Inivo expros.sod their surprise sit the lino 
quality and abuiidanco of nie{licine.s and iustrnments, which in spite of 
the rigorous blockjidc, the Oonfedersito GovornmcMit is able to furiiisli 
to the sick siiid wounded of Unit Government whicli Inis oiidesivored so 
stroimoiisly to deprive us of a supply for oven our own Jiien. 1 am 
assisted iu the disehsirgo of my duties by a medical corps of fourteen 
assistant surgeons, who sire skilled in tlioir jirofession sind sitteiitive to 
every want of the sick conlldod to their csiro. 

'J'lio ration hssued to tlic hospital Ims i)ccn, until the Iasi; few days, 
one pound of fresh beef sind eighteen oiuntoaof wlunit bread daily' to 
each initieiit, tsiking my morning report sis a guide us to the number, 
In, addition to the above, Capt. J.Wsirner, acting com missary of subsist- 
eiiee, 0. W. prison, furnishes me in bulk, to be used at diserotioii, sugar, 
rice, vinegar, salt, Hour, meal, sweet potatoes, and pease. The i'ati(ni 
is iioiiuontly in excess and is silmost iuvsiriably of good qnsilil.y. 'I'he 
beef furnished is always the hind quarter, us is usually furnished to Liu^ 
Confederate hospitsils. In siddition to the above articles, I am author- 
iiied to purclniHo siny delicacies that may bo required ibr sjimual eases. 
I frequently make purchases of chickons, eggs, ^Vic, On the dtli of 
November there were in lio.spitaKs {533 patients; on the otli, 7(iO. On tlie 
dtli the hospital steward purchased $8 iu cabbages, 811) in potatoes, $(> 
ill onions. On the bth he piirclm.sod $8 in cabbages, S57 in onions, .^<5 
ill eggs, and jlitlO in rye, a substitute for colfoe. ifoiir gallons of milk 
are purchased daily for the use of the sick. 

Tlio vegetal)Ie.s purchased on tho 4tli and nth are purehased daily to 
season tho soup, which is of oxcollont (piality and well adapted to' the 
Uvse of the patients. 

Nothing demonstrates more clearly the good treatment whieli tiiey 
receive in lio.spital than the rapidity with which they recover from 
soi’ioiis diseases and injuries and the .small pereoutage of deaths.

(Sciioral 1 litelieoek seems to have iiiissipprehended my imrjxixo some- 
what in setuliiig yon that moinoraiKlnm. You roiuu;.ste(l n list of tlie 
paroles which I elaiined, and the paper which 1 sent to you was only 
intended to he understood as a ineinoranduiu in the way of notice to 
you. I did not expect you to agree to recognize the paroles tliercin 
referred to in such a general way upon the mere prcsontatioii of tlio 
paper. 

'riio evidence which supports that iiKunorandnm of paroles is on llle 
in luy oillce. 

If we could only have agreed upon the principle by which they should 
be computed and adjusted, all the rest wouhl have been easy work. 1 
would have presented the paroles thein.sclves or authenticated lists of 
them, The fact that they were given, the circumstances under which 
tliey wore given, the parties giving them, would all appear upon tlie 
face of the papers in proper form. 

As (lenoral Hitolmotik seems to indicate a willingness to reopen tliis 
matter, I will state lor his benollt, frankly, the ]>rinc!ii)les by wliich I 
propose to be governed. 

l.i’irst. I will not claiin the paroles of citizens. All tlio iiaroles which 
I will i>rodiico will be those of Federal soldiers in actual service at tlie 
time of capture. 

Second. 1 will show the partlcnlar locality whore the ])arties wore 
<!aptiu’Gd, the command to wliieh they belonged, the comiuaiul whioli 
cai)ture(l them, and the precise date of each transaetioJh 

Third. .1 will siccoinpany the presentation witli sinili full and par- 
ticular evidence as will enable you to verify tlio truth of the ease by 
your own re(ioi’(ls ainl the statements of your own oillccrs aiul soldiers. 

Fourth. Move than tliirty of the forty-four item.s in my memorandum 
are eases of (laptures made previous to the 22d of May, 18(13. It lias 
never at any time been alleged that 1 hud any notice before that time 
that paroling upon the battledield was not to bo permitted. The Fed- 
eral authoril i(*s have <’.hargcd against mo paroles talccn upon the battle- 
Held np to that date, and Intve received credit for them. 1 would have 
received ciualit for these items many months ago if you liad had 
paroles ()r prisoners of ours to have oflsettcd against them. I will 
thank General Ilitclutoijk to inform mo upon what principle ho can 
rejtad. those thirty-odd items. If ho wants ovidonco that I have allowed 
pv(icisely similar paroles 1 will furnish it. 

Fifth. As to such of tlio jiaroles as were given between the 22d of 
May, 18(13, and tlie 3d of July (the date of General Orders, Fb. 207), I 
.shall contend that they shall be allowed under the provisions of para- 
graph 131 of General Orders, No. 100. I will allow any similar paroles 
given to you during the same jicriod. 

Sixth. As to all paroles given after the 3d of .Inly, 1803, 1 will allow 
General Orders, No. 207, to have full force. No paroles I'rom and after 
that (late arc to be valid, unless the ])aroUng is in pursuance of the 
iigreement of the commanders of two opposing armies.

They have already been GX(:liiin}*'e(l and 
elieckcd olf. This is of itself proof that your authorities have hereto- 
fore recognized these paroles. IMiolisfeiaiid i)arolGH will show tlic grade 
of all the parties. 

Eighth. I have been greatly misunderstood by General Miteheoek if 
he thinks I liave refused to bo governed by your general orders. Gen- 
eral Ilitclicoek says: “ Weapi>oal to tliosc orders, and intend to be gov- 
erned by them, and if the enemy would assume them, and he governed 
by them also, all dillicultiea on the siibjoet of paroles would eease.” 

I'liave already expressed my willingness to bo governed by your gen- 
eral orders “ on the subjeet of paroles.” It was my original jiropositioii. 
1 adhere to it still. Let, then, “all (lUliculties oeaso,” 

Ninth. If our present diniciiltie.s are to cease, let me, for the sake of 
future harinoiiy, suggest that there be some dclinite jneaning attaeJu'd 
to tho phrase “commanders of two opposing armie,8.” VVlio ai e sueli 
commanders^ 

We can readily understand that General Lee and Gonoral Meade aro 
such. Hut is General Thomas the commander of one of tlie opposing 
armies at Chattanooga., or is it Gonoral Grant? Was General Hembor- 
tou the commander of an opposing army when )i(} was subject to tlto 
orders of Goiiond Johnston, who was in his immediate noigliborliood? 
Was General Gardner tho commander of an opposing ainuy at; I’ort 
Hudson? If so, is nob ovory onoM'ho holds a separate command such a 
coiniminder? Docs ai/.e constitute an army? If a captain or lieutenant 
is on detached service, Is ho the commander of an op})osing army, and 
can ho be released on imrolo by an agreement made with tlie olHeer who 
oaptured him, if ho also is on (leta<5hed service? I make these inqnii'ies 
of General Hitchcock in no cajdious spirit. 

I'lioy do present diniculties to my mind, and J! should like to know 
what is to be considered as the true interpretation of the ]>lirase. All 
the captures after the 3d of July, 1803, whlcli I ask you to recognize, 
were in imrsnanco of an agreement between “tho commandors of two 
opposing armies.” I cannot see liow any difluailty can arise between 
General Hitchcock and myself after his letter, except as to captures 
between May 22, 1863, and duly 3, 1803. They aro but very few in 
number. 

I will thank you to send this letter, or a. copy of it, to General 
Hitchcock.

I have no doubt but that in an exclusively military point of view we 
would be no losers by tho exchange. In all probability wo would be 
gainers. But there are other eonsideratious coniieetod with tho sub- 
ject of special exchanges which have fully confirmed me in tho belief 
that a resort to bliem is impolitic in the present condition of al'fairs. 
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First. is now a g:i'eat proasurc u|Hm tho Liiu'olii (lovcrninont 

IVoni the. IViciiuls o!’ (tertiiiii olUcors in favor of a system of .general 
oxdlianti'e. If titoso olliciors aro specially oxiihaiijjod tlieir friends cease 
their elt'orls, and the pressure is diiniiiislied pro Itmlo. bienteiuiiifc- 
Colonel Hunter is one of the most prominent of tins class. I am 
stroiift'ly of the oi)inion that he should be held for tlie beiielit of our 
imprisoned othcers generally. 

Second. It would establish a precedent wliich, if not followed by us, 
would lu’oduee dissutisfaetioii amongst our ollllc.er.s now in conlinoinciit 
and tlieir relatives and IVionds amoiigst us. I’lie Irieiuls of other Dili- 
cers would immediately send in similar applicatioms. If their reiincsts 
were (iomplicd with the end of the matter would be that all the Yankee 
oflieers now in oiir hands wonld be released, while more tliaii a thou- 
sand of ours would remain in Yankee pri.sous subject to any outrage 
or npi)ressioii which the.euemy might elioo.se to indict upon Uumi. The 
only ease of a special exeliange lately urranged i.s that of General ICeai- 
per for (lencral tlraham. 'I’hat was done under very peculiar eireuiii- 
stances and witli your expims approbation. Itc-amiot fairly bo used 
as a lU'omleiit. 

Third. Another very grave objection to special exchanges is loiiinl in 
the necessity whicli woiihl bo imposed upon us of making selections 
IVoiu our ofdcei'S now bi coiiniiemeiit. When all or nearly all have done 
80 well those who wonld bo left bolund and tlieir friends would bo very 
arit to think they had jiiat grounds of complaint. At least a thousand 
oiflcers would bo in that situation after all tlie Yankee ollicers had been 
specially exchanged. i 

For these and other reasons whieh might ho named 1 do not think

Sir : Yoiir note forwarding a copy of ftir. (,)uld’s hd ter of the bSIb 
instant, addressed to yourself, as an answer to my hd tei’ of tlii5 Idth, has 
been received. iMr. Quid, I perceive, states that our jn’isonors in .l{ii(!]i- 
inond receive “the same rations as soldiers in llie Held,’’ according to 
the “ I'ogulationa.” 

The “ regulations” may be sucli as Mr. Ould statOH tboin lobe, but 
tlmt onr ])risoiiers receive the “rations” ns statml is contradicted by 
all the ovideiico that Iia.s readied me outside of Mr. Onld’s statement, 
and this evidence rests upon the Ktateinenis of <;yo witne.ssca and of 
actual aullbrer.s under the treatment re(;elved in b'ichinond Jiiid at llelie 
Isle, besides the testimony of facts di.scIo.s(‘d bv the visible, (iondition 
of a delivery of some 180 prisoners made at City l‘oint, many of wiiom 
died bolore loaddug l«\)rt Monroe from starvation, according (o l;lio 
judgmont of a competent medical ollicor. 

Ifpon the evidence above stated, the accretary of War orderml sup- 
plies to bo scut for distribution to the romainihg prisoners, and Ibis 
state of things induced tbe letter of Die 13th in.stant,i)V()]i()sing to receive 
on parole the prisoners, and to hold tliem olf duty unlil (‘.xchaiiged, 
independently of all existing dinicultiea on the .subjecl: (d‘ e.xeluuige. 

Mr. Ould declines tliis oiler, and pixiposea that if we will smid to tlui 
South the lu’isoncrs in onr liand.s, they will send ours to us, “ the e.\ce.ss 
on one side or the otlier to be on parole.” 

Wbaf over apiioaranco of verbal fairness there may lie in this, l,lni 
conduct of Mr. Onld in connection with recent decluratioiis ofexc.liaiige 
will not iierniit n.s to regard this jiroposal as made in good faith, and 
we Ciuinot rely upon its being carrieil out by the enemy. 

In the llrst place, the proclamation of Mr. Davis, and other ]>nblic, 
acts of tho.so ill power in the Soiitli, rcinuin in full I'erce, so fai' as we 
know, and are actually being enforced in the South, by which a di.stiiic- 
tion Is made between classes of troops einploved by the United Stales, 
and ollicers serving with colored troops, if taken inisoners, do not 
receive, and are not to receive the treatment duo to ])risoners of war, 
wliilst the eiili.stod men of colored troops when taken ])riaoners, it has 
been publicly declared, shall be sold into slavery. 

That this distiuction is made actiuil, in the treatment of prisoners of 
■\far, we know in some eases, and liave much reason lo apprehend it in

otliGi-s w]ii(5li have imt been permitted to see the light. We have posi- 
tive inlbriuation ol'the fact that two colored .seammi oCtlio U. y. inarino 
were caihaived near Charleston, and were not treated as ])risoiKir8 of 
war. Two free colored young men with a Massachusetts regiment 
were cai)tured neiu* Calveston and publicly sold into shivery. 

In a recent (!ase I made a i)roposal to release, mutnally, ali chaplains, 
and the proposal was “cheerfully accepted,” but although we delivered 
about or more than twice the number wo received, the enemy held 
back the chii])lain of a Massachusetts colored regiment, who was eon- 
lined and in irons at Columbia, S. O. 

In addition to these facts, Mr. Ould not long sinc.o declared that he 
would proceed to make dcelaralions of cxcUsingo whenever ho consci- 
entiously I'olt that lie had the right so to do, for the purpose of patting 
men into the fudd. 

If this aniKJuncoment moans anything at all, it moans that the usages 
of war, and the express provisions of the cartel, arc subordinates to the 
individual determination and purposes of Mr. Ould on tlic subject of 
declarations of exchange, and, as a (Mniscquence, wo must suppose tliat 
if Mr. Ould can obtain possession of the “excess” of prisoners now in 
our possession, ho will “proceed” to declare them exchanged and put 
them i]ito the Hold, upon what he might uUogo as his sense of righi;. 
When called upon for an explanation he would prepare what he miglit 
call a “tabular Htatomout of paroles,” as bo recently did, made up from 
guerrilla captures of (dtizens iu remote parts of the country, set down 
as captured at such places as Kojitucky, as Tonnessco, as Mississippi, 
or at such a place as Kentucky and Tonnossco, not in any instance 
properly reporting to whom delivered. 

Mr. Ould has shown thclatitndiiiarian construction ho puts upon his 
powers, and the nature of his sense of right, by writing a letter on the 
10th of October winch bo lias not thought it necessary to cominunioato 
to us, but wliiidi has boon published iu a Richmond ])aper, by which ho 
took upon himself the power to declare that tlie whole number of men 
delivered liy Oenenil Banks at Mobile, embracing several thousand 
men captured at Port Hudson, wore nndor no obligation to {)bsoi've 
tlieir i^arole, 

Mr. Onld has been a more agent under tlio cartel, and when a ([uos- 
tioii conies up as to the import of the cartel, its moaning, &c., Mr. Ould 
has no power to decide the ipiestlon, for tliat belongs to the parties by 
whose autliority the cartel was made. 

The (iarlel provided two places for the dolivory of prisoners of war, 
City Point and N'^icksburg, but it provided also that when these places, 
or either of them, should become unavailable by the exigencies of war 
some other point might be agreed upon. Vicksburg, having fallen into 
our Imiuls, became unavailable, as contemplated by the cartel, and 
Ociierul Bailies agreed with the rebel commaiider in tlio Hold that Gen- 
eral Banks would deliver the Port Hudson prisoners on parole, and 
they were delivered accordingly. 

Mr. Ould knew that those men wore uiiconclltionally in the hands of 
General Banks. They had been “reduced to possession” and had been 
tiilioii to New Orleans, and might have been sent North if General 
Banks had jdoased. 

Instead of sending them to the North to swell the number of pris- 
oners ol‘ war in our liaiuls at the North, General Bunks conlided in the 
honor of a rebel cominaiulcr and “agreed” to ])arolo those men at 
Mobile, A^ioksbiii’g being, by the exigoiicios of war, no longer available 
as a place of delivery. 
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Ill t hat Htiile ()l‘ tilings Mr. OiiM tiikns upon Iiiiiiself to (Uitutlo tliutj 
tlio delivery iit Mobilo was invalid, that place uid, bciii”' iiamoil in tlie 
cartel for the delivery of prisoners. ^ 

With a sense of right so obtuse as tlii.s act mdutates, it ia doing no 
iniiistice to Mr. Ould to say that wo cannot eonlhlo tii any pledge he 
■\vmiUl jnako to carryout a special agi'conient, and we mast aceordiugly 
decline to acquiesce in any measure which would tln-o\v into his hands 
a largo body of prisoners of war under parole to be by him released 
IVoin its obligations aecording to his sense of right. 

You will iiiulerstand from the above statement that Mr. Quid’s 
decision touching the, prisoners delivered by Qeiioral Banks is not 
recogni/ed as jnstlliable or valid, and tliat wo claim that they are still 
iirisoners of war on })arole.

Inirg paroled men who have reported at Fnterprivse. I have also re- 
ceived lists ol' some lU’isoiiers who have reported at Marietta. Tliolat- 
ter belong to (be artillery, in a very few days .1 will dedans these 
oxcluinged. It is not impo.ssible that gonerul exchanges will soon be 
resumed. 'J'liere are some indications in that direction. Until, how- 
ever, general exidianges are resumed all the iirisoners now in our cus- 
tody should be held and not delivered at any point. It is expected that

South. Mr. Ould’s oiler to exchange all prisoners on both sides, the 
oxecas to be lieUl on ))arole, is posil.ively deceptive and delusive, and 
had for its juirposcs as I am bound to say, (.o g<d. into tlu', ])owei' of tiui 
South the exees.s of prisoners now in our hands, in order to se-t tliom 
free Irom their parole by an olVsot, not of prisoners ca|)tured witli 
colored ti-oop.s, who we have every reason to believe woul<l nol; bo 
exchanged, but by parading a long achedule of allegcnl ciiptiiios in the 
We.stand Soutli by guerrilla parties, ranging over portions of Kcjiitncky, 
Tennessee, Mi.ssissippi, Missouri, Texas, ^^c.., wluu’c^ iion-combatnii'ts 
Inivo been s\vooped in by whole village.s, and put under some foriii of 
oath not to take anna, and this class of men, not .soldiei s captui’tsl on 
the Ih’ld of battle, Mr. Quid wishes to use as against tlui captured 
troops ill our iio.ssesaion, who have been taken oiT bloody battle-lields. 

Tlii.s i.s wliat Mr. Oiild lias already done (or (he purpose of putting 
into the iield the troo]>s captured by (leneral (Irant at Vicksburg, and 
who were uiifortnnately paroled in the South. 

But this is not the main iioint. We have ])ositive ovidciUK^ 1 hat Mr. 
Ould, Ol- the authorities in the South, do not intend to delivi'r up 
colored troops, or oflieers captured with that class of troojm. 
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Only a lew weeks aiiieo I proiiosod a mutual oxcliaiige of all cliaplaiiis 
held on eitlier side, we having two for one against those hold in tlio 
South. Mr. Ould professed to aeeopt the proposition “clieerliilly,” as 
ho exiu'cssod it ill his note. Wescntall we had in good laitli; biitnow 
I have indubitable evideiiee that a cliaplaiu of a Massaehusctls colored 
regiment, captured near Gharlestoii, has been withhold, and is now in 
heavy irons at Oolumbia, in South Carolina. 

We know also that two colored inarines are in irons in a Charleston 
prison, and have been for months, if they have not been otherwise dis- 
posed of contrary to the lawn of war. I have Just received what pur- 
ports to be the proceedings of a A^irginia State court, by which two 
Union men, whom I have reason to believe are ollieers ol' colored troops, 
have been senteneed to the penileiitiary on the allegation of negro 
stealing; and the (Governor of Virginia Jnia indorsed, on my dcinaiui 
for their history, Ids declaration that they shall remain in the peniten- 
tiary while he remains Govornor of Virginia'. We know also tlnit two 
free colored lads were taken prisoners, belonging to a colored regiment, 
near Galveston, and wore imblicly sold into slavery. 

By the force of public edicts in the South, captured colored troops 
are delivered over to State authoritic.s, to Ixi disposed of under State 
laws; and when Mr. Ould is called upon to give some aeciouiit of tlnit 
class of captured troops, ho answers, as he did verbally, recently, to 
General Meredith, that he Iiad no troops of that class in his possession. 
It is most likely, because, if aulfered to live, tliey are in Soutlierii 
peiiitontiariea. 

It is undouiablo that, if Mr. OiikFs soomiiigly fair verbal jiroposition 
for a general cxcliango takes place, we shall lose all the advantages wo 
now possess, and shall gain nothing toward the point of eoni])olling 
the enemy either to surrender tlio colored troops now in his hands, or 
lilodge hiinsolf to their proper treatnioiit lieroaftor.

In pursuance of my dispatch to you stating that I found Enterprise 
to he the boat place at which to assemble tho Port Hudson prisoners, 
I have announced it as tho rendezvous for them. Since assuming coni- 
maud I llnd some questions disturbing tho men, which 1 have in part 
settled myself, baton which I tliink it would bo hotter to have a direct 
expression of the opinion and decision of the Bopartment. 

First. As to tho construction to be put upon the terms of the paroles. 
It is contended by many of bhoin that they are forbidden by that instru- 
ment from assembling in military camps at all, or performing any mili- 
tary duty whatever, and holding that construction they refuse to come 
into camp or attempt to leave at their pleasure. This impression bus 
kept, and still keeps, a largo number away from their commands, and 
1 have reason to believe many of them are honest and conscientious in 
thestandtaken. I have taken ground against this and have endeavored 
to show its, absurdity, bnt an authoritative expression of its doidsiou 
on the part of tho War Department would, I think, have a more salu- 
tary oileet. 1 therefore respectfully ask this. Many of tluiso prisoners 
are plain, unlettered men, and they require to be dealt with forbear- 
ingly. 

Second. While there are men who hold they may be required to come 
into camp, tliey yet scruple as to “ taking up arms again” or “serving 
as a military police” {Vide, art. 4, Cartel), oven tliough tliey are 
required to guard only their own stores and camps. Instruotions from 
tho Department upon this point are requested. 
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1 liiul also tlmt a large iiumbci’ of tlio prisoiiei-s of both Port ihulsoii 
and A^icksbui'g have gone to tlio other side of the Mississippi Eivcr. I 
desire iustractions as to these. Are they to be recovered and brought 
back to tins side, or are they to be organized on that side and turned 
over to tlio military commander of the Trans-Mississippi De])artincnt‘? 
There seems to be a want of oloariioss of understanding among the 
troops and ollicers on this ))oiut. If an ollbrt is to bo made to recover 
tlieso men and bring them back to this side, then a settled plan should 
be adopted to aceomplisli this, and a general odicor should be sent over 
with full authority in the premises to eftecb it, and he should be aoeom- 
paiiied by as many subordinates as necessary to assist him. Indeed, 
such an olHcor ahonld be put in charge of tliciii in any event, whether 
they are to be brought over here or allowed to report over there. 

I desire to know also wliothor there are arms and aecoutermeiits to 
be had and where to arm the men now in camp and coining'^ 

It seems that certain lists of tlicse prisoners which were taken in 
Vicksburg at the oaptnro have been lost, and I And on file no means of 
knowing how many there wore captured nor any descriptive lists of the 
persons captured. These are hulisponsable to an intelligent exociitioii 
of the work with which 1 am intrusted. May I ask if there are such 
lists in the ].)oi)ai'tment and for copies of them if there be ? If these 
lists are not in the Department could they not bo had by application to 
the commissioner of oxoliangoof tbePedoral Oovernmout? Wohave 
the means of verifying what they would send.

Dj^ah Sni: I am particidarlydosirousof publishing in tlioTelegraph 
at least the accompanying extracts, if not the whole (nrcailar ])ropared 
by Mr. Cone regarding lialdwiii and l*cebIos, because an uttem))t is 
being made to (sreate some pr<dudice against you on account of their 
arrest. The only way to moot this attempt is by phunng the fac-ts 
broadcast before the x)al>lic. These facts will malce ])Ml)li(5 opinion all 
right. So far as giving information to tlic cnorsiy is coiicorned the 
matter has already gone through the entire press ()f tlie ytato. ^No_ 
wider notoriety can bo given by any further publication. '!'be bricl: 
extracts given in your apoccli at Clamp Ijiibbock and ))ublislied after- 
ward by mo luul the ofVect of silencing complaint at tliat time. The 
extracts in this statement now pre^pared sliow a d(n)pei' malignity and 
a more desperate disjaisltiou to trC/Uson tlian did tho.so tlrst j)ubUHlied 
by far. I can but think tliat these will silence, if publiHlied broad- 
(jast, every murmur except from those who will not dare to giv(^ their 
murmurs breath. If they are published in any great uumbors in a 
circular form some of thorn will be likely to fall into the liaiids of 
those who will convey tliom to the enemy, and if not publisliod in. great 
imiiibers they will not roach the people. 

I thought of this: If you do not desire your circular to run the risk 
of falling into the enemy’s hamls, do not publish it, but let me have the 
statement of extracts as though I luul been permitted to copy them 
i'rom tlie original docuineuts and lAvill on my own account endeavor so 
to put them before the public as to accomplish what you desire without 
your being in ajiy way kiiow'ii in the matter. I roap(5ctfully submit 
those suggestions, actuated alone by a desire to aid you and the caaise 
to which you are devoted.

Some time early in October last I had arrested several parties sus- 
pected of treasonable designs against the Gonl'od(5rato Governiiiont. 
yuspiiuon was particularly directed toward these persons by the 
appearance of a circular, the clianiotor of which accorded with s(mti- 
ments known to have been expressed by them. Upon a diligent searcli 
being made, a large number of letters wore found in the handv/iitiiig 
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oi‘ one of the arrested parties, and a few in iho JnuKhvrit hig ol' another 
directed to Ins irionds at the North. From Hieso letters I obtained the 
most positive evidonoe of a determination upon the part of tliese men 
and oiliers to organize for the purpose of aiding the enemy and over- 
throwing the (?.overiinient of Iho Confederate States. I did not liesi- 
tate a inonicnt in aetiug as I believed then, and still believe, was in 
strict accordance with my duty, and I checi fiilly assumed the respon- 
sibility of placing these traitors in contlnemeiib. 

Shortly after tlio arrest of lialdwin, I’eebles, and Zinko I addressed 
the troop;; at Camp Taibbock, and in the course of my remarks alluded 
to the fact of these arrests being made, and also gave some of the rea- 
sons which iiillneuced mo in having those inoii taken into custody I 
believe all who were present admitted the wisdom of my action; such 
at least 1 have been led to believe was the universal sentiment 
expressed. 8iiice that time other arrests have been made from the 
fact that names were mentioned in the correspondence of those arrested 
parties, as friends in a political point of view, and I was iloterinined if 
a daiigerona organization had been ollfoctod against the Oonfederate 
and Statu governments that I would .secure, if possible, the leadeis in 
It. All the parties fchu8arrosto(l,Kavoiu the eases of Baldwiii, Peebles, 
and Zinko, wore examined and (lischargcd, not because there were no 
grounds for suspicion, but because there was not sumeient evidence 
against them to warrant mo in keeping them in conliiioinent. 

Some of these men, perhaps, were entirely innocent of any intention 
to participate in the contemplated troa.son of those now in custody 
but there wore strong grounds in favor of the opinion that all whom I 
to bo nrrostod wop sympathizers with and aiders and abettors 
ot Baldwin and lilsassocialoa. I do not desire to assume an lliority (hat 
does not properly and iogitunatcly attach to my position as cotiimand- 
ing general of this distviot. I have no intention to u.surp power and dis- 
regard (ho rc-stniints thrown around me by the civil law of the land. 
.1 desire, as all good citizens slionid, to obey the laws ami resist oppres- 
sion. But; there are times and oireumstiincos when a military com- 
nuindor must act upon the moment, when to delay would not only be 
dangerous, but might be fatal, and at'such time and under such cir- 
cumstances I shall never shrink from the responsibility of acting. 

I have caused to bo sent to the Governor of the State a synopsis of 
the testimony against tlio men now in custody, together with other 
documenls, showing the fact of an organizalioii of a most daiigoroiis 
character, and have asked that these papers bo laid before the Legisla- 
ture now in session, that some sulflcieiitly stringent law may bo passed 
by wliich tlio military authorities may bo relieved from tlioiiecossity of 
arresting and confining men who should be dealt with by the civil 
tribunals. T hope the Legislature will take such action as will .socuro 
the speedy punishment of all men intending treason when the intention 
can bo proved. If such a law bo passed the evil may bo oradionted. 

For the information of the citizens in and out of the army I give the 
following .stiiteineiitof the evidence I have obtained from tlio papers of 
those whom I still hold in custody, which, taken in coiinectiou witli 
that made public by mo in iny address at Oamp Lubbock to tlio soldiers, 
will give a correct idea of what these men are and (ho reasons for my 
having placed them in conlinement and away from any iiitercmirso witli 
the oitizoiis of the State.

traitors. i • > 

In the earliest letters of Peebles in iny iiossossion, wbicb were written 
in the beginning of 181)2 to prove the folly and niadness of the Ooiifed- 
eratc States in continuing the war and the absolute certainty of the 
ultlnmto triiiiu])h and success of tlio Foilcral arniios, there is not por- 
haps, a single letter in the whole con'ospondcnco wliich is not ’lilled 
with abuse and lidhmlc of our (.lovornrnenl. and its odhicrs. There is 
breathed a spirit of hatred for those occupying civil ])ositions under it 
and coutGini>t for the army and its general. 'I’lio most terriiile doimn- 
olations are liurled against the prominent men of the nation, and tlioro 
is no act, civil or military, of any olllcer in the Oonfederato States that 
is not ill the opinion of tlio.so men cliaractorizod by imbecility or a want 
of integrity. All the generals of tlio federal Army are griuit men and 
aocoinpliahed ofilcors, and all tlie lenders of the Gonreilenitc forces are 
pigmies in (iomparisoa. The President of the United States is spoken 
of with Toapoot, while the Bxceutive of our own Govonmient is never 
alluded to in inoro respectful terms than J. Davi.s, esq. Th<i uncivilized 
warfare to wliirdi ouronoinie..s have resorted isderendeil, while our Gov- 
ernment i.s abased for the manner in which the Federal prisoners are 
treated in tlioir imjirisonmoiit. The inonstor Butler is eiilogizea ns wise 
and discreet, and his infainoufl Order No. 28 Is pronmincoci proper and 
well timed} iiiid in view of the bemdlte derived from military a-overnors 
in other Southern States, a govcrnorsliip of that (diaractcr lor Texas is 
looked forward to with satisfaction and delight. Federal victories arc 
dls(!n«8i>(l with pleasure, while victories on our part ai’e always doubted, 
or, whim established facts, rogardcil as discouraging. 

In one of the letters of Peoblcs, dated ( Ictober 2, 1802, ho says :

iioaidcs thoao quotations from tlic correspondence ol’ Doctor PcM'blea 
tlie following' items noted down at the time of the exiinniiiitioii ol' the 
papers will servo for further information. On the .‘5d ol' -lune, 18()2, 1 h‘, 
ridicules Governor Lnbboek, and hopes the territoriid ('Joveriior and his 
eouiicil will bo of a dilforent stripe. On the 8th of the same month he 
warns Ihildwin that hois watched, and proposes to him to decamp il' it 
becomes necessary, ho having two good mules lor that piii'iiose. On 
.Inly I, .1802, ho .spoonlatos on the succoss of duck llaniiltoii in 'I'exa.s, 
and on tho Sfch day of the same moiitli speaks conlidmitly ol' f.lu'ri^ 
being something in the movomoiit of Colonel Hamilton. On tho I tth 
of duly, same year, ho says it is in no spirit of animosity to the South 
that he hails with delight Federal victories; they ace Ibr her beiielit. 
And in a letter of the 13th he doelaros that when liberty iHolb'i’ed to 
nogroes he could not ex])eet them to sink thomseives to elevate him. 
On the 2Gtli of July, 1832, lie states that the Union lenliiig in Austin 
is strong, and alludes to certain parties rising some day. In a letter 
dated Soptomber 0, 1802, ho liopea the Federal (rovoriimcnt will Ini.stcii 
its enrollment of 000,001) men, so as to end tlio war; and on the 20th 
of tho same month ho says the Federals will make the Confederacy 
howl before tho 13th of January, 1803. Gii the nth of Oc-tober, 1802, 
ho ridicules tho troops that have gone to Galveston, and speaks of tlio 
Pederals going into tho Brazos and seizing what they miglit want, 
ticularly if onr folks put on any airs. In a letter dated 30th of tlie 
same month ho declares tho speech of Jack Uaniilton in Now Orleans 
e.xprossea tho sentiments of both himself and l>aldwin. In a lettm* of 
Kobriiary 10, 1803, he speaks of tho deplorable condition tif I'kalenil 
prisinicrs in Houston. On tho lotli he is hopeful of tho ditidi and 
dredge-boat at Vicksburg. On the 2(ltli of April, 18(13, he thinks the 
Confederacy on its last logs, and on the 28th tliinks the people of 
Houston must make up their minds to the rule of Govoimor Ihinks, 
On May 27 ho speaks of sending letters to Matamoni.s, and us tlie 
bcarei’ would not be afraid of taking some risk, ho and Ibildwiti could 
write wliat they jdcased. On the I5)tli of July he alludes to a friend, 
bringing “inside” nows. On tho 2d of August, 18()3, speaks of “ our 
frimids” in person, and on the Uth alludes to information deriviMl from 
“onr people” several day.s in advance of the publislied news, On tho 
18th of the same moiith speaks of a spontaneous imuring in '.from all 
parts of tho State eoiTaln kind of documents as a part of a plan to 
got up a coiivoiitioii. On tho 20th of aepteniber, 1803, H|MMiks of 
Baldwin liaving had a good look at the fortilications at Galveston. 

A diary containing tho ournmt events of tlie war was fotiml in 
Baldwin’s handwriting, with copious Union comineiits n|ion battles, 
loaders, prospects, &;e. Among the letters found wi-itteii by Baldwin 
to his friends at tho North there wmre two to his brothei' and one to a 
cousin, front which tho following extra<!ts are made. To his cousin in 
New Jersey ho says on tho 1st of Oetobor, 1803, “ 1 write you this that 
I [you] may know what I in common with all of our way of lliiiiking 
have snil'ered and gone through in this terrible war,” siml after eiminer- 
ating the Imrdships adds;

He stated that the 
oidv condition upon which he would agree to Hu^ release ot oiir pris- 
oners would be that we should send South a number ol Conledcrate 
prisoncra ecimil to that of Federal prisoners in tlieir iiands, and parole 
ami send within their lines all the remaining Conlederates in tlio 
custody of the U. S. authorities. , .

At a meeting of the medical oflicera of the Army of the Cuinlmrland 
who were Icl't in charge of the h'edoral woniide.d after tlie battle ()f 
Chickaiminga and now released from Libby I’rison, KMclimond, Vn., 
Snrg. O. Q. Merrick, was called to the chair and Surg. ,rolin Mclbivdy 
chosen secretary. 

The following was stated as the objectof the mooting, y'v /. : To collect 
and report a statement of facts regarding onr treatment and that of our 
wounded by the enemy ai’ter falling into their hands, h'or this purpose 
the following committee was appointed: Snrga. H. .1. Herrick, Alex, hav- 
ing, and Joseph Fithian, who submitted the folloM’ing statement eollecteil 
from actual experience of their own or well-authenticated testimony: 

There wore established, before and after our forces iell back, two 
principal depots for the reception of tlie wounded, the one on the 
extreme right of the held, at Orawflsli Springs, the other on the extreme 
left, at CloiuFs farm. At these hospitals and on the held were left 
about 2,500 of the most severely wounded, for the care of whom forty- 
eight .surgeons and assistant surgeons bceamo voluntary prisoners. 

The eoiniiiissary and hospital aiipiilies were very limited iii conse- 
quence of the Tion arrival of an expected train. No nurses renuiiiied, or 
at least a very insullieiout number. 
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Tliti oiiomy liiitored tlio (‘amp of tho Oloiid farm liospif al at 12 o’clock 
on Huiulay, tlio se<5on(l day ol' tko battle, when some plumleihig was 
(lone, but suhscfjucntly, on tbo approach of m-enforceiiuiuts under 
( Joiiernl ( Irangor, fell back and did not enter again until Monday niorn- 
ing‘, when tlio coinnianda under (leiierals Forrest and Cheatham lirst 
entered. The eominander.s assured us that every iu’otectioii and assist- 
ance should bo aUbrded us in the discharge of our duties. i:’ermissiou 
was ashed to go ou tho lield to collect and attend to those of our 
wounded who had received as yet no care. General Cheatham said 
that permission could not bo granted immediately, but that in two or 
three days there would be no objections; moreover, that our wounded 
would be eared tor as their own. Their frank and candid statements 
gave the impression that wlnit reason and humanity should dictate 
would be done; but it was very soon learned that here, as in other 
iustaiuios when their promise was secured, all that could be hoped for 
hud been obtained. A gnai-d was left fbr our protciition from General 
Forrest’s eoininand, but it proved in the end to bo an nnfoi tunato (lotail 
for us, for they depemded principally on us lor rations, wlikli was a 
matter of some consideration in view of our reduced supplies. Our 
luiversacsks had been carefully gathered up for thoir now valimblo con- 
tents niul every aesrap that could lengthen out our 8up))ly for the 
thousand wounded heroes who were depending on us for support. In 
spite of tho guard constant thieving was carried on, often byofllcors. 
Moreover, wlion tho guard wa.s withdrawn thoollicorin coinmand stated 
that his orders were to take all gum and oilcloth blankets; hence 
followed a general plunder of tho camp. Blankets Jind clothing were 
taken from tiio wounded and dying, also money and other valu- 
ables, ill si)ito of all remonstranco by tbo surgeon in charge and 
the appeals and prayers of tho wounded. Tlicn, also, most of oiir 
nurses who had been allowed to assist, being selected from tho oap- 
turod ou the Held, wore taken away, so that the duties of nurse, 
sexton, and surgeon mostly devolved on the surgeons. The depriva- 
tion of blankets at that time was a groat calamity, for the nights 
were so edd that ice was observed in tho morning one-oigbth of an inch 
thick in basins of stauding water. The wouiulod on the Held wore 
scattered over an area of about ten square miles, some of whom wore 
two and three mile.s from water ami provided with food only in small 
(]uaiititie.s from collected haversacks or as our surgeons in thoir daily 
rounds could lurm'sli from their meager supply. They were collected 
ill scpiads of from 10 to 100 each and imulo as comfortable as possible, 
with well men or those inoro slightly wounded to give them care. It 
was desired to colletjt them at one of tho hospitals whore they eoukl 
have a sullicioiicy of water at least, but tho dilllculby was how could 
tlujy be taken there; they wore from two to live miles oil', and all we 
Inut was tho litter. Oflicials almost hourly rode up to tho hospitals 
simply to inform the surgeon that a squad of men at such and such a 
])oiut were sulforing greatly for want of attoution, without olforiug a 
suggestion or in th(3 siiglitost manner a helping liand, 

A ])etitiou was mtwlc for ambulances or wagons. An order was given 
by General Freston to take ambulances from any train that might be 
found, but thori3 was either an nnderstaiidiiig that suoh orders were 
not binding or else entire disregard was shown to them. Ambulances 
oil tbo mar(di, going directly past tho hospitals, could not bo induced 
when empty to take in wounded on tho road and leave them as they 
passed, winch could have detained them only afowmiuutes. Moreover, 
there seemed ,to bo teams enough at leisure. Thus, in spite of all exer- 
tions and entreaties, tho surgeons wore obliged to provide as best they 
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could for about 800 wounded loft on the field until tlio six diiyw 

after the close of tbc battle. A written stateniciit was ear y 
(icmeral JUaaa- concerning our condition, lly bis special ordei iiiiil lus 
mvu team, the captain i.id who brought them, abmi 7110 ra ions ol 
corn-ineal, salt, and iiard bread, with about 100 i.oniu s ol salt imrk, 
were issued, which were the i>rincipal rations received lioni Iho enoniy 
while the wounded were in their hands. Tliree yearling sleers weio 
driven to the hospital at the larin from a drove passing. One was 
killed that evening, one died during the night, tlie other was unable to 
act 111 ) in the morning and was killed and eaten (o save it. 

^ On tlie held the rebels selected out their own dead and bnncil I Iiem, 
leaving ours, stripped of their clothing, to rot iiiion the held, tlie looil 
for buz/ards. Often we were met with the questions, “ W hy don I, you 
bury your dead; wbat makes your men who are killed on the hold lot)k 

The rebel cavalry commanded by Ooiioral Wheeler took iiossessioM 
of the hospital of General Reynolds’ division and others at oj’jtw is i 
Springs on tlio morning of the 2Gth. (:ieneral V\ heeler and stall 
announced tliomsolvos to surgeons in charge of liospitals as vietorioiis 
on tlie hattle-hold mid that they were prisoners ol war, subject to reliel 
authority, By order of the general, .surgcoiiH’ horses ami eituiiiments 
were taken. Me then ordered that the whisky shoiiU be produced, 
wliiob bo and his stall’ drank of, regardle.ssi)f Iholimiled siqiply or the 
necessities of tlio wounded. A guard was asked for to jirotect tlio 
hosiiital from thcdcprcdatlonsof.stragglers; the reply was that he had 
other use for his men and that w'c must lake the (diances ol war. ,l.lie 
camp was next visited by a major, lieutonant, anil several iirivates ol 
the Eleventh Texas Cavalry, who daslicd uji, ordered surgeons into 
line, and withdrawn pistols ordered them tosliell their overcoats, bats, 
gloves, sashes, and all slile-arins at their dispo.sal. U'liey left on receipt 
of the articles doiuandod. The mimp was then siibjeeted to repeated 
lilunderiiig from straggling soldiers until the siijiply of blankets ol all 
description was so reduced that not more than one iialfof our wounded 
wore protected from the cold. After lllliug Imsjiital (ents many Irom 
necessity wei’O loft without shelter. At this hospital, also, by (leneral 
Wheeler’s order, all nurses and liospital Htoward.s wore taken from the 
camp as prisoners of war, with one exception, where one muis left to take 
care of a Confedorato olHcor; so that here, also, the duties j’emaiiiing for 
the surgeon Avero those of iiur.so,. sexton, and surgeon. No assistance 
Avliatevor Avas received from either rebel citizen or soldier. 

No supplies were furnished at this hospital until the Avoiinded Avere 
reduced to boiled AA'heat ns their only article ol nouri.sliment, tlicu only 


musty meal and pntiid bacon. 

The same treatment Avas received boro as at Oloud’s farm as to remov- 
ing tlie wounded from the Jield and the burying ol tliedciul; so Unit 
the Avouiided lay enduring thirst, hunger, cold, and iijiiii from i'atal 
Avoiuids. The accnimilated horror of the stench from decaying horses 
and their comrades in arms filled their nostrils, and yet the heart of 
the rebel was not moved to give a breath of sympathy. Their feelings 
of roveiigo and individual Avants seemed to luompt them in all tlunr 
actions toward surgeons ami Avouuded so that liistunco-i oi' brutality 
occurred uiicf|ualod in the history of civilized Avarfare. WMiile speak- 
ing ol’ Avhut alimild be done with a sergeant avIio avus sufl'ering from a 
severe avouiuI, Avhile on route to Atlanta, an ollicor said: “Take the 
damn Yanlcee out and shoot him is the proper Avay of disposing of bim.” 

At Atlanta the wounded that had not been paroled Avere ]mt into 
open sheds in the inelosuro Avitb other prisoners, Avliere they reeoived

litthi or no care oi‘ attention lor sonic days. Uiankels, iiucketUnives., 
ami everytliinff of value, except the clothing \yorn, were taken from the 
enlisted men as they were turned into the inclosure lor prisouera at 
Atlanta. When the .surgeons entered the military prisons at Atlanta 
they saw and conversed with Major Mosely, a Tcunesseean Iroin Nash- 
ville a nd major of a Tennessee regiment of eavalry. Ho v'as a skeleton, 
wasting by disease, lying upon a bed with a sixty-pound weight attached 
to his leg, and tliis, lie said, because he was a loyal Tennesseean. 
Helbre our release from Kichmoud we learned from ollicers who had 
been recently sent from Atlanta to Iticlinioud that the major had been 
releasi'd. The welcome messenger Death had come and knocked fetters, 
not only that bound him te that prison, but that might still have held 
him subject to the llendish barbarity ol this inquisition for treason, 
trcaehei'y, and torture. .

Doetor Myers was sent for and stated that ho could not spcnilc as to 
the eondition of aifairs at the prisons as he had been in the hospital, 
but that no meat had been Rorve<l to the patiojits there for the four pi'O- 
(jcdiiig days, and Unit the ration was the same as that des(a'ib(al above 
by Doctor Bowes. Mr. Onld expressed gnait astonishment at hearing 
these statements, saying that the Confederate autlioi ities had issued 
strict orders that our prisoners should have the same/ iMtioiis as their 
men in the field and throwing tl»c respoii.sibllity of tliese ontrfig<‘s upon 
the subordinate olllcora at the prison, stating that lie would himself 
investigate the matter and .see tliat the onicers in fanlt should be dis- 
charged and properly punished for smdi outrageous inhuinanity. 

In this connection I deem it proper to state that tliu provisions 1 sent 
to our prisoners by order of the War Department woi c in iliciliinoiid on 
the liStli inatantj they had tlierofore been ther<} two days at least before 
our prisoners wore first deprived of meat. This fa(!l:, in connection with 
two statements, one from Surgeon Myers, U. S. Navy, and one from 
Surgeon Meeker, U. S. Volunteers, to the oflect that tliey liad hoard 
that the r<d)el.s were foi-wiirdlng tlie.se pnivisions to (huiiu'jil liiui’s army, 
has induced mo to postpone forwar<llng any more siipiilies until I can 
satisfy myself that tlic rebels jire not misappropi’hitjiig them.

•Mo .stated tiiat ho would hold himself olUchally and ])orsonally responsi- 
ble that this money should bo returned to the .surgeons and that he 
would forward it to me. at an early day. 1 have caused a list to be 
made, with tlie amount claimed set opposite each imlividual’s name, so 
that the amount due may be forwarded.

I do hereby certify that for several months previous I liayo enjoyed 
the privilege of aceess to the hospitals whore the side and wouudetl 
among our Union soldiers received treatment. Since the batt e of 
Cliickauuuiga the number of deaths per diem lias averaged fully lifty. 
The most prevalent diseases were diarrhea, dysentery, and typhoid 

tlio porccutago ol* deaths has greatly increased, the result of 
causes that have been long at work, as insufllciont food, clothing, and 
alioltcr, combined with that depression of spirits bronglit on so Ire- 

nuoiitlv by long eonfinoment. ^ ^ 

It may seem almost incredible when I alllrm of iny personal l^oo'vl- 
edge that in the three hospitals for Union soldiers the average inorlality 
is now forty-live per diem, and upon the most reliable authority X am 
forei'd to believe that in the tobacco factories and uiioii the Island will 
raise the total mortality among all the Union prisoners to be sixty per 
diem, or l.BOO monthly. The extremely reduced condition o those 
brought from the Island augurs that hundreds (pnto ausk are left beluiuL 
who would bo considered fitsubjects for hospital treatment. Liioh, too, 
is the fact invariably stated by scores 1 liavo conversed with Ironi tluit 
camp. The same to a degree holds true of the prisoners in the city. 
It would be a reasonable estimate to put the number who are lit aub- 
iocts for hovspitals, but who are refused admittance, at 1500. A thousaiuL 
are already luuior treatihent in the three hospitals, and the Coiilcdorate 
surgeons themselves say the imiuber of patients is only limited by tlie 

scant accommodation provided. 

Thus wo have over 10 per cent, of the whole number of the iinsoneis 
bold classed as sick men, who require the most assiduous aiidskulUu 
attention. Yet in the essential matter of rations they are receiving 
nothing but corn bread and sweet potatoes. Moat is no longer Inr- 
nishod to any class of our prisoners, and all, sick or well, olllccrs and 
privates, are now furnished with a very poor article of com broad lu 
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lieu of wliL-ab Js tins proper Ibod for liospiliil ))ai:iciitH pros- 

ti'iiteil witli (lyseiitory ami fever, to say iiotliiiiji ol' the, biihiiico ytiirf - 
ling' iiistaiu-'cs ot individual sull'ering; ujul horrid pictures ol' death 
from protracted sickness and semi-starvation 1 have liad llii'iisl, u])on 
my attention. The lirst demand of the poor ereaturi?s IVoni tlie Island 
was always ior something to eatj and I have seen thmn die, ('Intiildiig 
the halfeat(!ii crust, self-rcapeet all gone, all hope and ambition goin;; 
iiall'clad, and covered with vermin and filth, many of them, too, often 
biyoiid all reach of medieal skill. 

In one instance the ambulances brought sixteen to the ho.sjiital, and 
during- the night seven had died. Again, eiglitcen M'ere brought, and 
clevim died within twenty-four hours. At another time iburteen were 
admitted, and during a single night ten of the number died; and not 
unfreiineiitly they die in the ambiilauco before reaching the hosiiital.

In two 
instances I was standing by aa the ranks (lied past. It was a sad sight 
to see tlie a((,enuat.cd frames and sharjioned features and pallid faces 
of men a few months previous in vigor of luMilth. Kuialier.s were wil;h- 
out shoes, nearly all without blankets orovercoata; and not a man did 
1 hehold who was well or fully clad, lint to the credit of tln^ prisoners 
in lii(}limoii(l, of all ranks, be it recorded, that all along they hav(i 
shown heroiii fortitude under snlTerjiig, .sjmrniiig the idea that our (lov- 
oi'iimeiit had forgotUm them.

The following is the report presented by the president, which was 
road, i’0(t(‘ivod, and adopted unanimously.

Tho rnminibtftn iippointort liy U. S. Army ami Navy aurf'cnns ntcoiitly iiniiriKoiied 
in Richmond, Va., to vopovt tfio past ami proBOiit comUfcioii nmi tri^atmonb of Union 
pi'iHomM's now lnil<l afc thufc plane, Kiilmiit tho following facts derived from personal 
olmovvation uml tho alntomonte of follow-prisoiiore in whoso voriioity tlicy have 
implioit oonlidimco. . , ,, , , ji 

Tho oliioorH— iibniit 1,000 in all, and roprosontiug nearly all pirades of both 
liranolieH of tlio sovvico— aro oonliuoil in sovou rooms of I.ilihy Prison, a hiiilding 
forniorly URod iiR a wiirohonso. Each room Is 13 foot wide and 102 foot long, aOord- 
iiiis, oxidnsivo of tlm dininK-vooni, only about 270 oubio foot of air to oncli prisoner. 

ThoBo rooiiiH iiavonnplnHtorod walls, parUtione, and eoilings; hnt few of tho win- 
dowa fvro gla/.od, being eilhor opon to the free sweep of cold wimlH or chmod wllh 
lioardH or ounvas Bcveons. both of the latter when used vendor tho rooms ilai K and 
chcerloBB. One of the iooihh Is nsed oxolnsively as a kitolicn ami dining-room, while 
portions of othera avo nooessurily devoted to the same purpose, and hnt ninesciiutily 
fiirniahod uml modinm-sizod cook atovoa ate supplied the entire prison. I lio ot!icor» 
havo to do thoir own cooking, and tho supply of wood for tliis purpose is ofiim 
inanllloicnt, and oeonBlonnlly for half a day none at all is sent in . Apnvy and sink 
rendm' i'onl and diBgnstlng ono eml of each room, poUnting at times the air of tlio 
entire apartment. None are permitted to leave this bnilding cil acenmnlatod and 
Hccnnnilating horrors till borne to tbo bospital or liuppliy exchanged. 

ThoenllHtcd men are confined in various pliiees. At tho timo the surgeons Jolt 
Rielniumd (hero wore about 0,800 privates hold on UoDo Imo in James River, near 
tho cltv. and about -1,000 soldiers ami 150 sailors and nnirinos in hut dings Rimllur 
to and 111 tho iimnodinto noighlMirhood of Lihliy. In tho bnildiiiga the nion are in 
nliout tlio same ooiidition as tlnwimcers In Libby, only much niero ovowdod; but 
tlio condition of those on tho island is nmoli worse. An insnfllciont number of tents 
are Aivnlshod to protect them from cold and rain, and no blankets or otlior beading 
has over boon given them by tbo rebels. Only ono siirgoou is iiRsigmid to liolle Isle, 
and ho nmkoH lint ono visit a day, during ivluch he docs not enter tlie incloBiivo 
where tho inon avo kept to see those too sick to walk, hnt attends to those only who 
are able to ooine to bun. When the noglootod men aro sent to the hospital it is 

"^Noiio^of the privates in tho prisons about Libby aro fnrnishod by the rebels with 
bedding of any kind. A member of this committee roooivoda letter from ^ 
boloiigfiig to tho same command, and confined In tho bnilding opnosito Libby, 
worded tlms: “ Doetor, wo bog of yon to try and got ns somothing, oitliov clothes or 
blankets, to keep ns warm; wo have no fire in tbo building to warm ns; hiivonotliing 
oitlior to lie on or cover ns, and snlfor greatly from tho cold.” ^ 

In Libby stoves for heating piirpoaes have recently heen put up m some ot tJio 
rooms, hnt no fuel of any description has yet hcen given to rnndor thorn iiHofm. 

At ono time the rations issued eonslHloil of about tiirco-foiirtbs ol a pound ol wheat 
broad, one-fonrth of a pound of fresh hoof, two ounces of beans, and a small iinimtity 
of vinegar and salt for oacli prisoner per day. Siibsoqnontly tho samo tjnnntity ol 
com broad, niado of nnsiftod nienl, was issiiod tlnstead] of tbo whciat livoiid, and lioo 
instead of buans. More recently the ration liuR boon corn broad, rice, and froah bool 
in the above fiuantil ion j or in lien of beef and i-loo, two or tbroo small sweet potatoos, 
and quite ofCon, move pnrtionlnrly within tlio past two wcoUb, absolntely notliing 
excepting the tlivee-fonrths of a pound of corn broad has heon Issuod to ouch prisoner 
to satisfy tho gnawings of hunger for twenty-four honi-8. 

On tho lOtli of this month tbo men on Bollo Isle did not got a morsol of anything 

to oat until 4 p. ni. . . . , n tt ■ , i 

'I'lio cominittoo unanimously agree that the rations Inrnishod Union prisoners by 
rohol anthnritics at Riohimmd, Va., aro not suflloieiit to prevent these prisonois snl- 
foving from Imugor and thus hoooining debilitated and very suscoptililo to disoaso. 

Some of this committee have seen men brought from Iloilo Isle to tlio prison 
hospital literally starving to death, and a U. S. Army nllloor ol high rank and 
undonhtod veracity, then and now a prisoner In Lihby, told a mombor oi this 
committen tliat while on a visit to Bello Isle, whither ho had boon permitted to go 
by tho robols, tho prisoners there followed him in crowds ns he walkml around tho 
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liicloBUi'R iiiul cried to liim with eafjor voiuos: “Soiicl uk hohio broad, wo aio hungry; 
Hoinl 11 R 80 II 10 broad.” 

Wore it not for mipplios received from homo none of those (lonCmod in Libby and 
the other priaoiiH wonhl oacapo the imiigs of linnger. 

Arriving at ilio))viHon thonliicorHaroBoarohed, and in addition to artiidoa “ (iontra- 
bainl of war,” t-heir money and other valnaldoa are taken from them ; a. few got all, 
Home the groiiter portion, and otherH none of tlioir inonoy returned, wliile all ()tlior 
vnlnable.s are retained. All money iirrivilig in letters or express ]nn'lcages for pris- 
oners, from wimteversonreo, is taken and “deposited ”with liio reliel iinnrtovmaster 
of Ricliiiioud, and the owner is permitted to draw it in limiteii anioiinls in rebel 
paper, tlunigh if!? in (Jonfedorato enn-oney is allowed for siil II. S. money. Homo of 
the HiirgoiiiiH released yesterday, on ux^plying for their nnniey iinlc(m frotn them in 
various ways— hut always with the proiiiiso that if released wliile iiiiy Kuna iiiod on 
deposit it would bo rotnvnod in Icimt— wore coolly told tliat it had Itoen extdiatigod 
by tint aforeiueiitioned (|iinrtcrmiiHtor [wliu] had excliaiigud all their money, and they 
must either take Confodorato money or wait. 

The treatment received by onr privati‘fl is of the greatest severity, t'or looking 
out a window, throe nights since, one was sliot ami instantly killed. Those having 
trades, and also some who havo none, are taken out into the eity and ('ompeileil 
to work, guarded and restrained from all iihovty by sontrios. 1 1 was no iiiHaniiimm 
sight to SCO gangs of onr men coining back to their house at night, eai r.ving their 
implements of labor, hespattovod with wliitowneh, or showing oi lier signs of having 
boon at work. About thirty of onr meu are now iimployeil in Jiiolimond imilcing 
shoos, Hupiiosod to be for the rohel army. 

Some ofiicors have boon compelled to sornb the lloors, eioivn the water-olosiits of 
the prison, and perform other meninl sovvleea. All are and Jiave been at all tlnies 
sliiGo their confinemont in Libby subjeotod to insults and brutal troatinent on tlie 
part of prison snbordinatos, and both captain and inspector of the iirison, when 
apiicalea to, not only <lo not rebuke their anborclinates, but emsourage lliem to 
further olfonsivo oominct. Upon the nmst trivial <ihargos olllcevs have been eon- 
iinod for IVom twenty-fonr honrs toeovoral days in (lam]> tlniigeims inidev the jail, 
there fed only on broad and water. An olUcer, for doing that which certainly did 
not merit the term ollenso, was put into one of tlieso dungeon colls, tlieiigh at the 
time convalescent from typludd tbvor and almost too woalc to do anything. 

Net more than 200 blankets havo boon given tiie prisoners in Lliiliy by the 
roliels. Were it notfortlioso received from liome and fnrnislied by tlie Sanitary 
CoiiimiHsion nil would snil'orvory innoh. 

Twice witiilu Ltio ]MtBt week tlie iloors have boon sembhod at snndowii, and thus 
through tlie cold niglits following, with no (Ires to drive oil' tlie moistnro, officers 
iiiiist lie on those disoaso-ongondcring lloom or walk the rooms till morning lirniight 
relief by liringing the sunlight. On two otlier oecuHions tlio lloors wero Hornliliod 
nonvly lialf an hour before tlio onicors wore ready to arise from their slcoping places. 

And tlins in various ways do the unthorities seek to make our cuiulitioii md; only 
unooinfortablo, lint dangerous. After thoiv arrival at the jirison hospitals the siclc 
are not tinUlndly treated, and the rations given tliem are a sliade lietler than those 
issued in the prisons, but so mireehleil imve tlioy hecoine liy the privation of Ibod, 
and so stricken hy exi> 08 iire previnim io their admission, that the mortality is great. 
Tlionuniborofiloatiis among Union j'soldiersj in liiclmiond and on Jleliolslo together 
has readied the startling number oHifty in one day. 

All the ]irisr)u haspitiils are insnilieiontly siippllod with incdieiiies for the prujier 
tioiitmont of the sick. And linnlly the momhers of this coiumittce individually 
iiBsoverale that no prison or penitentiary ever seen liy them in a Nortlieru Sl;ate 
eijaalcd, in cheerieKsness, nnlienltliiiiCHs, and paucity of rations issued, either of the 
luilltiiry prisons of .Richmond, Va.

Sir: In coinpliauco witli orders received from the central ollico to 
proceed to Point Lookout, Md., and inquire into the condition, &c., 
of the rebel prisoners there confined, also the sanitary condition ol tJie 
eiicaiiipment and its inmates, I hereby submit the following report: 

The accommodations hor<» were much better than I expected to niul 
them aiul much more comfortable, yet they had by no means the best 
of care. The hospital was situated in thosoutliern part of the encamp- 
incut and wus composed of eighteen hospital tents, coinpleto, arranged 
two together, end to end, ami placed in two rows, a broad street intor- 
voning, with the cook and dining tent on the eusterii end and facing 
the street. In these tents there were 100 patients, and all, with the 
exception of five or six, were on rai.sed bunks, and all were lying on 
maltrcsaes with at least one blanket for covering, blight ol their own 
men were detailed to take care of them, and although they wore 
enlisted men, yet six ’were graduates from .some medical school and the 
other two had been students. Four were graduates from ttio Uni- 
versitv of the City of Hew York; one of the school at How Orleans; 
one i'i’oin the ccdeetic school, Oineinnati, and tlio 'vero 

students ill the University of Peiinsylvaiiia, socedora. bbill, little or 
no attention did they give to their sick comrades, and, except in giv- 
ing the necessary food and medicine, they scarcely oven visited them, 
fi’liero is either a hick of sympathy or else indolence enters largely into 
their composition, and I am inclined to believe it is the latter, lor, with 
the accommodations at their command, with good beds and shelter for 
the sick, if they had one particle of pride they could roiuler them much 
more comfortable, especially as regards cleanliness. As it is, they arc 
in a filthy condition; faces mid haiula apparently strangers to soap and 
water and hair seemingly iincpinbed for weeks. Ho attention was 
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given to tlie separating of (liftorcnfc discasoH. WoniHlod and orysipo- 
las, t'over and diarrhea, were lying side by side. (The wounded were 
two that were shot while trying to eseapo; two were killed.) There 
being no stoves in the hospital, tho men (unnplaiii gresitly ol’ c.old, and 
I iniisl. admit tliat (or tho prior einaeiaterl eroatiireH sul'i'eriiig Croin 
diarrhea one single blanket is not .snnieicntj yo(, as 1 told thoni, (:h(\y 
had plenty of brinks and plenty of men; they could build lircplnce.s. 
One tout only had aboard floor. Ohronuj diarrhea i.s the most jirev- 
alent disease, yet they have mild eases of remittent fever and some 
crysiiielas. Mortality, none, for when any teases assume a dangerous 
c.liaraeter they are immediately removed to tho general liospital, and 
they generally ronovo from twenty to thirty per day on an av(U’nge, 
leaving in eamp hospital eighty siok. The dispon.wy is a poor apol- 
ogy for one, having little or nothing hut a tow empty bottlr^s. Not a 
particle ofoil or salts, in fact, a eatimrtie of no kind. Ahont half a 
dram of opium, half pound of sulph otlun-, half pound of simple 
cerate, and a few other things (‘onstitiite the Avliohi supply. Hero 
also was shown the want of discipline and cleanliness; overyl lting eov- 
erod with dust, and wliat few articles they liad were oxpiised to tho 
air and pla{;ed indi.scriminately along the counter and in tin*, most i)ei’- 
feet confusion ; wore going to aaTango tlio Imttlos, &e. The booiis were 
o.xtremely well kept, neat and cJcaiily, and each day’s report was cop- 
ied in tlie report book as soon as returned from tlio siirgooii in chiivgo. 
The rations arc very good, both in ipiantity and (juality; iimi>ly siiP- 
iioient for any sick man; but there are exceptional cases wlioni tiioy 
need something more delicale than the regular army ration. Mat 
the nnijjority are perfectly well satisfied, and very little complaint Is 
made in this particular, f will here give tho t|nantitios they rocoivo in 
full, half, and low diet: 


iMill diet: Dinner— heef or pork,4 ounces; potatoes, 4 onneos; linrd- 
tack, if ounces, llroakfast and tea— cofTte or tea, J. pint; rice, li gills; 
molasses, 1 ounce; hard tack, .4 onn<m Half diet: Dinner— moat, 

ounces; potatoes, 3 ounce.s; hard tack, 2 oumm Breakfast and tea 

coffee or tea.lpint; rice, J. gill;, molasses, lialf an oinioo; hardtack, 
ounces. Low diet: Dinner— no meat; potatoes, 2 ounces; Imrd-tack, 
1 ounce. Breakfast and tea— coffeo or tea, 1 pint; rioe,,l gill; molas- 
ses, lialt an ounce; Inml tack, 1. oniico. Soup and soft brmid is also 
given fit least once a week. The cooking is done by their own men, and 
heard no complaint in this quarter, except they were poorly supidiud 
with cooking utensils ami were very much in wsiiit of tin cups, knives, 
and forks, liio patients were required generally to eat wifli their fin- 
gore, llioy had a large cooking alove, but tliey complained it wns not 
snfflcient for tlieir purpose, as lb kept tliem at work nearly all tlie time: 
the very reason that it .should not be chuiigoil or anotlier given them! 
Ilie cooks tent and stove were dirty (tho peculiar chai'iuiteri.sbic), and 
the tent where the nurses and attendants dined wns in the same niialit., 
nlthoug'h I am glad to say the table from whieh they ate was sconri d 
and looked very clean, as also the plates and eups. Tlio grounds around 
the liospital have not, according to looks, been policed for a very long 
tune. I'llth IS padually aceiimnhitlng, and the sinks ar<i not at all 
tiojightofjrequmngalittloextraexortion to walk to tlieni. They void 
the most convenient place to thorn, regardless of the 
S others. Iho surgeon in charge of this liosiiital and of the 

whole rebel encampment is Doctor Bimton, assistant surgeon Heeoud 
New Hamiis lire yoliintoera,iiHaistcd by Docfcor.s UusseU and Wiillon, 
acting a.s.sistant surgeons, tho latter, gcntlemou having Just entered 
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upon tlioii’ (UithiH. I fcliiiik a great amount of tlio niisovy oxperioiieed 
in tlio liospitiil and throughout the camp might be obvialed if a little 
more energy wuh displayed by the surgeon in <5liarg(5. There is a lack 
of system and want of discipliue, neither of which (with all due rospiMit 
to the doctor) do I think lie is ijosaessed of. 'J’lie assislaiit.s saw what 
was needed and were determined to entirely renovate and change the 
wliole eondition and aspect, if done, innch suileriiig miglit be allevi- 
ated and loss sickness would ensue, it is in the quarters tliat we have 
tlio most complaint a.nd suHering. Men of all agc.saml classes, descrip- 
tions and lines, with vaidons colored clothing, all Itiuhlled together, form- 
ing a motley crow, which to bo appreciated must bo scon, and wliat the 
pen fails to de.soribo the imagination mn.st dopict;yet I will endeavor 
to convey their exact eondition, &c.,and give as accurate description as 
possible.' They are ragged and dirty and very thinly clad; that is, the 
very great majority. Oecasiomilly yon will (hid one the fortunate 
possessor of ini'overcoat, cither a citizen’s or the light-blueones used by 
our infantry, and these serve ixs coverings for the rags beneath. Others, 
again, are Avell supplied a.s regards underelotlung, especially those who 
are IVom Baltimore, being scut to them by friends. .But tlio great 
mass are in a pitiable condition, destitute of nearly everything, wliieh, 
with their filthy condition, makc.s tlicm really objects of eommiscra- 
tion. Some are without shirts, or what wore once shirts are now hang- 
ing in shreds from their sliouldcr.s. In others the entire back or 
front will bo gone, wliile again in .some yon will see a futile at- 
tempt at patching. Their clothing is of all kinds and hues — tlio gray, 
butternut, the red of our zouaves and the liglit and dark blue 
of our Infantry, all in a dilapidated condition. Of their shelter there 
can 1)0 no possible complaint, for they all have good tents, .sncli as wall, 
hospital, Sibley, wedge, shelter, hosiiital, and wall tent iHtis. ]\raJoi'lty 
are in the wedge tent. Average in a hospital tent, from lo to 18 men ; in 
wuill tent, from 10 to 12; hi .shelter tent, 8; in Sibley tent, iVom 13 to 
14; in wedge tent, 5; under hospital lly, 10 to 13; under wall-tent lly, 
from 3 to 8. The slioltor tents, only a very few are o.xcavated and 
boarded at the sides, and almost every tent throughout the camp has a 
fireplace and chimney built of brick made by thoni from the soil (which 
is (day) and sun balced. Tii a few of the Blbleys holes are dug, lire 
built, and covered at the to]». Ocnorally the touts are filled witli 
smoke. Although they have llreplaces wood is not i.ssued to them, but 
th(\y are allowed to go out in squads eveiy day and gather such as may 
be ibnnd in the wood.s whore trees have liecu cut down, hut they arc 
not allow(!d to cut down others. Tlioro are instances whore tluy have 
completely dug around tlio root of a stump and taken all; for it is 
impossible in tliis way for thorn to get enough to k(^ep them warm, and 
as they are poorly snxiplicd with blankets they must have suliercd 
s(;veroly from the' cold, more so whore they are, for it is a very hhiak 
phujc. On visiting the (juartors, found them crowded around a few 
(!()als in thoii’ respective tents, some having good hlanlcets thrown 
across the shouUlors, others pieces of carpet, others a gym blankiit, 
()tli( 3 rs a ])ieco of oihdoth (annmonly used for the covering of tlie tables, 
(leiierally they have one blanket to three men, but a great many are 
entirely witliout. A great many of the tents have been pitched oyer 
old sinks lightly c-overed. Oomplaints have been made, but nothing 
iuiH been done to eliango them. The interior of the tents aye in keej)- 
ing with the inmates, filthy; pieces of cracker, meat, ashes, &e., strewn 
around the tent, and in which they will lie. In preference to sitting on

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ill stool they will sif. upon tlic .uroimd, and .1 oven lieni'il ( luoi' own imni 
siiy tliat tliey never saw sueli a dirty se.t in tludr li\’(’s, liilly (loii viiic.ing' 
me that, it is their clement, and they roll into it as ii Jioj’’ will wallow in 
the mite. 

Goncerninj;' the j-ations, I licard a jj;rejit deal ol' e-oniphiinl. tlnit they 
did not get cnongh to etil. They wanted more, iiK'iit. What they 
tlid get tiiey spoke ol' in tlie highest ttmiis. On (iiiestioniiig some ol 
them which they would prefer an ine.rejisti of tin*, ralions or bhuikets, 
all eoiKiluded that they could get along witli the ralion if they (ioiihi 
got blankets. On being .shown a ration, 1 do not think tiny i’C(!eiv<i 
half the ainountof moat they are entitled lo, but with the. eraekers, ive., 
given tliey cannot sullcr at all from hunger. The ration to the well 
man is, pork, .'1 ounces; salt or beef, 4 onnees; hard tack, ID oniuies; 
eollce, 1 pint; aday’.s ration. Soup is also given once a week ; jmtiitof'.s 
and beans every live days; stift bread once a week, and fresh ineat had 
been issued to them oneo a week up to two weeks ago, wlie.n (Vom some 
eauso unable to find oat it was stopped. Others, again, <Iid not lind 
fault with the ration, but the cooking; that it was not done well, and 
there ought to bo changes made, i&e., so visited lh(^ kif.eheiis and din- 
ing-rooms. Those are in 1 he northwo.st corner of tlio (mmp and e.oin- 
po8e<l of six wooden buildings, 1(10 feet in length, with twenty feet ofl' 
for the kitchen. Only live of the biiilding.s are in nse. The kitelien 
arrangciiionts arc very good, oae.h one containing four eauldrons, and 
in one live, each cauldron capable of containing from ilfty to sixty 
gallons. Here the rations were cooked, and was told that they 
served the meat ration all at dinner, not being (uiough li) make two 
meals, and they wore thins enabled to give them om^ good inmil a 
day. .Mi'eakfast and supper they relied upon liard-taek, lea or eoll'ee; 
and, as I said before, there is no likeliliood of tlieir Htarviiig. Tlie 
dining room contains three tables, and each lionse feeds 1,5!^!) men, 
/){)() at a time. Seem to be well supplied with all necessary artiides, 
botli for kitchen and’ dining-room. Will make allowance Ibr (ho liondi- 
tlon of the kitchen, as they wore .just through serving dinner, and. wore 
making prepara.tlons for cleaning up.

There wa.s .such avastdiflereneetliutidid not notice 
as much the number of bones thrown from Uitolion on llie outside. 
Still, tliorc wore some. Thci shik In (piartors average from 1(10 to 200. 
Provailiiig disease, scurvy. Yet a great many are troubled with the 
diarrhea, and as they gradually grow worse are a<lmitte(l to the hos- 
pital to 1)0 sent to the general hospital. These men who are Hi(!k in 
<iuar(ers and who aroniiablo to cat (he ration given them have instead, 
vinegar, 3 ounees; jadatoos, H; rice, 1 gill; ]no!as.ses, I gill ; one day’s 
rations, hkudi man c^ooksfor himself. They are troubled greaOy wilh 
the itch, and it is spreading throughout the camp, and until Knli)lnir 
was sent them by the eominission they had nothing for it. 'J’liey have 
ahuiidanee of water in the camp, notwllh.standing .several of the 
wells are unlit for use. The waters of those not in use are .strongly 
impregnated with iron anti will stain white clothing a yellow oi- light 
brown. Outside of these there is an abundance of good wat(‘r, and no 
cxeuse whiitover for being otherwise than cleanly, hut th'\v h(U‘.iii to 
abhor soap and water. least their ai)]>earnnee so iiidieutes. A 
gieat many are employing their time in making brielc and ha\’e now a. 
great (piantily on hand. Others employ thom8eIve.s in making riug.s, 
eluiiiis, soal.s, I'tc., from bone and gutta percha, and notwitlistauding 
the eoniplaiut that they do not get enough to eat, you will lind liliem on

i'omid(id by a boai’d l(*iu?c twelve. I'e-et high, with a ]>latl‘oi'm on tin?

iii(?h)siu'(?. It is within lids that there are conlined about S,0l)0 ])ris- 
oners. With so many men ami no one t:o take, charge of them, it is not 
at. all to be, wond(?rc‘(i a.t that the. camp Is in any but. a d(?sirab1e (?omli- 
tion. 'riie sinks, which slumid have sp(*cial e.oiisideralion, e.sp(!e,ially 
in a. enmp ot this size, and wluwe so many im?ii are congregated, are 
entirety m^gleeted, and it; is a porfecd; mystery (hat tlu;re is not more 
sickness than tlu*y have, and (Sod knows Mu'.y have enough, for tliey 
live, eat, and sl('«‘j> in thelrown lilth. .Sinks Iia.ve been pi’(‘,i)ar(Ml lor 
them, but little or no attrition Is paid (o tlieiii, uiiU^ss tliey should be 
ill close proximity when they desiri? to a.nsw(?r the calls of nature. Tlio 
ii()le.s (lug ill g(-(;ting out clay for bricks are used as sinks. You will 
find (hem by the side and’ in front of tlieir tents, in various por- 
tions of the (me.ampimmt, and are the receptacles of thoir filth. Kofiise 
niattiu' from the tents or what not right iimlcr their very noses, yet 
tliey heed tlimu not. Others, again, lia.ve no partieailav i>laeo, but will 
void tlieir Q.xerenient anywhere on (lie snrfae.e that is most con- 
venienl; to ibem, heedless of ihc (miivcnlenco of others, ilave no 
drainage around the tmits, but there has been an attempt to drain the 
streets. Oitidios were dug, but they are worse? than useless, constaiitly 
illled with water, and alford another plae,e lo throw (ilth. With this 
state of aHhirs and so many men (by the by, over more came in 
the eanij) on the afteimoon (d’ NovemI)(?r 10, making nearly .10,000 men) 
tlie camp would soon IxM^oino in an Impassable condition. The men 
l.limnsc’lves eomidain and hopi? tlia.t some .severe punishment, even .shoot- 
ing, will be thepeualty to any oiu? who will .so outragoilecciiey and lose 
respect dm? tliemselve,s. Some of the sinks are filled and not been cov- 
ei'iMl and not a parti(de of ehloriib*. of lime has been used in the encamp- 
ment for a long time.. After stating the above facts, giving the condi- 
tion of tin? (aiitip and its inmates, some might say that It is not our fault 
that they are in this comlltion. Asfarasc.lothing, itks not; but it is our 
fault wlieii they neghMdtoenforcelhosesaiiltaryrule.s which keep camps 
and inimites in a cleanly (xnidition ami thus try to prevent disease. It 
is our fault when tlu? olllcor in command falls to jdaco in charge some 
one of good executive ability, capable of giving (jommaiids ami seeing 
that tliey are enforced, one who will have the camp regularly policed 
and severely ^nmisli a.ny otteuder of the sanitary i-ules. 1 1 is benelicial 
olherwisi*, for it will give employment to a certain number of men every 
day. As regards imnlicMneand clothing, they are .sadly in wantof both, 
and would suggest that tlie commi.ssion send them, place them in the 
hand of Mi'. Faindiild, and I knowthey will be Judiciously distributed. 
1 Iciiow that Miey are our enemies, a.ml bitter ones, ami what we give 
them they will use against ns, but now they are within our power and 
are sullei’iiig. Have no doubt that to compare their situation with that 
of our men words would hardly bo adequate to expro.ss our indignation. 
I merely gave, tliis suggestion Ix'caiise 1 think you would bo doing riglit 
and tliat it miglit prove iK'.nclie.ial to iia.

He, in company with thi5 ollicer 
of the day (Doctor Bidlack), vi.sitod with me every ward, lcit(dien, bath- 
room, &c., and siiowed mo every attejitioii in their power. .Doctor 
Hegor, assisted by the following gciitlenion, VV. II. Oardnei', U. S. 
Army, assistant surgeon; George McO. Miller, If. S. Volunteers, assistant 
surgeon; 0. S. Ilogebooin, Jt. N. Wright, \V. W. BidlacJc, W. A. 1 larvcy, 
George -Tolinson, M. A. Booth, .TI. Smith, T. Liebold, William I'Mbicha- 
nan, J. .Koerpor, and Judsoii Gilman, iicting as.si.stant surgeons; Ohaj)- 
lain .Uev. .T. Spooner; Chief Steward If. 0. Archibahl, J losintal Stewai-ds 
J. ,I‘. Stambaugh, it. L. Wornwag, and J. D. Mc(.iowan. Tlici hospital is 
arranged like thosjjokesof a wlicolaiid has (Ifteen wards, togid-her with 
one building used as tho exoeutivo department, and containing also the 
sleeping apartments of tho dilforcnb aurgooiis, dispensary, limm-room, 
*S:o. The capacity of tho hospital, allowing ilOO cubic feet per Inul, is 
1,0150 beds or 70 bed.s to oacdi ward, lucimling the convaloscont ward 
and tho wards for erysipelas and }io.H])ital gangrene thei'e are about 
1,1.00 beds. Ventilation good, liigh ceilings and plenty ol’ good scni air, 
Number of i>ationts at present in the hospital is 1,277 ; of tliose ‘108 are 
Union niou and 784 r(‘bols. The Union soldiora are all mmrly convales- 
cent, while tho prevailing disease among the rebels is clironic diarrhc.a. 
Of the 1,208 sick in tho liospi tal last week th<n‘e wer<^ ‘10 deaths or 88.07 
per cent., and the mortality slightly on tho incroua(;. 'J’liey rec-eivci on 
ail average tliirty per day from tho hospital within the encaiiipmciit 
and in the very worst condition. Some arc inoribund when they arrive 
at this hospital. At the post mortem cxiunlnal;ions the doc(;or said 
nearly all of those who died of diarrhea had pneumonia. Did not sliow 
itself dining life, iirobably from tho extreme weak condition of the 
patient, h'rom tlio Ist of March to tho end of Septombor there wore 
only twenty-eight deaths. Union soldiers thou occupied the liosjiitals, 
and the side report on the last day of duly was 1,1!)2. The liigliost 
number was ,l,83t), but Ihe average for the six mouths was 1,100. Dis- 
easea, typhoid fever, iliarrlioa, and typhoid pneumonia. The wants 
wore in very good (mnditioii, hut there was a vast dilforouce in tlie 
cleanliness of those o(',cnpied by our men; no spitting on tho lloov or 
lounging on tlio beds with clotlies on, as was simn among tlie rebels. 
Could do nothing witli them; impose no jmnishment, for they were too 
weak. iOvery attention was paid them, and all possible care to keep 
the wards and bedding as cleanly as possible. In tli(i half and low 
diet kitchen found tlio trays all ready to convey the food to the siek, 
I'lici-obels received tho .same as our own men; no distiiKitioii whatever. 
Potatoes, l ice, cabbage, sweet milk,sol‘t bread and butter, and farina or 
corn starch being i)ropa.red in this kitchen; had female (sooks. Tlie 
full-diet kitchen was by the side of the dining-room, willi everything 
complete, ovens, boilers, The dining-room, cupablo of seating .1 ,()()() 
porsoius, was in splendid condition, with tables, lloor, i^c., in good 
order. 1 shall not enter into the detail of these various ajiartnients, 
but will speak of the rations, which to us now is of more hitovest. It 
was my fortune to enter tho dining-room as dinner was being placoil 
upon tlio table, and ibiiiid about (> ounces of fresli beel‘, boiled ; 8 pota- 
toes, 2 thick .slices of broad, butter, I pint of soup witli vegetables, and 
tlio condimeuts pepimr, salt, vinegar, and mustard; and to this tho 
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rebels Siiti down al. tlio sjime time ami in the wimo room with our own 
iiieii. What could they wish morcs Aud it' there was any coni])laint 
jLl; all it ouyht to come from iia, that they received too much and are 
entirely too Avell treabal. h'ull diet: r.rcakfastr— hr(?ad, S ouiuies; hat- 
ter, 1 ounce; Indian meal, boiled, 2 ounces; molasses, O.lhi of a gill. 
Dinner— beef soup and vegeUbles, :i pint; meat, 10 ounces; sweet pota- 
t,oes, 7 ounces; bnaul, -t oniic.ea. Supi>er — coffee, 1 ijiiit; l)iead, f) 
oiineos; cheese, 2 ounces; butter, 1 ounce. The <!ie(, is changed every 
(lay, when they also receive cabbage, tomatoes, macaroni, and on Sun- 
day have both Irish and sweet i)otatoos, puddings, A-.c,. 'I'he hread 
ration was Cormorly six ounces, but the doctor has c.iit it down one 
ounce breakfast and supper ami two oune(is dinner, bath, hinndry, 
and (mginc rooms complete and in good order. Tliii linen-room and 
lif|Uors are in the (ixeeutive building a.ml under the charge of Sisters of 
Charity; well supplied with everything. In the afternoon visited the 
small])ox hospital, and is about a quarter of a mile north of the encaiii])- 
incut, among the pine bushes, under the charge of Dr. Broadbent, 
acting assistant surgeon. This ho.s})ltal was opemul two wcjeks ago, 
and up to to-day have i-ccoivcd therein UfJ jiationta, during which time 
thirty-three deaths have occurred. 'J'he sick arc in M'^odgo tents, three 
to a tent, lying on straw on the ground, with a blaiikid; and a half to a 
man. 'I'heir ration is the same, and bean .soup is given every clay; to 
those not allowed it, colfoe in its stead. The men are miudi more com- 
fortable here than in thooncairqnnent, and those who are in attendance 
do not want to go hack. J. should also state they occasionally got soft 
broad. No coiiiplaiiits at all ; wore getting along as well as they could 
expect. Mcdieinea very short; no cathartic^ at all. In conneetiou 
with the smallpox tlio inn;jority have scurvy and scabies, and some are 
in a horrid condition. 

In the remarks that 1 have made concorning the prisoners it is evi- 
dent that "with the facilities they now possess tlioy could be maile 10 
lier cent, more coinfbrtable if they had some one to commaml them. 
Tliat they are suffering from want of clothing and covering is true. 
Of their treatment they do not complain; their ration they do not doom 
quite sunicient; but of their filthy condition and habits more is attrib- 
utable to their indoloneo and laziness, and they have the facilities at 
their disposal to (mrreet this and they ought to be made to do it. Point 
Lookout and the surrounding country is called the DivStrict of Saint 
Mary’s, and under the coimnaml of Brig. (Ion. Gilman Marston. The 
troops are composed of the Second aud Twelfth Now Hampshire Vol- 
unteers, and a comiiany each from the Sccoml and Fifth U. B. Cav- 
alry, comprising in all about 700 men. Infantry doing guard duty; the 
cavalry scouting.

The subject of the exchange of prisoners of war has exeitetl nmeh 
attention and has a painful inlerest toour peoi.le and oui' Imive sol- 
diers whom tlie fortunes of war have thrown into tlie huin s oi our 
eiiomicB. It was the desire of this (lovernment fiom an early period 
of the war to agree upon a fair and ispiitaldo system ol exe iangos, 
The large iirepondcranee of prisoners being on our side negol latioiis 
were opened ami had been nearly consummated, the toi'iiis having been 
agreed inxni in accordance with tlu\ views <>f Ids (lovernnienli as 
expressed by the commissioner of the United btates, and imdm' liis 
assurance of satisfactory settlement a large number ol prisoners lielit 
by us were delivered up. yome sm-lons reverses, however, just tlieii 
befalling us, and largo numbers of prisoners being taken by (be enemy, 
they refused to consmninaio tlui agreemoul; and brolcii ell tlie negotia- 
tion. Their loss in prisoners in subseipimit udlitury opei'adions, (;s)|e- 
cially in their disastrous defeats arouml this city, again giving us Ibe 
preponderance, a cartel of excliaiig<*. was agreisl on and executed. 
Various ollbrts to obtain unfair advantages hy (luibbling as to its 
tonus and o])eratiou were nuwbi ami its provisions violated by Ibe 
oiiomy, but the cartel was reeogui/ed us being in force a-iid exchanges 
coiitiiiucd to be made. Our reverses in duly Jiga’m gave tlieiii, as (b(\y 
churn, a prepoiideraiico in the number of prisoners, since whieli tinie- 
they liave openly disrogarde,d its obligations, and have now upon lalse 
and lliinsy prebixt declared It to be inoperative. All exelninges have 
now ceased, with little apparent prosiieid; of renewal, 'flio exehaiij>;e 
of prisoners was desired on our part for the sake of Uuiiiaidty, to pre- 
vent, in accordance with the u.sages of war among eivili/-ed nations, 
individual snirering as far as practicable, and all the obligations imposed 
on lus as to the treatment of prisoners and excliange by siicb usages 
ami Ibe iiartel of excliange luivobcon riiKUled on our part witli entire 
and sera piilons good faith, while the course of our enemies has been 
marked by ])er(idy ami a disregard of their engagements and (bo dic- 
tates of liuuniiiity.

Though il is 
the do.sire of the War Department to provide as little clothing foj’ tlimii 
as ])osaiblo, it does not wish them to lie left In the veiy doatitiiio eon- 
dilion which this I'cport represiuits. I b(‘g to <*,al] yonr attention to 
this subject, and if, in your Jndgmciit, the clothing is needed please 
have the necessary estimates pri^pared and .sent in. There is an 
abundaneo of inferior idotbing on hand, and the Department would 
prefer to issue it rather than it should bo contribntojl by Bym])athizers. 
O'lie amount of the ration which the report gives I am siiro is erroneous 
in every ])artionlar, and I would be glad to sot tlm Sanitary Commis- 
sion right in this partiimlav. The various matters which are mentioned 
in reference to ])oiioo, the condition of tlio sinks, .Sc., are wortliy of 
attention. Pleasii return tlie report.

OOLONi'ii.: I would respectfidly call your attention to the fact that 
in tramsi'erring prisoners of war from place t(» i>lace on railroads the 
arrangements are often so carelessly made or so badly carried out tliat 
much delay and mmdi end)aiTussnieiit are exporioncod and numerous 
escapes occur in consequence. Kecontly, wlion about 150 rebel ollicers 
were to leave tlio city, arrangomeuts wore made for them to take the 
0.80 train, but on their reaching the depot there were no car.s to receive 
them, and they wore in consequence obliged to return to the Old Capi- 
tol to wait for another train. On the fith inaUuit sixty ])risonors wore 
])ut on two fi-eight cars of a freight train at Loui.sville at 8 p. in. to go 
to Indianapolis. No lights w'ere jiiit in the cars, and it was, of course, 
im))()ssible that the guard could ace prisoucra in their charge. By an 
accident tlio train was delayed throe lu>ur.s, and during this time, or 
Bomowhore on the route, three prisoners escaped. The journey, though 
a short one, was not completed till 2 i). m. the following day. Other 
cases have been reported to luo, the particulars of which 1 cannot

Ihe ll'iuhu'al prisotnu’.s, .1 have the honor to state, that- 1 liave iusiiected 
lhi‘, prison lios|)itnl and the laimp at Belle Isle. In rcf^ai'd t:o the lirst, 
1 liiid that tlie patients have only half of the room allowed to (Jonl'ed- 
orato soldiers in hospital. Otherwise they are on the same lootiiip', 
the mediidiuis, inedie.a! nttendanec, ami i>i‘ovisions beiii^’ the same as in 
C. H. hospitals and as j'ood as ean lie procured. I have ollered the. iis(n 
of Conl'ederate kosjatals whieh have been prououueed iLidlli on account 
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of tlio difficulty iii gusirdiiig thorn, and requisition lias Ixuni inudo sev- 
eral days since for two other fsictories to bo turned over as hospitals 
for Federal prisoners. 'LMioeamp at Itello fslo is as well managed as 
possible under tlie eivcinnatanees, but .1. think thal; h(u-<5 may be (oiind 
moat of the causes of tho severity and froiiuoncy of the sh^kiiess. The 
men are too iimch crowded. They have not sufficient (jmintity of 
blaidcets nor sufficient fuftl supplied. They sloop on tlie gToiiiid and 
are ex]iosed to a.ll the vicissitudes of tomporatuie, imadeiit (;o our 
climate, increased by l.bo i)osition and the winds Idowiiig over tlai 
water. An additional cause of di.seaso is want of discipline and 
authority, no officer being' with tho men to <mf'orco altemiaiusi on th<i 
sick, who arc despoiled of their rathnis by tliose stroiigi'r. Another 
class of causes is tho doprossing moral inlluenco pri.soiun-s labor under, 
especially noticeable since tliey have been tohl that there is no hope; oC 
ONchange. Tliey die from slight di.seas(5s, having lost all hope. When 
removed to hospitals, whore they are properly attemlc.d to, lhi\y ge.n- 
orally react and become miieli bettor. Those who die are those who 
lire too much depressed to react, and die within a short tiling afler 
entering tho hospital, t recommend that as many as jmssibhi of tlie 
men bo removed from tlie island and plueeil in the I'aetories in llich- 
niond, Farmville, Lynchlnii'g, and Danville, or that stejis be taken to 
send them to a more soutliern elimato. I cal) attention to the i’ 0 (]iilHi- 
tions ibrwarded for increased hospital aci^omrnoilation and l;im inclosed 
report’ of the number of siidc e-aidi day ami l.he number of deafclia, 
showing' that with an average of 1,201) in hospitals, there has been a 
mortality of about ten per diem since Novemlier 1. I liaveidaeed in 
eliai'ge of those .sick Surg. .lohii Wilkins a.nd twenty-two assistanl; sur- 
geon.s, who are .soleetcd as the most competent of tln^ mudieal stalV in 
tlie department under your authority.

eiing tlu^ ()(1i(MU'S over lo Stsite. anthorilh's to be iried as eriniinals 
under State buvs. 

^Vb}lte^’el' nuiy luive been the reason why (.lu‘, deebiresl ])m'pose of 
Mr. DsiviH lias not been cxten.sively earri(^(l Into ol'Ceet, tbo laet of tlie 
existence of tluit ]nir])OKe, ssinetioned as we know it to liave beiui, is a 
suilleient reason on onr jnirt for not <lelivering ]>risoners on iiarolo, 
])artien]arly as there is every reason to believe that tlie ]mri)nse of 
Mr, Davis lias only b(‘en arrested by Ihe fa<‘-t that by the fortune of 
Avar Avo bad in oui' bands nnn’e prisoners than w(*re held in the Biuith, 

In jiddition to tlie above the trontinentof t^olored troo|is, which make 
an integral portion of the bVdei-al Army, Avlien iiaptared in the South, 
is too ivell known to permit iia for one moment to sui)p()se,iii the pivsent 
state of things, that tliero is any design in the. Soutli to treat that (dass 
of trooi)s according to the buvs of war as applicable to other troops of 
the Pedoral Army, and until the Southern authorities ]nake some dis- 
tinct declaration of a ])nrpose to treat colored troo})s and their ofllccrs 
in the employment of the United States (tovernnient in all respects 
according to the laws of Avar ns applicable to other ‘trooi^s avo can- 
not recode i'roin the ])ositioii taken by the (Jommander-in-Ohief above 
I’efoiTcd to. 

The wisdom and the ne<;cs.slty of existing oidcrs on this subject Avill 
aunicionUy defend tlio incasnro,in view of tbn threats and the practices 
of tlio South Aviiiefi only need to be known to justll;y tlio inoasuro. 

It ia A'ery Avell known that Colonel Lndhnv made these subjects the 
frequent topic of convcr.sation Avith Mr. Ould without ])rnduclng any 
iinpi'CRsion on Mr. Cnld tending to the point of inducing a declaration 
by authority from the South that all ofllccrs of the Federal Army, as 
Avcll aa enliated men, shall receive Avhmi eaplnrod the treatineiit duo to 
jn'iaonera of Avar, with the express declaration that colored troops, both 
officers and men, shall receive similar treatment. 

You Avill please communb'nte those views to Mr. Onld, with a roqnost 
that ho Avill lay them betbre bis Government.

Colonel: I luwo the honor to report tiuifc hi ivcoordaiico with your 
order of tins i'Oth instant I have this day had an interview with llrig-. 
Gen, S. A, iMcrodith, eoniniisaioiier for excUanjfe, in relation to nialcin^'’ 
suitable provision on the llag-of-truce boat for the rceeption of siek 
Federal paroled in-lsoncrs of war who may be delivered from time to 
time at City Point. (.Toiioral Meredith stated that howa.s not awuri^ of 
any additional pro vi.siou being- ncecssary on board the boat, but referred 
mo to Major Mulford^ in charge of the Hag of trueo. Ho states that 
th(i boat, lieing iinder the control of the (Quartermaster’s .Dopartnumt, 
is liable at any time to be taken from him for other uses, and has several 
times becui so taken to transport troops, negroids, j&e., and wlien 
returned is usually in a most lllthy condition. Unless tliis can bo 
obviated and the boat placed entirely under the control of the commis- 
sioner for exchange there would bo no use In providing more extensive 
hospital appliances than sire absolutely necessary, for when the boat is 
taken for other purjiosos they would either have to be i-emoved or lie in 
danger of iiyury or destruction. Tlie boat at tl>o time of my visit was 
about to leave the fort for City Point with a ipiantity of stores iVom the 
Sanitary Oonimission, vKiic., for the prisoners. 1 requested permission 
of Goneral Meredith to make the trip to City Pointon her that I might 
have time to make a tiiorougli jnspeidion, and thus insure a full and 
just report. '[I'liis be refused to give, stating that his instnudioiis wore 
to permit no one on board without an order from the Secretary of War. 
I endeavored to t(?logra.pli to the War Dcqmrtinont for sueh oriler, but 
was unable bi do so, owing to the tolcgra[»hnotl)eingln working orilor. 

l4*oin the hasty survey which I was able to make of the boat I have 
to report as follows: The (lag-ol-trnco boat Now Yorlc lias apparently 
capacity for transporting 1,000 to 1,200 men. (f. was unable to oblafu 
her exact dimensions.) Miijor Mulford .states that she lias earried 1,500. 
llio jiortions of the boat set apart for the use of the prisoners are tbo 
lower cabins (below deek), the forward main dcc.k (eovered in), and the 
torwai'd cabin on the uiipcr deck. A portion of those in the lower and 
upper cabins can sleep in the berths and bunk.s, while the remainder 
and those who occupy the main deek have to lie on the doolc. I'hieh 
man la provided with a blanket while liorcmaims on the boat. Ihie 
rations iirovided for the prisoners goiiorally coiialat of bread, eellce, 
and beel, the latter being cooked before being delivered on board the 
boat by the c()mmiH.saiy. Tlio collee is prepared by steam. The eabiris 
are ^yelI heated by Htovc.s, and the forward deck by a modium-Hi/.cd 
cooking-stove, used wlion necessary for hospital purposes, Ventilation 
IS good, except in the lower eabiii.s, where, though not unprovided Cor 
it IS imiierfect. I was agreeably struolc with the eleaiiliness and. gen- 
eial good order ot tlieboat. The lower cabin aft is ajipropriated for 
hospital purposes, and wnitaiiis llfty-aix bunks, with room on deck for 
ten cots, lleing below dock, it is dark, without artificial liglit, not at 
all M'ell ventilated, and is, besides, dinteiilt of jmeess lor men vdio have 
to bo carried. Wlioii tlio sick are more nunierou.s than bliis cabin ea.n 
accominodato the surplus are placed in the upper forward cabin, which 
Is yoiy niuoh better adapted for this purpo.se than is the lower cabin, 
light and ventilation being much better, and it is easier of aeeess. It 
contam.s twenty state-rooms, with two berths in each, and room on the 
deck lor about forty cots. It is divided by a partition from the after 
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cabin, whicli is iiseil as rumrterslbr tlieonicnrs of llic boai', and tliroujih 
wliicli it is vnachcd IVoin the main deck by si broad slairsvay. 

Actinjv Assistsvnt Surgeon Osirey is the niedicsil oUleer in (^luu'go, 
assisted by an suiting hospitsil stewsird, two nurses, iind tA\ o negroes 
for police duty, &e. These, Dootsn- Csivcy states, sue snllieieiit, Ibi; in 
every load of prisoners there sire msiny who sire slide and willing to suit 
as nurses. Through Doctor Carey .1 siscertained that there are on 
boiird (100 blankets, dO cots, 100 bod sacks, siH (Hied with strsiw except 
in, a siifiieiont supply of urinals and chamber utensils, and a .snllieieiiey 
of table furniture. These arc all in tolerably good order, except' that, 
as 1 mu informed, the blankets arc not, sis they should be, waslicd sifter^ 
eaeh trip. There is no dilliciilty in obtaiiiing sibnndant siip])Ues of 
medicines and materials for dressing, as w'cll as prepared colfee siinl 
beef tea from the medical purveyor. The colfee sind beef tea are pre- 
pared for the use of the sick by means of si stosim apparatus. In eases 
of necessity, the doctor says, the csiptaiids wife is very kind in i>repar- 
ing corn.starcli siiul other delicacies. The eookiug-stove on the lorward 
deck is silso used for the hospital when ncecs.ssiry. The hoa])ital is 
cleajt, though not in very good order. Chloride of lime is plentifully 
used SIS a disinfectant. I would suggest that si supply of the llidgo- 
wood disinfectant powder bo ordered hu* n.so on board the boat. 

[ suggested to Hs^jor Mulford that in view of its superior i'aoilibios 
the upper cabin should bo used as a hospitsil instcsul of the lower cjibin. 
Uo stated that it was not for the following reasons: The average num- 
ber of prisoners carried at each trip, except in the case of the last two 
trips, is GUO. Of those the siverage number of sick requiring hospital 
treatment is 5 per cent., or about thirty per trip. 15y occupying the 
upper cabin as si ho.spitsil for the benellt of this .siimll number, some 150 
well men, who would othcrwi.se be accommodated here, would have to 
be placed elsewhere, and there is not sulllcicnb room in the lower cnbiii 
to compensate for the loss of this. Tlie last two trips were exceptional 
ones. In each alout 3f)U men wore received, and of those about 200 in 
each required liospltal care, and, of course, had to be aecommodntecl in 
the best way at command. Again, tlio passage from City Point to 
Annapolis only occupies from sixteen to twenty hours, the men spend- 
ing but one night on board. I do not think that those objections are 
valid. Lot the sick occupy as inneh room in the upper cabin as may 
bo necessary, and let the well men occnjiy the remaiuer if they cannot 
be comfortably placed clsowhero. As to the short duration of the pas- 
sage, that can be no reason why the poor follows should not bo made as 
comfortable as possible while it lusts. 

In roferonce to the rations for the prisoners generally, I think that a 
supply of good vegetable and beef soup would bo very much bettor for 
men iu their condition than the cold boiled beef now issued. It lias 
been suggested to me that the men should have facilities for bathing, 
and be furiiislicd with clean clothes on board the boat. If she war 
regular hospital boat, or if the passage was of any great length, t 
should certainly be done, but in view of the present eircuinstanec 
the case 1 do nob see the nece.ssity of it. There are much be 
facilities for doing this at the hospital than could possibly be proviii 
on board the boat. ' During the cold weather I would suggest that tho 
boat carry a sufficient supply of blankets to furnish each prisoner with 
at least two during his stay on the boat, instead of but one, as at pres- 
ent. With tho above-mentioned excoptiona, I think the tlag-of truce 
boat is sufficiently provided for her ordinary trips. When a load of 
sick and wounded prisoners are expected, I would suggest that a

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regular liosi)i(al bout bo sent for them. General Meredith and Major 
idiilford both ooimiide witl» this suggestion. ^I.'herc are, or wore, some 
tinio siiiee at Washington three hos])it{il boats nmler the (iontrol of the 
niodieal departanent, one of which might be employed for this purpose. 
Jlsijoi' MuUbrd, however, .states that lie has hecu inlbrnuid by the rebel 
authoriti(!.s that no more sic.k prisoners will be sent to City Point, for 
tli(i inesent at least. With reiei-einse to telegraphing to Colonel Waite 
at Annajudis of the expected arrival ol‘ the boat and the number of 
prisoners on board, Major Mnlford states that he has done so hitherto. 
A copy of Ids telegram to Major Chamberlain on his last trip accom- 
panies this i ej)ort. The fault of failing to notify the surgeon in charge 
oftliG liosjjital seems to lie at Annapolis instead of with Major Mulford.

To the .Editor of the Roto Yorlc Timers: 

The public ai)i)ears to bo in need of information on the subjeot of the 
exchange of prisoners of war. Tlie condition of our men liold as pris- 
oners of war in Jticduiioiid, the extreme suderiugB to wliioh they have 
been subjected, contrary to the usages of war and the dictates of 
liuinanity, have naturally aroused the sympathies of our people, and 
the (luestion is asked’by many, Why are they not exchanged? 

I propose to furnish you a statement of facts, from which a judgment 
may be formed in aimwor to the question just stated. 

On the IGth of January of the present year Colonel Ludlow, then sta- 
tioned at Portress Monroe as the agent of exchange under the cartel 
wliieli was published in September, 1802, addressed me a letter, for- 
warding a copy of the Richmond Enquirer of the 16th of that month 
coiitaiiiiug a message to the rebel Congress from Jofi’ersou Davis refer- 
ring to the proclamation of the President of the ITnited States, dated 
the Ist of January, on the subject of slaves within certain designated 
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poliioiis ol' (;li(5 Unliwl »S(.}i.(;eH. 'J’lio d«Jiuiu;lsikM-y chiii-iuiter of Mr 
1 )}ivis’ Micis,sii<^c, lovoltMl jijfahisji llic procdaiiisUilou or tho L’residoiit aii(i 
agiiiiiMl, l;lio loyal jwoplool’ th« Union, will bo romomborod by most of 
yoiir l■(^u(lol'H at thi.s tinio.

Tins opinion of OoJoaol Uudlow was, wifchoul; doubt, well fotmded at 
tlio time, so fur as tbo rebel mithoritios had tho iiowov or dared to put 
ill force tho tlireat of Mr. I.)avi8, wliicli mol; the approbation of the Ooii- 
fcdonito 0()iigre.ss, and I hazard nothing in saying that the solo reason 
wliy this thi-eat lias not been more openly exocutod in tho South lias 
been (ilie preponderance of Northern power, aa shown by tlio superior 
number of prisoners of war hold in the Nortli against those hold in the 
Soiitli I and if this ineipiality could now bo neutralized, or if tlio South 
could siicceod in capturing an excess of }»riaonor.s over those held in tho 
^hn'tli, not a moiiiont would bo lost by the rebel authorities in putting 
in force the throat of Mr. Davis. Whoever doubts tliis must bo utterly 
ignorant oi the s[urit which animates those who are struggling in tho 
amitli to destroy tho union of tho States in behalf of a Government 
whose comer stone is slavery. 

But tho point thus slated will not bo further insisted upon jiittliia 
time, because, wliatovcr was tho threatening character of Mr. Davis* 
declared purpose, us sot out in his message, it has boon thrown entirely 
into the shade by snlmoiiuent events, whicli are but just now being 
dcvelopoil, growing out of the most solemn acts of tho’dovernmont of 
tlie UiiiUsd ytates. 

It is generally known that when the OongrcHs of tho United States 
proceeded to authorize by law tlio employment of colored troujis for the 
suppression of tho rebellion there was, throughout the whole length 
and breadth of the South, one universal cry of real or woll-aifbei;ed 
iiulignation, accoinpaiiicd with tho wildest threats of vongoaneo against 
such oftieers as might bo captured with colored troops; while thooolored 
soldiers themselves, it was everywhere declared, sliould bo oitlior 
“returned or sold into slavery.” It was everywhere published through- 
out the South that this class of troops wore not entitled to and should 
not reiiciyo the protection of the laws of war, and the .strongest terms 
which infuriate madness could devise or invent were used in coiidomna- 
tion of tho measure authorized by the United States Government. 

AVliat has actually been done np to tho present time in the South iu 
obedience to this .spirit of vongeanco so openly declared it may bo 
impossible to determine in detail, except in a few scattered iiiataiices: 
but it is a most signiftcant fact that in no single instance has the 
smallest evidence come to light toiuliug to show that any odieor con- 
nected with colored troops has been captiu'od alive and hold in the 
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SoiiUi as a. |)i'ls<nic.r of war; nor lias any lailons] iiiaii cnijiloyi'd as a.

bmnbiy ivonod and (5astinto prison in that city, beyoml wliieli lac.t wo 
‘^■’aco of tlumi. Wo know of two tree colored young men 
0 a Massachusetts regiment having boon publicly sold into 
ms, tho x>rico they brought under the une.tioneer’s hamme.r 
’oported. Wo know of one ease which dircc^tly illustratos 
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(;lio spirit ol' tlio robol {uitlK)rltic.s on this aubioct junl \vlii(5li (loinoimtrntea 
tlio littlo liiitli to bo phuiod by us upon robcl aj^i'ccMnents for exchange. 
(.)iily a. lew weeks sinee ii proposition was made i'ront oiir side that all 
eluipliiina held as jn-isouers of war should be imitually released, irrespec- 
tive of numbers, on eithei* side. Thu rebel agent, Mr. Ouhl, prol'es.sed 
to a(i(*,(‘.]>t this pi'oposition “cordially,” upon which we sent to the South 
all wo had of that class of non-combatants in good faith and rcccivtul 
IVoju (he Soiilb about onc-half the number helojiging to us, sup])osing 
l.liis was ill] I, hey lu)d In c.ustody; but, as I now learn upon authority 
whicli 1 am not 5i,t liberty to discredit, a chaplain belonging to ii Mas.sa- 
eliuse-tts (ioloi'ed regiment upon being captured was heavily ironed and 
sent to a prison in Columbia., S. C., wliero ho has been held in violation 
of Mr. Ould’s “cordial” acceptance of the i)i‘oposition for ii general 
rclcaso of tliis class of j)ersons. I have every reason to believe that 
this ])articuhi.r clniplain, because ho had belonged to a colored rogiinont, 
was delibei'ittely withheld. Anotber chaplain, who had been liis fellow- 
pri.sonor, wa.s separjited from him and released, from whom we leiirncd 
the (acts in the ciiso as Just stated. Within the past few dnys, n])on a 
fornuil }tppli(!ation made by General Meredith a.t iny instance to learn 
the history of two men wJio were reported to be and are believed to bo 
ollicers of the Pedoial Ai-my sahl to bo in the hand.s of the enemy, Mr. 
(,)uld furnislujd to General Meredith what purported to bo tlie proceed- 
ings of a (iivil court in the 8tato of Virginia, the testiinoiiy in the cases 
not being furnished, by wlilcU it appeared that the two inon had been 
Hcntenced to a p(Mutentiary foi* a term of years on a charge of negro 
stoaling; and the G overnor of Virginia., or of that part of it in rebellion, 
liidorsetl on the application of General jMeredith a declaration that the 
two men in (piostum slimddromuia in the penitentiarywliilo ho remained 
(loveriior of Virginia. In tho.se ins(;ances there can hardly be a doubt 
but that these two men are undergoing humiliation and sulfering 
because of their connc-ction with tiie Jl’ederal Government on thopre- 
l-cnse of being subjected to a penalty for negro stealing. 

I Nii])])OHe it unnecessary to proceed l^irthor into detail to show to 
the satisfaction of every one who is willing to accept the truth (;hat the 
])racti(!e of the Soutli has been and is entirely in keeping with the 
spirit of Mr. 1 )avi8’ message to the rebel (Jongreas, or is carried beyond 
it, and that there Inus not been up to the present time the slightest 
indication of a purpose to relax, in any respect whatever, the execu- 
tion of their declared policy in the treatment of colored fcro()i)a and 
their white oflicors who may fall into their liandsj and 1 hold it to bo 
ceri;ain that while they will keo]) (roiii the light as jiiuch as possible 
their barbarous practice.s they will pursue them iue.xorably unless 
they can bo made to feel that the national power is the strongest and 
can show ilself by the actual iiossossiou of a body of their troops held 
in the North as prisoners of war, who, by the law.s of war, are liable to 
be used for retaliatory jiurposes. 

ft has been supposed, even in many jiarts of the North, that the 
proposition of Mr. Oiild of the 20tb of October for an oxehango of 
prisonors is fair and ought to bo accepted, but it does not appear to 
be considered that Mr. Oiild has not proposed to yield to UvS a cor(;ain 
nnmbor of prisoners of Avar and receive n like number in return, which 
would bo a most happy consummation that would be at once accepted 
by this Government. But his proposition is that wo shall deliver to 
him all of the prisonors in our possession,- amounting now to about 
'10,000 inon, and receive in return about l.’i,000 .men, leaving about 
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27,000 luoii who iniKlit, (or ii Cow (loyn, ho (!onsl(l(M-(Ml on ])i\.voU\ not; to 
take arms unless duly oxchangotlj and (hoii wliat would Mr. Ould do 

with those mei»? , , , , , 

Judging by what ho lias actually roeciilJy doius lu^ w<udd undoubt- 
edly aRsnmc to discharge those iiion IVoni all obligjition.s uiuhu' tlieii" 
luu'ole and put thorn into thin lield to light agaiiiKl; nutioiuil l,roops 
standing under an un.staiiied national Hag— the very (a’oops wlio gnl- 
hintly (uiptured those men upon l)loo<ly hatl.lo-iio.hls wilhin Iho imst low 
months. 

'i'o show the extreme probability oC thi.s it is only luii^i^ssiuy to r(d(‘,r 
to a few (acts, boginniiig with the statement oC Mr. Ould lo Oiuieral 
Meredith, ollleially eomiminieatod to iius that he { M r, Ould) would “ pro- 
ceed to make declarations oC exchanges wiiencviu' lu^ (loiiscientiously 
Colt the right to do so, Cor the purpo.se of putl iug iiuui into the lield,” 
thus openly sotting aside the ca-rtel ami the laws and usages oC war in 
favor of Ids individual sense of riglit, whicli seJlH(^ ol'riglit in Mr. Ould 
is 80 obtuse and wild as to JiistiCy him in making use of a “tabular 
statement” of alleged laiptiiros, prineipally in the VVesteru Htatiss, 
amounting to over 18,000 men, a eoiisidm‘ahIe portion of whom were 
undoubtedly captured by guerrilla parties and wiwe not soldiiu’s, but 
for the most i)arb poaeeablo eiti/ens of the eonutjy, ju’obaldy known as 
li'iouds to the Union, who for tliat reason wer<^ se-i/,(>d and coin))(dli)d (,o 
make an oath not to take arms against the Southern Ooiifmleraey. A,nii 
this class of persons Mr. Ould cxpoids us to ae.cept in oxediango Cor 
rebel troops, (japtured mo.stly at Vicksburg, wlto, liaviiig been iia-rolml 
ill tlio youtli, were “declared” exchanged by Mr. Ould without any 
eonforenco or umlorstanding wi(.li our agent, in violation ol' tlio iiro- 
visions of the cartel and in violation <»r tlic usages <d‘ waa’, 

It must bo borno in mind tliat the e,arl:el was virtually abrogated by 
the mossago of Mr. Davis; nob, indeed, as bi itsbiniliug (duiracter upon 
the youth. Cor Mr. Davis had no power under the laws oC wai‘ l.o abro- 
gate the provisiuns of that instrument, but ids dmdaritd purposes, in 
violation of the cartel^ would have fully Justillcd tlu' United ytates 
Government in declaring its provisions null aiul void, while at tlu^ 
same time tlio Governmont has been at liberty to reiiuirii its observ- 
aiioo on the part of the South. 

I do nob moan b> deny in the rofm’emm just nnubi to the tabular 
sbateinont projiared by Mr. Ould but that theri^ sonu^ iium 

included in tliat statement who had been legitimalridy made ju isoiiers 
of war, though not delivered aceordiiig to the earl, el; bul; Ibr t.he most- 
parb the prisonora ineliuled in that tabular statemmit wm‘e not set 
down as having been captured upon any known batlli^-lhtld or us hav- 
ing been taken from or with any known Federal commander, nor are 
they reported as having been delivered to any Fmleral eommander, 
but they are set dowji as having been e-aptiircid a.t largi^ iii tlu' State oC 
Kentucky, nobody knows whore, or in the State of 'reiuiossee, or in 
other States of the West and South, whilst in no loss than four 
instances they aro reported as having been e,aptui'(id in “ Kentiuiky and 
Tonnossco” — the two States being thus eouphul logi^ther — making 
it impossible, from tlio tivbuhir statement itsell', l;o detm iuiiu^ wliere 
they wore captured, or whether, indeed, any military captures wlmt 
over were made, except a few at Ohickamauga and Vossibly a few at 
one or two other places. . 

Mr. Ould is a more agent under the cartel and has no powm’s biiyond 
those recognized in the cartel for the execution of its provisions, yet he 
has recently assumed to decide an imporl;aut (luestion by whicih lie 
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undertook to liberate IVoei tlio oblig-ations of Mieir pai'ole (.lie wliole of 
the priHoners, some 0,000 or 7,000, captured by (Jciioral Hanlcs at l*ort, 
Hudson iiiid paroled by Goiioral Banks under jt special aj^'iaamieiit with 
tlie rebel eoniinandcr. 

Tlie world knows that thoao prlsonors fell uueoiidilionally into the 
liaiula of Oeiioral Banks at tlie snrroiider of t’ort .Hudsoii, and (leiieral 
Banks liiid tbo power to send them to the North if it liad been Ida 
lileasiiTG to do so; Imt he made an agi'comeiit with thoreliel {loumiander 
to release them on parole, and released them at Mobile in coiifoiinily 
with the agreement. 

The ciirtel lor the exchange of prisoners provided two places for their 
delivery, to wit, Oity Point, on James liivcr, ami Viclcshiirg, on the 
Alississipjd; hut it provided also that when cither of these jilaces 
should become unavailable by the oxigeneies of war Ibr the delivery of 
prisoners other points might bo “agreed upon” by the (ioimnaiidcra 
ill the field. This was precisely what happened. Vkdesburg iiaving 
fallen into the hands of (ioncral Grant, Jmd by that oxigem^y heeomo 
iiiiavaihihlo for the delivery of captnrcil rebel soldiers, mul \\'’iieii siib- 
Hoqnontly General Banks came into possession of several tlion.siind 
prisoners by the unconditional surrender of l;‘ort Ifndsoii be made an 
agreement with the rebel Gcnei-al Gardner, tlioir comnuiiidcr, to deliver 
hia prisoners on parole at Mobile, and did so. 

Mi'.Ould.witboutanyiiroperauthorlty whatever, assumed to writoa 
letter on the lOth of October last, a copy of whicli Ijo lias not furnished 
us, but ■which has been iinblished in alticbmond nowsjiaper, in wliicjU ho 
attempts to release all of those pri.sonors from obligations undor their 
parole, because, as ho nndertalccs to <leci(lo, they weio not delivered 
at placics named in tlio cartel, wlion tlie cartel itself provides for otlioi' 
])lacea of delivery than those expressly named in the cartel when ren- 
dered ueccssary by the oxigonoieM of war. In tlio moantime, liowovor, 
it cannot he doubted that the body of men in ([uostion have been i>iit 
into the held to light jigaln the hViloral troops by whom they were 
cniptured but a few montlis since; and this, too, without having been 
exchanged and vuthout having been properly released ii'om the obll- 
gatioiiH of their parole. 

Since writing the above I have received an olllcial report from Goa- 
oval Meredith, one point in which will be horestateil, to wit, that Gen- 
eral Merc'dith, for the purpose of withdrawing our Hulleriiig iirisoners 
Irom lliclimond, distinctly proposed to Mr. Ould that ho would send 
limi 12, (){)() or more Confederate prisoners, as many as ho might liold of 
our men, and receive in return our -priaonora held in the Bouth, whicli 
propo.sition Mr, Ould refused to accept, but said tliut ho would agree 
to a general exchange, the eifcct of which undoubtedly would be to 
eaneel the excc-s-s of prisoners in our hands by n delivery of about 
-10,000 for about 13,000; to leave the rebel aiithoritic.s the entire dispo- 
sition of such colored troops and their wdiito oflleora as they iniglit cap- 
tiiro; to expo.se Captains Sawyer and Flimi to their fate undor orders 
111 IvKihinond which have never boon countermanded ; to turn loose again 
<!Ortaiii notorious guerrilla leaders to renew their ravages in Koiituckv 
and Mi8.soiiri (iioitherof whicli States have over united with the so-called 
bmithein Ooiifederacy) ; to put in to the liold a fresh army o f rebels to 
be rcoaptnred, and, in sliort, wo should doliheratoly neuti’a'li>^o or throw 
luvay a chief part of the power of the Government at this time, through 
which there may ho some hope, by incasnrea yet to ho docidotl upon, of 
controlling the action of the authorities in Kichmoud in their treatment

prisonors in our liands. 

This proposition also was rqjoct.od, ainl tlio Hoond-ary ol' War was 
thus gimtiy rostriotod in his moans <>(' alVording imniodta.(;o roliol' to 
oui' prisonors in Itlolnnoml, Imt thoy havo not boon ovcrhMikod, (lod 
Ibrlild. 'J'lioSecrotary ot* Warhasordorod botli olotliing and iirovisions 
to ho sent through tho rohol linos to sustain thoni, although i hoso sup- 
plios from tlio ncoossity ot tho oa.so havo boon intrustod to thi' honor 
and humanity of tlio onomy, whoso agents may or nuiy not jiorinit tho 
suiipliOH (o bo dclivored. 

MiMiiitiino it is woll for tho oountry to undm'Ktiind that this rob<‘.|Iion 
is to bo put down by organi/.od arndos in tln^ Hold, anting upon nnd 
destroying organized (qiposition to tin*, (lovormnont, and no roal jirog- 
ims nan bo inado except in this diroiition, lo whtoh ond tho onorgms of 
every loyal man in tho oountry shouhl ho dovol.od. 'I'lio progross 
already made in suppressing tho robolllon may airoid tlio, I'ullost a.ssiir- 
anco of linal success, and this ond will appear tho more nortain when 
it is coiisidored that tho (Jorps d’AIViquo in tho Korvino of tlio (lovorn- 
nujiit already nninbors 50, (HH) bravo, atldotio iiion, wlio aro lighting in 
Huiiport of this (lovornment iindor tho guidinino of a laxly of most 
oarnoat and intelligent oOhjors, wlio count their lives as subordinato to 
tlio cau.se they aro engaged in. 

I undovtako to assure my comitryinon that tlio hopes of tlio most 
sanguine havo been more tliun realized in tho liioility with wliioli tho 
(rovei'iiineiit has brought within its power ol' orgaiiiziitioii tho (xilorod 
])opulation of the country, and tho system «on(;ains within itself siioh 
powers of expansion that slavery in the Houth is inevitably destined to 
give way before it when tills olomont is .soon to work, as it. will, in har- 
mony with tlio organized loyal power of tho nation dirooted to tho pre.s- 
orvatioii of rcpuldionii institutions and tho union of tho States under 
one OeiKU'al (lovornment, callable of giving prolieetion to tho whole 
from botli domostio diatiirbanco and foreign iiivasioii.

Sni; In compliance witii your request I horewitli liand you n report 
of the condition of prisoners of wurconllned in the cities of Loiiiavillo, 
ICy., and Cincinnati, Ohio, United States of America. 

J was in tlio former city on tlio 2(1 of September last. TJiere was a 
large number of pristmera conllncd there. T)u» quarters are very ])Oor 
and llltliy in th(5 extreme. Tho food furnished was ))oor in (juality and 
iuHiilhciout in quantity. 

Tlun treatinont of tluj Ecdoral oflilcers to them was harsh. 

1 saw ill tlie iirison a number of Morgan’s men, conlined in irons. 
Tlieae men wore lield under various charges and were not allowed to 
see tlioir iVienda, nor even allowed to employ counsel. The iiriaonors 
W(u-o not allowed to have money. Ninther clothing nor money were 
allowed to bo sent them by their fiionds. 

The rogimoiit garrisoning tho place was tho Twentieth KentneUy, 
coinmaiided by Lleutomint-Coloncl Hanson, wiio wei’o captured aiul 
paroled by (lOiuu’al Morgan on the 5th of duly, 'J,8(}5. 

[ Avas at K(Mnper Barracks on tho 5tli of Se])tomber. Confederate 
prisoners and Yankee deserters were confined together in one largo 
room in tlie (U'th story of tho building. Tho room Avas very imicli 
crowded and badly ventilated. All calls of nature Aveie attended to 
ill tlio same ainirtmcnt; tboro being no vessolsin the room tho men Avero 
C(nn])ollcd to empty tlie contents of their bowels and bladders on the 
Moor. 1 saAVonelotof Oonicdcrato prisoners sent from this prison to 
(himj) Chase. Tliey Avoro handculVed in pair.s before starting. 

'I’lie hosjiitals in both cities Avore oxcollently arranged and every kind- 
ness shown oiir men there by the surgeons in cluu'ge.

I t will be seen at a glance that Mr. Onld rorused to act upon the 
asHiiraiico of Coneral Meredith that we liohl no citi/oii in conllnenu'iit 
on the ground of his being a citizen of the Sontli, but only becauN(' of 
some reason of state — tlntt is, of public safety. 

I have not hitherto considered citizens as proper subJectH of exc.haiige, 
but of release, wlien not held for reasons of public .safety, alMioiigli 1 
liave done everything in my power to afford relief to citizens snllering 
under tho policy adopted by the rebel autlioritu‘8, by which tliey are 
attempting to force the (loverinnent of the United States to one of two 
results, to wit, either to aeknowlmlge the perfect inpiality of rebels 
with citizens or resort to a war upon citizens in iniitatioii of blioir bar- 
barous example. 

The dillicultlos on the Bubjeet of the exehange of prisoners of war 
are somewhat complic'ated, but the vital diflhmity is this i 

Tho Government of tin' United Htates, by a formal act, authorized 
the employment of colored troops in the Army, and by tliat fact bound 
itself in tho most solemn manner, in the eyes of history and of tlie 
world, to embody that class of troops as an integral iioi'tiou of the 
whole Army, entitled in all respects to the privileges and the I'rotectiini 
of tlio laws of war. This jioliit admits of no (piestion, ami will permit 
no debate calcnlatml to jeopard the claim of that class of troops to be 
treated in all res])oelis upon an e([iiality with other troops employed ill 
the suppression of the rebellion. 

As soon as the policy of the Government was announced on this sub- ‘ 
Jeet the rebel antbonties I'roehvimed, through their Presidoiil: and 
tlirongli other powers of their so-called Gonfederate (lovorument, that 
tliey would make a distliietion against such of the colored troops as 
might fall into tliolr hands, by which the oniccrs .serving with sueli 
troop.s should bo dolivored over to the Btate autliorities to bi' tried 
under Htato laws Ibr the crime of inciting servile insnrreetion, wldle 
tlio eolorcd soliliors thomsolvc.s wore to bo cither roturued or sold into 

'avery.

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rr OiiH Gito has not (alien iiiMmaiiyof the oflicevH wlio may have been 
taken priHoiiers while serving with colored troops it is because they 
have been disiiosed ot in some, if possible, more barbarous manner. 
As soon as the ])nri)osoa of the rebel authorities became known an 
order was sent by the President to our commanders in the flold not to 
grant paroles, and to make no oxchangoa, without orders from the War 
department. 

The necessity Ibr this order is too manifest to require explanation; 
and its existence in full force should continue until the rebel authorities 
will hold themselves in readiness to oxoliango captured colored troops, 
or ollicors serving with them, grade tor grade and man for man, in 
common with all other troops; those lirst captured being entitled to 
the (li’St consideration in the question of exchange. 

There have been very serious diiliciiltiea on the subject of the dccla* 
ration of exchange of paroled prisonci’s-, but these lire of a totally 
diderent character from the one Just stated. Those dilllculties would 
not of themselves have seriously intorrnpted the aystein of exchange 
under the cartel, turning chleily as they have on questions touching 
the validity of certain paroles, according to the laws of war. Ily the 
legitimate course of events there fell into tlie haiuls of the IJjiited 
States a voi’y largo excess of prisoners over those liold by the rebels; 
lit one period there being in the power of the (rovcrninent about 2,500 
rebel commissioned ofiicor.s and about 70,000 rank and file thus hold 
by the Goverument. 'IMiis munbor, Iiowcver, included tho prisoners 
paroled by (4eneral Grant by tho terms of the capitulation at the sur- 
render of Vicksburg, the authority for which, on tlie part of General 
Grant, existed independently of any general order, according to the 
usages of war; and it included also some several thousand men cap- 
tured by General ilanlcs at tho unconditional surrender of Port Hud- 
son, who wore xiarolcd at Mobile by special ugreomont between General 
Banks and tiio I’cbol commander; amounting in all to some 1)8,000 
prisoners. 

This state ol' things no doubt became a subject of serious alarm to 
the riibols, ami they determined to employ guciTilla parties, scattered 
over parts of Kentucky, Tennessee, Missouri, Mississippi, ami else- 
whore, whorevor they could atcaltliily penetrate, and arrest iudividuals 
ill nuuiy cases, as wo liavo reason to believe, witliout any in’ctonso even 
of tiieir having been in arms, and put tliom iiuder some form ol parolo, 
ami thou <5all tliem and count tliom as paroled prisoners of war. After 
this work had been going on some time, and tho rebels had aucunuilated 
a comsidevable number of those so-called prisoners on parole, tho ellort 
was made to turn them to account. ... 

Mr. Quid, the rebel agent of exchange, had delivered at City Point 
several tliou.saiid in’isoiiers according to usage; and in conformity with 
the tornis of the cartid, he had tho right to discharge from tlioir parole 
a corresponding niiinbcv of liis own inou, furni.shing proper lists, &c., 
as I'lMiuii’od by tho cartel. If lie had pursued this course no exco])tk)ns 
could have been (aken to his condnet. , • 

But this open, fair course would not 'answer his jiurposo; by this 
course tho guerrilla eapture.s of citizens in tiio west and soutliwost 
<!Ould not have been made available. 

To carry bis point, therefore, ho detorminod to disregard tho cartel, 
and ho suddenly, and without any proper conference with General 
Meredith, sent a written notice to Genoi*al MerediBi that on tho next 
day after tho date of tho notice ho would declare exchanged a large 
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portion.of tho prisoiKa’.s captwrcd ami paroled by (b'jici’jvl Grinit, 
ring to tlieio, liowovcr. by coips, r.ogimoul:s, &c., not ifiiriiisliing ;uiy list 
by wliioli tilic luimbor lie ])roposed thus to Iroo Iroui parole (ioiild bo 
dofinitoly ascortaliiod. . 

■When his doolaration was made uo listfc .was turnishecl, and, as in in.s 
xiotico to Goiieral IVI.oredith,.t.ho.doclai!atloji extended lo.corps, diyisions, 
brigades, &e. On conanitiiig the reports niado by Goiunnl Grant, 
• where tlio divisions^, &o., were .dosigmitad and the striyigth of iHudi 
roapoetiybly igivon, it was aacerlalued that Mr. Onld had iKdiially 
dcelarcd oxohangftd, and freelroin their parole, more lihan liei had any 
])ropcy nlaini for, in the ratio of 3 for 2, or one-third more than bo was 
eiititlod to. 

Mr. Quid had, however, invited General Meredith to imiko a cjoito- 
spoiiding doelarafcioii of eipiivalents, whicli would have b<.'on lunioiding 
to the cartel if Mr. OuUl had notin his declaration oxcieeded th(5 num- 
ber of paroled iirisonera who had been delivered projiorJy unikw tln.^ 
cartel. This gave tlio right to General Meredith to niake a dcmbiration 
of exchange, which was accordingly Jinulo imkI iiublished, but Mi’. Onld 
was informed of Ids irregularity, and a demand was nuulo upon him 
for the (lollvory of Oolouol Stroiglit, &c., as absolutely .duo to us, 

Mr. OuUl (loiiiod ibo right of G.cmeral Meredith to make this deinaud, 
and iuaistod tliat wo owed him, though to ns this was ineoiuKdvabJe 
upon the facts iciiowji , to U8, and Mr.. .Onld m'US called upon for expla- 
nations. At Icngtli, after making further declarations of oxeliaiige on 
the iiart of Mr. Oiild, lie furnished .what purpoi'ted to be a tabular 
statement of wJiat ho called “valid paroles,” nnioimtlng io over IH^OOO, 
which, on the face of it, carried indisputable evidcnc.o of the fact that; 
it liad becMi tlto dolibei’ate work of guerrilla parties, acting over districts 
of the country for tlie most part oec.upierl by jioaceable (utiyams, who 
wore put imder some kind 'Of oath to keep the jieace; n.nd |ihes(^ wo 
wore expected to count as soldiers caj.)tured in war, according to tlio 
lav'S of voir, 

Tbi.s tabular statomoiit wo refused .to consider as a valid paper, and 
there the subjoc.t roiiiaius for the present. 

The paroling of several .thousand men at Mobile by General l.lanka, 
eaptnrwl principally at Port Hudson, has been made an occasion for 
raising ,a (piestion, which Mr. Onld, agent for exchange (rom Jiich- 
nioiid, after making the .quostJon, has taken ujion himkdl' to decide 
without any authority whatever. Miu •Onld is simply an agen t for the 
excliaugo.of prisoners .nmlcr , an agrccd-.upoji cartel, signed i)y General 
Oix and .GcuoralJIill, acting by authority; Mr. Onld has no iiowers 
under the cartel but such as are named in the cartel itself for tlie 
execution of its provisious. 

Tiie cartel provided two plac(!.s for itlio .delivery of jn'isoners of war — 
Oity Point, on ..Tamos Kiver, and Vicksburg, on the Mis.sissippi ; but 
conteinplated other places when Wio exigemues of war might make it 
necessary. 

The capture of Vicksburg bj the IT. H. .troops made tlic exi- 
gency oontemplatod by the cartel. .G.oiioral Ibiuks, subsccpiently to 
the cap,turo ,oi Vicksburg, received several thousand imisoiiorH at .Port 
Hudson, uiieoiulitionully surrendered, whicli wore, to use the language 
of the cartel, “reduced to possession.” "What wa.s ho to do with ihem ? 
Tiiey were completely in Ids possession, and ho could have shipped 
them to the North oiither by the fiver Mi8.sis8i])pi, or by sea, by way 
of Now Ch’lcaiis. .He could not deliver them at Viclcsburg for the rea- 
son just stated. In this state of things he nnubs an agreement with 
the rebel coinmandor to deliver them at Mobile on parole, and that 
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comiiiaiuler, in agreoing to this delivery, undoubtedly luolc upon him- 
self an obligation and bound his Govoriimoiit in hoiu)r to piotoet those 
men in their parole, and was bound not to allow them to take arms 
until exchanged. 

If there was any (juestion as to the i)roprio(.y of the aiTangcmont 
(propoi’ly speaking it was a doUberato contract between two generals 
in the lield) it was a qncatioii for the Govoriiinonts to de(;icle. It v'as 
a unique case, not at all coming under the rules of any previous prac- 
tice, for there had been nothing like it; but Mr. Onld, apparently 
upon his own motion, on the 10th of October declared nil of those 
troops (delivered at Mobile) under no obligation to observe their 
paroles, their delivery not having been made at City Point. Ho does 
not deny that their capture was complete, and that they wore in the 
actual possession of General Banks. He oauuot deny that Vicksburg, 
one of the two points dosignatod in the cartel as points of delivery, luid 
passed out of the rebel hsinds, making a contingency contemplated in 
the cartel itself, upon which another place might bo “agreed upon.” 
General Bauks made an agreement with the rebel general to deliver 
his prisoners at Mobile, and they wore accordingly paroled at 31()bilo. 

That they wore pai'olcd in good faith, and wore reccnvcci in good faith 
by the rebel general, thoro can bo no doubt. It is not a siipposablo 
case that either of the parties in the transaction conld have acted in 
ignorance of the cartel, and much less with deliberate bad faith. 

While Mr, Quid would thus freo from the obligation of their parole 
several thousand men, who .every honorable man will say ought to bo 
protected In their parole, he did not Jiositato subsequonlly to require 
ns to consider as jiroporly paroled a number of the heljdess sick and 
wounded of our men whom General liCO was (5om]>clled to leave in the 
hospitals at Gettysburg, where some .unautliori/-cd rebel olliccr under- 
took informally to declare Gicrn paroled. 

This class of paroles, made on the liolcl of battle, where an enemy is 
unable to secure possession of the captured, U universally declared to 
bo invalid. Troojis cannot, in fact, bo said to be captured when the 
enoiny can neither soouro them nor carry thorn away. With savago.s 
the rule might be <lilforcnt. Savages arc expected, because they are 
savages, to miirclor helpless prisoners of war. But civiliscod warfare 
denounces the prac.ticc, and has established the rule that paroles sire 
invalid wlion exacted umlor such circunmtancos. 

It becomoH iny paiuftil duty in this report to touch upon one other 
subject, wiiich I would gladly pass over in aitcnco if it Avoro poaaiblo to 
do so. I refer to tbo treatment our men rocoivo in the prisons of the 
South wlioii oapturod. 

The treatinoiib of prisoners of wav is.a coinmou topic of complaint 
between those engaged in Avar. It is not to bo expected that prisoners 
of war shall uniformly receive the comfoxta of ,a camp life, much loss 
those of a garrison life. The severe couditiouB of war make this next 
to impossible; but there are limits beyond which bad treatment cannot 
be permitted to go without subjecting the party permitting or intluiting 
it to the oondeiunation .of the civilized world. Some of our people in 
the Itichmoiul prisons and at Bello Isle have hoeu exposed to suffering 
to such a degree that the terras “shocking,” “cruel,” “barbarous,” and 
“iiib.iunaii” bccoino mild in charactonziug it. History cmi bardly fur- 
nish a parallel to it. They have died under the Imiuls of the rebels 
from botli the want of clothing and Avant of food. 

Ido not propose to multiply proofs of this, AVihioh I haAm in fearful 
abuiuljinco, and Avill content myself Avith vuciting two or tbree docu- 
ments, including the report of a medical oftieer upon the condition of a 
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small parity ol' paroled prisoners rocoivod al; the piirole camp a-t Annap- 
olis dii eeiiy Iroin Itichinond. 

The roi)ort is as follows : * 

The following is an extract from a statement made by the dohn 
llnssey, delogato IJ. S. Ohriatian Oommissioii, bearing dat<^ Noveniboi’ 
7, 180d, the Itov. John llnssey having boon recently lef.nrnod IVoiii the 
Itkdinioiid prisons: 

I wiMh to mid for inyoolf — for I npoiit l-hroo «l«yH tliiw wocik in mio of tlio tobimoo 
iiuitoi'icH (“BooU'b”) with about 1(50 privatiw who worn wohiwIikI at (iiiiolcaniiiiiKiv 
mostly, and i>iiw Hourly vooovorod, tho othors liaving bi-oii sout to Hollo [hIuiiiI— I 
wisli to Htato liow Ihoy faro. Tlio rations aro, for oaoli mail, twi'lvo oiiniuis of brcml 
anti two to throe onnooa of hoof or mutton in twoiily-foiir liottVH, given ahoiit I o’olook 
oauli day, and notiniiK olao; nootovoB, iiofiiol, no light at iiigiit, noHoap. 'I’hoy liavo 
no straw or hnnIcHaud vory iiiHudloiont cloUiiug aiul hlinikots; not otio in Jo nr has a 
lilanhob. They havo vory goiiorally had oolds and ooiigli iiuawfliintly. TImy aro not 
allowod to ]mr)'haao ivuytliiug. What thoy got ia got hyatoaltli Iroin tlio giiard, 
who (iluu’go thorn two or throo pricoa for ovory thing tlioy hiiy for tlioiii, i paiil itl 
fora small six-oimoo loaf, hut they tmimlly got aucli a loaf for 50 oonts, wliioli is 
doiihlo the price out In tho city for hroad a litUo siiinllor. Put tlio mostol llio 
privatos wore robbed of tlioir inoiioy and huvo to live on tlmir rations. Mo mnoli (or 
tlio pvivato Boldiov. 

Tho following is tlio KiihBtaueo of wliat (tho iiamos voforiod to by tho Ivov. Mr. 
ITiiHsoy aro omitted, booiiUHo tho ofllcoraaro still prisoiiors in Kudimond, and it oonlil 
do thorn no good should a piiblleatlon of them by any clumeo roiieli Itiolimoiid) gon- 
orally (Icsirod mo to ooiiiumuioato to you hi rolaliou to tho oojuparativo li'oiiLiiiont 
tliey ami tlio vehol oltioors in tlio North rocoivo. Krom notes of Ills con vorsa Lion i 

" Woi'occi VO X2 ounooa of broad ilaily, Iialf a gill of ri«-o, <) oiincos of nioat, vliio^ar 
and salt, 1 tallow oandlo l-o each room ooiitniiiiiig from I7r» to 200 ollloovs. Tlioy fur- 
nish stoves only for ooolting purposes, niid soarooly siidloloiit. Wo liavo to furnish 
ourowii (looklugand table uteimilu; hivvotodooiirowu ooolciiig, and rise very early, 
and then liavo no iuoiiiib of cooking more than two meala a day, We sleop on tho 
Jloor without lilanicets (except as our (covernmeiit fiirnlsheH them to us) ; are kept in 
eloHo conlinomonfc in closely packed rooms, dark, deep, and inHUllloioutlyvoulil luted, 
though our wlndowB have no glass in thorn. Now, wo protest against tho troatmont 
their ollloers rocoivo from oiirdovonimont, and weaslc tliat tlioy ho ]fliioed in Hlmilar 
pnsitloii until we and our mun are bettor treated.'' 

They would have sent a potition aigtiod by evory otllcor, hut 1 thought 11; not safe 
to uiulortako to bring it through. They do not ask our (toverninont to rotuliato on 
the private aoldior in eapbvity, hut upon tho ollleers. 

Lot mo add, tho ollicors who return Mouth, whetlioc they escape or aro released, as 
the cliaplaiiifl recently, almost iiuiformly inisreprosont the treatment they receive, 
and from it justify tho troatmont ouronicers rocoivo. i

Bumoi’s of this inlinimm lamiimonfe bud roiichud boro in oiio form or 
anotlier, but foi' si length of time no dollnito or iintiiontic iiilbi'miition 
could bo obtsvinod. 

When it wus stated tliat tho iirovisiona rnrni.shod to tho })riMonor« 
were both insullicioiit in quantity and bud in (pialily, itwsiR UMinilly 
asHorted tliut it was as good as tho rebel soldiers thonisolviis I’ceciviul; 
and when it came to bo tolerably certain that it wns unendurable, tliiU. 
it was the boat within tho power of the rebel tlovorninent to fnimisli. 

As soon, however, as tho information became ut all dollniti^ and reli- 
able the Secretary of War at llrst ordered a (piuntity of blanket.^ to be 
sent for distribution to the prisoners, assurances liaviiig been obtained 
from tho rebel agent that tliey would be delivered. But the report.s 
grow worse, and (hat very suddenly, taking both tlie (lovoriiinent and 
the eoiiiitry by surprise, until tho truth w'as unveiled tliat our men in

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llicjlnnond priaoiia iwul at i»ollo Isle wo.ro IVoc/Jiitf to (leath and tlying 
i'roin Hl;ai’vatioii. hmnediatoly largo supplies ofboth (dotliiiig atul ijro- 
visions wo.i'o ordovod by telograpli to be sent frotn Fort Jloiiroo to C'ity 
I’oint, the rebel agiiiit csinshig a little delay by relusiiig to allow oiir 
agent to go with the supplies to superiiitoiul tbeir delivery, but oiVeriiig 
t() liave tliein delivered by the rebel coimiiissarics. 

'I'lio Seeretary of War throw aside all eerciuouiiis and ordered the 
HU])[)lies to be delivered to the rebel coiumissaries, and large RU])p]iea 
bavo thus been eoiuiuitted to the Jidclity of the agents witli wlioin we 
are at open war. Irlumanily would allow no other course. 

With tlio authority of the Secretiuy of War I thought it neeessaiy 
to address the following letter on the ;l3tli instant to General More- 
ditlj,* to be eoimnunicated to tbe rebel authorities, to whieh I have 
as yet, probably for want of time, received no response. 

This note to General Meredith, to bo traiminittcd to Mr. Oukl, was 
written in the eharibible hope that the starvation of our prisoners in 
Eieliinond miglit liavoresulted ill part, if not wholly, (rom an actual 
inability on the part of tbe rebel authorities to provide the siijiplies 
bliey were bound, in honor andhniiiaiiity, to furnish the prisoners^ mid 
tliat, by a bare possibility, they might avail tbonisclvos of the oiler to 
relieve themselves (Voiu being publlidy exposed to the gravest accusa- 
tiona. It was luy wish, also, not to omit anything which oiVerod the 
least, though ever so slight, prospect for aflbrding relief to our pris- 
oners. 

I ought to mention tlio fact, to the honor of our people, both at lioino 
and in the lU'Isons, that the nioment it hoeamo Itnown to our citizens 
that our prisoners were snlforing oilers of assiatnii(;o came in from all 
quarters — from sanUary commissions and Ohriatiaii aSBOoiations, as 
also I'roiu various business firms and luuvspapcr o.slal)Jishmenta, and 
from great iiuinbors of individuals, teudoring their sympntliies and 
their sorviiics, tiioir hearts and their ]nirsca, wiillo many of the suit'or- 
ing prisoners thomselves, to tlieir inlliiite honor, without lully under- 
standing the circumstniieoH iii the way of tlicir exchange and release, 
found means to ex|)r 08 H themselves willing to endure iiiiy amount of 
sulforiiig rather than that the GovorniiuMit should conqnomise any 
lirinc.iiile involved in this war. And hero I mu.st remarlc that this 
noble, self-.sacrillcing spirit has been conspicuous among the class of 
citly.eii iirisoners who have boon rntlilessly seized and incarcerated by 
the insane authorities of the South in the vain hoim of forcing the 
Government into coinmssioiis. Ibib tlio solo olleiit of tliis wretched 
jiolicy lias been to insjiire the iieople with xiabrioti.sm and with a detes- 
tation of tyranny, alfordiiig assuranco that a groat xirineiple is at work 
in the midst of these horrors, who.se mission it is to jneservo repiib- 
li(jan government among ns, and no local institution will be ])ermittod 
to crush or destroy it. 

lbispro])(w to state in thi.s reiiort that, while our prisoners in the 
South, especially in Kichmoml, have been subjected to every sort of 
privation and suHering, througli the agents of tlio rebel authorities, if 
not by their conutenaiieo, the rebel prisoners in our hands have oyery- 
wliero been jirovided with comfortable barracks, cxceiit at one single 
depot, that at roinb Lookout, where the priaoiiers are accominoduted 
with good tents, udiich, as every soldier knows, are easily made com- 
fortable, and are always tbanlcfnlly received by troops in the Held. At 
Oamp Ohaso, Gliio; Camp Morton, Iiid.; Oamp .Douglas, 111.; at liock

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Island, oil the Mississippi, there are good, comfortable barracks for alT 
of the prisoners; and the rebel officers who, fbr greater safety, it has 
been judged expedient to send to .Tohnson’s Island, near Sandusky, 
Oliio, are amply provided with comfortable winter quarters, with an 
abundance of fuel; and at all of onr prison depots the iirisouers are 
not only comfortably clad, but they receive each a full army ration 
i'rom the commissary depai'tment, including both coifee and sugar. 

Whilst engaged in preparing this report J. have felt called upon to 
address a letter to the editor of the New York Times for the xmrpuso of 
phiciiig before the public a true atatemeiib of the muises which have 
ansiieuded exchanges of jirisoncis of war, a copy of which, marked 0, 
I annex to this report rn further explanation of that subject.* 

T also annex hereto a communication from Colonel Hoffman, Ooinmis* 
sai y-Oeneral of Prisoners, of the 30th instant, inclosing a report of 
lirisoncrs of war exchanged and hi custody during the past year.

Hon. FiDwiN M. Stanton, Secretary of War: 

StR: I liavc the lionor to state that several applications liave been 
addressed to ino having in view the exchange of citizens as ])risonera. 
I; have exhausted my efforts by correspondence to induce the enemy to 
discharge our citizens, held as such, by assurances that wo do not hold 
in couflneinent any citizen on the ground that lie is simply a citizen of 
the South, but in all cases when arrests have been ordered it lias been 
for some special cause. Mr. Cold, the agoiit, roAises to discharge our 
citizens, lioldiiig them without any pretense of accusation against 
them, his object being, professedly, to create such a “pressure” upon 
miv “people” as shall compel the Govornmont to enter into a sort of 
cartel on this subject, by which this Government would obligato itself 
to make no arrests of citizens at ally or to hold parties in arrest only 
under cirmimstances that would virtually bo dictated by the rebels. 
The visible object of this proposal by Mr. Quid (or Ids Govonunent) is 
to i)laco the rebels of the South in all resiieets on a footing with- citi- 
zens of the North, by which the Government would relinquish all right 
to arrest any traitor engaged in the rebellion unless taken in arma. 

I liave not supposed that the Government can listen to such a 
proposal. 

>roaii\vliile many of our citizens are suffering in Southern prisons, 
and the question remains, How are they to bo relieved? 

One method seems obvious to many who refer to it, verbally and by 
lettor.s, to wit, that of arresting citizens in the South in sympathy with 
the rebels, to bo exchanged for Union men. This seems to bo a first 
thought with many, but a serious objection to it i.s that tlie war, 
instead of being carried on against organized opposition to the Gov- 
ernment, would immediately (logeiieratc into a war against citizens, 
resulting in an amount of suftfering frightful to contemplate, by which 
the character of the country for civilization and humanity would be 
hopelessly compromised.

To the Nditor of the New York Times : 

In fnrfclier explanation of tbo subject of exchanges of prisoners of 
war I make the following extract from a letter addressed to Mr. Oiild 
by Col. William Ludlo^v (as agent of exchange), dated New York, July 
22, 18G3, by which it will bo scon that Ooloiicl LucUow’^ expressly 
declined to acquiesce in a propositioti for the release of the officers 
captured and paroled by General Grant at Vicksburg: 

Your conununlcatlou of tho 17th Instant (July, 1863) has boon forwavdud tp mo 
horo (Uolonol Ludlow being tompovavily absent from Fort Mouroo at the thus). 
Tlioro is no authority in tho cartel for your proposoil dcelnration of oxcliaugo of 
your olikcoi'8 eaptuvou at Vicksburg In tho immnor you Imlionto. 

Yet Mr. OiiUl aubscquently, after Colonel Ludlow had been relieved 
by Goncrnl Mcreditli, made the declaratiou not only for the exchange 
of tho officers, iuchuuug one lioutonant-gcnoral, but of tho non-com- 
missioned ofticers and i)nvatea, ombraciug nearly all of General Grant’s 
captures. Ooloiiol Ludlow proceeds: 

The ofti’tol provides for exchanges of equal rank until such arc oshaustod niul 
then for oquivalciits. In oonsoquonoc of the very much larger munbor of your offl- 
eers and iiiou wo hold on pnrolo aud In conilnoiuont you can glvo no oquivalonts for 
the goiK'tal oftlcui‘8 you desire to have oxchaugcd. You cannot for a luomont 
asHuiiie that yon can aolcct a goiiei'al olhcor and doolixro his equivalents lu those of 
inferior rank when wo hold tho parolos of your oUlcors of the annio rank as tho 
latter. But oven supposing tliis arrnngoniont was pormitted by tho cartul I do not 
seo liDW you could avail yourself of it at this time. ^ 

You will I'ocolloct that slnco tho proclamation of Hon. JofTorsou Davis of Dcooin- 
bor last, and more ospeclnlly slnco tho passage of the act of tbo Confodorato Cmi- 
groHS in vol'orenco to our eapturod officers, both of which wove in violation of tho 
cartel, und have caused hi tho oiio caso a temporary and in the othoi' a oontmuod 
snspeiision of oxoLanges of oOlcors, that all such exohanges havo boon subjects of 
special agrocinont between UB. ■. r i 

To avoid tho ooinpli cations and annoyaucos of those suoclnl agreoiuouts I havo 
ngaiii and again urged you to roturu to tlio cartel, but up to the present inomout in 
vain. On the ooutrary, you rotnlii In close conOuoniout largo uumbois of our ofll- 
coi's for* wlioiii I have made a demand and toiiclorcd oqulvaloiits. Until you eoiisout 
to return to the terms proscribed by tho oartol for oxchangos of officers I shall nob 
consent to any oxohangos, oxcopt on special agroemouta.

If yon aro antliorizod to deliver our offloera now hold m oloso oonllnomaufi, and to 
a votnrii to tlio oartol In oxohangos of all officers and men, all tho complicated ques- 
tions which liavo arisen within tho last fow mouths can bo promptly disposed of. i 

It has beoii supposed by some, and tho idea seems to havo been 
assiduously act on foot, that because tho subject of the exchange of 
colored troops or of officers confined in Southern prisons, captured

notbiag- lo do with tbediiTicultioa on tbo subject of oxclianges; but the 
simple truth is that the recent coiTcapondoiice grew out of, and bad 
reference ex(ihisivoly to, other than speeiJie ])oints of controversy, and 
there was no particular occasion to discuss in tiiat (M)n'espond(’iu5(^ llu^ 
])roclaiiiatioii of Mr. J)avis and the proceedings of the rebel Uongress on 
that fiubjeet. 

It will be seen from Oolonel Ludlow’s letter that the (jiu^stion Wiis 
fully slated in all its bearings by Oolonel Ludlow, and tluii; Mr. Oiild 
was invited, if lie bad authoril-y, to return to the carbd ; timt is, be was 
invited to abandon the ground taken by Mr. Davis and l lie rebel Oon* 
gross. Jluttbia bo baa never donej and to show that the Soulb lias 
definitively taken its atand on this subject, and does nor niea ii h> recede 
from it, the lMchmoiidEiupiirer of the 2d instant need only be. coiiKiil tcd, 

In tbo isauG of that dato the Enquirer, on the very qiicsl ioii of the 
troatmont of colored troops and tlioir ollicors, reiates a porlioii of the 
language of tbo robol act of Congress in tboso M'ords:

(lalod, fospootivoly, Soptomher 22, 3802, tiiul .huiiiary 1, 18(»a, juid ollior ihoiihui'oh of 
tlio Govoi'iiiiioiit of tho Uni tod .Stnlos and of iU luiihoriiioH, coiiijniiiMltirH, iiiid Ibriios, 
dcHlgiiitd or tondhig lo omimclimlo nlavos in tho (hmlodomlo StiitoH. or to iihdiKit 
Huoii «l(ivoH, or to iuoUo thorn to liiHurroction, or to omjihiy in^grooH in war agiiiimt 
tho Oonfodoviito Rtiilcs, or to overthrow tho iiiHtiliitioii of Afrioim Hlavovy, luul In itig 
on ivHorvili) wav in thouo Stntos, would, ifHiicciiHHrul, prodnoo ntroohniHtiotiHiKiiioniaiH, 
and they are ineonNi»tont with tho opirlk of Mioho iiHugoH whioh, in niodoni wai'laro, 
prevail among civilized nations. They may, thoroforo, ho proimrly ami lawliilly 
lopvoBRod liy ratal iittiou.” 

Hero wo have tlio law as it now stands unro]K“aled upon tbo statu to 
books of tbo HO-callcd Oonfedorato States of . America; and that this 
oxpreases the public feeling in the Bontli we iicimI only I'oad Iho 
editorial comments in tho Enquiror, where wo Ibitl tliis language i 

Tills law iiiitluirizcs llio Prosldont of tho (Jonlwlonilo .States to roLaliato iiiv (4V('Vy 
violation of tho laws or nsagos of war on Iho part of (ho onom,v,iiml (Imditros tli(4 
coiinnaiu'ling, organi/.Ing, or aiding nogroos in arms against (ho ( loiiftcloi iito SLnlos 
to bo Inoitiiig sorvilo insnrroction, and Ihosn so on'omliiig, whon captnrixl, aro ]iun- 
islnnl with dbath or in tho disovotion of the court. Tho law fnrtlmr iiunislios with 
death the inoiling a sorvllo insnrroctioii nr rohulllon; and tiint all negroes and 
iniilattoos talvoii in anns against tlio Oonfodoruto .States Hhall, wiien ea])tnr<iil, lie 
dotivoi’ud to the anthoritios of tho Stale or Stales in whloli eaptnved, (o he dealt with 
acoording to tlie laws of such Stato. 

Tho hiiigiiage <if this iawliiis Imon constriiod hy tim enemy to api)ly to free negi oos 
of tlie United States, and wo nniHt admit lliut suelt oonstruction is not l’(ir(md, hut 
dooB coiiio within tlio torms of tlio law. Itiit as it is (dearly not within tlio jiroviiiee 
of one nation to midortako to ))roHoriI>o the siddiers wliieh another aliall ime in Its 
hvniies, we hope tliislawwlll ho coiinhod, hy ndditioiial legiHliition, l:o Hindi einploy- 
inont hy the enemy of hIovos or froo nogroos of tho sovurai Sta teK of ( he Uoiilederinw. 

Here we seo that tho law, us it stands, applio.s oven lo free colored 
iiicn of tho Nortli who may oiigago in tho sorvieo of (bo United Htiites; 
and tbo editor takes ocensiou to suggost a modincation of tbo law so 
far as tlicy aro concerned; but tlioro i.s not a word agaimst tlio law in 
otlier respects. As tbo law is applicable to both tlio slaves and the 
free colored people of tbo South who may bo iouml in tlnv army oi‘ tbo 
Government they aro to bo dealt with according to tbo provisions of 
tbo law, wbicli is all tbo more distinctly declared by tlio propo.sod 
oxcoption in favor of tho free colored pcojilo of the North. 

But tho editor did not intend to leave Iho smallest doiibl; as to (be 
purpose of tbo South on this question; for, after stating an oxcoption 
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ill iavor of tlio free colored men of tlio North, Avhieh, however, ilio law, 
as it stands, does not recognize, lie proeoeda to roinark as follows: 

But tlio oniploymoiit of our bIsvvoh anil froo iio<'roos roste upon onl-iroly din'oront 
proiuiBOH, and rotiilintion for mieh oniploymoiit ooiitos dirootly 1111 dor t lio la ws of war. 
IJpoii Hiioii rotalifttion wo «an Htand lioforo tlio iiatloim of Uio world, just uh wo oan 
upon tlio puniHliiiiont of any doHorlor from oni* ranks, or of troasoii upon tlio part of 
any of oiir ]ienplo. 

'rii(' ri;j,lit of poHlIiiiiiuiim,” says Vattol, “is that in virtiio of which iiorsoiiB and 
tliinji'H talcoii liy tho oiicmy aro roslorod to formor stnto wlion ooiuiny ngnin undor 
tho power of tlu! Diition to whir.li thoy holongoil.” 

And t ho Auioriran jurist, Wiioiitoii,’ says: 

“Tlio jiiH iKifitUiiiiuU WHS a lict>iuii of tho Roman law, by whicli ]ioi'sons or tliinga 
lahoii IVoiii tho oito.my worn hold to bo rusturoii to thoir forinor stato whon coining 
undor tho power of tho mitiim to whioh thoy foritiorlv holongod. It was apjiliod to 
froo jiorsoiiH or nlavos rotnrning posHiiiitHii." I loro, tlloii, is tlio law of niitionsniidor 
wliic.li I, ho right to rotiini a slayo to his iiiastor is plainly and fully laid down, and 
u]i(in (his, aiiH nlso upon tho right to piiiiish him for boing found in tho rallies of 
tho oiiomy, tho Uoiilodoralo anthuritius will stand, aiul from which thoy will not 
dopart. 

I lore, tlioii, wo have tho vobol law ami tho rebel ooininont, and wo are 
told in tho most aniriiiative language fciiat upon tliis tho Ooiiibdorate 
authorities will stand, and IVoin it thoy will not dopart. 

Jii view of tins exjjose no oikj eaii doubt the jjnrposo of tho South on 
the subject of eoloreil troops wlio nuiy bo captured in I hosorvicoof lilio 
(loveriunoiit; and it Is hiconcolvablo how any one oan favor tho propoai- 
tion of a gmuTal ('.xohango of prisomu’s while tlio law in the South is 
what tliim* own papers r<*|>rc.sonl; and approve, and while the i)raotico, 
unha|ipily, aceording Ui a good deal of evidence, goes beyond tho law 
itseli in Imrbaril-y. 

It may Just In^ reniavkod that tlio Kichinoml editor treats the (luostioii 
as one between I wo nations already acknowledged as independent} but 
tho rcecigiiition of certain bolligeroiit rigiits, principally alVeoting pria- 
oners of war, does not rolieve rebels from obligations under the (iov- 
evniiient and laws of the United S(.ate.s. Tho jnn poHlmmiii \y]m]x 
ovoii Wheaton calls a ilction of the Konmn law, is wholly inapplicable 
here; ami the right of the South to ]mnlsh any ono is without J'ounda* 
tion, and must renniiu so nnli) all rights over the Smith undor tho 
Ooneral (lovernniont sliall eeaso; and this has now hocoiiie a question 
of imwer as between tho l''edei-a) tiovoriiineid; and the rebellioua inovo- 
nient in the Hon(.h, to reduco which liivolvo.s tho viuy life of the irnion 
and (he (lovermnoni; of the I'Tnlted State.Hof Amerien.

Note.— Bhicc writing the letter piihlished in the New York Times of 
the lid iiisl;iint 1 have a fiirtlier jiroof of the disiio-sition of the rebel 
ngeut to declai'o iii’isoners exidianged Avithoufc regard to the cartel, 
sbowiiig most clearly that the excess of ]»risonors now in conllnomeiit 
ill Iho North cannot bo sent iSoiith on parole withonl; iminiiiciit ri.slc of 
their being ih^clarod oxehaiigwl and put Into the ranks without any 
proper authority. 

I'o understand tho hist fact that has coinoto light in this history it is 
necessary to i-estate that, after the suiTHUider of Yicksbiii'g to (loiioral 
({rant, the rebel agent of exchange designed to release from tho obliga- 
tions of tlieir jiarolo the Vicksburg prisoners; but (and this he admitted 
Kiibsoquoiitly to hi.s declaration of exchange) he did not know, in detail, 
what eonstitutiid the Ibrce cnptiired ami paroled by ( Joiiornl Grant, 
'.riiis is tlio reason why in making hi.s declaration he re.fors not to doll- 
iiit-o luimborM, but to corp.s, divisions, brigades, iSsc., enumoratiiig those 
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best known to liim m being; ii portion' of tboKO_ troi)ps'. He ivftei'\vai4 
made a further declaration' including: others? but there roinarnecl yot 
some troops under special designations,, such as fragiuonts ot cerram 
Mississippi regiments of infantry, the Memphis Appeal .battery Jjight 
Artillery, tlieVaiden Ihittery Artillery, and other fragments, amount- 
ing in all to 1,'J:7‘1 privates, with sundry ottlccrs, the knowledge ol whom 
has probably but recently reached him; and as ho luid doterminoa to 
I'ree all of the paroled troops in the South within his reach he wrote to 
(Icneral Meredith on the 3d instant, aiinouticitig his purpose to declare 

exchanged on the (>th of the month all of those odlccrs and men; winch, 

of course, lie has done, thus carrying out literally his avowed purpose 
that iHMvould proceed to declare exchanges “whenever ho conscieni- 
tionsly felt the right to do so, for the purpose of putting men into the 
field ” 

At the time he made his (irst declaration of exchange (of the Vicks- 
burg prisoners) ho stated in a letter to General Meredith tliat he had 
“valid paroles” for more than all of the prisoners he had dec ared 
oxuhanged. When oallcd uiiou for those paroles ho furuishca the tabu- 
lar statement, a copy of which is hereto annexed (nmrlced D), amount- 
iug to over 18,000 men, as already referred to. .In lorwarding that 
tabular statement ho informed General Mercditli tliat ho had other 
valid paroles which ho was collecting evidence ot and which in {luo 
time he would claim credit for— thus holding out an nidollnite claim lor 
paroles not reooguizcd by the laws of war and ot men not delivored 
according to the cartel; and now, in forwarding the last list, houses 
tlio sumo indolinito language, that ho lias in Ida posaesKnin valid paroles 
“sullUiiont to counterbalance this and the other exchanges ho has 

dedaretL^ uiiautUovij'.ed i>rocedaro the rebel agent would establish a 
practice by which witli the aid of rebel raiders ranging over unpro- 
tected portions of Kentucky, Tennessee, Mlssisalp})!, f^c., be may 
have it in ids power at any time to disciiavgo from their parole any 
number of men wo may permit to go South on parole. If wo now call 
upon him to justify his last declaration of exchange lie would without 
doubt furnish another tabular statoment ombrucing miscellaneous cap- 
tare.s by guerrilla parties depredating upon and capturing peaceable 
people, whoso only ofl'oiiBO is lUlellty to the Government ostabhshed by 

their fathers. , , , n-,. 

I have stated in my rojiort that the rebel agent had delivered at City 
Point, according to the cartel, about 15,000 jnon, for whom ho had 
receipts, and tliat having done so ho was entitled to declare a like 
iiuuibcr of his own men discharged from their parole, ho furnishing a 
“list” of tliom. Instead of coiiforining thus to the cartel he has intorjii- 
allv without any proiier conference with General Meredith and against 
the formal protest of General Meredith’s predecessor, Colonel Ludlow, 
actually discharged from their parole and put the offteors and men 
into the rebel army about 37,000 men, and this, too, without giving 
the smallest intimation, though invited to do so, of a purpose to 
abandon the grounds taken by the rebel authorities with regard to 
captured olllccrs of the Federal Army or to captured oflicors and men 
of the colored troops, the laws uiid procluimitimiB with respect to these 
odicors anil men romaiiiing unrepoaled and ready to be enforced the 
inomont tlio rebels feel safe in briuging them to' bear.

Vallamligliain, c.liarj-od with a yiohi- 
tion of General Orders, No. 38, isHUod from the Jleiiartuumt ol, t)uG)h o, 
thouiuler,si|,mcd, J. Ilolfc, .Tnaffc-Aavoeato-General oi the Army o the 
United States, charg;od by law with the oustody ol the reeoid »l the 

* Eri'orH oviiloitfcly «xiHb in iliw milumn. 
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IjroceodingH of said coiuiuission, and to wlioni it is asked that said wvit 
shall bo dirootod, submits, by direotiou of llio .Secrotiiiy of Wiiv, tlio 
following’ roasonsAvhy said writ of ooi’tiorari should not bo allowed: 

d'lui (‘omniiasion was organized for this trial on the (itli of May, 
18(i.‘k Tlio General Order, Ko. 38, wna issued ami publislu’d by Miijor- 
Goneral llurnsido on the ;l.3th of April, :18(}3, The owlor, among othoi’ 
thingvS, (Usdared that the “ habit of doelariiig syinpathies for the ononiy 
will not be allowed” in the Beimrtmeiit of the Dliio, and that i)or- 
sons so on'endiiig, or “who in any way aid the enemy,” should bo at oneo 
arrested and tri(‘.d by a military eomiuission. U])on the trial Vallan- 
dighain was ehargod and tried for violating the above order by “ox- 
proaslng publie sympathy for those in arms against the Cjovoi’iiinont, 
and deelaring disloyal sentiments and opinions, with tlio object and 
purpose of weakening the power of the Government in its ofibrta to 
Bupproas an unlawful rebellion,” Upon this cliargo tbore was a full 
apeeilioation i)ro(brred, which was siillicient iu form and substance. On 
the l.Oth of May, ;I8G3, the military commission, seven of whom were 
present and tried the ease in duo form, unanimously reported and found 
the prisoner guilty of the ebargo and spccifteation, upon a ploji of not 
guilty entered by the court, as the prisoner deiued the Jurisdictioii of 
the oommission and refiiaed to i>Iead as directed by the eoimnissioii. 
The court, upon their Uncling, sentenced the prisoner t;o (dose coniine- 
moat in some tbrtrcss of the IJiiltcd ytates, to bo desigmitod by the 
eonimanding oflieor, there to bo kept during the war. Tlio proceedings, 
ilmlings, and soutoncos were, on the Kith <»f May, 1803, duly ai)proved 
and eonllrined by Major-General Unrnsido, and Fort Warren designated 
ns Mie idace of iinprisonmont. On the lOth of May, 1803, the Presi- 
dent, In eommutatiou of the sentonco thus ))rom)uncod, directed Miiiioi'- 
Gcmeral Ihirnside, without delay, to send ValUuuligham to tlio head- 
quarters of General Boseeraus, to be by him put beyond onr military 
linos, wliieh order of tlie rrosideiit was executed. On the Dth of May, 
1803, the prisoner made application, hy lion. George 1C. Piigli, to the eir- 
ouit court of the United Btates for the southern distriijt of Ohio, for the 
ailowanco of a writ of habeas corpus, to bo directed to Miijior-(loncral 
Ibirnslde, to coininand blin to bring the prisoner before said court. 
After a full and patient hoaring of the application, the lion. ll. 11. 
Ijcavit/li, lu-esiding, refused the writ, declaring, in bis opinion, that lie 
“eonlcl not Judicially pronounce tlie order of General JlurnHiile for the 
arrest of Mr. Vallandigham a nullity,” and tliat tl>e Logislatiiro of ( )li to 
hail jiassed two statutes at its last sosaiou in which the validity and 
legality of arrests iu said State under military authority are di.stiiietly 
sanctioned. 

Tt will hardly he contended that the Supremo Gourt has Jurisdiction 
by any jiroceeding to review the refusal of tlio circuit court to grunt 
the application llor the writ. Tlii.s point is settled in the case of Kaiue, 
who liiid been arrested ami committed upon a warrant from a IJ. S. 
coininissioner imdor tlio treaty of 1843. Apiiliwition was made in liis 
liehalf I;o (bo circuit court for the Houtborii district of Now Yorlc, the 
district judge ))i'esiding,for a writ of liabcas corpus. The court refused 
the M’l'il), and iberefore application was made to the Ruprenie Court for 
writs of habeas (jorpus and certiorari, The court, per .Instico Oatron, 
rel'use<l to (;ak<^ .jurisdiction {hire Kaiue, 14- fTowaid, ll(»), and in the 
same <5as(i .lusticiv Gurtis, aasenting to the decision of the court, said:

The Supremo (‘ourt has only appidlato jiirisdic.tion to 
revise the .judgment or proeeodings of those tribunals over wliieh ami 
in respect to which the laws of Congress have given it control. ( f'Jm 
parte JBollimui, <1: Or., p. 1.00.1 iln the enseor ivaim^ above cited from bl 
Howard, p. 119, Cnii>is, Jnstlee, said; 

It .is dliMii' Iluvfc this court him no oimtrol liy appoftl, writ of ovror, or otlior nrom'ml- 
ing ovni' a ooiinnlssioiior acting niiilur authority of an aotof (longroHs, ur iiiuloi' I'nliir 
of Huoh authority, ami no power in any way to rcvlno hln proomuliugH, for tho rnuHiui 
ftliat tho law iimclo iio pi'ovmioii for:lho luyiHiun or ius notu, ami fur the fiirtlu'r roimoii 
•that 111) (looH not oxoroiBO any flMVrt.of tho jiuUoial powor of tho IJnltuil Htii.l,cH. 

A.nd in the ease of l^Jce parlo Moty.g-or (fi Howard, il.70), it was ih\ter- 
inincd that a writ of habeas corpus could not issue to examine eommit- 
mont ordered by district judge at (diambm's under tlui tri^aty wilb 
France for tho reason that tho district .judgo to the ease exerinsed a> 
special authority, and the law had -made no provision for the revision 
of his judgment. In tho case of tho Uultod States vs. Ferreira (J.'l 
Howard, p. 18), Taney, Chief Juatico, says: 

The powor ooiiforrofl liy OongroHa on lihn dlslirlot .Imlgo and l iai Soorotiivy of tho 
Ti'oimuvy under the treaty with Spain, though .|udu'»ial in ItH iiatiirii, leiiot judicial, 
iu tho Honso of.judicial -power granted ,Ik» tho courtH of lUc lluitcd SliifccH. 

Ill bhocase of .ICaino (14 Howard, 128), Curtia, .jusbice, says: 

'I'lio circuit court iins power to iullicit Iniprisonmonb and doalli witlimib iippcilatc 
control of tho Supremo Uoiirt. Even tliough it ho allogod that the proooodlugH of n 
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(iii'iMiit; (loiirt by which ii oitiixoii is illlpr^sol1(^<1 ai« coram 7ion jiiilicn and void, tin 
jiidgincmli in (inni, and no rollof eau ho had in .the Sii|iromo Cmii’t by writ; of mror 
ornjtpoal <iv by liiiboitH corpiiH. 

To tlio saniti oTcofc boo T^ccpario Watkins (3 103), Oiu’tia, jiistico, 

]-C(^itoa t.lui aot oi“ Aug’ust 29, 18-12, wlilcli provides that in ease o'C a sub- 
jeet of a I'oreign Government impnsoned lor an act dono under the au- 
thority of that Government, if a writ of habeas corpus bo issued tlioroin 
by a. justice of the Su))roine Court or by a district court, an ai>])cal to 
the circuit (iourt .and from its order to the Supremo Court is expressly 
given, and says it ia for Ooiigross to dotonnino whether tin’s class 
of (Janes shall ho so privileged. (14 Howai'd, 128, Xaiiie’s case.) In 
the case of Tratt wk. Pitzhngli ot .al. (1 Hlsick, 8. 0. K., p. 272), tlio 
dofondaiits in error, on an exocutiou issued out of the district 
court (if the United States Ibv the northern district of Now York, 
had becju arrested and imprisoned, the oxeeutiou (joiumaiuling the 
marshal, in default of goods, t'to., to satisfy the elaiiu, to arrest and 
keep the dofendaiits until the.samobo i>aid. Upon habeas coipus from 
the (jiiHJuit.oourtof the United States the defendants woi'o (li8(jlmrge(i 
from imprisonment. Upon this proc-eodiug on habeas corpus, Pj'att, 
the phiintid' below, 8HC<lont a writ of error from the Supreme Court, 
and on motion to dismiss the ease for want of Jnrisdietion, the Supremo 
Court, per Nelson, justice, dec.ided that the casiJ is brought up under 
the twenty-second section of the Judhuary act, whhjli coniinos the 
writ of error to (jascs whore the matter in dispute oxocwls the sum or 
value of $2,000. “This,” says tlio court, “has always boon Jioldto 
mean a iiroporty value, and without the fact of value being shown the 
court has no juri.sdiijtion.” Case dismissed for want of jin’isdietioii, 
It is not clear, uiion the foregoing ( juscb, that thoappellate power of tiie 
Supreme Court of the United States ox'tonds only to such cases as are 
within the general judiciary act and the spiujial acts e.xpressly giving 
ji])l)el1alo jurisdiction, and that said (jourt has no appellati^ jurisdkjtion 
to revise tlio pi' 0 {jeediiigfl of tribunals noting und(U‘ or by color of the 
authority of the United States, but which do not exorcise any iiartof 
the ju(li(5iary power of tlie United States ox(',o))t when the same is 
expressly given by special net of Congress. (See act of Augnst 2i), 
1842, above cited, also act of Thirty-seventh Ooiigix^ss, (jlia]>ter 81, and 
of Thirty-sixth Oougress, (thaiiter 27, and act of 18(11, (jhapter 01, 
p. 319.) 

Oouvts-martial and military c.oinmiaflioua act under or by color of 
tb(5 authority of the United States, Imt do they exorcise any part of 
the jndi(!ial power of the United States? That is w(j 11 settled by the 
Suiivemo Court in the case of .Dynes vs. Hoover (^20 Howard, ]). 05), in 
whioli th(j (jourt say, among the powers oonforretl by Congress by the 
eiglitli HocUon of the Jirst article of the Oonstitufcion are the following: 
To iirovide and mnintaiii a navy, to inako rules for the government of 
the land and naval foroosj and by the second sootiou of the second 
artic.loof tluj Constitution it is declared that the I’rosidont shall bo 
< himmander-in Clnof of tlie Army and Navy of the United States, &e. 
'’J'hese provisions, say the court, show that Congress lias the power to 
providcj for the trial, and juiiushmcnt of military aiuf naval olVonses in 
the manner then and now praeticod -by civilized nations, and that the 
jiowor to do this is given without any comieetlon l)etw(!on it and the 
third article of tlio Constitution dedning the Judieial power of the 
United Statos; indeed, that the two powers are entirely iudopendontof 
each other, 'This ojunioii of the court clearly declares and settles the 
.])oint that the trial and punishment of military olfonscjs is a jiower 
uiider the (.loiistitution which has no ooiiiieetioii with the judieial power 
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Of the TTiiited States, but. is entirely indepeudcnt of it. If tliis bo so 
t ie inilicary commission which tried Vallandifrham is not a court within 
the meaning of that term as used in the fonrtoouth section of the iiuli- 
ciary act, nor did it exorcise any part of the Judicial power of the Un i ted 
btates, though its proceedings were of a judicial character.

Missouri. For your services in the performance of this duty you 
wdl be allowed the usual compensation of $8 per diem while aotu* 
ally eniployed and your necessary traveling expenses. You are also 
autlioriy-cd to employ a <derk at a rate of nob exceeding $3 per diem. 
In the perlornianco of your duties you will observe the followiim- 
instructions: “ 

First. As soon as oonveniont you will proceed to the city of Snint 
Louis and report yonrsolvos to tlie commander of the department, 
Major-Leiicral Sidioflold, who will give such orders to his subordinates 
as may ho necessary to onablo yon to perform your duties. If there 
1)0 any political or State prisoners in the city of Saint Louis you will 
cause tbein l:o bo brought before you for personal examination and to 
Jioar thoir statomoiits, having previously obtained from the onicors by 
whom they have boon arrested, or any other oflicora, a copy of the 
obargos or causes for wliieb the arrests and detentions have been made 
Where iioeossary you will apply to General Scliofleld for aid to prooure 
tlio attoiidanoo of odicers or other persons making arrests and necos- 
saiy inl'orination touching that subject. You may bear the tostimony 
of any ])ovHoiis acquainted with the facta in regard to the conduct of 
any prisouera, and take such means as you may deem right and proper 
to understand the merits of the case. This examination will bo private 
and mfornml, and with a view simply to informing yourselves of the 
propriety of the prisoner being retained in custody or diaebarged.

It 
was informal, and indeed unolTleial, so far as nnittoi's relating to 
exchange wore coucerned, but referred mf|.inly to the aidion of our 
Govornmeiifc in sending forward supplies to the RicJimond prisoners — 
oftlcers, soldicr.s, atid citizens. 

Allusion Avns incidentally made to tlio (luoation of oxoliango and the 
correspondence and atateineiits that had then recently boon pnblisliod 
ill the Richmond papers on thatsubject. 1 took occasion to assuroMr. 
Ould that ho had inisooncoived the intention of tlie United States Gov- 
ernment ill attributing to it a settled policy against any excluiiigc of 
piisonors. To which ho replied, in siib.stanco, tliat i) 0 SHibly lio had; 
that his last dispatches received from Goneval M<n’edith contained a 
communication from Major-General HItcIicoek to Gonornl Meredith on 
the subject of the paroles in dispute whicli scome.d to cviiuio a Hjiirit of 
fairness tliaf led liim to boj)o that some sottlenioiit favorable to 
exchange could bo made. On tbo 25th ultimo I uccoinpauied General 
Meredith to City Point for the purpose of having an interview wibli 
Mr. Ould. Wo remdied City Point just at evening and aa the rebel 
llag-of-truco boat arrived therewith onr snrgeona and with Mr. Ould 
on board. In the course of the ovoniiig General Meredith held au 
interview with him on board the rebel boat, at which I was iiotiirosent. 
Ill tliat interview General Meredith assures mo ho marto a direct iiuiuiry 
of Mr. Ould if he would exchange, olficer for oflicer, man for man, and 
rank for rank, or cquivalouts, to whioh he replied that lie would only do 
HO provided tlio United States Qoverninoiit would release ou parole all 
Confederate prisoners of war now hold as buoIi. At the time I was 
detailed for duty in your bureau I oiitortaiiicd the conviction that the 
Confederate authorities would oxcimiigc prisoner.^ to tbo number held 
by them without reference to existing complications, deferring all dis- 
puted questions for future settlements. Such convletion was based on 
assurances repeatedly given to our officers prisoners in Itichmond by 
officials coiinectecl with tlie Confederate rule there, aud given to me by 
at least two officers of the Confederate exchange bureau at the Mmo 
of my release. I also outertaineil the belief that the Government at 
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Eiolniioiid would not raise tho (picstioii of any (lisliiinf ioii hidAvcc-n 
of'lioers coininanding white anti colorotl troops; this boliol’ was (bumbMl 
on like repeated assurances from tlio same source. 

I have, however, become thoroughly amvinccd tliat .1 pliuuMl too 
nmoli confidence in assimmccR which probably at most wore but; nim e 
exineasions of individual opinion. The position our (Joverniiient lias 
taken with referoneo to exchange, it seems to me, lias btuiome a nc,c,es- 
sity in view of the repeated breaches of faith by Mie rebr-l (loye.rnnient 
and the position it has taken respecting the treatment of prisoners of 
war. I am well satisliod, too, that any arrangenient for an exidiaiigo 
would fail to secure the release from Southern un isons of all olluau's 
and men obnoxious to the Joint resolution of the Oonledm’ati) (longresH 
and the proolamation of )*rosident Davis, or to the bilitin- animosities 
of tlicir rebel neighbors in the llorder States. 1‘retmises of negro sti'al- 
ing, treason toward a sovereign State, of ara(ui, I’obbery, *S.’c., fnrnisli 
the pretext for the exercise of apiinic faith and barbarous treatmmit 
unprecedented in tlio annals of honorable warfani. As is witnesscnl by 
the retention of a eliaplain, after an agroomeiit to roleiise nil cliapbiiiis; 
bythorotention ofaurgeoimnllor a like agreement; theti eatmoiitof ( leii- 
eral Milroy’s command, ea])tnrcd at VVinclicstor, in denying to his olli- 
cei'H the very limited favors allowed b) other ofllcers in I he Mliby Prison ; 
the eloso eonllnomont in a cijll of Ooloiiel Powell ami other olltcers on 
broad and water; retaining oHicers on cliargcs after a seeond (saiitiire, 
where they had been duly oxehanged after tlie charges w<u’e iniide; 
compelling Union olllccrs from Border States to wear heavy irons for 
months without giving them a trial, and, indeed, where only tiie vague 
and indodiiilo cluirgoof treason against a State was prelended as a 
ju8<-i(lcation. Tlio cruel butchery of oincers commanding negro trooiis, 
if not done by the direct order of the rebel (loveniminit, certainly is 
witli its acquieseonco and approval. 

Ill view of all the circumstances I am constrained to believe Hin t tln^ 
Govornmont is riglit in the course it is ^mrsuiiig in the mattev of 
exchange. Individual sullbriug is a strong claim, but an unyielding 
adlioronco to a line of conduct that will compel an observance of tlie 
rulos of lioiiorablo warfare is an absolute Jieeessity. 

The hope of the liiclunoiid (lovorunnntt has Ixmii that Hie misery 
iiillicted on our prisoners in the South would compel our (iovernmont 
to yield vital points of controversy, and thereby it would b(\ (unililml 
still in the future to impose its unreasonable and barbarous conditions. 

The sooner this hope is dispelled the nearer onr prisoners will be to 
ineusuros of relief. Meanwhile our (Sovoriunont will, no doubt, eoiitimie 
tlio linmane and necessary course in providing Ibod and clothing for 
onr prisonei'N in Uichmoml and elsewhere, and I, he logic, of evemts will 
in tlio end solve the diniculty.

(ioimidorabhi extant of IbiHiing had boon destroyed. I arrived at Oiit* 
ea«-o oil Sunday moi iiing and iinmcdiatoly after breakfast repaired to 
(hiin)) Douglas, -which is on the outer limits of the city. 

On iiKspection of the ground 1 . was grtitilie<l to (ind tliat the dostrue- 
tion of the feiiee was much less than laid been reported, being only 
about 'lOD I'eet inslxiad of .1,000, as at first estimated, d’lio diistriietion 
of the liiirraekH was more serious, involving, an laid been ro])oi'tod, the 
(jiiarters for six eonipanies, with moss and cook rooms, a commissary 
store, and other oiitbuikliiigH. In addition to the buildings destroyed 
there was also eonsiuned a considerable quantity of public property, 
arms and aiieouternioiits and qnarterinaster stores and private ])rop- 
orty, consisting of clothing and other articles belonging to officers and 
Holdiei's. 

'fhe (ire oeeiirrcd about mid-day and originated In a room occupied 
by ol1l(5ers during the absence of the inmates atcllimer. It appears that 
tlioi'o was a large five in the stove and cither tliroiigli tbe ovor-heatiug 
of the pipe or some dofoc.ts In it near the roof the coiling took fire, and 
when It was disiiovered it had made such progress it was impossible to 
(ilieok it. A high wind was blowing at the time, and wlion the door of 
tlie room in which it began was opened tbe llamoB were given such 
]iowei' tliat it was not possible to check It. 

I’l'oiiint meaiiH were immediately taken ))y tbe commanding officer, 
Ool. (h V. l)<5 band, M lehlgaii Hharpshooters, to clicidt the lire and at 
the same lime to restrain the iirisoiioraoC war from any attempt to take 
advantage of the opportunity it gave them. to make their escape. To 
eoiilliio the lire to as small a limit as possible a portion of the lino of 
bai'i'ae.ks was torn down, ami as the wiml was across llic lino this plan 
uijeoiniilislied tlu^ object and cheeked the (Ire in that dlrcotinn, but the 
wind carried the llames dliw.tly over the eook-liouaes and other build- 
ings and reiieiiig in the rear and they wore all (jonsiimod in a few 
moments. 'I'lie engines of the city wore promptly on the ground, but 
the lire had ilone its work before they (*.01110 get there. 

'I'lie (ire was aeiiideutal, but tliere was probalily some oarelossness 
with it. A large (Ire was proliably left in the stove witliout any lire- 
miiitioii (.0 guard against its be.ing comiiuinieated to the buildings, and 
by till' over-heating of the pijie, or in some other way, (lie ceiling and 
tarred inollug wiu'e set on lire and in a lew minutes it was beyond 
eonli'ol. 

'riiere was some excitement among the prisoners at the time, and 
some eiieeriiig, bid; as a part of tlie command was placed undor iiriiis aa 
soon as (.lie iihiriii was given l.he demonstrations ol' the iirisonors were 
soon put II sl;op (;o. 

..Ashoou as tlie (Ire was extinguished the acting quartermaster at 
till' eaiiip, ihipl.ain Ooodwin, with commendable energy, took Inimediiite 
steps t.o have, the lem'e which had been doHtroyed rebuilt, and heforo 
night of tlie same day it was ac<»nnpliHhed.

Colonel Sweet thinks that with one reginnmt of tln^ 1‘Mrst ibittaliou 
of the invalids and two companies of the Second Battnlioii In^ will be 
able to take eliargeof the prisoners of war at Camp Douglas, but (!on- 
sidoring tlie unavoidable ineniclency of that organization 1 (loubt if 
leas tliaii fifteou companies will be (Hmipetciit for Die service. 'I'iio 
guard and the iirisoners arc within the same iiiclosiire, wliich makes a 
larger jiroportion of gaard uecossary. 

There are hotwoou (1,000 and 7,000 prisoitors at Camj) Douglas, and 
in cousequmieo of the burning of a part of the ImiTUclcs by paroled 
troo])s last winter they are very nmeh crowded, having now to oeeupy 
buildings which wore formerly used as cook-housi's and wliicli are very 
iiidilicrontly iltted up with sleeping arrangements. 'I'o relieve lliem 
somewhat iVom imwholesonie crowding . 1 . propose to order about a thou* 
sand to the depot at Uoclc Island, nnlesH there is a ])roH)met that large 
nuinhoi's of prisoners will be sent there from (tenoral (Iranlfs army. 

The side iii hospital are very comfortable, but they are too erowded, 
and there are many in the quarters wlio slionld be in the hospital. 
Two additional buildings, with enlarged aciMiminodations fordispen* 
aary, atoro-vooms, laundry, &c., are being erected, wblcli will greatly 
improve the condition of the sick. 

Ail abuiulaut supplyof water has just been introdnecd into the camp, 
and an extonsivo system of sewerage has been eoimtructed, wliiidi will 
bo of greatboaoiltto the camp by the greater facilities it will aJlbril for 
preserving a good state of police and by carrying oil' the surfnee water, 
Ireeing the camp from tho nuul which lias heretofore been a soiirce ol: 
much aiuioyanco. 

One square formerly occnx»iod by prisonei'H of war Is now vacant, the 
baildfiigs having been dostroyoil by lire last winter. Barraclcs for 
a, 000 prisoners could bo erected on this ground for $10, 000 to !ji lil.OOO, 
and since it is inclosed and tlie rent of the grotuid has to be paid it 
would seem to bo economy in the end to rebuild tlui barrncks, A largo 
part of tlio expense could bo paid from tho prison land. 

I found at Camp Douglas five olIleorH who laid passed tliemsolves oil 
as enlisted men until tliis deception had been detected, 'fwo of them 
wore among some who bad made tlioir oscape and were sent hack IVom 
Louisville, where they wore recaptured. One of them liad b(‘en tho 
ringloador ill all tho disturbances in tlio camp, and for their greater 
soourity, and on account of the oll'oimo winch they hud committed in 
misvoprosontiag tlioir rank, I ordered them to bo sent to Fort Warren 
to bo hold in close condnoment. . 

On Monday evening I loft Chicago for Rock Island, which I reached 
tho next morning. Thoiuclosuro and tho barracks Ibr prisoners are 
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completed and are ready for occupation, fchougli there is yet some 
uufliiished work. In consequence of the extent of the inclosuro and 
the less efflcient character of the Invalid Corps than other troops the 
accommodations for the guard willhavetobe more extensive than was 
anticipated, and some little time will elapse before the additions which 
are in progress will be com^detcd. This, however, will not delay the 
reception of prisoners. I found but four companies present, two of 
which had just arrived, and as no medical officer had been ai)pomted I 
applied to assistant surgeon-general in Louisville tor one to bo ordered 
there, with a supply of medicines and stores. My request was immedi- 
ately complied with, and I have since asked that other medical officers 
may be ordered there. Since my return to this city the guard has been 
increased to a regiment and the depot is placed under the command of 
Ool. E. H. liusli, of thelnvjilid Corps, who, I feel confident, will soon 
have it so organized and administered as to give the most satisfactory 
results. 

With the exception of a small part of it Bock Island belongs to the 
United States, and it is very desirable that it should he placed under 
martial law, in order that the commanding officer may have it in his 
power to prevent the intrusion of persons who will take advantage of 
every opportunity to enter into an illicit trafllc with the guard or the 
prisoners. The Chicago and Bock Island Bailroad crosses the isUnid 
and should not bo allowed, without tlio permission of the commanding 
ofQoer, to laud passongors on the island. 

On Tuesday evening I left Bock Island for Sandusky, where I arrived 
on Thursday morning and proceeded at once to the depot on Johnson’s 
Island, whore I met General Cox, who had a considerable force with 
him, drawn there by the threatened attempt from Oanada to rescue 
the prisoners. I met there also Oaptaiu Garter, of the ilavy, the com* 
raander of the U. S. steamer Michigan, which was lying off the island. 

As the Michigan had been lying in Sandusky Bay at the request of 
the War Department some ten days when the report of the tliroatened 
invasion was made there was no possible chance of its being attended 
with any succcssj even if the rebels could have been sulficiontly secret 
in their preparations to have left a Canada port without detection, but 
that, as the re.sults show, was not possible. 

Some threats, it is reported, have been made by tlio prisoners on the 
island to take advantage of some opportune inoinont to overcome the 
guard and make their escape to Canada, but their situation must be 
much more desperate than it is now before they will attempt, with 
naked hands, to attack a vigilant guard armed with muskets and revolv- 
ers, when success, wliich is only within the reach of possibility after 
great sacrifices, would only place them on an island from which they 
could not escape. 

General Cox will withdraw all Ins troops except five comptinios o 
cavalry recruits, who will remain on the island until relieved by soim 
of the companies ordered to be added to the battalion to make it up t< 
a regiment. 1 doubt if quarters for more than two companies can be 
built this season, and with this increase of the strength of the guard I 
think the prisoners will ho perfectly secure for the winter. 

In eonscqucncG of the dangers which it has been roprosonted -would 
attend lier wintering in Sandusky Bay the Michigan has been ordered 
to return to Erie boforo the navigation of the lake closes. 

While General Orino, who accompauied me to the island, was inspect- 
ing the prisoners in pursuance of your instructions I examined the 
ground with a view to decide on the best location for the barracks about 
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to be erected, sind having attended to this 1 gave all necessary instruc- 
tions in relation to tlic rostrietioiis which should be put upon the pris- 
oners in the receipt of (dothing: and other particulars. The sutler’s 
store had been closed pursuant to your orders and remained (dosed. 

The atfairs of this depot under Liouteiiaut-Oolonel riersoii have been 
very creditably managed ; but one priRoncr is known to have es(;ape(l, 
and it is believed lie was enabled to do ao by taking the, place of an 
enlisted man who was of a party ordoiTd from the island. There are 
now at the island 2,350 olllJcors, 33 citiv.onSj.and !.() enlisted convicts. 

After eompleting my duties at the deptd, 1 loft Sandusky that even- 
ing, in comi)aiiy with flenoral Orme, for Ooluinbns, Ohio, whore wo 
arrived the following inoi'uing. After breakfast we proceeded together 
to Cainj) Chase, where I iminired into the rnanagoinent of the all'a-irs of 
tlie camp, tlio condition of the prisons, &(}., and gave siudi instrnetions 
as seemed to be necessary. 

The (5amp i.s commanded by Col. William Walhum, Fifteenth Oliio, 
and the guard is composed of eleven coinpa-eios of the Invalid Oor])H, 
giving nn aggregate [of] 771 men, and for duty 062 enlistod men. There 
are three dilforont prisons, all re(|uiriug guards, whlcli make the guard 
duty more arduous than it would bo for the sauio (joinmniul if all the 
prisouoi'H wore within the same iiudoaurc, but the duty Ciin probably bo 
performed by a small increase of the i»re.sent guard without too much 
oppressing the moil. 

There are now in thi.s prison upward of 2,500 men, when 1, 800 is cal- 
culated us its full capiKuty. To relievo it from this oxeess, and tho 
Alton military ])rison from a like excess, 1 have applied foi- a guard to 
bo sent to Ounip Butler, near Springlield, 111., wlmre (foneral Amnieii, 
wlm commands the district, informs mo 3,000 prisonerH can be accom- 
modated. 

1 did not visit tho prisoners in the Ohio penitentiary, becanso I had 
recently received a very detailed rojmrfc from (General Mason showing 
that they were well and securely (piavtercd and providcHl for. and the 
duties in my ofllco reiiulringmy return at the earliest day possible I was 
unwilling to make a delay wliicli would (lause my return to tins city 
dolaycil beyond Sunday. I was anxious to have seen Ills Exoelloncy 
Governor Tod, to liavo consulted with him in relation to the organiza- 
tion of tho six comjianios which are to bo added to the battalion at 
Johnson’s Island, making it uj) to a regiment, but the (ioyernor was 
absent from tho city and I was unable to accomplish this part of tlui 
object of my visit to UoIumbuH. 

On that ovoiiiiig I loft for l^ittsburg, wIkwo, on tho following day, I 
had an interview with Mn;jor-(loiieraI JJrook.s iTlativo to the lulsoiiors 
of war ill the Allegheny Penitentiary, They are hold there at an 
expense of d8 cents a day per man, and they are much bettor provided 
for and moroconifortable, from the nature ofthoprison, than they deserve 
to bo. I am informed that the political sontiinonts of tho ofllcials who 
have tho management of tho ailalrs of tho prison, with one oxcojition, 
incline thorn to have sympathy for the prisoners, and X would recom- 
mend that they bo sent elsowliero for aafo-keo])ing and to losscn Dhe 
expense, but 1 can findno suitable place to which they can bo ordered; 
none of our forts have sufliciont room which can be made available for 
this purpose. 

I returned to this city on Sunday, the 22d.

Tiio 
ju'isoners In Darnick No. 6, of tho Boubhoast or “ White Oak” square, 
succeeded iu making a tunnel from the barruidts to the outside of tho 
fence. Tln^y dug a small, round hole Just uudor tlu) d’ozeu must of the 
ground, tiiedii’t being secreted under tho lloora of the barracks and 
(iookdiouses, loading outside tho fonco. During tlio day this hole was 
covere.d with n board, over which was kept about six inches of dirt. 
Tliis same barrack was searched every week, but the device was too 
perfe(}t, and tho enieors failed to detect it. Tlio barracks at tliks point 
are very near tlio fonco, the distance being foi’ty-throo foot from 
center of baiTaeks and seventeen and iiino twolftlis feet from cook- 
lu)US(?H. U)lie night was so dark and foggy tho guards were unable to .see 
adistanc(5 of over ton foot. There were patrols on both sides of fonco 
and guards on the toj). From tho be.st information I can got the pris- 
oners coinmonoed making their escape aboiitS p. ju., and tliis conbinuod 
at intervals until h.60 o’clock;, when the ouiaido ])atrols discovered 
them and tho alarm was given. As near us I can ascertain now not 
far from 101) iirisoners passed out. If there bad been loss hurry among 
thorn many more could have osuapod. As soon as the alarm was given 
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iBoiit mounted men out on roads loading mmtli mul ‘ ‘‘f 

miles and filled the city with aetivo patrols, l.lio police and p onohI- 

marshal’s deputies and luy own detectives iwulerml iiivaliiiible^

coining in during the night, or rather ilay. 1 liave lelegni|)licd to 
Detroit, Oineiium'ti, and Louisville and other points ami taken eyt ry 
precaution iiossiblo and hope to ho able to reduce the loss below ilty. 
aoino of those retaken to-day had hceii entirely ndiirinsiied with c.lotli- 
iiiff by sviiipatliimng fnends here and (Voin Kentucky, l liis is tlie 
eighth attempt which has boon made to escape IVoin here by tunnel- 
ing under the fences, only two of which have been siicce.sslnl, 1 he 
large spaces under the barracks adhra ample room to store away (de 
dirt and render detection difiicnlt. In view of this 1 Inivi^ ordm’ml all 
the floors removed from the harvacks and cook-honsi^s and tlie spaces 
lined with dirt even with the top of the Joist, 'riiis will undoubtedly 
iiiercaso the sickuoss and mortality, but it will save much trouble and 
add security. A complete dc.scri])tivo list of tlie prisoniM's escaped, so 
bir as Iiossiblo, has boon sout to LoiiiAvillo, Oineinnati, and Detroit, and 
I will send rolls of all who remain at largo on Haturday, ivlien 1 liope 
the number will be still furtborlargoly reduced.

The report called for from Oolonel Porter, commanding Port McHenry, 
shows tliiit the ])risonora had no sufUoient cause of complaint.t Tlio 
buildings in which they were qnavlwod wore amdi as it was convenient to 
assign to tlieni. They wore used by Federal soldiers as well as by prison- 
era of war, Tlio medical officers at llrst occupied the soldiers’ barracks, 
and had the limits of all the grounds of the fort under nn implicit 
undei'Hianding that they would not take advantage of this liberty to 
make their escape, but when ton of tliom, by the oi)))ortnnity which 
this iiidulgonco afforded them, did escape, they were placed in a room 
120 by .'50, which was certainly not crowding them. The provisions 
fiirnislied them wore the same as used by our own troops and wore 
good and well prejiared. Until recently there was little restriction in 
friends visiting ])i'isoners, and there was none at all in their receiving 
coiitribniions from friends, but both of those indulgeiuies were so much 
abusetl that it has been found necessary to curtail them very much.

The following statements concerning the camp liospitala aio a to- 
getlier erroneous, viz: That the sick have only one blanket eacdi ; that 
thev are iiiiwasbed and uncombed; that they have no other food than 
the^army ration; that wounded, oryfp^ibis and tever 
by side in the same tent; that the i»os;utal is inadeiiuately siipplitd 
with table funiituro, and that the grounds are not policed. 

Every bed in tbo liospitul is supplied with two blankets. .1 heio is a 
laundry for cleansing the clothing of sick men and tlie liospitai is 
abundantly supplied witli wasli-busiiis, towels, and soap. 

Two or three nurses are assigned to every ward, one ot Y 
always present therein day ami night. The sui^joon has all the tiible 
furniture he desires, and the supply is ample, h or the use oi the sick 
tlio surgeon has had farina, cornstarch, meal, soft crackers, Iruit, ucci 

extract, wine, Jelly, and cordials. 

Wounded men are alone in one tent, erysipelas patients alone iii 

At one time there was coiiaidoralilo delay in filling the surgeons 
reoui.sition for medicines, but during that pcriml ho was tiirnished witii 
mediciiies from the general hospital. It is said tliat blankets are tiir- 
iiished well men in the proportion of one to three only; fume again; 
every man has a blanket unless lio has sold or gambled it away, i rue 
it has hapiiened that on the arrival of a large number ot prisoueis 
without blankets the qiiarteriiiaster has not had onongli to suitply tJiem, 

but it is not so now. , , 

Frequent inspections are made and coats, pants, shirts, rIiooh, aiuf. 
blanliets issued as health and decency require. According to the report 
the camp is a little over 1,000 feet square and contains sixteen acre.s. A 
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cliiUl ton ycnrs old wlio did not know and (‘Oiild not find out that a plat 
of {‘■round I ,()()() feet sqiiui’e contained over twenty-three acres would 
not be ve{>urded as u voiy surprising genius. 

Cl'ho sinks I'nr use by day are without the enoiinipinent and over the 
waters of the Chesapeake, and they have been so from the beginning. 
For use at night boxes liavo been iH’ovided, whudi at reveille are removed 
to the buy and cleansed.* This has been done since the date of the 
report. The cami) is policed every day. The drainage is not good, and 
will not bo until some genius equally as brilliant as the author of this 
report in que.stion discovers a method of causing water to How as 
readily from a level surface not much elevated above the surrounding 
seas. 

The prisoners are treated as prisoners of war ought to be by a civil- 
ized people, and they and their friends arc content. They have 
aliolter, clothing, and wholesome food auillcicnt to insure vigorous 
health. They have an abundatioc of fresh water in the eaiu]) and daily 
access to the water.s of the bay. 'J'hat they are a dirty, lou.sy sot is 
true enough, but having aiforded them every facility for cleanliness 
the duty of the Government in this regard a.s respects the well men is 
accomplished. 

How, oolonol, come and inspect tlio cainj) j'mu’sclf or send some one, 
a sohlier or army surgeon, who knows what camp life is and who has 
Rnfllcient ability to apprehend tlio Jacts and integrity enough to state 
thorn

General: In compliance with your request that I make a report to 
you ol’ the amount of rations to prisoners at the camp I have tlio 
]u)nor to submit the following statement: 

Alter a careful computation I lind the daily amount of broad issued 
to each prisoner during tlio month of October was 13.7 ounces, and 
that of moats, 3,7 omico.s. For the month of November, :i 3.3 ounces 
of broad niul 8.1 ounces of meats. Beau or other soups are issued on 
an average once in three days; collbo twice a day — a pint at each time 
to every man excepting when .soup is served, and all the vegetables 
and molasses that are allowed by the Army Itcgulatioiis have been 
drawn and issued to them. 

1 would remark here in regard to the issue of vegetables, that I never 
knew a time during my service when Federal troops got so constant a 
supply of vegetables as has been issued to tbe prisoners here. 

Jiiee is seldom issued, the iirisouors generally not liking rice. If 
complaints have been made to you of the inedlcioney on tiie part of 
the cooks, I would respectfully suggest that those comjilaints have 
come from xiersous desirous to got in the cook-rooms. The cold weather 
coming on renders this ])ositiou desirable. I M’oiild further remark 
that there are prisoners here whoso only disposition is to oat and sleiq). 
These also may have coinidained; but to diBcriminato in their favor 
would only bo to encourage these habits, which I have not done. Ho 
restrictions are made as to the amount of soap to be ivssued, only so 
far as to prevent waste. Ou the whole, 1 have no hesitation in saying 
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that it is my firm conviction that tho physical condition of tlio pris- 
oners is far better than when received, in every sense.

Sir ; In explanation of yonr letter of November 24 I have tlie^ honor 
to state that Lieut. Col. N. Cl. Watts, O. S. Army, assistant for the 
exchange of prisoners, mtwlc no application to mo for the delivery ot 
those left in the city. Tho prisoners referred to wore tlioso left in 
hospital because their condition was such that they could not be moved 
when tlio others were sent off. In coiisoquenco of oflicinl information 
ftom Washington, received about the last of September, that the Con- 
federate autlioritles were i)ntting tho pai'oled prisoners captured in this 
place in the ranks to servo against us, before they were oxclumgcd, 
Major-General Grant gave verbal instructions that no more paroled 
prisoners should bo sent out until further orders. As soon, however, 
as tlie surgeon in charge of the 0. S. Army hospital, Dr. It. M, Darling, 
reported that the patients were in a condition to be moved, some in 
wiifions and some in ambulances, I telegraphed to Major-General Grant 
and asked for iiiatriictiona; His reply wa.s: 

Send thuin out. If tbo Confodorato unthoritios bavo acted in bi,id faith, wo 
will not. 


They were accordingly sent out about two weeks ago. 

I have to state, also, that tho terms of the capitulation have boon 
carried out according to the spirit and tho letter.

]\rr. PuESiDiONT: A gonei-al summary of the military operations of 
the past year is furnished by the report of the Genoral-in-Ohief, here- 
with submitted.* 

)ii « * * *> * * 

In the operutions that have been alluded to, priaonors of war to the 
number of about .13,000 have fallen into the hands of the enemy and are 
now lield by thorn. From the coinmoncomont of the rebellion until the 
War Department came into iny eliargc there was no cartel or formal 
exchange of prisoners; but at an early period afterward a just and 
rca.soiiai)lo <iartol was made between Ma,jor-General Dix and the rebel 
General Mill, which, until roeontly, was faithfully acted upon by both 
parties. Exchanges under that cartel are now stopped, mainly for the 
Ibllowing I'casoim: 

h’irst. At Vicksburg over .30,000 rebel prisonor.s fell into onr hands, 
and over 5,000 more at Port Hiulsoii. These prisoners were i)arolod 
and siill'cred to return to their homes until excluiiigcd piii'.suaiit to the 
terms of the cartel. But the rebel agent, in violation of the cartel, 
declared the Vicksburg prisoners exeluingcd; and, without being 
exchanged, the Port Hudson prisoners he, without Just cause, and in

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open violation of the cartel, (techired released IVoni their parole. These 
ju'isonei'R were retiirjjcd to their ranks, and a iiovtion oC Ihein were 
found figiiting- at Chattanooga and again ca])tiired. l‘’or this l)rea(!li of 
faith, nnexainpled in civilized warfare, the only apology or ('A'cns(5 was 
that an equal miinber of jmsoners had been captnreci by the cninny. 
lint, on culling for speeitieations in regard to tliese alleg('(l prisoners, it 
was found tliat a considerable number rein'osented as prisoners were 
not soldiers, but were non-combatants — citizens of towns and villages, 
fanners, travelers, and others in civil life, not captured in battle, bat 
taken at tlieir homos, on tlicir farms, or on the higliw:iy, by John 
]\f()r«an and other rebel raiders, wlio put tlicm nndor ii sham parole, 
To l)a]ance these me?> against rebel soldiers taken on the Held would 
be relieving tlie eneaiy from the pre.ssiirc of war and enable him to 
jnotract the contest to indefinite duration. 

Second, When tiie Government commenced organizing colored t roops 
the rebel leader, Davis, by sulomn and olllcial proclamation, aiuionma'd 
that the colored troops and their white oflieer.s, if <*ai)tnred, would not 
be recognized as prisoners of war, but would im given up for punish- 
metit by the State authorities. 

TlKise proceedings of the rebel authorities were mot by tlie earnest 
roinoastranco and protest of this Govormnent, without eiliMjt. '.riio 
olferM by our coimnisslonor to exchange man for man and oflhior for 
oHlcer, or to receive and ]n*ovidc for our own .soldiers, under Uie soloniu 
guarantee that they should not go into tlie field until duly exchanged, 
were rejected. In the meantime wen-authenticated stateiiients show 
that our troops hel«l as ])»isoners of war were d(*i)ri\’e(l of shelter, 
clothing, and fo«>d, and some have perlslied from exposure and famine. 
This savage barbarity could only have been. practiced in tlio lioj)© that 
thi.s Government would be compelled, by syinpatljy ibr the aufforing 
endured by our troops, to yhdd to the proposition of exchanging all the 
l)risonors of war on both sides, paroling the excess not actually 
exchanged ; the effect of which opisrat.ion would be to enable the rebels 
to put iiito the Held a new army 10, 000 strong, forcing the paroled pris- 
oners into the ranks without exchange, as was done with those paroled 
at Vicksburg and Port Hudson, and also to leave in the hands of the 
rebels the colored soldiers atnl ofhc.ers, who are not regarded l)y them 
as prisoners of war, ami therefore not entillod to the iKMUiIit of the 
proposed exchange. 

The facts and correspondence relating to this subject are detailed in 
the accompanying report of Mnjor-Geiiern! llitclicoek, eomnussioner of 
exchanges.* As the matter now stands, we liavo over :!0,0l){) ])i’isoners 
of wav, ready at any moment to be exchanged, man for man and ollicor 
for oflicei', to the number Indd by the rebels. 'JMceae number about 
IH, 000, who are now sni)plied witli food and raiment by this Govern- 
imuit and by onr benevolent ami charitable associations and imlivid- 
mils. Twt) ])risoner.s, Captains Sawyer and Flinn, held by the rc'.bels, 
are .soiitenced to death, by way of a ]U*ctendod retaliation for two pi’is- 
oners tried and shot as spies by comniaml of Major-General IbiviiBitle. 
Two rebel oHicers liave been designated and sire held as hostsiges for 
tliem. 

Tlie rebel prisoners of war in our possession have lieretolhro been 
treated Avith the utmost humanity and temlorncss consistent with 
scemrity. They have had good quarters, full rations, clolhing when 
needl'd, niul the same hospital troatinont received by onr own soldier.s. 
IiidulgeiKie oi' IVicmlly visits and supplies was formerly permitted, but

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tlicy have bocTi ent olF sino,e the bnrbnrity practieod afiainsl ouv in'isnn- 
ers hecaniie known to the tiovernnieiit. !1‘ it s!n)u!(l bei'Oine necessary 
I'or llui i)i'otcntion of our men, strict retaliation will be resorted to. Ibit 
while tlie rebel authorities suffer this (lovcrmnent to feed anil clothe 
onr troop.s held as prisoners we shall be conlent to contimio to tlieir 
prisoners in our hands the humane treatment they have uiiiibrnily 
enjoyed.

Captain: Sorgt. William McClelland, Company E, Eil’ty-eiglith 
Alabama, was shot by George Spencer, private Company IC, Sixteenth 
Michigan Infantry. On tlie morning of the dtli instant said Silencer 
received his orders from Lieut. Turner Bartley, Company IT, Ninth 
Kentucky Infantry, commanding guard, to shoot the lirst Confederate 
prisoner he caught throwing out of the windows at people passing 
along the streets. Said McClelland did throw two pieces of briok out 
of the wiudowj he afterward got In the window and was spitting down 
upon .Federal soldiers. The guard ordered said McClelland twice to 
get back on the inside; ho (moaning McOloIland) shook Ids head; the 
guard then shot him dead. Lieutenant Bartley told the Confederate 
linsouors if they did not keep out of the windows and quit tlirowiiig 
things out that some of them would get shot.

Lewis Price, private, Oomiiany A, Second Missouri Infantry, was on 
duty as guard on iiost No. 3, at northwest corner of tlie barracks biiild- 
iiigyaiid Ills instruction was to keep tlie prisoners out of the windows 
aud not allow them to throw auythiug out of the windows at people x)ass- 
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mg' along' tlio streets. J. H. Heese, first lioufconanfc, Oonipany G, For- 
tietli Indiana Infantry, commauding guard, gave the instructions. 

The man who was shot came to the window and got np into tlie win- 
dow, and the sentinel ordered him away three times, and ho paid no 
attention to the command, and the guard shot him (meaning T. J. 
Smith, private, Company B, Fifth Georgia), causing his death. I 
immediately went upsfciira and made inquiries what the prisoner had 
done to bo shot. The prisoners standing by wlien Smith was shot told 
me Smith was standing in the window making sport of the sentinel, 
and remarked that “the damned old gim was of no use, and that they 
would not kill him, &c.” The prisoners told me that he ought to bo 
shot; that he had orders to keep away from the windows.

Sir : I have the honor to report that agreeably to your order of the 
3d ultimo I proceeded from Fort Monroe to Fort Delaware and inspected 
that x) 08 t with reference to the provision for and treatment of rebel 
prisoners conllned there. I first saw and conversed with the rebel sur- 
geons, explaining to them the purpose of my visit. I invited a free 
expression by them, or any of them, of any matter coiiuectod with their 
treatment and the treatment of their men then existing, or that had at 
any time existed since their iinxirisonmciit tlioro. Fei)lying to my 
interrogations about food, clotliing, quarters, and general trcatniout, 
their expression was that they had no cause of ooiuplaint, nor did they 
know of any on the jiart of their men. One of their number, liowevor, 
referred to the case of a man being shot by a sontinol whicli he tliouglit 
was uiijustiflablo, which was the only com])laiut any of thoiii made or 
referred to in the treatment of prisoners tliero. Another one, for the want 
of anything to complain of tliere, alluded to the treatment of Genoral 
Morgan in Ohio as a great outrage. I replied , to him that my mission 
related exclusively to matters at Fort Delaware. Failing to elicit i'rom 
them any matter of complaint, excepting about the soldier that was 
shot, I made inquiry into that matter and found he was killed while 
attempting to effect liis escape; and next visited the men’s quarters. 
I found their sleeping barracks well constructed, well lighted, and well 
ventilated, the floors sufficiently raised above the ground surface to bo 
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dry, wliitewaslied on the outside, and suflieiently liigli between joints 
for two tiers ofbunks on either side of a middle passageway seven feet 
wide. In the pas-sageway at suitable intervals were put up tour large 
coal stoves in each one of the baiTacks. The tiers of bunks are about 
four and a half feet between joints, six and a half feet deci), and 
inclining slightly toward the passageway. The ventilation is throngli 
the roof. A siUlicient number of ventilators constructed in the ordi- 
nary manner are common to all the buildings constituting the men’s 
quarters, mess-rooms, kitchens, bakery, and liospital wards. Visitiitg 
next the kitchens, I found them exceedingly neat and well ordered, 
ample in size, and furnished with kettles sot in arches, and cooking 
range.s with all necessary furnishings and utensils. The bake-house 1 
found to be a model one iu all respects, as well constructed and con- 
venient as any post bakery I have ever seen outside of Wasbington, 
and ample in its accommodations. 1 examined the bread, wliiidi I 
found to be of excelleut quality, made of two parts wheat and one of 
corn-meal. The m«‘ss rooitts are constructed like the sleeping barracks, 
somewhat wider, with tiers of stationary tables with sufllciont intervals 
between them. 

These buildings have all been constructed on the same general plan, 
including also the hospital ward, of the same material, and are as good 
in all respects as arc provided for our soldiers at recruiting depots and 
camps of instruction. The grouiuls are well ditched, and i)laiik and 
brick walks have been eoustruoted to and from every point luuiossary 
to bo visited. I saw the men at their dinner and noticed tlioirfaroj 
everything served to them was as good and abniulantas the rations 
supplied to our soldiers, inoliiding oniinis, jxdatoes, and cabbage once 
a day habitually. I made inquiry of the men singly and’in groups and 
of their nomcommissioned officers in charge of musses about their 
rations, their clothing, quarters, and general treatment. With a single 
exception their answers were that they hatl nothing to coni))biiu nl^ 
that they had good and sufficient rations, good clothes, and good (juar* 
ters. The oxcoption was that of a man who, said he did not have as 
much bread for his breakfast that morning as he usually had. Turning 
to the sergeant of his inc.-s, I asked liim about the matter. “ Oh,’^ said 
he, “don’t mind liiinj ho would grumble if he had aeart-loadof bread.” 
In the course of my inquiries 1 learned from the men that of tlieir broad 
rations fur the last week they had saved thirteen cart-loads of broad — 
any excess of rations or savlng.s is allowed to them in an increased 
amount of vegetables. Finding the well men without cause of enm- 
plaint, I next visited the prison hospital. Each of the hospital barracks 
constitutes a ward, with a me.ss-rooiu at the head lor eonvalesoents and 
a surgeon’s ofiieo across a hall opposite. I (bund them clean, (somfort- 
able, and well ordered in all respects, with ample room and accommo- 
dations for tliG sick, They are arranged w'itliouc tier of singhi beds on 
either side of a .siiflioiontly wide passageway, and are lieateci with coal 
stoves; the walls were whitewashed, the bedding clean, the attendants 
tidy in appearance, and everything indicated that the sick were as com- 
fortable as poa.sible. I talked with the sick, with the convalescent, iind 
witli the attendants, and to all inquiries received the same genei’iil 
replies, that they were well cared for and as conjfortable as tliey could 
bo made. The sick are allowed to have the attendance of their own 
surgeons if they so desire, and 1 found in the dilforont wards rebel sur- 
geons attending some of their sick. 

From my personal inspection and from what I learned, I venture to 
affirm that the rebel sick are as well provided for and treated at this 
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post ns OIU' own sick in the various hospitals in-ovidcd tor our army, 
and that the nccomiuodations lor and general treatment of tlic rebel 
prisoners will compare favorably with the accommodations provided lor 
and the treatment of oar soldiers at recruiting depots and camps of 
instruction, hk niy description of the buildings for iirisoners, 1 omitted 
to niention the provision made for water, which is supplied irom llraiidy- 
wiiiG Creek every day or once in two days; it is kept in large iron tanks 
convenient to and snllicient for all the uses of tlie post, the garrison 
included. These tanks are of the capacity of si.xty barrels or more, and 
are tapped with faucets at the base all around the tanks, as near 
together as practicable, so that a dozen or more i>crson8 can draw water 
at the same time. They are coated witli a white paiut and in warm 
weather keep the water as cool as any hydrant water. I tasted the 
water and found it as sweet as l.‘otomiic Cn^ek or dames Kiver Avater. 
In regard to clot hing supplied to prisoners, 1 ascertained from the post 
quai'torinaster that about 0,000 overcoats had been issued to them since 
the 1st of September last and a (unTCsponding amount of otlier cloth- 
ing. livery man is furnished with whatever clothing ho needs, to 
include for each man an overcoat and one good blanket. 

1 aslicd for and obtained dniklicato clothing and provision returns 
from Beptouilier 1 to November d, inclusive; also hos])ital mess bills fur 
each (lay in the week, the diet being varied somewlnit, aiui tlui)licat(i 
sick i (?|iorts for two periods, whi«th were estimated to be a fair average 
in their showing. On my return to Fort Monroe, 1 reported in writing 
to Brigadier-Ocneral Rbnedith thcvcsultof my inspection, andappoiided 
to iiiy’ropovt tin? duplicate vouchers above mentioned, Avliieh report was 
immediately dispatciied to Jlon. liobert Ould, Oonfoderato agent of 
exohaiige, in Eiclnnoml. At a subsequent day and on or about the 
ultimo, 1 met Mr. Ould under a ling of truce at City J'oint, and in a 
conversation wltUhim In relerencoto treutmentof prisoners ho remarked 
in substance, “that the conciuTcnt lestimony they had ropeeting the 
treatment of Confederate prisoners by the IJ. S. authorities Avoiit to 
sliow tliat they wore well treated at all points excepting at I'ort Dela- 
ware and Foiiit liookout.” To which I amswered that 1 had no personal 
knowledge about tlio treatment of prisoners at Toint Lookout, but at 
Fort Delaware 1 had carefully examined into their treatment there and 
knew it was without any just cau.se of complaint , and called his atten- 
tion to my reiiorfc, which lie had before then received. Ho said he had 
looked over tiie report, but that ho had formed the opinion that tlieir 
lU'isonei's wove badly treated there upon what he supposed to be reliable 
information, and it was hard for him to overcome that conviction. He 
then velbrred me to liiR dispatches whi(;h Captain . Hatch, his assistant, 
would (luring the day (hilivor to mo lor Ocuerul Meredith, and requested 
ino to read a report of an inspection of their prisons and prison hos- 
pitals in liichmoml. , 

On receiving the di.spatches, I read the report to which ho had invited 
iny attention, and I confess 1 was not a little surprised to llnd by the 
ccrtilicate.s of at least two Ooiifedcrato ollicors that my observation 
during a period of over four luontlis which 1 .spent in Libby Fnsou 
and its hospital Ai’as all a delusion. The unanimous testimony ot our 
ninety-three surgeons who have since been released from Hiclimond 
and the condition of 350 of our sick sent away from the hospitals ot 
Richmond while that report was being prepared, are stronger evidences 
than tlio roiioi't furnished by Mr. Ould. , , . .

Golonj5L: Many of the piiaoiiers, especially among' late aiTivals, are 
ill need of shoes, stockings, and, indeed, other clothing, to bo suited 
to the climate and season. There is also a groat call for tobacco, paper, 
stamjiH, <.'v:c.; also vegetables, &c. They have money in my liands for 
the ]mrchase of such articles. Ls it the de.sigu that they should be 
]ii’ohibitcd? Under mj' present orders to ia.siio no clothing, and there 
being no sutler to buy of, it amoniits to a prohibition. If they can 
have them, how can they be sii[»plicd? Mj' own judgment i.s tliat 
some one should be aiipointed, whether called sutler or by any other 
name, who should supply the prisoners; that ho should soli from a list 
furnished by the commanding oilicer, on which articles could bo added 
or taken olf, as desired. 1 conld furnish you the list and when any- 
thing was added to it, send it to yon, subject to your approval. I will 
only further add that I see no medium coiinso. Either that they cannot 
have the articles, or some one bo appointed to provide them. If they 
■were allowed to send to the city, some one must do their orranda. 
If oillcors or nou-commissioned oHicers, it brings them in such contact 
as to lead to bribery, Indeed it makes a number of persons to take 

care of instead of one.

^ ave selected from the mass of con*espondence such lotiors as relate 
of general interest, and esiiecially to the subjects of contro- 
'"u us. 

•om 1 to 12, inclusive, relate to the arrest and detention 
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of iion-conibatfints.* Th« Vccloral autlioritioa Inwo iiersistoiitly rofuaed 
to obsorvo siiiy rooiprocul rule sia to such partic-s, Tlioir military tJoin- 
inandcra hcchii to luivc been permitted to make avresta of iioii-combat- 
anta without rcgiird to tlieir age, sex, or situation. After arrest they 
have been thrown into prison, ami there indofinitely retained in nu)st 
(;ase.s without charges. I have persistently contended that the whole 
sul)ject of the eaptiireofiion-eombatanta should bo determined by rule 
and not by arbitrary pra(5tico. This reasonable proposal not receiving 
the asaont of the enemy the Oontederato authorities have been (breed 
in some instances to retain Federal noii-coinbatauts as ii measure of 
retaliation. 

2. .Pai>crs from 13 to J C, inelnsive, relate to the retention of exchanged 
and nnexchanged oilieers ami incn.t There arc now oflicors and men in 
Federal prisons who hav(i been there ever since the adoption of the car- 
tel. I have brought to the attention of the U. S. authorities again and 
again the names of some of the parties who wcrecoiilined in violation of 
tlio exchange agreements. In some cases after long delay the parties 
wore released. Others, however, are still languishing in eonfliiement. 

3. Papers from 17 to dO, inclusive, relate to tlie general orders of the 
enemy and their connection with <le(darationsof cxchango.'l: So anxious 
has the Confodcrato Oovernment been to remove all obstacles to a gen- 
eral exchange of ])i‘isoners that when tlu^ com 3 )utation and adjustment 
of i)aroles was made a subject of dillumlty by the enemy, wo promptly 
agreed to determine the whole matter in acnjordance witl) the general 
orders issued at Wa.shington. This very liberal pro]>o8ition has not 
been acee]»ted by the h'edoral authorities. I have, however, by virtue 
of the ])i'ovisions of the cartel, i)rococ(led to make declarations of 
exchange U]ion the basis of those general oi*dera. In these doehiralions 
of exchange I have not ex(5Cedod tlio valid paroles which are on lllo in 
niy olllco. Tlio reply of the Federal agent to my letter of October 31, 
1H63, was so iiei'sonally oflensive that J. wa.s compelled to return it to 
him witliout any an.swer.

RAMI’ DOUGLAS, OIIIOAIJO, ll.I.. 

There are here 5, 001 rebel ])riHomws of war; too many for the eaiiac.ity 
of the bariacks, which are long, wooden, one-story buildings, with bunks 
on cither siile, and stoves in tlie ^lassageway betwemi tluj hunks. The 
prisoners are well sii|)pHed with food, the ration ael-ually issued being 
tliiee (juai'ters of a. pound of baeon (I. pound of friish luuif three times 
a week), good, well-baked wheat bread, hominy, eolTee, tea, sugar, vine- 
gar, candles, simp, salt, pepper, jmtatoos, and molasses, Tlicso articles 
are all of good quality. There is no good system for cooking, eac.li man 
being left to arrange for bim.self. The result is a greut wiist(!i of food 
and fuel, the latter of which espedally is a sm'lous item of ('Ximiisi*, at 
this camp. There is a sutler’s shop, eontaluiug nearly cviuytliing 
(except liquors), including eider, butter, eggs, milk, canned fruits, boots, 
&c., iindorclotliing, and all the minor artic.les usually found in a sutler’s 
stock, of which the prisoners are allowed to purchase. Money re.ceived 
for prisoners from their friends is refciiiiiml by the eommaiiding ofllcer 
and issued to them in small amounts iu sutler’s dusc.ks. The sanitary

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coiulitioii of this Ocamp is very good. The sinks lire well iu’raiiged and 
kept eleau and pure. During 0<5tol)or there Avoro eighly-two deatlis. 
'IMie prison hospital is clean, iieafc, well attended, and coinh)rtiil)h‘. The 
garrison is under command of Ool. Olnirlcs V. T)(5 Ijand, wlio has Iiis 
regiment of Mic.liigau sharpshooters, 510 strong, two companies ICiglith 
Megiment Invalid Corps, .‘WO strong. During the tlinje mont hs ending 
^STovember 18, 181)3, .sixty one prisoner.s es(5ai)e(l. If tliLs gan isoii wore 
so increased as to throw around the (aiinp on the ontsiile of tlie ])i’isoti 
lence a chain of sentrios, it would prevent all e.s(ai[je.s,e.si)e«!]ally by the 
new process of burrowing out. 

OAMl* MORTON, INUTANAI’OLIS. 

Tliere are 2, SSI rebel pri.sonors of war hor<i. Tiiey oceu])y long, 
■wooden harracks, without lloor.s, with hunks of all .slnip<is luid ih'signs. 
linearly every barraek wa.s wurmtHl by stoves, but there were snino har- 
racks which had no 8tf)ve or other moans of heating. The «u])plieH 
lier(' are the snine as at <Jani}) Douglas and th(‘. same watit of system 
ill cooking exists (.see page 2). A. sutler’s shop isalsoullowefl here, simi- 
lur to the one at Camp Douglas. The sanitary eomlition of I his (uiinp 
lias been much neglected, but under the pre-sentcoininander it isreceiV' 
ing ju'oper attention. Tho deaths for thirty <lays ending November 18 
were forty. Tho number of sick in hospital (wliicli is very (dean and 
(jomfoi'table) at that dat(‘. was 2(I0, The garrison is in (iomniand of 
Col. A. A. Stevens, h'iftb |Rogimentj Invalid Corps. Ho lias twelve 
compaiiios, averaging about soveuty-Ove men, for duty and four other 
coinpanie.s now organi/iug. This camp Is well and scsairely guarded. 
jA new fence is badly needed around tho prison inelosmu 

.KIIINSON’H ISDANU, near SANDUSKY, OHIO. 

There are 2,381 rebel iirisonev.s of war here, all of whom but 50 are 
ollicers. 'L'lioy occupy very comfortable barracks, which are two-slory 
tViuno buildings, with lloor.s and well celled up, and with good ventihi- 
tifin. The banwjka wore mostly vciy clean and neat, t-lui (extent of tho 
cleanliness dcTondiiig upon tho taste of Mio occupants. These harraeks 
nra built in two rows, facing eucli other, with a wide street bet, ween. 
'The 8npi)ly of food is abundant and of good ((uaUty, the bread being 
i^oocl wheat bread of tho Hsiine kind used by onr own ollicer.s and men 
comiiosiiig tho garri.soii. The prisoners have arranged tliemselves into 
tjoiivenient mosses and have cooking-stoves and other laiulities for (ioolc- 
ing, by means of wbicdi they get along comfortably. Ko siitlor is 
iillowcd liero. The sanitary condition of these pri.sonors is very good, 
^'lie whole number of deaths among prisoners during the yiMir ;iS(i3 up 
-to November was only sixty-nine out of a total of 2,005 prisomw.s. 
II3iiring 18i'2 the doath.s were only thirty-seven, most all of these cases 
rusnlting from diseases iucurnal before reac-liing this camp. (I'he mim- 
Tjor of sick is forty-two. 'illhcse prisoners look well and hearty. The 
garri.s()ii, uiuler c()ninuiud of Lientenant-Ooloin'l Pierson, lloJl'nian’s 
JSattalion Ohio Infantry, 400 effective men, is ample lor this post. 

OAMP OIIASB, NEAR OOUUMHUS, OHIO. 

There are 2,448 rebel prisoners of war here who are <piartered in 
■wooden barracks, with lloors, and bunks arranged on tluj sides. Borne 
of these barracks are too much crowded. lOach one is comfortably 
lieated by stoves. Tire supply of food is abundant and good, as at 
Oump Douglas, and althoug'h tlicir arraiigenients for cooking arc some- 
what bettor than at Oanip Douglas, yet they are not what (iiey shonld 
l30. A sutler is i)erinittocl li(*rc, who furnishes a siijiply of articjU^s as at

OOiaiMllUS PENITKNTIAllY, OHIO. 

There are seventy-nine rebel prisoners bore, consisting oi Con. .lolm 
Moraiin and Ids subordinate ollicers, who areconlmml in a ixirtion oi the 
building to themselves. Tliey are, ipiartei ed in the cells and have eleiui, 
coinfortWebeds and bedding. They have thou washing done in the 
prison and their colls cleaned and swept by tlie e<mviets, ihey are 
supplied with prison fare {witli the dill'creiice of eolle.e being a lowed 
them), which is well cooked for them; a» tabic sot tor tliein and cleaned 
awav by convicts. These pvisoiiors wear their own elolhiiig and ha\’o 
no labor wluitovoriin nosed upon them. They arejiroliibited newsi)a]»ers 
and intercourse witli' any person. They are in good health and eoiidi- 
tion, only six of them being slightly sick, but they are kindly and com- 
fortably eared for in the hospital. Since my visit Ceneral Morgan anil 
six of ids otficers escaped. In this prison i find a Doctor Unck ey, a 
prisoner luider military orders, but, as be anh’ma,bc is a citizen or Cm- 
eiiinati, and is Ignorant of tlie reason of Ids dotenUon. 


LOUISVILLH AND NAS1IVILD3C. 

The prisons at these points are principally used as (lo})Ots for prison- 
ors en route from the iVont to other poiuta. At Louisville, iSoyeiiibcr 
22, there were 133 rebel iirisoners; at Nashville, JloveinlKu- 21', there 
were 310 rebel prisoners, wlio arc well fed on regular rations, ilioso 
prisons are kept clean and tliorongldy policed. 


WJIEBLIN«, w. VA. 

There wore only thirty-two rebel priaouera of war. There are hero 
seven oitizens under military ordera, and twelve citizens held as hos- 
tages by the Governor’s order. Tliia is prinoiiially a prison depot tor 
passing prisoners. Those on hand are well fed and caved lor. Lho 
prison is a biiiUliiig rented at $1,500 a year by tlie Government. 

URATIOT STREET I'RIHON, SAINT EOUTS, MO. 

There are 382 rebel prisoners of war and 111 citizens held under 
military orders at this prison. They aro kept in a largo building, which 
i.s well and conveniently arranged for the purpose. They receive an 
abundant supply of good food and have good facilities lor cooking. 
There is an abuiulant supply of pure wuUor at this jirison. .Th(^ iii ison 
building and yards arc well jioliccd and kept clean, but there is a great 
lack of personal cleanliness among tbo prisoners. The prisoiuu’s are 
generally in good health, though there arc a largo number on hand 
sick. The garrison is ample for the guard duty required. 


ALTON rENlTENTTARY, II^L. 

There are 1,550 rebel prisoners of war hero, who are contlned in this 
building, which was rornierly used as the State iiDiutentiary, hut some 
years since abandoned. They are comtbrtably quartered and well sup- 
plied with good, warm balding. This pri.sou is too iiiueli crowded. It 
should be relieved of 500 moii. Tho iirisonors are well supplied with 
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an sil)nndiiin'('. of food, which Is well prepared and coolied. A sutler is 
iillowcd Holl to thorn. The sanitary condition of tlii.s prison is very 
good. II; is (doaiily and well kept and iiuder good discipline. There 
were, Novctiilxu' 1:15, 1 11) sick in hospital. Tlie deaths lor Octoher were 
thirty-iive and for November twenty-nine. The gaiTisoii, coinuiamlett 
by Colonel Kincnhl with his regiment, -loO strong, is sndicieiit. The 
Willi aiUToiindiiig this prison is in some places in bad condition and 
])rf)iipcd up, itundi hiciUtating chances for escape. It could bo cheaply 
re.hnilt by tlio labor of prisoners hero under acnfcence. There are very 
many priaoners lioro under sentenee, by court-martial or military coin- 
inisaioii, of Inii'd labor, &c. Some 200 Federal soldiers are lieve under 
sentence, l)ut there is no mode of cxeeiiting the sentoneo at this place. 

mT.EAN 31AI111AOKS, CINCINNATI, OHIO. 

There arc only fcwonty-six prisoners of war here; the other forty-three 
are citiy.ons under mililary jirrest. The ])risoiiers here ai'O well and 
abundantly fed and allowed to purchase articles under .supervision of 
{‘oiumiinding olluiev. They are all in good health. The garrison of 
twouty-eight men is ample for tlio present duty. 

ALr.EOlIENY CITY IHJNlTENlTAEy, PA. 

There are 112 rebel prisoners, subordinate oflicers of General Mor- 
gaids eoimmiud. Tlioy are quartered in the colls, which are largo and 
well vonlilatcd. hhudi coll is supplied witli water and gas. The former 
is used od lihidm- i,w<\ tlie latter until lO p. in. Since the latter part 
of Noveiiiher they iiavo been closely coniinod to their cells. Prior to 
that liujy were allowed the privilege of the prison-yard at stated hours 
of the day, oil their parole of lioiior that they would not escape nor 
attempt to do ho. T’wo of them wore caught ou the roof in the act of 
CBcaping. this broach of the piu‘oloby two of tJic prisoners they 
tire all idostdy conllncd. They have thoir wa.shhig done at the prison, 
are allowed to piiridmae most anything they desire, uinl are very Idiidly 
and eoiiNlderately treated. They are supplied with the prison fare; 
good wheal; bread, soups, beef, and potatoes at stated times. There 
are ahoui; twidvo of those prisoners who expressed a desire to take the 
oath of allegiaiiee. 

HOOK ISLAND, ILL. 

There were no prisoners at this point November 30, but aiTangouiouts 
were being ra pidly perfected for their reception. The capacity of the 
harraelvs will bo 10,000 men. Tlio garrison bore is niuler coinmaiid of 
(Joloiiel IhiHli and ahoiild bo in my opinion at least fourteen full coin- 
Iiaiiies of the hiviiUd Corps, as the natural obstacles to an escape are 

very trivial uvouiid this island. ^ _ 

ill gives me iileaanro to report that at each post I visited the ofiicei’S 
were'niTive in the di.selmrgo of their dntios. There is, however, a 
wsMit of iinilbrmity in the treatment of the prisoners at the cliiTerout 
pi'isoim, al; Home more privileges being allowed them tliau at others, 
while at all plaeoH, however, they arc kindly treated and well aupplieil 
will! tbod. 'The whole mimbor of prisoners that I vi.sited is about 
1(1,300, and taking into considerallou tlnib those men have been gath- 
ered Iroiii all parts of the Southern States, have endured itnnicnse 
hardshipH and fiitigiio, ami have been exposed to all kinds of weather 
and llnullv iKiinpeUcd to chaiigo climate by being removed as pris- 
oiuu'S to (iie Northern States, the present sanitary condition of them 
is ill mv opinion very good. At all the prison camps the coimnan- 
daiits luive taken from the prisoners large amounts of Ooufederate 
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money, wliieli they liohl without any special orders mid seolc iiistnie- 
tioii }i 3 to its disposition. At several of these camps 1 found largo 
miinbersoC Union soldiers under sentoneo of courts-martial. Altliongli 
not within tlie purview of this report, I (ainiiot lie,l)> IVom suggesting 
that there arc many (Ine soldiers who have already he.eii piinislied 
sunieiently and who would render good service 1 1’ sent back to their 
commands. At Oamp Oliasc, Columbus, Ohio, I Ibund some 200 or IlOO 
paroled h'edoral soldiers, without eomiiiander, discipline, or any kiaii 
of order. At the Columbus, Ohio, i»enitentiary, 1 I'onnd Oeiunal -loliii 
Morgan and seventy-eight ol' his ollieers. 'I’lmy were. iiol. .sliaviul and 
dressed in convict clothes ns alleged, but wore their own dress and 
were eonlincd in a part <»!' the building to them.se!ve.s. Tin*, warthm 
a.s.snred me that they were notahave<l on the head on their eiiti-y intn 
Ids imisdn, but that'llieir hair was simply trimmed or rnit on'tbnt not 
short), as a necessary measure Tor personal chmiilitiess, I wonhl sug- 
gest that at each camp where a. large number of prisonei's may be kept 
tboro should be as a part of the garrison deCeuse two or more liow- 
itzer.s, whu'h would be of great service in (he event (iT trouble arnoiig 
tlie prisoners. Some goetd plan oC cookinglbr the prisoners at all these 
largo camps should ho ailopted, by moans of which the (lovenuiieiit 
could save very largely in ex]Kmse, both in I'ations and I’iie.l. Ily the 
jirosoiit nnorgaiu/.od system at tlie lai-ger camps every man takes care 
of himsoll', and thus wastes rations and uses as much fuel to eook Ids 
dinner as could otherwise be used to cook for twenty-live. If oiir 
bravo soldiers whom the fortunes of war have tlirowji into the liaiids 
of the oiiemy as prisoners are as well treate<l as the rebel prisoners 1 
iiavo visited, tlioi» indeed might wo rest comparatively easy whiUi Ihey 
are withhold from us. 1 have appended liercio on one shej^t a brief 
synopsis of ujy report.

Thodoprt'sflion tliiiH lortnoil lins hllod witli 
water. Tho stones taken from tho holo miido through tlio wall ot tlio i;oll lioiino 
wore iiaasfid back into tho air diainhor. Tho liolo wlioii rMiiHhod was Hinallor tliaii 
that made through tho foniidation of tho ooll block. , 

1 saw no ovidoiioo that tho nsconding liolo niiido on tho outHido ol tho wall oi tho 
coll honsohad boon fully oponod to Iho mirfaco of tho ground. IMovions to tho night 
on which it was used to oHcnpo, I think it hud not hcoii so ojioiiod. Tlio opoiiiiigs 
from six of tho colls into tho air ohamhor hud boon Ibniiod from bolow, mid in tlio 
sanio inanuor, that is, A'om tho coiHor of tho arch, tho hrlok-vvork \yith tho inortiii' 
ahovo it iiad liecn taken down without dlstnrliiiig tho comciit llooviiig ol tlio oolls, 
a Hiinioioncv of which had boon roinovod to porniit tlio easy pnssngo of a largo man, 
Tho rubbish romaiiiH wliovo it foil. TIio ujipoiivamios iiidicato tlmt tho noiHoliiss imsh 
of a foot broke down tho ooiiiont flooring at tho proper time ami oponod iv IVoo pas- 
sage. I saw no appeurnneo of any work linviiig boon doiio to any of tlio ooHh with 
It view to open a passiioo fl’om them, oxoe]it to thosovon moiitlonod, and do not I lilnk 
imy such was done. lUio air chainbor is dry and ahaolntoly darlc. _Tlio sloiios and 
tlio dli't rninovod from tlio passage wore piled in tho ohainhoroiist of the o|ionlug and 
form an Irrognlar lieap 2 d foot long, of tho average doptli of 1(5 inohos. 

Sumo of tho Iniplomonts used in tlio work, tho niostolllclontof wliioh sooms to Invvo 
hoen tho common table knives used by the coiivicia, liad boon removed by porsouH 
visiting tlio chaiiiborboforo mo.

Tbo hole Oil tho ontsulo of Mio coll house from \ylii(ili tho pvisoiK’irs 
escaped bad been lllled when we reached it. It would seem easy lor the 
prisoners to reach the top of tho hiffh wall surrounding; tho prison 
grounds by climbing tho inner gate at tlio southeast corner. On reach- 
ing tho top of the wall tho prl.soncrs seem to have lot themselves down 
near tho guard-honseat tho soiil.heaat corner by moans of a rope, foimd 
hanging there on the morning of tho 28tli and which was the lirst inti- 
mation given of an escape. This rope was constructed of bedticking 
and towels torn into strips and braided in links, or loops about two feet 
in length and tied together, making a rude but onicient rope ladder. 

We could gain no information us to tho time of tho escape. lOac.li of 
tlio prisoners, it was said, were locked in their cells as iisnal ahont 
p. 111 . oil the day provions, and their colla Ibund vacated about (5 a. m. 
of the 2Stli. Wo learned from Ool. Dick Morgan, a brother of tlio gen- 
eral, and one or two other prisoners, that previous to tlio liour for lock- 
ing up on the27th, General Morgan took tho eoll occupied by his brother 
on the lower tier, and Ool. Dick Morgan, disguised in a ])ortion of the 
general’s garments, was standing in tho general’s coll above witli his 
ba(}k to tlio door as the turnkey came to look tho coll door. Tiio turn- 
key, Milo H. Scott, says that as he closed the door and loekiMl it lie 
sjiolco to tho general, who said, “Yes, air.” No su.spicion or thought of 
this change entered tho mind of the guard or turnkey. 
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The nainoa of the prisoners who escaped are as follows: Brig. Gen. 
John IT. Morgan, Oapt. J. 0. Bennett, h. D. TTockorsinitli, T. Henry 
Hines, Gustavus S. Mayor, Ralph Sheldon, and Samuel B. Taylor.

(ionoral Jloijciin, of Ciiuiinnati, incloraiiig Mth. Doraoy’s loyalty aiul olaitning in lior 
boliiill' till) rnlo to pei-niit noar loyal rointivos to boo aiok lu-wonorH, and hrgoiitly 
doHiriiig tliabi Hlionld grant Mm. Domoy tlio iiitorviow sho desirod with lusr biotlior, 
(Japb. T. S. Morgan, thou aiok i« hospital. Having soiili to tho Hurgoon in ohiirgo to 
Icnow tho condition of Captajn Morgan, ho oortifiod that ho had boon siiik in lioHiiilnl 
and hud not rucovorod. Tlio original ooWiiioatoiBlioroin iiniloHcd, inarkod H. T tlion 
wrote a note to Captain Morion ponnitting tho interview, not tocxiioodhalf an Iionr, 
a copy of whioli note is heroin incloaod, marked C.

Said Jlason agreed to coiitiime tho guard at tho oiitsulo gate, and (bo sen trios 
in tho hall fronting tho ranges of colls, to appoint a surgeon, and soiiio one toattimil 
to all tho wiints of the prisoiiors. Aniantcallnd Haiti Mason’s atlontion to ilie neces- 
aity of having roii.ablo men to perforin such duty, when said Mason said that he 
would ])ut HU onieor in charge, and would liavo u sergeiint (boro all tlio ( iaui, ex(!e])t 
at night after said prisoners woro looked up in their cells. In jnirsniinee ol Ibis iigree- 
moiit, said Mason on tho next day, Novombor •!, ISlul, appointed a sorgoiint l,i. tho 
clntv, wlio c.iino to said prison and ontorod inimodiately upon the diHcliargo ol tliiit 
duty, and liiid tho full care and eliurgo of said priHoiiors from tliat dalie, from the 
time they woro lot out of tho colls in tho morning until they wore loelieil up agiiiiiat 
night hy saiil sorgoaiit, and a snrgoon who duly attondml upon any wlio wore ill or 
in tlio liospitnl. Neither alliant nor thooltlcors of said poiiitoiitiary tlmneefortli coii- 
aidered tlio said inisoners under their control or ehargo, oxcopt so liir as (be nigiit 
watoliiiig as aforesaid. The money holongiiig tosaiil priHoners was also nil imidovov 
bv said iiriHoii authorities to aidd Mason, or said ofllcer placed in charge hy him.

Nathaniel Morion, oftho city ofColumhns, ]'’ranlclin County. State of Ohio, boing 
duly sworn, deposes and says as follows: I am tho waislou of tho Ohio ponitoiiliary. 
located at tlio city of Coinmhus, Oliio, wherein have boon oonlliioil, for several 
monthB, tho rohol Conoral .lohn II. Morgan and a mimhor of vohcl ollloers takim 
prlatmova by tho U.S. troops in Oliio in .Inly, IXllH. That provioiis to tlio Ith 
day of Novfi'iubor, IShii, said prisonors were uiulcr the eliargo and control of all I nut, 
and the olllcorsof said penitentiary, by whom they woro rofeasod from tholr cells in 
tho Jiioriiiiig, watrheil during Mio day, their eells olemiod, lliey talcoii Imiilc aiul 
forth to tho prison dining-room, looked in tho colls again at night, wii tolled tiiii'ing 
tlioiiight, attended upon when ill, oiirod for ami gnarde«l gouoratly, with the nssist- 
aneo and protection of two soldiers statiouod as suiitrios, one at either oxtremlly of 
tho hall fronting said ranges of oidls occupied hy said prisoners, in ( he daythno, and 
a further military guard at tho first entrance gato outside of said prison walls, I'm’- 
iilshod hy iliomllilnry authorities of Columbus. 'I’hat some low days iii'cvioiis to 
tlio 8d (lay of Novombor, 1863, afllant had held several convorsatioiiH wilili (leiieral 
John S. Mason, U. B. military comniaudant at Coliimims, regarding (bo maiiago- 
iiieiit of fluid prisoners, in whicli for various loaBoiis said Mason exprcHHod 
the opinion that it wonhl bo expedient for tho I/. .S. military imthovil los to lake full 
ohargo and control of said prisoners. And in one of the last of said eonversatimis 
afTiaiit informed said Mason that tho dlrootors of said ponltoiitiary wore In liave a 
mooting on tlio (Id and 3d days of Novombor, 1863, and ronnesteil him to atl end and 
iiiako Huoli arrangements for the fiituro euro of said prisoners as might he Matisfiiotory. 
That aoooi'diiigly sitidMasnii atteiidod at tho meeting of niiid diroetors, liuld on the 
3d (lay of Novomher, 1863, at which iidiantwas present, and it was tlioii imd Ibove 
agreed botwooii aaiil Mason and said dlrootors tliiit tho general cure, eoiitrol, and 
maiiagomoiit of said prisonors should tlieneororth hcasHumed hy tlio said military 
auliioi'itios at CulninbiiH, or, ns it was expressed, that said autlioritiiiH Hlioiild tiilco 
“inilitavy oliargo of tlioin ” from iindanor that date. Said prisonors, Imwevor, woro 
still to ho kept in said poniteiitinry, but said pvlson nutlioritieH, thereal'for, only to 
provide prison rations, aiidouok tho same, wusli olotliiug.&o., provide fuel, taiiptying 
and cleansing niglitbuckots, and after said prisonors woro locked in their eells for 
the night, reported at tho priBoii guard-room and tlio military guard relievod from 
saidlmll, that tho nightwatoli of tho priaoii should tako that hull and tlioso rniigos 
of cells in his jogiilar ronnds and wnteliliig. That said Mnsoii agreed expressly 
to give a U. B. military ofilcor charge over thorn, to ooiitinuo a Hunicioiit guard 
In said hall and at tho oiiteido gato as hoforo; to furnisli one or two sergeants, 
who Hlioiild unlock tho oolls in tho morning, sou that said cells woro kept in ordov, 
BOiidiict said prisoiieiB to thoir meals in said diiiing-rooin ; maiiitain tho irnniil prison 
Ilsuipllno and order (hiring daytimo and look thorn in thoir cells again at night; 
ind to make piu'cImsoB of suoh Binall itomsof food, etc., for said piiaoncrs with their 
Bwn money as iniglit Room proper to said military autliorltios, and to ftiriiish a 
mrgoon to attend upon such aa Hhonld bo ill or in tho prison hospital, and wlio 
(yas to ordor sucii extrus for thoir uonifort us might bo nuedod. That according to 
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Huid iiKi-ooiiKint, on tho inornliiK of tho -till tliiy of N<*voiiilu',i-, Hiiid Manoii 8011 I; to 
iilllaiit, a Hoi-Hoiint of tho iiaiiio of Moon, of Ki^lity-oiKhth Boginiinit Oliio Yoliiiitoor 
InJaiitry — homo giinrdM — to tako cliargi!- of mud xiriHoiiom ;ih nfori-HaUI, who i iinio to 
jidiaiit for dirootions, wlioro and how to immootl with Iuh duty. Allhnil: thou 
iiiHtriKJtod Hiiid Moon in tho nianagommit thorutoforo ndoptoil in logard to said iniH- 
tmoi'H, as to imlooldng colls, oondnctlug to inoals, ciiio and oxamimitinn of acllH, mid 
thornloH for diajiiulimiand hohnvior during tho day, and tlio looking of tho prinoimrH 
ill tho col Ik at night, ohai'ghig aaid Moon ospocially that aaid iiriBoiiors woiihl roiiniro 
oontiiniiil and c1q.so watching. Said Moon wont iintiuullatidy to that part of said 
priuon in whioli aaid rohol priaonoM wore and took ohargo of thoin and roniaiiiDd in 
Biioh oliJu’go until Iho csoapo of John Morgan and othoiu. AfDaiit diroctod tho 
prlaon gnurd tbovotoforo oinployod thoro to roinaiii a few ilaya and aid and iimtiuot 
Haid Moon until lio was ahlo to luck and niilock aald colls and to niulorstaiid otlior 
dntioH of his ohargo. On tho next day another aorgoant canm to aid said Moon, and 
aald two sorgoanta thoncoforth attondod to aaid prisonors. Arthint withdrew liis 
oITloor previously stationed thoro, and from that time oinployod none of tlio oflioers 
or gmii'da of said prison coniiiinonsly in said hall or ahont said jirisouorfl li.vcopt tho 
watuh at night and tho nocuasury supurtutondcnco of oonviots cavrying fuel and 
cleauHing night hiickots. Occasionally, however, 0110 of said sorgoants Would ho 
alisoiit or lato, whon one of tho pi'iaon guards would assist tho other sorgoaut in 
nnlooldng in tho morning or locking »p at night. That from and after said 3(1 day 
ol Novoinhor tho caro, control, and muimgcuibnt of said rchel prisoners as aforosiiid 
was conduoted hy said military aiithoritlos, a lioiitoiuint npjuiaring to ho tho 
Huporior ofllcov in charge, said two sergeants genorally opoiiiiig Iho colls in tlio 
iiuii'iilng, attending during the day upon them, ovorsooiiig tlio care of said oolls ami 
conduct of tho prisoners, and locking up at night, and reporting tho niinihor in 
colls or h(iH]illal at tho tirison guard-room after locking up time, two soldiers nioiint- 
ing guard all day at citlior ond of said linll, iv larger military guard ontsiilo tho 
wiuls ol' priHou at tho gate, and a If. S. siirgeoii attending U])on their sick. 
Alllant considered that from and nftov said ikl day of November, 13G3, neither lie 
nor the directors oi' said Ohio ponitciitiary had any further caroof saitl priHoners 
tliau to furnish food, find, A'c., as above stated, and to watch lliom at night when 
locskod lip in their colls, and from that date until the 28th of Novombor uiriaiit did 
not go oven once In the daytime into that hall wlioro tlio said pri8onor.s wore eon- 
lined or to said ouIls, hel loving hinisolf A’cod from all oaro and management of Baiiiij 
and not coiuddering it In tho lino of his duty to pay any further attention tlioroto, 
111 ) olton, however, passed tlirongli in the night, always linding liis night watcli at 
their posts and ovorytliing about said prisonoi-s and colls (inlet and in the iiBunl 
order.

directly ])ei'tiiient to onr iiiqiiii-ios. 

From the foreg'oinj? and our personal o.xaiiiiiniltons and inquiries wo 
in’o led to tlie following concliiaions: 

First. H lid the clear jind distinct in.structioiia given to tlio wurdeu in 
Your Fxeelleiic.v’s note of July 30, 1803, been faithfully followed, no 
(jonllict ol’ jurisdiction or oacape could have occurred. 

Second. That with proper vigilance on the part of the guards within 
the walla of the ponitentitiry, and a daily or oven weekly iuspeetion of 
tlie cells occupied by tho iirisoiiors of war, no escape could have been 
made. 

Tliird. Tliat tho omission to make frequent and careful inspection of 
the cells arose from a want of definite and clear understanding botwoeii 
the luilitary and prison authorities as to the guard and inspection. 

Fourth. It is evident that the prisoners made great oonqihiiiit of 
their conllnement in a place designed for (Knivicts only, and in tlio 
attenqit to treat them as prisoiiora of war and grant them indulgences 
not allowed to convicts discrepaneies and embarrassmouts would arise 
between the military and prison authorities. 
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li'it'tli This wou'd liiivo heeii avoided aiul tliceHeiipc preveiiUid by 
the adoption or (doiu- and (iistliict wi-itto.i orders and regulations by

I rcflTet to inform you that the eiioiny have returned b) the barbaiv 
oils policy with which tlioy lnauj*-uratcd iho war, ami tlnit the exelian}»e 
of prlBonora has been Cor Home tiniosuspemled. I lie imrrespimdeneeol 
the ooimniHsioners of oxoliaiiKO is Hubmitted to .you by 
of War, and it has already been publmhed loiHbe in hii ination ol all 
now sull'orinu' useless irn prison inont.t 'I’lieeonduetol the autlior|tie.H ol 
tlio United States lias been eoiisistently perndionson this siilijeet. An 
aun'eoinoiit I'oi excbaiiji-e in the iucipieney ol tbo war had just been 
concluded when tbo fall of h'ort Donelsou rever.Mcil the previous s(,ate 
of thiiics and aave them an excess of prisoners. M.'iie iij*Teement was 
Imniediatoly revmdiatedby them and so remained imtil the lortiine o 
war ao'ain placed us in possession ol' tho Iar{^er mimbm-. A now eai'tel 
was then made and imdor It, for many moiitliH, wo restored to tlioin 
many thousands of prisoners in excess of those whom they held lor 
oxchaiiae, and eneampmonts of tho snrplns paroled prisoneis didivereil 
up by us wore established in the- United States, where tiie men were 
enabled to receive tho comforts ami sohiee of eoiistanl. communication 
with their homes and famillea. 

In .Inly lust tho fortimcs of war aji-ani lavorod the enemy, and tliey 
were omibled to cxelianjfc. for duty the men previously (lelivered to 
them aeaiiist those ea]>tured and paroled at Viclcslmi'K and i orl. 
Hudson. The prisoners taken at OettyHlmr«-, howi^ver, remainmi iii 
their liiiiids, and should hav<i been at once rotnriied to oui’ lines on 
parole to await exehango. Instead of executing a d iity imposed by the 
iilainest dictates of .iustico and good faith, pretexts were instantly 
sought Cor holding them in perinaneiit captivity. Ueneviil orilers 
rapidly succeeded each other from the bureaus at Washingt,on, placing 
new constructions on an agreement which had given rise to no dispute 
while we retained, the advantage in tho number of prisoiim's. Witli a 
disregard of honorable obligations almost unoxam])led tbo enemy did 
not hesitate, in addition to retaining the prisoners captured by them, 
to declare null the paroles given by the prisoners caiitured by us in tlie 
same scries of engagements and liberated on eonditioii ol not again 
serving until oxehangod. They have since openly insisted on treating 
the paroles given by their own soldiers as invalid, and tliose of our 
soldiers given under precisely similar circumstaniios as binding. A 
succession of similar unjust pretentions has been set iRi in a eori'O- 
spondenco tediously prolonged, and every device employed to cover

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tlio disi'ogavd of an obligation which, botweou bollig'(n‘(int nations, is 
Oiily to bo onforoed by a sense of honor. ^To Airtlior ooiniiiont is iieudod 
on this subject, but it may bo periuitted to direct your special attention 
to the close of the correspoiulencc submitted to you, from which 
you will perceive that the final propo.sal luade by the enemy, iii 
sottlemeut of all disputes under the cartel, is that wo shall lib- 
erate all prisoners hold by us without the orfor to release from 
captivity any of those held by them. In the meantiimi a system- 
atic, and concerted eifort has been made to (juiet the complaints in 
the United States of tho.so relatives and friends of tlio iirisoiicrs in 
our hands who are unable to luiderstand why the cartel is not 
executed in their favor by the groundless a.ssoition tlmt we are the 
parties wlio refuse compliance. Attempts are also made to shield 
themselves from the execration excited by their own odious treatment 
of our ollleevs and soldiers, now oaptivc in their hands, by inisstato- 
ments, such as that the pri.sonera hold by u.s arc deprived of food. To 
this last accusation tlio (tonclusivo answer has been made that in 
accordance with our law and the genera! order.sof the l)e]iartmeut the 
rations of the jirisonersare precisely the same, in i(uantity and (pmlity, 
as those served out to our own gulhiut soldiers in the Held, ami wliieli 
has been found sulllcieiit to suiiport them in tlieJr arduous campiiigns, 
while it is not i>reteiuled by the enemy that (hey treat pri.sonei'S by tlio 
same generous rule. Ily an indnlgenco, ]ierliapa unpreci)dcutcd, wo 
have oven allowed the prlsoinu’s in our hands to be supplied by tlioir 
friends at homo with com forts not enjoyed by tliemen who captured thorn 
in battle. In contrast to this treatmenttho most revolting inhumanity 
has characteriy.od the conduct of the United States toward prisoners 
iiold by them. Une prominent fact, which admibs no denial nor 
palliation, must snillco as a tost. The onicor.s of our army, luitivos of 
aoutheru and semi-tropical climates, ami unprepared I’or tlio cold of a 
Northern whiter, have been conveyed lor imprisonment during tlie 
rigors of the prcscnl- season to the most northern and exposed situation 
tlmt could bo aeloided by the enemy. There, beyond tlie reach of com- 
f^orta, and ol'teii of even new.s from home, and family, ex])Oseil to the 
iiiereiug cold of the Kortliorii Lakes, they are held by men who ounnot 
be ignorant of, oven if they ilo not design, the probable result. How 
many of our nnfortunati^ friends and comrades, who have pa.ssed 
unscathed tlirougli numerous liattles, will perish on .lohnson’s Island, 
under tlio enicl tiial lo which they are subjected, none but tlui Omnis- 
cient can foretell. That they will endure this barbarous ireatinent 
witli tlio same stern fortitiulo that they have over eyiiiceil in their 
country’s service wo cannot doubt, lint who caii bo found to believo 
tbc assertion that it is our refusal to execute the cartel, and not (ho 
malignity of the foe, which lias caused the iulliction of such intolerable 
cruelty on our own loved and honored defondors?

A PROCnAMATlON. 

Whereas, in and by the Oonstitiitiou of tlio United Static it is ])ro- . 
vided that the President “shall have power to j^rant repricivess and 
pardons for ollbnscs against tijc United States, (‘xcept in eases of 

impeachment;” and , , , , 0 . i 

Whereas, a rebellion now exists, whor<^by tlui loyiil Static govcn-nmoiits 
of several Stiites have for a long time been subverted and many i>er. 
sons have eommittod and are now guilty of treason against the United 
States; and ,, , , , 

Whereas, with reference to said rebellion and treason laws liavo 
been enacted by Congress declaring forfeitures and eonliseations of 
Tiroperty and liberation of slaves, all upon tc.rins and (jonditioiis therein 
stated, and also declaring that liio President was thereby aiithori/ed 
at any time tbereaftor, by ])roclainati<m, to extend lo persons who may 
have participated in the existing rebellion, in any State or i)art thereof, 
jiardon and amnesty, with sucli oxc(*ptioiia and at sne-U limes and on 
such conditions as lie may deem expedient for ( lie iiublic M'olfare; and 
Wlioroas, the Congressional declaration for limited and eondltioinil 
pardon accords with the woll established judicial exi>esitiou of the 
pardoning power; and 

Wlicreas, with reforcnco to said rebellion the Presidmil; of tlio 
United States has iasned several jimadamations with provisions in 
regard to the liberation of slav'"; and 
Wlioreas, it is now desired by some persons horetolbiH^ engaged In 
said rebellion to resume their allogianeo to the United Htates and to 
relnangurato loyal State govorunients within and for tliuir respective 
States: Tlicreroro, 

I, Abraham Lincoln, President of the UnKicd ytutes. do proclaim, 
declare, and make known to all persons who hav(^, (lireetly or by 
implication, participated in tho existing rebellion, exeejit ns liereinal’tor 
excepted, that a full ])ardon is hereby granted to them and ouch of 
them, with restoration of all rights of projicrty, except as to slaves, 
and in property cases where rights of third jiarties sliiill have inter- 
vened, and upon tho condition that every Hueh ])erson sluill lake and 
subscribe an oath, and thenccforwaKl keep and miuniain said oath 
inviolate; and which oath shall he registered for iiorinaiient preserva- 
tion and shall bo of the tenor and oHect following, to wit: 

^ solemnly swear, in i)reseiic<5 of Almigbty (lod, 

that 1 Avill henceforth faithfully support, i>roteet, and deleiid tlie tJon- 
stitution of the United States and the union of the Statics there- 
under, and tliatX will, iu like manner, abide by and faithl'iilly sni)i)ort 
all ads of Congress jmssed during tho existing relxdlion with reierenco 
to slaves, so long and so far as not roiiealed, modi lied, or held void by 
Oongress, or by decision of tho Bupreino Court, and tliat I will, in liNe 
manner, abide by and faitliftilly Bnj)i)ort nil proehuimtions of tlie Presi- 
dent mado during tho existing robol.lion having relerenee to shwes, so 
long and so far as not inodidGd or doehirod void by decision of tho 
Buiu’omo Court. Bo help mo Cod.” 
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The poi'soiis Gxco})te(l from the beneUts of tho foregoing; iirovisioiis 
are nil who are, or shall Imvobcon, civil or diploiinitic oflieera or agents 
of the ao-ealled Oonfedersitc Goveriimeut; all who have left Judicial sta- 
tions under the tJuited States to aid tho rebellion ; all who are, or shall 
have been, military or naval oflicers of said so-called Oonl'ederate Gov- 
ernment above tho rank of colonel in tho Army or of lieutenant in the 
Navyj all who left seats in the IJ. S. Congress to aid tho rebellion; all 
who resigned eoinmissions in the Army or Navy of the United States 
and afterward aided the rebellion, and all wbo have engaged in any way 
in treating colored persons, or white persons in eharge of such, other- 
wise than lawfully as prisoners of war, and which persons may have 
been found in the U. S. service as soldiers, aeaineii, or in any other 
capacity. 

And I do furtlier procliuni, declare, and make known that wlionovor, 
in any of the States of Arkansua, Texas, liouisuina, Mississij)!)!, Teu- 
iieasoo, Alabama, Georgia, J^lovida, South Carolina, and North Carolina, 
a number of persona not less than <me-toiitlj in number of the votes cast 
in siioh Stato at tlio Presidential election of the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty, each having taken tho oath albro- 
siiid and not having since violated it, and being a quali Hod voter by 
• the election law of the State existing immediately before the so-called 
act of secession, and excluding all otliers, shall ro-establisli a Stato gov- 
ernment wlii(jh shall be ropuhlicaiii and in nowise contravening said 
oath, such shall be rccognixcd us tho true government of the State, and 
the State sliall receive thereunder the bonolits of tho constitutional 
provision which declares that: “The United States shall guarantee to 
every Stato in this Union a republican form of government, and shall 
])rotoct each of them against invasion ; and on application of theLogis- 
iiitiU'O, or the lixocutive (when the Logislaturo cannot bo convcjiod) 
against domestic violence.’^ 

And 1 do ftii'Llior proclaim, declare, and make known that any i)ro- 
vision which may be ado)>tcd by such Stato government in relation to 
the freed people of such State, which shall iccognize and declare their 
pernuiiiont freedom, provide for their education, and which may yet be 
eonsistoiit as a temimrary arrangoinciit witli their present condition, as 
a laboring, landless, and homeless class, will not bo objected to by tho 
national blxecutivo. 

And it is suggested as not improper that, in constructing a loyal 
Stato government in any State, tlie name of tho State, the boundary, 
tho subdivisions, the constitution, and tho general code of laws, aa 
before the rebellion, bo maintained, subject only to the modifications 
nuide necessary by the conditions lioreiiibefore stated, and such otliers, 
if any, not coiitravcning said coiidltioim, and which may bo deemed 
exjiedieiit by those framing the new Stato government. 

To avoid inisundorstandiiig, it may bo proper to say that this procla- 
mation, so far as it relates to Stato goveriimenta, has no reference to 
Stales wherein loyal Stato govornmonta have all tho while been main- 
tniiied. And for the same reason it may bo proper to further say, 
that whether members sent to Oongress from any Stato shall be 
admitted to seats constitiitioimlly rests exclusively with tho respective 
IlouseH, ami not to any extent with thelOxecutlvo, and still fiirthei-, 
that this proclamation is intended to present the iieoplu of the States 
wlK.Tcin the national authority has been suspended, and loyal State 
governments liave been subverted, a mode in and by which tho 
national authority and loyal Slate governments may bo re-established 
wibliin said States or in any of them; and while tho mode presented is

I have been requested by my fcllow-ofllcers to address yoit upon the 
subject of the haraii and rigorous treatment to which we have been 
subjected since, and I iirosmne in conse(|Uonc(i of, tlie recent escape 
of General Morgan. Since tlie beginning of this nn fortunate war I 
believe wo are tlie only prisoners wiio bave been conlined in a pmiiton- 
tiary and subjected to the ordinary discipline of conviiits. General 
Burnside believed, and so stated to us, that (Jolonel Stroight and the 
oflicors of his command wiirc similarly situated iu Mie Boutli, and as 
Tong as tills appeared to be the case we had, ])(irhaps, no reason to 
coiiiplain. It is now more than three months since tlie announcement 
of Colonel Streiglit’s release was made by authority in tlie Washington 
nowsiiapei’vS. In an olllcial communication to General Morgan, dai(ul 
Oinciiiiiati, .Inly ao, ISoa, General Burnside ilistinctly declares that we 
shall be restored to the ordinary footing of prisoners of war upon the 
release of Oolmiol Streight and Ida ofiicera. U would seem, tliei'elbve, 
that previous to General Morgan’s escape we were entitled at all events 
to bo removed to a mill I ary prison, ami I cannot iliaeover upon wlnil. priii- 
ciplclna escape ought to alVect the question so I'ar as we are (loncerned. 
IiiRtead, however, of fiiKilling the promise of General lliunside in our 
belialfjthe aiitliorities, whelher civil or ndlltary, havesuddenly dcjirived 
us of every mitigating feature in our condition, bud enougli, and in 
our JiidgniGiit unjust, as it waa before. 1 can conceive of but one 
motive that could poasibly dietate aiich an extraordinary puniahmeiil; — 
that it is necessary to somirc our safe keeping — lor it is not imssilile 
for a moment to suppose that the authorities desire (:o punish ns 
because wo did not betray our comrades and our comiiuuuliiig oillcor. 

We recognize clearly and distinctly your right and your duty to tuko 
siieii precautions as you may deem necessaryto secure our safe-keeping, 
under such restiictions, however, as are imposed by the general voice 
of mankind, and which cannot bo Justly disregarded. Is solitary con- 
lincnieiit necessary to secure our safe-koeiilng? 1 am autliori/.ed to say 
tluit every one of my oomradea is willing to give iiis parole of lioiior 
not to attempt to escape. But aside from tills, it was not the lilierty 
allowed ns but the grovss negligence of the civil ollleers in charge that 
rendered escape practicable. Vigilance would lender escape impossi- 
ble quite as ollbotnally without as with solitary coullnement. There

are men eonnned in tins penitentiary, men who have been convicted of 
every crime known to our laws, and yet the basest and vilest among 
them the law of tlie land exempts from such jninishmentasonrs. Wlio 
are we, how different from ordinary men, or of whatcrinio are wo guilty, 
that wo are put beyond the i>alo of (dvilized warfare, the utmost limit 
of law overleaped to inllict upon ns a ])uiiishinciit at variance with and 
abhorrent to the moral sense of niankiiuH To the cruelty of solitary 
eonlinement must be added excessive cold and every other discomfort. 
The surgeon will tell you that ho cannot venture to give us such medi- 
cines as we frequently need. The ordinary privations and coiiiineinent 
to Avhi(5h ])ri 80 iior 8 of war are subjected wo arc willing to accept, and 
cheerfully submit to, as incident to the fortune of war. Wo jwotest only 
against unjust and unnecessary cruelty. 

Since the beginning of the Avar more than 30,000 prisoners have been 
captured by this eoinmaiul. They l»avc been treated always with kind- 
ness — never with inhumanity. They may sometimes have wanted for 
food and shelter, but not more so than ourselves. In a word, wo have 
never failed to do by them as wo have done by ourselves. It is the 
motive that gives to every act its <iuallty of right or wrong. I have 
addroxsaed this comtnnnicatiou to you because wo have been inforiiiod 
that it lies within your province to correct the evil of which wo com- 
plain, and I cannot refrain from expressing the hope that you will not 
dellnitely decide the question without that careful consideration wlihili 
its importance tons demands, and that kindly feeling which, within 
my own observation, you have on more tluin one occasion shown to 
priaoiiors of war.

SiR! I have tlie honor to submit the following report of an inspccjtion 
which I ha^’e just made, pur.suant to your Instructions, of ibrts on tlio 
eastern soaboaixl, with a view to selecting kikjU ones as may be suitable 
for the confinement of jmiKoners of war. . 

1 reached Hew York on Friday morning, and, after reporting at head- 
quarters of the department and district, proceeded at omuj to Fort 
Sciiuylor, about twelve miles from tho(dty,ou Long Island Sound, which 
is under the coininaucl of llrovetBrigadier-Gonoral JBrown, IT. S. Army. 
Qdic quarters for tlie garrison are fully occupied by olUcers and men, 
leaving none which could possibly be appropriated to prisoners. Four 
of the live fronts of the work have a double tier of casemates which are 
fully armed, and tliongh they mightbo fitted up so as to bo used for the 
reception of prisoners there are serious objections to this course. There 
are two guns mounted in cacli casemate which cannot bo removed, and 
tlioir carriages would bo exposed to maliiuous injury by the piisoners 
even witli every precaution to guard against it. The lloors being of 
w'ood and very dry the prisoners would have it in tlioir power to set 
lire to tlieiu and destroy tho fort in spite of any vigilance on the part 
of tho guards. A more weighty objection perhaps is tho fact that it 
would bo to a certain extent disarming tlie fort and thereby very muoh 
weakening the defonso of the city of How York. If those objections to 
the use of the fort as a jni.soii are nob considered suHiciently serious to 
prevent a part of it being appropriated to this purpose, which, liowever, 
I am not prepared to say, two of its fronts may bo fitted up at no great 
expense to receive fiOO jmisoiicrs. The oasemates would require to be 
furnished with bunks, each one having room enough between the guns 
and in the arolies to accommodate thirty-six men; the front of tho case- 
mates would have to bo (dosed in, windows being inserted, and itwould 
bo necessary to grate and glaze the oinbrjisures. There is no liospital 
room, Idtch’ons, or sinks imsido the fort whudi could be used by ])rison- 
ers, and these could only bo provided by erecting suitable buildings 
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outsido adjacent to the two fronts occupied, inclosing them by a sub- 
stantial fence mnuing from one salient to the other. Access to these 
buildings iroin the interior of the front could be liad only through one 
of the lower tier of embrasures, which would have to bo enlarged by 
cutting out tlie sill to the depth of 10 or 12 inches. As it is of eonerete 
I pre.suine this might readily bo done; the fence on each front would be 
about 100 yards long; two kitchens 20 by CO feet would bo required, and 
aliospital 100 by 25 feet, the whole, iiichuling bunUs, costing from $2,000 
to $3,000. It would not be advisable to occupy more than two tVonts of 
the work, as a greater number of prisoners than 500 would bo more 
than the ordinary ganison of the fort could securely ginivd. The sup- 
ply of water at tlie fort is limited, but it \voiiId probably bo sul'licicnt 
for the proposed number of prisoners. 

After visiting Fort Schuyler I consulted Ooloncl Dclaficld, lUnginecr 
Corps, who is in charge of the forts in New York Harbor, as to the pro- 
priety ol' using any of them as military i)ri8on8. Assnming tlnit the 
forts will not be immediately required for the defense of the harbor the 
chief objoction which lie suggested is the one 1 have already mentioned, 
viz, that it puts in the power of the prisoners to destroy or seriously 
injure tlie fort they occupy by (Irc. However remote this possibility 
may bo it does exist^ ami it is a grave question whether such a risk 
should be taicoii if it is possible to avoid it. 

I thou visited Fort Columbus, on Covernor’s Island. The fort itself 
furiiisliGs no room for prisoners, but in Castle Williams, an outworlc of 
Wo tiers of guns in casemates and one of 15-incli giins in barbettto, blio 
third floor of wliicli consists of arched rooms for the garrison, some 500 
prisoners may bo accommodated. The floors are of wood, and though 
they may bo set on lire tlioro is less risk of it than at FortBcihuylei', as 
the prisoners occupy separate rooms. This castle is used at times Cor 
prisoners of war, but it is generally devoted to doaortors from our Army, 
and I recommend tliat it continue to be so used and for prisoners under 
soiitonce. 

There are at this time more prisoners at Fort Lafayette than can bo 
aecommodated tliero without interfering with tlie woik of remounting 
the batteries with Iieavior guns, as lias l)con ordered. 

For some time past there has been a camp on iiiker’s lahiml, widch is 
in the East River between the (dty and Fort Schuyler ; but the camp is 
about being tranaferred to anotiicr island, and it oll'crs an excellent 
location for a place of connnemonb for prisoners of a special character, 
which at this time is much needed. Wo have oirHsera under sijecial 
charges, blockade runners, piratical cases, political prisoners, and women, 
all of whom slionld be kept separate from ordinary prisoners Of war ami 
from each other, and I respectfully recommend that a suitable prison 
be erected on tliis island of sulliciont extent to receive 1,000 prisoners 
and so arranged as to be capable of onlargoinont if necessary. There 
are but two or three buildings on the isiaiul, which are now used as 
store-houses. I am iiilbrmod by Major Van Vliot that it costs about 
$25 per man to erect barracks fbr soldiers in tiio vudnity of New York. 
A prison may, therefore, bo expected to cost $25,000 to $30,000. Water 
is soarce upon tlie island, but If it cannot be supplied. by eistorns 
receiving tlie water from the roofs it may be furnished by a water-boat. 

On Saturday niglib I proceeded to Boston, bub on Bumbiy L was only 
able to make arrangements to visit Itort Warren on Momlay. Early 
on Monday morning I proceeded to the fort ami examined its ac(!ommo- 
dations for prisonors, of whom there arc now about J2U there; more

tliiin luilf of tliem sire oc(Jui)ymg the oHicei’s’ qiiaitm, uiiich in very 
ohjeotioiiable, as this willlhlly iiijnres the f|uarler.s via-y mncli, and 
besides compels onr own olticera to bo resti-icted to a veiy K(!{iiit allow- 
ance. They are iiiuuediatoly to be moved into four rooms designed for 
soldiers, which will a(;commodato 1(50 men. There are some basement 
rooms belonging- to the olTicors’ quarters, where some special cases are 
now conlinod and •\vhi<5h can still bo used tor this purpose. They will 
receive i'rom thirty to lifty. 

There is quite an extemsive Inn'Iding on the parade ground, now 
partly occupied by the engineers, wliich will very well quarter one com- 
pany, and if it can bo used for this purpose six of the casemate rooms 
may be vacated, which will afford room for the reception of lldO ])ri8on- 
era, thus making the whole number that can bo accommodated between 
•lUO and 600. 

I was informed by Major Blunt, the engineer in charge of tlie work, 
through Captain McKim, the quartenmistcr in Boston, that the build- 
ing referred to can conveniently be spared by his department, and I 
vespe{5tfully i'0(5ommeiKl that the ari-niigeiiiout Hiiggestcd be aiilhorized. 
Tlui present garrison will sunice for the number of prisoners pro])osod. 

I visited Fort Indopondenco also, whicJi lies between FortWari’en 
and the city of Boston, lb is a small work and there is no part of it 
that is well adapted to receive prisoners, tliongh if it wore nocossary 
eight or ten special ca.scs might be taken care of there. 

Oil Tuesday i. visited l''ort Adams, which is on a point of land in i^'ar- 
ragan.sott Bay, about two miles by water from Newport, K. 1. Tliis is 
a very oxtenslvo work, but it ha.s limiled accommodations for the garri- 
son, none of wliich could bo made available for ])risonora. Tliore are 
more quarters for oflicors than are now rcjiuircd, but some of tliom are 
oeijupiudby him idimses, and others leak so much a.s to make them unin- 
habitable. TlierearCjhowevor, twenty caseinates whiidi areiiotarmodaiul 
are only ocimpiod as stoi’c-rooms for gun carriages and for workshops; 
thoHO could bo litted up to recot vo about nOO prisoners, ilvo of thorn being 
used for hospital purposes. T'ho Doors are of heavy plunk ami are so 
very open that it would bo noce.s.sary to cailk them; windows would 
liiivo to bo made in tlio end of the cascinalo which ivS boarded in, uiul 
the embrasures would require grating and glazing. ^JHiere is a gallery 
for guns below this rango of caKomate.s, part of which could bo used as 
a ki’tclieii; but the danger from lire would make this very objectionable. 
A kitchen might be constructed on tho parade ground, but it would be 
iimcli ill tho way and but a short distanco from the magmiiio, where 
fiOO barrels of powder are stored. The garrisou consists of two compa- 
nies of recruits of the Fifteoiith Tnlaiitry and afew assignable recruits. 

There are no .sinks inside the forts which tlio in-Lsonors could use aiid 
they would have to pass to them outside during the daytime and use 
tubs in their rooms at night. Tho extent of the work and the luimor- 
ous openings into tho casemates make it very conveniont for prisoiiors 
on the outside to coinmunicato'with those within unless prevontod by a 
strong and vigilant guard. 

If iirisoiiors of war are to bo confined there the garrison should not 
bo loss than three full companies. 

On Thursday I visited Fort Mifflin, on the banks of the Delaware, 
about seven miles below Philadelphia. It is a small work, having at 
present no place of coiilinomont for prisoiiors but three bomb-proofs, 
which have no other vontilation than by tho doors, one in euchj amt

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muilll oneniiifi's thTOUffU tlio arches overhead. They are all ontored 
thi'oufdi one door opeuing into halls which lead to thoin, and ot coiirwo 
arc dark and the air is very foul. There are seventy-live 
belonging to onr Army iu one, fifty eight political pmonors < y 
for resisting the draft and ordered there from Harnabnrg ' 

Sigolin another, and eighty-two rebel prisoners m the third. Ihty she p 
on straw laid on the stone lloor on each side of the room oi \ a ilt, tin- 
arch springing from near the floor. There is a fireplace in each rooni 
at the end opposite the door, which enables them to have a lire that 
Ldves them light and heat and assists greatly in purilymg the an. 

Tliese bomb-proofs are unwholesome places for pri.sonors, aiulitis impos- 

siblo to keep them in a proper state of police, but Irnm necessity tlioy 
may be used during the winter. Of the three classes of iirisonors con- 
fined there the rebel prisoners are the only onc.s winch jiroporly come 
under iny suiiorvisiou, aiul they arc of that doiibtlnl class, jirobably 
deserters who have or wish to take the oatli of allegiance, whose dis- 
charge cannot bo safely recommended. 

There is a gan-shed within the fort, now occupied in part as (luariors 
for laborers nud in part as a store-house for materials, which could be 
fitted up for prisoners and would accoinmodato about 200. Jt would bo 
necessary to erect ashed kitchen, but the whole work would not cost 
over $o()0. Tlie bomb-proofs ueed thou be u.scd only Ibr the worst class 
of prisoners. 

Should it be thought mlvisablo to occupy the forts as iirisoim, there 
could bo received at those which I have mentioned as follows!

Except at Forts Schuyler and Adams little is to be done to prepare 
them for the rccejition of prisoners, and at the two named the oxpimse 
in money of fitting them up would not bo very heavy, but the iiimvoid- 
able Injury to the works, tlio jio.ssibility of serious damage by iii’c, tlie 
additional co.st of transportation lo Fort Adams, and tlieeonsidei'atiou 
that while so occn])ied the power of the forts for dofoiiHivo piii'iioses is 
greatly impaired. It would seem that the best i)ol icy and be.st economy 
Avould recommend the coiistriictioii of a suitable ])iisoii on Iviker’s 
Island for the reception of at least t,000 prisoners with biirracks for a 
suitable guard. 

While ill Boston I called to see His Kxcolloucy Governor Andrew, 
to'consult him as to the prisons in Massachu.sott.H which might be useil 
for the confinement of pri.soners, but he was absent from the eity. I 
found, however, Mr. Keyser, the inarsluil of tlie State, who lias full 
inforinatioii of the State and county prisons. Ji^rom him I learned that 
the jail at Concord is the only one which can be made available. It is a 
substantial stone building having twenty rooms, whieheauaccoininodatc 
from 100 to 1150 prisoners. It is surrounded by a stone Avail and would 
require a guard of one olllcer and thirty men. i here is a provost- 
marshal ill the toAvn who could be ])lneed in (jharge.

S. Army as a inemluir ol 
the ICelley Troopers, in duly, 18(»l, whiidi company Ibrmed a portion of 
my old regiment known as IfoiTCst’s l•eginlent. 

After the fall of Fort Boiielson (from which place I escaped witli my 
command) Captain Gurley was left si(;k at Huntsville, Ala., witli 
orders from me to gather np all the men of my emiimaiid; also witli 
power and authority to raise [a] company of cavalry. 'IMiis h(‘, did, aiid 
reported to me with hi.s company In duly, L8l»2. It wiis inspected and 
mustered into the service at Chattanooga, by my iiispector-goiieral 
and by my order, in the month jn.st named. Honco Captain Giirloy 
has been regularly in the .service from duly, 1801, to the time of Ids 
capture. 

In November lastlii.s company with throe others from my old rogiinont 
(all from Alabama) were consolidated witli Ilu.ssoll’s battalion, and 
Ibrmed what is known as Ixu.ssoll’.s or tlie Fourth Alabanui Cavalry, 
wliiclirogiiiieiit served under mo until the 21st of Fcbruaiy, 1806, wlieii 
it was traiisforred from my <ioimnand to General Wheeler. These, gen- 
oral, are faots, and, when known, 1 conlldontly roly upon Ids being 
treated as a prisoner of war, and not as a guerrilla or jobber. 

My desire is to show tlio court, througli you, that Captain (lurley 
has been from the bogluidug a soldier in tlio Confederate service, and 
I claim Ibr him tlie treatment duo to a prisoner of war. VVliat may 
have been attributed to him by tliojiress of the ctmnti'yj North aiid 
South, is one thing, but actual facts and the mustoMolIs in tho .Ileparl'r 
moiit at Kichmoud is (luito anotliov. Major Strange, l lie hearer of this, 
has been witli mo in the service (us my a<ljutaiit) jroiii the organi/atioii 
of my old regiment to the present time, and can, if you think proper to 
receive it, add Ids testimony to the facts a.s stated. 

While communicating witli you, general, on tld.s subject, allow iikj to 
say that it is my purpose to drive guorrillas from the country. They 
must join the service regularly, on the one side or the other, otliiu'wise 
bo disbanded and driven oil; and while I deplore the existence of 
sack moil and their lawless eoiiduot, I. desire resiiectrully to call your 
attention to facts self-evident and iindonied. The charred walls of 
many dwellings Jiavo met my eyes. 'J'he naked chimneys and ileviis- 
tated premises of the now lioiiscloss and homeless is not c.alculatiul to 
soften the feelings of those engaged in this struggle, the merits of 
which, in its beginning, continnaiico, or end, tiie women and children 
of the country are in no wise rcsponsiblo. It has ever been my desire 
to SCO this war conducted according to the rulos of oivilis^ed warfare, 
and so far as 1 am eoncernoil will so conduct it. At the same time 1 
am detorinincd to oxeeuto on the spot every houHe-buriier and robber 
that may fall into my hands, Mdiotlier lie claims to be a. Federal or a 
Oonfederate. 

Hoping, general, that you view these matters as 1 do, I trust you 
will issue such orders and when disobeyed inlUet such punishment as 
will prevent the iloatruction of houses and property of non-coiiibal;ants. 
Whatever may bo necessary for the use of troops, military iiCHu^ssity 
and military law autlionzos to bo appropriated, lint the wanton destruc- 
tion of the houses and dwellings of tlio xicoplo ougjit to be diseoiitiniied 
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and SGvcrnly punislied by every civiliml or (Jhristiaii commiindor. 
Miijor Strange, witli bis escort of twenty men, is instriicttMl to wait 
your pleasnrti and bear any message or communication you may tliink 
prox)er to make.

The action of our Govorumont thoroforo is in strict conformity with 
law, and is binding, not only upon its ofticors and men, but also upon 
the Government of tho United States.

winch liavo been mado by mo with Maj. W. M. Levy, cominiHsioiier in 
bcluilf of Mfu. (xon. K. a’aylor, commantlini*: 0. S. i'oi-ces, for cxchanjio 
of prisoriora of war captured from tho mutual commands. “ 

In obedieiioo to your insti-uctious, under a flag of truce I met tlio 
Gonfederatocoininissionorat Bouttc’si)lautal ion, some five miles beyond 
our pickets, on thelllth of. I.leccmbcr, and he, having inforined mo in 
behalf of Maj. (.Icn. It. Taylor that tlioy had no oflicers or enlisted men 
Iielonging- to negro organizations captured from this command, tho 
inclosed cartel was agreed upon ami .signed by us in diiplieate.* 

It will 1)0 noticed that all our commisaioned oflieers wore exchanged 
by me. I did .so, being anxious, should It unfortunately occur by llio 
fortunes of war that reprisals take place, none of the officers of tliis 
cominaiid would bo sufferers. 

Having boon notiiAed that a Mr. Gatcholl, a non-combatant and a 
eorrosiiondontfor the press, was dotaiuod in their hands, and indeed 
entered upon their lists of “j>i'isoners of wai-j” I addressed an official 
eommuiiieatiou to Major Levy roiiuosting to i)o inforined wlietlior Mr. 
Gatcholl was detained as such, and if not, whctlior lie would bo 
released (document 1). 

J-iie reply to thoNc queries, and which I have tho lionor to inclose 
(domimeiit a), shows a determination to retain Mr. Gatcliell, not as a 
])rlHoner ot war, but us a reprisal, they assorting that a number of 
peaceluL or iiou-eonibatantcltizens liavobeoii seized by our forces. Tlio 
(iiiHc of Mr. GiUxjlielt is therefore respeetCully referred to you by mo as 
it IS blccwise b) Mujor-General Taylor by his com}nis.si()nor. 

Jpon our rolls of prisoners appeared tlio names of two noiinuiasioned 
olilcers and live onlisteil men not belonging to Miy. Gen. Ji. Taylor’s 
eominaiHl, and tliey were, tliorefbrc, not oxidianged. 

There being an excess of prisoners belonging to this oommand in tho 
hands ol MUjj. Gen. Jt. Taylor, his (commissioner proposed to deliver them 
Uj) to 118 ns paroled prisoners under certain conditions as expressed in 
his letter (docniiiont.’J). As tin’s would bo binding us to tho delivery 
ol certain iiersona in oxcluiiige who had not been Ciiptured by this com- 
niaiul as at iiresent coiistitutial, and also upon future captures, I 
iulormed Major Levy that I had no authority to enter into such agree- 
incut, but would refer it to you. 

Their comiuisKionor thermiiion very frankly stated tho sufferings 
which imist ol necessity fall iiiion tho jirisoucr.s loft in their hands, and 
oflbrcd todoliyer tliom iiaroled to our Iluoa provided I would agree to 
return tlumi into thoir haiuls should no agrcoaient bo entered into 
between yoiirsolf and Miyor-Genoral Taylor (document 4:).t 
As 1 viewed I his to bo binding upon j'ou in tho event of any dilFereiit 
action being taken by tlio H. S. authorities 1 doclineil so to receive 
tlieni, thauldiig him in my reply (document 5) for tho liigh-mitided and 
humane) sjiiiit in which I fool naaured tho olfor wim made. I notihed 
Major Levy that should no cartel for tho excess of prisoners bo mado 
wo should avail oiirsolves of tho stipiilatiou agreed upon to send tho 
prisoners elothing and other nocessaiios for thoir conilbrt. He in rcjily

But: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your instruc- 
tions of tholltli instant, requiring explanations in relation to the trade 
with sutlers by ])risonors of war at camp.s in the VVost and Korthwost, 
the want of discipline of h’oderal prisoners on parole at Oaini> Chase, 
and the waste of food and fuel in consociuonco of dofoctivo cooking 
arrangements at all those places, ami I would respectfully submit the 
following: 

When the prison camps in the West w'cro lirst occupied in the winter 
of 1801 and 1802 there were sntlor.s at each of them, and in 1802 a sutler 
WHS appointed for tlio depot at .lohnsoii’s Lsland by tlio then Bccrotary 
of AVar. In .luuo an order was imbllshcd by tlio War Department 
phioiiig the contj'ol of prisoners of war in jny hands, and 1 immediately, 
ainoiig other regulations, placed the trade by Rutlcrs with prisoners 
under the control of the eommandiug onicor, who was to restrict thorn 
to such articles hh it was jiroper for thorn to have. Hone of the articles 
wliich the Army llcgnlations permitted a sutler to Icocp wore at that tiino 
])roliil)itod to prisoners, except arms and an oxeosa of clothing. No 
purcliascs oonld bo made except by an order on the conimamliug ofiloer, 
who liiinscirpaid for the article purchased out of the prisoners’ money 
on deposit in his hands, so that lie was always informed of the sales 
nuule. “Schnapps” is among the artiolos prohibited by the Army 
L’cgulatioius, and if they wore sold by the sutler at Oainp Chase ho 
should bo dismissed from his place, and if the sale was approved by 
the cominaiuliiig oilicor ho should bo (liamissed from the service. I 
have had no ofllcer at my disposal lor months pa.st whom 1 could send 
out to make an inspection of these camps, amt my duties in niy ofilco 
liavo not ]iorniitl:ed mo to go myself. .1 have thcroibro not had it in' my 
power to ascertain by personal obsorvatiou what iiTOgnlarities wore 
oecurring. I Jiad ordered Oaiitain Jjazello on such a tour of inspection 
just as lie was relieved from duty in my ofllco in Soptombor, and it is 
only witliiu a few days that I have boon able to obtain the detail of 
an oflicGr to lill liis place. 

Pursuant to your inatructioiia, I have recently prohibited all trade by 
prisoners with sutlers or other persons, directly or indirectly, and I think 
it proper to jnontion in this connection that I have received from sev- 
eral coinmander.s inquiries to know whether this order is to bo under- 
stood to proliibit tlio pnrelmso of tobacco, pipes, letter pa])or, and post- 
age stamps, and I respcetfnlly ask your inatriietioiis on this subject.

Tlieso men were delivered to the Federal authorities at 
Varina ami City Point, and thenee carried to Annapolis and tliere 
icejit until exchanged. Our authorities never at any time entertained 
tli(5 idea that such a course was auy violation of either cartel or parole. 
IJpmi the delivery of our paroled men at Varina or Oity Point they 
were immecliatoly transferred thence to a jiaroled camp, oithci’ at 
Potcralmrg' oi- Itichmond. I think it equally clear that it is no viola- 
tion of the cartel or jiarole to require the paroled men to guard their own 
stores and cam]), or to do police duty generally in such camps. In no 
just sense can they ho said to be taking up arms again or serving as 
military police. The hingimgo of the cartel is: “Serving as military 
police or constabulary force in any fort, garrison, or Jield-work held by 
either of the roapoctivc parties.” A paroled camp is in neither cate- 
gory. The other ])hraso, “For as guaixls of prisons, depots, or stores,” 
is not iuconsiatonl with the view hero taken. A paroled camp is not a 
prison, and the depot and stores referred to are those which supply 
troops aetuully in the Held.

Gur forces have made sundry visits to Saint Martinsville, and always 
have seen troops of your forces in or near the town. As a general 
thing the pi(;kets fall back through the town, and, of conrse, thuclti/.eas 
arc ill dangiM' from shots iired at these incn. 

Oil the occasion referred to in your letter several of your men wore 
in the town, were driven IVoin it by our people, and found on tho prairie 
in roar. It was unfortunate und greatly to be deplored that many 
peaceable people wore in the streets at the time, but it is .still more 
unfoi'tuiuite that the inhabitants eneourngo a small force to remain in 
or about their town if tlioy expect to undergo none of tho horrors 
aeeompanyiiig a state of war. 

The general immt sincerely regrets tliab the unfortuiiato citizen was 
woundeil, but is inclined to attribute his misfortunes more to tho fact 
of the pt'esoiice of your troops than to any barbarity on our part. 

As to llriiig at or upon defenseless citizens and upon holiiless women 
and cluldroii, you must yourself, general, bo aware that such could not 
have been tho case. 

Hearing that several of your men were concealed in the houa'os with 
their I'rlonds, search was made for them, and tho capture of Captain 
ikddeii ami Sergeant Belahoiissaye will be suniciout proof that there 
was good reasons (or searehiiig. The reports will show that all the 
houses wore entered by jiartios under charge of a commissioned oHlcer.

Sir: I have the honor to apply for iiormiasion to go to and rotuni 
from Kichmond via City Point, per llag-ol*tiTico boat, upon an oiTUiul 
of mercy, dictated by humanity and charity. _ 

I have this day received ooimnunicatlons wiiich reveal the snuoring 
condition of the prisoners of war conlinod at Johnson’s Island, Point 
Lookout, Camp Oliaso, and Camp Douglas. Many of those men are 
without the necessary clothing oven to hide their nakedncBs, and dur- 
ing tlio late cold weather several absolutely fro/,o to death at Point 
Lookout, whore they are living in tents, and move than half of the 0, ()()() 
and more there eonflnod have not oven a single blanket for covering or 
bedding and sleep on the bare ground, wliicli yon well know is certainly 
productive of an immense amount of disease and sulfering. 

My object in visiting Richmond will bo to obtain from the autboritioa 
there the necessary amount of funds to supply those men with at least 
enough of clothing to prevent their freezing. 

As the prisoners now confined at Richmond have been permitted by 
the Confederate Government to receive the sujqilies forwarded by the 
United States Government, and also from their friends per o.xpi’ess, it 
is hoped that you will grant this favor as a rociiirocal kindness. 

I will of course give all necessary guarantees not to divulge any- 
thing prejudicial to the United States, or in any wise to communicate 
aught concerning the war. 

I am satistiod that I could obtain from the authorities at Richmond 
all requisite funds for this spocillc purpose, to bo devoted to that end, 
and to bo distributed as you might doom best. 

I would respectfully refer you to the Hon, D. Gratz Brown, Senator 
from Missouri, to Maj. Gen. P. P. Blair, Koprosoutati vo from Saint Louis, 
to Major-General Grant, and to Majj. Gen. W. T. Sliorman, as to who 
Iain.' 

I would also most respectfully ask permission to forward from this 
point snob supplies of clothing as are hero and such as may horoaftor 
be prepared for the prisoners of war now conliucd in the various places 
within the jurisdiction of the United States.

Huidi were tlie general directions and regulations, tbe execution of 
wldcli wa.s eon (1 (led to a ])rovoat.-inarHhalwlio is described by tlie iiccus- 
iiig surgeons as “deserving all praise.” Ho dec.lares tlie food to have 
bisui good iiuil well in'i^pareci, thocolVoe better tlnui that used by several 
eonipaiiie.s oP tlie garrison, lie eonrosses Judgment in tlie iiuiUerol:' 
knives and Porks and plates. Uo also acknowledges that wider lor 
bathing was not ruviiished the prisoners, 'i'wobriek buiUliiigs, Poriuerly 
stables, 120 by 20 Poet, with an upper ami lower flom*, and two rooms in 
the intia-ior o'P ( he Port were used for the aecomiiKHiation of an average 
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of '100 Federal prisoners and 250 jn’isoners of war, including' 
thirty political prisoners. Building No. 1 lias been litted up and divulticl 
oir. and building ls’o..2.i.s about to undergo the same process. J be 
uoiieing'j privy arrangcinenls, drainage, although not perfect, ave, as 
the buildings stand within a. few feet of the water, tolerable. JiiXteii- 
sive outlays are being made to remedy whatever is at all defe.etive. 
The health of the prisoners has been excellent, and since Jnly 20 only 
one Confederate iwisonor (Lewis Call, of Virginia) has died. The post 
adjutant keeps a ledger account of all money taken froni the prisoners 
of war or sent by their friends, amounting toSljdOO in two inontlm. 
He pays their orders on the .sutler and Avaslicrwonieii and sends tlie 
money with them when they leave. I now proceed to the details of 

treatinent. . i 

Sitv/icnns {about These occupied the soldiers’ barracks tor 

two iiiontbs, and afterward an upper room of brick building Flo. 1 
(120 by 30 feet), alone. There wore some fifteen bunks, holding lour 
persons each. Soineforty arrived hero in iramitu a day or two before tho 
llnal (lepartiu’C of all. When the surgeons first arrived in August they 
enjoyed the freedom of tho whole grounds of the fort, but as teu of 
tlieiu escaped, violating, I think, an implied parole, or at any rate (to 
borrow a phrase from another learned profession), being guilty of 
practicGj I restricted the remainder to un area' of three acres. Lhoy 
Avero visited by scores of Irlciids, chiolly females, and received olotliuig' 
and dolicncios in profn.sloii. The visits were Interdicted by the order 
of September 10 totally, but the .supplies wore allowed to continiio. 
I found it necessary to refuse admittance to the Indies who brouglit 
them, as wIkmi adinitted they acted in .some instances upon tho pi'in- 
cipletliat, ‘‘All was fair in love and war,” and disobeyed the rules of 
the ]) 0 st. It was for this, I suppose, that I am indebted to the sur- 
geon’s unfavorable diagnosis of my character, whicli has filled me with 
astojiishincnt rather tlian any other sensation. 1 rarely exchanged 
words with them, and never unkind ones. I was told that they did 
not hesitate to expre.ss satisfaction with their treatment. They 
appeared to enjoy tlicir daily game of ball greatly. Wlien tlio^ sur- 
geons left I tooic from fheiu vast supplies of clothing and other nrticle.s, 
leaving all they had when captured, and at least a 1‘nll suit. But I 
thought it politic (not Just) during the negotiations concerning _ oni* 
prisoners at Kichnioiul to forwjud the huge jiile of redundant articles 
to General Meredith, who restoreil them. Twelve (fovernnieut blankets 
were disti’ibuted among the .surgeons. 

M^ounded oficcm (hm?/y-«me).— These occupy the largo i-ooin pre- 
viously assigned to the surgeons, with the parole of tho same grounds. 
One of them. Colonel Ooniially, of North Carolina, lias a tent until 
young Latrobe, of Mniylaiul. TJiey are fully supplied with clothing 
from Baltimore, as they came from our hospitals to this post. Most of 
thcin had blankets. Captain Baylor, of A^irginia, had a tent al-o. 
Several of the.so have bedding. 

Other jmsoners of war (about 130).— ■TUfiso,, including a few oflicers,- 
occupy two rooms (each sixty by tliirty feet) of tho upper floor of 
brick building No. 2. They have received and are receiving clothing 
from friends, and are comfortably clad. Several have applied recently 
to the provo.st nuirshal for clothes, who has fiirnislicd one or two suits 
and Avill furnish, when called upon, whatever is needed. They are 
allowed to go out upon a balcony for sun and air during the day, and 
go down into the. prison yard fbr water, roll-call, and to tho sutler, 
under guard, to luirchase .allowable artioles. Some ninety Govcrninoiit 
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\m\ (lIsh’ibuUMl sinionff tlicin. Soft briniil lias bccii allowiMl to 
sov(M'iil wild nooibs] it. Somolcw liavo bc^l(lint^. ICigiit prisomu’s wlio 
al.lc.niptdd to «.s(5iij)o occupy a Kinallcr room, but ari’i not iii irons. 

<)J)ai(hr.s (tf/ainfil. flu) law of nations {Uvcnbj-Hlx). — 'I'licso, accused of 
bciiij*- HiiicM, pii'iitcs, rccriiit’injf within onr lines, under Hoiitonce of 
death, *S:c., oe.e.npy two rooms in the interior of the Ibrt. Only a i)or- 
tion are in irons. The doors arc open all day to admit air and light, 
and exercise in the interhn' parade is allowed for half an hour each 
(lay. t^oimi ha\'er(‘coivtMl If. B. blaiiltels. Mostof them have rocioived 
food and clothes from friends. 

lloNi>iliil.— \ can imagine, as a layman, no hospital in better condi- 
lion. 'I'Ik' in'isoners of war are admitted as freely (as patients) as our 
own soldiers. A (*ase of smallpox occ-iirring some two weeks ago, all 
prisoners w(n“(‘. Vaccinabnl. 

I n r(pdy to tlui allegations concerning a remark of Liontonant Wob- 
st(U', tlui (iommissary of prisoners, to one of the surgeons, 1 would state 
tliat tluit officer was busy in attending to his muu’ous duth^s when ho 
nnule the r( 4 dy in (iiuistion. This was about the time when reports 
were priwalent of tlio (extraordinary treatment ol’ onr prisoners at 
iJiclinioiid. I>y tlie side of wind; lie said should be idacod tlie record 
of what In^ diil. lie iin|uired into the matter when his duties per- 
niit((!(l, and c.onld find no prisoner without breecJios. Tins provost- 
marslial says that no prisoner to Ids knowledge loft in that (ioiulition. 
The emnmissary of prisoners has nothing to do with their (dotliing, 
and no ollicJal chara(5ter can be attaidiod 1 a his remark, which was 
acc-omimnied by the observation that —

the pri.son iirrangiunonts arc perfect, but 1 do (dnim tlnit Immaniliy has 
something t(» do willi all the regulations of this post, and tliat 1. shall 
be thankful if the cdiance of war shall nevi'.r subject me to greater 
hardshiiis tlian are f(dt in prison life at h'ort MelUmry.

On tbo doth of July, ISOd, GenernI John If. Morgan and some tliirly 
other rebel oflicera were, by and with the a<lvice and eoiisent <d (.ov- 
oi'iior'fod, transfovreil to the wavd<‘.n of the. Ohio penitmil biry by ( Imieral 
llnrnside. On assuming the ensloily of these prisonei's llm warden 
took charge of their money, Jewelry, and other elfects, 'I’hey wm’ei Mien 
re(|uirod to conform to (he sanitary regidati»nm ol’ Mm prison, vi/, 
bathe, have tlmlr hair cut, and faces shaved. 

Tlio nowspa|iei’H having eoinmenled rather freely on tlnmo steps, 
Governor Tod heard of them ainl went to tiu' prison and nssiii’ed < leii- 
eral Morgan that these seoming Indignities were the iimmisidei'nlie ae-ls 
oftho))ri8on ofllcora, and were not prescribed or Hiine.tiuned l»y iiiiy 
military autliority. Morgan seemed sniislled willi Ibis e.xplanniloii, 
and treated Mie loas of his beard ami mustache, wlueli was the i)i'inci- 
pal grievance, a.s simply an ac<!ident. 

In order to keep those prisoners separalo from Mm convicls n board 
partition was put u]) across the open space in IVont of tlm south I'lice 
of the coll block in the east wing of the prison. In Mm dayMiiu' they 
wore allowed to assemble in this open space or Inill, UK) feet long and 
11 wide, and walk, talk, iS&e., at ple-asure. 

Tlioy had two meals a day by themselves in tlm prison (liiiing-liiill ; 
one between 7 and 8 a. m., the other Indween d and 1 p. in. In addi- 
tion to the prison fare tlie United States furniHlnul them with ('ollee 
and sugar, and after about two weeks eonlinement Miey hail fresh 
white bread ill lieu of the prison bread. Their fare was always good 
and snllieioiit, ami bettor tlulii the army rations, h'or awbile (bey 
were allowed to piirehase from their own Cumls, througli a. stewaril, 
extra artieles of food, but tins was discontinued by an order from Mn^ 
commissary of prisoners. 

They were allowed, and kept furni.shcd wilih, om^ suit of ()ll^Hid(^ gar- 
ments and two suits of iimlei'clotliiiig, the latter lieing regularly 
Avaslied and ironed for them. 

At night they were locked up in separate cells oeeii]iying Mie lirst 
and second tiers, i. c. flie tier on the ground lloor and Mm one itnine.di- 
ately above; tho number of prisoners having been increased (.o about 
seventy.

Up to tlio.'ld ov-llh ot' November lust tliesi' prisoners wore exeliisively 
under t.lie contiol of the warden of bbe iionllenfciary, exneptiiif^’ t.lieir 
norrespondenee anti visllora. A military jfinml of twenty-suveii men 
was del iiiled dally iind plkeed innlerUie orders of the warden, DiiriniJ,' 
the daytime, while the prisoners were out of their cells, a sentitiel was 
placet! at (Mudi eiitl ofbbeopen space tn* ball In wliieh they were allowed 
lt> pronioiiiule. 'The babuiee of the f*iiard were kejit outsiile the prison 
building;’, loiuly to be ealleil upon in case of need. At meal times an 
atlilitloniil ^A'lnu'd was Inke.ii Inside to escort them bo and I’roin the dining'- 
bull anil waltdi them wiiile eating. 

The cells were inspected during the tluy by one or more of the pristni 
watehniei!.

In view of the evidojum and facta here jircsciited it is dilllciilt to 
relieve the onicors of the ponitenthiry from all respousiliility in the

the escape of Morj^no, even ailmitfcina: that all the propiii aloi y \voi k I'or 
escape was done in the (luythiic, wlihdi seems hanlly inohubh*, par- 
ticularly the llrst step— the cuttiiif-- tlirouirh tlie lloor ill cell No. L’O. 

The allidavitsof theolllcers of the penitentiary (repm't b> (lovcrnor 
Tod, p. 3d and following*) are oiitirely at variance with the sliilciiimit 
of General Alason. (Keport to Governor Tod, p. H»,l) 'I'lio laltcr is 
strongly supported by the allidavit of Major Sidles (report to (Invernor 
Tod, p. 20:1;), the former are sustained by the uflidavil, of !,lui wnlcli- 
inan— Sco.tt. (lieport to Governor Tod, p. 3:h§) 

Doubtless all those statements were made in good failli, but (hey 
illustrate but too plainly the great impropriety ol' iiitriisliiig piililie 
iutercsta of importance to the inlirmi(io.sofhuman memory when il can 
be avoided. Mad the agreement between General Mason niid Mie 
prison authorities been reduced to writing and put on nw.ord both 
parties would have distinctly understood their r<;.sponsibili(Jes mid 
doubtless each would have faithfully discharged its duties. 

Taking, however, General Mason’s own aCatomeiit us n giiiile, il; 
would have been eminently proper and (puto williiii tlm legiliimito 
sphere of his duties for him to ha ve ordered, after the <ltli of Noveiiilier, 
))6riodicnl iuspections of the rebel piisouers and their (juai'tors liy a 
reliable oominissioncd ofllcer of his stall'. 

Lioutouant .ludkins, of General Mason’.s stall', liiul c.harge of I, he I’lmds 
belonging to the rebel prisoners after the-ltliofNovember and nmde-imr- 
chases for them. In somoofthesopurchasosho wasextrcMnolyiiulisci’cet, 
providing tliom with watoli spring saws (ro[)ort of Oaptain Jiumb luul 
Lieutenant Goss appended, marked 0), with which all llie bolts mid 
bars in the pri-son could have been sawn asunder. It is not known 
that any improper use was made of tho.se tools, bat had iliere bemi no 
bank of coal at the inoutli of the air cliambor it i.s more tliiin proliiible 
that they would have been used in removing the iron bars closing it. 
That a high value was placed upon these saws by the. in isoniws Miom- 
selves is patent from the I'aet tlnit they wore foiiml carefully hid away. 

The allidavit of Sergeant Moon (report to Governor Tod, ji]). 27, 23||) 
differs somewhat from General Mason’s statonumt respecting liim. 
(lioport to (;iavernor Tod, ]). .1 T.t) 

If this sergeant is an honest man lie can liardly be cou.siden'd a 
close observer; certainly not a shrewd detective; for wliellmi* General 
Mnsou or tlio M'arden of the penitentiary Imd the custody of (ho reliel 
in'isoners Sergeant Moon was certainly placed in the iimncdiiil.e charge 
and control of them. It was his place to be genernlly present willi 
them in the daytime, to see that they were properly (mrcul for and duly 
watched. If the hole through the lloor in cell No. 21) was (uit In I he ilay* 
time, he ought to have discovered the men while at the worlc uiihms he 
was criminally blind. I am, however, of the opinion (hat Ihis hole was 
cut after the prisoners wore locked up, notwithstanding the conlnvrv 
opinion of Watson, the wabdiman. (Heporb t(» Governor 'Tod, p. 32,*') 
It is plain, however, that the main work below was dom^ in the ilaytiine, 
and that the men engaged in it passed through coll No. 21) into the. air 
chamber. That coll must necessarily have po.ssessed uiiukuiiI interest 
to thorobol prisoners, and it is very hard to c«)ucolve tlnit no siisjiieions 
circunistancea surrounded it during all the time, over tliri'c weeks, 
between the commencement of the work and tin^ eseai»e. 

When 1 Avislied to examine Sergeant Moon on these points I learned 
that ho had been sent to Chattanooga with a party of soldim-s, but

Now to warm my liaiul.s over tlio gas. Since niy 1uin(l.‘i linA’^o !)LH!(ano 
soinowliat tliaw’ed I wiJl toll you !iow»Joliii escsipetl. I [(uiomijiiod aoc'.ll 
on tlio second rmig,'^^ and 1 one on tlie lower raii^e, u'liic.h is on a level 
with tlio ground. Iminodisitely iiiulci* tlio lower iiinj^o there is itn arcli 
of brick U])oii wliioli the cells are built; the thickness from the lloor of 
tlio cell to the arch i.s about two feet niid a half, A hole was out tliroiift h 
rlie cell adjoining mine. When the arcli was reached, largo enough for 
a man to stand in, six olhcers were letinto tlicsc(5ret ami each iierl'oi imsl 
their turn of duty each day, digging with knives In the dlreiaion of tlii' 
main wall, binding it too compact to out through, itnvas detei’mimul 
to mine under it, which was done until they reached within six indies 
of the surface of the ground in an ad joining yard, which was surrounded 
by walls at least twenty feet high. They made a rope of ihc bed cloth- 
iiig, and the night they proposed escaping 1 exchanged cells with eTohn. 
1 forgot to mention that as soon as they had mined beyond the wall of 
this building holes were cut through tlio lloor of seven cells into tlio 
arch. 

Just after the night watch had gone the rounds (about half past ft 
p. m.) they passed into the arch and roiiioved this six inches of oartli, 
wliich placed them in the adjoining yard, and on a shed two of the 
stoutest placed a third, who snccecded in reaching tlie top of the wall, 
wlioro the rope wa.s fastened. They then pa.s.sc(l over tliis and fouiul 
tlieinaolves still inside of the main wall surroniiding Die poniteutiavy, 
which they succeeded in scaling with tlio asslstunee of tlioir ro])e iintl 
a gate. Their escape was not found out till uo.xt morning about 7 
0 clock, when, seeing the coll 1 occupied vacant, they Mioiight I linil 
gone, and were very much delighted when they went to Johids cob, imil, 
seeing me in there, suppo.sod it was him; but how blank they looked it 
short time afterward when they saw their inivStako and that tlio bird 
had ilowii. 

How they succeeded in doing all fchl.s work without being found out 
is wonderful, for there is alway.s some of the oHlcials iivesont, and not 
exceeding eight of us knew it until two <laya provioiiH to tlioir o.scapo, 
although tliey had been at work for nearly a month. Many asloophi.sH 
hour did I spend, fearing detection, and 1 never spent time in such liov* 
rible suspense as the hour previous and the two hours aucccodinii' their 
departure. 


Captains Slioldon and Taylor, who escaped at the same time, were 
recaptured at or near Loui.svnio and -were brought buck lieio to-day, 
and are in the iienitcntiai'y somewlicre — [wliorcj I can’t vsiiy, but vSn'ii- 
pose in the blade hole.

twelve (Jonfedoratc physiiumis (these last arc, enlisted men. but are edu- 
cated i)liysicians, and u-ro said by Doctor Thoinp.son to perform their 
duties with alacrity and skill); nine are a.ssigiied to <luty in the camp, 
one to each division; (wo are employed in the hospital, and one as 
dentist. 

Thei'O are two great faulls to he I'ouml with tins camp, viz, imperfect 
di’aimige and crowding the (lents l;oo near together. In regard to the 
drainage eaeli tent has a shallow ditcli around it leading into a ditch 
I'UiiiiIiig along the side of tlie .street. These main ditches are not kept 
eleared, nor are their outlets well de.sjgne(l or jiroperly attended to. 
This, ill my Judgment, might bo obviated, ami the caiiiji elfcctiially 
drained, iiotwithvstamling the unfavorahle mil, are of the ground, by an 
olllcor witii a moderate amount of engineering talent. The tents are 
so pitched that ex<;ept on the streijts few arc more than two feet a])art, 
whihi the bases of many nearly touch. 'I'lie streels are being leveled 
and covered with (5oar.se gravel, of whi<5h (ilusro is an al)nmian( 5 (*. Many 
of tlui t(5iits are built up at tlio sido.s and some arc lioored with material 
obtaiiuid from (5ra(5l{er boxes; many are llooisid wllh gravel, packed 
hai d. None of the te,nlH arc cxc,aval;c(l; a few have been, but are now 
removed, Nearly all the tentsaro provided with (Ireplaces and clumneys 
built of bricks iminuCactiired by I, he piisoner.s. Ko wood has yet been 
issued to the prisoners for liuil, but tlicy are sen tout in s<iuads into the 
woods to <;ut down .slaimp.s, <!i,c. In this way they ])ro(5uro an abniidaut 
supply, and in many of the tenis they have piled away stores of it. 
In Hev(5iul tents 1. saw piles (5ontainjng at least half a cord, and tak- 
ing up room in the I, cut whj(?h might have been more advantag( 50 iisly 
oc.ciipiedby tlioiiimat(?8. As a general rule the men and their clothing 
aredirly, and sla-hst washing and laundry rules should bo issued and 
(‘.nfor(5ed. Tlie sink arrangoinents aro not properly attended to. The 
day sinks are insuilleient in number, and tlie night sinks aroinaulllcienb 
in number and not pronij>tly emptied in tlie morning. Tiioy are, how- 
ever, even in their present management, inllnitcly suiierior to the ox( 5 a 
vated sinks, for the tide promptly washes the olfal away. I'lvcry man, 

1 am informed, lias at leastonc blanket and many have more. ' 

Th(i coolc-liouses are situated on the west side of the camp, and aro 
nine in number, but six of whlcsh are at present in use, the remainder 
being used as store- houses. .Ma(;h of the-se buildings is about KK) leet 
long by 24 foot wide. About 25 feet in length is partitioned olf for the 
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wliicli Is rnrnislied with live 'lO-KaHon caldrons, wiMi a total 
cnnnoitY lor thc 5 ayIioIo of iiints of soup per dioni. Tlio i (uniiimii^>' 
iwin ill each (ioolc -bouse is furiiialied with tables and table I'uriiiture as 
a iiiess-rooin I'or l,.n00 men, siwmmtnodatliiff n()(» at a time. 'IMio (jookin^' 
ntonsils and table fnrnitnreare in excellent order, and ilie kitcdiens and 
mess-rooms in good i)oliee. They should, however, he well whitewashed 
inside, d'lie cooks sleep in a sort of loft over the kitchen, There is a 
well at each eook-lionso, but the water is poor. 'IMie rations ar(5 snlll- 
Client and good, consisting’ oi meat, i>otatoes, or rice, son]) and hard 
bread for dinner, and hard bread and tea or collce (or brealclast and 

^"ihie iiospital is loeated on the southern side of the camp. 'The tents 
are arranged in wards of three on either side of well ditched and 
graveled street of about (ifty feet wide. 'Die wards are in an excellent 
state of police, well warmed and tolerably well ventilated. VVitli but 
very few oxceiitimis tbo patients are cm iron bedslieails, tlio exceptions 
beingon well-built wooden bunks. The inen look cdcmii and ('(niilbrlablo; 
the clothing is clean and in good order, though the surgeon in charge 
complaina that until very recently it lias been imimssible to obtain a 
Humdont supply of underclothing. The quartermaster lias now lllhul 
hisroquisitiona. It is higlily important that the hospilaltentsbelloored; 
at present but one tout is so. At the eastern extremity of the street is 
the laundry, which was in active operation at the time ol' my visit. The 
cook tent containing one largo s(;ove and a large caldron, cooking and 
tabioapparat.us in sullicientcpiantity and In very good order, 'i'lio doad- 
houso in good order, and at a disUiiice of about IhO yards from flio rest 
of tiiohospitalj the quarantine ward of l;hrce tents, in wliicli areplaced 
the patients suspected of einallpox until tlu'y are sent 1o tlie con* 
tagious hospital, and also such patients us are returned as convalescent 
from that hospital, until all dangcw from contagion has passed away. 

The dispensary is at the eastern end of the street, it is administered 
by tiirce rebel acting liospital stewards, under the supervision of the 
cluef steward, and is kept in very good order. A sunicieiit supply of 
medicines for each day’s uso only is kept here, to prevent waste or mis- 
application. 'The ollioo tent is in very gooil order and the boidts very 
well licpt. Wlicn the wards of the eamp hospital become oven*, rowded 
liationta are transferred to the Hammond (lenorul lloaiiilal near the 
camp. Every possible prcaamtioii to ]>r(‘vimt the spreading of the 
aimulpox is taken by vaccination and oircctual isolation of the cases us 
soon as discovered. The disease Is evidently on the doia’caso, lor, 
although ]iuniber.s of cases still occur, the largo majority are of tlio 
milder form, or vanoloid. 

The contagious hospital is located about thrco-(|uarter8 of a niilo 
northwest of the prison camp, and entirely shut oil’ from it by a barricade 
acros.s a narrow neck of land leading' to it, and well guarded^ by sen- 
tries. 'The ground is the most elevated about the iioinb. It is under 
the charge of Asst. Siirg. S. Bnnton, h'ifth [yecondj is'ow llamp.shire 
VolniUcors, assisted by one acting assi.staiit surgeon and nine Conled- 
crate acting medical ofilcers. The books are almost illegible,^ and the 
following is all I could glean from them: Average daily sick since 
Docembor 1, 1(55; total deaths since December .1, d.'}; miinbor of 
cases liccoinber 17, 1(58; number of deaths Docoinber 17, luine. L’roH- 
ciitimmberof tents— Sibley, 8; common, 85, Jlospilal fund November 
30. $135.31. No purchases. 

The ollicer in charge of this hospital is utterly incoinpotont to iill his 
post. I found the tents liuddicd together and overcrowded, and not at 
all ventilated. An utter want of attention to police and a coinploto

Colonel: In compliance with your instructhujs of the iOth instant, 
concoi'iiing the treatment and condition of rebel prisonei's at this post, 
and oovoriiig copy of e.vtract from letter from Dr. M. A. Palloii to tlie 
Soorotary of War, I liavetlio honor to report the following, vl/i TIjo 
general condition of the prisoners at Oami> Chase is good in every 
i‘e8i)ect. 

They are accommodated in ono-stoi'y wooden barracks of one room 
eacli, the same as our troops lioro, and capabloof accommodating en.sily 
tliirty men each in winter, and some a larger number, and all RU|)])lied 
with stoves and plenty of fuel. There are H)0 or Jiiore rooms and 2,700 
prisoners. The issue of wood Is the regulation allowance, one-si.'^tli of 
a cord. 

Their snbaisteaco is the ration daily issued to onr troops, in kind and 
quality, but recently reduced to three-fourths, in consequence of tho 
prisoners wasting. so much; since this reduction this wa.sto has mainly 
ceased. ' 

Their clothing is of good coininoii ([iiality, and tlio quantity issued to 
them, whoiievor actually needed, is one outer suit and a change of 
undorclothing; this, with a surpluaof blankets among them, is sullieient 
to insure them nil against suAbring. See acconi[)aiiyliig report of 
clothing issues by tlm provost-iiiarahals of prisoms. 

Tlio prison liospital accommodations are ordinai'ily good, and have 
been approved at: all tiino.s by such medical ollicers as have inspiicted 
them, and no particular suAbring has been known to occur among tlie 
sick from want of suAlcioiit clothing or proper Ibod. 

Tho small porcentilm of sick, a.s shown by accompanying morning 
report, and reports of tho acting assistant surgeons in charge is ovi- 
donco siinicient that tho prisoners hero are well cared I’or. 

Sucli is a detailed report of tho general condition of the ])riHoiiei’s at 
this post, substantiated by the reports of onUiors on daily duty with

Colonel : In reply to your letter of 1.7th iustaii t, relative to money 
matters between prisoners and sutler, I have the honor to state that no 
lirisoiiGr ill iny charge holds sutler’s tickets except such as have given 
orders ou me as coiniiiandaiit of the prison for money iu my hands 
belonging to them. Tlcaso liiul inclosed one of sutler’s tickets.* When 
prisoners arc released or transferred they receive the amount due them 
on tickets at my desk iu gi-eeiibacka, and in no instance have I heard an 
expression of dissatisfaction on the pai*t of prisoners relative to their 
dealings with the sutler. On the contrary, all express themselves as 
being highly satished. I have taken special pams to ascertain in per- 
son the views of prisoners as to the sutler’s dealing.s with them, and I 
am highly pleased to learn that the sutler has given them entire sati.s- 
factiou. Very few of the prisoner.s have gold. When tliey do they 
get the face of the coin in greenbacks. Premium goes to prison fund. 
Ool. John 0. Carlin expended with the sutler nil the 'fnnd.s ho had wlicii 
captured. Have the kindness to inform me wliether the premium on 
gold retained from prisoners shall be refunded them.

S. authorities of arresting 
and imprisoning private citizens of the Coiifbderato States in nowise 
connected with the service at the time of their arrest. 

The object of the measure would be entirely defeated by recognizing, 
as the offer of Mt^jor-Goneral Franklin substantially proposes to do, 
these persons as prisoners of war and a proper subject of exchange in 
that Qhnractor. 

I am further instructed to state that Majjor-Gcneral Taylor earnestly 
desires to effect some general aiTangemcut by which the non-combat- 
ants hold by both belligerents may bo released, and that before tho 
covrespondonco between Major-General Banks and himself shall have 
closed a couvontion may be agreed upon protecting for the future 
liersons not ongagod in tho military or naval service of the respective 
Goveruinonts from capture by either party.

bog leave to assure you that they arc as well cared tor, and in as good 
health, aud as well fed as the soldiers iii our Army. 
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I will sonci you in my next coiiimuiiication the stuteinoiit of flic Hcr- 
g’Gants, Ooiil'etlerate prisoners, who have charffo of the several eoolc- 
liouses upon that subject. 

J do not mean to say that their ration is as large as otir regularly 
issued ration, beeaiise of their state of oiitire inactivity, but it is in 
every respect of the same quality as tliose issued to the men generally. 

If you have any doubt of it, upon an examination of the condition 
of the men I send you, and upon iiearing their stateiiieiit.s, i)leasc sug- 
gest what, in your judgment, should bo done further in tlicir behalf. 

1 have made this examination and this .statcmoiit to you in order 
that you may bo able to satisfy the friends of the prisoiiei’s who may 
bo disturbed by the unfounded reports of ill-treatment and cruelty 
snil'ored by the prisoners at Point Lookout, in like inauuer as our jjeople 
are excited by what I hope are like groundless stories of ill-usage and 
starvation suflered by our soldiers in yoiir hands. 

I liiid there some of the wounded from Gettysburg, and soim^ (hat 
have been sick that areconvales(;ent, and some so far disabled bv sick- 
iiGss that, while they may bo sent forward for oxobaiigo, they will 'proba- 
bly be of no ilivtber service in the field. 


J\Iou without arms and legs and dcbilititcd by sickness are cortninly 
unfit to bear the necessary Jiardships incident to acondition of prisoners 
of war; besides, they onctiinber our hospitals. 

As, upon o.xaininatioii, I did not think it proper to order them into 
tliG prisoners’ camp with wounds fiushly liealed ami health hardly 
restored, and ns, perhaps, the hope of seeing their friends might luwe a 
beiioncial lunuouco upon tlioii* health, therefore 1 suggest that in the 
next transport I send up as many of these UvS are entirely able to bear 
tlio exposures of traveling without probable danger to their lioaltli, and 
that in excluuigoyou will return to mo an equal number of oui* soldiers 
V j 1 may 1)0 inconvenient and inadu- 

(liclal to their healtii to transship these invalid.s on oitlier sides I will 
have them put upon a separate boat, upon wbicli tlioro shall be noUiing 
but proyisjona for them, and will direct that tluit boat be put at your 
aisposal at City Point to carry them immediately to Jiiohmoud und 
bring back tlioso that you shall give in oxc-hango,. 

yon will transfer, if you tlihik best, the master and crew 
of the boat to the steanicr Now York, wliicU will accompany tlioin, and 
will remain at City Point, and imt your own master and crew on board 
until the boat is returned. 


I need not suggest the necessity of care that the boat, which is but a 
Jiired traiis])oi't, shall recoivo no damage while in your charao.

I also send four onicors, lately captured at Oharlcs City (Jourt-Ilonse, 
and a surgeon? one iii exehaiigoforOaptainIrving, who wassentdowu 
by last boat; one at Ins urgent request, being auflering from injuries; 
and two others, for whom you will forward me any onicors of eninil 
rank. I send these, though lately captured, because I have no ollicers 
S-iort ol Johnson’s Island, and I wisli to avoid delay, 

I also send others, prisoners whom I understand wore exchanged long 
since, but by some oversight were not forwarded until now. ^ 

1 trust such oversight will never happen again.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the lOth 
instant, inclosing an extract from a letter of Dr. Montrose A. i alien, 
dated at l^tontreal on the 14th of December instant, to Hon. b. M. 
Stanton, Secretary of War, in which Doctor Pallou states that he has 
received communications which reveal tho suffering condition or tlie 
prisoiiei'.s of war condued at .lohiisoii’s Island, Point Lookout, Camp 
Cliiise, and Camp Douglas; that many of the men are without the 
necessary clothing even to hide their nakedness, and during the last 
cold \veiitlier several of them absolutely froze to death at Point Lookout, 
where they are living in tents, and more than half of the 9, QUO mid 
more there confined have noteven a single blanket for covering or bed- 
ding, and sleep on tho bare ground. You require mo, in reply to the 
statements in the abstract from the letter of Doctor Palleii to the Sec- 
retary of War, to make a detailed report of the condition ot the pris- 
oners in my charge, their accommodations in barracks or tents, their 
subsistence, their clothing, and the provisions made for them in hos- 

have the honor to report that the specific allegations appear 
by said extract to be confined to Point Lookout, leaving^ the general 
charge of the “suffering condition of the prisoners of war’’ alone appli- 
cable to the depot for prisoners of war near Sandusky, which general 
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charge will bo moafc oflectnally coiitrovertod by the fiHJfcs hereiniiftor 
reported re.specting their actual coiulitioii, as iinlecfl the .spiMiilic alhiga- 
tioiis contained in said extract of the letter of J)o(!tor L’alloii would be, 
if considered at all applicable to tliis depot. 'IMiero aro now at tliis 
depot 2,633 men prisoners, embracing 287 gonoriil, held, and stall’ olh- 
cera and 2,274 company olllcers. The remainder aro ])rivate.s, politicsal 
priaonora, persona aeritonced by eonrta-inartial, anil spies. Tins depot 
ia located on an island in Saiuliiaky liay, throe inilos I'rom the (tity of 
Sandnsky. There ia an inclosiive of llftcen acres on the south side of 
the island. U is covered with grass and the pri.soiiers have the full 
range of the inclosure to within thirty foot of the fence. Witliin this 
iuclosuro are thirteen barracks, in which the prisonois aro (piarterod. 
The buildings arc two slorios in height} four of which are severally 117 
feet long, 20 feet wide, and each divided into 22 rooins, 2 Idtcbeiis and 
mcss'rooins inoludcd. Each building contains on an average IfiO jjris- 
oners. Four of the other bjirracks aro .severally 130 feet long and 24 
foot wide, divided into (J rooms. There aro 2 kitchens to each barrack, 
built on as additions to the main building. In each of these barracks 
are quartered about 2.30 prisoners. 'IMic four other barracks are sev- 
orally 130 feet long and 24 feet wide, divided into 0 rooms, witli 2 kitch- 
ens each, in addition to the main building, and in eai^h nro qiiartorial 
270 prisonera. lii the above no allowance is made ibr those absent in 
hosidtal. The remaining building is tlie hospital. It is X2(l feet long, 
30 feet wide, and divided into 4 wards. Tliere are, besides, a stew- 
ard’s room and a consulting room. All of the harmeJes have bunks and 
stoves in eacli room. Every bunk has a straw tick, and each prisoner 
1ms a blanket issued to him if ho lias not' sunicient of Ids own, and 
additional blankets have been Issuod when milled for on complaint of 
being cold, so that each bunk for two men has an average of three 
blankets. With regard to clothing, your orders aro to i.ssuo it when 
absolutely nc(!(‘8.sary. It is done when tlie prisoner is not protected 
Irom sulTeriiigon account of the cold, or wlien hisclotliing is so worn 
us not to protect his person. Ujitll the sutler was removed, in Novoin- 
ber last, the prisoners had opportunity to imrchase clotlung, when 
needed, to the amount of one suit and change of miderclotliing, as 
directed by you, but they have no o[>]M)rtiinity now to purchase, uiid no 
clothing is allowed, by your orders, to be dollvorcd to the prisoners 
from tlicir friends, except such ns Is sent from near relatives, and as 
many of tlie ])risi)nGr.s have no relatives within our lines the isaiio 
of clothing by the (lovernineiit will have to bo largely Increased should 
these in’isoners remain any groat length of time. By the report of 
Lieut. L. M. Brooks, accompanying herewith, it will he seen thatsinco 
last Jsuiuary there have been issued to prisoners i,() l6 trousers, 1,022 
shirts, 200 blouses, 270 drawers, 380 pair socks, 1.3 greatcoats, and 700 
pair of shoes. The sanie quality of rations are issued to Wio prisoners 
as to the troops, and in quantity, the same us the old army rations, 
l ie quantity is much greater, in point of fact, than to the troops on tlie 
island, allowing for the company savings resold to the commissary. 
Bread is issued daily, the same having been baked at the post bake- 
houso, and is distributed among the din’oreut messes of prisoners 
acoordiiig to their several nnmbors. Fresli beef is issued Jive days in 
a week. It is cut up and delivered to the dilfereiit messes according 
toinimbors. Wood is delivered cut into four-feet lengths. The pris- 
oners do all their work of every doscriiitioii, cooking and polhmig 
mclui cd, and cutting up their wood. It is practically dilllciilt to luivo 
them keep their quarters properly policed at all times, either through 
an appeal to their own lionlth or comfort or by such discipline and

In oonsidoring* tho mortality it Rhoiihl be taken into considevatimi 
that many «^amo hove aCtor groat exposure in camp, on inavohos, and on 
tho hattlo-iiold; many wounded, many sick on their arrival, and many 
very inuoli emaciated. The smallpox has bomi In-oiight liove on thief 
dilVorimt occasions by pri.soners liavliig tlio liiseaso on 
that they were carried at once into the post hoiisc. I he tnith is thai 
the lioalth of the prisoners groiitly improves whih^ at this diiiiot,, s 
much so that there is si mavke<l chsinge in thoiv aiMieaninee (or tlu 
bettor between their arrivsil and departure.

'IMie whole mini- 
her ol <l(ia(.liH Iroin all eaiisos has been 127, am avia’a^i'e of six and one* 
third iier month. The liases luive been as siu-eessl'iilly ti'onted liere as 
they eouhl have been anywhere with the coniinement’and the faiit that 
ju'isonovH are apt to jjfot into a low liomlition and despondent, being 
away from home ami friends; but uniform IcimlnesM of manner and 
(itieouraging laugungo give Mieiu hope and eonddeiuio of recovery. 
The Hee.oiumodubions for the siek are good. The liospital building 'is 
:12(> feiit by -iO feet, with a transverse hall (U fiuifc wide in the ceiitei-; 
there are 4 wards ‘bS by ;5() leet, containnig KP beds, and giving to 
oaeh patient, when full, 728 cubic, feet of atmos))lieri(5 air. The ollice 
and steward’s room is below, and iiuiiiod lately above is the consulting- 
room, used also as a sleejiing-room by tho house surgeons, that they 
may be always at hand to attend to tho waufs of the patients, and 
never siueo the estahlfshmeiit of the hospital have 1 been without com- 
petent ConI'edi'rate .surgeons to assist mo in attending tlie sick, and 
M'ho cheeii'nlly gave tlioir time to that duty. When the snrgiions were 
exeluuiged, I have supplied their place witli surgeons holding commis- 
sions in the line. Thocooking arrangements are good, and I now have 
a professed cook, who Is most apt in getting up nuiiiy iiiiie dishes for 
the sick, in addition to the rations ! fm-nish them Hour, potatoes, 
(iorn tneal, bnttiw, eggs, chickens, tea, iKu;.; milk being the most dilU- 
cult to obtain, ami In winter the supply Is very meager on the island. 
(.)f medicim>s and stiimilants the supply is liberal, and more than 
doiibh^ the pro]iortion used by tbe same iinniber of our troops. 'I'lie 
b(‘ddiiig is suflunent in bed sacks and blankets, but the miinber of 
sheets and pillows is inKiillIcieiit for all, but the most needy are sup- 
jilied. Tlie smallimx has been three times brought hereby prisoners 
i'l'om tliis point, but tho cases are immediately refnoved from tho jirison 
to the peHt-hoime, which jiarrows as iiiiich as possilile the chanee of con- 
tagion, and wiili twenty-six cases here since duly tlioie have been but 
four deaths, and tlioy all of the eonlluent variety. VVe have boon so 
fortunate ns to lose none with hosjiltal gangrene. If it be jmiiior in 
this, J would recommend that some provision be, made by which the 
])i'iHouei'H (am piirc.Imse onions, cabbage, and iiotatoes. .In my opinion 
there are not sntlUnent vegotablc.s in the old army rations for the por- 
niammt luailtli of th(3 prisoners. So little time Inis now elapsiul, liow- 
ever, siiute the prlsornwH had the op])or(unity lo purchase of the sutler 
that the evils arising in camp for want of sulTicmint vi^getablo diet have 
not beconui manifest.

Gen. W. B. Franklin has himself no objection to allowing this, provided 
the provost-iuarslial-goneral deems it advisable and proper. 

Jf the request is brought to your notice by Colonel Vincent’s friends 
in New Orleans I have to request you to give it sucli consideration as 


you think best. 

Should any such trunk bo sent to us to forward, wo shall, ot course, 
understand that it has been carefully examined. 

The major-geuernl comiiinuding de.sires iiio to call your attention to 
the fact that the Oonfedorato prisoners, both officers and men, who 
arrived' from New Orleans were aecompauied by a large amount of 
baggage, eonsi.stiug of extra suits of clothing, spurs, belts, iiles, cotton, 
needles, playing-cards (by the ^osa), and writing-paper (by the ream).

Hon. E, M. Stanton, Secretary of 

Sir: On Thursday last, in coinplianee with your order by tokjgruin, 
I went to Point Lookout and made a full iiispuctiun of its locuility as a 
lU'isoners’ camp, the means of retaining the prisoners witliin and 
defending it from any attack from without, and also of the condition of 
tlie prisoners there confined, and niade inquiry into tho general admin- 
istration of the affaii's in that district. 

Immediately upon receiving your suggestion of the possibility of a 
rescue I sent the army gun-bout (leneral Jeaiip to report to (leneral 
Marston, and also a very eflicicnt light battery. 

I am convinced that Point Lookout is one of the best situations and 
with sufficient capacity to retain and control all rebel ]>risonors that we 
have or are likely to have in onr hands. It Is entirely Flefeiisible, owing 
to its situation, with much less than the present force guarding it, 
against tho attack of the whole of tioneral Lee’s army. 

I found tho prisoners well fed, perfectly well covered as regards 
tents, and sullloiontly clothed. 

I send appended a memorandum of a conversation reduced to writing 
by my phonographic clerk and afterward sworn to by tijo six Confed- 
erate prisoners who w(?ro sergeants of the cook-houses. It will be 
observed that their statement is a coiiipleto answer to all slandors 
against the iiianagoniciiC of the prisoners. 

I found that the internal admiinstration of tho post had boon very sat- 
isfactorily carried on by Brigadier-Hoiioral Maraton, who dcsor\’OH 
much credit for Iiis efhciency and economy, but I think tho oxtornal 
avrnngoiuQuts aro exceedingly expensivo. All the 8n])])lioM, whether 
quartermaster’s or comiiitssary’s, aro furnished from Washington} ho 
that bread and forage are first to bo carrted by l^oint Lookout to Wash- 
ington and thou brought back and delivered at Point J.ookont. That 
necessitates the miming of a steamer daily between Washifigton and 
that point. I shall take leave to alter the arriiiigeinenfc as to su[)i)lies, 
and shall furnish the supplies directly from Baltimore or New \!'ork, to 
be landed at Point Lookout without any transsliipinont. 

I also propose that the steamers of the Bay Line, being mail .stcainors 
running between Ihiltiinore and Fortims Monroe, us they puss .ik)int 
Lookout each way on their route, shall stoi> there tbr the mail iimtUir 
and passengers, so that coinnuinicatioii between Point Lookout and 
■Washington by mail will bo twice as frequent us at present and 
every day between Portress Monroe and Point Lookout, and that, too, 
without any additional expense to tho Goverinnent and tho saving 
of a steam-boat upon the I*otoniac. I have written to the Postmaster- 
General so to arrange tlio mails. This will relievo tiic services of ono 
steamer plying on the Potomac Klvor. 

I liiul that there has been the sum of 805,000 in cash saved from 
feeding the prisoners, over and above the allowance. 1. propose to use 
such portion of that fund as may bo necessary for tho ]>iir])oBo of fur- 
nishing facilities of transportation in the exchange of prisonoi’H which 
aro now chargeable to the Quartermaster’s Deijurtment. 

I have taken 500 prisoners from Point Lookout and sent them to 
City Point by Hag of truce, as opening the oxclmngo, and I expect to 
be able to telegraph you by the time you reeeivo this report of tho suc- 
cess of the experiment, and I will then report at length tho cmiToapoiid- 
eiice had between Mr. Quid and myself upon tho .subject of exchange. 

I have sent none away that did not desire to go. 
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I am iuformed that large mimbors of the priaoiiera would enlist in 
our .service if thought proper, and to that I see no objection.

S, 
Army, the paroled prisoners before being delivered were 
lino and it was announced to them tluit their paroles were 
upon them until regularly exchanged.; that they liad been deliveied 
into the charge of the ITnited States to prevent suflermg among theni 
during the winter; that in the event of no amicable arrangement being 
made they wore subject to bo returned to the custody of their captors, 
although such a contingency was not likely to occur.

It is with considerable idoasure that I can report that the Gouled- 
crate prisoners — officers and men — were anxious to exin'css their icel- 
iiigs at the huiuaiio manner in which they had been treated wUile m 
hands of the U. S. authorities; but I consider it my duty to call atten- 
tion to the following fact: ,, ^ i. 4.1 

Many of the prisoners who wore doaiioudcnt at the prospects of the 
Coiifedoracy before they were sent lo New Orleans on their return troin 
thatdtv seemed to be animated with a dill'erent feeling and to have 
been encouraged in their treasou and hopes from the numerous inter- 
views which they reported to have had v/ith rebel sympathizers and 

friends visiting them in that city, , 

Tliev arrived here— the oflicers and, iii many instances, tlio men— 
with iiresents of two, and sometimes three, suits of elothing_au(l undor- 
olothes. I suffered the oflicers to pass their clothing, but 1 deemed it 
proper, as iirovost-mnrshal-general in tho field, to seize such articles as 
the following, which the men had concealed, viz, flics, cotton thread. 
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needles, spurs, paper, playing-cards, slioos, medical scales, in uiidiio 
quantities. 

I respectfully mention this, altliougli I do not know that it can be 
avoided if necessity compels the keeping of prisoners in the city of 
New Orleans. It is to bo regretted, that this exchange, which is now 
ended between your {ioiuiniasione-r and that of Maj, Gen. N. Tajdor, 
0. S. Army, should not have been successful in ejecting the release of 
Mr. Gatchell, news correspondent. In every other respect it has been 
entirely satisfactory to Major T^evy, commissioner of 0. S. Army, and 
myself, and I trust will meet with your approval.

Sin: Hy instructions to you in relation to the service yon are now 
upon did not particuhuiy state to what extent I expected improve- 
ments in the hospitals you are visiting carried, and I think it proper to 
make some suggestions on this point. As the prison camps are of a 
toinpornry character, and may not be occupied for more than two or 
throe inmUlia, or may bo for a year or two, ibis only desirable to pnt 
things in sueli a condition as to make the sick ns comfortable as the 
promptings of humanity domanddurliig tliotime they may be occupied. 
Jt is not expected that the liospitals will bo fitted up witli all the con- 
veniences and with all the comforts of wcll-orgniii/cd and permanent 
establisliinenta, but all practicable arrangciuents lor cleanliness in tlicir 
persons, their clothing, tlioir bedding, and of the hospital and for pro- 
tection against the weather should be made, as far as the buildings 
occupied and the means at command will allow. At best it must fall 
far short of perfection, but it is hoped the essential will bo aullloiently 
attained to insure that there shall bo no want of comfort. Whatever 
is done should bo done with a duo regard to economy. 

On arriving at a station you will of course, as a lirst atop, report to 
the coiniiiaiuliiig officer and show him your instructions if he desires 
to see them.

the hospital clothing, all of which are frequently changed.

Tlio cooks 
are detailed Irom the prisoners, and their Icitchons and coolant are 
mspeoted daily by the surgeon in charge and three times a week bv 
the post surgeon. ^

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amount thus furnished, but I think it is fully eqiml to that furnished 
by Government. A considerable amount of clothing must still be dis- 
tributed among those prisoners from the more southern States. 

2. The bedding consists, of prairie hay, of which I have ordered each 
month but this from twelve to fourteen pounds for two men. The 
bunks are intended to accommodate two men each, and the amount 
furnished I regard as sufficient. In the early part of this month I 
received orders from Colonel De Land, ‘‘not to order any more straw 
until a new contractor could bo procured.” The prisoners have received 
no new straw this month; more ought to be furnished at once. 

3. The fuel furnished to prisoiiei'S consists of both wood and coal; 
of wood, orders are issued each month for 1,412 cart-loads, or 350 cords, 
as near as I can estimate it. Of coal 294 cart loads, or 196 tons. It 
the proper means of heating the barracks and of cooking the food 
could be procured and used au immense saving would be olfocted with 
the stoves now in use. I do not deem the amount furnished any^ too 
much, and in extreme cold weather it will be necessary to increase it. 

4. The requisition for rations is drawn every tenth day. The utmost 
care is taken on my part to furnish an order for rations for every man, 
but the morning reports constitute my guide, and I do not allow the 
requisition to exceed the number reported “ for duty” and “sick in 
quarters” inclosed herewith. I transmit certain questions to sergeants 
of squads, and their answers, to which I would respootftilly bog leave 
to refer as best calculated to show tbe opinions and feelings of the 
prisoners in regard to tbe treatment they have received and are now 
receiving. 

In conclusion I would respeotfiilly call your attention to the answers 
of the sergeants in reference to food, and would say tliat I most fully 
believe the prisoners have been shamefully treated by the contractor 
for fresh beef.

They have satisfied me of the sincere desire outortained }>y 
General Banks to put an end to arrests of non-combatants in tbe dis- 
trict of country over which he exercises military control, and acting 
Ser ihaS I have released Mr. W. M. Gatchell, the Hera d 
correspondent, and send him down to you with tkis comnuinication. 

I sliall take the necessary measures to prevent lor the fntiuothe ^^est 
or detention by the troops under my command of persons not coiineoted 
with the Army or NavV of the United States nor engaged ^vnig 
them assistauce in military movements, and shall coul dcntly niitiupate 
the adoption of similar measures by Major-General Banks. I shall 
also cause it to bo known to the inhabitants of those portions of the 
State which may be subject to invasion that in case of invasion they 
can safely remain at their homes without the fear of disturbance in the 
peaceful pursuit of their avocations. 

Among the prisoners taken in the inovomont on Brashear Oity weie 
several who claimed to be civilians. They have boen sent to hexas. I 
shall direct an inquiry to bo made into tlieir condition and have them 
released if tlieir representations prove eorrect, 

I have no doubt iny coiminssioner, Maj. W. M, L6vy, now in confei- 
euce at Bed Biver Landing with the commissioner aiipointed by Major- 
General Banks, will be able to form with that officer a conyention lor 
the general exchange and delivery of prisoners of war winch will bo 

satisfactory to both parties. t t t 

The case of Mr. John G. Pratt, of the parish ol baint Landry, has 
been inisapprohended by Major-General Banks, Mr. 1 ratt at tbo time 
of the fall of the city of Bow Orleans was a brigadier-general oi muitia 
in the service of the State and so continued until tbo repeal by the leg- 
islature at its last session of the militia law under which ho held his 
commission. Mr. Pratt has never bold any other commission than that

OoLONi'iL : I infer from yoiir letter of tlio that there is no imino- 
diate prospect of thO]iriHDnei*s of war boingroniovod from tlio Western 
Pmiitontiary ill Alloghony. If this surmise is correct I hope soine 
insla'uetioiis may bo sent in regard to their conhiioment. On their 
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arrival hero they were put two in a coll of about oiglit by twelve toot, 
and the privilege was given for exorcise in tlio i)rifioii yard of two lioiira 
in the morning and one in tlio afternoon, the prisoners giving thoir 
verbal parole of honor not to attempt to escape or take advantage ol 
the privilege granted. This parole was violated by two of the number, 
wlio were caught making an attempt to escape, and the privilogo.s to all 
canceled and tlio imisoners kept in close coniinemout. Now they are 
allowed exercise in the open air at irregular intervals iind neeovditig to 
the weather. The olllcer in charge reports that the coiilinemeut appeal's 
to have a very injiirions offeeb on their health. There are no vimaiit 
cells, so tliat if it were desirable to separate tliom and [iiit tbein singly 
in colls it is impossible. When they have exercise now il; is under the 
supervision of sentinels from the provost guard, in whi(ih littledepeiid- 
euco can be placed.

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II. Tbo excess of ofliccra and enlisted men, piisoncrs of war, belong- 
ing to either of the cominsiiuls above mentioned, shall bo delivered on 
parole not to bear ni'ins or render any military service until regularly 
exchanged, under the terms and conditiojis hereinafter mentioned, to 
their friends at the ])laces lioreiii selected, though said prisoners sliall 
not bo released from their paroles until regularly exclianged; and, in 
the event of the paroles of such prisoners not being recognized by their 
respective Governments, they .shall be returned by Ma,j. Gen. N. P.

irom Geneial Knby Smith, then lu command of .East Toimossce, to 
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recruit for and organize a full company. Tliis he did and was in com- 
mand when McCook was killed. A short time prior to that event 
Captain Hambrick, of Torrest’s regiment, joined him with his company, 
the two commands numbering nitiety men, all under the eommaiid of 
Hambrick. Going on a scont in the northern part of this county to gain 
information of the movements of Buell’s army, which was marching 
from Docatiir and Florence to Winchester, they came ii]) unexpectedly 
with General JlcOook and escort, some mile or two in advance of his 
brigade. Captain. Hambrick ordered a charge, before which they broke 
and lied in disorder. General JleOook and his aide, Captain Brooke, 
wore riding in an ambulance. 'Bhis M'as singled out and xjursued by 
Captains Hambrick and Gurley. When they overtook them Gurley 
ordered them several times to surrender. Not doing so, he fired, hit- 
ting McCook, when the ambulance was stopped. He was carried to the 
residence of a gentleman in the immediate vicinity, and everything 
that humanity could ilo was done for him. Captain Gurley ex^iressed 
his regret to General McCook at being put to the necessity of firing 
upon him, and he (McCook) exonerated him from all blame in the 
matter. This, sir, is a true statement of the killing of McCook and of 
Captain Gurley’s military career up to that time. And it is for this a 
true and noble gentlemau and gallant patriot soldier will doubtless 
meet a felon’s doom at the hands of a remorseless and vindictive fcie. 
I deem it my duty to put you hi possession of these facts, but for 
obvious reasons witbhold my name.

I am prepared to send forward a list up to the .1st day of December, 
1803, and to continue so to furnish, upon condition that you will do the 
same, monthly lists of prisoners and deaths as above suggested.

Would we could hope bliat list is 
correct, but it is imiiossible. 

I.’lcaao see to it, if this arrangement is made, that wc have aciuirato 
lists of all tlni deaths in all the prisons and iiri.sonor.s’ camps wherein 
our oflicei'.s of men are lield by your autlioriti(^s, and on our part it is 
stijuilated that the utmost xiuins shall bo taken to make Iik(.*. accurate 
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lists of tlio oiliuei'S and mon, both living and doiid, who are and have 
been liold by us.

E. Taylor, and to be embraced in the terms of a cartel lately executed 
between Maj. W. M. Levy, commissioner on the part of Mfijjor-Geiieral 
Taylor, and myself, on the part of Moijor-General Banks. 

That cartel provides that lists of imsonors shall be furnished by said 
commiasiouers, respectively, to each other, and I luive the honor to 
request that you •will cause the accompanying lists to be furnished to 
Major Levy by the first opportunity, under Jlag of truce, and will 
receive from Major Levy, in return, the lists of the prisoners to bo 
exchanged for them by Major-General Taylor. 

It will be seen that the greater number of prisoners embraced in tho 
accompanying lists have been sent to Fortress Monroe and New York. 

Measures have already been taken to procure tho return to this 
department, for exchange, of such of those prisoners as have not 
already been exclianged or delivered on parole by the authorities to 
whom they were sent.

The authorities in liielimond liave a purpose in view in their distinet 
refusal to release the pi'isoners of war in their hands except upon cer- 
tain declared eondition.s, and I cannot well conceive how they would 
concede to the personal inliuence of an individual, or to Ids argiiineiits 
and repiGseutations, that which they will not surrender to their sense 
of the olainia of liiiinanity upon them. 

It does not appear to ino that any individual, however eminent ho 
may be, or wliatever relations lie may bo supposed to have to individ- 
uals ill the South, can lay beibre the loaders of the rebellion any con- 
siderations of weight with them which they are not already in full 
possession of. 

It is my belief that the rebels at this time are in such straits that 
they cannot be moved by considerations of more humanity, which Mr. 
Burrows would bo likely to urge, and I feel quite certain that an indi- 
vidual iniluonco, as already intimated, would be utterly and absolutely 
disregarded. 

The olfer to exchange, grade for grade and man for man, with the 
rebels has boon again and again refused, and unless Mr. Burrows can 
indicate some other proposal as proper to bo made, J do not think the 
public interest would bo advanced by accepting his generously proll’ered 
soi’vicea.

similar treatment. I was informed by (ioneral Burnside that tins 
extraordinary treatment was in retaliation for the treatment which my 
Government had accorded to Oolonel Straight and his oilicors, and that 
so soon as Colonel Steeight and his olheors were i>laced upon the footing 
of other prisoners of war wo would be released and treated accordingly. 
These are briefly the facts in regard to our treatment, and I would 
respectfully request that you take such action in the matter as in your 
discretion you deem necessary and prox)er.

General: Wliile obeying your iiistructions “to examine and report 
tlie condition of the Yankee negro prisoners,’' I had a conversation 
with IT. P. Estelle, an inmate of the institution, and one apparently 
well versed in its operations, lie stated that the prisoners’ rations a 
day consisted of one pound of rice Hour or corn-meal, half an ounce 
of salt, half an ounce of soap, one pound of beef. On an average of two 
weeks, the prisoners lose about three rations of their moat in some way j 
many get only threo-tinarters of a pound of beef. This is practiced on 
those wlio submit, or are afraid to assert tlicir rights. Holms seen the 
commissary send pieces of meat away from the prison by his servant; 
has bought rice and salt from Oolquit, a prisoner. Oolquit and one 
other pri.soner weigh rations and act the i)art of stewards. .Estelle 
said the jailer and turnkey sell tilings to the ]>risoners in copartner- 
ship. Three small loaves of bread for $.1; a plug of common tobacco 
for $3; and other things at exorbitant prices. Ho says two-thirds of 
the moil are without blankets; lialf without a cliange of clothing; con- 
sequoutly the prison is full of vermin. 

I wont among tlio Eoderal prisoners; tlioy had no blankets; they get 
one meal In twenty-four hours. In the negro department I saw a few 
blankets. The jailor said tlio negroes received the same rations the 
white prisoners did ; that the rations wore cooked tbr the most of them, 
some few cooked for thomsolvcs. Tho negroes look as if tlioy were 
poorlj^ fed. I asked one if ho got enough to oat; lie said ho did by 
working about the oHico, but the others (fid not. 

A lot of condemned blankets had boon scut to prison for the negroes. 
The Jloors looked dean ; the rooms have an unpleasant smell, ospooially 
whore tho negroes sleep. As a prison tho arrangements are sliooking. 
In our ])vesciit condition, I suppose wo cannot do much bettor, but I do 
respectfully suggest that tbo iirisonors aliould have at least straw for 
beds, and that their rations bo cooked and given to thorn at regular 
hours. The Yankee prisoners told mo that they did not get their food 
some clays until 3 o’clock. It should be tbo duty of the provost-mar- 
shal to malco frequent and thorough inspoetiona of tho prisons, I 
roapcotfully submit.

Sir : I respectfully report that many prisoaors are men worn down 
by disease, fatigue, and hardship, and Hioso conditions being aggra- 
vated by coiiiluoinont and tbo hardships inseparable from prison life, 
cause the death of many, and others to bo totally unilt for tho duties of 
a soldier. I respectfully suggest that all such Federal prisoners as a 
competent board of examining surgeons report as totally unfit for any 
military duty and proper eases for discharge from service be paroled 
and oiibrod to the Federal agent of oxohango for return to the North, 
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and at tlio satno tinje that apxilicatiou bo inado for similar privileges for 
our own soldier.s held as prisonei's of war in the United States.

Colonel : I have the honor to report tliat I havo thoroughly inHj)eoted 
McLean Barracks, the only prlsoji at this po.st \Yhero prisoners of war 
or political prisoners are detained. Liontenaiit-Oolonol PFistman, First 
Infantry, comniaiKlant of the post, very kindly accompanied mo on my 
Inspection and gave immediate ordcr.s for tlie carrying out of the sug- 
gestions which I fouiul it necessary to make. McLean Barracks is 
situated on West Tliird street, in this city, and consists of a largo 
three-story brick building, formerly used as a Gorman orphan asylum. 
The first floor is used as (piarters and kitchen for the guard, and is in 
a tolerable state of police. The second floor contain, s tlio oflleo and a 
room about flfteon by twenty by twelve feet in dimensions, for tlm 
detention of jirisoners. This room has three windows, and is well 
heated by a largo stove. Bunks for twenty-four men are arranged in 
three tiers around the room. The police is not very good. On this 
floor is also the prisoners’ kitchen, containing a large Cooking-stove 
and an apiiavatus for heating water. The cooking uton.sihs are suf- 
ficionb and in very good order, but the general police of the kite, hen is 
bad. The cooking is done by a detail from the prisonors. On the third 
floor is a large room, about twenty-five by thirty-live by ton feet in 
clinienaions, and which at present contains twenty-seven prisonors. 
One corner of this room is partitioned ofl'aiid contains two spies, with 
ball and chain. The room is well lighted and is wanned by two largo 
stoves. There are no bunks, the iinsouors spreading their blankets on 
the floor. The police of the room is very good. Tlio sink is in the 
small back yard. It is a deep vault and very foul. The i>rivy building 
w ill a filthy condition. There is an abundant .siiiiply of water from 
the city works. No arrangement is inatlo lor the accoinmodatiou of the 
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sick, sucli b(5iiig- at oiico roiiiovcd. to tho IT. S. gonoral liospitak At 
]>rcscnt tliorc is but oiio case of illness, and that but slight. A medical 
oHuicr visit.s the i)rison daily to give attention to such as need it. He 
is said to peribi'in bis duties well. There are at present forty-four 
])visoiicrs, mostly political, eoniiiied in this in’ison. No inlson fund has 
accunmhitodj merely sullicient being saved to furnish liglds and cook- 
ing utensils. The aiiggostions which I found it necessary to make were 
tliiit tho iiiterioi’ of thewliolo building be whitewashed at least once 
per mouth; that it be at once cleaned and purified, and that stricter 
iittontiou 1)0 paid to x>olicc.

Wore this tho 
act of General J'ickett simx»ly, I should readily know what course to 
pursuo, but it is evidently the act of the Oonfedcrato Govornn\ciit. 

.Private .Tones, Company B, Fifth Ohio Volunteor.s,* was evidently 
taken ft’om among tho prisoners of war at Jticlunond and turned over 
to General I’iclcett for thi.s purpose; therefore it seems to mo to bo a 
subject for tho action of the Government, not for the action of a com- 
mandor of a department. 

The strongest ovidoneo that this is tho action of the Confederate 
Governinoiit which I have is tho fact that wo have no Ohio troops in 
tho department upon whom vongoaiico could have been wreaked in 
this way. 

Tliis action may be as well mot now ns at any time. Our Govorn- 
mont has suffered its ofilcors and 8oldicr.s to bo outlawed for doing 
their duty. It has suffered its x)ri8onor8 to bo starved without retalia- 
tion, and now hanging is snporadded. I state the fact. I do not pre- 
sume to oiler advice. 

I have also the honor to inclose a letter from Colonel Hinton to mo 
upon this subject.

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Oaptiiin Alnuin was instructed to bring the remains in, wliicli lie has 
done, and I send them in ambulance to these headquarters for your dis- 
posal, also a pair of handculls -whicli was taken from his wrists, which 
are rather ugly things.

GjsnerAl: Inclosed I send yon a eopy of a letter addressed by 
Brigadier-Geiioral Wild, of the IJ. S. Army, to Gaptnin Elliott, of the 
Sixty-sixth Ilogimeut North Carolina State Troops. From the general 
tenor of the letter, and from the fact that it is addressed to an ollicor 
of my command, I am induced to believe that General Wild intended 
hla threat against “guerrillas” to bo applied to the ofllcers and men of 
my couimaiid. 

TIio Sixty-eighth Itogimont of North Oarolina State Troops, which I 
have the honor to command, was organized under antlmrity obtained 
li’om the Governor of the State, and its onicors are regularly commis- 
sioned by the Governor. With this explanation I desire to know 
whether it is your purpose to pursue the poIi(5y indicated in General 
Wlld’a letter to Captain Elliott, in the event you should hereafter cap- 
ture any of the ohicors or men of my command, or are they to bo recog- 
nized and treated as other prisoners of war*? 

I have captured a goodly number of the onicors and men of tlio 
U. S. Army and Navy and liavo uniibrmly treated them as prisoners 
of war. 

I desire to treat those I may capture hereafter similarly, but as a 
matter of course, I shall be guided in the future in my treatment to 
your men by the answer I rccoivo to this letter. 

I desire further to call your attention to tlie fact that the ladies 
whoso names are mentionod in General AVild’s letter are, as I am 
informed, still hold in close coniinonient iu the city of Norfolk. I want 
to know wliether it is your purpose to Jiold those ladies as “ hostages” 
for a soldier legitimately captured*? 

I shall be pleased to receive a speedy reply to this communication.

Almost all thoanllbring tliathusa(d:uallyo(jcuri'('d 
has hoen iu eonsoquonco of the ti'an8p(H’tatioii of ijri.sotiers iliiriiig the 
extreme cold weather and from tins breaking (»iit of the siuallpox attioiig 
tliom. There is yet no hoai)ital building largo omnigli to aeeomniodato 
the sick, but several buildings Intended as bari'aeks for prisonci's have 
l)oen used for hospitals and are well adapted to tho purpose, d’he siek 
all liavo straw beds and sullielent blankets to keep wiU'in. 'I'he stovo.s 
and fuel have been obtained IVom Davonpo^'t by purcliase out of tho 
prison fund. Tho vaccine virus sent by Doctor Magnuler has been 
received and was being used with promptitude. It is perhaps desirable 
that additional medical help be obtained, especially as some of tho con- 
tract physicians desire to leave at thooxpira.tiou of the month. Doctor 
Moxley, siu'goon in charge, Iia.s or will write you on that subject. It 
will not, 1 think, bo necessary lor me to (unploy »)tlun’ contract physi- 
cians than those already on duty. Metlicinos are supposed to be on tho 
way from Saint Ijoui.s nnd also hospital Hupplie.s. J ho]>o these will 
arrive as o.s-pectod and that j‘C(piisitions made on tlie imrveyor at Louis- 
villo will he filled promptly. Whou these arrive there will bcnodell- 
eionoy. I’risonors arc coming in rapidly; about liO yesterday, HOO 
to day, and tologratns advising that l,(KK> or move are on the way. 
Others ouglit not to be sent until these are ciHurortably provided for. 
ill short, 1 do not see how the siilVoring that, iictiially occurred could 
have been prevented by any agency short of that which sent tlie uiiex- 
poctocl and luiprocedontod cold weather.

Report of inspection of G<imx} Douglan^ GMoayo, III,, made hy order of 
Gol. Ji. 0. Wood, assistant suiujcon-ycnerai, U, 8. Army, by Mkoard 
J). Kittoe, surycon, U. 8. Yolmiteers, January IS, '1804. 

E. 0. Wood, Assistant Suryeon-OGneral, XL 8. Army: 

Sir: In obedience to your order bearing date January 10, 1801, I 
proceeded to examine Gamp Douglas, at Obicago, 111., and rospoctl'nlly 
submit the following report of my inspection : 

I visited Gamp Douglas on the i8th of January, 1801. On present- 
ing your order to Ooloiiol De Land, commaudaiit of the camp, he 
attended mo over the premises and afforded mo all information rciiuircd. 

Tiio site of Camp Douglas is very objectionable as a depot for troop.s. 
The ground is low and Hat, rendering'draiuage imperleot and dihicult 
to bo effected. Its proximity to Lake Michigan, and consequent exiio- 
sure to the cold, damp wiuds from, off this large body of water, with the 
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lla(, inarsliy (ilinvsKjh'r ol' tho soil, innsl; of ni!ee.ssil;y cmito a ((.‘iidoiioy 
to disease of tlio respiratory organs, wliieli faet, I think, is clearly 
demonstrated by rolbroiico to njports of disease prevalent diiiiiigthe 
moiitli of Deeeinbor. At this time the ground is covered with snow 
and tho frost is se-voro. When tlie {ro.st gives way snid fogs and usual 
dampness of spring snoeeed, in (sonjmiction witirtlie surroundings of 
largo cattle yards, slsuightcj'-hoiiscs, and other odensivo matter usual lo 
the suburbs of largo cities, may it not be reasonably oxpeeted that dis- 
ease will assume a low or typhoid type, and, per oon.so.iucnoo, tlio rate 
of mortality bo largely inereased? 'Jfhe (:a.sc.s of disease, denominated 
“epidemio catarrh” would, I think, bo more appropriately named 
oiidomic. 

In addition to these objectionablo (batnres, in a sanitary point of 
view, Oamp Donghia, as a ])lat5e of security for tlio eonlhiement of pris- 
oners, is otherwise illy adapted t<) the purpose. The iiatiiro of the soil 
is suoli as to render tunneling (the method of escape which has been 
jnost conunon and successful) easy of accomplishment. Tho extent of 
ground oooupied renders the employment of a large forcie lUHiossary to 
guard tho inmates, and, being in the suburbs of the large and i>opii!oiis 
city of Oliiuago, iiotoritms for containing numbers of persons in sym- 
pathy with the i)risonei‘.s and with rcbcUious proclivities, almost cer- 
tainly prevents tho possibility of recapture after escape is once olVeoted. 

The' barraoks oooupied by tho troops who garrison the cami) are for 
the most part now, well built of lumber, raised suniciontly from tlio 
ground, well ventilated and warmed, with good and convenient moss- 
halls and kitohens. Tho ((ua-rtora of the men are well kept, (dean, and 
comfortable. The men’s persons are clean, as is also their clotliing. 
Tho state of discipline appears to bo good. 

The quality and supply of rations is good, as is also tho eonkingj tho 
guard-rooms arc ooiivoiilont and comtbrtablo} tho supply of water from 
hydrants is abundant and of good quality. 

Tho sinks, or privies for tho use of tho troops, are clean and well 
kept. Tlioy aro so arraiigod over tlio largo sewers iXHieiitly constructed 
that tho “soil box,” which voeoives the Orduro, is emptied and thor- 
oughly washed out every twoiity-four hours. 

Tho prisoners aro quarteiTd In tho ImiTUcks erected in tlie autumn 
oflildl and winter following for tho acimminodatiou of the troops tlum 
organizing. These buildings are constructed of boards with tho points 
battoimd. _ The lloors were never Hurilcionlly eievatml to allow the [las- 
sago of a free ciirroiitof air beneath, and the ground outside Iming sub- 
secpiontly raised made the matter still worso. I.t has bee,ii ibuml neces- 
sary, to ju'oveiit the practicoofpriRonerHlunnolingout(to screen which 
process these floors were admirably adapted) to remove those lloors 
entirely. The consejpieiuai Is tliat in tho phuto of dirty boards ftherej 
is a mass of mud and lilth. Those buildings aro 100 (bet by hO foot, into 
whicb space is crowibsl from 125 to 150 men, who are mostly in a lilthy 
and disgusting state and swarming with vermin. I’hey aro amply sup- 
plied with guild and wholesoino rations, but tlu‘- arrangements for eoolc- 
iiig are doiieieiit or entirely wanting, and the food is improperly 
prepared, ami much wasloprevail.s. This, together with agreat neglect 
of police duty, is very apjmrent by tho condition of the ground immedi- 
ately around (heir quarters. 

Tho barraiiks and grounds in tho northwo.st s(|uaro, occupied by 
Morgan’s men, were pro-cminontly lilthy. In tho center square things 
arc in no better coiuUtion. Tho old privies have been removed, and

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tho Kinks liavo luMni but liuiKu-retitly <'.ov«rc<lj m> tliiit ilio (iliJi is soo])ing’ 
up thvouj-li tlio groinul. When tliorn is vain tlio groiiiids lloodnd 
with an infusion of tlii.s poisoiiou.s insutm*; at least so I wa.s iiilbiuKid 
by Colonel Ce Land, avIio also states that he liiuls it iiniiossible to 
make these lueii obKevve tluj ordinary vule.sol‘ docent cleanliness ol' ])er- 
son or qinute-vs. There are no kitchens to tho barracks in tln^ (aniler 
square. As a ^^-eiieral thing the lu-isoners are too much crowded. In 
tho sonthwe.st H(|uaie three of those buildings eoiitain d 10 men. This 
ovoi'ci-owding, together with thodisregard of porM<»nal <!Uundinc.ss, must 
prove a fruitful source of tliseaso. 

Tlio hospitals are in good order, well r(‘gulated, and elean. No 
prescription book is kept, but the otlier books and nmoi'ds are (nil and 
complete. Thedi.speiisary is neatly ordered an<l kept, and (lie siqiply 
of medicines is ample, that of luxiirie.s and comforts bountilid. Under 
the direction and supervision of Surg. A. U. Whelan, Uirst Mi(diigaii 
Sharpshooters, surgeon of tho x»ost, a now hos[)ital bnilding is in course 
ofereedion and ai>proach1ng completion. It isafra-un^ building, boarded 
perpendicularly with irndi stall’, having Ibo joints battened, latlicd, and 
plastered inside. It will (sonbvin four wards, each 28 by 1 00 (bet, 13 feet 
high, well ventilated and lighted, with bath-rooms, lavatories, and 
X)rivie.s convoniontly arranged. It will contain also rooms I'or surgeon, 
matron, nursos, and attendants, kitcheti, dining- Inill, and closols, plans 
of which are appended. 

The garrison at this camp is compo.scd of the I'Mrst llegimont of 
Miohigan Sliarpsliootors, Oolonel Do Land (who is cominandor of the 
po.st), having an aggregate of 812; six eomi>anics of tho Miglitli liegi- 
meat Invalid Corps, Colonel Sweet, with an aggregate pve.sont of <147: 
six companies of tlie Fifteenth Kegiment invalid (Jorps, Colonel 
Strong, with an aggregate present of 101). The aggregate pi’esont and 
absent of otllcorR and men i.s 1,783. Aggregate of .strength pr’eseiit, 
1,61)5; nuinborof sick in garrison, 275, wbleli is about per cent, of 
the command. 

During tho month of T)co(nnbor there wer<\ in Federal hospital 610 
cases of disease with six deaths, giving the ratio of mortnlily of about 
11 j per 1,000 per month. Of this immbe,r <)f sick t here were 17 ca.sesof 
me^asles, 2-i of mnmi)8, 34 of xnioumoaia, and 1)0 of epidemic ( ?) ea-tarrli. 
This presents 130 cases of disease of tlui respiratory organs, being a 
ratio of 251 |)er cent, of tho whole numborof sick in the hospital during 
tiio month. 

There is at this time 5,(511) pri.sonors in thi.s camp, of whom 225 are 
sick in ho.spital. 

The total sick in hospital during tho month of December hist past 
was 2,011, with 57 deaths, a ratio of 28 i»or 1,01)0. Tlui disease most 
prevalent among the prisoners is camp diarrhea, arising, doubtless, 
from bailly cooked food and extreme liltliincss of per-son and (piiuters. 

Of the sick in hospital during Dceombor there were, of measles, 134 
eases; mumps, 1(58; ])iicnmonia, 8'4; opidemio (?) catarrh, 233; showing 
317 eases of disease strictly of tho respiratory organs, which gives 15.^ 
per cent, of the whole number of tlioso treated in hospital. 

It will bo observed that tho mimbor of eases of disiiasii of tho 
respiratory apparatus among the prisoners is very great, but the pro- 
portion to tho whole among tho Federal occupants of the camp is 
over 10 iier cent, greater, tho cause of which i.s manifestly owing to the 
greater exposure of the.sonien while doing guard duty mounted on tho 
top of a high fence, eximsed to the full sweep of tlie cold and damp 
winds blowing directly from the lake with unob.strncted force. 
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I bolievo that the facta thus brought to your notice fully justily the 
opinion advanced that the site aiul surroundinga of this Ciiiiip arc of 
such a luiture as to render it highly objection able ainl unfit for the use 
tov’bicb it has been appropriated, ami that it would be exc.eedingly 
dillleult to overcome the obstacles in the way of proper drainage, even 
at a large expenditure of money were that the only obJe<ition; there 
are, however, other important objections which iieithor money nor art 
can remove or obviate.

In the annexed* statement of elothing issued the “number of men’' 
entered in tlio ilrsb column i.s the number of names on the sheets on 
whi(!h the issues were recorded. Tliis docs not indieato eorree.tly the 
number of men in the dillcrent prisons, as all tlie prisoners from the 
Smith Factory Prison and a large number from the Seott Factory 
Prison wore sent to Jlanvillo after tlio issue wus made to them, and 
changes were eoimtantly going ou iu the other i)risonH. Nor does the 
aggregate entered in this eolumn indicate eorroctly the luiinber of pris- 
oners to which clothing has been issued. Prisoners wore binng tran.s- 
ferred from Belle Isle and other prisons to the hoH[)ital8 and returned 
from there to the prisons while the distribution of cdobhing was in 
progress. The .same namo.s would tliorofore frequently bo entered on 
one or inoro sheets. 

The aeeonipaiiying sheet, being a copy of a portion of the sheett on 
wliieh the issue to squad No. 21 on Belle Isle is recorded, will .sliow the 
manner in wlilch the issue was made. 

The annexed* statement covers all issues of clothing made by the 
Ooniinission, wliother furnished by the United States Uoverument, the

General: The instructions heretofore communicated to the com- 
nuinding- onieer of the p»)at contemplated the presence of a nnuih 
smaller force as the guard than is now assembled tliere under your 
command, and this clianged state of things makes it proper to modify 
the instruetions somowliat to meet the necessities whicli the change 
produces, lleretoforo the commanding oflujcr has been to a great 
extent the executive oflicorof tlio post, and the guar<l being small, tliis 
arrangement was attended with in) inconvenience; hut with the largo 
force under your command it will ho nc(50ssury that yon should aiipoint 
a colonel, to have the immediate control of the prisoners of war, as at 
this time, who should perform all the duties now performed by Lieu- 
tenant-Oolonol Pierson, but making his report through you, and not 
direct to this oili<! 0 . Ool. O. W. 1 1 111, of the One hundred nml twenty- 
eiglitli Ohio, whose regiment has been R])ecially raised for service at 
tlie depot, will report for duty in a few days, and 1 respoetfully sug- 
gest that ho with his rogiinonfi be iilaced in the immediate (sharge of 
the depot, making it a coininaiid distinct from your brigade. 

Ill the month of November, to provide against a throateiied ofibrt 
to liberate the iirisoners, a large force was assembled at the {lc])ot, 
inu't of wliicli now remains there, viz, the four companies Twcdftli Ohio 
Cavalry, company Twenty-fourth Ohio Bight Artillery and a hat' 
tery each of 2dU liglit artillerymen, assigned as heavy artillery. As 
your brigade, witli the One liiindrcd and twouty-cighth Ohio Volun- 
teers, will form an ample guard for tlie security of the do])ot, and as it 
will be dilficult to supply so large a force on tlie island during the 
winter, I would rospeotfully suggest that it would be advisable to 
recommend a return of the above-named dotacbmonts to the stations 
from which they were ordered. 

From a report just received of an inspection of the dojiot made by 
Surgeon Clark, acting medical inspector of prisons, 1 learn that 
the police of the iirison is in a very iinsatisfacitory condition, and I 
respectfully call your attention to the matter, witli the request that 
you will now give the necessary orders to insure that a proper state of 
police shall be preserved throughout the prison. The prisoners must 
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do tlieir own policing, and as they ore all omecrs it will require (inreful 
uuuiageinoiit to accoiwi>lisli the object without exciting' a spirit of 
insubordination ami resistance. Full instriictions have been given to 
the commander of the depot for the mauagement and a safe custody of 
the prisoners, all of which you will find oii file in his ollice.

Colonel: According to your order 2 *ecoived I have the honor to 
make the following statoinont: On the night of December 10, 1863, 
between the hours of 10 aud 12 p. in., I was ascending the stairs of the 
parajiet round prison No. 2, when I hoard the discharge of a musket, 
luspectiiig the difl’eront sentinels around the parapet, I came to a man, 
Private F. Allen, aVolfth Eogiinont Ohio Volunteer Oayalry, who told 
me that he had ordered, in a loud voice, the persons in moss No. 10, 
prison 1, to extinguish tho light inside, but not being obeyed, alter 
repeated calls, ho lived off his piece into tho building and wounded one 
man in tho arm, named Henry Ilupman, Twentieth Virginia Cavalry, 
Company 33. He was put directly under treatment of the surgeon in 
charge of the prison hospital, but whilst amputating his arm, several 
day.s afterward, he died. As sad as this case may be, to wound a p(5r- 
Inips innocent man, by a soldier who obeys his order, it has ])rovod to 
be a most excellent lesson, very mucb needed in that prison— No. 1— as 
the rebel ofllcers confined in that prison showed frequently before a dis- 
position to disobey tho orders given to them by our men on duty. Ihoy 
have since changed their minds and obey.

Colonel : Pursuant to your order 1 make the following stiitoinent : 
III the mouths of Hoveiuber and .December, 1863, freijnent reports were 
received from the iirisoii stcwfirds and from detectives emi)loyed inside 
the prison that a eonai>lracy existed among the prisoners, in connection 
with Valhiiidigham sympatluzers outside, to overpower llie guard and 
break out. In many places they were undermining the wall; arms 
were found in their possession; their mutinous conduct was increasing 
to such an extent that the guard had to be increased every night, and 
the order “lights out” after tattoo renewed. William L. Pope, pri- 
vate, Ninth Tennessee Oavalry, Company A, was shot in presence of 
Oapt. William Smith, of the Fifteenth Invalid Corps, oflicor of the day, 
Lieut. I. a. Taylor, provost-marslial of i)ria<)u, and myself, assistan t com- 
mandant of prison, whilst inspecting the guards together, on or about 
Novombor 5, 186.3, between the hour.s of 8 and 1() p. m. atnmling about 
six feet outside tlio gate of prison No. 2, 1 heard distinctly the sentinel, 
H. Wilson, Company A, Fifcoonth Uoglinent Invalid Corps, stationed 
above the gate on the parapet, call out twice to a man inside to go 
back to his quarters and not approach the wall. About a few moments 
afterward the sentinel called again: “Do back, or I shoot yon.” He 
then ilred, and the man Pope was shot, and died a few hours after- 
ward. Since then the inmates of prison No. 2 have been quite orderly.

Colonel: Pursuant to your order I now make my second state- 
ment. The inmates of tlic diirorent buildings on the extrenio westoru 
part of prison No. 3 had boon warned iVoquontly before not to keep a 
light Iniruing after tattoo, as o.specially in these quarters they had been 
found digging; notwithstanding, the windows in moss 4i) wore illumi- 
nated again in the niglifc of November 16, 1863, between the hours of 
10 and 12 p. in. 

The Rontiiiol on tlie parapet close by (John White, of Company E, 
Fifteenth Negimoiit Invalid Corps) called several times, at tliat time, 
to extinguish the light, so distinctly that it was heard by other sentinels 
on the farther end -of the parapet. His order not being obeyed, he 
fired his piece into the building and killed Hamilton McOarroll, 
Welckor’s Tennessee cavalry, Company U. Since then no more dig- 
ging has been eniTied on in prison No. .3,tlie*liglits have been extiii- 
gnislied at the proper time,, and the prisoners obey the orders nowiii 
every respect satisfactorily.

Some ton or iifteen monumts after this 
Samuel Ijawley, private, Nineteenth Virginia Cavalry, went behind tlie 
sink against distinct orders from Private Moody and (:oiise(iumit]y was 
shot.

about tho Ist of Novoinbor, I8IJ2. On visiting the abovo-nainod prison 
1 was iiifoi'iuGd by the, ollicer of tho guard that there was quite a stii' In 
prison No. 2, and ho feared there would bo some (lom()nstrati(ni on tho 
part of the prisoners to make their escape. 1 visited the guards and 
boeanio satistlcd thoi’c was something more than usual going on iii the 
prison. I used every means lx» prevent surprise. About 1.1 p. m. tho 
sentinels gave the alarm and every man was on duty. I discovered 
the plan was to get up a general tight in the north end of tho prison 
while some of them made their escape at the south end of the prison. 
Tlie sentinels ordered them to their quarters, which was not obeyed. 
One of tho sentinols discharged Ids gnu at the main crowd. One Wil- 
liam Joiio.swas hit by a buckshot in the neck and instantly killed. 
Olio other prisoner was wounded in tho head (not serious). Order was 
iimncdiatoly restored after tho gun was discharged. 1 made a written 
report of all the circuin.stancos connected with tho ease at tlu^ time to 
Major Zinn, then post commandant.

The mistake of the enemy jn'obably arose from the fact that the 
Fifth XT. S. Colored, luiviiig been raised in Ohio, is i'ainiliarly called by 
the men “ Fifth Ohio.”

Colonel: In iiursuance of the order of the Secretary of War com- 
municated to me by your letter of Jauuary 2, ISOd, I have the honor 
to report that I have investigated tlio eireiiiustances attending tlie 
escape of prisoners of war from Oamp Douglas on the 2d day of Decem- 
ber, 1803. Pile escape was effected by means of a tunnel dug by the 
iirlaoiioi'e extending from tho barracks in which they were quartered 
beyond tho fence inclosing the camp. Tho construction of the barracks 
and tho largo number of prisoners necessarily quartered in each bar- 
rack make tho efforts at tunneling very diflicuU to detect. In tho case 
investigated tho prisoners eominonced oporation.s by opening a place 
through a bunk on the lower tier of bunks, and then passed along 
under tho lloor of the barracks on a lino running lengthwise with the 
barrack to a point in the end of the barrack distant iiom whore they 
first entered tlirough tho bottom of the bunk. At this point they 
started a tunnel running at right angles with tho barrack (tho barrack 
being nearly parallel with the high fence inclosing thecamp), the dis- 
tance from the barrack to tho fence being about forty feet. The earth 
taken from the tunnel was pressed in under tho lloor of the barracks 
between the timbers on which, tlie floor rested. Tlie barracks are built 
close to the ground and there was no means of ascertaining what was 
going on under tho floor of tho barracks except by taking up some 
boards and sending men under tho floors to grope and feel about. On 
the 2d day of December, 1803, Hooker A. Do Land, cajitaiu Company 
P, First Michigan Sharpshooters, was officer of tho day. Lieutomiiit 
Briggs, Uoinpaiiy A, Eighth Kegiment Invalid Corps, was oflicor of the 
division of tho guard whore the escape happened. On the outside ol 
tho fence (beyond which the tuimol reached) a iiatrul was placed. 
Thisiiatrol about 9 p. ra. discovered the mouth of this tunnel and a 
prisoner of war in the act of coining out. He .seized the osoaping pris- 
oner and then learned of the prior escape of a large number of other 
prisoners. The iiightis said to have been very dark and in every way 
favorable to the escaping prisoners. Pursuit was made and all dili- 
gence used to recapture the prisonci's. A large number wore retaken. 

The non-commissioned officer on duty in the square whence the escape 
was made belonged to a detachment of the Ninth Yermont troops, which 
has since been sentforwardto join the rogimout, so that I have not been 
able to see and hear him concerning the matter. From iny own expe- 
rience and knowledge of the camp I do not feel that I can ccusurp any 
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otR) for thin o.soaiio. Tl,o ciuiip is very badly ari'iitiged I'or Mm cnsl:ody 
oi i)rison(5] s ot war. ilioro arc so many iicrsons wlio iiave aeocss to llio 
camp, from tiio necessity of tlio case, that secret intercourse with uris-

tute many roforms in the camp, chief of which is tlic removal of the 
prisoners barracks iromtlio southeast corner of tla^ camp to tlm west;

of fclic camp. Hurofcoiore they have been so divided up as to inalco\lie 
guard duty nearly double what it ought to bo and also to make it dHli- 
Giilb to prevent acce.ss to and cominiuiicatioii with t!io prisoners of war 
by niiantliorized persons. I Imvo the lioiinr fiirtbor to state that a pris- 
oner ol war, once beyond thocamp linos, finds in this city so many active 
friends and sympathiy.ors as to render hts recapture almost impossible 
Among the necessary cliange.s in the barracks to guard against tunnel- 
ing the floors of ail barracks where tmiiioling has been dotoctod have 
been (aken up and IHIed in with sand.

Captain Jones, Ky,: 

Oai’TAin: I am anthorized by the Oominissary-Gtmeral of Prisoners 
Avhere additional hospital accommodations are nocoasary at a prison 
post to direct them to bo built, tho coat to bo paid from tho prison fund, 
observing a duo regard to economy, in vioAV of tho non-permanonoy of 
the prisons. At the military prison in this city the hospital is very 
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poorly looato(l,as rofe-anla iiicilities for ventilation, .'to., owing to the 
close proximity ot the barracks. It is also represented that it will bo 
iieeessiiry to iiicreaso the liarraek room of the prison, thus still further 
crowding the prison inelosiiri^ and creating a strong necessity for the 
icinoval ot the hospital thoreh’oiii. You have suggested, and I think 
wisely, that a new hospital bo built outside the prison inclosiiro, and the 
liresent hospital building be converted into barracks. In aecordance 
with this suggestion you will please erect a building for hospital pur- 

poses on ground proposed (opposite the present inelosure). Its size 

should be sunicient to accommodate sovonty-iivc patients, in two wards, 
with the nece.saary olhees, batli, and wash rooms. The wards should 
bo so constructed as to allow eacli patient at least 800 cubic feet of air 
io this end their dimensions should he 100 by 25 bv 10 feet willi about 
four feet p teb of roof, giving a capacity Ibr'^hirty'^lglit 
w aid.

I recollect very well that wlien lirst the 
ulea ol g'ivitij*' t ho .sub.stiuu'o of that paragraph occurred (.onie L liesitiitcd 
again, Icanng to write down aomethiiig wholly suporliuons. Still, I 
thought of the niimea.snred arrogance of our enemy — one of the inotivo 
elements of this wlmlo war— how he pretended to lay down the most 
extravagmi t and immoral thing.s aslaw for ua, and 1 recollected an article 
in an Alabama journal, in which the editor called upon liis authorities not 
to lorget to .send with all the troops a aiilTIcient number of negroes to do 
working business, for, said lie, onr soldiers are all gentlemen, every one 
ot them. I thought of all thi.s and coiicliidod to put down paragraph 
7(1. It aijiiears from yonr letter that I did right. Prisoners of war arc 
iimyorsally set to work, whenever work can he found for them. If a 
besicg(‘.d ({oinmaiidor haiipens to have prisoners and is not oliligcd to 
drive them out ol the fortress for want of food, it is they, before nil 
others, who arc used to repair the fortiil(!atioiis, to clear the streets, 
tvc., and 1 have not the least hesitation in saying tluit a Ihivopeau 
coinmaiiderwho should be proved to have neglected to use prisoners 
for siuili work or ior repairing bridges or railways or for fetching sun- 
plies (eoinmiinicatiou and food being quite as important as fovtillca- 
^^^1 1 , (^reat used to say: “Armies march on their 
belliGS ) wiuild be casliiercd. But the lluiig could never luippon. 
1. risoners ol war, however, are not only used for military work; they 
are set to wR'lc to do anything for which tlie captor can oonveiiieiitlv 
use them, i lie captor feeds them and clothes them and their time 
belongs to him. Pru.ssian prisoners were used by Napoleon I to work 
on the uiillmshod great canals of P'j*anco. Some of them used to tell 
mo how anxiou.s they were to bo, drafted for this canal worlc, because It 
gave them better lood and clothing than tliey received in tlio churches 
or other buildings where tlioy wore hiuhlled togetlier and died Mice 
liiea. Iriisslan ollicors frequently conimaiided those prisoners in the 
digging 'vprk. I have known olDcora or other educated iirisonera being 
used for writiiig, »Sie. Of course, if they objected tliey could not well 
be lorced to do siieU work, but then it would not l)a,vo been to tlieir 
advantage to do so. TIio liberty of the street would probably have 
been taken irom thorn. 1 have seen French prisoners of war working 
us blackaniitlns, *.yc., in making ariillory or commissary wagoiiH, iK:c. 
ierliaps a little allowance was given them; \ do not know. They 
worked cheerfully, too, ' .1. repeat, the prisouer of war is uiiiverBallv 
put to work, it work can bo found, and I think my memory does not 
deceive mo when I say that sometimes private individuals have hired 
so many hundred prisoners from the Government for some great U’ork: 
nay, 1 think the Uussian (lovernmont distribnied a number of French 
prisimers of war among the landowners, to do the work of the men who 
'p, agi’iciiltiire for the war. I speak of the war 

or IMP and l«n, I think 1 am right, and am quite sure that it would 
ulway.s be done when found exiicdient. 1 recollect single Frencli pris- 
oiiera taken into service of pnvate iiidividuala, the Governmoiit tliiis 
getting rid of feeding them. 1 recollcot having seen it stated in the 
papers that the Freiudi Imd used Mexican prisoners for work in their 
colonies. Whether this is a fact I do not know, but I do know that if 
they hpe not ilono so it was foom no idea of dolicaey or incompatible- 
ness with the usages of war. ^ The French are no aupor-reflned pliiloso- 
]iliei's in war. If, then, it is the universal u.sage of war to make 
prisoners work, and thus reimburse in part the expenditure they cause, 
the only reimniniig question for mo in drawing up the little code was-- 
18 there any reason of Inmor or humanity why this usage slumlcl bo 
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»tonpef'l? I'liero is none whatever. The prisoner is better oir for 
worUiiig tlian rotting in itlleneas, and if bo be put to dangerous or 
uiiliealtby work, which, nevertheless, nmsi; bo done, will any one say 
that the eaptor is obliged to expose his own men to the danger, rather 
than the enemy. T have, of conrse, nothing to do with the question of 
oximdionoy. Kxpedieney must be judged of in cacdi single ease on its 
own peculiar grouuda. As a general thing, I say, as every one else will 
S'ly tluit it is very expedient indeed to make jn’isouers work and not to 
waste the capital that is embodied in thonsands of lusty hands. I do 
not know whether our 6(>,(H)0 prisoners are very lusty hands, The 
mass of Southern common people arc, x>hysical1y, worth viuy little, but 

work and strong food would greatly improve tliem. ^ , , , 

Permit me, general, to add bere that so far from my having indulged 
in iiarsh rules in the code, I have received nnmorons letters expressing 
great satisfaction at mv having taken an elevated jioint of honor and 
morality. Mr. Mittermaior, one of the first jurists and pnbliinsts of the 
ago, thanked mo in very Avarm and ilattering terms, that 1. had suc- 
ceeded in ciroumscrihingtho military lawlessness of generals “ of wliiuh 
Avo have known and vSnIVerca so much.” Mittermaior is near eighty 
years and lives in Baden; ho lived therefore on the very ground oA^er 
which the overwhelming tides of the Napoleonic era flowed to and fro. 
I speak frankly to you, general, if I confess that I have Avritton this 
whole letter in the consciousness that Aroro an old Ifluropean warrior 
looking OA'cr my sliouldcr ho would smile at the idea that any one can 
have doubted the riglit and boundoii duty of tlio caiitor to make use 6f 
priaoueis of war. If tlio enemy has complained of your using ])risoiiO]’s 
to repair railways at Chattanooga, it produces on my mind an otfect 
soinowlnit similar to timt produced by the complaint of iSoiibIse after 
his rout at Rossbach, tliat Frederick bad attacked him at an hour so 
early that no French soldier could po.ssibly liavo llnishod his hair- 
powder toilette. Thorobel complaint, however, would bo more arrogant 
or insolent. The French complaint Avas simply outortaining-— a good 
sub ect for Punch. If I have loft out anything Avhieli I ought to haA^e 
touched upon let mo knoAV it and I will reply to the best of my ability.

Second. 1 do not mean to carry it on by any futile iiroclamations of 
outlawry against any olllccu’ or aohllcr <luly authorizeal and cominis- 
sioiied I'or doing Iiis duty. 

Third. I do not moan to carry It on by threatening wlien J. am beaten 
to take 1;o the woods and organize gmuTllla for(?cs. 

Ponvtli. I do not propose to carry it on nnless my troops will obey 
my orders, aiid if they do not wliilo I, am in command of tliom 1 shall 
not ad'oi'd them protection. 

Again, I do mean to (airry on this war according to the rnlos of civil- 
ized warfare as between alien enemies. 

To apply, then, this prin(;ii»l<\ to the ca.so you mention of the aetion 
or (}onei'al Wild. General Wild found Daniel Bright, a deserter from 
the Sixty-ao(ioiid Georgia liogiment, carrying on robbery and pillage in 
the peaceable counties of Camden and Pasiiuotank. Ilowas further 
informed and believed that being such a deserter ho and his company 
had refused to obey any ordm* enuinaling from you or the Governor of 
North Carolina, Ikmuhiso you had IVe(|ueiitly order<*d the Bipiad of M’hich 
he liad pretended to be one across the Cliowan Uiver, and thoy liad 
refused to obey. Tlumo Iat5ts api»eare<l to the conrt niarlrial bcibro which 
Baniol Brigiit was tried, and, in my judgmont, brought him within the 
strict meaning of tIiot<M‘m “gnerrilla.” 

If thes(5 facts are true, and they ai'e known to you if thoy are so— the 
fact that he was a niembor of a Georgia roginicnt biiing shown by the 
plaeard ]mt upon the body of Privato Jordan, wlio was hanged in lire- 
tended retaliation for him — it is (piito <sk*ar that ho mot his fate accord- 
ing to every rule of wnrfaii'Ci, and the murder of .Jordan in protended 
retaliation for him will be mot in sneh a way as becomes the Government 
wliich I represent. 

If Blliott aaul his men had refused to obey your orders and to inarch 
as thoy were directed, but vomainGd in a peaceable county against the 
will of the inliabitantH, plundering and burning as they were doing, and 
as we were ini'ornied thoy were doing, thoy also deserved a like i'ato as

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Tho report of the officer of the guard, Lieut, T. H. Tyiulalc, roeoivod 
uirougii Captain 1 ingrco, ollieer of the day, shows that the occiirrenee 
took pl^ti lit 1 .30 a. in. on the 16th iustaut at ])ost No, 20 on the guard 
Jine. Ilie sentinel on duty at said post, being exainined, states that 
he had beon annoyed repeatedly during his tour of duty by prisoners 
leaving tlieii' barracks and upproaebing the fence, contrary to orders; 
that tlie deceased had ijuitted his quarters and was approaching tho 
tcnco in the same manner, when, in coiiipUance with instructions, ho 
ordered him to halt and return to his quarters; that the iirisoner, on 
receiving the order, stopped and made answer, but did not return to 
bis quarters. Iheorder being repeated, and tho prisoner still refusing 
obedieiico, the guard states that ho fired on him, and iininediately 
called the number of bis post, following strictly tho instructions lie had 
received. Post No. 21, contiguous, states that tho order was given dis- 
tinctly each tinio, and that the prisonci’ must iiavo heard and under- 
stood it. As several attempts have been made by prisoners to escape 
at that point during the pro.sont month, it is probable that tho deceased 
approiudied the foneo with a similar intention. The deceased himself, 
a short time before Ms death, stated that ho loft his quarters to go to 
tho sinks. As there are no sinks in tho quarter to whiidi ho was going 
ho must have had other intentions.

In i)sirtinj>' I took the liberty of statlu}*- to him that my ability to bo 
of service to otliers would depend mucii on ilia course after his 'libera- 
tion, and expressed the hope that nothing would occur to make me 
regi'ct iiiy agency in jirocuring his parole.

broach and iiilUime revenge by his report of cruelties which he know 
had never been practiced; and then to boast that his statomeiits had 
stimulated his (.lovornniont to sovore l•otaIlatioll upon the Oonfedorato 
soldiers in their jirisows. As I waa connected with Ids parole, which 
alforded him the opportunity for attoniptiiig to increase the suHbnngs 
of others, I. deem It a duty to make this atatemoiit to eorreot the false 
impression which his ummiitradictodreproseutatloumayhavoproaucocl 
and to prevent the misery which might onsiio. 

My own lostjuiony is as Ibllows: During my visits to the Libby 
I’rison to minister to its jiimate.s, as need might roiiidrik I have often 
aiipealed to tliom individually and in groups to know if they had any 
cause to coinplaiii of tlio treatment which they cxpeneiiced, assuring 
theiii ol' my rendiness to secure the redress ol’ any real griovaneo. The 
uiiiforin reply lias befiti that they liad no inhumanity to eoinplain of, 
and tliat excejit the want of outdoor exercise they wanted uotliiiig but 
to go liome. 'I’he spacious rooms of the huildhig, whieli was originally 
an extensive tobacco warehouse, I always found sullloiently warmed anil 
ventilated, and the appearamse of the inmates that of persons in good 
health. 

Ill iieuiiing this statement i: do but comply with the deimnids of com 
aeienee and hiiinanil.y, and simll be most happy if it serves to provent 
all iiiniecessary suflorliig on the part of tlioae whom tlie ibrtuue of war 
has subjected to imiu'lsoiimeiit.

Colonel : Your letter of tl)e27th of .lamiary, reportinif the shooting 
oT a piisoner of war by a sentinel, is recoivetl. 

The uetioii of the soiitimd in this case acorns to be Jnstillod by the 
orders under wliudi ho acted; and it is very ))roi)er that very rigid 
orders should be given to the guard to ])rovide again.sb disoi der among 
tile prisoiiera or attom)»t.s to es(5ai)e, but it is C(ii\ully important tliab tlie 
])risoiters should bo made fully acaiuaintod with tlm nature of those 
orders, that they may not ignorantly disobey them ami thereby jeop- 
ardize their lives. T’lie life of a jnasoner must not be wantonly taken, 
and wlieii there is a neeeasity for it, itmust be <dearly shown. ' 
ill tliis case your report wonhl be more sati.sfaetory if i b sliowml that 
the prisoner iiorsisted in disobeying the sentinel’s order.s by lailiiig to 
return to liis quarters after being repeatedly waniod to do so. ft is 
stated tluit on being ordered to lialb and to roturii to his quarters ho 
stoiiped and made some answer. On the order being rojieatod “ the 
liH.soiier still refn.singobedieneo”the.seiitiiiel.shothim. Doe.s tliis mean 
that theprisoner refused in words to obey the order or that ho did not 
move wlujii ordered, and if the latter, what was the interval between 
the giving of the order and tlie llringl 
if the sentinel hud been annoyed during bis tour by ])riaoner8 
approaching the feiice against orders, this fact aliouhl liave been 
estal)!i.slied liy the testimony of thoscntinol near him. Thesoaiul ainii- 
lar pai'ticulam are necessary to show how far the act was prompted by 
a sincere de-sire to perform his duty faithfully. 

Your report appears to be based ou that of the lieuteimut of the 
guard, and there is nothing to indicate an investigation further than 
a (juu.stioiiiiig of the sentinel whose coudueb was to bo considered. The 
ease was too important a one to bo left ijj: such inexperienced bands, 
and that tiie ad'air may be put in its proper ligiit, I reipiest you will 
make a full report from a personal investigation, giving all essential 
particulars. 
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We must Strive to avoid giving tlio rebels an opportunity to charge 
ns Avitli following their barbarous example in shooting down unoffending 
prisoners on trifling pretexts.

Tlie above named, I believe, are all now pi-isojiora at Batesville, and 
I desire to have the exchange made at once, so that Captain Wolf may 
bring them back on his return. 

Tlie four prisoners belonging to Jiiy command -whom you agreed to 
Ijave exchaiigod Cor the four sent by you with Captain Grace have not 
a.s yet reached my caini). 1 hope you will have them sent to me as early 
as possible. You informed me in your Inst comuiunication tlmt you 
were ordered to put to death all Confederate soldiors wearing the uni- 
form of the TT. S. Army. This cannot be a general order, or it is not 
always executed, for there are hundreds of our Confederate prisoners 
who have been taken in that uniform and afterward exchanged. 
Besides, the laws of war have always allowed oiio army to deceive 
another either by wearing tlie enemy’s uniform or hoi.sting its flag. 
Furthermore, your own soldiers, when on the inarch through tlie coun- 
try, frequently send their advjmee dressed in citizens’ clothing for the 
purpose of deceiving us or the citizens, and if you should put to death 
all Confederate soldiers dressed in Federal uniform you could not blame 
mo fur putting to death all l'’ederal soldiers taken without their entire 
unifoi jit. Again, .should any of iny men be killed for wearing the above- 
named uniform it would engender a spirit of retaliation among my aol- 
dier.s, and the result would be that the war in this section of the country 
would be carried on more like barbarians than civilized people. 

\ on, 1 am .sure, know that no one could prcveiifc vsoldier.s (or oven 
blame them for it) from killing prisoners when their own comrades had 
been put to death alter being taken, for the simple reason of wearing 
the enemy's uniform. 

Siicli a state of things as would result from the execution of said order 
1 do not wish to see; wlieuever prisoners have fallou into my hands I 
have endeavored to treat them as well or even better than my own 
men. Your men were strapped of their clothing bofore they reached 
me, and you cannot censure our soldiers for taking from yours what- 
ever they wish, when your own scouts strip ours of all they want, 
including money and other private property.

During the administration of Major- (Icnei'al Schonck those gentle- 
man were sent South for [lublishing a disloyal sheet known as the Bal- 
timore .Ue])ubliean. For some time iirovious to the imblication of the 
article wlilidi eiiiised the suppression of the paper its eourso had 
attraeted the atteiitioii of (loneral Schonck and every number breathed 
disloyalty to the ( rovernmont and eneonrageinont for the rebels, After 
due and thorough investigation tliese parties wore sent South with 
striiit, orders not to return during the continuance of the jiresent rebel- 
lion or to be considered as spies, fu doliaiico of tliis order Francis A. 
liichardson and Btephou ,1. Joyce returned to the North by -way of 
Nassau, runinng the blockade at Wilmington, N. 0. They say that 
upon arriving in the rebel States they were waited upon by the enroll- 
ing oflicer iiiid informed that unless they wore exempted by ago they 
would have to servo in the rebel army. The elder Kiohnrdson being 
so nxeinptod reuniincd in the South, while the other two, as sliowii 
above, ran the blockade, returning to Now York, not changed in the 
least in sontinioiit, but as coiilirmed and malignant traitors as ever. 
'J'lie good effect produced by their baiilsbment to the rebellious States 
would have been entirely done away with if Uicluirdaon and Joyce had 
b(‘en permitted to remain hi Now York. G-eneral Schonck communi- 
cated with (fonoral Dix upon the subject, requesting their arrest and 
transfer to this department for punishment as they deserve. Owing 
to some mistake this correspondence amounted to nothing, and 1 for- 
warded a report of the provost- marshal of this army corps, Colonel 
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Fisli, giving iim tho information that thoso inon Avoro af.ill in Now York 
talking ti'ciiKou boldly and opoiily, to tlio Adjiitant-donoral, witli tlio 
roquoHt tluit (General Dix’a attcntioit .should bo oallod to tlio iiooosMity 
o] uiToatiiig l{i(;hardson and Joyce.

Geneiial; a long and serious illao.ss lias prevented my answering 
yourcouimuuiuatiou of December 2, 1803, which reached me after muoh 
delay, until now. 

d’lie letter from an oflicor at this post to whioli you refer was unaii- 
thorixed and tlio statements therein made wore unsupported by any 
ovidonoe. There have heoii many rumors and many statements liased 
upon lioarsay evidence, to the cllect thatour coloriid soldiers have been 
hung or shot by the rebolsj but until very recently 1 have had no posi- 
tive ovidoiice of the facts. A man IVom Jackson, Ija., has recently 
made a statement at Baton Bongo, under oa.th, that .just after the alTai'r 
at Jackson, La., last August betwium a dotuiJimcn't of colored troops 
from this place and a large Ibnio of reluda under General Logan, ho 
saw a rebel Lieutenant Bhattuck shoot some wounded colored soldiers 
tlioii lying on the ground. This is couHrmed by the statements, under 
oath, of two colored men who came from Jaclcson last week. Tliey 
also state that captured (mioreil Holdior.s were at that time taken ijito 
the wood by rebel soUiici’K, who afterward stated that they luvd shot 
tliom. And those colored men say that they afterward found in that 
diroiitiou the bodies of scvm’al colored soldiers. 

At the time of the alfair above montioued 1 sent a communication 
to the rebel Goiioml Logan, informing liim of rumors and reports con- 
ceriiiiig tli(' s-hooting, hanging, and ill-treatment of colored soldiers, and 
calliiig upon him to disavow such aids and juiiiish the perpetrators. 
He replied, denying that such acts had been committed. Tliis matter 
lias been rtqiorted to Mn{jor-(ioiiGral Banks and the papers recently 
obtained have been .sent to him, and I am inlbrmed that a lioininunica- 
tioii on the subject is to be sent immediately to the rebel commander 
in this depavtuioiit. 
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I am satisllod that rebel soldiers, witli tlio coimivance and assistance 
of their oCflccrs, have abused and shot some of our captured colored 
soldiers. I am of the opinion that no captured oilflcers of colored troops 
have heoii shot, hut that they have been abused more or less. A.s 
already observed, it is only within a few days that I have been able to 
obtain any positive, reliable evidence of the perpetration of these out- 
raj'es, although I have made every elFort to obtain such evidence. All 
the rebel prisoners (daiin to know nothing of the matter.

GENiiiiAL: I am about to establish a cantonment at Anderson ville, 
in your State, for the safe-keeping of the Federal prisoners now in this 
city, numbering from 10,000 to 12,000, and I am greatly in want of an 
oni(uontcominaiulor for so important and responsible a command. 

It Is duo to Georgia that this commander should be a citision of the 
State in which tlio cantonment is situated, in order, ns far as possible, 
to allay any sectional prejudices which might bo anticipated. 

Ghio officer for the command should bo on© bolding the rank of eitlmr 
brigadier-general or colonel, nunssigned by reason of wonnils or other 
dl8ai)ility. Can you recommend such a one? I ask this of you fi’om your 
known acq\iaintanco with the citizens of your State. Colonel Mngill, 
of First G eorgia Regulars, has applied to mo for the situation, but I fear 
lie will not answer, and I understand further that his record is not 
altogfitlior sucli as would entitle him to so responsible a command. 

i: would have desired tliat the entire guard for that cantonment should 
be composed of Georgia troops, but this appears to be impossible on 
account of the threatening aspect of affairs in Georgia in the approach- 
ing (jaiiipaigii, which will require every able-bodied man from the State

I propose, therefore, making arrangements for drawing a sulticient 
force for the purpose from your late command in Florida, believing that 
a largo portion of that fore© will bo composed of former residents of 
Georgia, who have emigrated to Florida.

The number on ]>aro]e declared 
to be oxclianged by y()ur order, rcduc(?d to private's, is 2,1)21, extdusive 
of 87 (iivllians, a(;cording to an ()nicial stateimmt before me from the 
Ooininlssarydieneral of ITi-soners. 

You were porinittod (by the instructions autliovized by the Se{ii’e1;ary 
of War) to hold in abeyance <iuestlous of dillleulty between the bellig- 
oroiit parth^s pending at the time you onbjrod upojj the duties of 
exchange, but you were not authorized to ignore those {pusations. 

Your (loeluration would have admitted doleiise if you had extended 
if; to a numl)or ]>r(M;iscly corre-spoudlng to tlie number delivered by 
yoursell according to tlio llfth artic.le of the j'.artel, supposing that 
insti'umeiit operative.

Second, tlm salt beef used has been a good article, iliird, that 
tlm frosli beef liaa been dellclont botli in ipiality and quantity, ns a gen- 
eral rule only the poorer parts of the beef being issued and in ([unntitioa 
below tlio iironor weight; that this ilolieleney has been in i[uality nnd 
ciuantity to an extent of from 20 to dO per eont. and luis inured to the 
&nolltof tlm Hul)-coiiU*aotorfl furnishing and issuing it at llm ennip (tnio 
dellcioney in quantity, hbwevor, only extends to tlm Inml hirnished to 
prisoners of war). Fourth, the Hour lias been a lair ineridinntable avl do 
luul not dollelont in weight. The bread Ima been of good (piali ty, but 
tlmro liavo boon complaints as to dellcioney in quantity or weight ol 
IVosh broad, I am incliuod to the couidusion, however, that it has Demi 
trenerally correct In (piantlty and tlmt eonfusion has arisen Voiu Gm 
use of tliroediirorontsizesofloavefl— onea proper vntion loal ol twenty- 
two mnmes; one a loaf of twenty ouncoH called the cottage loaf, and 
tlm third a loaf of forty ounces called the liome-nnide loal, the two last 
described loaves being made for city use. The ration loaf was nsually 
counted when iBsued and the others welglmd, and although coinj) amt 
lias been nuulo of the shortness of weight of bread, 1 cannot emionulo, 
from all tlm ovidonco botbro me, that it hns been so, nor that any bone- 
lit has inured to any party from such clofteit, if it exist, h ilth, the boana 
have been of good quality, but have been short in quantity one-half, the 
ration of beans having boon oiie-lialf beans and ono-half peas, tlm peaa 
issued being whole pens and declared by some of those using them as too 
hard, while othor.s havoprefoiTcd tliein. As the peas andboans are ilxed 
at the same price in the contract, I cannot state that any benollt has 
inured to any one by this occurrence. Sixth, rice and hominy have not 
been doiloiont in either quality or quantity. Seventh, ground coitee 
w}t> issued prior to December 1, 1803, and was everything else but pure 
ground coll'ce, as indeed might be evident from tlm contract i)vice 10 
cents per pound — while green colToo was eoutracted for at 30 cents per 
pound. Tlm contractors kept on hand green coil'oe, but it does not 
appear from the evidence of soldiers and prisouoi'H that tlioy 
informed that they could draw green coffee, and. as a general rule, they 
received the article named “ground coffee,’^ but Ifc does not appear that a 
large number of the oflloers wore so informed, and Colonel Do Land, who 
was in command of the camp since August, 1803, tostUlea : “ In regard 
to colfeo, I never paid any attention to that, for I iiistriioted all persons 
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n()t f,<) dra w (joflco, but to call for the gi’ceii colfce, a good supply 

of wliudi u’as always kept on liaiul.” I am advised that Colonel Kil- 
laii'ii, (duel (’.oininisBjiry of J^epjirtmoiit of the Ohio, procured and has a 
lull stiileiiuuiti of rospectivc amounts of green and ground eoflee actu- 
ally issued at Oam]i Douglas. Eighth, very Iittlo tea has been drawn 
and no eoinplaiiits jjreferred in regard to it. ifintli, sugar has been of 
a lair niereliantable quality nnd no deficiency tii (piaiitity. Tentli, vin- 
('gar, (‘.andlea, salt, and potatoes have been of a fair luerchantable 
(puility and not deficient in quantity. Eleventh, soap, pepper, and 
niolass(!a have not bemi deficient in quantity, but have bei'ii deficient in 
(luality and such dofi(5icncy, except as to pepper prior to ^November 10, 
I soil, has inured to tlie benefit of the contractors. Twelfth, the rations 
i.ssiKid to the ho.spital: Surgeon Whelan testifies that lie has examined 
every issue of i-ation.s to the liospital since September 1, 1803, and that 
they have been of good quality and full weight; that he has had no 
cause of complaint either in rations or purchases. The latter wore 
■promptly furnished of as good quality as the market atforded and at 
lowoi' i)i’iees than ho could purchase himself. Complaints have been 
made and substantiated that the contractors in buying back the rations 
saved by oonipanios would not pay the contract price. Discovering no 
obligations on the (5oiitractors to buy back the rations, 1 simply give 
tluiJ'ae.t without comment. Regretting tliodolay in furnishing this report 
(wliufii has been unavoidable, liowever), it is now respiuitfully submitted.

It is duo to the cou- 
tractoi'H to say that it does not appear t() have been their wish or their 
intimtion that there shonld be any doficioncieH in the beef. This must 
lie attributed to tlieir snb-contraetors. There has been great neglect in 
the olUcovs at Camp Douglas who had the matter in charge, more par- 
ticularly Colonel De Land, whose duty as the commanding officer and 
as inspector under the contract requires him to see that his command 
received the rations which they were entitled to under the contract, 
and for his neglect of this duty I respectfully recommend that ho be

lence oi tlio Hinallpox at tlie post. A detailed report of inspee.tion, with 
copies of communications addressed to the comnmnding oili(jer, and 
of reports received, I send horewitli.* I lind tliat there has be(ui much 
remissness on the part of themodiojil oniccr.sof the prison in not taking 
proper measures to pmvent the spread of the smallpox. In some cases 
the proper steps have been ahggo.sted, but not urged witli snldciont 
energy, On my arrival I found some thirty-eiglit cases of the disease, 
and some of these in an advanced stage, lying among thoir fellows in 
the ]n ison barracks. Tins is inexcusable. The fact had not been 
reported to the commanding oHIcor by tlie surgeon in cluirgo, That 
olllcor should, however, have been acquainted with tlie fact through his 
provost-marshal, and .should liavo directed thoir immediate romovfiJ, 
even without the request of the surgeon. Much excuse is to bo made 
tor the medical oflicors in view of thoir inexperionco and of the dilTkuii- 
ties with which they had to contend, a.s shown in their reiiorts (Nos. 
u and 7). Doctor Temple is an acting assistant surgeon and was not 
aware of the extent of his authority or duties as surgeon in charge.

Tho 
oeeurreneo took pla<50 at I.JO a. m. at post No, 20 on tbo guard lino, 
tuMir tim ii<)i'l.hw(.ist(‘rn ai»glo of the lu'ison iiHjlosuro and between tlio 
north (Mul oIMJariwiks A and the foiice. (See plat ofOainp Blorton, by 
Oiilit. U, BI. IjibUor.) Lioutonant I'yndalo, ollicor of tlio guard, states 
liliali owing to the fact that several pri.soiicrs at different times had 
(^Kciaped at tha t iioiiit he liad given tlio guards in that vicinity strujt 
ordin'H to pei'init no prisoinu’.s to conio out of tlio door in the north oiid 
of narriuikM ortojiaas between said barraeks and the fence, or to 
approiicli tho Imnse anywhere in that vicinity nearer than twenty feet. 
Tlitise were also tho standing orders of tho prison, with which tho pris- 
onei'H urn W(5U luapuiiiittKl. < loorgo Mudge, Company A, Invalid Corps 
Ihigiiniint, tho seiitiiiel on duty at post 20, states that lie had been 
amioyod repeatedly during his tour of duty by prisoners coming out of 
tlie barrackM and approneliing tho fence, contrary to the order.s above 
nientioned; that on h(\{iig: ord(n‘od to return to quartors they would 
obey, hut iiniiHuliiiloly repent thooflbnso; that tlio deceased had quitted 
J huTimks A by tlio door nbovo ineiitloned, and was proceeding in quirk 
I ime in the direction of the northwestern angle of the iuelosuro, wlicii, 
in oboiUoneo to iustriictions, ho ordered him to bait and rotiirn to his 
(pmi’tors. Tho prisonor nuulo soino answer (not iindorstood), but did 
not obey. Ou tlio order being repeated, and the prisoner still refusing 
to obey, tho guard lired and immediately called tho number of his post. 

.hinios Pittullo, Oonqniny A, Pifth Invalid Corps Eegimoiit, on being 
Hwoni, states that ho was on ]>ost 21 when tho shooting ocoiirredj that 
lie saw iirisonors (ioino out of tho barrneka, seven or oiglit at a time, 
and heard ])OHt 20 order thoiii hack to quarters. Saw the deceased 
apiiroaeh tlio northwc.storn iinglo of tho iuelosuro in quick time, neard 
(;]io Hoiiliiiol on post 20 order him to halt. ITo did not obey. Tho sou- 
tinol aftor a short pause repeated tho order. The deceased still moved 
on. The Hontinol tlioii cocked liia piece, when tho prisoner, aa if hear- 
ing thoeliok, stojiped, and the guard fired at the same instant. 

AsaO. Mason, Thirty-eighth Company Invalid Oorp.s, on being sworn, 
states that lie Avas on i>ost 19 when tho shooting took placoj that he 
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heard tho KCiithiel on post 20 order somebody to ;^‘o biudc i:o (beir ([iiiU’- 
teiu Saw three prisoners outside of barraeks. iloard tliom liui^^hing' 
as they returned to quarters as ordered. Saw tlimn (‘onu^ oiil; l.wieo. 
Heard ])ost 20 luilt the deceased, who made some answer whi(ili he did 
not understand. Some little time elapsed, at least thirty K(i<!oiidH, 
hotween tho order to halt and tho llriiig. States that ht^ had orders to 
shoot any prisoner who {ipi)roaehed nearer than twenty feet of his posl;; 
tliat lie is certaiii that thno snirieiont was given the de.(!eas(Kl to return 
to quarters, after tho order so to do was given, belor<i the llriiig 
ooeurred. 

By reroreneo to the idat of Oamp Morton you will obsenwe that 
tho sink in that portion of tho camp is located at least 200 feet 
south of tho northwestern angle of the inclosiire, and in a direction 
from tlio northern extremity of .Barracks A rsid.ically diCl'oroiit from 
that wliicli tho prisomn* was imrsning when shot. Tho piisoners in 
Barracks A had been ordered t<K5losenp the door mentioned above, 
as they (ionld not bo i)ormittod to use it, but must use tlie door in tho 
aoutheru oxtromity of said barrae-ks. Tim dcceasod could not have 
boon ignorant of this order from the fac/t shown by tho evidoinm that 
his coinrudos had lie.cn ordered back repeatedly by tho guard wlien 
they showed tluunselvos outside the barracks, whhdi Imre aj)proacii 
very near to the fence. I am satisded, from the (widenco of the s{m- 
trios, that it was the intention of tho dcceasod and his comrades to 
ti'illo wltii the guards, if not to attempt an esca)>e.

Quid is of like 
clmraeter, but in extreme; for no one can know who or how iminy rebel 
lirisoners of war “reported for dnty at a place called linterprise, in 
Mississippi, prior to November, 1803.” 

I must liere notice the tact thattlieConinns.sary*General of Prisoners 
has received no list of prisoners affected by Ocncral Butler’s dcchira- 
tioii, and is not in a po.sition to have the usual order issued on tlie 
subject by the Adjutant-General of the Army. 

General Butler states in his telegram that Ids declaration is in con- 
formity with custom. The custom has been ibr the two agents to nioet 
and agree upon the mimbora or parties wlio should be exchanged, 
and then our agent has been nccu.stomcd to communicate the particu- 
lars to the Comniissary-General of Prisoners, wlio has then submitted a 
copy to tlio Ad,]utaut General for annoiinceinoiit,and tins nnnouucoment 
has been, in fact, the “declaration” of exchange. In this inauner the 
individuals affected and the country have been kept advised of the 
state of oxchang(‘a. 

I have but this further to say, that if General Butler’s mode. of mak- 
ing exchanges by some secret agreement with Mr. Onld, to 1)0 followed 
by an iiidolliiito declaration by Mr. Guld, like timt above, ho sanctioned 
it will require but a very short time to involve the whole subject of 
excliangos in concision, so that no one on cither side of the line will 
know wlio is or i.s not oxcliangcd. 

I might be disposed hero to remark upon the extraordinary language 
of General Butler’s telegram, but, as 1 claim to Invi'C some respect for 
both decency and discipline, I abstain from following an example -which, 
though it may find admirers among some Ignorant novices in the serv- 
ice, will hardly be excused by any one who pretends to bo a soldier. 

I roapectfuily request that General Butler may bo fiiriiislied a copy 
of this comiminication.

shots taking olleot as stated. At the same time an attempt was made 
at another pobit by prisoners to break over the fence, but they wore 
promptly repulsed by the guard, several shots being tired at them, 
winch, in consequence of the extreme darkness of the night, did not 
take effect. The facts which I have gathered in the iin’estigation prove 
tliat a general attempt to escape was to have been made by the prisou- 
era on the night in question. On a rigid in8i)eetion of tlie ban’aeks, 
made since the above oceniTcnce, another tunnel, partially completed, 
was discovered leading from the north end of Barracks A, which, had 
the outbreak not been antieijrated and provided against, would un- 
doubtedly also have been used as a means of escape. 1 have the honor 
to state, additionally, that I am having a trench dug between the 
respective ends of Barracks tf ami F and the fence, and also that I 
have caused twenty feet to be taken off from each end of said barracks 
apiu'oaching the fence, which, I trust, will prevent any further attempts 
at tunneling in that quai'tor.

Colonel: My report, dated itock Island, Pebniary 10, 18(i‘l, noi 
having been as full in some particulars as I could wish it to bo, 1 have 
the honor to submit the following in supplement thereto: 

Book Island Barracks arc situated near the (jontcr in length and on 
the northern side of the island. The prison barracks aroSdiu niimbor, 
each intended to accommodate 120 men. They are aiT/ingod in blocks 
of 7 each, fronting on streets 100 feet wide, with two main avenues, 18U 
feet wide, intorseoting the camp in the center. The sinks are placed 4 
in each, street running north and south. The barracks have each 2 
ridge ventilators and 12 windows, with 2 doors. Those would alford 
abundantly sulllclont ventilation wore it not for tlm difllcultyin having 
the windows kept open, and in view of this diltienUy I. have suggested 
that the ridge ventilation bo carried the. lull length of the barrindt. 
Tills can bo done by prison labor and at a trilling expense. Eaoli barraclc 
is 100 by 22 by 12 foot in dimensions. Eighteen feet in lengtli is par-, 
titiohed off for a kitcheu, whicli is furnished with a dO-gallon caldron 
and tlie requisite kitchen and table furniture. Tlio bavratjks are snlll- 
ciontly heated by two coal stoves in each. The bedding is well aired 
each day, and the police and discipline, as well as the general condl 
tiou of the men, is admirable. Hero, however, commohdation must 
cease. The camp grounds are but poorly policed. Borne excuse exists 
for this in view of the very severe weather of late, the lack of trans- 
portation, and the utter want of drainage. A feeble attempt has been 
made to drain the camp, which is, however, entirely inadetpiato to its 
purpose. Near the southwest corner of the prison inclosuro is a small 
mai’vsh which receives the surfiice drainage of the adjaconfc portion of 
the island and into it the camp drain empties. At the present season 
this marsh cau 80 .suo greater evil than inconveiuonco in crossing it, but 
in warm weather it will become a hotbed of miasma. Plans for elfoctu- 
ally draining both this and tlio camp have been approved and will be 
described presently. The xJi’cscnt moans of water supply are' entirely 
inadequate to the ordinary wants of the camx). On the northern shore 
of the island, at the northwest corner of the inclosuro, is ])hiced a steam 
pump which forces the water through a S-inch wooden supiily pipe in to 
four cisterns, two outside the inclosuro for tho use of the garrison, and 
two inside for the use of tho prisoners. There is also an artesian well 
of 9-incli bore and 125 feet depth just inside the west gate of the prison. 
Tho present location of the water- works is such as to render tho river 
on the north side of the island useless to tho prison for all purposes of 
drainage. In the plan approved it is i)roposod to remove tlio steam 
])unip to a point on the shore some distance oast of tho inclosuro, and 
to fun from it a O-inch iron supply X)ipo to a reservoir 100 feet siinare 
(capacity, 1,800,000 gallons), placed on a knoll about 300 feet south of 
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tlio iiiclosui'u and with an elevation of 40 feet ai)ovc low-water mark, 
IVoui which the prison, prison hospital, garrison, and ]) 08 t hospital may 
be supplied by iiieaiivS of hydrants placed in convenient locations. The 
elevation of the re.sorvoir will give a snfiicient head of water to 
throw a stream over any building in the camp in case of lire. A 
slightly elevated ridge rims east and west through the center of the 
camp, and dividing it into two equal portions for drainage. The 
southern portion it is proposed to drain by means of a sewer lead- 
ing into the main one, by which the above-mentioned inarsh is 
to be drained into a natural ravine running to the river on 
the south side of the island. The prison streets are to be graded 
and furnished with surface drains leading into the main sewer. 
In the north avenue it is proposed to build an open sower of masonry, , 
over which are to be built the sinks, allowing the soil to bo carried oil: 
by a stream of water constantly (lowing from the reservoir through the 
sewer. On either side the sewer arc to he built the wash-honses, to bo 
supi)lied with water and drained into the sewer, which is to empty into 
the river below low-water mark, and to be efficiently protected from 
being used by the prisoners as a means of escape. A copy of this plan 
has already been sent to Washington, and will, I hope, ineet your 
approval and that of the Quartermaster’s Department, for it or some 
similar i)lan is most necessary. There is at present no prison hospital, 
prison barracks being now used for that purpose. I have approved a 
plan, a copy of which has been forwarded for your approval. I have 
carefully rcconnoitored the i.slaiid and selected a site about fiOO feet 
soutli of the inclosuro and west of the re.sorvoir. Tlio ground is ele- 
vated and can bo readily drained into the marsh sewer and is suffi- 
ciently near the reservoir to receive a supply of water. Captain 
Jleynolds, in anticipation of the autliorization of the building by the 
Qnartorinastor’a Department, has already begun tlie cleaning of the 
ground. The most urgent necessity exists for the speedy completion 
of this building. The smallpox hospital is located on the south shore 
of the island, directly opposite the prison, and at present consists of 3 
barracks, each 120 by 22 by 12 feet in dimensions and accommodating 
42 beds in each, and 3 small dwelling houses, unfit for any use at all, 
oxccjit for kitchens or wash-houses. Three additional barracks of the 
same diinensimis as the above are iu process of erection by my direc- 
tion. There are now over 100 cases of smallpox within the prison 
iiieloaure, and it is of the utmost importance tliat they should be 
removed as rapidly ns iiossiblo. I inclose an applioatiou* to the 
Surgeon-General for the assignment of a capable medical officer to the 
charge at lloek Ishind, which, if it meets your approbation, please 
npiiroye and forward to the Surgeon-Gonoral’a Office. I leave to-night 
I'or Springfield, 111.

iia soon as pruciicrablo, to tho ond tliat Uio olnirnctor of «>uv Uovornuiont may bo 
eil’ectiiallyvliidloatcd lu tho ppnniscH, and ••onHiiro, if any bo duo, bo visitod upon 
thoso who dcBoi'vo it, and also why uur own soldioni hnv« not boon bettor provldod 
with food. 

Jleaolveil further, That tho ooinmittco also hniuifo and ropovt whothor tlio saiuo 
rations have boon furuwhod pi-isonors captured from tho tmomy that liavo boon fur- 
nlsliod our own auldiers-— 

beg leave respectfully to report: 

By tiie regulations of the War Doparbuiout it is made tho duty of the 
Quartermaster-General to subsist prisoners of war, Tlio prisoners wore 
subsisted from puroba.se.s of provisions made by Oapt. J . Warner, aotiug 
assistant quartermaster ou thostaTof Brigadier-General Winder, com- 
iiiaiidaut of tho Dopartiuoiit of Henrico, and assigned to that special 
duty. 

Tho regulation requiring tlio Quartorinastor’s Department to subsist 
pilsoiiors of war is still in force, but by an arrangement made bobweeu 
the Quartermaater-Geuernl and tlie Gommisaary-Geiieral, with tho ap- 
proval of the Secretary of War, it was agreed ond undorstood that the 
purchases by the Quartermaster’s Department for the subaistcuco of 
prisoners of war should thereafter be made from the Subsistence Dopurt- 
meiit- This arraugemeut was entered into iu tho mouth of August, 1803. 

It appears from the evidence before your coinmitteo that tho indnee- 
meut to tlii.s arrangement that tho purcliasos made by Oaptaiii Warner 
for tho subsistence of the prisoners of war prior to tho date above 
mentioned were not confined to schedule prices uiulor hivS instructions 
from tho QuartGriijaster-Goneral, whilst iu no instance wore tho ])ui*- 
chases made on account of the Subsistence Department, under order.s 
from the Oommissary-Geueral, allowed to exceed tho prices enumerated 
.in the schedule. 

rt Avill thus be perceived that to the extent of purchases of subsist- 
ence necessary for blie prisoners the Quartermaster’s and Subsistence 
Departments wore brought into competitiou iu the market, with every 
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advantage of xn’ocunng* snbsistenco in favor of tbo Quartorniaster’s 
Depart inon t, thus furnishing better subsi.steucc to the prisoners of Avar 
than to our own soldiers in the fleUl. 

In pursuance of the arrangement already adverted to uniform i)rices 
for subsistence furjiished alike to prisoners of war and our soldiers in 
the lield were established, and the advantage of better and fuller 
rations for prlsouers than were furnished our soldiers iu the field was 
obviated. 

Entire harmony betweeii Captain Warner, as eoinmissary of prisons, 
and the Subsistence Depai'tjnent was not, liowcver, established, iiias- 
niiich as the Comiuissary-Ueneral demanded that recpiisitious for the 
subsistence of the prisoners should bo made by him iu accordance 
with form No, 2, the vouchers adopted by the Subsistence Department. 
With this re(piireinenb Captain Warner made objections. 

An order, howevei*, from the Quartormaatcr-Goneral, iu the mouth of 
September last, required him to conform to the regulations of the Sub- 
sistence Department iu his requisitions tor rations. 

For a more porfeet understanding of the subject it is perhaps neces- 
sary to state that all requisitions for snbsistenco drawn from the Sub- 
aistenoo Departiuont were directed by the Commissary-General to 
Captain Forbes, the issuing commissary. 

Ill carrying out the orders of the Quartermaster’s l^opartineut for 
subsiateuoo to bo furnished prisoners it was understood betAveen Cap- 
tain Warner and Captain Forbes that the rations of meat sliould bo of 
IVcsh beef, avUcu Captain Forbes could supply it, and Avhen beef was not 
to be had the reqiiiaitious for moat rations should bo filled by supplies 
of bacon, bulk pork, or salt beef. The butcher for the Suhsistonco 
13epartinent in Richmond was a certain George R. Wilson, upon Avbom 
orders Avore given by Captain Forbes to supply rations of beef, under 
the requisitions made by Captaiu Warner. 

it appears ii’om the statement of Wilson, horcAvith submitted, that 
orders wore draAvn upon him lor frcsli beef, in favor of Captaiu Warner, 
on the 1st, 0th, 8th, Dth, I3tli, 20th, 2ist, 22d, and 23d days of Novem- 
ber, which wore not filled because the supply of beef on baud Avas not 
more than sufficient to meet the requisitions for the hospitals; and by 
ail order from the Commissary-General he was directed, in the event of 
the scarcity of beef, first to IIJI the requisitions for the hospitals con- 
taining the sick and wounded, to tlio exohisiou of prisoners of war and 
our own soldiers on duty at this post. 

It I'urther appears that when the prisoners of Avar in the city of Rich- 
mond Avero either upon short rations of meat or deprived of the meat 
ration altogether our own soldiers shared the sumo privation. And it 
further appears from the evidence that when tho meat rations Avere 
short or altogotlier withdrawn double rations of bread and vegetables 
were furnished to the prisoners. 

Your committee, therefore, feel authorized to state that the cojnplaint 
that tho prisoners siilfered from being deprived of a sutTloioncy of food 
is entirely Avithout foundation. 

Your committee feel fully warranted iii making the statement that 
if the meat ratIon..for xirisoners of Avar Avas at any timo short, or wholly 
unsupprled, tho laot is attribntablo rather to tho relentless and unchris- 
tian mode of Avarfaro adopted by our enemies in tho Avholesale pillage 
of private property, and tho reckless and indiscriminate destruction of 
all supplies Avlierever found by them in the haiids of loyal citizens of 
these Confederate States, than to any culpable neglect upon the part 
of those charged Avitli the duty of subsisting them. 
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It does uot appeal’ from the evidence that when Wilson was unable 
to meet the orders of Forbes to fill the requisitions made ui)oii liini by 
Captain Warner for fresh beef that Captain Warner, or any one else, in 
more than two instances, applied to Captain Forbes for meat rations of 
bacon, bidlv; pork, or salt beef, according to the tenor of the agreement 
already adverted to. 

In .justice to Captain Warner it should be stated tluit he informed 
Captain Turner, tlie coininandaiit of the prisons, that he (Captain War- 
ner) eould uot procure rations of beef at the tiine.s Wilson states he was 
unable to moot tlio orders of Captain Forbes; that Captain Turner 
reported the facts to General Winder, and General Winder appears to 
have referred them to the Quartermaster-Genera!. 

It does not appear, however, that the Ooinmissary-Genoral had any 
information from any quarter that the prisoners of war wore not pro- 
vided witli moat rations on the days designated. 

Those are the material facts collated from a mass of testimony so far 
as applicable to the condition of prisoners of war held in custody in tlie 
city of Ficliinond. 

Your committGe are uot prepared to censure either of the oflicers con- 
nected with the care, custody, and suksiatenoo of prisoners of war 
nndor the obligations imposed by the regulations upon the Quartermas- 
ter’s Department; nor is yotir committee able to perceive in what 
reapeot the Cominiaaary-Geuoral has failed in the performance of any 
duty devolved upon him under the agreement entered into between 
the Qii!irtevnuist(5r-Gonoral and Ooinmissary-Genoral.

He will not consent that they be removed 
to any other prison whore they will bo less ox]) 0 .'<ed to harsh treatment 
from their companions for their desire to abandon the rebel cause. He 
prefers that they should declare tbomsolves loyal, and ho will protect 

tlicm in it. ^ ^ i i ... 

I have also to request that an officer may be detailed to take charge, 
as treasurer, of the money belonging to the prisoners ot war. Ihis 
money bas heretofore been in tlie hands of the commander of the *mpofj> 
whoso other duties do not allow him time to attend to it properly, ihe 
prison fund is a different matter, for which the commissary is the proper 
treasurer.

Hon. E. M, Stanton, Georeiary of War: 

Sir: Ou the llag-of-truco boat which came in on the the27tli of Jami* 
ary I received tlio inclosed proposition from Commissioner Oiild in 
relation to the attetidanco by their own surgeons of the prisoiiors who 
wore sick on eiihor side.* 

That comuuiiiieation was addressed to General Hitchcock, and of 
course ignored iny appointment in the matter of exchange. 

As there has never been any complaint on the part of Confederate 
piisonevs of war in our hands that they have not received pi’ 0 ]>cr sur- 
gical and hospital treatment, and as no pretense has been raised by 
the Confederate authorities to that effect, and as on our side we have 
received less complaint of the treatment by the rebels of our prisoners 
in hospitals than elsowbero, and so, ns 1 have hud occasion to know, the 
treiitmeiit in the hospitals by the rebels of our .soldiers prisoners in 
their liands having been reasonably proper and siinicient, I was 
induced to look with some care for the motive which should roiiiiire at 
this time this proposition from Oommissionor Ould. 

Acting under what I believed to bo your instructions, whatever prop- 
osition looking to more tlian the ordinary routine of matters carried on 
l)y Hag of truce >voulcl not have been received or acted upon. Of 
course, therefore, I did not forward it. 

But, supposing it had boon properly addressed, it seemed to mo that 
it was a proposition intended to put us iu the condition of admitting 
that mil' treatment of their prisoners was similar, and rociuired like 
remedies to meet the case as their owiij or, in other words, that wo 
were to admit to the world that there was a necessity for them to send 
their surgeons to take care of their sick soldiers iu our hands — an 
admission I should be very slow to make. 

The second part of the proposition— that tlie.so surgeons might act 
as commissaries in delivering food, money, clothing, and medicines for- 
warded for the relief of the prisoners — not being aecompanied by any

warded for distribution, and as our own men and officers are now acting 
as commissaries of distribution in the rebel camps for such suppUe.s as 
arc in fact forwarded, there was another motive for this paper than 
what appeared upon its face. 

Again, this paper (jaino to me at the same time with the information 
that the Virginia Legislature were discussing and about ])aHSing (and, 
as 1. am now informed, have passed) a rosoliitioii reqiujsting tlio Con- 
h'derato aiillioritiea to recognize the agent of exchange appointed by 
this Government. Ami knowing as I do that this action was taken by 
the Vii'ginia Legislature because of the pressure brought to bear upon 
them from the .sufjposed ill-trcatmont which their ])ri8onDrs would 
rmadvo and wore leceivlng at my hands; and taken also in connection 
with tlie fa(5t that to relievo that pressure every newspaper in the Con- 
A'.deraey was iiiibli.shing reports of how well tlio Oonfederate jn'isoiiers 
in onr hands wore treated, it scorned quite certain that this propo.sition 
was made — 

rirsi. Ifor the juirpoao of having this Government weaken its posi- 
tion in regard to sustaining the pres(mt agent of exchange by adopting 
what on the first blush appeared to bo a humane measure, sent through 
other (diannels than through ino, precisely as the Oonfederate authori- 
ties weakened tlielr own ])osition of refusing to negotiate with mo — by 
having treated with me in regard to vaccine matters, while they repu- 
diate me as an agent of exchange. 

Second. Kor the imrjxise of getting an acknowledgment to the conn 
try and for use abroad that because of neglect of tlieir soldiers in <)ar 
liands tlioro was some need that their own surgeon.s should be sent to 
them. 

Third, 'i'e be able to answer tlio pressure whi(;)i is now bearing upon 
them to have the exchange go on by suggesting to their frightened 
brotliGi'S and sisters, fathers and mothers, that the sick in our hands 
would now have tho treatment of their own Oonfederate surgeons, and 
thereby relievo the Oonfederate Govornmcnt'from tho pressure to have 
tin*, oxohange go on and to recede from tho xiosition taken by them. 

T’luu-efore I had thought and believed that until some further action 
should be had by Commissioner Ould on behalf of his Government in 
regard to tlio ex'cliango that this proposition should not bo oven con- 
siibu’cd, bec.ause 1 know that its coii.sidcration will weaken tho position 
of tho Government, and that if wo can hold to the position taken by 
us, which is jusfciiicd by the prisonei's themselves in Kichmond, and 
which jiistilles itself to the world, that tho infallible result will bo that 
we sliall got .such terms as arc honorable to us in this matter of 
excliango, as against these Oonfederales, 

If no action is based upon newspaper reports, and if newspapermen 
can bo kept from interfering witli theoxchaugo for purposes of their 
own solf-glovi(ication, I believe tliat within the week I shall have per- 
sonal coiiforonco with tlio Confederate coininissioiier upon all these 
subjects ivnd arrange most of them satisfactorily, provided nothing is 
done wliich .shall weaken tho belief that unless oxclmiige is effected 
the stei'iiest and sovore.st retaliation will bo worked out. 

For I have no doubt that, if that measure of retaliation whioh I sug- 
gested was now being carried out, instead of the first 350 prisoners 
having just arrived at Point Lookout, after months of delay, the 
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excliaiigo -w'ould go forward in such a manner as to give us <‘.vory sol- 
dier, blade and wliite, that they have in their Ijand.s. 

Upon the proposition as to surgeons, however, 1 will tionfer with 
Goininisaioncr Ould and report further; and in the meantime J Ijog 
that; no further action will be had by the Government. 

J wish further to add that I niiderstand that Mr. Fulton’s stiitemeiits 
in regard to his conversation with Oominissiouer Quid must be tiiken 
with some graims of allowance.

Some extremes of abasomoiit there are to which onr Government 
will not degrade this Confederacy. For example, wo shall be slow to 
believe that it would ever ask an oHIccr bearing a Oonfedorute commis- 
sion-let u.s say Judge Ould— to meet on terms of equality and to treat 
about exchange of iirisoners with a negro colonel of a Massachusetts 
regiment. If President Lincoln should signify that ho is ready to 
permit a new negotiation to bo entered upon, with a view to exchange, 
provided we .send our comini.ssionor to settle the terms with Frederick 
Douglass or with Colonel Poinjiey, on tlio part of the other belligerent, 
we presume that our Executive would decline. At any rate, our sol- 
diers now ill Northern, prisons would feel bitterly humiliated by tlie 
tliouglit of tlieir freedom or captivity depending on such a negotiation. 
No; we do not believe that the Government of our country will over 
bring u.s down to this. 

But the Legislature of Virginia is not of our opinion. There is no 
depth of degradation, it is said, that they are not willing and eager to 
plunge us into in “ secret session.” No wonder it was in “ secret ses- 
sion” that some person oriiersons, to us unknown, have moved and 
advocated, and carried through both houses of the Legislature, a reso- 
lution in the nature of a petition to the President, requesting him to 
accept, as Federal agent of exchange, not even the mulatto Frederick, 
or the wretched runaway slave Pompey, but a person whoin the Presi- 
dent has oificially in’oclaimed “a folou deserving of capital punish- 
ment” — “ an outlaw or common enemy of niaiikiiid,” a criminal who, 
wherever ho shall be caught, “ is to be executed by liauging.” Such 
is tlie language of the iiroclamation of Mr. Davis, dated 23d of Decem- 
ber, 18(52. 
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Vil'giilia legislators — if this story be not a base ealiinmy — ask the 
Con federate (.Toverinnent to appoint an honorable gentleman who shall 
treat of the destinies of many thousands of good citizens \vitlia“iniir- 
dercr” (see the above proclamation); with a man who has idaudered 
the peaceful inhabitants of ifew Orleans, by extorting money under a 
threat of putting them to hard labor with ball and chain; with a 
creature who ordered his oillcors and men to use Southern ladies as 
women of the town; with a man who has turned jmblic war into a 
machinery of tliievei‘y; who has carried on hostilities in a manner 
“bearing no resemblance^’ (says the pro(daniatioii) “ to such warfare 
as is permissible by the rules of intoriiatioual law or the usages of 
civilization.” Tliis is the kind of miscreaiit whom Virginia legislator.s, 
it is said, tliink good eimugli to meet .Tiulgo Ould. But the statement 
is, we trust, a base calumn3^ Another most diabolieal ealuimiy has 
been resorted to for the purpose of sustaining the mean suggestion 
wliieh the enemies of the Virginia Legislature uflirm that they have 
made to the I'resident. It is that the continued suspension of the 
exchange, and the diligent representations made to the Confederate 
prisoners of their captivity being perpetuated by their own friends on 
a mere “ question of etiquette,” are inducing them in multitudes to take 
the oath of allegiance to their enoinics, and enter into their enemies’ 
service, in order to invade and lay waste their own homos. This wo 
pronounce a wicked and cowardly calunmy against absent men. If 
there be amongst so great a number a few miserable beings who have 
done so base an act our cause is bettor without them; but as to the 
great body of our captive friends wo pronounce the story a vile inven- 
tion to palliate the cowardice of certain creatures at hoine, who feel 
that they would swear anything and imswoav it again under such a 
pressure. 

And still another odious calumny hovers over and darlcens this bad 
adivir. It is given out that the President has almost invited the 
strange action of tlio Virginia Legislature. We hope that this is 
incredible. Here is a wretch not only denounced as a felon by our 
own Government, but blasted by the unanimous exooration of the 
whole world, and oven by all decent persons of hia own nation, and the 
oiieniy’s Government, for that very reason, and with no other object 
than to bully us and humiliate us and compel ua to oat dirt, doninuds 
tinit lie, and no other, is the person wo shall treat with in such a 
momentous alfair. TheOonfedoratos thomsolves are to rehabilitate hia 
character and be his vouchors and security an honorable man. It is 
the most audacious and insolent attempt yet made to force ns to 
acknowledge ourselves criminals and rebels, who have not even tlie 
rights of belligerents. And now w'e arc to bo told that the President 
has even signilled his wish to be requested to belie himself and contra- 
dict himself and acknowledge that ho had cominittod an act of empty 
presumption in denonucing so illustrious a “ nnyor-goneral” as a. felon 
and enemy of the human race! 

But what do our unhappy legislators imagine we shall gain if we 
commit this lilthy action? We are not offered, oven on this emulition, 
a renewal of the exchange on the terms of the cartel. The enemy only 
say to us, accept Butler without conditions, and ho will tell you then 
what wo are going to do with you. if we accept him that is only the 
first stop. We can refuse nothing after that ignominious concession. 
That once yielded, the same reasons will bo good for acquiescing in 
every other condition they may choose to impose. To hold our own 
recovered runaway slaves as prisoners of war, to receive a negro officer 
as Butler’s lieutenant on the flag-of-truce boat, and account with him

roi’ the prisoners— there is nothiugf of ii!l this tluit Lineoln may not exact 
and ought not to exact if he iiiids iia (5om])liaiit enoiigli to negotiate 
with tlie felon. The exchange will next bo. stopped at the (irst dilli- 
culty that arises upon any of these points. lUie intention is to (iompel 
IIS to certify to our own disgrace. Yankee ingenuity will (ixliaiist itself 
in the invention of ever new and more humiliating conditions, and 
thei’e will bo no end of it until we all consent to erawl to tlie footstool 
of Lincoln with nandcuHs on oiir hands and ropes around our iieidcs 
harfrom gaming anything by Mitating the oxcliaiige, wesliall lose 
by it. ihe suspension of that exchange— the iincortaiiity that liangs 
over the fate of the 20,000 prisoners in our hands— this, more tlian anv.

The rehitious that exist between the State authorities anti the (!Oiu- 
mandant of this post in regard to these prisoners is neither well doiined 
nor well uudci-Htood. ,Yonr advhm in regard to thoprevoutimi of niiiieees- 
ssiry o.vpQuses luud been ein’cfuUy noted, but liow any control can be 
exercised over that portion of the subsistence I'lirnished by the State 
Sind chiirgod for in the aecomits of the warden cannot bo perceived, 
imlesauiy simple approval or disapiiroval should lie eousiderodsulUcieiit.

Sun In cmn))liance with yonr orders we beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing in regard to send iiiginisonei’s with smallpox broken foiifcj on tliem 
from this prison to Koede Island, III. All the prisoners who have been 
sent Korth sinoo the appearance of smallpi>xiu the prison, about tlie 
li7tli of Docembor last, have been carefully examined by a medical 
ollUior previous to their leaving prison. This Inns been dene at t;ho call- 
ing of the roll. For instance, wlmn a name was called the prisoner was 
i immediately taken and G.vaminod by the medical oRloor, and if there 
wus any doubt in tiie case ho was not sent; and such a.s luul the dis- 
ease wore always sent to the pest-house aa soon as practicable. This 
rule was not violated in a single instance. Moreover, all who were not 
properly protected by previous vaccination wore vaccinated jirevioua to 
going forward. Tn no instance has any prisoner been sent from this 
prison witli any appearance of the amallpox about him, and every poa- 
Bible pain has boon takon to pvovout anything of tlio kind.

It has hap]iened, liow- 
ovor, and will eontinue to Jiappen as long as the prisoners are forwardiul 
at all, that smallpox will develop itself, while they are on route for other 
depots.

They 
came with no Hag of truce and therolbre could not l>o recognized; 
in addition, the surgeon, by hi.s inquiries, coaversation, and observation, 
had learned too much to render his return desirable. 

I tally ax)])reciate, general, jmur kind remarks and romombrancos in 
relation to myself, but you are i)robably not awai-o that on many ludds 
of battle medical ollicers of my division have, when left; in cliiirge of 
wounded, been seized upon and kept as other prisoners under close 
guard. No one reprobates such a method of warfar(‘. more tlian Ido, 
but we did not initiate it. 1 shall take ploa.suro iu forwarding your 
polite communication to the proper authorities at Kiclimond, suggost- 
hig, upon your statement, the rclo.ase of tlie pa.rtto.s jiaiiK-d.

In addition to 
this the iiogi'()OH now mnploycd here will liavo, at the end of sixty (lavs, 
to be returned to tlieir homes, and I sball Inivo no means of replacing 
tliem. 1 hav(^ intended to use logs wlienovor they could boused to 
advantage. 

Mr. fttewart, a. gentleman o( tin's county, is already, at my instiga- 
tioii, putting up a mill only four miles distant, to saw and grind for 
tins post, l.lie sort ol lumber rerjuired for the railroad are stringers, 
MIX iiicli by eight ln<;b, ami the jdaiik wlileli eoincs off the sidoaof these 
will giv(5 1110 the i e(]iiiHite lumber, and by this means both railroad and 
the Gov(‘,rnnient will bo supplied witlioufc injury to the other. Under 
those ciL’cmnstiuices, as your iirosent orders are imporativo to con- 
struct the buildings of logs, J avouUI resjiectiully ask that this matter bo 
lel t to my discretion and tliat I bo allowed to use Jogs or plank, as the 
ociMision requires. .1’lea.se givij tliia matter your immediate attention, 
as a p()r(;ion of the Avork will await your instruction in this matter.

Interments — lUisir tlioi)rison ; did 
noli visit, It, but am inrormed that it is unfenced ; have directed tliat it 
be leneeu in. Diseases local — inalariiilfevcrs, rormlng'with (aitarrh the 
^rmit bulk o(: tlio sielc-list. l)isea.sos prevalent — pneumonia, bronchitis, 
cnl arrli, intermittent I’ever, chronic diarriica. Diseases zymotic — small- 
pox has been ])i'eval(mt, but is nowraphlly disappearing' ; the same may 
be. said ol me.aslc.s. Distiasiis, mitigation and ])roventiou ol^ — in hospital 
all IS doiHi that <',aro and attention can accomplish, but the c.lo.se and 
crowded (|iiarters keep the hospital constantly full: every iirccautioii is 
talve.n to iirevimt tlio spread of smallpox.

Medical olllcerH — Surgeon Worrall, U. S. Volunteers, xmst surgeon, 
I'i'ported about .Ifebrusny .10, ISOS; two acting assistant surgeons. 
Actg. .Asst. Burg. II. Williuius, formerly in cliargo and still on duty 
ns attending Kiirgeon, is entitled to great credit i'or the generally 
Hatlslactory condiiioii of tlio hospital. <.)ne liospital Htowai’d. There 
are at iireseiit confhnsl in thi.s ]u-is(m as follows, viz: Prisoners of war — 
ollleers, S; enlisted men, l,52.'l; civilians, ineluding three fomalos, CO; 
1/ederai prisoners, lOO; total, l,7r>7. Prison fund, January 01, 18(M, 
8lV)S7..'l'.t. The snuillpox hospital is still located on the island in the 
river op])osite the ])rison. lntercour.se with il; is sometimes in tei'iupted 
by the obstriud lon of the river by ice, as was the ease at the time of my 
liresmit, inspection. .! am, liowever, assured that every jireeaution i.s 
takmi to ju'ovent the sick on the island from sunbring n'om this non- 
intercourse, llvo to ten <lays’ supply of ratloii.s (excejit fresh meat), 
mmliciiies, iind other necessaries being Uopton hand. I am also assured 
that at no time liitlicrto lias intereour.se been suspended lor more tliuu 
Ibrty eiglit hours at a time. The chief dilUculty caused by it lia.s been 
the ]n'evcntion of tlie immediate transfer of aiiiallpox patients from the 
])i'ison to the i.shiiul. Thus, at the time of my inspection there were four 
eases of tlie disease within tlio j)ri.sou Avails awaiting truii.sl'er. Such 
eases are, liowm^m', almost entirely [isolated] from the otlicr inmates of 
the in’i.sou until they <;an be removed, Tlie utmost care apiiearB to bo 
takmi to ]n’event the sjn-oad of the disoaso. Vaeciuatioii is thoronglily 
eiilbreed. All infected clotlms und bedding are removed to the island 
and noneallowodto bo returned, convalescents being furnishod complete 
Avitli new (ilotliing before leaving the island. I was, for the reason above 
given, unable to insx>ect the smallpox hospital, but I am assured by the 
siirgmmin charge that it is in good condition in every respect, and, judg- 
ing Iroiii the (ioiidition of the jArisoii lH)ai)ital, .1 ])luce coiillclenco in his 
statcmmit. The commanding ollicor appeared much chagrined at the 
condition in wliiisli the jiriaoii Avas fonnd ns regards iiolico, &c., and 
gUAUA his assni'unce that as soon as the AA'catlier and us far as the state 
oi' the prison Avill permit it shall bo rectified. I Avould respectfully 
but urgently represent the absolute necessity of sjioedily diminishing 
tlio number of prisoners conllned iii this iwlson, Avliieli Avas originally 
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intended to contain but 800. It now (contains nearly 1,000 more. I 
a])peiid a table of the moasnrcinonts of the varioua i)artK of the prison, 
with a (faleiilatioH of the nnmber of cubic feet and inches of air allowed 
to each ju'isoner. These lueasuroments and calculations were made by 
Acting’ Assistant Surgeon Williams at my request, and I presume them 
to be correct, tiiougli I have had no time to verify them.

Sir: Upon the matter of the declaration of exchange of prisoners I 
have the honor to report that following what X believed to be the ordi- 
nary routine of tlio business of exchange, and in order that the eipii va- 
lent of our men might bo i)nt into the iield to meet those received I'roui 
the Confederates, I made the deelaratien of exehango. 

*Hn i2)8imnm vcidns^ so far ns applicable with the other decla- 
1 of oxcluingo heretofore made, copies of some of winch 1 hereunto 
this aRSortion. 

I, it will bo observed, only affects tho.so men aetuallv 
’omt. 

1 commissioner, acting, as I believe, under the exact 
iiToi baa declared exchanged those who have been 
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(Iclivlnvd lo liim up to tlio lat of January, as will ])v the 

liii|)('i‘ li(‘i'el;<) luinexod.* 

I foiihl and can »co no reason wliy -wo should not declare those so 
de.l ivered excdian^od. I am unable, to see any hidden, secret, or malign 
i iilliieneetliati}; can luive ni>oii any pending question. 1 am nnahleto 
iiiKl a, single good I'oason against it. I liud it exceedingly diflieiilt to 
argue a (|iiest,ion where there seems to bo but one side. 

Wlicii in my I'ormer note to the Honorable Secretary of War 1 spoke 
ol 7o() men, I spoke of the number of individuals and not of the nnni- 
Ucr ledueed to privates, and the letter of Major-doneral Hitidicock, 
wiiieh would seem to contravene that number, is not too ingemions. 
1 he objection made in that letter that “the declaration would have 
admitted dorenso il you had extended it to a number precisely eorre- 
spomliiig to the nmnber delivered by yourself according to the liftli 
artKiliA ol the <inr(.cl, HU])po.sing that instrument operative,” is exactly 
met by (lie case in hand, bocanso since the last declaration of 
oxcbangii only special exchanges have boon imide by delivery at Oily 
1 oiiit, of man for man, equivalent tor equivalent, so tliat when the 
deeluratioii ol (\xchango states that all \vl»o have been delivered at City 
roiiit npto a given time, since the last dodaratlon of exchange, it is 
saying (lie ])reciso number which Jiavo been exchanged. 

'L’o the statement in the Jotter of Ocncral. Hitchcock that “the dochirn* 
tioii should have sot out the grounds of it,” I answer, the universal 
])i'aetice (>l the olUco has been not to do so, and this would seem to bo a 
li.ypci’criticisin on liis part, because I made the declaration and not 
himself, as it is made precisely as ho makes such declarations. 

Again, il. is said that “a proper list should have been furnished of 
those declared, to lie exchanged Ibr aiinouncomcntfrom the Adjutant- 
< leiioral’s Ol'licefor the Inrormation of all concerned, and Mr. Ould'shonld 
have been furnished a list of those <blivorcd to him.” To that .1. answer 
that hu(1l lists imve not been announced horctoft>ro, and sucli has not 
been tlio praidice (see Oenoral Orders, Ho. series 18(52, and Nos. 1.0, 
11.7, and 1(17, .series and as to the delivery of a list to Mr. Onld, 
1 answer that it has been done, anil no man has been delivered to him 
without a list, and lie knows who has been delivered to liim without my 
telling him a second time, and lie makes no objection on that aecount. 
As (;() making “the aiiiumncemcnt by a list for the information of all 
eoneernod,” if that means the oHIccrs and men who would bo returned 
1,0 duty because of the declaration of exchange, each one of them will 
bo likely to reinoniber wliat time ho escaped from Libby Prison and 
lUdle Isle, and each one of those will kjiow whether he was delivered at 
Ci (y Point and when j thorcibro the anuouncemoiit of (lie day prior to 
which all wlio had bemi delivered were exchanged is siifllcient. 

1 in’ay the S(5cretary to examine, as covering this whole matter, my 
(liM^laratioii of exchange and the copies of the general orders liereto 
annexed. t

GolonJ'U.: Vouv letter of the loth instant in regard to furidshing 
boxes of eatables and elotbing to prisoners is received. In the course 
o(; the negotiations for the supplying of comforLs to our prisoners this 
state of facts li/is obtained: 

I'ir.st. That the rebel authorities received all provisions from what- 
ever .source sent (0 the prisoners. Thou, because of accusations of 
the late coinini.s.sionei' of exchuiigo, General Meredith, publislied in the 
iie.wspapor.s, tluit these, provisions were embezxled for sustenance for 
( Seiieral Tree’s army, they refused to receive any boxes eitlior from our 
llovorinmmt or from 8tate governments. Then, because the Sanitary 
Gommission and varion.s benevolent individuals indulged their patriot- 
ism by labeling their boxes, “To our starving aoldier.s in Kiclimoml,” 
“To our bravo defenders in Libby Prison,” the rebel authorities refused 
to rotioive all boxes sent to our prisoners. At my intercession, liow- 
ever, Mr. Oiihl, the Oonfederale (mmniissioner, agreed to receive boxe.s 
Iroiii i.rivate soui’ces, i. c., from the friends and families of our ju-is- 
oners. But alter tlio 500 prisoners were exchanged from Point Look- 
OOt rjkI reported that by your order boxes of provisions and clothing' 
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werii not. delivcrod to Ooiiledorate prisoiicry fclic,ro, l.nu3, Quid rL‘l'iis(Ml, 
owiiiy to aery arising in the newspapers at liichinoiid that lie was I'lii - 
nishing our ])risoners with their boxes, while the Ooiii'edoratc prisonci s 
were deprived of their boxes, to i)erinit any boxes to bo sent to our 
men under his eliarge unless I would assure hiiii that the Oonfedorale 
jirisoners under iny charge received their boxes, and as 1. had long since 
been tauglit, “Do as yon would be done by,” this S(‘emed to me emi- 
nently Just, and I therefore gave an order to Genci-al Marston that the 
boxes containing nothing contraband or hurtful sent from private 
sources miglit he delivered to the prisoners and informed Mr. Quid by 
the last flag-of truce boat of that fact, and received liis assiiraiico 
through the assistant agent of exchange that tlie boxes sent by (he 
friends of our prisoners should be delivered to them. 

I agree (idly that the delivery of j>ackages to ]»risoners causes (he 
eonimaiidors of («unj)a a great deal of trouble. 'I’lio question eerl^ainly 
gives ine a great deal, but I undergo that trouble very eheerlidly, and 
would if it were twice as much, in order that our })risoners may got 
even small alloviationa for their sull'erings than tlnat which they receive 
from tlioir fx’ionds. 

I have conversed with many of our prisoners on that subject and 
they say that the boxes received from their friends have been almost a 
source of support to them, and tliey were coin]»lalning loudly of the 
Confederate CTOVormnont because that source of supply had of late 
boon substantially out olf. 

The last number of prisoners that escaped loft on Monday, and the 
assurance that Mr. Quid sent me was given on the snnio day and they 
had not heard of the resumption of the delivery of i>ackagoH, but I 
have no doubt it has been resumed. 

I agree with you fully that the i*ol)ol xniaonors in our bauds are 
abundantly fed, but I supi)oso that when you and I were at school we 
wore abundantly fed and our stewards at that time ]iar<lly thought it 
an imxuitation upon their feelings bocanso we received boxes of sweet- 
moats and cakes from liome. Ihirdon mo, but I look, at tliis matter, so 
far as the rebel prisoners are concerned, jn'otty much in the same 
light. But with our soldiers in their hands it is a matter, as I am 
instructed, of alinoat entire subsistence. 

Ill the meantiine, therefore, I desire to have and shall have the deliv- 
ery of packages made in accordance with the views horoiii contained, 
unless specially directed to the contrary by the Secretary of War; for 
1 cannot ask the Confederate coinmi.saloner to deliver boxes to our 
prisoners fi-oiii their friends while I refuse to deliver boxes from their 
friends to their jn’isonora. Whenevc.r the time comes for our Govorn- 
monb to retaliate upon these men for the wrongs done to our xirisoners 
I assure you it slmll bo done in a much more explicit ami telling man- 
ner tlian by wifcliholding boxes and provisions from tlieir prisoners sent 
them by their friends. 

In the meantiine 1 do not permit anything to come from the (Jon- 
federate Goveriunont or from State governments of the Gonfedeiiiey 
for the support of their prisonor.s, for that would be an implied admis- 
sion that wc wcronotsui)])orting thorn sufliciontly; and theroibro when 
GoYcrnor Vance, ot North Carolina, forwarded through (Jonunissionor 
Oiild a dralt for 89,000 in favor of the Governor of Now York, to bo 
by the Governor of New York expended for the bonolit of Nortli Gar- 
olina prisoners in our bands, I retained sueh draHi and still do re(:aiii 
it, and have notified Mr. Ould unoHlicially, and .shall iierenftor inform 
him umcially, if suck relations ever exist between us, tluil, the United 
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StiitCH does not select tlie Governors of a.ny Slates to take earo of its 
prisoners of war, or allow any one else to so select any one of them 
liowever iimch they may respect such oOicers in tlnsir appropriate 
sphere; and that if Governor Vance or the Governor of any other Statu 
desives to have money eximndert for tlio benefit of prisiiners, that if 
the .same privilog-e is g:ivon onrs, we shall have no objections to siicli 
expenditures, ])rovide(l it is done tliroiig;h the ag-ent' of the United 
fatatca Government, and not through any correspondence between tlic 
Governors of States. 

I would also call yonr attention to what I think will be nceessary to 
bo done fm tlicr in this direction, to wit, that the Oonfedorate priHon- 
ors bo allowed to purchase such things as they may desire to wear, eat 
or drink, intoxicating liipiors alone oxcojited, with their own money 
or that famished tltein by their friends, ami I Avould like to have your 
views upon this subject. 

_ 1 also desire to ask your attention to tlieso views l)C(;ause if they 
influence yourjudgment, ms they have mine,! trust wo shall make a 
unitorin order to all the prisoners hold by us, that they shall be allowed 
to receive boxes from tlieir friends, and buy with tlioir own money a 
reasonable amount of tilings whiidi tlioy may need.

The money so collected to bo paid 
into the post fund or prison fund, according as tlie dellcient rations 
were due to the troops or prisoners of war; and with the I'lirthcr nutom- 
mendatioii that Col. O. V. Do laind, First Micliigan yiiarpshootors, for 
Ills neglect oi liis duty as commanding olllcoi and as inspector of pro- 
visions under contract in pormitting his coinmand to receive rations 
wnicli wore deficient in quality ami quantity, bobrouglit before a court- 
martial tor trial. The foregoing recommemlatious liavo been approved 
by the .Secretary of War, ami pursuant to his instructions 1 have 
respectfully to reijuest that you will take the iiecossavy stiips to put 
them 111 execution. ^

Colonel: I have the honor to rei)ort that 1 have made a thorongli 
inspection of the military prisons in this city, a detailed report of wliioh 
I forward herewith. As Lioutenant-Oolonol Marsli, acting assistant 
provost-niarslial-goneral, accompanied me on my inH})cction, when I 
called his attention to such necessary reforma us came under his juris- 
diction, and as tlio sanitary reforins rciiuircd arc only such as may bo 
readily perceived by an onorgotic and capable medical oflkam, and such 
I uuderstand Surgeon Breed to bo, 1 have not deemed it necimsary to 
give any written instructions oii the subject, being only caroliil to draw 
the attention of both these olUcors to the necessary points. Benton 
Barracks I did not visit, they being now occupied by I.'kuleral trtjops. 
Would it not be practicable to transfer these i)risoners to I'xmtou 
Barracks? A portion of that camp could be rijadily prepared to 
receive them, and would not rciiuiro a much greater guard than is now 
employed. iTeitlier of the building.s now in use are well adapted to 
their purpose. The main building of the (rratiot Htroet .Brisoii might 
be retained for sentenced prisoiiws, or still better, retain the i)oniton- 
tiary at Alton for such prisoners, and dispose of the remainder among 
the other prison camps. I ask iiardon, colonel, if, in presuming to oli'er 
these suggestions, I exceed my duty. There being a prospect of Alton 
being placed within General llosocrans’ department, ho has requested 
mo to furnish him with an abstract of my report on the condition of that 
post, and also with the sarao.in refinjonco to this imst. I shall leave 
to-morrow morning for Kook Island, stopping at Chicago to obtain any 
communication which maybe there awaiting me from your ofllce.

1‘riKon lavatories and baths in basement, but insiilTl- 
cleiit, and ajiparoiitly but little used. None for hosjiital. Hospital 
wuahing done outside and paid for IVom hospital fund. Water— supply 
ninplo, from city water- works. Sowerago— into main street sewer, 
water-closets, latrines, and sinks— in prison yard,e.Kco])t one in sinmro 
lioapital ward; inaufticiont in number and size, and at present in very 
ionl condition ; are druiuod into main sower, and could, with a little 
can?, bo readily kojit clean and in good order, .hlxcretn, removal of— 
an abundant supply of water is at hand to keep sewer constantly 
ilnalied and clear. Furniture and ntensila— supply anilieieut, but in, 
very bad order, Prison bedding— suiTIcicnt, but fo‘nl, never aired; in 
hosiiital, better, but not at all in proper condition. Prison kitclion 
and icitclieu utensils — this with the mess-room is in much bettor condi- 
tion than any other part of the prison, is M'oll furnished, and in toler- 
ably good order and police. There, are two hospital kitcliens in the 
dwelling houses, both well furnished. The general kitchen is in iniser- 
abhjpolico. The low-diet kitclicn is in very good order, and ia presided 
over by two Sisters of Charity. Cooks, (looking, and aorving — the cooks 
are detailed prisoners; the cooking aiipcarato bo well done. Quality 
mid variety of diet — in prison, the ordinary ration ; in lioapital, no regu- 
lar diet table; extra diet freely supplied from hospital fund. Knapsack 
roomH—ti room over the square ward ia provided for storing clothing, 
i.'tc., of hospital patients; in very bad order. .Dispensary— in pretty 
good order, under charge of hospital steward. luatrnincnts, medicines, 
i.'fcc.— supply aunicieiit mid in pretty good order. Oompouiiding and dis- 
peusing—by prisonora, under supervision of acting hospital steward. 
•Hospital atoroa and comfoits— sufficient supjily. Hospital records and 
accounts— loosely kept. Hospital fund— .January 31, :i,854, $501,74. 
Hxponditnroa— articles of diet and washing; latter item charged $175 
for .Tanuary. Hospital clothing— supply said to bo sumeiont. Reports— 
loosely made. Lauiulressos aiul laundry—hoapital washing done out- 
side; prison washing done in basement; auilHoiont conveniences pro- 
yided, but their use iiot apparently enforced. liepair, alterations, and 
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additions—wliolo building requires roptur, capeciiilly north wing, whieli 
is ill a (Ulanidated and apparently dangerous iiondition. Jh'ovoiitioii of 
iiro— no adequate precautions taken; plenty of lioso, but too small to bo 
effective. Medical atteiulanec— chaplain, liithorto caroloa.s and inoHi- 
cient, medical supervision being only directed to the lioapita.l, and care- 
lesslv at that; apparently no attention paid to the sanitary eoudition 
of the prisoners in quarters. It is to bo hoped that .1 )oet()r i’.r(;ed will 
inau'''uratG a reform in this particular. Discipline and imlice— no disei- 
pliiio perceptible; Rpasmodie attempts at police l>y deluging the build- 
ing with water. Nurses— men, detailed prisoncr.M; women, two Sisters 
of Oliarity, chielly attending to preparation of H]Hudal diet. Tost- 
mortem rooms and dead-lionae — in upper story of buililiiig over hos- 
pital; location inconvenient and improper. Interments — ^^by contraet, 
in oity comotory. ].)isca8es jirevalent — pnoiinionia, bronchitis, ('.atarrh, 
orysipolaa. Diseases zymotic— one case of varioloid oeciirred in the 
prison about ten days mnee, was at once removed. Diseasits, mitiga- 
tion and prevention of — from the utter want ot attention to sanitary 
niaimgcmont, and the ill-diroctod olforts at policing in some ]>laco8 
and its entire neglect in others, with the absence of all ventilation, it 
is only to bo wondered at that the sick li.st and mortality is not iiiucli 
greater than it is.

Medical ofticors— Surg. B. B. Breed, O. 8. Vobinlcers, in charge, has 
butjust reported, and Inm not yet assumed eliarge; 1-hree acting assist- 
ant surgeons. Actg. A.sst. Surg. (1. ]!. Hood has liitlnn’to been in 
charge, but is now relieved by Surgeon Breed. Ilis administration of 
the modioal affairs of this and the Myrtle Hlreet I’rison is but a com- 
montary on the report whicli I have so often had oeension l;o make 
of the general uniitness of contiwit surgeons for a charge of such 
importance and responsibility. Tins eondltion of this jirison was bad 
cnongli at my hist iuapoction. It is many times worse now. As to the 
Myrtle Street Prison, its sanitary condition is a disgrace to its eom- 
inandant, and still more so to the ollleor who 1ms in ehargo its medioal 
auporviaioii. Prison fund, January 31, 18(W, $ l,r)21).2(). 

This prison appears to be policed in but one way. A. hose is led into 
each room, which is then Hooded with water, wu.shiiig the rubbish and 
debris into the hall, while a largo portion of water finds its way throngb 
the cracks and holes in thellooi’into the rooms beneath. The bedding and 
blankets are left in the bunks, and by the time the washing is over are 
about as wot as the floor. In one of the strong rooms which had just 
undergone this policing operation a red-hot .stove was in full blast and 
the door and wiiido>Y tightly closed. The window at best could bo 
opened but about six inches. A fetid .steam pervaded the room, which 
sickened mo in a fewmimitos, and this is bubafcypeof the entire ]>rison. 
The north wing of the prison, eoiiBuning one of the ])rinci])al prison 
quarters, the largest hosjnfcal ward, and in tlio basomeiit, tlio Icitehon 
and mess-room and laundry is in an apparently dangerous condition. 
The west wall has settled some eight inehos in the eentor, bulges about 
the same distance near the foundation, and priiseuts several wide 
cracks running from the foundation nearly to the to]) of the building. 
It has been strongly braced and propped on the outside. Mtill, it 
appear.s, at least to an uni>raetieed eye, in groat danger of falling. I 
would suggest that a sinwcy be at once hold on the building to deter- 
mine the question of its safety. The only prison yard, or i^laco where 
the prisoners can exorcise in the open air, is on the west side of the 
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7K)ii;li wing’, and in about 70 by 20 foot in cllmeiif?ioii3. It is surrounded 
by a lii-toot fence, aiid contains the sinks, the snpjily of fuel on hand, 
and a variety of rubbish. TJie two dwelling houses used for ho.spital 
juirijoses iniglit bo made to answer their purpo.se tolerably well, l)ut 
Jire now in a miserable state of imlico and inauagcmcnt, overcrowded 
and filthy, Tlie pri.son ollice and prison quartor.s for coininissioned 
oKlcei's occupy the south wing, and are, if possible, iu worse condition 
tlnin the other parts of the prison. Prisoners of war under .seiitonco 
are confined in strong rooms on the second floor of the main prison 
bnil(ting. 

Myrtle Street Military Prison : I can say no word for this building 
except ill nmjualiiied condemnation. It is overcrowded and extremely 
filthy in every part, and its keeper, a civilian, i.s utterly unqualified for 
his post. Two instances will snillco. Tluire arc two female prisoners 
confined here, a white woman and a colored girl. I found them occii* 
pying a room on the second floor, about 12 by 5 by 8 feet in dimensions, 
with two windows, both of which were nailed down and the door locked. 
'VVlion the door was closed the only po.ssiblo supply of air was through 
a partly broken pane of glus.s. The air of the room >vas reiidored still 
more foul by a close .stool, which boro ovidoiico of not having been 
cleansed for some time. The wliito woman was in conlinoinont. I beliovo, 
for stealing from a soldier. The colored girl for no crime, but; dotainod 
as a witness. There arc two strong rooms in this prison, each eight feet 
in all its dimension.s, planked and coiled with licavy oak plank. The 
inner room only opens into the outer, and in both, when the doors are 
closed, the only source of supply for fresh air is through about a dozen 
inch ang(n' holes (not loading into the oiioii air) in one corner of the 
ceiling and the same number jicnr the lloor. In the inner of these 
rooms I found six men and in the outer room two. Those in the inner 
room would thus have but oigbtydlveand one-third enbiefeetof airpor 
niati and with no iiossibility of renewal. The poor follows wore pallid 
and suffering severely from want of air. 1 am happy to add that 
Jjioutouant-Colonol Marsh, acting assistant provost marshal-genoral, 
who a(j(jnin])aiiled me on my Inspection, took the same view of the mat- 
ter us myself, and ordered tlic immediate removal of those men to other 
((nartei’S and that no others bo placed in tho.so rooms without orders 
from him,

and tlioao wlio were disposod to do all in tlicir ptiwcu’ (o promoter tlio 
c.auso of the rebellion by providing for all the wants ol’ the reb(ds in 
onr hands, thereby giving essential ai<l and (iomforb to the enemy. The 
pressure upon commanders was attended with nuieh embarrasameiit, 
and if any latitude was allowed them it was scare.cly imssible to jire- 

vent its being overstepped. , . 

The reasons urged by General Butler for suspending tlio restrictions 
are readily appreciated, but there is a wide difference between what 
Mr. Quid asks for rebel prisoners and what ho grants to Federal pris- 
oners. Ho is willing to permit the friends of the prisoners held in 
liichniond or other rebel prisons to send from the loyal States via Fort 
Monroe boxes of clothing, provisions, &c., and to make the, privilege 
reciprocal he can only ask that the friends ol‘ rebel ])riaoners hold by 
ns may be permitted to send from the rebel States the same class of 
articles and by tlie same route, but ho avsks that contributions may 
be received by rebel pisonora Irom the friends of tlio rebellion in the 
North, a privilege which is scarcely admissible. 

The prisoners wo hold are well fed and clothed, and there is no neces- 
sity for the interference of friends, but it is not so with Federal onicora 
and soldiers In rebel prisons; they must snn’er greatly for food and 
clothing, unless they are 8U])plicd by public or private contributions 
from tlie loyal States. 'J'o ac(;omplisli this very desirable end, I would 
respectfully suggest that General Butler be directed to in-oposp to Mr. 
Ould a reciprocity arrangement, viz, that the prisonevR hold by either 
party shall bo permitted to receive from imblic or jirivate sources 
within their respective lines, fo be forwarded via City Foint and some 
point to be agreed upon in the West, such articles of food iind clothing 
as may be necessary for tlio welfare of the prisoners. Should I, his 
proposition bo rolected, It may then be coiisubwed wlietlior for the 
sake of our sufl'ering ollicors and soldiers in rebel prisons il; will bo 
advisable to (ionsont to an agreement which gives the rebels so nmny 
advantages. 

I do not concur witli General Butler iii rccommoiiding that rebel 
prisoners be permitted to buy such clothing or other artieles, Ihinors 
excepted, as they may desire. Sucli a jirlvilogo would be attendiMl 
witli many inconveniences, besides enabling them to (it Ibemselves out 
with a serviceable outfit, for whicdi transportation would have to be 
furnished when they are sent South for exchange, and Hiero would be 
no corresponding advantage on our side, as our prisoners would find 
few similar articles in the Bicliinond markets within their roach. 

In tliis connection I beg leave to submit herewith two letters* from 
Colonel Ricliard.son, commanding Gamp Chase, suggesting the neces- 
sity of authorizing the sale of certain articles to prisoners of war, and 
also a list of articles which I had the honor some time since to rocoin- 
inoiid might lie sold at each jirisou station by a suitable ]K‘-i'son to be 
selected by the commanding ofTicer. The sale of these articles, I tliinlc, 
might be allowed without detriment to the service. 

I beg leave, also, to submit a copy of my letter to General Biillert 
to which his is a reply. T also inclose a communication bearing upon 
this subject received IVom Brigadior-Gonoral Bockwood since the fore- 
going was written.

Their meals Avill be served to them iii this Aving, 
and all eating impleinonts counted out and in to them daily, 'i'ho UukI- 
ers of this band are desi)erate men, capable of any crime. The disclo- 
sure of this plot was made by one of the baud, whoso life Avould bo in 
danger if Ids name or the fact of such a communieatiou Avas known. 
His conduct has heon very good thus far. If It holds gijod in the future 
I will take the liberty of i)rcsentiiig his case to you for eonsidoration.

Colonel: I have the lionor to report my arrival at this jdaco to- 
night. Your telegram of this date is received, and rejiort of inspection 
shall bo forwarded as soon as possible. I understand from the surgeon 
ill charge, whom I have already scoiij that, alMiough the smallpox is 
increasing in actual miinbor of cases, it i.s not at all increasing in viru- 
lence, a largo proportion of the present cases being Inirdly more than a 
severe form of varioloid. I am informed that work on the hospitals 
goes oil but slowly, the smallpox barracks being not yet completed. 
I shall remain hero, unless otherwise ordered, until these are com- 
pleted and every case of the di-sense removed from the prison pro]Kn’, 
leaving no reason for any further spread. This will probably bo about 
March 1 or 2. From hero I propose to go to Nashville, Tonn., where 
the smallpox is also prevailing} thonco tu Memphis, and then start on 
my return round.

through.” I will not take another chip out of you for miiny days here- 
after. In niy capacity aa special coiniiiiRsioncr, in which 1 luwo acted 
for many mouths (how faithfully Judge- Advocate L. 0. '.rumor can toll), 
I receive a great many applications from e^mscript deserters and i)ris- 
oners of war who pray for release. As they are strictly outside of the 
letter of my instructions, and hence of my jurisdiction, 1 can but hear 
and forward their complaints. As reapciits the former class they are 
unintentionally subjected to a grievous wrong in being imprisoned. 
'There are hniidreds at this and other camps who have encountered 
incouceivablo perils in avoiding and deserting the rebel service, and 
who have tbrsakon fathers, mothers, wives, and children rather than be 
enemies of our tiag and Union, and yet, after having sought our protec- 
tion, are east into and kept in prison. Bmdi men ought to bo crowned 
rather than degraded for their lioroism. If there is no testimony 
rebutting their declarations they arc entitled to the ordiinuy presump- 
tions of innocence, especially witli the fact of their having deserted 
being notorious and admitted. They are at lea.st entitled to an imme- 
diate oxaminatiou. I have again and again submitted this matter to 
the considoration of Miijor 'Turner. As to the captured prisoners of 
war this is my suggestion, that their applications for tho lienelltof this 
amnesty ])i'oclamatiou ought to bo subjocted to a rigid examination, 
and where the facilities of mail communication permit they ought to be 
required to produce tho testimony of loyal mou that they arc persons 
in good repute for voracity and integrity. In my experieiujo with 
political prisoners I have not found it uncertain or diOicnlt to test and 
detormino tho genuineness or falseness by a searching examination of 
their protenaiona and declarations. I would rather base my judgment 
upon tlio manner, appearance, mode, and circumstances of answers to 
interrogatories tliau upon any imagiiiabJo quantitj^ of certilicatea. I. 
have examined and reported upon over 1,200 cases within tho past 
flfteen months, and I have not, so far ns I can loarii, boon mistaken, in 
my conclusions in a single case whore I formed my judgmen t upon an 
examination of the prisoner under oath. This point .1. oaunot elaborate. 
Some method ought to be adopted for giving applicants tlio benollt of 
the amnesty or allegiance oath. As tho privilege is now granted it is 
neeeasnrily the fact that those who can command iiilluentiai friends by 
affection or otherwise have their cases jmeaented and obtain relief, while 
tho humbler and tho more nioritorions, who have been misled by the 
inllnentinl and de.sigiiing, remain in prison uncared for and luiprotooted. 
It is my opinion that this matter morita iirompt attention. .

General j f have learned — do not know as to the roliabilit)^ of niy 
information — that J. T. Staneol, Jesse Orcar, {ind Robert Waits, sol- 
diers belonging to tlio I'liird We.st Tennessee Cavalry, U. S. service, 
are now coiillnod at Atlanta, Ga., charged with belonging to the 0. B. 
Army, 

I would state that those men have been ibr a long time in the Federal 
Army, and are entitled to the same treatment as other prisoners of war. 
Of course I. would claim no right to retaliate for the punishment of 
dcsei'tera, who had actually been mustered into the Ooufederato Army 
and afterward deserted and Joined ours; but I. cannot agree that any 
wholesale conscription act can cover as deserters persons who escape 
into our lines and join onr service to avoid such conscription. Further, 
I w'ould claim that iiersoiis who have been personally notified to report 
at a certain place by a certain time for muster and afterward escaped 
to our service before obeying such siumnoua wmuld bo entitled to the 
protection of Govoriiinont against trial, or rather, I should say, puniah- 
ineiit a.s deserters if aftemvard captured. 

I believe, general, an examination into the case heroin referred to 
will show that they have never been sworn into the Ooufederato Army ; 
that their services to the Govemmout entitle them to the protection of 
that Govornineiit.

Tables should bo provided; tlie meals cooked 
by regular di^talls, served at regular hours, and no ni tielc of food oi 
drink allowed in the rooms. Personal cleanlineHS. — This slionld be 
rigidly enforeful. Every man on entering the prison slioiihl hav(i a 
bath, his hair cut close, and bo vaticinated, and afterward ho com- 
pelled to keep his body clean. More ample facilities for washing are 
needed. Sleeping Ininks. — The present sleeping bunks arc worn out, 
dirty, and Idled with vermin. Permanent bmik.s should be erected (of 
jdaned stock, that they may be washed) and placed at least three feet 
from the walls, and llie lower berth eighteen iuehes from the lloor. 
-Each nmu should ri.se at a curtain hour, take his bedding out to air, 
ami then ibid his blankets neatly and pile thejii at tlie head of his 
bunk. Suitable benches to sit on should bo provided and all use of 
tlio bunks in tlio <laytiino strictly forbidden. .Thicks for clothing. — 
Hacks should be bnilt, .so that each man maj^ have a place to keep Ids 
eUbcts, which should never bo allowed to be kept about his bed. 
•Police. — 'JHio doors should be scrubbed by hand (not lloodcd witli water 
as now) every day, and disinfectants freely used. The walls and ceil- 
ings should bo whitewashed at least once a month, ^\bller.— Tlie 
privies should bo arranged and a (iro-plng jdaced so that the vaults 
and .sowor.s can be Hooded every <lay. 

Tlio above suggestions embody tlio result of my immediate observa- 
tions. Eurtlier report will bo made when I shall liave e.^amined more 
minuioly the prison routine. I de.siro to add that the commander and 
ol'licers of the prison (rnmnir in these .snggestion.s, and are most anxious 
to aid in seimring some improvement in the sanitary condition of the 
prison.

It sinmid 
bo ready before that time, and would be were it not Ibr the dinieiilty 
of obtaining lumber. Within the prison inelomire neei^sHity of a 
suflicient system of drainage and privies is oven more evidmii; tlian at 
my former visit. By my direction portable siuk-boxe.s are being pre- 
pared for use until a better system is adopted. il'Iie old (ixeiivnted 
.sinks are already a nuisance. jNcimmpanying this 1 send ti. copy of 
Oaptaiu Reynolds’ letter to the (vbiartermuster-fbme.riil re.lal;i\’(\ to' the 
proposed ]>]an of water supply and sewerage. For several day.s ilnring 
the past week the entire camp has had to depend on the arte.sian well 
pump for its supply of water, tho supply pipe from tlie river having 
given out. The barracks are in admirable order and are being 
tlioronglily whitewashed. Tlio streets are being slowly polieml. In 
fact, everything is being done slowly. 1 lind it almoHt' impossible to 
infuse any degree of energy of action into any of the oClieeis with 
whom 1 have to deal. Oolonol Johii.son aiipeurs to possess a snlllejeney 
liiiihself, but dees not impart it to his subordinates. In this eomiee- 
tion, colonel, if it does not exceed my duty, allow nn.^ mosl; respeel-fnllv 
to .suggest that Oolonol Kincaid, Thirty-sovonth Iowa Volunteers, be 
niider no circumstances placed in command of this po.st. lie is iilto- 
gothcr too slow and easy, and bis ofileers and men appenr to have no 
idea of tho value of diseijiliiie. 

In view of the possible extension of tho prison barraeks, I Inivcs in 
company Avith tho commandant, selected a new burying-groiind on tlu^ 
soutiisuleof tho island and some distance east of the nest-ho.stutal, 
The present gr.ave-yard is very injudieiously located within about toi) 
yards ol tho prison iiiclosure, duo south, ami oijoupying ground wlii<;b 
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must bo iiiqhided in any considorablo extension of tbo prison, or at all 
events coming too near it for i>rn(1ence in a sanitary point of vie^^^ I 
tliink it will now bebut a short time before the smallpox will bo brought 
completely under contool. Until this is the case, however, it would be 
imprudent to send more prisoners here. I have suggested to the com- 
mandant the propriety of dividing off a number of barracks froju the 
prison at large, in which, when more prisoners do arrive, they may be 
kept in quarantine till it bo ascertained that uocoiitagion exists among 
them,

General: The water- works and sinks at Rock Island jn'ison bar- 
racks luivo been found by experience to bo inadequate. Heretofore no 
provision has been made for sewerage or systematic drainage. The 
prison has capacity for 12,000 men. TUo average number in prison ffoin 
the date of occupancy until now has been between 3,000 and 5,000. 
There are now 8,000 or 9,000 in prison. Already the twelve large sinks 
have been fllled and the privies removed three time.s. In the spring 
the camp will unavoidably be muddy and lUthy. In the summer the 
stench caused by oxcremeuts will bo insulferablo and will certainly 
ongeiuler disease. I have caused a primary survey to bo made of the 
ground, and after careful consideration I liavo the honor to respect- 
iully recommend tlie construction of water-works and sewerage upon 
the following plan, which has been examined by Col. A. J. Johnson, com- 
mandant of the prison, by Dr. A. M. Clark, acting medical inspector 
of prisoners of war, and by other competent persons, who agree that the 
work proposed is necessary and the plan adequate and as economical 
as any tliat will meet the indispensable requiromonts of the prison 
and garrison. Directly south of the 130-foot avenue and 200 feet dis- 
tant from the fence, the ridge running east and west in the rear of the 
prison is forty feet above the level of the river at low-water mark and 
ten and lll'tcon fe<‘t higher than any point where water will bo rerpiired. 
Upon this ridge it i.s ju’oposed to build a round reservoir of atone 150 
feet in diameter and ilftceii feet high, which is estimated to have'capao- 
ity for enough water to last 15,000 incu ten days at an allowance per 
day to each man of liftecn gallons for all purposes. Through the center 
of the ISO- foot avenue it is proposed to dig a sower leading into the 
river, and over which is to bo a line of double privic.s extending from 
the 90-foot avenue north to Avithiii thirty feet of the prison fouee. 
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The sower is to be snpplie<l with water Iroiii tlio ro.servoir, (iiid by 
means of: gates and levels throe or lour feet of water is to be kept 
standijig in the sewer to receive the oxcreiueuts, wliieli as often as 
necessary are to bo llnslied into the river. At the aoutli and upper 
end of the sewer are to bo the wash and bath houses for the wliole 
prison, having stationary tubs with drainage into tlio sower. The 
plan provides for siuTaoe drainage from the Icitcdions and into the 
main sowei’, so that all tlie 111th and offal of the prison i)asses through 
the sewer and into the river. Water for drinking and eulinary pur- 
poses is to be supplied the prison and post by lueana of (;ast-irou pipe 
and hydrants. The pipes from the reservoir to the 90-foot avenue to 
be 8 inches in diameter, and thence through the center of the 90-1'oot 
avenue, <L inohes in diameter. When the reservoir is full there will bo 
from 22 to Mi) feet head, which is suflieiont to force the water through 
dOO feet of Aug hose attached to liydrant and oxtiuguisli any ilre within 
the prison or barracks. The following is an estimate of the cfjsfc of 
the i)roposod improvomoiit: IflO foot U-iiicli cast-iron suction pipe, at 
$3 per linear foot, $‘180; 800 Ibcfc 8-incli cast-iron main sui)ply pipe, 
at |d.2o per linear foot, $3,400; 4,400 feet 4-ineh cast-iron sn])ply 
l)ipe, at $1.75, $7,700; 20 hydrants, at $40 cacli, $800; 1 Worthing- 
ton duplex pump (400 gallons per inimite), boiler, i&o., complete, 
$1,050; total, $14,030. Fifteen hundred perches masonry in reservoir, 
at $3.50 per perch, $5,260; concrete bottom and comontiiig face of inner 
wall, $1,000; 560 porches masonry in sower, at $2.50 i)Gr pereli, $1,275; 
total, $7,525. To be reduced two-thirds by rebel labor, tVie., to about 
$2,500. (Ti’and total, $10,530. 

It is proposed that tlio prisoners and troop.s iiuariy the stone, dig tlie 
trendies for pipe and sewer, tend the masons and do all tlio niamuil 
labor required. The stone can be (piarried on the island and hauled 
by Government teams. This will reduce the estimate for tlie reservoir 
and sewer by at least two-thirds as above given. If the (inartormaster- 
General and the Oommisaary-Geiioral of rrisoners of war agree, it is 
proposed that the privies, the wash and bath houses, and the supply of 
water for the rebel hospital (which is near the reservoir) bo oonstruetod 
at the expense of the pidson fund. The above estimate does not include 
the cost of the above work, which will probably amount to $5,001), 

It is believed that when bids arc received tlie cast-iron pipe can be 
furnished considerably lower than the estimate. I believe the whole 
expenditure of quartermast©i*’s funds will not exceed $17,000. The work 
may be done for $15,000. If the plan and reconuuondatlon are 
approved and the work ordered, I will immediately cause an accurate 
and detailed plan and estimate to bo made and forwarded for your 
approval. I am satisfied that such a plan of water-works, sewerage, 
and drainage is absolutely indispeiisablo, and believe the one submitted 
to bo adequate and as economical us can bo desired.

Sir; On the B^tli ultimo I laid the bojiorto address you in roferonco 
to a ttdogram from General Butler from Fort Monroe charging me with 
having made “gross misrepresentations” to you, I have now General 
Butler’s letter to yon of the lUtli ultimo, scarcely loss offensive in its 
reference to mo and wholly without warrant or excuse. If General 
Butler had even thought mo mistaken, he might have pointed out 
wimreiiilwasHo, aiidtheiilctthoimtiireofthemistakodetormmoits own 
(diarnctur ; but tliat he should descend to the use of his vulgar language 
in the gross acensation he lias dared to level agaiu.sfc me is wholly 
uiibeconiing his rank and position, though entirely in keeping with his 
pretty well-established character for iusolenco and impudent brutality. 

Tlio Honorable Secretary of War ciumot need the suggestions of any 
one to enable him to see the errors and the wrongs against the under- 
signed ill the letter of the 19th of February, now before mo. It is a 
suitable sequel to the telegram of the lOtU of the month, Having 
accused mo in his telegram of having made “ grosvs misrepresentations ” 
to you, he now accuses me of being “ not too ingenuous ” in my letter to

No vulgar love of newspaper notoriety tyrannizes over my dispoHition 
to iinpeue it;s notion in behalf of suflering humanity. No man in thi.s 
nation has more sympathy for the suiferiugs of Union peoj)lo in Rioli- 
moiul, both civilians and soldiers, than myself, and no man more deeply 
aments (ho crnol and barbarous policy of the Kichmoiid authorities in 
Uie treatment ol the prisoners who have unhappily fallen into their 
liands, by which miserable and disgraceful policy they hope so to dis- 
tress our people tlirough the noble.st of sympathies as to force upon tiic 
( jovoriimeiit some action for the advantage of the political seouiulrols 
who have got up this horrible rebellion. 

(lenoral llutler himself will recollect that when tlie subject of his 
position as agent was spoken of in the War Odice, in the presence of tlie 
l.*i-eaident, the Secretary of AVar, and the Geiieral-iu-Olncf, after it 
bocanie Iviiown that the rebel authorities had given notice that they 
wiailtl do no lmsiiies.s with him, and that a flag of truce even should not 
protect him, I then expressed the opinion that the rebels could not bo 
allowed to say who should or should not bo appointed to execute the 
duties of the (rovernment. It is true that there was no question made 
oil this ])oint, but I have a right to refer to my frank declaration at that 
time to show General Butler the enormity be commits when ho pre- 
sumes, oven BO remotely, to intimate a disposition on my part to inter- 
fere with any proper execution of his duties as an cxelniiigo agent oiit 
of a (losiio to see my name in connection with them, 1 advised his 
appoiiitmoiit ns agent in the first place in the hope of carrying relief to 
our prisoners in Nichmoud. When I gave thoopinion that he ought to 
be sustained ns the agent .1 was moved by a consideration of the respect 
due to tlie Govoriiment, but with a hope that the obstacles to his inteJ- 
eourse with the enemy under (lag of Irneo might bo overcome. In 
neither case, nor at any time, have I had in view any regard to its effect 
upon my name or notoriety. 

But (lie obstacles voferrod to have not yet been overcome, and now I 
do not hesitate to express my deep regret that Geiioral Butler was ever 
appointed tlie agent of exchange, for tlio diftlcultlcs of an advantageous 
intevcoursoM'ith tlio enemy on tliosubjcctof cxcluingo have been greatly 
iuci’eased, and whilst his appointmoiit has, to a considerable ox(,ent, 
come to he felt in the eonntry ns an embarrassment, some of our pris- 
oners in Bielimond are writing letters of complaint, ns if our Govern- 
mont, in the appointiuent of General Butler, a man known to bo so 
oirensive to the rebel authorities, had willfully (lisrogarded the interests 
<if tlie prisoiiors. The evidence of this latter fact is in my own hands, 
furnished from Libby Prison through the Governor of Wisconsin, and 
can be produced whenever ncco.ssary. Assuredly, in this state of facts, 
General Butler cannot inixmtc to ray intorference from personal motives 
hi.s want of success in the duty ho so earnestly sought, assuring the 
Department as ho did that, if permitted, ho could ell'eot the release of 
all of our prisoners in llichmoml, casting unworthy imputations upon 
Ins predecessor, General Mereditli, a most amiable and honorable gen- 
tloman, for no other pnrxioso but to have him removed out of his way. 

But I pass by the further consideration of those points and beg to 
reler the attention of the Honorable Secretary of War to the presence, 
in General Butler’s coinimuiicatioii of the 19th ultimo, of a letter pur- 
porting to bo from Mr. Quid, the rebel agent of exchange, addressed to 
inysolf.

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OukVs letter ostensibly to me, but clesigued for General Butler’s 
action, was thus artfully written in order to alford a seeming excuse

.asoii v/hy General Butler and Mr. Quid should not reconuiicnce the 
ntcrriiptod system of declarations of exchange; and then Jlr. Oukl, as 
lie was but acting in the due course of biusiiiess, proceeds to “ notify” 
nie— ttiiit IS General Butler, ostensibly througli me, to whom the letter 
s addre.ssed—that he, jMr. Quid, will on the 1st of Pebruary declare 
exciiaiigefi all Confederate prisoners received at City Point up to a 
ceiiain tlate, and concludes by giving permission to General Butler to 
nuiitii a similar declaration, .Avhich he iiiakes accordingly, and this i.s 
tiie declaration which General Butler now insists is in all respects in 
courormity with custom, right and proper. 

lint tlio (leclaratiou in j|nestion has not a single feature in it in con- 
formity with usage. It is not founded upon an authovi/'cd agreement 
between tlio res|)eotivo agents of exchange, nor upon any publiciv 
known agrcGuient whatever. It stands upon imc.vvarte letter from 
Mr. Cuid, addressed to myself, and which fell into the hands of General 
Jjutlor, who has pro.suinod to act upon it without any authority what- 
ever, and the Jotter itself shows upon its face that Mr. Ould assumed 
to emitrol and decide upon tlio whole matter of oxidiange himself, not 
u*'* with any one on the subject. Ho condescend.? to 

notily me, or General iiutler, througli mo, that at a certain time lie 
no will make a certain declaration, and then tolls General Butler tliat 
no can do the same. Ho invites no (mnforenco, ho asks no consent, but 
lio (loolavos what it is his iiurposo to do, leaving General Butler no 
0 ])tioii III the case. 

H tills i.s tlie way to do business of this sort between bolligorouts I 
have yet to be iu.structed in some of tlic jilaiuest dictates of the morals 
ot war iiiid must learn anew what constitutes the dignity of an agent 
acting m the name of lii.s Government in behalf of interests of very 
groat inipoi'tanco, put in jeopardy by a man of unscruiiulous and vigi- 
lant activity on tlie other side. 

(loneral llutlor appond.s to his letter several declarations of exchange 
annouiicod by the W ar Department by orders signed by the Adjutant- 
(icueral of the Army, and ho chuni.s that his declaration i.s precisely in k 
the same language and pleads this as a jnstiilcation in issuing liis m 
department order on a similar .subject. 15e.sides that, tliis does not 
touch the real objections to his proceedings; ho might ns well use the 
preeiso language of a proclamation of the President and then claim the 
right to issue a proclamation to the whole country, dated at his local 
headquarters. 

Mr. Oiikl maintains his cliaractor tor disingenuous diplomacy through- 
out the whole transaction. Alter giving to General Butler a notiflea- 
tioii ot what ho lias determined ho will do with regard to declaring 
oxchaiiged all prisoners received by him at Gity Ikiiiit, having inveigled

When 1 first heard of this accusation, it was so entirely unexpected 
and so absolutely undeserved that 1 did not realize its enormity, and I 
thought it could not, us 1 intended it should not, mislead mo into any 
(loparture from official courtesy in any notice I might be refiuireil to 
make ol it. If I have departed iu some degree from the rule I had pro- 
posed to myself, tlie binding obligations of which I admit in general, I 
rospectfully ask the indulgence of the Honorable Secretary, through 
whom I am compelled to transmit this letter, in the writing of whicli I 
am foriicd to admit that iny contact with General Butler iu tlio brief 
iiiLercourso I have had with him has deeply impressed upon me the 
ancient truth, that ‘‘evil communications corrupt good maiiucrs,”

^ Bill: Your report of the lat instant of a further inspection of the 
Ivoek Island depot and apprising mo of your expected departure for 
Cliicago is received, and J. have to-day directed you by telegraph to 
remain at Cliloago till you hoar from mo by mail. I do not understand 
IVom your report exactly the condition of the hospital buildings at the 
dejiot, You report that you have six buildings occupied as a post-hos- 
pital and that you have just succeeded in getting all the smallpox 
(iiises out of the prison yard. Ton of the prison barracks are occupied 
i‘or hospital purpoaoa and the sick aro doing well. Yon then add, the 
prison hospital is well under way and will perhaps be oonatruoted in 
six weeks. Prom tliis it appears that in addition to the six buildings 
put up to accoinmodato the smallpox patients, nn entirely iiulopondont 
hospital is being built. It scorns to me that there has scarcely been 
economy consulted in this aiTangomont. On the contrary, it lias the 
api JoaraiKiO of very groat extravagance. The extreme necessity for 
large hospital accommodation which existed on your arrival at Kock 
iHland rcipdrcid prompt and edloiont measures to be put in force, but 
only to meet tlio omcj‘goncy, and such measures being taken led to the 
lU'csimt state of tilings which will servo very well till the emergency 
passes away, and then there will bo little absolute necessity for the 
oxtenslvo hospital now in course of construction. Your former report 
was not very explicit on those points and I did not understand the real 
chavactorof tliOM'ork goingon. Myinstruotionsof the 28th of Decem- 
ber, a copy of which I inclose,* urged upon you to consult economy as 
far as practicable, romiiuling you that the prison camps were of a tem- 
porary oliaractor and that all additions and improvements must be 
conllnod to such as wer6 absolutely necessary, made so by humane 
cdiisidorations, and all works ordered by you must be such as could 
readily bo mot by the prison fund. lu order that I may fully understand 
the iiospital arrangomonts at the depot in use and in progress, I wish 
you to return tlioro and make mo a detailed report of all the buildings 
HO occupied, and what the necessity is for the completion of all the 
buildingB now in progress. It is not desirable that any of the sick but 
those liaving contagious diseases should bo outside the prison yard, 
iHul it was thoreforo blio original design of the prison that certain of the 
bulhllngs inside should bo littod up as a hospital. The facilities for 
escaping B’oiu a hospital outside the yiu’d aro very groat and it would 
necessarily rofiuiro an inclosuro of its own. The question as to the 
location of tlie Iiospital is one of course which should only bo decided 
with the conourronco of the commanding olhcor, and I presume in this 
case Colonel Ooliiison has selected or concurred in the selection of the 
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site. Ill making yonr report confer witli Colonel Joliiisoii .so that 1 may 
have the advantage of your Joint views. Can the work stop where it 
is and all'ord accommodations enough for the ordinary wants of the 
depot with 10,000 prisoners present; and what will be tlio cost ? What 
will ho the cost when completed on the original plan"?

Colonel: I have the honor to report that I left Eock Island for this 
place on the evening of the 4th instant, .hist bolbi'e I left Bnrg. W. 
Watson, U. S. Volunteers, reported lor duty, relieving Assistant-Sur- 
geon Moxloy as post surgeon. 1 repeated to him the iiistruetions which 
1 had previously given to Hoctor Moxlcy. All was going well at the 
depot. The smallpox was diminishing in virulence. If this continues 
to be the case, as it certainly sliould, it will, I think, bo perfectly safe to 
send more prisoners hero in about ton days’ time. Tlio oarponters 
promise that the hospital shall be ready for occupation in from fourteen 
to tAvouty-four days, according to the rapidity with wliich lumber is 
furnished. The frame- work is already partially up. 'J’ho Avork of remov- 
ing the gravo-yaid has been commenced. I forwarded my report from 
Book Island on the 1st instant. On arriving at this place I made 
inquiry as to the damage done at Camp Ilouglaa by the lire on the 27th 
of l^obruary. I find that no part of tho i>rison proper Avas injured, 
excepting that tho old chapel building, iioav tmed for prison }io.spital pur- 
poses, was somewhat scorched. A roAvof old garrison barracks on the 
south line of the oast square was tho only property dc'stroyed. This 
sliOAVs strongly tho necessity of proper provision being made for the 
oxtinguiahiiig of lire, Avhicli is not at presoiit providral for. Tho now 
prison hospital is rapidly approaching completion, and Avill probably bo 
ready for occupation in about ton days. Tliero is no smallpox at this 
depot. As tho date of my last report was so recent and as tliero aro no 
material changes to bo made in it at present, 1 defer making a detailed 
report until my return visit. I n view of tho dinionlty of rcaohing Nash- 
Aullo from Memphis, Toiin., it being necessary to go around via Oairo, I 
liavo somoAA’hat changed my proposed route. I leave here to-night for 
Nashville, Ada Louisville, and tlienco to Memphis. I muloratand that 
smallpox is prevalent among tho prisonors of war at Nashville. 1 shall 
inquire at tho oflloe of tho provost-marshal at each point for eoinmuni- 
cations from your oftlco.

It was fully ostabiislied that on the day 
ho killed General McCook, Gurley and the men under him weri.i < vossed 
in oitizons’ clothes. As to the oliavactoi ol the orgimziation, (Ji ptaiii 
Brooke tostilles that during tlio twelve clays wdiile he was a prisoner 
in their hands ho saw men join this band of rangers, and t m only lorin 
of enlistment ho observed was that men wmihl be told “go and get 
your giiu and oomo along.” He also states that men wotihl leave ciiiiip 
at nigmt and go, as ho supposed, to their homes, returning in the niorii- 
ing, and that in a conversation with the acciisoil and another rebel 
ofllcer, Oantain Hambriek, the latter remarked that (nivley und tlu^ 
moil under him received no pay, subsisted themselves, and reported to 
no one, and the accused oxiircsscd no dissent from this Htateinent. 

On the part of the defense it was proved that the accnseil enlisted 
in September, 1801, in a regiment of cavalry Itiiown as Kelley 1 roopors, 
audthatiiiMay, 1802, his name was dropped (Vom the riills, and ho

Gentry, who was a member of the rebel aoiigro.S8 in lHOM, tcstilled tha t 
a law was passed in April of that year authorizing tlie organization of 
bands of iiartisati rangers, the ofllcors to bo appointed by the .1 ’resident 
and the men to receive the same pay and alloivaneos us otlier soldiors 
in the rebel service, and in addition bo paid tlio full value of any arms 
and munitions of war they captnrod and turnocl over toiiuartermustors. 
The law will be found set forth in full in tho printed eopy of tlio argu- 
ment of the prisoner’s counsel. Lioutonant King, a rebel olheor belong- 
ing to the h'oiirtli Alabama ^Begimonb, to which tlio accused wdtli his 
company was attached in Novoiiiber, 1802, stated that Guvloy drew pay

But waiving the nues- 
tion as to whether Gurley was a soldier or ofitcer, or not, there still 
remaiiiH aunlciciit proof of criminality in his killing of General McCook 
to warrant the lindiiig and, justify thesonteuco pronounced by the court, 
llio law applioablo to the case is laid down in Hallock’s International 
haw, page '120, soptiou 2. Kofernng to general rights of war as to 
oiKuny’s person, and to the limitation of the right to take life, it is held

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Genei’^il McCook was unarmed j the waj^oii in wbicli lie was riding 
was fast against a bank by the roadside; he had just risen from the 
bed on which he was being ‘transported, and with nothing on him but 
his shirt and drawers, stood with his hands raised above liis head in the 
full view of the prisoner when ho lired the shot which caused the death. 
Wlint more emphatic and obvious signal of an utterly defenseless and 
lielliless condition and of miqualified surrender could be made? The 
claim that the prisoner did not discover these signals and did not 
know that General MeOook had surrendered probably received the due 
consideration of the court. There was no evidence which supports or 
admits this claim. The sjiirit wliieh possessed Gurley and which actu- 
ated him on that day is shown by the testimony of the man Aug and 
Captain Bronke. Ang swears that after firing at him and seeing 
him lying on the ground, lie cried out to his followers, “There lie lies; 
kill him,” and rode on at ;i rapid rate. A few hundred feet in advance 
ol‘ Aug was General McCook, in hi.s anibuhinoe, standing ii]) as 
described, and Captain Brooke testifies that be lieard no order to halt, 
hut heard something about “Yankee son.s of bitches;” and Gurley, 
after having fired three shots, the last being the fatal one, passed by at 
full speed without stopping to learn Who he had shot or who liad 
surrendered. 

The conclusion is unavoidable that Gnrloy had no thought of captur- 
ing ])riaonei‘s, but was dcteriniuod on nothing loss than talLuig life. 
General Thomas, in his indorsement recommonding mitigation on 
account of the peculiar circumstances of tlie case and the previous sub- 
sequent good character of Gurlej^ does not express an oj^inion that the 
act was Justified, but Beemod to regard it as extenuate(l. The proof of 
geueml good character consists in the expressed opinions of men who 
were acquainted with Gurley and believed him to possess an amiable 
disposition and capable of doing kindness to those ()p])0S0d to him.^ 
Such testimonials are without weight in a case of this characstor, If 
the killing of General McCook was justifiable, Gurley should not bo 
punished. If it was unlawful, he not having been punished by hio own 
authorities before bis capture, according to the well-established laws 
of war, remains answerable for his crime and should sull’er the full 
penalty provided in such cases. The law npoji this point is stattnl in 
paragraph fiO, Goneriil Orders, No. 100, dated April 2d, 1803, In these 
words: 

A pviaoiior of war remains nnswornlilo for Ills orimoa comniittod' against tlio cap- 
tor’s army or poopJe, committccl Uefove ho was oupturod, ami lor which ho has not 
hoon puiiishod by his own nnthoritios. 

The court had all the facts siibinitted for their consideration, and the 
law was fully and ably discussed by the ooimsol for the prisoner and 
the Judge-advocate. It was decided that the crime was murder, and 
that the death penalty was merited, and no reasons are iirosented by a 
review of the trial why the judgment of the court should not bo con- 
firmed. Transmitted with the record ave several letters purporting to 
he from rebel officers, forwarded to Major-General Grant, which will be 
found inclosed herewith. They are as follows: First, a letter Irom a 
per.soii who signs himself I/ieiiteiiaut-Oolonol Hambrick, in wbioli it is 
stated that Gurley was autlioriiscd by Kirby Smith to raise a company 
to operate in the vicinity of Madison Oounty, Ala., and that on the 
occasion of Genei*al McCook’s death lie luul reported to him (Mam- 
brick), and was with him when General McCook’s party Avas attacked, 
and that a volley was fired because he (General McCook) would not halt 
when ordered; that ho had not auiTeudorod when shot, and that he 
(Hambrick) and Gurley did not know the man riding in the ambulance.

prisoiiors of war from this camp, as alluded to in my report of Pebruaiy 
t5!>, 18(14. Prom inforiuathm received (Voiu i»ri.soners since the above 
oeciuToiice, I am sutislled that two of tho iiiunbcr escniicd by scaling 
the feiieo about the 3d of that mouth, the tunnel reported not having 
boon completed uiitilthc night of tlielOth. Tho sixteen roiiminingpris- 
onors escaped, part of tUcin early on tlie night of tho 10th, and the 
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remaindor about daybreak on the morning; of the lltli, two oC wliom 
were recaptiii'od. The tunnel bad been opened beneath a bmik in tlio 
east end of Ibirraek (I, and bad escaped tbe observation oC the iiiM|)(ud;- 
ing oflieGr, the prisoners having concealed it by replacing and nailing 
down tbe boards immediately over it oacb day. I'lie outlet of tlie tun- 
nel was under the guard walk and concealed (Voin the sentinel by it. 
The prison barracks are (;arefiilly insi)ected eac.b day by an ofllcjor espe- 
cially charged with that duty, and as an additional precaution a. patnd is 
constantly on duty during the night to see that the piasoners retire to 
their quarters at the proper lionr and that nothing of an unusual e.har* 
acter occurs. The tuunel in que.stiou was about eleven I'eet in length, 
and from information since, received was several weeks in {loustrue.tion, 
.the dirt from it being carefully conveyed in biujket-s mixed witli ashes 
from the stoves and the sweepings frojii the doors of tluMr (piartcM’S while 
l)olicing each morning. I would respectfully state that siiua*, tln^ iil)ovo 
oecurrence four similar attempts at tunneling have been itnido in dif- 
ferent localities of the prison, each of which was unsuccessful.

Colonel : I have the honor to make the following report of iiispeo- 
tipii of the penitentiary and tlie several hosiiitals at this post where 
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prisoTiera of -war su'e detained. Prisoners on arriving from the front 
are placed in tlie east wing and main building of the State peniten- 
tiary, but are rarely detained at this po.st for more than twenty-four 
lionrs, being as quickly as xjractieablo transferred to Louisville, Ky., 
unless sufficiently ill to require hospital treatnient. One dillicnlty 
obtains here, wliicli I have not mot with elsewhere. The pointentiary 
is used as a general guard-house for the district, all prisoners being 
crowded in together withonb distinction of class, excepting that the 
west wing is devoted to civil prisoners only. Kotwitlistaiiding this 
general mixture, and the constant changing of prisoners, the prison 
quarters arc kept in a very fair condition of police, though much in 
need of a coat of whitewash throngliont. The cooking ai'raugoinents 
are somewhat contracted, yet are snnicient for their inirpose, pris- 
oners being furnished with cooked mtioiis during tlioir stay. The 
cooking is done by contrabands. Jfo prison fund is established, 
rations being only drawn for prisoners as they arrive and for one 
day at a time. The sinks are in the prison -yard, and are alto- 
gether inadequate in acconimodalion, and hi a niisoriiblo state of 
police. Q’he sink consists of ono box, about 12 by 3 by 3 feet in 
dimensions, with four half casks for use a.s urinals. These are 
supposed to 1)6 cleansed daily, but such is bj' no means the ca.se. 

I found them full to overflowing and exceedingly offensive. There 
were at the time of niy inspection but two prisoners of M'ar retaineil 
hero, both under charge of murder, and. ono political prisoner, also 
under charges. There wore present, and wore received during tlio 
month of Fobruary, 913 prisoners, 78-1 of whom wore i)ri8oners of war, 

1 poHtienl prisoner, and 127 civilians. All the prisoiior.s of war (witli 
the Gxceptiou of those above-mentioned— 77 sick, M died, 3 released, 
and 6 escaped) have been transferred to Loui.sville, Ky. Of citizens 
there were remaining February 29 76, of whom 8 wei’o in lio.spitnl. A 
medical officer visits the prison daily, and such prisoners as require 
hospital treatiuout are transferred to one or other of the U. S. Arnjy 
general hospitals at the post. March .12 I found 01 prisoners, fiO of 
wlioin wore prisoiiera of war, sick in U. S. Army General Hospital No. 
1, In charge of Surg. 0. W. .llornor, TJ. 8. Volunteers. 

Those priaoners occux>y a ward in tlic upper story of the ho.spital 
building, which was formerly used ns a gun factory and which is very 
well adapted to its purpose. The prisoners’ ward is 170 by 15 by 1 
feet hi dimensioms and will accomiuoilate 153 beds. It is very wa. 
voiitilatod from the roof and by .side and end windows. The patient 
are clean, well clad, and well cared for, and the ward and fiirnituro in 
good order and xiolico. Tlie i)risonora are not, however, ijroiieriy 
i-soluted from the general lio.spltal patients. A divstinct record and 
report of tliGin is made, but all supplies are obtained and issued from 
the general hospital supply. No distinct prison hospital fund is kept. 
Iho January monthly rexiort of prisoners of war and oitiKons sick in 
this hospital is as follows: Aggregate sick, 137; died, 23; returned to 
prison, 12; sent to pest-house, 12: remaining, 60.' Perceiitago of deaths 
to aggregate sick, .1079. 

February report: Aggregate sick, 141; died, 15; returned to prison, 
02; sent to iieat-lioiise, 3} remaining, 71 . Porccutago of deaths to aggro- ' 
gute sick, .1004. At present under treatment— prisoners of war, 56: 
civilians, 8. Every xirisonor is vaccinated on his entrance into the 
hospital. Ill Hospital No. 3 I found 12 xmsoiicrs. This liospital is 
Jocated on the publio square and consists of 'two largo warehouses not 
at all well adapted to this purpose. ,lt is iiiidor the charge of Surgeon 
luruey, U.S. \ olnnteors. 'I’he prisoners occupy a portion of a ward 
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ill the fourth story. Tboy bear cvidenoft of bciny: woll Oiirod lor. in 
all respiiots tlie same remarks made (loneeriiiiig' Ilospitiil No. 1 
apply to this ho.si)ltal also. As the ])risoiiers’ will’d in llo.spital 
No. 1 is aiilHcieiitly large to accommodate any numbor of jirisonors 
who may rccjinro hospital treatment 1 have reipiested the aM.si.slant 
provosb-marshal-goiteral to direct that lienccforth all such prisonoi'.s bo 
.sent to rro.spital No. 1, instead of being scattered about the ci(;y, oxcojit- 
iiig such as may require to bo sent to the pest-lioime. 'I'lio post-house 
is located about a Jiiile west of the city. It is a camp liosiiital con- 
sisting mainly of hospital tents. It i.s v'ery well aiTaiiged ami is iinilor 
the charge of Acting Assistant Burgeon France, '.riiero are now 
twenty-two prisnner.s of war and citizen.s at this ho.spital, or rather. ai e 
supposed to be liore, foriio reliable register is kept. 'IMiere i.s no guard 
and the prisoner.s are scattered among the other patients instead of 
Ireiiig collected together in one ward. The .surgeon in cliarge states 
that ho i.s not certain but that some of the pi'Lsonors have escaped, as he 
i.s unprovided witli a gnard; that lie has applied to the liommandant of 
the post for such guard, and in reply was instructed to employ his con- 
valescents as a guard, but that he has not done so because he has uo 
convalescents whom ho considers lib for snob duty, and moreover, luis 
no arms for them, l ie also states that a Tnajjority of the above jn ison- 
ors are convalescents and lit to be returned to the assistant provost- 
nnir.shal, bub that ho has no clothing wherewith to furnish tlioin before 
their return. I liavo rc«|ue.sted Captain Goodwin to see that these 
men are provided with tlio necessary clothing. This hospital is well 
organized but very loosely conducted. 

The following report i.s all that I could ascertain from the hospital 
books : January, 18<>i—ca.sc.s admitted, 27 ; deaths, 0. February, :i,8(M — 
eases admitted, -t; deatlus, 3. March, 18(M, to 12th instant — cases 
admitted, dj deaths, 1; total cases admitted, Jlj deatlis, 10; i)ei’eent- 
age, .3251). 

There are between «S00 ami 000 cases of the disease in this hospital, 
consisting of troops, civilians, and contraband.s. I would suggest that 
a di.stiMeD prison hospital bo organized at this post. I do not think that 
asepavato building is necessary, 'fho ward at present used for the 
purpose in Hospital No. 1 might be continued, but as a distinct liosjjital, 
though it might remain under the charge of the same surgeon. This 
would enable tlie establish men b of a distinct hospital fund from which 
the prisoners could bo supplied. At present they receive, in all res])e( 5 ts, 
the same treatment as do our own sick smd wounded. Shonhl you think 
proper to direct tliis to be done, I will elVeist it on mj’^ return liore.

Sir: I have the lumorA'ery respectfully to submit the following mat- 
ter for your consideration: Under the authority placed iu my hands 
by Oeneral Orders, Ho. 07, of June, 1802, 1 have created at the several 
prison stations, by the savings of rations, large prison funds, amount- 
ing, after paying many necessary expenses connected with the welfare 
of i)ri.sonors, to not leas than $135,2G2.35 on hand at the present time, 
In the latter ])art of Decembor I ordered Surg. A. M. Clark, who is 
ae.tiiig as medical inspector of prisoners, to visit the prison cjimps in 
the West, and gave him autliority, where ho found it necessary, to 
order additional hospital accommodations and to have them paid for 
out of the prison fund, giving him at the aanio time juirticular iustruo- 
tioiia to order notliing that was not absolutely necessary, or tlmt would 
load to much expense. These instructions were given verbally and in 
writing. Oil roaohiug liock Island, about the 1st of February, Surgeon 
Clark found the smallpox prevailing to a very serious extent, and 
immediately ordered a largo hospital to bo built, wliieli ho reported to 
mo, but not in a way to give mo a clear idea of its cliaractor. The 
buildings, as ho suggested, wore to bo paid lor in part by the quartor- 
maatcr’s dopartniont, and in part by the prison fund, to cost, as 1 under- 
stood, $1,800, which, considering the emergency of the case, I did not 
tliink excessive, though it was much more than his iuatruotions contem- 
plated. iVbout the same time a communication from the quartermaster 
at the depot v'aa jirescnted to the Quartermastor-Oeiieral, recommoiul- 
ing an increase of tlio hospitals for the guard ami the prisoners, which 
paper passed tlirongh my hands and the aiirgoon-Gonoral’s, apjjrovcd, 
and I was of the impression that all bad been ordered by the 
Qiiartermasloi’-Cenorni. A few days since I learned that the hospital 
ordered by Surgeon Clark was to co.stS 18,000 instead of 81,8(10. I was 
very greatly surprised at this discovery, for I had looked upon the last 
sum named as quite sntllcicnt for the purpose, and I took iminodiato 
measures to put a atop to an outlay Avhich T deemed in groat part 
mmocossn-ry. On iiirther inquiry at the (iuartermiister-fleneraPa oMce, 
1 learned that the lio.spital for the prisoners had not been ordered, as 
1 had previously understood, and I have given the commaiicliiig oillcer 
orders to stop the Avork as far as practicable until ho receives further 
orders. The prison fund at the depot increases rapidly and can bear 
tlie expense, but it has been my desire as Avell as my duty to authorize 
uo disbuiAsemeut from it that was not indispensable. I deem it my 
duty to invite attention to this exiiensive measure, Avhich is against iny 
judgment and Avithout my aqiprobation. This much may bo said iu its 
favor: The buildings are on public ground, wboro they may be appro- 
liriatcd to public purpo.sos. TheyAvill be useful during the Avar for

prisoHGi'S or as barracks, and they "will vacate the barraelcs now occu- 
pied by tlio prisoners as hospitals, which will aocoininodato ;l.,2()() inon.

Brigadier-General Winder: 

Genisral: Tlie coinmnnication of Messrs. William W. Newimin, of 
the Virginia Senate, and Samuel A. Miller, of the House of Iie])roseiita- 
tives, asking the release of Shaw, sheriff of Putnam County, Va., 
under the revolutionary government of Western Virginia, has been most 
respectfully considered. The policy of the Government in matters of 
this description has been adopted after mature consideration. It can- 
not recognize the right or the power of the enemy to coerce us into 
terms by the arrest of non-combatant private citizens. This mode of 
warfare seems peculiarly acceptable to them and if tolerated must be 
prosecuted on our part upon very unequal terms. In t)io interests of 
our citizens, unfortunately beyond the i)alo of protoctioii by our armed 
forces, we cannot i^ormit ourselves to be seduced into oven a <]uasi rocog- 
nitiou of suoli arrests as legitimate acta of war, and you will therefore 
advise Messrs. Nowinau and Miller that 1 am constrained to decline 
authorizing the release of Shaw for the reasons sot out in tlieir cum- 
municatlon.

General: In obedience to orders the midersigned liavo ina))octod 
the lio.spitals used for sick and wounded j)ri80iiers of war attached to 
the military prison.s of this city, and beg leave respectfuily to submit 
tbo lollowing report: 

Tlio buildings are three in number, each of brick and tlireo .storio.s 
above ground. One is situated at the corner of Twenty-lifth and 
Carey streets, one at the corner of Main and Twenty-sixth strct'.ts, and 
the other at the corner of Pranklin and Twonty-iifth .streets. The last 
two seem to be well ada]>ted for the purpose designed, being well ven- 
tilated and easily kept clean, but the llrst, possessing neither of these 
conditions, is wholly unsuitable. TJic three bnilding.s can accommo- 
date comfortably about 500 patients, alloAving 800 cubic feet per man. 
On the 11th instant there wore present in hospital 1,127 .sick and 
wounded. Tiie wards contain, therefore, more than twice the number 
pre.scribed by orders; and such is their crowded condition that in some 
instances two patients were found on a single bunk.

W. r. liicluirdson, commanding Camp Oliase, of the shooting of Jive 
prisoners by tlie guard at that camp. 

Oil the loth of January, as soon as I heard of these tran.saetioiis, I 
called on Colonel Wallace, commandiug Oamp Chase, for a I'ull report 
ot the several eases, which wa.s received January2r>, but being unsat- 
isfactory, as coming from subordinate oineors, and not going sulUciently 
into details, 1 directed liim to investigate the eases billy mid report all 
the particulars in Ids own naino. Ho wa.s relieved from command ot 
the camp before the order could be executed and the duty has boon per- 
formed by Colonel liicbardsoii, the pre-sont commander. The apprehou- 
sioiis whicii prevailed at the time of a revolt of the prisoners iiistiJled 
a niore tluiii usual severity in enforcing orders by the guard, and three 
ot Mie case.s seem to have sumcient .iustification; but 'in the two cases 
where the sentinel bred into the baiTaoks in consoquenco of a liglit in 
tlie .stove, the circumstances were not such as to justify such harsh 
mea.smcs, though the sentinels seem only to have obeyed their ovder.s 
rhe most censurable feature in these several cases is the fact that a 
pri.soiier, Henry Hnpiuan, who was wounded about b o’clock in the 
evomiig, was suffered to lie iu hi.s bed bleeding for lialf an hour before 
permi.ssion urns given to burn a candle, while bis mess mates bound up 
the wound, and thou it was 11 o’clock the next morning before the sur- 
geon in charge dressed his wounds.

Umlor these instructions the tirst case of aUootiii^j that oeeiirred was 
thatof Samuel Leiidey,private, Company A, Nineteenth V irginaCavairy, 
on the night of the 17tb of September, Idlilh It appear.s (hat (lie suilc 
was distant from the wall some six or eight feet, ami that the prisoner, 
for some reason unexplained and against the warning ol (lie senlinel, 
continued to attempt to go behind the sink, bctwce.n it am) tlie prison 
wall, was fired upon and killed. The allidavit ol .bieulenaiii) Ivebei, 
Eighty-eighth Ohio yoluntoers, ollicer of the guard at the time of tins 

occurrence, gives the facta in detail. 

On the uightof November 5, 1803, Private Wiibam L. Fopih ( lomimny 
A, Ninth Tennessee Cavalry, was fired upon by a sentinel on tbo ))arii- 
pot and killed. The prisoner came within a few fi-et ol’ the wall, was 
challenged by tlio sentinel and ordered away, but coiillnued l o lulviiime 
and was fired upon ami killed. The seiitlnel’H mime was I’riviite M. 
Wilson, Fifteenth Uegimentlnvalid Corps, now at Camp I imiglns, iienv 
Oliioago, 111. Ilia allidavit, together with that of Lieut. 1. H. il'nylor, 
of Oompaiiy B, Fifteenth Kcgimcnt Invalid Corps, giving (;lie par- 
ticulara of the affair, accompanies tlii.s report. 

Hamilton McCarroll, private, Company B, Welckm-’H TennesMee cav- 
alry, was killed by a shot fired by a sentinel on the parapet named 
John W. 'White, FiCl;eenth liegimont Invalid Corps, and now stationed 
at Camp Douglas, Chicago, 111., on the night of the Kith of November, 
1863. Said sentinel in the after part of tbo night observed a liglit in 
one of the buildings occupied by the prisoner.s, and in obedieiiee to his 
instructiona he ordered it to bo extinguished, which order not being 
complied with, he fired into the building, the ball pas.sing through the 
door and striking McGavroll, killing him instantly. The nflldavitM of 
the sentinel and those of Capt. H. VV. .Franei.H, Ideut. B. L. Ilammon, 
and Bergt. Christopher Fox give the particulars in greater detail. 
Henry Huiiman, xirivate, Company C, Twoutieth Virginia Oiivulry, on 
the night of 10th of December, 18(»3, was wounded in. the arm by a sliot 
fired by a seiitiiiel on the parajict named Prank Alien, privale, 'twelfth 
llegiment Ohio Volunteer Cavalry. 

This ca.se i.s .sinillnr to the la.st one, the scntluol firing into the build- 
ing because ho saw a light, whieli.was not put out at lii.s warning, the 
ball .striking the prisoner, inllieting a aevoro wound in the arm, and 
of which he afterward died. The statement of Burg, Cr. ‘VV. Fitzpat- 
rick shows that the wounded men received all the attention that could 



herewith. 

Ill addition to the affidavits before named I have taken the state- 
ments of several of the xirisoner.s of war in regard to the cases of Dope, 
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M(iC}irr»)ll, tiiul llupinaii, and tlioy aro accoi’dliij^ly foi’wavdccl with 
tins vepoi'i;. 11 true, they make these case.s appear hi a very odiims 
and oause me tu reiterate your regret that tlicv should have 
oceurred. 

The insti'uetioris to .seutinoh have been so modiried tluifc it is not 
jirohablo aiiytldng' of liie kind will again oeeur, except it should be 
actually necoasary tt) prevent the prisoners from escaping,

understand from your letter that his statement is already before you. 

Colonel WalhiC(‘,, then commanding oiticer, is now veiy ill at his 
home in ilelmont County, in this State, or 1 would ha ve taken his state- 
nu3ut in regard to the orders and iustruction.s given to the prison 
guards, but from eonvisrsations with him on tills subject T am of the 
opinion that it would not change the statement of those already mmlc.

Patient stated 
tluiti he was .shot by .sentinel on parapet about 9 o’cloelr p. m. Iflth 
Instant while lying in bed; licinorrlmge wa.s (|uitc in’ofuso and wins not 
arrcHtud for noarly Iialfan hour, when Ids associates liiially obtjiined 
liormlssioii to have a liglit for lU'teeii mlnute..s, during which time they 
succeeded in arresting the How of blood. The quarters being consider* 
ably crowded, and not being preimrod to dross the wound, ! ordered 
him to hospital immediately, and visited him in the afternoon of same 
day ami found, on cxamimition, that the ball entered tliu forearm, 
slightly .fracturing the inner border of olecranon process of ulna, passed 
through elbow joint up the arm under inner border of bicejjs intoslioul- 
<lcr, wliere It was lost, not l)eing able to trace it furiher. Not icnowing 
where ball might be found, it wa.H not thought best to us (5 cutting 
instruments for n.scertalniug its whereabouts or ampiitiitiiig at shoul- 
der Joint. ITom the M'eakne>s of xHilsc and other symptoms I was led 
to Ijolieve that the ball miglit have penetrated into the boiie.s of tlun ax. 
Simple, dressing was applied, Htimulaiita supiilied, and the pationt put 
to bed. September 17, pulse feeble, tongue dry und brown, sorties on 
teeth. Continued stimulants and used disinteetauts freely. Erysip- 
elas being in tlio hospital, anti.se.pti(..3 wore apidied. Eigliteeutli, niorti- 
licatioii was just manifesting itself; treatment continued, and Surgeons 
McFadtleii, Swiiigiey, •ami Abraham were called in cauiujil. U was 
not thought prudent to amimtate; patient died about 4 o’clock p. m. 
same day.

The instnndion.s which J. received troin the 
sergeant whom I relieved in regard to the Hglits inside he prisons 
were tlint at a certain lionr — [ think it was 0 o’c/loek p. in. the ights 
were to bo put out: that the sentries at and near the prisons slum hi 
sec this order executed, and that if the prisoners did noli ri^spoiid lo 
the order after being twice given by the aontrics tln^y should be llred 
into. Tlicso instructions 1 gave to the sentries, besides inysidt (mere 
was another sergeant of the guard (oi the Invalid Corps), 1, do not 
recollect his name. Wo were to relieve each otlier during tlie night. 
Ho was to bo on duty from 0 ohdoi^k p. m. until .1 ohdoelc a. in. ; inyseli 
from 1 o’clock a. m. until daylight. On relieving the sergeant of the 
Invalid Corps I was told by him that one of tlio sentries of the para])et 
guard had dred into the prison. Going the rounds of the dilVerent 
sentries about daylight, L inrjulrcd of one of the scutrie.s of the paimpet 
guard (Frank Allen, of the Twolftli Ohio Volmitoer Cavalry, I think 
was his name) iflio had hoard a shot being fired into the prison, whero- 
npoii he replied that ho himself had done it. I uslced for tins parlaeii- 
lars, and was told by him that he had at a cortuin hour (1. think' it was 
9 o’clock p, m.) ordered the pri.souers in Prison Ho. I to i)ut out tlie 
lights. Ho saw his order not obeyed, yet one of the pi isoners told him 
that the lights w'ereputout; that he, the sentry, repeated his order, 
and no attention being paid to it, lired into the prison, aiming at the 
place where ho saw the light. After having lived he heard a ci’y, amd 
one of the prisoners asked iwmisBion to burn tlni light a few minutes 
longer in order to dress the wound which he had inllicted, wliicli he 
(the sentry) refused, it being against his orders. 

I also inquired of the sentry next to the boat of said _A!lou if lie liad 
heard the rejicated order to cxtingni.sh tlieliglits, to which lie reiilied in 
the affirmative. Ho stated further that one of the prisoners said some- 
tliing before the shot was fired, but did not nndorstand what it was.

I wa.s in iny bank 
asle(!p at the time the shot was fired and was awakened by my eoasin 
a lew inimitos afterward to drc.ss the wound. It was some tini'o before 
1 could get permission from the sentinel to light a candle to dress 
the wound, during’ which time ho bled profusely. The .shot pns.scd 
tnroug'li the door-shutter and entered the forearm, passing over the 
olecranon process, cutting- one of the large arteries of the arm and 
lodging near the head of the hninorus. I succeeded in stopping the 
bleeding\ I do not think that any of the bones of the arm were broken. 
J )octor Ifitzpatrick came in the next morning and examined the woiiml. 

Hnpman was taken out late the next evoniiig to the hospital, up to 
winch time ho aeemed tolerably comfortable, being ablo to walk to the 
hoaintal. 'flie ball was not taken from his arm while I staid with him. 
.1 think if the ball had been taken from his arm as soon ns ho was shot 
i^ietb'oal attention given him he would have recovered, 
i.lii.s IS about all J know concerning liis case, as I before said that I 
was asleep at the time he was shot. *

Said William L. Pope, Ninth Tennessee Oavalry, was llred uiion and 
shot by a- sentinel on post at Prison No. 2, Oamp Chase, Oliio, between 
the hours of 8 and 10 on the night of November 5, 18(58. 

At the time, and for some weeks previous, and also tlioroafter, I was 
filling the position of provost-marshal of prisons at Prisons Nos. 1 
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and 2, Camp Ohase, Ohio, having been detailed to that duty by order 
of Brigadier-General Mason, eoinmandaut at Columbus and at Camp 
Chase, Ohio, with orders to report to Lient. Col. A. H. Poten, assist- 
ant coiuinandant of prisons, for instructions, and I received all my 
instructions from him. Those instructions did not give me any imme- 
diate control of the guards, but I was to be conversant with the 
instructions given them ft*om time to time, and was required to watch 
closely whilst on my tour of duty through and about the prisons and 
see that sentries strictly carried out their instructions and rei^ort oases 
of neglect or carelessness. 

At the time, and for some time provioim to the shooting of William 
L. Pope, the instructions given sentries wore more rigorous than com- 
mon, and greater vigilance was required owing to the persistent efforts 
of the prisoners to escape by tunneling uiulor the prison walls and 
the continued discoveries of plots, seeming to have connection with out- 
side inlluence, for their release. 

JTo prisoner was allowed to approach the wall nearer than ten feet, 
day or night, and i»o lights were allowed to be burned in their quarters 
after taps. The sentries were instructed to warn the prisoners if they 
attempted to approach — to halt and order them away. If he porsisteci 
in approaching after being so halted twice, or refused to go away when 
ordered, the sentry was to fire upon him. 

In case lights wore seen burning, the sentry was to order them out 
twice; if not extinguished, was to fire. In case of a necessity for a 
deviation from this rule the consent of the provost-mnrslml was to 
bo obtained, and it was his duty to inform the officer of the day of 
snob porinissioii being given, that the sentries might be instructed 
accordingly. 

No ponnission was so given to William L. Pope to approach tlio 
wall, nor was I solicited for such permission at any time for some days 
previous to the shooting of William L. Pope. Two tunnels were known 
to bo In course of construction by prisoners in Prison No. 2, and as 
extra caution was called for, the provost-marshal was required to visit 
tliG prison after night before retiring for the night. 

On the night of the .shooting of William L. Pope, in company with the 
commissary of prisons, was going the rounds, visiting sentries and sus- 
pected points about the prison to see that all was correct, and while 
approaching from the outside the entrance gate of PrivSou No. 1, heard 
the clialloTige of a sontiy, wo continued to walk toward the gate and 
had taken perhaps twenty steps, when the following words wore spoken: 
‘‘I have told you to go away often enough,” and instantly .followed the 
report of a musket, with the groans of a person on the inside of the 
prison wall. 

An immediate investigation showed that the challenge and remarks 
spoken of had come from a sentry on post, on the parapet, over the gate 
and that ho had fired the shot at and atimok one William L. Pope, a 
prisoner of war, whom the sentry stated had persisted in approaching 
the wall, the blood on the ground showing that Pope was close to the 
wall when shot. 

All of which I respectfully submit. ■

Fourth, I received my insti nc.- 
tions from Captain Smith, Compiiny C, Fifteenth Kegiment Inviiiid 
Corps, olficer of the day at that time. I also received the same ordcr.s 
from the ol'licer of the guard, whose name I disremember. 

I. was on the parapet of Pri.son No. 1, and the pri.soiier, Pope, came 
out of the door of the Ijarracks between 11 and 12 o’clock at night. Ho 
came toward the fence and came to within a few feet of the Icnce, when 
I ordered him to halt three or four times, but he did not stop and I 
bred on him. The ball went through his right arm and hip and com- 
pletely tliroug'h his body. 

He died about 4 o’clock next inorning.

Oil the 17tli of September, 18U3, 1 ^Yas omcor of the guard at prisons 
1 and 2 at tliis post. Captain Allen, Company I, I'hghty-eighth Ohio 
Volunteer Infautry, was ollicer of the day. 

Sly instructions, received from the ollicer of the guard relieved by 
mo, were to keep prisoners conllned in said iirisons ten feet from the 
fence, to allow no eoinnuinication between thorn and the sciitinols. The 
iwisoiicrs failing to obey orders after three distinct warnings the guard 
was to shoot. 

I gave the.se instrnctions to the gmu'd, and between the hours oi J 
and LI p. 111 . I made a tour of inspection on the parapet and found the 
sentinels jirompt in halting and vigilant in their duty. Private Moody, 
Company 0, Eighty-eighth Ohio Volunteer lufantiy, posted mi the para- 
pet in rear of Prison No. 2 and near the sink of said prison, comidained 
that the jn-isoners obeyed his orders with reluctanco in regard to run- 
ning behind said sink, the back part of which was from six to eight feet 
fi'oiu the fence. He had very often during the day warned tliem of his 


iiistruction.s. . 

1 repeated the orders, and on no consideration to allow them to run 
behind the aforementioned sink, I then turned to a group of pris- 
oners standing near, and told them xilaiuly that they should kee.]) ton 
feet from the fence, and on no consideration to go behind the sink. I 
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tlieii proceeded on my tonr. When I was from fifty to sixty yards from 
him i loard .said priv.ate Moody cry “halt” distinctly three times and 
then tlio report of his gnn. Going back to him, I saw the aforenieii- 
tioned aaniucl Lemley run from behind the sink, crying loudly and 
holding hi.s hand to his aide. Tlicshot and cry brought out a great many 
prisoners iroin their barracks, who crowded around liim. I could not tell 
wliother he walked or was carried to the hospital, which is in said prison, 
ihc prisoners were very nmeh excited, talking in a mutinous manner. I 
ordered them to quarters once or twice, and M^as obliged to put my 
Jiand to my breast, as if to draw a revolver, before they would obey, 
winch was done in a sullen manner. I went to the guard-room, ordered 
a guard to go for the surgeon, went into the prison hospital, found the 
pmsoner sitting on a chair, and one or two prisoners, whom I judged 
were connected with the hosipital, wore exaininiiig the wound, one of 
them, looking up as I entered, said, “ We will not stand this kind of 
worlr shooting us prisoners,” or words to that eftect. I ordered him to 
stop his talking and proceed with the oxainination. He was very much 
excited, and 1 was obliged to partly draw my sword before he would 
desist. 

As J could do nothing, I rotiirncd to the guard-room. Soon after the 
regular surgeon of prisons came and wont into the prison.

Affidavit of John W. White, private of Company D, Fifteenth Regi- 
inent Invalid Corps, in regard to the shooting of a prisoner of war 
while on duty at Camp Chase, Ohio, on tlio night of November 16, 1803 : 

I would respectfully state that the ofilcer of the day was Captain 
Fraiicis, of the Seventh Regiment Invalid Corps. 

His instructions were to allow no lights in the quarters of the pris- 
oner.s of war after taps; to order them out once, and if not obeyed to 
shoot them out iiviinediately. While on my post a light appeared in 
one of the prisoners’ barracks near the hour of 1 o’clock a. in. I ordered 
it out three times, and then fired into the window of the barracks. I 
gave the order in loud tone, which could bo distinctly heard in the 
Inirracdcs. I cannot positively say whether it was the light of a caudle 
or SI stove, but my belief is that it was the former, ns the light disap- 
peared iiuinediatoly after the report of the gun; thorelbre I conoluded 
it must have boon a candle or they conid not have disposed of it so 
.soon. 

It was more light than I could allow and follow my instructions 
strictly to the letter. I did not see anyone when I fired. I Jired at 
the light to shoot it out according to my instructions. Very soon after 
I fired the provost-marshal came and went into the barraoks and 
reported that a man was shot, I did not leave my post, and never saw 
the prisoner tliat was shot. I understood that the i)rovost-mar8hal

1 n o.stabllshing the scale which accompanied my circular 
of the 7th of duly, 18(12, as it was somewhat experimental, I. loft it to 
some extent at the discretion of the commanding ofljccr to make such 
modifkiationa ns inight bo found necessary. At Point Lookout some 
articles of tlie rations have been reduced below tlie scale, but this has 
b(!(m made u]) by tlie jnirclmso of vegetables and otlior articles, and I 
have thcreloro not tliought it necessary to interfere. The fund at Point 
Lookout is very largo, much of it very properly remaining as a credit 
against tlie subsistence department, but this credit is not shown by 
the accounts of the commissary, and T reejuost that hereafter his 
aiicounts may show not only the amount of money on hand, but also 
the atnouiit duo from the subsistence department and this account 
should be carried forward from month to month. N^o instructioiiH have 
been isaned rei'ciitly in regard to the issue of rations, except a few days 
.siiuio to make the ration of potatoes conform to the regulations, It lias 
been a little in excess, but I am preparing ration regulations on this 
snbjimt which will iirobably go into eirect on the Ist of May and will 
provide a full system of accountability.

0 urse toward the Union citizens of Hast Teiiuesseo your 
action will not be forgotten, but will be reciprocated upon those claiin- 
iiig to bo Confederate citizens who reside within the limits now occu- 
pied, or wliich by the chances of war may liereafter bo occupied, by 
this army. 

I have the honor to inform yon that iny authority does not extend 
to tlio oxeliaiige of military luLsoiiors.

"Tbrought the matter to the attention of the Surgeou-Geueral in a per-

tei Vas one of international policy and mihtary control. Xliere ^vas an 
inspection made of the hospitals aud prisons by the direction of the 
Secretary of War for the use of the agent of exchange.

Sill: After iiispeetiun of the prison campon Iloilo Isle 1 respeetriilly 
submit the following sanitary report: 

Into tlie camp containing an area sullicient for the accommodation of 
about 3,000 men have boon crowded ibr many iiionths past from (1, 000 
to 10,000 prisoiiora. To prevent eseapos they have not been allowed to 
visit the sinUa at night, Tlioso deposits of cxcremout have been made 
in the streets and small vacant spaces between tlio tents. The streets 
are so greatly crowded during the day as greatly to interfere wdth the 
working police parties, so that nearly tlie whole day is conaiiined 
by them in the imperfect removal of the filthy acoiiiiinlatlona of the 
night. The wliolo surface of the camp has thus been saturated with 
jiiitrid animal matter. Snrromulctl by such circ.um.stiinciea the prison- 
ers have boon totally enroloss of porsomil cleanliness. Tlie rations now 
consist oiitiroly of bread, rice, and peas or boaiia. The bread ia made 
of corn-meal, nnsifted or bolted. Not separating the bran from the 
meal tends greatly to oaiiao and conthmo the two diseases (diarrhea 
and dyfiontory) most jirevalent among the priaouors. Many of them 
are badly clad and destitute of blankets, having sold the articles lately 
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fiu’uislKMl tUcin by their Government. XJuder these cirenmsttiiices, 
though they have been lurnished with fuel, there has been great HufJ'cr- 
iug IVoiu eo'ld during the unusnally cold weather ot January and h'ob- 
mury, to wliich the'brutal conduct of the in-isonors in expelling their 
coinrndea from their tents at night has greatly added. , 

To the crowded and necessarily filthy condition of tlio lianip, the 
abscju^e of personal cleanliness of the prisoners, the meager rations, 
and tlio elfc{5ts of cold may bo added the depres.sing effect of long-con- 
tinned confinement without einjdoyiuent, mental or physical, and with 
little hope of an early termination of the imprisonment, wliicli together 
make up a sulheient sum of causes to aijcouut for the rciiort during the 
month of h’cbruary of a stillicient number of <;ases to amount to one- 
fourth the average number of prisoners in the cami). The diseases 
have been such, consisting principally of typhoid fever, diarrhea, dys- 
entery, and catarrh ami the diseases of the respiratory organs, as might 
bo expected to result from the caiisc.s stated. lUit great as is this 
amount of disease, it is not groaUn- than the average Bieknoss amoiig the 
U. S. troops in tlielloldon tlio Atlantic coast, as reported by oneot then- 
own surgeons. Much ililliculty has been cx|)cnenced in ))rocuring the 
regular a ttoiuhviico of the sick at sick-call. Patients have been broughl< 
out oil litters, umible to walk and greatly emaciated, who liaye never 
bofore attended sick-call, and several deaths have occurred in camj) 
without the prisoners having been seen by or reported to a niedica 
ollicer.tho sevgeimts ill charge of squads alleging that tliey could not 
attend regularly to the dirty of bringing tlie sick ii)) to sick-call, 
because of the necessity of at the same time drawing and distribuniig 
rations. A sergeant hasbeoii selected from each 8<)nad to attend to tins 
duty alone, and it is hoped that a more regular attendance of the fiick at 
aick-uall will thus be secured. Tliore is not space enough m the caini) 
to establish as large a temporary hospital as desired, but live hospital 
ti'uta have been pitched, Aviiich afVonl the means ot treating temporarily 
the sick ordered to general hospital wlioii prevented by the rising ot 
the river or icc or the nou-attomlaiico of aiubnlances from being sent, 
'fhe overcrowding of the camp is now being rajiidly roducod by trans- 
fers and exchange of prisoners. The number of prisoners being siUll- 
ccntly reduced, the iiTOgularities of the surface of the camp are to be 
lillcd up and the ditches and drains cleaned out, 1 havorecommomled 
to the commaiuliiig oflicor, and shall urge it most strongly on his atten- 
tion, to have a sulUcient number of sinks dug within the camp to water, 
whicli rises within a few feet of the surface. In iionscipionce ot vacci- 
nation having been so generally practiced among the prisoners pre- 
vious to their capture, it has boon found impracticable to coiitiuue to 
nronagate vaccination among them. But varioloid, wliicli has prevailed 
to some extent, seems to attack iiuUacrimiiiatcly those wdio have been 
vaccinated early in life and those recently vaccinated. 1 he reports 
show a groat diminution in the number of variola and varioloid cases, 
giving ground to hope they will soon cease. The commanding ollicer 
and his subordinates have done all within their power to can y out [ what 
has been I suggested toumi’d the sanitary condition of the camp, but the 
luunber of oilicers and tl>e guard and police seem too small to l e estah- 
lisli and enforce such system of police as would enable the mcilieal olii- 
cers to discharge tlicir duties with as much ciUcioncy and satisiaetion 
as amongst our own troops in the Held.

Sni: In obedience to yonr order I have the honor to submit the fol- 
lowing ro])ort of the deaths, diseases, and condition of the patients 
rec(5ived into this liospital: The daily list of deaths is regulated by the 
number admitted each day fi'om Belle Isle. During the past month 
tweiity-llvo cases died before tliey had been in the hospital twenty-four 
hours. It is so common an occurrence for the patients sent from Bello 
Isle to bo speechless or delirious and unable to give their names, &o., 
that I have requested the surgeon in cliargo, in addition to the list for- 
warded by the conductor of tlio ainbulaneos, to pin their names, com- 
panies, and regiments of desperate cases on the lapel of their coats. 
The imyority of oases die of chronic diarrhea. During the past montli 
337 cases sullbring witli this disease were admitted, The deaths from 
this disease during the month sum up to 26n. Of typhoid fever oases 
for the last month (14.5 per cent, have died; from diarrhea 59.7 per cent. 
Tlui commissary department for five weeks hae not been able to furnisli. 
nui with Jlouu. The meal furnished in lieu thereof is ground with the 
husk and will iiroduco diarrhea. I have ordered it to be sifted, but it 
i.s ground too rtiie to separate the husk from the meal. The medical pur- 
veyor doo.s not furni.sh the hospital with a suflicient quantity of med- 
icines. I made a requisition on the 1st of March, which hns'not been 
illlcd as yet. T would bo most happy to receive suggestions ft'om you 
in the trcjitmout of diarrhea. I boliovo the medi(!al ollieers have tihul 
all Iciiown aud approved remedies for the disease. In the ease of other 
dlsensos, as pnoumouia,&c.,tbey generally ocenr in constitutions alrondy 
cni'eebled by diarrhea, and arc goiiorally in the second stage when 
admitted. In ooiiclusion, the prominent character of all cases is ema- 
ciation.

Six oscaped February 27 between Macoii undl^Iillen, Ga., during the 
night, by a hole cut in the end of the car. There was no light in the 
car, tho train not being supiilied with lights. Their names were not 
obtained. Six oscaped March 20, near Windsor Station, South Caro- 
lina .Uaili’oad, at night, through a hole in tho floor of tho car, tho train 
not being supplied with lights. Of those last, four have boon recap- 
tured, nainoly, «lolm A. Provincs, private Company H, Thirtieth Indiana 
llegiinout} Jolin Ityan, teamster, Fifteenth Army Corps} Hy. Johnson, 
teamster, Fifteenth Army Corps} one man who.se name has not been 
obtained. 

^fhe namos of the two otlioi'H are unknown. One died March 15 at a 
wood station near Macon, (la., and was burled there, no roceijit being 
taken ibr the corpse. One died March 2G at Macon, Ga. The names 
of the two dead are unknown. 

I.ist of sick Federal prisoners left at Augusta, Ga., for medical 
treatment.* 

In addition to above, ilftooii convalescents, whoso names were not 
obtained, Avoro removed from Augusta to Anderaouville, Ga., on the 
last trip. 1 Avould respctfully state that having originally received no 
iiistriietions to that on'eefc, the names, rank, &c., of prisoners who died, 
osiaipcd, or wore left on tho road through sickness, have not been 
usually obtained by the oflicors in charge. Indeed, it is generally 
impossible to do so Avithout such delay as would eaiise the failure of

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coluiection of traius, and iu some instauees prevent tlio return of tlio 
guards to this point in time for their next tour of duty. The sick have 
usually heeii delivered to the provost-marshal, Augusta, whose receipts, 
where time has been allowed to obtain them, have been forwarded to 
Adjutant and Inspector General’s Ohice, lUchmoucl. The list sent, 
though incomplete, is as perfect as could be obtained by rofereuce to 
the various hospitals to which the side bad been transferred. I wonUL 
also respectfully beg leave to state that on several occasions discrepan- 
cies have occurred between the numhor I have receipted for and tb© 
number delivered by my guard at Andcrsouville, Ga. This is owing 
to the crowded state of the cars (as many as seventy-one being some- 
times idaced iu an ordiuai'y box-car) and the iuii)erfect means at iny 
coramaud for lighting them, -which renders accurate counting at nigdit 


very difficult.

Major Sparks or 
OojnrANDiNG Officer, Avstin: 

I am instructed by Major-General Magrudor "to say that for fear 
troops from Gonzales may not reach Austin iu time to escort the politi- 
cal prisoners to this city you are directed to send the prisoners to 
Houston without delay, using as a guard tlie detachment of iiicu wlnoli 
formed their escort from San Antonio to Austin (Sneed’s dotaolimont), 
and iu addition to this such available force as you may have atyoiii' 
disposal. The uinjor-gencral is surprised to learn that those prisoners 
should have been allowed to pass out of the hands of the military 
authorities, as the habeas corpus act has been snsiionded in this cuso. 
The inajor-geueral couiinaudiiig is of opinion that the pTisouers shoulct 
always have been under a military guard when not actually beloro 
court, and that even in this last case proper military arrangomont^ 
should have been made to prevent an escape from the court-house. A.s 
the habeas corpus act in the ease of these prisoners has been legally 
suspended under the act of Congress, and the same has been comiuitiii- 
cated to you, you will cause these prisoners to be taken iu charge by. a 
military guard, and have them sent under the same, in charge of gootl 
and reliable officers, to Houston, spcciQc instructions being given hy 
you that no efforts be spared to insure their safe delivery to the provost- 
niarsha] at this place. Military jurisdiction will bo assumed at onco in 
the case of these men, whether the ca-so lias boon entered into or not, 
and they will bo sent to Houston forthwith.

Colonel: I am instrnctod by Major-General Taylor, commaiuling 
.District of Western Loui.siana, to call your attention to the cartel of 
January ‘t, 180-1, entered into between you and myself, ns comini.ssioncrs, 
and that of December 1121, 1SG3, between Colonel iMolineux ami myself 
in the same capacity, the latter of wliicli was approved by Major-Gen- 
eral Banks, coininanding Department of the Gulh 
Under the provi.sions of the last-mentioned cartel I delivered to 
IMajor-General Franklin (on iiarolc) about 450 prisoners of war, being 
the excess in the hands of Maior-General Taylor over tliose in the 
hands of Mj\ior-GcuGi’al Franklin. Under the terms and provisions ot 
the cartel of January 4, 1804, wo mutually agreed to exchange as far 
as they would go the prisoiioivs belonging to their commands respect- 
ively caiitured from each other’s forces by those of Major-Gonoral 
Banks and I^Eiijor-Genoral Taylor. We have furnished each other with 
lists of the prisoners in the hands of the commanding generals whom 
we represent. ^ , 

As a number of prisoners have been recently captured by the com- 
maud of Major-Gonoral Bank.s from that of Major-General Taylor, who 
will, with tliose previously in your Imiids, probably exhaust tlie e.xcess 
delivered to Major-Ooncral Franklin, 1 have to request, in behalf of 
Major-General Taylor, that you will deliver either at your own or our 
advanced outpost the pri.soners in the hands of jrajor-General Bank.s 
captured from our army. The nou-dolivery of the ol'licer.s and men 
captured at Fort Butler and elsewhere from Major-Geiieral Taylor’s 
forces has prevented the delivery of the prisoners in our hands cap- 
tured from Maior-General Banka’ forces prior and siib.seipiont to tho 
date of our cartel of January 4, 1804, but the delivery of those pris- 
oners in accordance with tho terms and spirit of that cartel will bo 
made whonovGr you indicate the time and place for aucli delivery as 
provided in the same. ^ /, t 

I have also to request that you will inform mo if Giixit. 0. LeD. 
Elgeo, acting assistant adjutant and inspector general on tho stall’ of 
Maijor-Geiieral Taylor, coinmaiuling District of Western Louisiana, has 
fallen into your hands. He has been missing since tho all'air at James’ 
Store, Bayou Ootilc, on the night of Monday, 21st instant. If ho is a 
prisoner I have to request, in behalf of Major-General Taylor, that lie 
may bo exchanged at once for any olllcer whom you select of similar

It being a grave matter to bo coiisideriM I , 
tho court took until to-niorvow morning to decide upon it. i. sent word 
immodiately to the commander of the post not to arrest tlio i>risonors 
untM the (’ourt Inul decided the matter before it, but he having positive 
orders irom you, and feeling himself held responsible for the prison- 
ers, arrested and took tho prisoners into custody about .1.2 o cloclc m. 
Tills course created a great deal of excitement, and tho supremo court 
attached tlio commander of tlie post for contempt, while the Governor 
of the State wrote several coininunicatioiis to Maior Sparks upon tlio 
illegal course he had ))nrsued. The whole attair was untortiinato, and 
I had uuicli diltlealty in finally arranging matters satisfactorily to all 
iiarties. Your order to Spsu'ks contained tlie following words, viz; 
‘‘You will yoursolt disregard the present writ of habeas corpus or any 
writ which may subsequently be issued,’’ vHio. Sparks was determined 
to obey it, and the Governor and the supreme court were del;ormnied to 
liavo the prisoners back. .In this state of allairs alter having Inul 
several conferences with the Governor and several with oparks, and 
havingtakou counsel with Messrs. Ford and Itobards, I. gave to Major 
vSparks a written opinion, tlie substance of which was that the prisoners 
havingbeou turned over to tliocivil authorities and being iii tlio ijn«tmly 
of tho supremo court when arrested to-day, ought to bo rotui’iiea ti) the 
Rheriff until tlio niattora in their case wore settled and adjudicated, he 
furnishing a sufileiont guard to prevent escape or any harm being doiio 
them by a mob. Upon that opinion being given, Miijor Sparks wroto^o 
tlio Governor expressing his willingness to return thepriaonors, with a 
guard whicli ho sliouUl furnish, whicli proposition wassatislaiitory to tlio 
Executive of the State. Thus the matter stands to-mght. io-morinw 
morning we propose to discuss the motion .[ made to-day to remand tlio 
prisoners into the custody of tho military authorities, it tlm motion is 
not entertained by the court we shall introduce no ovulonce, but lot tlio 
fiupreine court discharge them, so that they may be arrcRtcd by Major 
Sparks under the orders you have given him. 2f they sue out another 
v/rit of habeas corpus, the return eau sot forth that they ariv held in 
custody by the order of the lioutenant-goiicral commanding the J>epart- 

raent of tho Trans-Mississippi. . r. i i 

I hoiie I have acted in accordance with your views, after having loail 
what 1 have written. Of one thing I am certain, tho course which Ims 
been pursued is the only one wo could think of to ])i'ovent an ugly uol- 
lisioii between the civil ami military authorities. .1 am satisllcd that 
the cour.se pursued by Sparks, if iiorsistcd in, would have been pro- 
ductive of bad results, though, like a good onicer, he was dctornmiod 
to obey the orders ho received xu’omptly. It was apparent to mo, how- 
ever, that you did not exactly know the i>osition of alfaivs, and had not 
scrutinized tho recent act of Congress closely. Tlie law nowliero con- 
toinplatcs tho taking from a judicial tribunal parties wlio may bo boloro 
it on a writ of habeas oorjni.s, and if my construction of the law is cor- 
rect, in all tho cases enumerated ill tlie law, tiie writ may i.sBue, Init u 
the return upoiiit shows that the prisoner is hold in custody bj' authority 
of any of the jicrsons and for any of the ollbiisos meiitioiied m the act, 
then all proceedings cease. 

I sincerely hope that this matter will turn out all right and the 
ru'isoner.s be safely secured after tho court shall have acted.

The Boai'd met piiLsnaut to tho above ortler. Present; OoL Charles 
Ilapg'ood, Fifth New Hampshire Volunteers; Maj. Samuel P. Savlos, 
Second New Hampshire Volunteers; Lieut. H. Q. Sargent. Twelfth New 
1-Iainpsliire Voliniteei-.s. Sergt. Edwin Young, Company IT, Second New 
Hainiisliirc Volunteer.s, was also pro-seiit. 

The ordorconveuingtlie Board having been road aloiulby tliorocorder, 
Sergeant Young stated that ho Iiad no objection to any member namcil 
therein. 

The Board were then duly sworn by tlio recorder, and tho recorder 
was duly swoini by the iiresidont. 

Lieut. Joseph II. Wilkinson, Second New Hampsbiro Volunteers, 
was then called before tho Board, and being duly sworn, testilied as 
follows: 


I urn eomnnssary to prisoners of wnr at thi.s post. On the ovouing of tho 20fch 
iiistaiil;, nt about 5 o’clock, Icnrniug thiit HoiiKiCoiifcdorote olllocrs, prisouerH ol’ war, 
had nrvlvi'd, I went into their cump to liml out in regard to their vatlous. I fmnid 
tliiriii grouped together in h)ts of six oreiglit. After having ascertained all I wanted 
lo know, 1 was passing out of tho camp when I saw Captain J’oyton, a Confiiilei'alo 
utlloor, in a controversy with sonioof liis eomradcH in regard to tho sottloiiiont of 
sumo debt. He had in tils hand a $1 bill which ho oivilcd a “ given) muk.’’ Ho was 
swearing very lioiivily hi regard to that being tlio riglit amount whieli was his dno. 

Ho Ntateil that ho would bo damned if ho would take a.-fl bill with tho nrulilo uf 
“Abo Lincoln’' upon it, and insistcil iipun Mio man from whom lio received It taking 
it back. I was tempted to remoiistrato with him In regard to his condnet and 
laiiguago, but aftorwnrd thought lio was irritated and it miglit nut he best to do so. 
I iiiiiiiodiatoiy left tho camp and wont to my own (innrtora in l lio camp fur privates 
aiidiion-eoinmissionedodleors. Before roaoliingtliom ihoardtliudiscliavgouf apistu). 
.1 rotiimcd liiniiodiiitely to tho ollicors’ caoip and saw tho ollioor of tlio day going 
down tho street where tlio body lay. I followeil tlio ollleor of thu day down to whero 
the body lay, and think ho was just breathing his last. 

All tfint t liavo hero stated I think took place in thu space of ilvo miinitos, I havo 
no doubt but that the ollicer who was sliob was in a state uf oxeitement when ho 
canto in contact wiili Sorgt'imt A'omig. I Hnggosted th.at thoy imt thu body in tlio 
coiik-liouso, and ait'orded them all tho facilities roiiuiml to watch over it during' tho 
iiiglit. 

In a convovsntion in tho evening of tlio samo day, nt about 8 o’clock, wi tli two of 
Captain I’oyton’s'eomriides, I romarked to tlieiu tliub I thought Iio was a little under 
the iiilhnmco of Jitinor. They admittud timr. ho might havo hadsomotliiug to drink. 
I wont ill again nt about 9 o’clock with Doctoin Thompson and Riiosoll, who exam- 
ined tho body. I asked his ooinrmlos if they rctpiirod anything more for their cuin- 
fovt. Tlioy said no, and I loft thorn. 

I know of no way by which Cajifain I’oytoii could have obtained litinor at this 
post, and it WHS only on account of his excited stnto that I thought he mighli havo 
been taking sotiio. 

I know of no Union ollicors or soldiers that woro proaimt at tho timu tho Confed- 
eratc offleer was shot. I did not hoar any conversation at any thiio hotweon tho 
ollicer that was shot and Sorgeant Voiing. Tho iiaiiio of tho Confoclorato ollleor that 
w.'is shot I under.stood to ho Unptain Peyton.

I replied, that Is all very well, and then went 
oil' down tlio street whovotlic oJtlcor Jay that was .sliotj ho didn't hruatlio inovo than 
half a dozoti times after I saw liini. 

Thoro was an oftlcor thoro ^7ho soomod to Im lii.H frioml, and ha said, "Captain, 
would you like to lioiir liow this ooonrodV” I told him "I woulrl like to hoar what 
ho had to say in regard to it." 

Ho said as near as ho could lind out it was on nooonnt of tho nogroos hoing on 
guard, whom this oilloor, who was shot, said wore farsnporior to tho sorgoiint. 

Ho said tlio Horgoant replied that ho could not lioarsncji talk whilo iio was on duty 
at tho oanip. Ho ssid he spoke to tho sergeant, and told him he hattor ])Ut np liis 
rovolvov, and tiio lorgounfcdid. Then tho olllcor which lie shot started toward tho 
sorgOiint witli his flsfo donblwl up and Blinking them in hia face. Hu said the ol'ileer 
stopped liack and bared his hroitstiiiid darod thosorgeunt to shoot him, He told mo 
that tho ollleor who was shot was ii captain. 

I reported tho Ciiso to hcadqnarturB in my oldcial rojiort tlio next morning, ami 
Sovgoaiit Young told mo that ho reported to the general Immediately after tlio 
ooourronco.

That .Ci’Lvato L. U, Poyton, of Buko’s rogimont, a iirisonor of war, 
was shot to death wliiio in tlio camp for Oonfedorato officers at this post 
at about tiio hour of 0 o’clock on tho cvoniiig of tho 20th of March, ISOi, 
by a pistol slug or ball, which pistol was in tho hands of Sergt. Edwin 
Young, Company A, Hecoud New Hampshire Volunteers, said sergeant 
being on duty at this time in said camp, and that Sergeant Young was 
urged to this act by iirofiiiio and insulting laiiguago and violent gestures 
by the said Poyton. 

It further appears that the said I*oyton, prisoner of war, arrived at 
this post in the alternooiiof tho samo day that ho was shot; that he 
hud drank liquor on the boat from Baltimore to this place on that day, 
but at tho time of tho occurrcnco of tlie ease in question it does not 
appear that ho was under tho iuiiuonco of liquor suftloiont to alt'cet his 
judgment. 

It is also ovidont tliat tho languago and gestures used by Poyton 
wore unprovoked by any act or word of Sorgoaut Young, and further- 
more that Sergeant Y’oung possesses a mild toinpor and tliat his treat- 
ment of prisoners of war has bcoiv uniformly kind. 
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The Board respectfully submit the foregoing as the facts established 
bv the evidence taken.

To the Board of Co^diissioners: 

Gentlehen: My name is Edwin Young, second sergeant Com- 
pany A, Second New Hampshire Yolunteers. I enlisted the 22d of 
Hay, 1801, since which time I liavo been iu the U. S. service and 
have poi'fonned the duties of my office faithfully, iu testimony of w’hich 
I refer you to my company and regimental officers. For the past sis 
months 1 have been on detached service at prisoners’ camp as sergeant 
in charge of two divisions of imisoners, and as you are well aware it 
has brought me iu contact with a groat many diffo’ent kinds of persons. 
I have iiniforiuly treated the prisoners with kind ness and with all leni- 
ouoy compatible wdth my duties as a soldier, and am satisfied that by 
iuciniries among the prisoueivS who have had any kind of intercourse 
with mo they will satisfy you that I never have treated any one with 
undue harahues.s or taken advantage of their situation as prisoners. 

In the course of my duties 1 was called on last Sunday, March 2U, by 
Captain Sides to assist him iu providing some prisoner-s who had just 
arrived with tent aecoininodatious, and after fitting up a stove in one 
of the tents, I came in contact with two Oonfederato officers who 
approached ino and asked if 1 could get them some whisky, using 
these words: “You look like a damned old whisky head,” and “can’t 
you get us some whisky.” I told them I did not use the article, aiid 
the authoritie.s did not allow it on the Point. One of them, Captain 
Peyton, said: “Do not make a God damn fool of yourself here, you 
fanatic philanthropist, or you will go to heaven.” Whilst ho was mak- 
ing this last remark I was busy placing a piece of tent in its place, and 
alter having done so was again addressed by him with “We have got 
greenbacks, and you will get it for us.” I smiled and told him “no.” 
He .said : “You are a lit subject to bo here,” and asked me which made 
the best soldiers, “you or the negroes I told him “they made the best 

of guards,” and in reply ho said the negro was superior to the Yankee, 
and that all we over knew we learned ii’oin them. I then asked him 
which way he meant. Ho asked mo if I was a Bay State man.. I told 
him no, I was a New Hampshire man. Ho said so much the worse, and 
I was a lit subject to associate with them, pointing to the guard who 
were walking on the fence. I then told him he could talk that to some 
m'en, but not to me while doing my duty. , .He then said if I did not like 
his talk I could leave, at the same time stepping toward me. I told 
him 1 should not, at the same time putting my hand on my revolver, 
drawing it from its case. Ho told mo I did not dare to shoot. I told 
him I would if he did not dry up.

Colonel: I have the honor to report that I liave made a renewed 
ina])ect:ioii of tho IJ. 8. military prison at this post. 1 iind some difll- 
culty existing between the commanding ofllcor and the surgeon in 
charge of the hospital in reference to the niaiuigomeiit of the hospital 
and saiiitury affairs of the ]>ri8on. The surgeon states tliat for (ivo 
days, March 11 to W, the commanding oflicor refused to sign the pro- 
vision rotiirii for the patients in tho hosintal, who wore, in conaeiiuonce, 
without food for that time, excepting an insuillcient supply obtained 
I'rom meal to meal from the ])risou mess-room. I have called for a 
report on the above matter from the surgeon in charge, and also 
I'lMpiostcd one from Colonel Weer, commanding, but as I cannot obtain 
those reports for several days, I shall start to-night for Rook Island, 
thoneo to Chicago, and return, here from tho latter place. There are 
live Sisters of Oliarity on duty as nurses in the prison hospital, placed 
there by the commandant of the prison. There are but five cases of 
smallpox now at tliis post, and these are convalescent.

The slee]iing- arrani^ements eoiiaiat oC roujfh lumber, without straw or 
bedding-ol' any kind save the hard plank and a few eoniforts— not forty 
to the hundred nuiii. These bunks, but recently coii.siructed, acicom- 
inodnte but 432 men, so that 228 men are forced to sleep upon the 
ground. 

Witli but one tiveplaee in the building, all the lire's (about forty in 
nninlxu') have been, until the jiast two days, built at intervals iijmu the 
lloor. Tlio wood (a little loss than half the regulatious allow) has been, 
when fnrnishod at all, of either g'recni sap pine or dotniyed oak from old 
llold.s. With such wood and no ventilation, you can' well iinagdne to 
what a dense smoko these men have been subjected for the past live 
months. 

_ A wooden fence has heou in i)roees.s of erection around the lu’ison 
for the past two months or more, in order that the lire might he removed 
to the outside and thus obviate the smoke. The tliird side of this fonc (5 
has neai'ly reuched its completion. 

The supply of water for drinking', c-ooking, and bathing, {is well as 
washing, is convoyed from an artesian well, along an open street gut- 
ter for 200 yards, thence under tlu^stl•cet into the jirison. In its course 
It lias been subj('oted to the washhig.s of the hands, feet, fac.os, and 
lieads of soldiers, eltizens, and negroes, buckets, tubs, and siiittoons of 
groceries, offices and hospital, hogs, dogs, cows, and horses, and lilth of 
all kinds from the strecls and other aoiircos. 

Till) l ations fnrnishod arc the same as are issued to our own soldiers, 
and arc served to them with e(|nal pmielunlity. The privy accommo- 
dates but four men at once, and the arrangements for keeping It cleanly 
arc well in keeping with the prison generally. With but one wheel- 
barrow to remove lilth and other I’ubbish, there is an unavoidable aeon- 
mulatioii of those fruitful sources of disease. 

-It is neodlos.s to vemark that I liave made repealed complaints to the 
commandant of the prison, who has exerted himself to the ox tout of liis 
ability to have tho.se dofeets renicdled. 

llie two (juartermasters at this post, with only this prison and one 
small hospital to supply, have failed to bo o({ual to tlio task o)' having 
this prison supplied with good ami Hiillieient wood, water, and bunks, 
and putting it in a condition in which it would be moderately comfort 
able, clean, and healthy.

without giving you other or furtlior notice. 

1. am directed furtlier to inforiu you that the United States Govern- 
nioiit will proceed to retaliate for every similar barbarous violation of 
the laws of civilized war.

Report of the special committee to inquire into certain outrages of the 

enemy.* 

Iho special committee, charged by a resolution of the House to ascer- 
tain and report the facts connected with the recent outrages alleged to 
have been perpetrated in the northeastern part of Horth Carolina by 
the armed forces of tlio United Stales, and to recommend such action 
as the dignity of the Confederate States should demand, submit the 
following report: 

''Lho committee have taken several depositions, and colleoted such fur- 
ther evidence as was accessible, for the iiui'iioso of obtaining a correct 
knowledge of the matters referred to them. This evidence is now pro- 
.sented to the House, with a brief outline of the facts proved. 

In the month of December last, a largo forcoof negro soldiers, in the 
service of the United States, and under command of &ig. Goii. Edward 
A. Wild, invaded the county of Pasquotank. While there they 
arrested a citizen of the county (Daniel Bright) at his own residence 
and hung him on the side of the public road, a few miles nortli of 
Elizabeth City. Upon his back, where he was suapoiided, was placed 
a placard with the following words:

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Major Gregory was roJeasod aftorwsird ami retiirtiCd, not to Iiis 
homo, lor that; was destroyed, but to his friends, only to die from a 
paralysis with which ho was stnckeii while a prisoner in the enemy’s 
hands. 

The oommitleo invite attention to the ininiito aecoimt of the a{!ts of 
this maraudiiij*' o>:])edition, (tontained in a letter written at Norlblk, 
Dec.emlKii' 28, to tlie JSfew York Daily News, manifestly prepared by one 
familiar with its acts.

A fliiiiill Coorodorato lorco naptiired two of Iiih nogioos, in a skivitiisli, anil 
lortliiH lui (intragod all tlio huva of civilized war. Ho arrested two ladies of iiigh 
eliiiiiKitor, in riiiidc'd a hrntiil negro Boldiory to tie them hand and foot (as I helievo 
and am erodilily informed), and kopttlioni in ibis coiulition lor two days and nights; 
hroiiglit fcliom to Norfolk, and now koopH them conlliiod in a close room. There ho 
holds them as hostages for the return of his negroes, 

Tlio committee find that both the companies which the Federal offi- 
cer designates as “ guerrillas,” commanded, the one by (Japtain Flliotf, 
tlio other by Captain Sandcrlin, were raised in those counties, under 
Jiuthority of the Governor of North Carolina, foi‘ local defense and to 
rciJOl invasions; were duly organized, and tlioir oflicors coiniiiissionetl 
by him; and for a year or more had been in the regular service of that 
State. _ At the time referred to they had been attached to, and formed 
part of, the Sixty-sixth North Carolina llegiinont, nndor eomiiiand of 
('ol, dainOH \V. Hiaton. 

The ooinmitteo content thomsolvea with rciiorting the evidence to 
the House with n short explanatory statoinont. The original Jettcra 
and placard referred to are before them, and are .submitted with this 
vcpoi’t. They forbear comment. It would add no force to the simple 
nnrnitivoof facts.

This loth day of February, 1804, personally appears William J. 
Mundoii, a, citizen of Pas(]uotank County, N. C., who deposes iind says 
as follows: 

AOlunt is lir.st lieutenant in Company 10, Sixty-sixth North Carolina 
'rroojia, under command of Col. James W. Hinton, and in the service of 
said State of North Carolina. Oapt. .1. T. lOlliottcommands Company 
iO. Tlii.s coniimiiy has beeii in service about a year, more recently has 
been made part of Sixty-sixth Kegiment. A portion of Company 10 
made piisoiier of a negro, a private in a regiment called “Fiftli U. S. 
Colored,” in seiviccof tlio United States. This rogimentwas part of a 
force of the enemy invading the county of Pasquotank, and this capture 
was made on or about December 11, 18(53. 

Affiant’s family was at his home in that county about five miles dis- 
tant from the town of Elizabeth City. On the afternoon of same day 
affiant’s wife, Phoebe Munden, was arrested at her home and brought 
to hhizabeth City. She was then confined in a room over a store with 
some fifteen or twenty others, of whom all but lier.self and aiiotlier lady, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Weeks, wife of Pender Weeks, 'were men. Both ladies 
were tied by tlunr hands and feet and detained three days, and were 
liberated only temporarily and to satisfy the calls of nature. When 
])ennittod to leave for this purpose they u’cre accomiiaiiied by a negro 
guard, who stood over them with muskets, and they were compelled to 
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do this in a ])ublic street. They were thou carried olC, tlioir bonds 
untied, with the enemy’s forces. The wrists of Jifhant’s wile were bleed- 
ing from the stricture of the roimwitU wliich slic was tied wlien she 
left. Mrs. Miinden was taken troih her three children, oi’ whieli the 
oldest is about ten and the youngest four years of age, and no white 
l)erson left with them. A young woman who lived in the family made 
her esca])e. A friend went there to take care of them at night. * Wlien 
carried oil' she was allowed to carry no change of elotlms nor any night 
clothes. When conllned in the room at liJIizabeth Oity tlie ladic's were 
(loinpelled to sleep on the naked floor without bed or bededothes or 
other covering, and witlmut lire. About the third night Dr. W. G. f’ool 
pi'evailed on tlie oflieor of the enemy to permit blankets t{) be carried 
in, and after some delay consent was oblained. Neitlier of these ladies 
have returned, but, so far as altiant knows or can hoar, arc ke])t still 
in confinement. While at Elizabeth Oity, when Mr.s. Mnndeii would 
complain of her ti'eatment, .she has been cursed and told she would bo 
liung. 

Mrs. Munden is about thir^dive years of ago, and, as also alliant, 
are natives of I’asnuotanic Oouiity. tier hoaltli is not vigorous. 
Alliant and Mr. WeeJis addrcs.sed a letter to General B. F. Eutler in 
relation to tlie arrest and detention of their wives, and received 
answer, the papers herewith filed, marked A.* 

The facts stated are detailed by witne-ssos who Icnow tliem of liighost 
respectability, and are implicitly credited by alliant. During' tliis 
invasion the enemy under Ilrigadier Gcnoral Wild hung Dnniol Bright, 
burnt alBant’s Iiou.so and all it contained, a(,ablos, crop, and nearly 
everything on the premises. They also burnt the house of VVilliam T 
White, a commissary to Company B. before it was attached to the 
regiment and afterward. They also burnt a Darn of (!orn, wheat, and 
other things belougdng to Ed. Jennings, a citizen not connected with 
any military organization. They also, as affiant liears, l)iu‘nt some six 
or seven liouse.s in Camden County. Among others arrested was 
Major Gregory, about seventy years old, who, while gone, boeamo 
paralyzed and died soon after his relea.se and roturn home. All his 
property was also destroyed hy lire. The above facts are all true so 
far as within affiant’s knowledge, wln'cli ho verily believes to be true
